PREFACE 


TH  E  materials  of  that  branch  cf  hiftmy  which  re- 
cords the  opaations  c^  war,  and  tJie  public  oc- 
currences of  civil  adminiftiation,  are  in  erery 
body's  hands ;  but  the  aegociations  of  ftateimen,  and  the 
afiairs  of  the  cabinet,  are  not  fo  eaiily  brought  to  lights 
and  unlefs  they  be  fo,  tranla^ons  moft  worthy  of  a  place 
in  general  hifloiy  will  either  remain  entirely  unknown,  or 
the  accounts  given  of  them  will  be  liable  to  all  the  mif- 
takes  of  ill  founded  conje^kure,  and  to  all  the  mi&eprelen- 
tations  of  ill  intentioned  party. 

Sometimes  it  happens  diat  a  principal  perlbn  concerned 
in  a  ftate  intrigue,  thinks  it  neceflkry  either  for  his  amufe- 
ment,  or  his  jufliiication,  for  the  fatisfadion  of  his  friend%  . 
or  in  confutation  of  his  enemies,  to  lit  down,  after  the 
bufy  fcene  is  clofet),  to  give  an  account  of  what  palled. 
But  fuch  performances,  imlefs  proper  vouchers  are  produ- 
ced to  liipport  what  is  afierted,  ought  to  be  read  with  cau-

know  the  truth,   being  frequently  orer-ballanced  by  the. 
temptations  he  may  have  to  difguife  it. 

It  muft  give  real  pleaTure,  therefore,  to  every  one  con- 
cerned for  the  dignity  and  authenticity  of  hiftory,  to  fee 
the  intirior  part  of  it  difclofed,  and  the  curtain  drawn  up, 
unknown  to  the  a£tors  themfelves,  by  the  publication  of 
letters  and  memorials,  which  were  never  defigned  for  pub- 
•  lie  infpedion ;  and  which,  however  carefully  concealed  in 
■  their  own  age,  by  variety  of  accidents  find  their  way  to  the 
prefs  at  fome  diftant  period,  and  furnifli  pofterity  with  in- 
formation denied  to  thofe  who  lived  neareft  to  the  time  of 
adion. 

If  any  particular  inftance  were  neceflary  to  illuftrate  this 
general  obfervation,  a  remarkable  confirmation  of  it  may 
be  had,  by  comparing  the  hiftory  of  queen  EUzabeth's 
times  as  it  is  now  written  by  Hume  and  Robertfon,  with  the 
accounts  given  of  it  by  other  hiftorians,  who  had  not  the 
memorials  preferved  at  Hatfield,  and  the  valuable  papers 
coIle<aed  by  lord  Royfton,  to  guide  them  in  their  fearch 
after  truth. 

It  is  to  be  lamented  however,  that  the  repofitories  of 
ftate  letters  have  not,  in  general,  been  fuffered  to  be  open- 
ed, till  length  of  time  has  too  much  impaired  curiofity. 
Events,  by  this  means,  often  lie  dormant  till  it  be  almoft 

forgotten

forgotten  that  they  ever  happened ;  and,  confequently,  the 
public  is  not  put  into  poffeffion  of  the  hiftorical  truth,  till 
it  ceafes  to  be  an  objeift  of  general  attention,  or  of  national 
inAniflion.  I  fliall  hardly  be  accufed  of  the  ufual  par- 
tiality of  editors,  to  the  works  on  which  they  have  beftowed 
their  labour,  if  I  affirm  that  few  coUeftions  of  ftate  papers 
have,  of  late  years,  appeared  ( and  many  important  collec- 
tions have,  of  late  years,  appeared)  more  worthy  of  the 
public  notice,  than  thofc  now  introduced  into  the  world. 
They  belong  to  a  period  of  oup  hiftory,  which  time  hath 
not,  as  yet,  antiquated;  and  they  relate  events,  the  im- 
portant confequences  of  which  can,  in  no  future  age,  be. 
uninterefting. — All  that  we  boaft  of,  as  EngUpmen  and 
Prcteftants^  we  owe  to  the  Revolution.  While  we  enjoy  the 
invaluable  blefllngs  of  civil  and  religious  liberty,  we  Ihall 
read  with  fatisfaSion,  in  thefe  volumes,  a  more  authentic 
account  of  the  ftrange  attempts  of  king  James  the  fecond, 
to  eftabUfli  lawlefs  defpotifm,  and  to  introduce  odious  fu- 
perftition,  than,  perhaps,  has  ever  yet  made  a  part  of  the 
general  hiftory  of  his  reign.  And  while  we  have  the  fiiUeft 
view  of  the  dangers  from  which  we  efcaped,  it  will  be  no 
fmall  addition  to  the  value  of  the  prefent  colledlion,  that  it 
.  contains  many  important  fafts,  which  throw  light  on  the 
conduit  of  thofe  patriots,  who  had  the  honefty  to  refift  a 
tyrant,  and  happily  fucceeded  in  their  glorious  attempt.

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But  it  is  not  my  intention,  in  this  preface,  to  prejudice 
the  reader.  The  work  muft  {peak  for  itfelf ;  and  if  its  own 
intrinfic  merit  cannot  fiipport  it,  the  ccHnmendations  be- 
ftowed  on  it  by  an  editor,  will  only  be  an  argument  of  his 
want  of  judgment,  or,  of  what  he  can  honeftly  di&laim, 
his  being  influenced  by  a  mercenary  profped  of  reaping  any 
pecuniary  advantage  from  the  puUication. 

The  duty  of  an  edit»3f,  however,  in  a  publication  of 
this  kind,  muft  be  complied  with.  Some  account  of  the 
noble  perfon,  -whofe  name  appears  on  the  title  page,  will 
be  expetSled ;  and  this  expectation  ihall,  as  far  as  I  am  able, 
be  gratified.  A  few  particulars  concerning  the  feveral  parts 
of  the  work  itfelf,  will  alfo  be  very  proper  to  be  mentioned ; 
that  the  reader  may  know  what  entertainment  is  prepared 
for  him,  and  not  have  any  pretence  to  complain  of  difap- 
pointment.  And,  as  authenticity  muft  ftamp  the  ultimate 
value  on  the  whole,  the  preface  fliall  concliule  with  the 
hiflory  of  the  MSS.  by  tracing  them  from  the  writer  to  the 
publilher- 

The  noble  perfon,  whole  letters  and  diary  are  contained  in 
thefe  volumes,  was  the  eldeft  fon  of  lord  chancellor  Clarendon. 
"  He  was  very  early  engaged  in  great  fccrets ;  for  his  father 
"  apprehending  of  what  fatal  confequence  it  would  have 
■"  been  to  the  king's  affairs,  if  his  correlpondence  had  been 
"  difcovered  by  unfaithful  lecretaries,  engaged  him,  when 

"very 
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"  vtry  young,  to  write  all  his  letters  to  England  in  cypher ; 
"  fo  that  he  was  generally  half  the  day  writing  in  cypher, 
"  or  decyphering,  and  was  fo  dilcreet,  as  well  as  faithful, 
"  that  nothing  was  ever  difcovered  by  him."  Bifliop  Bur- 
net, whofe  words  I  have  tranfcribed,'  appears  to  have  been 
well  informed.  A  vaft  coUedion  of  the  lord  chancellor's 
papers,  is  now  in  the  poflcffion  of  the  editor  of  the  prefcnt 
work ;  and  a  perufal  of  them,  fhews  that  fir  Edward  Hyde 
employed  his  eldeft  fon  in  his  moft  fecret  correfpondence, 
during  the  five  years  that  preceded  the  reftoration.  A  copy 
of  a  dilpatch,  to  Don  Louis  de  Haro,  which  bears  date  from 
Cologne,  the  2d.  of  auguft  1655,  is  the  firft  paper  I  find  in 
the  hand- writing  of  Mr.  Henry  Hyde ;  and  from  that  time, 
down  to  the  reftoration,  we  meet  with  innumerable  proofs 
of  his  induftry,  and  of  the  entire  confidence  his  father 
placed  in  him.  The  original  letters,  with  his  decyphered 
copies,  ftill  exift,  and  the  public  may  exped  them  in  due 
time. 

Though  the  Fafti  of  Anthony  Wood,*  ColEns's  Peer- 
age, '  and  the  Bbgraphia  Britannica,*  give  us  fome  account 
of  oui  author,  they  hare  not  mentioned  the  time  of  his^ 
btrth,  which  our  readers  will,  no  doubt,  have  a  defire  to 
know,  in  order  to  fix  his  ^  when  his  father  began  to  em^

ploy 
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ploy  him  as  his  fecretary.  What  was  omitted  in  the  fore- 
going repofitories  of  dates,  we  are  enabled  to  fupply  from 
lord  Clarendon's  own  diary.  Upon  the  2d  of  June  1688 
wcr  read  as  follows  — ■  /  am  now,  this  day,  complete  fifty 
years  of  age, '  &c.  So  that  he  appears  to  have  been  bom  in 
1638  ;  and  was  only  in  his  feventeenth  yfor  in  1655  ;  by 
which  time,  we  find  him,  already  intrufted  with  all  the  fc- 
crets  of  the  cabinet  at  Cologne. 

In  the  year  of  the  reftoration  he  married  Theodofia  the 
daughter  of  lord  Capel : '  aqd  in  1662,  ( by  the  promotion 
of  the  lord  chancellor  to  the  title  of  Clarendon)  being  now 
lord  Cornbury,  he  was,  upon  fettling  queen  Catharine's 
houfliold,  appointed  lord  chamberlain  to  her  majefty.  "  He 
"  was  much  in  the  queen's  favour  (fays  bilhop  Burnet)  arid 
"  his  father  being  fo  violently  prolecuted  on  account  of  her 
"  marriage,  flie  thought  herfelf  bound  to  protect  him  in  a 
"  particular  manner :  he  was  fo  provoked  at  the  ill  ulage 
"  his  father  met  with,  that  he  ftruck  in  violently  with  the 
«  party  that  oppofed  the  court."  '  The  debates  of  the  houfe 
of  commons  cqllefted  by  Mr.  Grey,  and  lately  publifhed, 
furniih  repeated  inftances  to  confirm  this  account.  We 
find  lord  Cornbury  making  no  inconfiderable  figijfe  in  the 
lift  of  fpeakers  in  oppofition  to  the,  court,  in  that  collec-

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.  tion ;  particularly,  in  the  year  1673,  Mr.  Grey  has  pre- 
ferred near  twenty  of  his  fpeeches. '  —  On  his  father's 
death,  about  the  end  of  the  year  1674,  he  became  earl  of 
Clarendon  ;  and  in  the  next  feffion  of  parliament,  we  fee 
him  continuing  his  oppolition,  in  the  houfe  of  lords,  and 
even  filing  a  proteft,  againft  an  addrels  voted  to  the  king 
on  his  fpeech. '  All  this  time,  he  continued  in  the  queen's 
family;  for  in  1675,  a  book  was  dedicated  to  him  under 
the  title  of  lord  chamberlain  to  her  majefty. '  —  His  at- 
tachment to  the  duke  of  York,  having  brought  hiin  into 
favor  at  court,  he  was  made  a  privy  counfelloron  the  26th 
of  may  1680 ;  *  but  foon  fell  under  the  difpleafure  of  the 
prevailing  party  in  the  houfe  of  commons,  who,  unable  to 
carry  the  exclufion  bill,  fliewed  their  refentment  ^ainft 
thofe,  who  were  fuppofed  to  hare  advifed  his  majefty  never 
to  confent  to  it,  by  voting  an  addrefs  to  the  king,  on  the 
7th.  of  January  1681,'  to  remove  from  his  prefence  and 
councils  George  earl  of  Halifax,  Laurence  Hyde  Efqr. 
Henry  marquis  of  Worcefter,  Lewis  earl  of  Feverftiani, 
and  Henry  earl  of  Clarendon. 

On  the  acceftion  of  king  James  the  fccond  in  february 
i68|,  he  was  made  lord  privy  feal,  *  and  in  december,  the

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feme  year,  he  was  conftituted  lord  lieutenant  of  Ireland. 
How  he  condufted  himfelf  in  that  kingdom,  will  be  beft 
known  from  his  own  letters,  which  make  the  principal 
part  of  the  following  work.  Hiftory, '  indeed,  has  already- 
done  him  this  juftice,  that  being  too  firmly  attached  to  the 
proteftant  religion,  he  was  recalled  from  his  goremment  in 
January  i68|  to  make  room  for  lord  Tyrconnel;  and,  on 
the  nth  of  march  he  was  turned  out  of  his  place,  as  lord 
privy  feal,  that  lord  Arundel  of  Wardour,  another  pa- 
pift,  might  fucceed  him. '  One  who  had  thus  occupied  the 
higheft  offices  in  the  ftate,  and  been  removed '  from  them, 
for  reafcms  fo  honorable,  could  not  but  be  of  foihe  confe- 
quence,  while  the  revolution  was  in  agitation :  what  part 
therefore  he  afted  in  that  ever  memorable  tranfaflion,  will 
be  beft  related  by  himfelf  in  his  diary  ;  and  we  fliall  clofe 
our  account  of  him  by  mentioning  in  general,  that  having 
refufed  to  take  the  oaths  to  king  William,  he  palled  the 
reft  of  his  life  in  a  private  manner  in  the  country,  and  died 
on  the  22d  of  oftober  1709. 

Solicitous  only  for  the  interefts  of  truth,  and  having  no 
view,  in  the  prefent  publication,  but  to  throw  light  on  a 
moft  important  period  of  the  Englifli  hiftory,  it  would  be

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foreign  to  my  purpofe  in  this  preface,  either  to  cenfure  or  to 
commend  Henry  earl  of  Clarendon,  for  the  part  he  aded 
in  the  bufy  fcene.  However,  though  I  fliail  talce  care  nei- 
ther to  expofe  myfelf  to  the  flight  charge  of  indulging  a 
good-natured  partiality,  by  expatiating  on  his  private  vir- 
tues, nor  to  deferve  the  feverer  reproach  of  an  unneceflary 
and  invidious  examination  of  the  confiftency  of  every  part 
of  his  public  condud,  it  will  certainly  be  incumbent  upon 
me,  to  hazard  fome  refledions  and  remarks,  founded  on 
the  faflis  I  have  aheady  mentioned,  or  may  ftill  produce ; 
and  which  I  am  confident,  will  place  the  abilities,  the  ta- 
lents for  public  bulinefs,  and  the  importance  of  the  folitical 
cbaraSier  of  lord  Clarendon  in  fuch  a  light,  as  may  en- 
courage the  reader  to  expeft  entertainment,  and  to  hope 
for  inftniftion  from  his  lordlhip's  accounts  of  the  great 
events  in  which  he  was  fo  deeply  concerned ;  and  may  juf- 
tify  me  for  adding  him  to  Mr.  Walpole's  catalogue  of  no- 
ble authors. 

That  fo  penetrating  a  judge  of  the  charaflers  of  men  as 
lord  chancellor  Clarendon  indifputably  was,  fliould  put 
fuch  confidence  in  his  eldeft  fon  when  he  was  only  feventeen 
years  of  age,  as  to  engage  him  in  fecrets  and  to  employ  him 
in  bufinefs,  an  improper  communication  of  which  muft  ne- 
ceflarily  have  defeated  the  negociations  then  on  foot  for  re- 
ftoring  the  king;  and  that,  fi-om  the  year  1655,  to  the 
happy  completion  of  the  great  event  in  1660,  no  inftance 
b  2  of 
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of  youthiul  levity,  culpable  neglefl:,  or  weak  furprize  fliould 
happen  to  make  the  father  repent  his  choice  of  a  fecretary ; 
this  remarkable  anecdote,  feems  to  juftify,  in  the  fulleft 
manner,  the  inference  I  would  now  draw  from  it,  that 
Henry  earl  of  Clarendon  was  born  with  talents  for  public 
bufinefs;  which  when  matured  by  age,  and  enlarged  by 
experience,  could  not  but  qualify  him  to  fill  the  higheft 
offices  of  ftate,  with  a  fufficient  fliare  of  dexterity.  The 
ufual  employment  he  had  of  putting  his  father's  letters  in- 
to cypher,  and  of  decyphering  thofe  written  to  his  father 
from  England  required  a  degree  of  prudence,  affiduity,  at- 
tention and  acutenefs,  which,  perhaps,  intitled  him  to  a 
higher  commendation  than  that  which  bifliop  Burnet  hex 
ftows  on  him,  of  fidelity  and  diferetim. ' 

In  confirmation  of  this  favorable  view  I  give  of  his  abi- 
lities, at  fo  early  a  period  of  his  life,  I  have  it  in  my  power 
to  inform  the  public,  that  by  looking  into  the  vaft  colledion 
of  the  Clarendon  MSS,  already  referred  to  by  me,  and  which 
are  referved  for  a  future  publication,  I  find  Mr.  Henry 
Hyde  was  not  merely  the  copyer  and  the  decypherer  of  the 
difpatches  written  by  others,  during  the  king's  exile,  but 
was,  even  then,  trufted  with  fome  fhare  of  the  correfpon- 
dence  himfelf '

diftance  from  Charles's  court.  -  .     .-

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It  is  an  additional  honor  to  the  noble  perfon  whofe  re- 
mains are  now  made  public,  that  the  confidence  repofed  in 
him  before  the  reftoration  was  never  afterwards  withdrawn, 
but  he  continued  to  be  tie  ferfon  lebom  his  father  trufted 
moji. '  —  It  might  have  been  alledged,  perhaps  that  the 
prime  minifter  of  the  baniflied  Charles  (whofe  indigent 
court  fcarcely  fubfifted  with  decency  on  the  begging  privy 
leals  that  were  circulated  throughout  England,  and  oit  a 
fcanty  and  ill  paid  penfion  furniihed  by  Spain)  did  not  em- 
ploy his  fon  in  his  fecret  correfpondence  fi'om  choice,  on 
obferving  him  poflefled  of  talents,  fuitable  to  that  truft,  but 
from  mere  inability  to  defray  the  expenfe  of  an  abler  and 
more  aged  fecretary.  But,  furely,  Clarendon,  no  longer 
ftarving  with  his  matter  at  Cologne  and  Bruflels,  but  di- 
rcSing  the  cabinet  at  London  ia  the  happier  and  more  af- 
fluent times  that  fuccceded,  at  the  reftoration,  could  have 
np  motive  for  continuing  to  trufi  bis  cam  fon  mofiy  but  the 
well-grounded  remarks  he  had  made  on  his  character ;  and 
a  conviaion  confirmed  by  a  trial  and  experience  of  feveraj 
years,  that  amongft  the  numerous  dependants  and  frieqds 
who  now  fiirrounded  him  and  Ihared  his  prolperity,  no  per- 
fon could  be  found  better  qualified  to  affift  him,  in  his 
moft  fecret  and  important  bufinefs.  And  that  this  great 
minifter  continued  thus  to  diftinguifti  his  fon,  as  Burnet

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affures  us,  I  find  remarkably  is  confirmed  by  moft  authen- 
tic proofs. .  The  original  letters  that  pafled  between  the 
lord  chancellor  Clarendon,  and  the  furintendant  Fouquet, 
are  now  before  me;  and  upon  examining  thefe  valuable 
MSS,  I  find  that  even  this  negociation,  a  negociation  con- 
cealed from  minifters  and  embafladors,  and  carried  on  with 
fuch  fecrecy  that  Fouquet  defired  that  the  chancellor  would 
always  write  with  his  men  hand  in  englijh, '  was  intrufted  to 
Mr.  Henry  Hyde.' 

It  feemed  highly  neceflary  I  fliould  take  fome  pains  to 
reftore  the  charadler  of  the  fecond  earl  of  Clarendon  to  its 
due  importance.  While  we  confider  him,  merely,  as  the 
bigotted  nonjuror,  plotting  to  reftore  a  tyrant  whom  he 
had  honeftly  refifted,  and  paffing  his  laft  twenty  years  in 
obfcurity  under  a  government,  which  he  had  the  weaknefs 
to  difown,  though  he  had  contributed  to  its  eftabliihment, 
■we  are  apt  to  forget  he  had  in  an  earlier  period  of  his  life, 
given  convincing  proofs  of  his  pofiefling  talents  that  quali- 
fied him  for  public  bufinefs. 

The  charafters  of  men  are  ftrangely  mixed ;  and'  it  is 
not  uncommon,  to  fee  a  certain  degree  of  capacity,  united

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m  the  lame  perfon  with  the  narroweft  prejudices  in  iome 
particular  inftances.  Archbifliop  Laud,  as  appears  from  his 
diary,  had  a  ridiculous  weaknefs  of  mind  with  regard  to 
dreams  and  omens ;  and  yet  he  was  capable  of  reafoning 
againft  Fifher  the  jefuit,  with  a  ftrength  of  argument,  and 
a  depth  of  learning  that  will  always  preferve  his  charaftec 
from  contempt.  But  befides  this  well  known  part  of  the  fe- 
cond  earl  of  Clarendon's  public:  conduift,  which  fo  indifpu- 
tably  proves  that  he  was  under  the  influence  of  vulgar  pre- 
judices with  regard  to  the  firft  principles  of  government, 
the  reader  probably  will  obferve  that  bifliop  Burnet  feems 
to  have  defcribed  him,  as  a  perfon  of  mean  capacity  in  ge- 
neral. "  His  judgment,  fays  the  right  reverend  hiftorian  of 
"  his  own  times,  was  not  much  to  be  depended  upon,  be- 
"  ing  carried  by  vulgar  prejudices  and  falfe  notions,  —  and 
"  the  king  (Charles  the  2d)  always  fpoke  of  him  with  great 
"  Iharpne^  and  much  fcorn."  '  —  Perhaps  there  Ihould  be 
no  great  ftrefs  laiii.^  what  falls,  unlupported  by  particu- 
lar inftances,  from  the  pen  of  a  writer  remarkable  for  his 
free  touches,  if  not  culpable  for  his  hafty  cenfures,  on  the 
charaifters  of  thofe  whofe  party  connexions  were  oppofite 
to  his  own.  In  fuch  cafes,  the  bilhop  himfelf  has  put  us 
upon  our  guard  ;  for  the  following  are  his  own  words,  and 
fully  juftify  my  recommending  caution  to  the  readers  of 
his  hiftorical  portraits.    "  An  hiftorian  that  favors  his  owa

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"  fide,  is  to  be  forgiven,  though  he  puts  too  much  lift  in 
"  his  colours,  when  he  fets  out  the  beft  fides  of  his  party, 
"  and  the  worft  of  thofe  from  whom  he  differs :  and  if  he 
"  but  flightly  touches  the  failings  of  his  friends,  and  fe- 
"  verely  aggravates  thofe  of  the  other  fide,  though  in  this 
"  he  departs  from  the  laws  of  an  exaft  hiftorian,  yet  this 
"  biafs  is  fo  natural,  that  if  it  leflens  the  credit  of  the  wri- 
"  ter,  yet  it  does  not  blacken  him." '  Such  then  being  the 
doiSrine  avowed  by  bifliop  Burnet,  it  will  be  a  very  natural 
queftion,  whether  he  has  not  put  too  much  life  in  his  colours, 
and  feverely  aggravated  the  failings  of  the  fecond  lord  Cla- 
rendon, in  the  unfavorable  portrait  of  him  that  he  has 
drawn  ?  And  it  is  fortunate  for  the  memory  of  his  lord- 
fliip,  that  the  coUedion  of  parliamentary  debates  by  Mr. 
Grey  hath  made  its  appearance,  at  a  critical  moment,  to 
furnifh  me  with  fads  which  place  the  abilities  of  the  noble 
perfon,  whole  remains  are  contained  in  thefe  volumes,  in 
no  contemptible  light. 

We  can  eafily  fiippofe,  indeed,  that  lord  Cornbury  might 
be  fpoken  of  with  fcorn  by  Charles  and  his  profligate  cour- 
tiers, for  m-ging  it,  in  one  of  his  fpeeches,  as  a  reafon  for 
removing  Buckingham  from  the  king's  councils,  that  he 
bad  murdered  the  bujhand  (lord  Shremfbury)  and  lived  in 
perpetual  adultery  viitb  that  miferable  woman. '    But  what-

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ever  fcorn  Charles  might  exprefs,  without  doors,  Mr.  fe- 
cretarjr  Coventry  the  manager  of  the  court  party,  and  the 
lliamelefs  advocates  of  the  infamous  Cabal,  had  no  reafon 
to  exprefs  fuch  fcorn  within  doors.  The  fpeeches  of  lord 
Combury,  as  preferved  by  Mr.  Grey,  have  not  the  appear- 
ance of  coming  from  a  man  •whofe  judgment  was  not  much 
to  be  defended  upon,  and  who  was  led  by  falfe  notions.  While 
they  teach  us  to  refpe£l  him  as  an  honeft  man,  for  daring 
to  oppofe  fupplies  till  grievances  were  redrefled, '  though  he 
wore  the  key  of  lord  chamberlain  to  the  queen  ;  they,  at 
the  fame  time,  are  as  fenfible  as  they  are  fpirited ;  and  par- 
ticularly, in  the  debates  on  lord  Arlington,  the  reafons  he 
urges,  for  preferring  an  addrefs  to  remove  that  minifter 
from  the  hmg^  to  an  impeachment,  are  not  unworthy  of  one 
trained  up  under  the  great  Clarendon,  and  animated  with 
a  confiderable  fliare  of  his  abilities. ' 

We  may  add  to  this,  that  if  Charles  the  fecond  fpoke 
of  the  fecond  lord  Clarendon  with  fcorn,  at  one  time,  when 
he  was  in  oppofition,  he  certainly  had  altered  his  opinion, 
and  thought  him  a  perfon  of  a  reipeiftable  political  charac-

c  ter, 
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ter,  when  he  called  him  to  his  councils,  at  a  huCy  and  moft 
dangerous  crifis.  Nor  did  the  great  leaders  of  the  oppofi- 
tion  in  the  times  of  the  exclufion  bill  think  him  an  objed 
of  fcom,  when  they  levelled  the  thunder  of  the  houfe  of 
commons  againft  him,  and  thought  him  of  coidequence 
enougji  to  be  joined  in  the  fame  cenfure,  with  lords  Hali- 
fax and  Rocheftei. 

I  have  been  naturaHy  led  by  fads,  to  do  this  juftice  to 
a  charafler  againft  which  an  unfupported  charge  of  inabi- 
lity hath  been  brought.  But,  perhaps,  the  readers  of  the 
fecond  vcJume  of  this  work,  will  be  of  opinion,  that  lord 
Clarendon  has  fufBciently  revenged  himfelf  on  Burnet.  The 
world  will  now  be  able  to  judge,  which  of  the  two,  the 
right  reverend  hiftorian,  or  the  noble  diwy  writer, '  diaw> 
the  foibles  of  the  other's  charader  neareft  to  the  life.  And 
probably  a  queftion  may  occur  to  thofe  who  perufe  the- 
diary  for  the  year  1688,  whether  it  was  a  greater  inftance 
of  want  of  political  forefight  in  the  writer  of  it,  to  fup- 
pole  that  the  nation  could  be  laved  from  the  tyranny  of 
king  James  without  railing  the  prince  of  Orange  to  the 
throne,  than  it  was  of  want  of  political  difcretion  in  Dr. 
Burnet,  to  be  lb  unguarded  and  open  in  his  difcourles  con- 
cerning the  fecret  views  of  the  prince's  party,  to  lord  Cla- 
rendon, whom  he  fulpeded  ofruit  being  right  in  the  princii 
intereft.  '

But, 
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But,  after  all,  the  prefent  volumes  would  be  highly 
■worthy  of  the  attention  of  the  public,  though  we  had  not 
been  able  to  produce  fafts,  which  raife  the  abilities  of  Heniy 
earl  of  Clarendon,  above  the  ftandard  at  which  they  are 
fixed  by  bilbop  Biirnet.  The  powers  of  genius,  and  the 
ornaments  of  compofition  are  indeed  neceffary,  to  ftamp  a 
rdue  on  the  work  of  the  profefled  hiftorian  ;  but  the  let- 
ters of  a  ftatefman  derive  their  principal  utility  from  the 
fituation  of  the  writer,  not  from  his  capacity ;  from  his 
having  been  employed  in  the  ftate  fecrets,  however  unequal 
to  the  truft ;  in  a  word,  from  his  opportunities  of  know- 
ing the  determinations  of  the  cabinet,  however  unqualified 
to  direfl  and  to  advife  them.  Whatever  portion  therefore,  of 
political  (agacity  belongs  to  our  author,  the  prefent  publi- 
cation muft  be  able  to  fupport  its  own  merit,  without  bor- 
rowing any  from  )m  perlbnal  charafler.  That  he  was 
trufted  with  the  government  of  Ireland  is  fufficient  to  make 
the  public  defirous  of  reading  an  account  of  his  proceed- 
ings in  that  kingdom  in  his  letters  to  the  miniftry  at  Lon- 
don ;  as  they  lay  open  the  whole  plan  of  attacks  made  by 
king  James  on  liberty  and  religion  :  and  a  diary,  for  the 
year  of  the  revolution,  promifes  both  entertainment  and 
inftruftion,  when  we  know  already  from  hiftory,  that  the 
writer  of  it  was  of  fiich  confequence  in  the  ftate,  that  he 
was  one  of  the  proteftant  lords  fummoned  by  the  king, 
when  is  was  too  late,  to  tepsit  the  mifcarriages  of  his  po- 
c  2  piih 
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pifli  counfellors,  and  that  he  had  Spirit  enough  to  take  the 

lead  in  that  memorable  aflembly. ' 

What  hath  been  obferved  concerning  the  charafler  of 
Henry  earl  of  Clarendon,  and  the  opportunities  he  had, 
from  his  fituation,  to  know  the  moft  fecret  tranfailions  of 
ftate,  and  to  have  a  ihare  in  conducing  them,  cannot 
fail  to  give  the  reader  a  reafonable  expeAation  of  being  in- 
ftrufled  and  entertained,  by  the  work  now  put  into  his 
hands ;  and,  I  ilatter  myfelf,  that  a  particular  account  of 
the  feveral  parts  of  it,  to  which  I  now  proceed,  will  fhew 
that,  probably,  this  expedation  will  be  gratified. 

Many  colleflions  of  ftate  papers,  however  ufeful  and 
valuable  upon  the  whole,  have  confifted  of  detached  pieces, 
unconnedlcd  by  any  other  uniformity  of  parts  befides  the  weak 
tie  of  a  chronological  order,  and  which,  though  they  may 
bring  to  light  particular  anecdotes,  have  not  been  fo  per- 
fedl  as  to  give  a  fidl  view  of  any  one  great  objed  of  hifto- 
rical  inquiry.  From  this  it  has  happened  that  fuch  publi- 
cations are  fitter  to  be  occafionally  confulted,  than  to  be 
read ;  and  writers  of  hiftory  have  been  left  in  full  poffeffion

of 
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of  them,  as  mines  from  which  they  may  dig  materials,  and 
report  to  the  world,  what  treafure  they  have  found  a- 
midft  the  heaps  of  rubbifh  they  have  turned  over.  But  this 
is  far  from  being  the  cafe  of  the  prefent  volumes.  The 
letters  of  Henry  earl  of  Clarendon,  are  not  merely  mate- 
rials for  hiftorians,  but  they  are  hiftory.  They  contain  a 
complete  account  of  his  government  in  Ireland,  from  the 
day  he  entered  upon  it,  to  the  moment  he  embarked  again 
for  England,  upon  his  being  recalled ;  and  the  chain  of  the 
correfpondence  is  never  brokeii,  by  the  abfence  of  fo  much 
as  one  link.  From  the  nature  of  this  correfpondence,  every 
part  of  the  inftruffions  he  came  veiled  with  from  king 
James,  and  every  fubfequent  direflion.  he  had  from  him, 
is  occafionally  laid  open  to  the  reader.  The  letters,  though 
unadorned  with  any  remarkable  elegance  of  compofition, 
are,  however,  far  from  being  contemptible,  even  in  this 
refpefi.  They  fully  exprefs  the  meaning  of  the  writer, 
without  difgufting  the  reader ;.  and  if  the  feeond  lord  Cla- 
rendon cannot  boaft  of  that  richnefs  of  exprelSon,  and 
agreeable  painting,  which  we  admire  in  the  writings  of 
the  great  chancellor,  he  has  not  thofe  involved  periods) 
and  that  fuperfiLuity  of  diftion  to  anlwer  for,  which  fome- 
times,  (if  I  may  venture  to. give  my  opinion)  borders  upon 
tedioufnefs'and  tautology. 

In  a  ffile,  therefore,  which  doth  not  dilgrace  the  man 
of  bufinefs,  a  fcene  is  difclofed,.  in  the  letters  from  Ire- 
land, 
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land,  which  unavoidably  commands  the  attention  of  every 
one  who  would  be  glad  to  fee  the  revolution  fully  juftified, 
by  a  moft  authentic  account  of  the  whole  plan  of  the  in- 
croachments  meditated  by  king  James,  on  the  proteftant 
eftablilhment  in  Ireland;  a  prelude  to  what  his  EngUfli 
proteftant  fubjefls  were  to  expeft  in  due  time.  Tranfaftions, 
unattended  by  circumflances  that  are  ftriking  in  their  own 
nature,  may  become  moft  interefting,  and  important,  when 
confidered  as  the  caufes  of  great  public  revolutions  that 
afterwards  happened.  In  this  view,  therefore,  the  various 
ptf  ticulars  which  occur  in  lord  Clarendon's  difpatches ;  the 
odious  profecutions,  on  account  of  words  refle6ling  on  the 
king,  when  duke  of  York,  which  call  to  our  minds  the 
tyranny  of  a  Tiberius,  and  the  rillanies  of  his  informers  ; 
the  encouragement  given  to  the  popifli  biftiops,  unknown 
to  the  proteftant  governor  of  Ireland,  to  hold  public  allem- 
blies,  and  to  wear  their  habits  at  Dublin ;  the  keeping  va- 
cant the  church  preferments,  that  the  revenues  apprt^ri- 
ated  by  law  for  the  maintenance  of  a  proteftant  eftablifti- 
ment,  might  furnilh  a  fund  for  fubfifling  the  popifh  clergyi 
the  orders  repeatedly  fent  to  make  papifts  members  of  cor- 
porationsj  juftices  of  the  peace,  fheriifs,  privy  coimfellors, 
and  judges, '  in  defiance  of  law ;  the  arbitrary  reverfals  of

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ontTawries ;.  and  ( what  was  a  principal  obje^  of  the  at- 
tention of  the  court )  the  infamous  modelling  of  the  army, 
by  turning  out  not  only  the  proteftant  officers  but  alfo  the 
private  men  of  that  perfuafion,  to  put  the  fword  into  the 
hands  of  the  native  Iriflii  whofe  animolity  againft  the  En- 
^ifli  intereft  had  been  difcovered  by  their  former  rebellions,, 
and  to  guard  againft  whofe  future  infurreSions  it  had  beem 
riiought  neceffary  to  continue  an  army  in  Ireland,  when, 
the  ai9:s  of  fettlement  were  made  after  the  reftoration ;  — 
thefe,  and  other  fimilar  tranfadions^  referred  to  in  lord. 
Clarendon's  letters,  will  command  our  attention.;  when  vre 
confldet  them  as  the  provocations  which  at  lafl  obliged  even 
the  friends  of  paffive  obedience  to  confute  their  own  llavifh. 
doi&ines  by  theic  anions,  and  to  cooperate  with  thole  who 
called  in'  the  prince  of  Orange  to  lave  the  conftitution. 

We  have  alrea<^,  indeed^  iii  aichbiflu^  King's  ^ate  of 
tie  frotefiants  in  Ireland,  a  moft  melancholy  view  of  the 
diflrefs  of  that  unfortunate  people,  when  refcued  by  king 
William..  But  many  of  the  inftances  of  cruel  oppreffion 
related  in  that  book,  were  fobfequent  to  the  revolution  in 
£ngland  :  and,  therefore^  it  is  of  more  coniequence  to  be 

iifftnfed  with  in  a  juMtld  pUa^  and  it  is  a-  hriatb  of  tbe  taw.  —  The  original. 
fetter  of  the  king,  couQterfigned  bf  lonl  Sunderland  is  in  Mr.  Powney's  pof- 
fcSuMy  being  found  amongft  lord  Clarendon's  loofe  papers,  but  too  late  to 
have  a  place  in  tliis  work.  The  mention  now  made  of  it, .  in  a  great  meaiurc 
makes  the  pubUcatioivof  it  urineceilarjr. 

-able 
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able  to  difcover,  as  we  do  in  the  prefent  work,  how  far  the 
plan  for  abolifliing  the  proteftant  religion  in  Ireland  had 
been  fketched  out,  two  years  before  king  James  and  his 
popifli  adminiftration  could  have  any  pretence  for  urging 
the  plea  of  felf-dcfence,  as  an  excufe  for  the  ftrange  cruel- 
ties they  exercifed.  I  fhall  only  obferve  that  the  many  re- 
markable inftances  to  be  met  with  in  lord  Clarendon's  let- 
ters of  the  extravagant  temper  of  lord  Tyrconnel, '  when 
he  was  only  lieutenant  general  of  the  army,  confirm  all 
that  has  been  faid  by  archbifliop  King  concerning  his  con- 
duft  when  vefted  with  the  fupreme  command  in  Ireland, 
and  at  a  time  when  his  matter  no  longer  preferved  the  leaft 
appearance  of  equity  and  moderation,  towards  his  proteftant 
fubjefls  in  that  kingdom. 

I  It  may  not  be  unentertaining,  juft  to  mention  that  lord  Clarendon  the 
father^  has  tranfmitted  to  pofterity  an  account  of  the  fteps  by  which  this 
ftiange  man  rofe  to  that  greatnefs,  which  lord  Clarendon  the  Ion  Ihews  he 
fupported  fo  unworthily.  He  was  one  of  the  five  brothers  of  the  name  of 
Talbot  whom  the  chancellor  found  fo  troublefomc  in  Flanders,  before  the  re- 
ftoration,  by  their  intrigues  in  oppofition  to  his  adminiftration.  Dick  Talbot 
( as  he  was  ufually  called )  the  youngeft  of  thefe  Iriih  adventurers,  recom- 
mended himfelf  to  the  duke  of  York,  bein^  that  be  was  a  very  handfome  young 
man^  wore  goad  cloalbst  and  was  of  a  clear  and  ready  courage.  The  chancellor 
confirms  this  account  of  Dick  Talbot's  courage  by  two  inftances,  his  hav- 
ing engaged  to  aflaOlnate  Cromwell,  and  his  fecond  attempt  in  that  honorable 
way,  againft  the  duke  of  Ormonde.  —  Such  being  the  merit  of  the  man,  no 
wonder  that  he  Ihould  be  raifed  to  the  higheft  honors,  and  be  looked  upon 
as  a  fit  inftrument  to  execute  the  violent  meafures  of  king  James  in  Ireland. 
Dick  Talbot  and  lord  Tyrconnel  are  the  fame  perfon.  See  the  continuation 
of  lord  Clarendon's  life,  where  the  chara^ers  of  all  the  five  brothers  arc  drawn,

PREFACE.  XXV 

It  muft  add  to  the  value  of  lord  Clarendon's  letters  from 
Ireland,  that,  b'efides  his  public  correfpondence  with  the 
king  and  his  prime  minifter  Sunderland,  we  find  him  con- 
ftantly  carrying  on  a  private  correfpondence  with  his  bro- 
ther, the  lord  treafurer  Rochefter,  in  which  all  Jiis  fecrets, 
and  all  his  complaints,  are  difclofed  without  referve  ;  and 
many  topics  are  occafionally  treated  of,  that  do  honor  to 
the  charaflers  of  both  the  brothers.  That  they  continued 
to  ad  under  king  James,  lb  long  as  they  did,  cannot  per- 
haps  be  vindicated  ;  but  they  did  it  witb  a  furpofe  of  doing 
as  much  good,  as  they  were  able,  and  of  hindering  as  much  evil, 
as  they  pofftbly  could,  in  that  unfortunate  junBure  of  affairs^ 
This  was  lord  Rochefter's  own  apology,  according  to  bi- 
Ihop  Sprat. '  And  we  (hall  be  ftill  more  inclined  to  be  fa- 
vorable to  their  charaflers,  when  we  confider  what  perlbnal 
obligations  they  had  to  the  king  their  brother  in  law,  and 
what  notions  they  had  imbibed  of  the  guilt  of  refiftance, 
from  having  feen  the  prevalence  of  rebellion,  and  felt  the 
mifchiefs  of  anarchy.  Had  they  lived  now,  in  happier 
times,  when  the  bounds  between  prince  and  people  are 
fixed  by  the  revolution,  and  under  a  king  as  amiable  in  hit 
private  charaflier  as  he  is  virtuous  in  the  exercife  of  the  rights 
vefted  in  the  crown  by  the  conftitution ;  thofe  juftly  ex- 
ploded principles  of  unlimited  fubmiflion  which  feem  to

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have  influenced  tlie  condud  of  lords  Clarendon  and  Ro- 
chefter  under  king  James,  would  have  been  refined  intc 
that  due  fubordination,  and  conftitutional  attachment  to 
the  crown,  which  is  fo  bx  from  being  inconfiftent  with  the 
liberties  of  the  people,  that  it  cannot  be  defttoyed  without 
introducing  all  the  madnefs  of  mob  adininiftration,  or  re- 
viving all  the  mifchiefs  ef  Oliveriaa  defpotifm. 

State  buliaefs  tranfa(!ted  at  a  diflance  from  court,  cannot 
be  fuppoftd  to  exift,  unlels  a  regular  conununication,  bjr 
letters,  be  kept  up  between  the  fubordinate  agent,  and  the 
minifters  who  guide  the  cabinet.  But  when  the  feveral 
aftors  in  the  political  drama,  have  daily  opportunities  of 
meeting  each  other,  their  buluiefs  of  courle,  will  be  car- 
ried on  by  conference,  not  by  correfpondence ;  and  thus  tht 
greateft  revolutions  may  be  brought  about,  without  the  ex- 
ifience  of  any  paper  of  confequence,  which  may  give  in- 
formation to  pofterity.  In  fuch  fcenes  of  unwritten  nego- 
ciation,  the  fecond  lord  Clarendon  afted  no  inconiiderablc 
part ;  and  it  is  fortunate  for  the  public,  that  he  kept  a  diary 
of  every  thing  that  happened  during  a  inoft  interefting  pe- 
riod. This  diary  fucceeds  his  letters  &om  Ireland,  in  the 
iecond  volume,  and  I  make  op  doubt  will  be  found  highly 
worthy  of  a  place  in  the  preient  work. 

It  was  fometime  under  deliberation,  whether  the  whole 
manufcript  of  this  diary  ihould  be  publiflied,  or  only  fuch 

extrads 
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«xtra£ts  made  from  it,  as  related  to  public  affairs.  But  the 
publication  of  the  whole  was  refolved  upon,  for  this  An- 
gle confideration,  that  whoever  is  admitted  to  fee  it,  in  it's 
original  nakednefs,  mull  conclude  that  it  was  not  written 
for  the  infpeOion  of  others  but  only  defigned  to  refrelh  lord. 
Clarendon's  own  memory,  and  confequently  that  we  may 
lafely  rely  on  the  truth  of  what  he  relates.  There  may  be 
&>me  reafbn  for  reading  with  caution  and  diffidence,  the 
well  told  tale  of  one  who  fits  down  with  the  profefled  in- 
tention to  write  for  the  public,  and  to  make  himfelf  the 
hero  of  his  own  performance :  but  there  cannot  be  the  leaft 
ground  for  fufpefUng  impofition,  from  the  artlefs  relations 
of  a  diary  never  meant  to  extend  beyond  the  clofet.  Per- 
haps I  may  be  blamed,  by  fome,  for  breaking  in  upon  lord 
Clarendon  in  his  retirement;  but  he  had  trealured  up 
too  many  valuable  fecrets,  not  to  difclofc  them,  to  tfaoie 
who  may  be  benefitted  and  inftrufted  by  them:  and  while 
we  fee  him,  from  time  to  time,  mixed  with  miniflers  and 
ftatefmen,  and  admitted  to  the  clofets  both  of  king  James, 
and  of  the  prince  of  Orange,  during  the  progrefs  of  the 
revolution,  we  fliall  be  contented  to  go  along  with  him  in 
his  vifits  to  fir  Richard  Belling,  and  fir  Thomas  Clarges, 
and  permit  him  to  tell  us  every  private  occurrence  during 
the  day.  The  diary  during  1688,  and  part  of  1689  abounds 
indeed,  with  mofi  important  anecdotes;  and  thele,  it  is  to 
be  imagined,  will  atone  fijr  the  many  trifling  articles  we 
ftall  meet  with,  particularly,  after  his  adherence  to  his  al- 
d  2  le^ce 
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legiance  to  king  James  had  banUbed   him  from  public 
bufinefs,  and  confined  him  within  the  narrow  circle  of  his 
non-juring  friends,  and  the  occupatrons  of  his  country  retire- 
ment. However,  perhaps,  there  m4y  -be  fome  entertainment 
received-  even  from  the  domeftic  and  leaft  interefting  ar- 
ticles of  his  journal.    They  prefent  us  with  a  piSure  of  the 
manners  of  the  age,  in  which  he  lived.    We  may  learn,  at 
leaft,  from  them  that  at  the  clofe  of  the  laft  century,  a 
man  of  the  firft  quality,  made  it  his  conftant  praflice  to  go 
to  church,  and  could  fpend  the  day  in  fociety  with  his  fa- 
mily and  friends,  without  (haking  his  arm  at  a  gaming  ta- 
ble, aflbciating  with  jokies  at  Newmarket,  or  murdering 
time  by  a  conftant  round  of  giddy  diftipation,  if  not  of 
criminal  indulgence.  Diaries  were  not  uncommon  in  the  laft 
age.    Part  of  archbithop  Laud's  has  been  long  ago  printed ; 
lord  Anglefey,  who  made  fo  great  a  figure  in  the  reign  of 
Charles  the  2d  left  one  behind  him ; '  one  written  by  the 

I  sir  Peter  Pett  has  given  us  one  article  from  this  diary,  viz.  on  march 
the  8th.  1685.  "  Spent  moft  at  home  on  bufmefs  and  duty.  ( i.  e.  prayer)  In 
"  the  evening  was  private  with  the  lord  Sunderland,  my  good  friend  -,  and 
"  then  was  with  the  king  a  full  hour,  at  Mr.  Chiifinch's ;  who  was  very  kind, 
'*'  ftec,  and  open  in  difcourfe :  faid  he  would  not  be  prieft-ridden."  I  have 
tranfcribed  this  paJTage,  which  is  prefcrved  in  Pctl*s  dedication  of  his  memoirs 
(as  he  calls  them)  of  Arthur  earl  of  Anglefey  ;  becaufc,  fromthis  fpecimen, 
the  reader  will  fee  that  lord  Anglcfey*3  diary  was  kept  much  in  the  fame 
manner,  as  his  friend  lord  Clarendon  kept  his.

a  panegyric  of  iord  Anglefey's,  on  a  controverlial  book  written  by  fir  Peter 
himfdf. 

late 
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late  duke  of  Shrewsbtifj^,  I  am  well  allured  ftill  exifts ;  and 
I  am  confident  that  every  loret  of  hiftorical  truth,  will  re- 
joice that  fo  valuable  ftput  of  lord  Clarendon's,  has  efcaped 
the  havock  of  time,  an4  with  his  ftate  letters  is,  at  lafl,  be- 
come the  property  of  the  public. 

It  would  have  been  an  unpardonable  omiilion  in  the 
editor  of  lord  Clarendon's  remains,  if  he  had  fent  them 
into  the  world,  from  the  Oxford  prefs,  without  having  re- 
courfe  to  the  Bodleian  library  for  fome  very  curious  MSS. 
of  archbilhop  Sancroft,  there  preferved,  relating  to  the  times 
of  James  the  fecond.  Thefe  therefore,  are  added  as  an  ap- 
pendix to  the  fecond  volume ;  and  very  properly  have  their 
place  there,  as  the  greater  number  of  them  treat  of  the  lame 
interefUng  topics,  which  occur  in  the  diary.  And  indeed 
there  feems  to  be  a  peculiar  fitnefs  in  joining  the  papers 
of  two  great  men,  whofe  political  conduct  was  the  fame; 
both  of  them  having  had  lb  great  a  regard  to  the  conftitu- 
tion  as  to  oppofe  king  James's  incroachments ;  and  yet 
b9th  of  them  refufing  to  transfer  their  alle^ance  to  the  new 
cftabliOiment. 

The  papers  in  the  appendix,  need  little  or  no  commen*- 
tary.  Many  of  them  do  honor  to  the  charaders  of  thofe 
prelates  whofe  fpirited  behavior  in  the  affair  of  their  peti- 
tion againfl:  reading  the  declaration,  roufed  the  great  body 
of  the  nation  from  the  lethargy,  they  had  too  long  been 
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in,  and  contributed,  more  than  any  other  tranfadion  of 
thofe  tinies,  to  the  happy  change  which  foon  after  happened. 
But  what  paffed  between  king  James,  and  the  feven  bi- 
Ihops  with  regard  to  their  figning  the  petition,  is  more  ge- 
nerally Icnown,  than  what  pofled  between  his  majefty  and 
feme  of  his  biihops, '  concerning  the  abhorrence  he  wanted 
them  to  fign,  of  the  prince  of  Orange's  defign.  Bifliop 
Sprat  has  indeed  given  us,  in  Ms  fecond  letter  to  the  e^arl 
of  Dorfet, '  a  general  account  of  what  pafled  in  the  king's 
clofet,  on  that  memorable  occafion.  But  his  more  extend- 
ed and  particular  relation  of  it,  now  firft  publiJhed  in  our 
appendix,  and  archbiihop  Bancroft's  own  very  curious  jour- 
nal, of  that  tranfaflion,  will  be  received  as  mod  valuable 
acceffions  to  the  hiftory  of  king  James's  reign. 

But  of  all  the  papers  which  inrich  the  appendix,  the 
difpenfation  to  Mafley  dean  of  Chrift's  Church,  is  the  mod 
remarkable  ;  as  the  exiftence  of  any  fuch  difpenfation, 
feems  to  have  elcaped  the  inquiries  of  every  hiftorian  a£ 
king  James's  reign.  When  bifhop  Burnet  tells  us  that  tie 
deanery  of  ChriJFs  Church,  was  ghen  to  Majfey,  one  of  tbi 
nemo  converts  :  —  who  at  firfi  went  to  frayers  in  the  chapel, 
hut  foon  after  declared  himfelf  more  openly ;  =  by  this  lame 
account  the  biihop  allows  his  readers  to  believe  that  fome 
appearances  were  faved,  and  that  Maf&y  had  hot  abfolutcly

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<{i(claimcd  {n-oteftantifin,  till  after  he  was  in  poiTeflion  of 
his  deanery.  But  wc  now  know  the  contrary ;  and  future 
hiftorians,  will  jufity  treat  the  difpenfation  granted  to  this 
popifh  dean  of  Chrift's  Church  as  the  moft  alarming  of  all 
the  attacks  made  by  king  James  the  fecond  oa  the  coa- 
fiitution. 

In  the  afiair  of  Magdalen  college^  the  rights  of  a  private 
eorporatioa  only  were  invaded ;  and  though  nothing  couU 
be  more  illegal  than  the  proceedings  of  the  king  in  this  bu" 
fioefs,  he  could,  however,  appeal  to  precedents  of  fuch 
mterpofitions  of  the  crown,  in  former  times,  and  infift  that 
he  had  done  little  more,  in  forcing  a  prefident  on  Magdalen, 
college,  than  queen  Elizabeth  had  done,  in  forcing  a  chan- 
cellor on  the  uninerfity  of  Oiiford. '  —  In  other  iaflances,

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when  king  James  exercifed  his  dilpenfing  power,  to  qualify 
papifts  for  civil  or  military  employments,  the  church  of 
England  was  ftill  left  in  full  poffeffion  of  it's  eftablifliment. 
But  in  the  cafe  of  MaiTey,  there  was  a  formal  attack  upon 
every  part  of  the  conftitution ;  and  it  is  as  firange  as  it  is 
certain  that,  at  the  very  time,  when  nothing  more  was  at- 
tempted in  Ireland  againft  the  eftabliflied  church  there, 
than  by  keeping  fome  of  the  bifhopricks  vacant,  the  deanery 
of  Chrift's  Church  in  Oxford,  one  of  the  firft  dignities  of 
the  church  of  England,  (hould  be  conferred  on  a  papiA.  — 
Bifliop  Burnet  dates  the  lawfulnefs  of  refiftance  to  king 
James,  from  his  treatment  of  the  feven  bilhops,  in  1688, 
which  fatisfied  him,  he  fays,  that  a  total  deJlruBion  of  our 
conjiitution  was  defigned. '  Had  he  known  any  thing  of  Maf- 
fey's  difpenfation  he  might  have  fatisfied  himfelf  of  the 
king's  intentions,  near  two  years  fooner :  for  this  important 
paper,  which  'feems  to  have  been  induftrioufly  fecreted  at

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the  time,  bears  date  dec.  i6.  1686;  and  it  appears  from 
the  chapter  books  of  Chrift's  Church,  that  Maffey  produced 
and  pleaded  it,  m  dec.  29.  1686,  and  was  admitted  dean, 
by  Dr^  Aldrich  fub-dean. 

With  regard  to  the  appendix,  I  {hall  only  add  that  I 
think  fire  papers  are  inferted  there,  not  belonging  to  arch-i 
bi/hop  Sancroft.  Two  of  thefe  papers,  lord  Clarendon's 
Speech  to  the  council  on  his  taking  polleflion  of  his  govern- 
ment at  Dublin,  and  his  laft  letter  to  king  James,  after 
lord  Tyrconnel's  fuperceding  him,  are  in  Mr.  Powney's  col- 
leilionj  who  alfo  has  the  originals  of  Dr.  Ironfide's  (the 
vice-chancellor  of  Oxford )  letters  to  lord  chancellor  Jeffe- 
ries,  and  to  lord  Middleton :  and  the  examination  of  Theo- 
dore Cade,  about  the  fcheme  to  get  the  duke  of  Berwick 
legitimated  by  the  pope,  was  kindly  communicated  by  Dr. 
Birch,  whole  zeal  to  afCft  his  friends  can  be  exceeded  only  . 
by  his  diligence  and  abilities,  exerted  fo  frequently  in  works 
of  public  utiHty. 

Nothing  now  remains,  but  to  give  fome  account  of  the 
ftate-of  lord  Clarendon's  MSS,  from  which  the  prefent  work 
is  printed,  and  of  the  manner  of  their  prefervation  and  con- 
veyance to  the  prefs. 

The  diaries  for  the  years  1687,  1689,  and  1690  are  in 

lord  Clarendon's  own  hand-writing ;    that  for  1688  is 

e  printed 
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printed  from  a  copy  collated  with  the  earl's  original. '  With 
regard  to  the  letters  from  Ireland,  the  bulk  of  them  are 
tranfcripts  of  an  amanuenfrs ;  I  think  only  eight  are  in  his 
lord/hip's  own  hand  ;  but  as  thefe  are  entered  in  the  fame 
volume  with  the  reft,  and  interfperfed  amongft  them,  this 
would  have  given  full  authenticity  to  the  whole,  even  though 
I  had  not  been  able  to  trace  them  up  to  the  family. 

Henry  earl  of  Clarendon  married  a  fecond  wife,  the  wi- 
dow of  fir  William  Backhoufb  of  Swallowfield  in  Berk- 
ihire.  I  mention  this  circumftance  as  it  leads  to  the  hif- 
tory  of  the  prelent  publication.  This  lady  had  a  near  rela- 
tion (I  am  informed  a  nephew)  Mr.  Bryan  Richards,  whole 
name  frequently  occurs  in  the  diary ;  and  it  was  to  this 
perfon  the  third  earl  of  Clarendon  gave,  amongA  other 
things,  a  vaft  coUeAion  of  papers,  belonging  to  his  &ther, 
who  was  under  obligations,  of  confiderable  confequence, 
to  Mr.  Richards,  which  it  feems  never  were  difcharged,  as 
appears  from  papers  under  his  lordfliip's  own  hand,  that 
ftill  exift.  From  this  Mr.  Richards,  thele  MS8.  came  into 
the  pofiefllon  of  his  fon,  now  living  at  Wokingham  in  Berk- 
fliire,  who  in  1757  transferred  his  property  in  them  to 
Richard  ^owney  efqr.  high  fteward  of  Maidenhead,  to 
whom  the  public  is  indebted  for  the  prefent  publication. 

J  Mr.  Richards  of  Wokingham  lent  the  original  MS.  of  the  diary  for 
1683,  to  one  Mr.  Carlton,  about  twenty  years  agoj  who  never  returned  k. 
Mr.  Richards  however,  had  been  fo  fortunate  as  to  take  a  copy,  from  which 
we  printed,  and  which  has  been  collated  with  another  copy,  taken  from  the 
original  fince  it  was  out  of  Mr.  Richard's  poficflion. 

Mr.  Powney's 
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-  Mr.  Powney's  connexions  with  our  univerfity,  will  pro- 
bably incline  him  to  lodge  in  the  Bodleian  library  the  MSS. 
<»f  lord  Clarendon,  from  which  the  prefent  work  has  been 
printed.  But  more  may  be  expefled  from  him  than  this ; 
and  indeed  more  may  be  depended  upon.  For  it  is  with 
particular  latisfaSion,  I  have  it  in  my  power  to  inform  the 
public,  before  I  conclude  this  preface,  that  befides  the  pa- 
pers of  the  fecond  earl  of  Clarendon  now  publifhed, '  Mr. 
Richards  has  put  into  Mr.  Powney's  polTefHon,  fome  thou- 
fands  of  Utters  formerly  belonging  to  lord  chancellor  Cla- 
rendon. We  have  already  obferved  that  his  lordlhip  carried 
on  his  moft  fecret  correfpondences,  by  means  of  his  eldeft 
fon.  This  unreferved  confidence,  of  courfej  put  the  fecond 
earl  of  Clarendon  in  poflefllon  of  many  of  his  father's  moft 
valuable  MSS ;  and  Mr.  Powney  was  eager  to  get  the  pro- 
perty of  them  transferred  to  him  by  Mr.  Richards;  that  fo 
valuable  a  coUedion  of  the  moft  important  ftate  fecrets, 
might  not  continue  to  moulder  away,  loft  to  the  public, 
and  (which  is  ftill  more  extraordinary)  their  very  exiftence 
unknown  to'  the  defcendents  of  the  great  chancellor.  I  have 
now  before  me  two  letters  of  the  late  lord  Cornbury  writ 

i  Mr.  Powney  has  not  publUhed  all  the  letters- of  lord  Clarendon  from  Ire- 
land. There'  is  one  large  volume  of  letters  to  the  treafury  in  England,  on  the 
ftate  of  the  Irilh  revenue,  which  could  be  of  no  uft,  and  couid  afford  no  en- 
terutnment  now,  and  therefore  not  pubtilhed.  Another  volume,  containing  , 
the  office  letters  to  the  army,  is  alio  omitted ;  as  alfo  is  every  other  part  of  his 
correlpondence  that  has  no  immediate  connexion  with  the  events  that  are  io^ 
tcrefting  to  the  public.

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to  Mr.  Richards,  in  the  year  1737,  on  this  fubjeft.  From 
thefe  letters  it  appears,  that  his  lordfhip  had  but  juft  learnt 
that  fuch  a  coUeilion  of  his  great  grandfather's  papers  ex- 
ifted,  out  of  his  pofleffion ;  and  he  expreffes  himfelf  under 
the  higheft  obligations  to  Mr.  Richards  for  fending  him  a 
box  full  of  them. 

But,  though  Mr.  Powney's  coUeflion  of  the  lord  chancel- 
lor Clarendon's  papers,  be  as  valuable  as  it  is  bulky ;  yet,  as 
Mr.  Richards  had,  many  years  before,  fent  a  very  confidera- 
ble  Ihare  of  them  to  lord  Cornbury ;  and  as,  no  doubt,  before 
that  accelHon,  the  &mily  had  many  of  their  great  anceftor's 
MSS.  in  their  pofleffion  tranfmitted  to  them  from  the  lord 
treafurer  Rochefter,  it  has  been  the  great  objeS  of  Mr.  Pow- 
ney  to  endeavor  to  reunite  into  one  body  a  correfpondence 
thus  broken  and  divided,  and  whofe  utility  and  importance 
to  the  public  muft  be  in  proportion  to  the  apt  coherence  of 
its  feveral  parts.  With  a  view  to  this,  care  has  been  taken 
to  confult  the  noble  reprefentatives  of  the  late  lord  Corn- 
bury  ;  and,  I  think,  fuch  arrangements  are  propofed,  if  not 
already  agreed  upon  between  the  parties  concerned,  as  wilt 
bring  about  the  reunion  of  the  fcattered  MSS.  of  the  great 
Clarendon,  the  publication  of  which,  I  may  venture  to  fay, 
will  throw  as  much  light  on  the  refloratm,  as  the  prefent 
volumes  do,  on  the  revolution.

My  Lord,  Dublin  Caftlcj  Jan.  lo.  i68|. 

AFTER  a  long  journey,  and  tedious  ftay  at  Holy- 
bead  for  a  wind,  I  airired  Ikfe  here,  god  be 
praifed,  yefterday  in  the  forenoon.  I  went  im- 
mediately according  to  the  ufual  form  to  the  council- 
chamber,  where  the  king's  commilSon  was  read,  and 
the  oaths  adminiftered  to  me :  the  reft  of  the  day  was 
fpent  in  the  necef&ry  formalities  of  receiving  vifits.  Your 
lordihip  will  not  exped  that  I  fhould  have  any  thing  of 
the  publick  affairs  to  entertain  you  with  at  this  time.

CAptain  Florence  Carty  in  the  earl  of  Cranard's 
regiment  is  lately  dead;  which  I  beg  your  lord- 
fliip  to  lay  before  his  tnajefty,  and  to  foid  over  a  com-  . 
million,  for  whom  his  majefty  fljall  think  fit  to  bellow 
that  command  upon.  The  two  firft  in  the  lift  your  lord- 
fhip  gave  me  are  the  lord  Brittas,  and  captain  Butler,  my 
lord  Galmoy's  brother.  Whom  the  king  intends  to  pro- 
vide for  firft,  his  majefty  is  the  beft  judge  :  captain  But- 
ler has  ferved  abroad,  when  the  late  kmg  had  forces  in 
France,  and  has  as  good  a  charaSer  as  any  young  man 
can  have ;  and  the  king  laid,  he  (hould  be  one  of  the 
firft  he  would  provide  for.  I  fay  not  this  to  leflen  the 
king's  good  intentions  towards  my  lord  Brittas,  who  wants 
his  majefty 's  fuppprt  extremely,  and  has  been  perfeSly 
ruined  by  "Oates's  plot :  but  I  think  the  king  defigned 
him  for  horfe.  It  is  my  duty  to  lay  before  his  majefty 
thofc  perfons  for  whom  I  think  he  intends  fooneft  to  pro- 
vide, and  to  acquaint  him  as  well  as  I  can  with  their  me- 
rits and  qualifications ;  which  I  fliall  always  do  with  im- 
partiality, and  with  perfeift  fubmiftion,  my  only  defign 
being  to  ferve  the  king  to  his  own  fatisfaftion,  which  I 
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will  alnrays  make  my  bufinefi.  Here  is  one  ccdand  Lacy, 
an  old  cavalier,  who  hopes  the  king  will,  when  he  has 
an  opportunity,  put  him  into  employment ;  I  am  fiire  he 
defcrves  it :  he  was  an  officer  in  the  time  of  king  Chaiies 
the  firft,  and,  I  believe,  his  majefty  remembers  him  with 
himfelf  in  France  and  Flanders,  where  he  ferved  very 
bravely.

that  of  1684.  of  which  you  fliall  quickly  have  a  view.  I 
will  fliortly  fay  fomething  to  you  of  the  quitrents :  the 
receiver  general  puts  into  his  certificate  of  the  ftate  of  the 
cafli,  what  he  has  received  of  thofc  rents  Cnce  the  pre- 
ceding certificate ;  but  the  commiflioners  do  not  mention 
thofe  rents  in  the  abftrads  they  make  up'  quarterly ;  nei- 
ther do  they  take  any  notice  in  thofe  quarterly  abftrafls 
of  the  hearth-money  ;  but  I  &y,  I  will  enlarge  more  up- 
on this  ere  long.  I  only  mention  it  now,  that  you  may 
fee  we  have  difcourfcd  of  evenf  branch  of  the  reveniK  at 
the  firft  meeting.  Though  the  revenue  be  in  manage- 
ment, yet  the  commiffioners  farm  out  the  hearth-money 
all  the  kingdom  over,  except  only  the  city  of  Dublin, 
which  they  have  put  into  collcdion  thefe  laft  fix  months. 
They  (ay,  that  reveniK  would  not  cooie  to  fo  much  by 
colledion,  a;5  by  farm,  which  ieems  veiy  ftrange ;  for 
certainly  the  farmers  and  iub-^mers  would  not  looJe  by 
their  bargains,  as  they  muA  do,  if  they  did  not  receive 
more  than  will  pay  their  rent ;  but  with  this  particular  I 
will  likewile  in  a  very  little  time  entertain  you  more 
largely.  I  fend  you  here  enclofed  a  copy  of  what  I  have 
written  to  my  lord  Sunderland,  and  I  do  beg  you  to  con- 
cern yourfelf,  that  the  commifilon  for  the  vacant  compa- 
ny may  be  fent  to  me,  which  the  king  was  pleafed  to  de- 
clare ihould  be  the  rule ;  and  if  it  be  kept  at  firft,  men 
will  not  be  £>  eager  to  run  into  England  for  preferment, 
but  will  exped  with  patience  the  kill's  pleafure  from  his 
chief  govemour,  which  will  certainly  be  as  much  for  his 
majefty's  fervice.  My  lord  Graniu'd,  with  whom  I  have 
had  as  much  diicourfe  already  as  the  time  will  permit, 
tells  me  the  Ibldiers  cannot  bear  the  dedudion  of  2d.  per 
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diem  for  their  doathiog ;  that  by  means  of  other  de- 
du^otu  to  the  hoipitiJ  &c.  the  poor  foldiers  will  not 
have  abore  2d.  i  a  day  to  lire  on  j  and  that  a  penny  a 
day  will  cloath  them  twice  in  three  years ;  which  he 
thinks  will  be  fufficient.  He  has  deiired  me  to  hear  him, 
and  fome  other  of  the  officers  upon  this  point ;  which  I 
have  promifcd  him  to  do  tomorrow,;  and  do  refolve  to 
allot  one  day  in  a  week  certain  for  the  affairs  of  the  ar- 
my :  I  only  tell  you  this  now,  that  you  may  take  notice 
cf  it  or  not  as  you  think  fit :  by  the  next  probably  I  may 
have  ibmething  ready  to  lay  before  the  king,  if  the  officers 
think  fit ;  for  it  ihall  be  theirs :  whatever  it  be,  you  Hall 
have  a  copy  of  it.  This  morning  Mr.  Nugent,  a  lawyer 
and  of  the  king's  council,  brother  to  the  earl  of  Weft- 
meath,  came  to  me :  he  had  been  recommended  to  me 
before  by  the  kir^.  After  many  profeffions  of  duty  to 
the  king  and  of  relped  to  myfelf,  he  told  me  many  of 
the  old  proprietors  amongft  the  roman  catholicks  had  a 
defign  of  making  their  applications  to  the  king  to  lay 
their  cafe  and  condition  before  him,  and  to  fliew,  how 
there  were  feveral  lands  veiled  in  the  king  by  law,  where- 
by he  might  relieve  them  in  a  great  meafure  without  {ba- 
king the  afts  of  fettlement :  that  in  order  to  this,  they 
had  fent  letters  into  the  feveral  counties,  and  had  had  fe- 
veral meetings  amongft  themfelves,  whereby  to  make  col- 
leilions  for  the  fupport  of  fuch  agents  as  they  fliould  think 
fit  to  fend  to  the  king.  He  told  me  this,  he  faid,  that  I 
might  not  be  furprifed  if  I  heard  of  any  of  thofe  meet- 
ings, now  he  had  told  me  what  they  were  for.  I  have 
reafon  to  believe  this  matter  is  fet  on  foot  by  lord  Tyr- 
connel,  and  therefore  I  was  caijtious  and  only  gave  him  the 
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hearing,  without  faying  any  thing.  I  do  beg  your  advice 
herein,  whether  you  will  take  notice  of  this,  or  whether 
I  fhould  write  about  it  to  my  lord  prelident.  I  believe  in 
■other  cafes  it  would  not  be  allowed  by  the  king,  that  any- 
party  of  men  ihould  ^mble  together,  and  take  upon 
them  to  fend  agents  as  if  they  were  a  particular  body  ; 
and  certainly,  if  the  particulars  were  brought  to  me  by 
Mr.  Nugent,  or  any  other,  I  could  tran&nit  them  to  the 
king,  and  his  majefty  might  grant  them  to  fiich  of  the 
proprietors  as  he  thought  St,  without  the  clamour  which 
fuch  an  application  (as  it  feems  to  be  dellgned)  would 
bring ;  and  without  the  parties,  who  delire  relief,  being 
put  to  the  expenfe  of  maintaining  agents  in  England.  If 
the  king  be  of  that  mind,  the  leaft  intimation  from  his 
majefty  would  put  an  end  to  the  matter,  which  is  now 
carrying  on:  I  fliall  expeft  the  anfwer  to  this  before  I 
mention  it  to  any  one  elfe.  I  muft  needs  fay,  I  think  the 
king  exceedingly  well  ferved  in  his  revenue :  the  commiC- 
fioners  are  both  underftanding.  and  wonderfully  diUgent ; 
and  I  doubt  not,  but  in  a  very  little  time  you  fliaU  fee 
every  tittle  of  the  revenue  very  clear.  I  never  knew  a 
man  better  fpoken  of  by  all  people  than  the  receiver  ge- 
neral Mr.  Price :  I  am  fure  he  appears  very  ufefiil  and 
knowing.  God  keep  you  and  yours.  I  (hail  be  able  to 
inform  you  of  more  by  the  next :  remember,  I  have  yet 
befli  here  but  three  days.

WE  have  had  no  letters  from  England  lince  thole  of 
the  5th :  which  is  the  more  wondered  at,  becaufe 
the  wind  has  -been  very  good  moll  part  of  this  week ; 
though  indeed  very  tempeftuous.  Upon  the  delire  of  fe- 
veral  officers  of  the  army,  I  thought  fit  to  hold  a  council 
of  war  this  morning  with  all  ,the  field-officers  in  town, 
thinking  that  likewife  the  beA  way  to  come  to  the  know- 
ledge of  the  true  flate  of  the  army.  Several  things  were 
propofed  by  the  officers,  which,  as  loon  as  they  are  digeft- 
ed,  your  lordlhip  Ihall  have  an  account  of.  The  things 
which  they  agreed  upon,  and  which  I  thought  moft  ne- 
cel&ry  to  be  laid  before  his  majefty  at  prefent,  are  con- 
tained in  the  enclofed  paper ;  which  I  offer  with  all  fub- 
miflioh,  his  majefty  knowing  bell  what  is  fit  for  his  fer- 
vice.  Moll  of  the  officers  make  great  complaints  of  the 
defeds  in  their  arms,  and  do  alledge  that  many  of  them 
may  be  bought  here  for  half  what  they  coft  out  of  Eng- 
land, and  better,  of  which  I  will  very  quickly  lay  fome 
propolals  before  your  lordlhip ;  and  I  intend  to  write  up- 
on this  matter  to  my  lord  Dartmouth. 

As  to  the  4th  head  in  the  paper,  concerning  the  al- 
lowance of  powder,  the  officers  fay  they  were  lately  re- 
duced to  this  of  a  barrel  a  year  for  each  troop,  and  com- 
pany ;  which  they  fay  is  too  little,  in  regard  of  their  fre- 
quent exercifing,  and  it  being  neceflary  to  accuftom  the 
anen  as  well  as  the  horfe  to  fire.  The'quantity  they  pro- 
pofe  is  a  barrel  and  half  a  year:  but  I  do  not  think  lit  to 
B  make 
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ma^  an}r  additional  allowance  of  expenfe  to  his  majefty 
without  an  apparent  prefent  neceffity,  till  I  have  received 
his  majefty's  pleafure  therein.  I  have  pricked  the  Iheriffs 
for  the  next  year  upon  the  beft  advice  I  could  get  in  the 
ihortncfs  of  the  time,  and  I  could  not  defer  it  longer  by 
reafon  of  the  nearnefi  of  the  term ;  and  truly  I  flatter  my- 
felf  that  the  choice  is  generally  good.  I  have  nothing  fur- 
ther to  trouble  your  lordfliip  with  at  prefent,  but  that  I  am 
perfealy.

IH  A  V  E  fince  my  laft  received  yours  of  the  5th  con- 
cerning the  takmg  Mr.  Price's  fecurities,  which  I  have 
put  into  a  way  to  be  perfeded ;  and  you  will  fpeedily 
have  an  account  of  it  from  me  in  form,  as  you  writ :  for 
that  is  the  method  I  think  beft  to  obferve,  to  return  an- 
fwers  in  form  to  thofe  letters,  which  I  receive  in  form 
from  you.  I  have  been  informing  myfelf  concerning  my 
allowance,  ( which  it  is  almofl  time  for  me  to  think  of) 
and  how  chief  governours  were  paid :  you  will  fee  by  the 
enclofed  certificates,  that  the  duke  of  Ormond  ( the  firft 
time  he  was  lord  lieutenant)  was  paid  fi'om  the  4di  of  no- 
vember  1661.  and  the  ckrk  of  the  council  certifies,  that 
he  was  not  fworn  till  the  28th  1662  of  July  :  the  4th  of 
norember  1661  was  the  date  of  bis  commifBon,    You 
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will  find  it  more  fully  exprefled  in  Mr.  Yamer's  certifi- 
cate, the  mufler-mafter  upon  his  griice's  laft  commiflion : 
and  hy  Mr.  Price's  certificate  it  appears,  that,  though  the 
late  lords  juftices  did  not  enter  upon  the  government  tiH 
the  20th  <x  march  lafl,  yet  they  were  paid  fi-om  the  ajth 
of  december  preceding.  It  appears,  that  thefe  payments 
were  made  by  warrants  from  the  lords  lieutenants  them- 
felves,  without  any  letters  from  the  king,  except  only  to 
the  late  lords  juftices  ;  and  their  warrants  were  grounded 
upon  a  letter  from  his  majefty.  For  the  method  of  my 
being  paid,  whether  by  my  own  warrants  or  by  the  king's 
letter,  I  leave  it  to  be,  as  you  (hall  judge  beft  ;  though 
the  commiflioners  of  the  revenue,  and  Mr.  Price,  and  the 
barons  of  the  exchequer  do  all  tell  me,  I  may  pay  myfetf 
without  any  fiirther  authority  :  but  it  is  moft  iafe,  I  am 
fiire,  to  have  orders  from  the  head ;  at  leaft  for  me  to  lay 
it  thus  before  you,  and  to  do  at  I  Ihall  be  direded.  I 
humbly  hope,  his  majefty  will  allow  me  to  be  paid  from 
the  time  of  my  commimon ;  which  is  dated  the  firft  of 
o3ober  laft :  it  may  be  faid  for  me,  that  I  left  London 
the  1 6th  of  december,  which  was  much  fooner  than  any 
lord  lieutenant  before  me ;  and  that  my  journey  was  more 
chargeable  to  me  than  to  others,  by  going  at  the  winter 
feafon,  (which  no  other  did)  and  by  being  kept  longer  on 
the  way  by  the  ill  weather :  it  may  likewife  be  alledged, 
that,  by  realbn  of  my  private  condition  before,  my  equi- 
page coft  me  much  more  than  the  king's  bounty,  of 
which  I  do  intend  ere  long  to  give  you  a  particular  ac- 
count. Having  thus  laid  this  matter  before  you,  if  you 
think  it  beft  fo  to  do,  I  am  ready  to  lay  this  matter  be- 
fore you  in  a  letter  of  form ;  or  as  much  of  it,  as  you 
B  2  think 
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think  fit.  I  likewife  herewith  fend  you  an  account  of 
what  has  been  made  of  the  wool-licences,  fince  is  has 
been  in  the  management  of  the  commiffioners  of  the  re- 
venue to  the  gth  of  this  month  ;  by  which  you  will  fee, 
how  much  hath  been  received  fince  the  date  of  my  com- 
miffion  :  I  know  not,  whether  it  would  be  too  immodeft 
to  beg  the  whole  towards  my  charges.  I  would  not  will- 
ingly difpleafe  the  king  in  any  thing,  and  particularly  by 
being  thought  greedy  of  gain  to  myfelf ;  and  therefore  I 
do  perfeiftly  leave  the  whole  matter  to  you,  to  do  as  if  it 
were  your  own  cafe.  On  wednefday  I  pricked  the  ihe- 
,rilFs ;  and,  I  hope,  have  done  it  to  the  fatisfaaion  of  all 
good  men,  of  all  parties :  I  am  fure,  I  took  the  beft  I 
could,  and  which  the  time  would  permit ;  for  the  time 
was  fo  fhort,  that  I  could  not  delay  it  a  week  longer,  in 
regard  of  the  term  being  fo  near.  The  next  year,  if  it 
pleafe  the  king  to  continue  me  lb  long,  I  fliall  be  able  to 
know  men  myfelf.  I  know,  you  will  be  concerned,  when 
I  tell  you  the  condition  of  my  family  here.  When  I  was 
at  Chefter,  I  embarked  all  my  coach-horfes,  and  moft  of 
my  faddle-horfes,  fervants  and  goods  in  two  ihips  there : 
they  both  fet  fail  fi^m  Chefter  on  funday  lail  (die  winds 
were  fo  bad  they  could  not  ftir  before)  in  company  with 
another  veflel,  called  the  Providence ;  but  the  ftorm  on 
funday  in  the  afternoon  fcattered  them:  the  veflel,  in 
which  were  my  faddle-horfes  and  plate,  was.  driven  into 
the  flcerries,  twelve  miles  from  hence,  and  I  got  my  things, 
and  horfes,  and  three  fervants  here  yefterday ;  but  the  o- 
dier  veflel,  in  which  are  feveral  of  my  fervants,  and  my 
two  fets  of  coach-horfo,  is  not  yet  heard  of:  the  Provi- 
dence is  caft  away  upon  the  coaft  of  Carlingford,  and  but 
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one  man  of  all  the  company  &ved  :  in  her  were  colonel 
Dempfey's  horfes,  and  fervants  and  all  his  goods ;  which 
I  doubt  will  almoft  undo  the  poor  man.  The  Elizabeth 
of  Dublin,  which  I  freighted  with  my  goods  at  London, 
and  which  failed  into  the  Downs  about  the  1 6th  of  nb- 
vember,  is  not  yet  heard  of.  If  thefe  two  fliips  Ihould  be 
loft,  I  (ball  be  more  than  half  undone :  but  God's  will  be 
done.  I  held  a  coimcil  of  war  this  morning  with  the 
fidd-pfticers,  who  are  in  town ;  of  which  I  have  given 
my  lord  Sunderland  an  account,  as  you  will  find  by  the 
copy  of  my  letter  to  him,  and  the  paper  of  the  propofals, 
which  they  made  to  me,  to  be  laid  before  his  majefty ;  a 
copy  whereof  I  likewife  fend  you.  Some  other  things 
were  difcourfed  of,  which  you  fliall  have  an  account  of, 
as  foon  as  they  arc  digefled.  I  intend  to  write  at  large  up- 
on thefe  matters  to  lord  Dartmouth ;  which  I  fuppofe  he 
will  take  well,  many  of  them  relating  to  his  office.  You 
(hall  fhortly  have  a  propofal  concerning  the  price  of  arms 
here ;  many  of  which  will  come  for  half  what  they  coft 
from  Englwd :  and  thofe,  who  underftand  them,  fay  the 
arms  will  be  much  better  than  thofe,  which  come  from 
England  from  the  king's  ftores.  The  ftorms  laft  night 
were  terrible,  whoever  was  at  fea.  God  almighty  keep 
you  and  all  yours.  We  have  had  no  letters  from  England, 
fince  thofe  of  the  5th ;  fo  that  you  are  not  to  wonder,  if 
you  have  not  anfwers  to  what  you  have  written  fince  that 
time. 

I  here  fend  you  the  abflrafl  of  the  revenue  for  the  quar- 
ter ending  29th  feptember  1685. 

By  the  tuefday's  poft  I  fliall  write  more  largely  concern- 
ing the  revenue.

My  Lord,  Dublin  Caftle,  Jan.  19.  i68|. 

ON  funday  I  had  feveial  accounts  brought  me  of 
great  infolencies  committed  by  the  tories  in  the 
county  of  Cork,  and  of  great  robberies  in  that  county  and 
Limerick ;  that  many  people  were  fet  upon  in  the  day- 
time, and  dangeroufly  wounded :  I  immediately  fent  or- 
ders to  captain  Boyle  and  captain  Carne,  who  are  quar- 
tered in  thofe  parte,  to  lend  out  parties  to  iupprefi  {iidi 
diforders,  and  have  given  them  aU  nece&ry  powers :  I 
have  likewife  written  to  colonel  Macarty,  who  is  quarter- 
ed at  Cork,  to  (umifli  thofe  captains  with  iticfa  numbers 
of  foot  as  they  fliall  defire ;  fi)  that  I  doubt  not,  but,  in 
a  Ihort  time,  to  give  a  good  account  of  thofe  fellows,  and 
put  that  country  in  perfea  quiet.  I  have  fent  to  the  gen- 
tlemen who  made  the  complaints,  to  let  them  know  uieir 
failure,  in  not  fending  up  informations  upon  oath,  againA 
the  perfons  of  whom  they  complain,  to  the  end,  that  they 
may  be  proclaimed ;  for,  till  they  are  proclaimed,  none 
of  the  officers  are  willing  to  look  after  them  :  and  up<ai 
very  good  reafon ;  for  captain  Aunger,  who  did  very 
good  fervice  in  apprehending  of  Power  the  toiy,  has  been 
threatened  to  be  indided  for  fhooting  him ;  which  could 
not  be  avoided,  had  not  the  government  interpofed  in  his 
behalf.  When  they  are  proclaimed,  Ibme  or  other  of  their 
party  quickly,  upon  hopes  of  gain,  difcovers  the  ring- 
leaders ;  lb  that,  if  people  do  their  duties,  (which  I  am 
fure  I  will  look  to)  they  will  very  eafily  be  fupprefled. 
One  of  thofe  informations  feeming  to  impute  much  of  the 
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unrulinefc  of  the  lories  to  the  Englifli  being  djfarmed ;  I 
thoTi^t  £t  to  take  that  occafion  to  acquaint  the  lords  of 
th&  council  here  with  the  power  the  king  gives  me,  by 
his  letter  of  the  30th  of  november  laft,  to  difpenfe  with 
the  execution  of  the  29th  article  of  imr  inftruflions  in 
fuch  particular  cafes,  as  I  fiiatl  think  fit,  and  where  it 
may  be  for  his  majefty's  fervice.  It  is  a  thing  of  great 
confequence,  what  perfbns  ftiould  be  intrufted  with  arms ; 
and  ought  to  be  very  well  confidered,  before  any  are  de- 
livered out :  and  fince  it  cannot  be  imagined,  that  I  can 
as  yet  have  any  perfonal  knowledge  of  what  perfons  are  fit 
to  be  fo  trufted,  I  did  yefterday  appoint  a  committee  <jf 
the  bosB-d  to  confider  of  it ;  and  when  I  have  their  report 
and  their  opinions,  what  perfons  are  fit  to  be  trufted  with 
arms,  I  will  tranfmit  it  to  your  lordfliip,  and  not  difpofe 
of  any,  till  I  have  your  lordfliip's  anfwer. 

I  am  very  much  defired  by  captain  Robert  Forbus,  my 
lord  Granard's  fon,  and  now  a  captain  in  the  king's  regi- 
ment of  guards  here,  to  move  the  king,  that  he  may  have 
leave  to  fell  his  company,  and  to  purchafe  the  lieutenant 
colonel's  place  in  his  father's  regiment,  now  enjoyed  by 
lieutenant  colonel  Salkeld ;  who  is  aged,  and  willing  to 
retire  and  live  in  Yorkfliire,  his  own  country,  as  I  am  in- 
formed. I  know  very  well,  his  majefty  does  not  defigtt 
to  have  commands  in  the  army  fold,  as  they  have  been  ; 
which,  I  doubt,  has  much  prejudiced  the  army ;  but 
whether  the  king  may  not  think  fit  to  gratify  this  gentle- 
man, both  upon  his  own  account,  as  well  as  for  his  fa- 
ther's conftant  loyalty,  I  know  not :  my  part  is  only  to 
make  the  requeft  from  the  young  gentleman  concerned  ; 
which  I  do  by  your  lordfliip's  hand,  and  fo  humbly  leave 
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it  to  his  majefty's  judgment.  Captain  Forbus  will  quick- 
ly wait  on  your  lordmip  himfelf,  his  defign  being  to  beg 
the  king's  leave  to  go  into  Hungary.  I  am  moft  faith-

Dublin  Caftle,  January  19.  i68|.  Tuefday. 

NO  letters  yet  from  England.  My  fliip  from  London 
arrived  well  here  on  funday  in  the  evening :  and 
the  fame  night  I  had  an  account,  that  the  other  fhip  from 
Chefter  was,  this  day  fennight,  driven  into  Strangford ; 
fo  that,  I  thank  God,  all  my  fervants  and  borfes  are  fafe : 
moft  of  the  firft  are  come  to  town,  and  the  latter  will  be 
here  on  thurfday.  You  will  fee,  by  what  I  have  written 
to  my  lord  Sunderland,  what  I  have  done  with  reference 
to  the  tories :  and  I  do  not  doubt,  but  in  a  very  little 
time  to  free  the  country  from  that  fort  of  cattle ;  for  I 
begin  to  have  pretty  good  intelligence  concerning  them. 
You  will  fee  by  that  letter,  how  I  mentioned  to  the  coun- 
cil-board the  putting  of  arms  into  the  hands  of  fome  of 
the  Engliih  again ;  which  begat  a  very  warm  debate ;  ve- 
ry many  of  the  board  laying,  that  the  Englifh  could  not 
but  think  themfelves  in  great  danger,  when  they  were  left 
expofed  without  any  one  weapon  in  their  houfes,  and  the 
Irifli  were  all  armed;  and,  when  they  called  to  any  of 
thole  Irifh  for  help  tQ  purfue  the  tories,  they  {hut  up  dieir 
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doors  and  would  not  Air.     It  was  laid  by  the  late  lords 
juftioes,  that  the  orders  they  gave  were  only  to  take  in  the 
arms  of  the  militia,  and  thofe  only  fire-arms  and  no  other : 
it  was  replied,  many  other  gentlemen,  who  were  not  of 
die  militia,  and  had  a  cafe  of  piftols  or  a  gun  purely  for 
their  own  defence,  were  difarmed,  which  was  owned  by 
my  lord  Oranard ;  who  laid,  it  was  true,  but  he  knew 
not,  by  what  officioufnefs  it  was  done,  and  he  could  not 
help  it :  but  that  which  made  the  heat,  was  fir  Thomas 
Newcomen ;  who  faid,  the  Englifli  had  no  caufe  to  com- 
plain ;  that  they  wanted  no  arms ;  and,  he  hoped,  thofe, 
who  were  difarmed,  flx)uld  not  now  have  arms  put  into 
their  hands  again ;  that  he  dfd  not  believe  they  were  half 
dilarmed,  for  he  could  fay  upon  his  own  knowledge,  that 
there  were  above  fifty  thoufand  arms  in  the  province  of 
Ulfter,  ,and  there  were  not  brought  in  from  thence  above 
fix  hundred  =  fo  Ul  were  the  king's  commands  executed  in 
that  province.    Upon  which  up  ftopd  lord'<7ranard,  and 
lord  Moimtjoy,  one  after  another,  and  faid,  if  the  king 
had  been  ill  ferved,  it  was  by  himfelf ;  for  that  they  (thofe 
two  lords)  went  into  Ulfter,  and  carried  him  with  them ; 
that  they  were  as  &n&  as  was  poftible  in  taking  up  all  the 
arms  throughout  the  whole  province ;  that  he  ( fir  Tho- 
mas) aited  and  went  every  where  with  them;  and  was 
very  much  to  blame  for  not,  fpeaking  of  it  then,  if  he 
thought  any  thing  amifs.     I  interpofed  and  filenced  them 
both ;  and  acquainted  them,'  that  my  intent  in  bringing 
the  matter  thither  was  for  thsir  advice,  who  amongft  them 
knew  moft  of  the  confiderable  people  in  the  feveral  coun- 
ties, who  were  fit  to  be  trufted  with  fuch  quantities  of 
arms,  and  in  fuch  places  only,  as  would  fecure  the  coun- 
,    .  C  try 
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try  from  the  infults  of  tories  and  robben ;  and  tbetcfoR  I 
would  refer  it  to  a  committee  of  the  board  to  ctnlider  of 
it,  and  to  report  to  me  what  they  thought  fit  to  be  done 
for  the  publick  fervice.  I  will  have  the  vanity  to  fiiy  to 
you  between  ourfelves,  you  would  not  have  been  difplca- 
fed,  if  you  had  leen  my  whole  part  in  this  matter ;  and, 
I  hope,  the  king  will  not  be  difiatisfied  whoa  he  fees  the 
caution  I  intend  to  obferve.  As  loon  as  I  have  the  report 
from  the  council,  I  will  tranfmit  it  to  my  lord  Sunder- 
land, and  will  exped  the  king's  direfUons  before  I  give 
out  any  arms.  Sir  Thomas  Ncwcomen  has  de&ed  my 
leave  to  go  for  England ;  and  he  will  embark  within  a 
day  or  two :  you  know  his  dependance,  and  upon  that 
account  I  did  not  think  fit  to  rcfiiie  him.  He  hc^ies  to 
get  his  commiflion  of  major  general  under  the  great  feal 
renewed,  which,  he  lays,  he  firft  cJ>taiocd  by  the  iavour 
of  this  king,  when  duke.-  If  he  does  not  gain  hi£  defire, 
I  fhall  not  be  forry,  nor  will  any  body  elfe  here ;  for  I 
never  knew  a  man  more  hated :  he  purfues  his  brother-in- 
law's  defigns ;  and  yet  even  that  pMty  do  not  efteem  him, 
nor  know  how  to  believe  him :  he  is  reputed  a  brave  maa 
in  his  perfon,  but  falfc  and  treacherous  to  the  higheft  de- 
gree :  be  is  very  hot  and  troublelbme  at  the  council-board, 
and  in  all  places,  where  he  makes  one.  After  all  this,  I 
aflure  you,  I  am  very  civil  to  him ;  and  he  never  fails  be- 
ing twice  a  day  with  me.  I  have  piomifed  to  recommend 
him  to  you ;  and,  if  he  calls  upon  me,  I  will  give  him  a 
line  to  you.  You  know  beft,  how  far  you  wHl  concern 
yourfelf  in  captain  Forbus's  afiair :  I  really  think  by  my 
linall  acquaintance,  that  the  young  man  deferves  very 
veil :  his  £iliier  owns  great  obligatioos  to  you ;  and  you 
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know,  I  have  been  very  long  ac(juainted  with  him  in 
times  of  difSculty,  and  I  fhould  be  pdeifed  if  be  were 
gcatiiied ;  and  the  rather,  that  he  mi^t  fee  the  king  is 
.  not  dillatisfied  with  him,  which  he  much  apprehends  he 
is,  upon  the  £bore  of  A^yle.  I  find  he  has  tiuAed  lord 
T —  with  that  whtJe  fccret ;  and  now,  he  bdieves,  that 
lord  will  not  be  juft  to  him.  I  do  really  beUeve  he  is  a 
very  worthy  man.  I  am  fure,  he  does  the  king  very  good 
fervicc  in  his  ftation  here.  I  here  fend  yon  Mr.  Price's 
weekly  abftra(9:,  by  which  you  may  fee  the  cafh  in  his 
hands ;  but  I  do  not  yet  fee  clearly,  'what  cafli  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  leveral  colledors :  but,  I  think,  I  (hall 
quickly  come  to  the  knowledge  of  that  too.  I  tell  the 
comnuHioners,  there  need  be  no  cafli  in  the  hands  of  the 
colleftors  of  Dublin;  but  that  they  flionld  pay  the  re- 
venue to  Mr.  Price,  as  feft  as  they  receive  it.  One  or 
two  meetings  more  with  the  commiflioners  will  enable  me 
to  lay  more  to  you  of  feveral  particulars  of  the  revenue, 
which  I  am  not  yet  fo  much  matter  of.  It  is  &id,  moft 
of  the  &ddles  and  holfters  for  lord  Tyrconnel's  regiment 
were  cafl  away  in  the  Providence  of  Chefter :  if  it  Ihould 
be  true,  it  will  go  hard  with  the  poor  Ibldiers ;  for  th^ 
have  paid  for  them.    God  almighty  keep  you  and  yo»rs.

I  A  M  now  to  return  your  lordfltip  my  humble  thanks 
for  both  your  fevours  of  the  1 2th  inuant,  which  came 
to  me  the  laA  night,  with  four  other  packets  ^m  Eng' 
C  2  land. 
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land.  I  have  ordered  the  printing  the  ofiices,  your  brd- 
fliip  fent  me,  for  the  30th  of  January  and  6th  of  feb- 
ruary,  that  the  days  may  be  kept  with  that  folemnity  that 
is  due.  I  fliall  give  order  for  the  difcharge  of  John  Cadt 
and  Robert  Conybeer  at  Cork,  as  yoar  Iwdfliip  dire&s. 

As  foon  as  fir  Albert  Cunningham  brings  me  the 
king's  reference  upon  his  petition,  I  will  make  a  report 
upon  it.  And  as  to  the  informing  myfelf  of  the  ftate  of 
the  office  of  the  ordnance  here,  and  of  the  officers  be- 
longing thereunto,  I  am  already  upon  it ;  and  fliall  very 
fpeedily  tranfmit  an  account  thereof  to  your  lordlhip.  I 
heard  lately  from  colonel  Macarty,  and  expeS  him  here 
the  next  week  :  your  lordfhip  may  be  fure,  he  fliall  have 
licence  to  go  into  England,  when  he  defires  it ;  as  I  fliaU 
moft  pun5ually  perform  all  the  commands  I  receive  from 
you.  Upon  this  occafion  I  beg  your  lordfliip  to  let  me 
have  the  king's  direflion  as  to  the  giving  licence  to  the 
officers  of  the  army  to  go  into  England :  fir  Thomas 
Newcomen  and  colonel  Ruflell  are  gone  over  with  li>- 
cence  this  week,  at  their  eameft  defires,  not  having  kifled 
his  majefty's  hand  fince  his  coming  to  the  Crown.  Sir 
Will.  Tichbume  is  gone  upon  the  feme  errand  (who  is  a 
very  worthy  man ;  and  every  one  of  his  family  have  been 
eminent  in  the  fervice  of  the  crown  at  all  times) ;  and  fe- 
veral  other  captains  have  defired  leave  to  go,  pretending 
very  urgent  occafions.  I  fliall  not  deny  any  gentleman  a 
licence,  if  his  ai&irs  do  really  require  it ;  and  that,  I 
think,  it  will  be  prejudicial  to  him  not  to  go :  but  if  I 
do  deny  it  to  fome,  whole  affairs,  I  think,  are  not  fo 
pieffing,  and  who  have  not  been  long  upon  their  com- 
mands ;  I  hope,  I  fliall  therein  have  yota-  lordfhip's  fup- 
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peat  with  the  king :  for,  I  think,  it  is  his  majefty's  plea- 
fnre,  that  his  oiBcers  fhould  fpend  moft  of  Uieir  time  iii 
their  ftations.  I  have  nothing  further  to  trouble  your 
lordfliip  with  at  prefent,  but  to  beg  the  continuance  of

Dublin  Caftle,  January  23.  i68f. 

LAST  night  captain  Coote  arrived  here,  and  brought 
me  yours  of  the  firft  inftant :  •  and  at  the  fame  time 
came  in  nve  packets  from  England;  amongfl  which  I 
had  yours  of  the  7th  and  1 6th.  To  anfwer  them  in  or- 
der, I  have  little  to  fily  upon  the  firft ;  but  thank  you  for 
your  kindnefs  to  captain  Coote,  becaufe  it  was  upon  my 
feore.  I  aftvire  you,  he  acknowledgeth  your  favours  with- 
all  poffible  gratitude,  not  to  me  alone,  but  in  his  more 
publick  difcourfes.  I  know  very  httle  perfonally  of  the 
gentleman :  but  I  cannot  forget  how  his  father,  the  firft 
earl  of  Montiath,  had  made  his  addrefs  to  the  late  king 
and  engaged  in  his  fervice  two  years  before  the  reftora- 
tion;  and  how  that  he  would  never  receive  any  orders, 
fiom  general  Monk,  nor  have  any  thing  to  dti  with  him, 
till  he  luid  the  king's  commands  how  to  fteer  himfelf. 
Upon  this  account,  methinks,  the  fon  of  fuch  a  father 
ihould  £nd  fome  favour,  at  leaft,  not  feveiity ;  if  fome 
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particular  demerit  be  not  nuM-e  than  fuggefted  aguaft  him. 
As  I  was  furprifed  to  find  Mr.  Hampden  plead  guilty, 
which  I  take  to  be  much  for  the  king's  advantage  ;  lb  hit 
majefty's  extendii^  mercy  to  him  will  contribste  no  lefi 
to  his  fervice,  in  my  poor  opinion.  Yours  of  the  yth  be» 
ing  wholly  upon  my  fon's  great  ailair,  I  need  fay  nothing 
to  it  in  this  place.  As  to  yours  of  the  i6th,  I  received 
one  of  the  lame  date  from  my  lord  prefideM  and  Mr. 
Bridgeman,  with  the  offices  for  the  30th  of  January  and 
6th  of  february ;  which  I  have  ordered  to  be  printed  and 
fent  into  the  country,  as  is  ufual  in  thofe  cafes. 

I  wonder  lord  Tyrconnel  fliould  take  fo  much  pains  to 
have  fome  people  believe,  he  would  have  put  m  at  Holy- 
head, if  he  could ;  when  every  body  here  knows,  the 
wind  was  fo  fair,  that  he  might  more  ealily  have  done  it 
than  have  gone  to  Chefter.  But  captain  Sheldon,  who- 
went  over  with  him,  hearing  him  fpeak  fo  much  in  pub- 
lick,  the  morning  he  left  this  place,  of  Hopping  at  Holy- 
head to  fee  my  lord  lieutenant;  aiked  hun,  my  loitl, 
why  do  you  fay  this ;  when  we  all,  who  go  with  you, 
know,  that  you  do  not  intend  it  ?  His  anfwer  was  ;  pre- 
thee  let  me  alone :  I  know  what  I  fey.  When  feveral 
perfons  here,  Irifli,  alked  his  loidJUp  of  me  and  concern- 
ing me,  &c.  his  anfwer  was,  that  he  knew  nothing  of  me 
more  than  by  fight ;  that  he  had  no  manner  of  acquaint- 
ance with  me.  This  fome  of  themfelves  here  have  tdd 
me,  when  they  have  heard  me  {peak  of  him  in  difcourfb, 
as  one  I  was  acquainted  with :  one  cannot  help  fmiling 
at  this.  His  lordlUp  may  make  what  complaints  he  plea- 
feth ;  but  if  they  may  be  put  into  writing,  and  fent  over 
iiither,  I  doubt  not,  but  lus  majefty  Ihall  have  as  pafe& 
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and  as  dear  an  uiformation  of  ev^erf  tking,  and  as  fatif- 
fadcxy,  a«  if  he  were  here  to  examine  in  biral<jf.  Whea 
lonl  Tycoonnel  was  here,  and  did  complain  Iboteitimes  to 
one,  lometitnes  to  others  of  the  men  in  authority,  (front 
whom  he  always  met  with  the  jkme  reiped,  as  »  he  had 
been  dieir  diitf  governour)  and  the  tWngs  complained  ef 
were  examined  in  his  own  ptefence,  and  dl  done  that  he 
himfelf  could  delire ;  yet  he  would  go  away  diflatisfied, 
becaufe  there  was  not  lb  much  ground  of  complaint,  as 
he  wiflied.  How  is  it  poffiWe  to  undetflahd  fuch  a  man  ?■ 
As  for  the  faults  he  finds  with  the  adminiftration  of  the 
reveniie,  nothing  can  go  well  in  that  affair,  till  one  Mr. 
Hacket  be  receiver  general,  and  all  the  commiilioners  oF 
his  putting  in.  But  all  this  is  only  between  you  and  me :: 
for,  I  affiire  you,  I  fpeak  not  of  him  to  any  one  here, 
bat  with  that  refpeS  which  is  doe  to  his  quality,  and  to- 
one  I  have  lived  well  with ;  though  I  cannot  help  hear- 
mg  odiers  fpeak  flightly  of  him,  which  I  di&ountenance 
all  I  can  t  fome  few  more  of  the  extravagancies,  he  has. 
committed  between  Chefter  and  London  in  his  laft  jour- 
ney, will  do  his  bufinefs.  Captain  Came  is  not  dead; 
for  I  had  a  letter  (iom  him  fome  days  fincer  and  you 
may  be  fure,  whatever  reports  come  thither  of  the  death 
of  men,  who  are  here,  you  fliall  have  an  account  from. 
me,  if  it  be  certain ;  and,  if  his  majeAy  pleafe  not  to  be 
engaged  till  he  has  an  account  from  me,  it  will  give  him 
much  eafe ;  for  he  may  ftill  do  what  he  has  a  mind  to. 
Yon  fee  by  my  firft  letter  to  my  lord  prefident  the  method 
I  take  in  recommending ;  which  fliall  always  be  ebfetved, 
till  all  the  lift  the  king  ptve  me  is  provided  for :  if  you 
would  have  me  do  otherwile  than  I  do  in  this,  or  any 
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thing  elfe,  pray  let  me  know  it.  We  have  had  a  \ay 
particular  account  of  lord  Delamer's  trial ;  and  I  am  ve- 
ry glad  he  is  acquitted  :  the  account,  which  fome  letters 
bring,  that  the  king  has  ordered  Saxton  to  be  indided  of 
peijury,  is  much  to  his  majefty's  advantage.  I  fay  nothing 
to  my  fon's  affair ;  if  I  may  judge  by  Mr.  Lcniguevill's 
letter,  which  is  likewife  of  the  i6di,  the  {H-opofak  of  the 
fix  fhares  will  not  do ;  and  then  I  know  not  what  to  lay: 
but,  you  tell  me,  fir  William  Whitmore  was  to  be  in 
town :  I  hope  that  will  make  an  end  of  it  one  way  or 
pther. 

If  hismajefty  does  at  any  time  give  a  command  in  the 
army  here  to  any  one  that  is  in  England,  I  could  ftill 
wifh,  (and  it  was  fo  refolved)  that  the  cqmmifllon  might 
be  fent  to  me :  it  would  give  me  credit,  and  would  let 
people  fee,  the  running  into  England  would  not  procuie 
their  preferments  iboner  than  their  applying  to  the  chief 
governour  here.  If  you  think  it  fit,  pray,  appear  in  this 
matter  to  my  lord  prefident.

My  Lord,  Dublin  Caftle,  Jan.  24.  i68|. 

SO  ME  time  before  I.  arrived  here,  one  Mr.  Robert 
CSarke,  a  merchant  living  at  Kingfale,  writ  a  letter 
to  major  Lawlefs,  who  is  quartered  there,  pretending  to 
make  great  difcoveries :  I  fend  your  lordihip  a  copy  of 
the  faid  letter  here  enclofed.  The  then  lords  juftices  gave 
major  Lawlefs  directions  to  have  Clarke  examined ;  but 
he  would  confefs  nothing,  and  feemed  to  go  bom  what 
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lie  had  written  in  his  letter;  and  pofitively  refilled  to  be 
fwom.  Whereupon  major  Lawlefi  committed  him  to  pri- 
fon,  together  with  the  others  whom  Clarice  mentions,  all 
except  Jenkins  the  preacher ;  who  could  not  be  found. 
This  Clarke  is  faid  by  fome  in  the  country  to  be  mad : 
but  major  Lawlefs  and  fir  John  Mead,  who  examined 
him,  having  written  to  me,  that  they  thought  him  more 
knave  than  mad ;  I  have  thought  fit  to  fend  for  him  hi- 
ther, and  do  exped  him  here  within  two  days,  when  I 
will  examine  him  myfelf;  and  then  the  whole  matter 
Ihall  be  laid  before  your  lordlhip.  I  fend  your  lordfliip 
here  enclofed  likewife  the  copy  of  an  information  given  me 
by  my  lord  Mount  Alexander ;  of  which  his  lordlhip  will 
give  you  a  further  account  himlelf,  he  being  to  go  for 
England  within  a  few  days.  I  have  advifed  upon  it  with 
my  lord  chief  juftice  Keyting,  that  no  time  might  be  loft 
in  the  profecution :  but  he  is  of  opinion,  that  nothing 
ihould  be  done  upon  it  for  the  prefent ;  the  words  having 
been  Ipoken  long  fince,  before  his  majefty  came  to  the 
crown,  and  there  being  but  one  witnefs.  This  fir  Robert 
Colvill  is  looked  upon  as  a  very  great  favourer  of  the  fa- 
naticks,  though  he  goes  to  church  himfelf :  he  is  a  man 
of  a  very  great  eftate  in  the  north.  My  lord  chief  juftice 
Keyting  is  both  an  able  man  and  perfeflly  loyal ;  and 
therefore  I  could  not  advife  with  any  one  more  proper  in 
any  thing  that  concerns  the  king.  I  thought  fit  to  fend 
the  examination  to  your  lordlhip,  that,  when  you  have 
confidered  it,  you  may  give  me  orders  therein;  which 
ftiall  be  carefiiily  obeyed.  I  am  certainly  informed,  that 
lieutenant  coloneh  Butlers,  comet  in  colonel  Hamilton's 
regiment,  was  caft  away  in  the  Providence  of  Chefter, 
D  •    which 
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which  was  loft  uptai  this  coaft  about  a  fiamight  fince.  I 
do  make  it  my.  humble  requ^ft  to  your  lordihip,  that  you 
will  be  pteaied  to  move  the  kii^  to  beftow  the  empW- 
ment  upon  Mr.  Richard  Flemming,  who  is  a  rery  worthy 
young  man,  and  will  delerve  his  majefty's  countenance : 
betides  the  favour  it  will  be  to  me,  your  lordfiiip  will  ob- 
lige a  very  good  man  in  England,  fir  Richard  Sellings ; 
to  whom  this  young  gentleman  is  nephew.  But  if  any  <£ 
the  perfons  in  the  lift,  'which  your  IcH-dftiip  gave  me,  are 
defigned  by  his  majefly  for  fuch  employments  as  comet; 
then  there  is  an  end  of  my  reqneft,  ^id  I  beg  your  lord^ 
flup  not  to  make  it :  for  I  would  not  go  about  to  a&  any 
thing  for  a  friend  of  mine,  when  I  know  before  hand  hk 
majefty  has  other  eng^ments ',  and  I  will  defer  it  till  a 
more  iealbnable  opportunity.  I  beg  your  lordfhip's  par- 
don for  this  trouble,  and  am  with  aJl  poftible  iefped>

IN  my  2d  tetter  of  the  I2tfa  inftant,  I  XtAA  you  of 
Mr.  Nugent's  havii^  been  with  me:  I  have  fiiice  had 
a  very  particular  account  from  one  of  their  party,  and 
who  is  at  all  their  meetings,  of  what  pal&s  amongft  them. 
He  tells  me,  before  my  arrival,  that  thole,  who  manage 
ai&irs  here,  have  written,  as  it  were,  circular  letters  to 
their  friends  in  the  leveral  counties :  a  copy  of  which  I 
lend  you  encloied ;  whereby  you  will  fee  the  ezoellent 

grounds 
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grounds  the^  go  upon.  They  have  likewise  nominated 
agenta  for  the  roman  catholicks  of  the  feveral  counties, 
^ne  to  be  rem  into  England,  and  Tome  to  refide  in  thi« 
city  :  theie  are  to  be  fu|^ortcd  by  a  common  coUedion. 
A  liA  of  them,  as  &r  as  nominated,  I  here  lend  you.  My 
inteUigencer  tells  me,  that  they  hare  not  yet  been  able  to 
procure  lubfcriptioot  in  any  one  county,  thole  people  be- 
ing very  much  divided  among  diemielves ;  not  being  on- 
ly &cured  by  the  ai&s  of  fettlement  in  their  (Ad  eftates, 
but  likewife  in  great  new  acquilitions ;  and,  he  lays,  he 
is  very  confident,  that  fome  of  the  perfons,  meotioaed  in 
the  letter  to  be  the  approvers  of  the  agents,  as  the  earl  of 
Oanrickud  in  particular,  will  have  nothing  to  do  in  the 
matter.  He  tells  me,  that  on  monday  the  nth  inftant 
diere  was  a  great  meeting  here  at  Mr.  Nugent's  houfe ; 
where  it  was  faid  by  ibdie,  that  they  did  not  know,  how 
fafe  it  was  for  them  to  meet,  and  hold  correfpondcncies 
to  Inch  ends  and  purpofes,  without  the  knowledge,  of  the 
chief  gorernour ;  and  that  thereupon  Mr.  Nugent  was 
fent  to  me  to  acquaint  me  with  what  they  did :  and  that, 
upon  his  return  to  them,  not  being  able  to  give  them  any 
encouragement  from  me,  they  dilperled  lor  that  time. 
And  I  am  alTured,  the  proje£l  is  at  a  ftand  for  the  pre- 
fent ;  perhaps,  till  they  have  new  inftruSions  from  lord 
Tyrconnel  after  the  informations  they  have  fent  from 
hence.  But  the  meetings  continue  at  Mr.  Nugent's  j  where 
it  was  &id,  that  I  was  fo  very  civil  to  thole  roman  catho- 
licks, who  had  been  with  me,  that  it  was  propofed  to  ac- 
'^uaint  me  with  fome  particular  grievances  concerning  par- 
ticular perfixis ;  aijd  fo  fee,  whether  I  would  reprefent 
them  to  the  king ;  and  to  exjJeft  what  return  would  be 
D  2  made 
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made  to  me  from  his  majefly.  Though  tbsy  came  to  no 
pofitire  refolution  at  the  meeting,  yet  I  am  alliired,  that 
they  will  go  this  way  to  work.  If  they  do,  I  fliall  re- 
ceive them,  and  tranlinit  them  to  the  king  with  fuch  ani- 
madverfions  as  fhall  be  fit  for  the  cafe :  and,  methinks, 
fuch  applications  upon  particular  cafes  from  particular 
perfons  fliould  pleafe  the  king  better  than  addrejles  in  the 
name  of  a  body  of  people,  who  can  have  no  head  to  au^ 
thorife  their  commiifion.  I  am  afliired,  I  fhall  have  an 
account  of  all  that  is  doing ;  which  I  will  inform  you  of 
with  all  fpeed. 

I  am  preparing  a  large  difpatch  to  you  of  the  afiairs  of 
the  revenue,  which,  I  hope,  will  be  ready  to  be  fcnt  to 
you  fometime  the  next  week :  you  muft  not  think  me 
backward,  when  you  confider,  I  have  been  here  but  three 
weeks  tomorrow.  I  can  aflure  you,  I  have  not  been  idle  ; 
as  you  will  fee  by  the  time  I  tell  you :  and  as,  I  hope, 
you  do  already  fee  by  what  I  have  written  to  you.  God 
keep  you  and  yours  &c.

ON  wednefday  laft  my  lord  Mount  Alexander  went 
for  England :  he  is  better  known  to  you,  than  to 
me;  and  therefore  I  need  fay  nothing  to  you  of  him, 
that  is,  not  in  his  behalf.  By  the  Imall  acquaintance  I 
have  with  him  I  take  him  to  be  a  man  of  honour,  and 
great  worth,  and  perfeftly  devoted  to  the  king's  fervice. 
I  have  had  much  of  his  company  fince  my  bmg  here; 

and 
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«nd  I  have  endeavoured  to  be  as  civil  to  him  as  I  could. 
I  could  not  refiife  him  leave  to  go  for  England  for  his 
private  occalions ;  and  he  has  promifed  me  to  return  in 
the  Ipring.  He  gave  me  fometime  fince  an  information 
of  one  Maxwell  againft  fir  Robert  Colvill ;  which  when  I 
had  read,  though  there  appeared  to  me  to  be  no  great 
matter  in  it,  I  thought  fit  to  advife  with  my  lord  chief 
juftice  Keyting  upon  it :  who  is  of  opinion  that,  confider- 
ing  the  words  were  fpoken  of  the  king,  when  duke,  and 
feveral  years  fince,  and  that  there  was  but  one  witnefs,  it 
would  be  beft  not  to  make  any  profecution  againft  the 
perfon.  My  lord  Mount  Alexander  tells  me,  there  has 
been  fome  httle  difference  between  fir  Robert  Colvill  and 
himfelf ;  and  therefore  he  was  very  cautious  in  appearing 
againft  him :  but  believing,  it  would  come  out  fome  other 
way,  and  then  that  it  might  not  be  thought  well  in  him 
to  have  concealed  fuch  an  information,  he  thought  beft 
to  lodge  it  in  the  chief  governour's  hands.  And,  you 
may  believe,  I  had  no  great  mind  to  be  thought  the 
Cnotherer  of  any  words  which  might  be  interpreted  to 
be  againft  the  king ;  and  therefore,  when  I  had  my  lord 
chief  juftice  Keyring's  opinion,  which  I  have  told  you,  I 
fent  a  copy  of  the  information  to  my  lord  Sunderland  in 
a  letter  of  the  24th  paft ;  which  letter  (becaufe  I  had  not 
time  then  to  have  copied)  I  now  fend  you.  This  fir  Ro- 
bert Colvill  is  a  man  of  at  leaft  3000I.  per  annum  in  the 
north  of  this  kingdom,  and  was  for  feveral  years  of  the  privy 
council,  till  the  change  upon  his  majefty's  coming  to  the 
crown.  This  laft  fummer  he  was  treating  a  match  for  his 
fon  with  a  daughter  of  fir  Thomas  Newcomen,  niece  of 
lord  Tyrconnel :  had  that  gone  on,  he  would  have  been 
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a  man  of  merit ;  but  now  that  is  off,  he  will  be  lepre- 
fented  as  a  very  dangerovu  man  by  that  lord :  which  was 
one  reafon,  which  made  my  lord  Mount  Alexander  re- 
folve  to  give  me  the  information  againA  him.  There  are 
now  propofitions  on  foot  for  a  match  between  fir  Robert's 
fon,  and  my  lady  Ellen  Macarty :  the  portion  i^,  for  die 
father  to  be  a  viicount ;  which  my  lady  CSancarty  thinks 
Ihe  has  credit  enough  with  her  friends  in  England  to  pro- 
cure. I  can  lay  nothing  of  the  gentleman,  but  as  I  am 
told  by  the  different  parties  here ;  and  why  I  did  not  coo- 
fult  Mr.  folicitoc  concernii^  him,  with  whom  I  do  and 
fhall  adrUe  in  moft  things,  lord  Mount  Alexander  will  tdl 
you.  When  the  king  has  all  before  him,  he  is  the  beft 
judge,  whether  he  will  have  him  profecuted,  or  w^ietfaer 
he  will  di^ify  him  with  any  title :  I  {hall  be  ready  to 
obey  in  either  cafe.  As  it  was  the  jnradice,  in  time  of  the 
popifli  plot,  for  men  to  threaten  odicrs,  whom  they  faM 
not  get  their  ends  erf,  that  they  would  bring  than  into 
the  plot }  &>  now,  in  the  like  manner,  men  arc  threaten- 
ed to  be  accufed  of  Ipeaking  words  ^ainft  the  kii^  Wbsa. 
he  was  duke:  but  theJe  things  are  to  be  borne  with, 
though  they  are  very  troublelcsne.  Several  infcnmations 
of  fuch  kind  of  fluff  are  fent  up  to  me.frcsn  moft  parts  cf 
the  kingdom.  I  do  not  think  fit  to  reject  any  of  them ; 
but  receive  them  all  and  put  them  into  the  hands  of  Mr. 
attorney  and  folicitor  general,  who  have  bundles  of  them 
already :  and  they  flsdl  be  proceeded  in  as  they  advi& ; 
though  multitudes  of  people  arc  thereby  harafied  to  very 
little  purpofe.  I  doubt  not  but  accounts  are  foit  into 
Engkiid  of  &veral  of  thefe  informations  and  acculations, 
which  are  feat  to  me  ;  and  I  am  tefolved,  they  fiiall  have 

no 
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■o  juft  €au&  to  complain,  that  they  ftick  in  my  hands : 
and,  as  {a&  as  any  diing  material  arifeth  from  any  of 
titan,  I  give  my  lord  prefident  an  account ;  to  whom, 
yoo  fee,  f  write  pretty  often.  Laft  night  colonel  Macar- 
tf  came  to  town :  he  makes  great  acknowledgments  of 
obligations  to  you,  and  wonderful  profefTions  of  friend- 
fhip  to  me :  be  fays,  I  may  beliere  what  he  fays  to  me, 
for  he  never  made  any  profeflions  to  the  late  lords  juiUces, 
becauie  he  did  not  wim  they  fhould  continue  in  the  go- 
pecnment ;  but  he  vows,  he  is  better  pleafed  at  my  com- 
ing and  being  here,  and  had  rather  I  fhould  continue, 
dun  any  other  man  in  England.  I  had  a  correfjrandencc 
with  him  by  letter  before  he  came  to  town,  which  he 
fecms  pleafed  at :  and  I  am  fure,  neither  he  nor  any  body 
fhall  lure  any  occafion  to  complain  of  my  manner  of  liv- 
ing with  them.  He  put  one  great  compEment  upon  me, 
i^xaking  of  my  having  no  regiment ;  he  defired,  that  his^ 
regiment  might  be  called  mine,  and  that  he  might  be  (as. 
he  called  it)  my  colonel  lieutenant :  you  will  believe,  1 
knew  how  to  receive  fuch  a  profound  compliment.  I 
have  giyen  him  leave  to  go  for  England  the  next  week, 
being  direded  fb  to  do  (when  he  fhould  afk  it)  by  my 
tord  prefident.  He  told  me,  that  I  might  fee,  he  would 
always  difcourfc  freely  and  without  referve  to  me,  he 
would  tell  me  the  tnie  reafon  of  his  going  for  England.. 
Befldes  that  he  had  been  a  good  while  from  thence,  he 
did  believe,  thert  would  be  fome  alterations  in  the  army 
Iiere,  and  fbme  other  general  ofiicers  appointed  than  now 
are  ;  tfiat  he  knew,  fir  Thomas  Newcomen  was  gone  in- 
to England,  with  hopes,  by  meaAs  of  his  powerful  friends, 
to.  be  teeflablifhed  ia  his  office  of  major  general;,  whicfi: 

the: 
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the  king  had  promifed  he  (colonel  Macarty)  jhould  be,  if 
he  made  any ;  and  that  he  did  not  doubt  of  the  fnend- 
fhip  of  the  lord  treafurer,  and  lord  prefident  in  his  pre- 
tenfions ;  though  he  knew,  the  other  had  a  great  friend, 
without  naming  any  body :  but  without  witchcraft  one 
might  guefs  who  he  meant.  The  truth  is ;  if  the  king 
thinks  St  to  make  fuch  an  officer,  as  major  general,  {c£ 
which  I  do  not  pretend  to  be  a  judge)  I  am  fure,  any 
body  would  be  much  more  grateful  than  fir  Thomas : 
and  therefore,  of  the  two,  I  could  rather  wifli  it  fhouU 
be  this  colonel.  But,  I  hope,  his  majefly  will  firft  con- 
fider  the  condition  of  his  revenue  (of  which  you  fhall  Jiave 
a  clear  flate  laid  before  you  within  very  few  days)  before 
he  loads  it  with  any  new  biudens;  and  I  believe,  none 
of  thefe  gentlemen  will  care  for  the  titles  of  offices,  with- 
out good  falaries  with  them.  That  you  may  fee  what  the 
natives  are  aiming  at,  I  fend  you  a  copy  of  a  petition, 
which,  I  am  told,  will  be  brought  to  me  to  fend  to  the 
king.  I  wifli  I  could  have  your  advice,  how  to  behave 
myfelf  in  fuch  cafes.  I  doubt  not,  but,  whatever  peti- 
tions are  given  me  by  that  party,  will  be  fent  likewife  in- 
to England  :  and  therefore,  if  this  petition  be  brought  to 
me,  I  do  refolve  to  fend  it  to  the  king  in  a  letter  from 
me  to  himfelf,  only  reprefenting  to  him  in  general  the 
importance  it  will  be  of  to  all  his  af&irs  in  this  kingdom, 
and  particularly  to  his  revenue,  to  have  that  matter  of  re- 
verfing  the  out-lawries  well  confidered ;  and  that,  in  my 
opinion,  the  particular  cafes  ought  to  be  taken  into  con- 
fideration,  rather  than  to  come  to  a  determination  in  the 
general ;  which  will  be  of  a  vail  confequence.  And  this 
letter  to  the  king  I  intend  to  fend  open  to  you,  that  you 

inay 
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may  read  it ;  and  if  you  do  approve  it,  you  will  deliver 
it :  otherwife,  fend  me  your  thoughts,  what  you  think 
fitter  for  me  to  do.  One  thing  more  I  muft  mention,  be- 
fore I  fend  this  letter.  A  few  days  fince  my  lord  primate 
made  me  a  vifit,  as  he  frequently  does :  he  told  me,  how 
almoft  abfolutely  neceilary  it  is,  that  there  fhould  be  a 
vice-treafurer  here.  The  ftate  of  that  matter,  with  refe- 
rence to  the  law,  you  know;  and  therefore  I  need  not 
mention  it  to  you  :  he  propofed  to  me,  that  Mr.  Keight- 
ley  might  have  that  place,  juft  in  the  lame  maimer  only, 
as  fir  John  Temple  formerly  had  upon  a  like  occafion, 
and  with  the  feme  falary.  I  fuppofe  my  lord  primate 
thought  to  make  his  contt  herein  to  me,  for  which  I 
made  my  acknowledgments  to  him.  I  think,  you  and  I 
both  would  be  glad  to  do  Mr.  Keightley  fome  good ;  and, 
if  you  think  it  proper,  this  oiSce  would  give  him  an  in- 
fight  into  the  affairs  of  the  revenue,  and  would  entitle  him 
to  be  a  privy  counfellor ;  and  would  not  be  inConfiftent 
with  what  you  did  defign  him,  when  there,  is  an  oppor- 
tunity for  it :  but  I  leave  this  matter  wholly  to  your  judg- 
ment. I  here  return  you  the  draught  of  the  king's  letter, 
which  you  fent  me,  on  behalf  of  the  clergy  for  impro- 
priate reflories  forfeited ;  which  I  have  perufed,  and  con- 
fulted  with  the  primate,  the  arch-bifliop  of  Dublin,  and 
Mr.  folicitor  upon  itj  who  all  think  it  very  well,  and 
fufficient  to  do  what  is  intended :  therefore,  if  you  pleafe, 
let  it  be  dilpatched,  I  think,  I  have  now  tired  you.  God 
almighty  keep  you  and  yours.

LAST  night  came  in  five  packets  from  England,  with 
which  I  received  your  lordlbip's  favours  of  the  23d 
and  30th  paft ;  in  the  laft  of  which  you  pleafed  to  tell 
me,  the  king  had  given  his  regiment  of  guards  here  to 
my  lord  Oflbry,  which  gives  as  general  a'  fatis&ftion  here 
as  can  be  imagined.  Amongft  the  alterations,  his  raajef- 
ty  has  thoughts  of  making  in  the  army  here,  I  could  wifli 
■  fomething  were  done  for  the  earl  of  Clantickard :  he  is  a 
man  of  great  quality ;  has  not  only  conftantly  ferved  the 
crown  both  at  home  and  abroad  himfelf ;  but  at  all  times 
every  one  of  his  family  fliewed  themfelves  fignally  loyal : 
and,  I  dare  fay,  there  is  not  an  Englifhman  would  not  be 
glad  to  fee  him  in  command  and  to  ferve  under  him.  I 
beg  your  lordQiip's  pardon  for  recommending  this  noble- 
man to  you,  which  I  have  no  intereft  in  but  the  king's 
fervice ;  and,  I  verily  believe,  his  majefty  will  not  be  dif- 
pleafed  with  me  for  putting  you  in  mind  of  him.  About 
ten  days  fince  there  came  great  complaints  of  frefti  vio- 
lences and  robberies  committed  by  the  tories  in  Munfter : 
they,  were  headed  by  young  Power,  brother  to  the  late 
rebel  Power.  But  I  have  ordered  feveral  fmall  parties  of 
horfe  and  foot,  who  are  quartered  thereabouts,  to  watch 
them;  and  have  got  fome  intelligence  amongft  them- 
felves :  fo  that  I  do  not  doubt  in  a  very  little  to  have 
all  that  country  quiet.     I  have  no  more  to  trouble  your

I  HAD  lafl  night  the  honour  of  your  majefty's  of  the 
24th  paft ;  and  do  humbly  beg  your  majefty's  pardon 
for  the  omifGon  of  a  date  to  my  former  letter.  I  am  in- 
finitely happy  in  your  majefty's  believing  me  diligent  in 
informing  myfelf  of  the  true  Aate  of  this  kingdom.  I  am 
fure,  I  will  make  it  my  only  bufinefs,  as  long  as  I  have 
the  honour  of  being  here ;  and  will,  with  all  peflible 
fpeed,  lay  before  your  majefty  an  account  of  every  parti- 
cular, as  I  can  attain  the  knowledge  of  them,  with  all 
integrity  ima^nablc.  By  the  grace  of  God  your  majefty 
fhall  be  informed  of  all  that  I  know ;  and  your  com- 
inands  fliall  find  a  perfect  and  pundual  obedience.  I 
have  prefumed  to  move  my  lord  prefident,  to  put  your 
majelfy  in  mind  of  my  lord  Clanrickard ;  who  has  the 
honour  to  be  known  to  your  majefty  :  he  has  conftantly 
ferved  your  father,  and  the  king  your  brother,  from  the 
very  beginning  of  his  life ;  and  every  one  of  his  family 
E  2  have 
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have  at  all  times  fignally  manifefted  their  loyalty  to  the 
crown ;  and  this  good  lord  is  a  little  mortiiied,  left  he 
Ihould  be  out  of  your  majefty's  remembrance.

THE  beft  way,  in  my  humble  opinion,  to  ferve 
your  majefty  is,  to  inform  you  faithfully  and  pun- 
fhially  of  all  I  hear :  for  ftiould  your  majefty  be  inform- 
ed from  other  hands  of  any  thing,  which  I  know,  and 
have  no, account  from  me,  you  might  perhaps  think  me 
negligent  in  your  fervice,  or  defirous  to  conceal  things 
from  you ;  neither  of  which  I  would  be  willingly  guilty 
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of:  and  therefore  I  Ihall  tather  venture  to  trouble  your 
majefty  with  ftories,  which  perhaps  fometimes  may  not 
be  true,  than  to  have  it  jn  any  man's  power  (if  they  fhould 
prove  true)  to  fay,  that  I  might  have  given  you  an  ac- 
count fooner.  Sir,  quickly  after  my  being  here  Mr.  Nu- 
gent, of  your  majefty's  learned  council,  made  me  a  vifit : 
he  told  me,  he  hoped,  I  would  not  be  difpleafed,  if  I 
{hould  hear  of  any  meetings  in  the  countries  amongil  the 
roman  catholicks ;  for,  he  did  allure  me,  they  were  only 
in  order  to  the  choofing  of  agents  to  go  into  England  to 
folicic  on  the  behalf  of  the  ancient  proprietors.  I  replied, 
I  was  very  confident,  the  roman  catholicks  would  have 
no  meetings  which  could  give  any  diflatisfadion  to  the 
government  j  but  I  did  not  underftand,  what  he  meant 
b/"  fending  over  agents.  I  aflured  him,  as  every  body 
fnould  have  very  eafy  accefs  to  me,  fo,  whatever  com- 
plaints or  hard  cafes  were  brought  to  me,  I  would  not 
oijy  tranfmit  them  to  your  majefty,  but  would  alfo  take 
pains  to  find  out  remedies  for  them.  Mr.  Nugent  told 
me,  he  would  give  me  a  further  account  of  this  matter ; 
but  he  has  faid  nothing  more  to  me  of  it,  though  he  hath 
been  with  me  twice  or  thrice  fince  upon  other  occafions. 
Some  other  roman  catholicks  have  owned  to  me,  that 
there  were  fuch  meetings  for  the  ends  I  have  mentioned  ; 
and  that  they  did  not  like  them,  and  had  therefore  refu- 
fed  to  contribute  any  thing  towards  the  fupport  of  fuch 
agents :  which  probably  may  have  put  a  ftop  to  the  pro- 
ceeding ;  for,  I  hear,  it  is  at  a  ftand  for  the  prefent.  I 
told  thofe  gentlemen,  as  I  did  Mr.  Nugent,  that  what- 
ever complaints  were  brought  to  me  fliould  be  reprefent- 
ed  to  your  majefty,  with  as  much  advantage  and  affiftance 

for 
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for  relief,  as  I  was  capable  of  doiiig ;  and,  I  was  confi- 
dent, your  majefty  would  receive  them  from  me  verjr 
gracioufly ;  and  by  this  means  they  might  five  the  charge 
of  fending  agents  into  England.  Thofe  I  difcourfed  wiui, 
I  am  fure,  are  fatisfied ;  and,  I  am  confident,  will  be 
able  to  fatisfy  others.  Some  days  fince  two  papers  were 
given  me :  the  one  a  circular  letter  to  moft  counties  in 
the  kingdom  advifing  the  meeting  to  choofe  agents ;  the 
other  a  lift  of  names,  pretended  to  be  chofen  agents  for 
the  feveral  counties ;  many  of  whom,  I  am  told,  know 
nothing  of  it.  I  have  thought  fit  to  fend  both  thofe  pa- 
pers to  your  majefty,  that  you  may  have  all  before  you 
which  I  know.  I  hare  not  yet  told  any  of  the  roman  ca- 
tholicks,  (nor  any  others)  that  I  have  feen  thefe  papers  ; 
(except  only  one  or  two  who  difcourfe  very  freely  with 
me )  becaule  I  would  do  nothing,  in  a  matter  of  this  na- 
tine,  without  your  majcfty's  particular  diredions :  though, 
I  do  eafdy  imagine,  your  majefty  would  not  be  pleafed 
to  fee  fuch  a  number  of  perfons  come  over  to  you,  as  are 
mentioned  in  the  enclofed  lift ;  which  would  make  a 
great  noife,  and  be  a  vaft  expenfe  to  the  poor  aggrieved 
people.  Befides,  poflibly  your  majefty  might  think  it 
juft  to  hear  thofe,  againft  whom  the  complaints  may  be 
brought ;  which  would  carry  ove»  as  great  a  number.  I

My  Lord,  Dublin  Caftle,  Feb.  8.  i68|. 

SOME  days  after  my  being  here  Mr.  Nugent,  of  the 
king's  learned  council,  defired  me  not  to  be  difplea- 
fed,  if  I  heard  of  any  meetings  in  the  countries  amongft 
the  roman  catholicks ;  for,  he  did  affure  me,  they  were 
only  in  order  to  the  choofing  of  agents  to.  fend  into  Eng- 
land to  folicit  on  the  behalf  of  the  antient  proprietors.  I 
told  him',  I  was  very  well  fatisfied,  that'the  roman  catho- 
licks would  have  no  meetings  any  where,  which  the  go- 
vernment could  have  any  caufe  to  dillike  ;  but  I  did  not 
underftand  what  he  meant  by  fending  over  agents :  I  af- 
fiired  him,  whoever  came  to  me  to  complain  of  any  hard- 
fliip  he  was  under,  by  any  manner  of  way,  I  would  tranf- 
mit  his  cafe  to  the  king,  and  contribute  all  that  was  in 
my  power  towards  their  relief;  which,  I  was  fure,  his 
majefty  would  receive  very  gracioufly.   Mr.  Nugent  feem- 

ed 
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ed  fatisfied,  and  faid,  he  would  give  me  a  further  account 
of  this  matter :  but,  having  faid  nothing  to  me  fince, 
though  I  have  feen  him  twice  or  thrice  upon  other  occa- 
fions ;  and  having  been  told  by  fome  roman  catholicks, 
that  the  meetings  did  continue,  which  they  did  not  ap- 
prove, and  had  refufed  to  contribute  any  thing  towards 
the  fupport  of  fuch  agents ;  I  have  thought  fit  to  give  die 
king  an  account  of  the  whole  matter,  as  far  as  I  know. 
I  have  likewife  fent  his  majefty  the  copy  of  a  circular  let- 
ter, which  has  been  fent  to  mod  counties  for  the  chooiing 
of  agents ;  together  with  a  lift  of  names  pretended  to  be 
chofen  for  the  feveral  counties,  with  blanks  for  fuch  coun- 
ties, as  are  faid  not  yet  to  have  chofen.  I  have  not  yet 
acquainted  any  of  the  roman  catholicks,  except  fome  ve- 
ry few,  who  difcourfe  fi-eely  with  me,  that  I  have  feen 
thefe  papers ;  becaufe  I  would  do  nothing  in  a  thing  of 
this  nature  without  particular  diredions  -.  though,  I  think, 
the  matter  has  been  carried  further  than  it  ought  to  have 
been  without  the  knowledge  of  the  government.  But  I 
am  told  the  matter  is  at  a  Aand  for  the  prefcnt ;  feveral 
confiderable  perfohs  having  refufed  their  contributions  for 
the  fupport  of  the  agents.  I  believe,  thofe  I  have  dif- 
courfed  with  are  fatisfied,  that  I  will  tranfmit  their  com- 
plaints faithfully  to  the  king  :  which,  I  alTure  your  lord- 
ihip,  I  fhall  do  in  their  own  words,  and  ftiall  take  all  the 
pains  I  am  capable  of  to  ofter  to  your  lordfhip  remedies 
for  their  relief ;  of  which  his  majefty  will  then  be  judge, 
and  my  part  will  be  to  obey  whatever  direftions  I  receive. 
If  I  may  prefume  to  ofiir  my  opinion  upon  this  affair  at 
prefent,  1  ihould  think,  the  king  would  not  be  pleafed  to 
fee  fuch  a  number  of  perfons  as  are  mentioned  in  the  lift 
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come  into  England  upon  that  errand ;  to  which  there 
may  be  many  objeftions  offered :  and,  to  fay  no  more,  it 
would  make  a  great  noife,  and  be  a  vaft  expenfe  to  the 
poor  people,  who  are  already  aggrieved.  And  probably 
his  majefty  would  think  himfelf  obliged  in  juftice  to  hear 
the  people  complained  of;  which  perhaps  might- carry 
over  as  great  a  number  of  perfons,  and  would  certainly 
occafion  the  tranfmitting  great  fums  of  money  from  this 
kingdom,  which  cannot  be  well  fpared  ;  befides  the  un- 
eaiinefs  upon  men's  minds,  which  would  draw  them  from 
their  callings,  and  the  employments  they  are  now  enga- 
ged in :  and  what  confequence  that  might  have  upon  his 
majefly's  revenue  here,  I  leave  to  your  lordfhip's  better 
judgment.  I  beg  your  lordihip's  pardon  for,  and  favour- 
able reprefentation  of,  what  I  have  offered  upon  this  fub- 
jeS,  which  are  only  my  thoughts  of  what  may  be  bcft 
for  the  king's  fervice ;  which  when  I  have  laid  before  you 
with  all  pofllble  fubmiffion,  I  ihall  be  ready  to  obey  all 
commands,  which  your  lordlhip  fljall  fend  me.  I  dare 
be  confident,  none  of  thofe  who  have  been  with  me  up- 
on this  occafion  are  diflatisfied  with  my  deportment  to- 
wards them ;  and  by  the  grace  of  God  they  fliall  never 
have  reafon :  and  if  his  majefty  be  pleafed  with  what  I 
have  done,  I  am  as  happy  as  I  defire  to  be.

been  in  the  nature  of  lords  lieutenants :  and  therefore,  I 
think,  it  is  better  to  grant  no  fuch  commiiTioas.  But  of 
this,  as  of  all  things  elie,  the  king  is  the  beft  judge.  Youi 
lordlhip  fees,  I  am  forced  to  trouble  you  almoft  every 
poft ;  which,  I  know,  you  will  forgive,  it  being  in  the 
king's  fervice. ,  I  beg  the  continuance  of  your  l<»dlhip's 
favour  and  friendfliip  to.

THIS  is  to  return  your  Iprdlhip  my  very  humble 
thanks  for  your  favour  of  the  21ft  paft,  and  pvti-r 
cularly  for  the  kind  offer  you  make  me  of  your  friend- 
fliip ;  which  I  do  with  all  the  lenfe  imaginable  embrace. 
My  lord,  friendlhips  founded  on  the  principles,  your  lord- 
Imp  mentions,  of^kindnefs  between  parents  are  the  beft 
and  moft  lafting :  a  Other's  friend  is  moft  precious.  I 
am  old  enough  to  remember  the  long  friendfliip  between 
our  &then,  and  the  many  kindnefles  and  obligations  mine 
had  to  your's,  efpecially  in  the  time  of  his  misfortunes  ; 
which  I  fliall  never  forget.  If  you  will  pleafe  to  accept 
of  my  friendfliip,  I  do  afliire  your  lordihip,  you  fliall 
have  it  with  all  die  polSble  letutns  of  fervice  and  grati- 
tude 
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tude  whflft  1  live ;  with  tJiis  afiurance,  that  I  do  depend 
more  upon  your  loriMiip's  fincraity  and  fcindnefs,  than 
upon  any  man's  next  my  brother :  and,  I  hope,  you  two 
will  do  each  other  good.  Thus,  my  lord,  I  have  ended 
all  preambles  for  ever,  and  fliail  never  make  you  a  com- 
pliment, having  been  as  litde  ufed  to  them,  as  your  lord- 
fliip.

My  lord  Mountjoy  goes  this  week  for  England :  I  do  take 
him  to  be  a  man  of  great  worth  and  honour ;  and  one, 
who  makes  jt  his  bufmefs  to  ferve  the  king  as  he  ought  to 
do  in  his  (lation.  I  am  fure,  he  has  a  great  inclinatipn 
and  ambition  to  be  a  perfedl  fervant  to  your  lordfliip ; 
and  I  would  be  very  glad,  if  I  might  be  a  means  of  be- 
getting fuch  an  underftanding,  as  there  ought  to  be  be- 
tween you ;  which  would  be  for  the  king's  fervice.  I

I  wUl  not  entertain  your  lord(hip  any  longer 
upon  this  fubjeft  in  my  firft  letter,  but  will  fpeedily  write 
to  you  more  largely  upon  it :  and,  I  am  fure,  my  lord 
treafurer  will  be  for  the  faving  of  the  king's  money ;  efpe- 
cially  if  the  fervice  can  be  as  well  performed.

IN  my  laft  on  friday  I  acknowledged  the  receipt  of 
yours  of  the  25th,  26th  and  30th  paft :  I  will  now 
endeavour  to  anfwer  them  paiticukrly  and  in  order.  But, 
in  the  firft  place,  I  have  written  to  the  king  and  my  lord 
prefident,  as  you  advifed;  and  have  fent  his  majefty  a 
copy  of  the  fame  circular  letter  and  Uft  of  names,  which 
I  fent  to  you  in  my  6th  letter  «f  the  29th  paft :  and,  I 
hope,  I  have  done  it  with  all  poflible  modefty.  Copies 
of  both  my  letters  are  here  enclofed,  as  I  always  fend 
you :  when  you  know  all  I  do,  and  all  I  write  to  others, 
you  can  the  better  give  me  -  advertifements  and.  advice, 
what  I  ought  to  do ;  which  I  am  always  glad  to  receive 
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from  you,  I  hope,  you  did  not  expeS  that  I  ihould  have 
given  you  a  particular  relation  of  my  reception  here; 
which,  I  knew,  would  go  over  from  ferae  or  other,  as 
things  of  that  kind  always  do.  I  muft  needs  fay,  it  was 
as  great  as  could  be ;  and  I  have  all  the  reafon  in  the 
world  to  be  very  well  fatisfied  with  the  civilities  I  have 
received  fix>m  all  forts  of  people  here ;  who  do,  and  ever 
fhall  meet  with  equal  returns  from  liie :  which,  I  fup- 
pofe,  is  the  reafon,  that  I  have  commonly,  both  at  din^ 
ner  and  in  the  withdrawing  room,  as  many  of  one  fort  as 
of  the  other  with  me. 

I  am  very  glad  you  like  what  I  wrote  to  you  of  the 
commiffioners  of  the  revenue  :  the  truth  of  it  is,  I  muft 
own,  that  the  more  I  converfe  with  them,  the  more  rea- 
fon I  have  to  fay,  they  are  men  of  great  induftry  and  ho- 
nefty.  I  do  verily  believe,  they  fpend  their  whole  time, 
.as  well  as  fldll,  to  improve  every  branch  of  the  revenue ; 
and  I  do  as  firmly  believe,  they  are  as  careful  as  men  can 
be,  that  the  king  fliould  fufFer  no  fort  of  abufe:  but  with 
all  this,  I  muft  needs  &y,  I  cannot  approve  of  the  me- 
thod of  their  accounts ;  for  in  truth  they  are  in  none. 
They  ftiewed  me  their  leger  books,  which  are  as  exaflly 
kept  as  is  poffible  ;  all  arrears,  both  of  what  was  in  cafli 
in  the  feveral  colleSors  hands,  and  of  what  flood  out  from 
-other  people,  being  brought  over  from  one  account  to  the 
other,  and  fo  from  year  to  year,  in  as  eicaft  a  method  as 
can  be  direSed.  I  alked  them,  why  they  did  not  obftrve 
the  fame  method  in  the  abftra(as  they  fend' to  you  ?  The 
anfwer  was;  they  thought  it  fufiicient  to  fend  you  the 
grofs  produce  of  every  branch  of  the  revenue  at  the  year's 
end,  vrith  what  cafh  was  in  the  colliedors  hands,  and 

what 
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what  arreats  flood  out  at  the  end  of  that  year ;  whereby 
you  might  fee,  how  the  revenue  encreafed  or  diminiffaed : 
but,  fince  you  were  not  Satisfied  with  that  account,  they 
are  preparing  another  ftateof  this  laft  year's  account  to  be 
laid  before  you ;  in  which  fliall  be  exprelled,  what  was  ia 
cafli  in  the  coUe<9:or8  hands  the  preceding  year,  and  what 
arrears  flood  out  then  in  their  feveral  diftrifls ;  what  is 
fmce  received  of  thofe  arrears,  and  what  now  remains  in 
arrear  the  25Ch  of  december  laft :  and  this,  I  am  promiled, 
fliall  be  ready  to  be  fent  you  within  a  very  few  days.  But, 
when  you  have  it,  it  will  ftill  be  only  a  ftate,  or  view, 
whereby  you  may  in  truth  fee  the  clear  produce  of  the 
revenue  ;  what  has  been  received,  what  has  been  iflucd, 
and  what  remains  in  real  cafli,  what  in  arrear,  and  upon 
whom ;  but  it  will  be  no  account :  a  method  for  which 
we  are  preparing  to  offer  to  you  for  your  approbation ; 
and  for  the  better  doing  of  it,  I  have  communicated  your 
letter  of  the  i6th  pafl  to  the  commiflioners ;  and,  as  foon 
as  I  have  their  thoughts  upon  the  method  you  have  there 
laid  down,  you  fliall  have  the  whole  matter  tranfmxtted 
to  you,  and  this  will  be  done  very  fpeedily.  Upon  this 
occafion  I  cannot  but  obferve  to  you,  that  the  revenue 
has  now  been  jufl  3  years  in  management ;  and  of  52  or 
53  colledors,  for  fo  many  there  are  in  the  kingdom,  on- 
ly 3  have  accounted  upon  oath,  and  that  for  one  year  on- 
ly :  this  is  the  reafon  why  I  fey,  the  accounts  of  the  re- 
venue are  in  no  method ;  and  it  mufl  be  a  &ilure  Ibme- 
where:  the  queftion  is  in  whom.  The  auditor  lays  (of 
whofe  office,  which  is  very  much  out  of  order,  I  vrill 
fpeak  hereafter)  there  is  no  fault  in  him  :  and  he  is  in  the 
right ;  for  there  is  no  branch  of  the  revenue  in  charge  be- 
fore 
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fore  him ;  not  fo  much  as  the  name  of  any  one  coHeflor. 
TberefOTe  I  tell  the  commiffioners  the  fault  muft  be  in 
them;  they  have  the  abfotute  management  and  govem- 
racDt  of  the  revenue,  and  it  muft  be  their  work  to  fee. 
every  body  do  their  bufinefs.    They  tell  me,  their  part  is 
to  call  the  coHedors  to  account ;   and,  when  they  have 
adjiificd  every  thing  with  them,  then  to^  return  thofe  ac- 
counts with  the  vouchers  to  the  auditor,  who  is  to  en- 
grofs  them  in  form  ;  and  then  they,  the  coUedors,  are  tc 
fwesr  to  them  befwe  a  baron  of  the  exchequer :  but  they 
did  not  know,,  it  was  their  parts  to  take  care  that  the  col- 
ledors  Ihould  fwear  to  their  accounts ;  which,  for  the  fu- 
ture, they  would  take  care  of..    I  told  them,  they  had' 
not  performed  even  what  they  owned  was  their  part  toi 
do ;  for  they  had"  tranfmitted  to  the  auditor  the  collectors ; 
accounts  of  the  foft  year  only :  to  which  they  could  fay 
nothing,  but  that  thofe  of  the  two  following  years  Ihouldi 
be  fpeedily  fent  to  him.    I  have  taken  fome  pains ;  and^ 
by  the  help  of  the  chancellor  of  the  exchequer,  (whom  I 
muft  commend  for  hiJ  induftry)  we  have  fpent  a.  great: 
deal  of  time  with  the  deputy  auditor ;  and,  I  find,  he: 
hath  fairly  engroffed  the  accounts  of  the  feveral  coUefiors 
for  the  firfl  year :  but  neither  the  deputations  to  the  col- 
lects, nor  the  king's  commiflions  to  the  comtniffioners. 
themfelnes  are  entered  before  him,  which  all  ought  to  be  p, 
or  elfe  he  knows  not  what  vouchers  will  be  of  fufBcienr 
authority  for  him-  to  allow.     I  have  taken  a  flate  of  the; 
firft  year's  account  ending  the  24th  of  december  1683  from. 
the  auditor,  drawn  out  of  the  accounts  of  the  feveral  col- 
lectors ;  which,  with  the  receiver  general's  account  ( of. 
whom  I  wili  fay  more  another,  time )  for  that  year,  muft; 

make. 
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make  up  the  account  of  the  receipts  and  iffucs  of  the 
whole  revenue  for  that  year,  and  will  be  all  that  will  ap- 
pear upon  record;  which  ftate  does  not  agree  with  the 
account  fent  you  of  that  year :  but  of  this  you  (ball 
have  a  very  full  ftate  in  the  letter.  I  Ihall  very  fpeedily 
write  to  you  in  form  in  anfwer  to  yours  of  the  1 6th ; 
when  I  fliall  lay  before  you  a  method  for  the  accounts  of 
the  revenue  of  this  kingdom  to  be  taken  in ;  which  if  you 
approve,  I  will  undertake,  that  the  accounts  of  the  laft 
preceding  three  years  fliall  be  put  into  it  in  two  months 
time  :  and,  within  a  very  few  days,  you  {hall  have  a  ftate 
fent  you  of  the  laft  year's  account ;  whereby  you  (hall  fee 
the  clear  produce  of  the  revenue,  what  has  been  received, 
how  iffued,  and  what  remains  in  caih,  what  in  anear, 
and  upon  whom  ;  all  which  {hall  be  as  plain,  as  when 
you  have  the  account  before  you  in  form.  I  have  only 
faid  thus  much  now  in  my  private  letter,  that  you  may 
fee  I  am  not  idle,  but  that  I  fpend  a  great  deal  of  time 
(as  in  truth  I  do)  with  every  one  of  the  officers,  who,  I 
think,  by  reafon  of  their  offices,  are  able  to  inform  me 
of  any  thing.  The  commiffioners,  I  muft  fay,  are  won- 
derfully induftrious,  and,  I  believe,  very  honeft ;  and  take 
as  much  pains  as  ever  men  did  :  but,  I  doubt,  they  had 
too  much  a  mind  (at  leaft  {bme  of  them)  to  value  their 
own  fervices ;  and,  that  they  might  be  mafters  of  all 
things  themfelves,  they  would  not  call  to  any  of  the 
king's  officers  for  help.  As  for  inftance,  though  there 
were  fometimes  motions  of  great  confequence  to  be  made 
in  the  exchequer,  they  would  never  vouchlkfe  to  fpeak 
one  fyllable  to  the  chancellor  of  the  exchequer;  who 
conftantly  attends  in  that  court  and  never  f^s,  and  is 

really 
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really  a  very  worthy  gentleman.  I  have  him  always  with 
me,  when  the  comniiffioners  are  with  me ;  which,  I  find, 
at  firft  did  not  pleafe  them :  upon  which  I  told  them  one 
day,  that,  except  they  could  make  a  juft  exception  to  the 
chancellor,  I  would  always  have  him  with  me.  This  I 
told  them,  when  he  was  not  prefent,  that  they  might 
make  objeftions  to  him,  if  they  had  any :  they  faid,  truly 
they  had  nothing  to  fay  againft  him  ;  but  he  underftood 
not  their  bufinefs.  I  told  themj  the  affairs  of  the  revenue, 
and  the  accounting  for  it,  ought  to  be  no  myftery  nor  fe- 
cret  to  the  king's  officers;  and  therefore  I  would  have 
him  with  me,  both  for  my  affiftance  and  juftification ; 
and  yet  they  Ihould  be  with  me  in  private  as  often  as  they 
had  a  mind  to :  and  I  could  not  but  wonder,  they  would 
have  fo  little  regard,  as  in  truth  to  flight  the  king's  offi- 
cers. And  upon  this  occafion  I  afked  them,  what  was 
the  reafon,  they  took  no  notice  of  the  accomptant  gene- 
ral :  to  which  they  replied,  that  Dr.  Wood  was  a  freakifli 
man,  and  they  did  not  think  fit  to  employ  him;  that 
Mr.  Boneil  they  did  not  know,  till  fince  Wood's  death, 
and  therefore  they  thought  fit  to  impofe  the  old  clerks 
upon  them ;  and  for  Mr.  Trumbull,  they  believed  him 
an  able  and  induftrious  man.  But  I  faid,  he  had  been 
here  fix  months  and  not  yet  fettled  in  his  office ;  to  which 
they  knew  not  what  to  fay,  but  that  he  fliould  be  pre- 
fently  fettled.  Thefe  things  I  only  hint  to  you;  but  I 
beg  you  to  have  a  little  patience,  till  I  lay  all  things  be- 
fore you ;  which  fliall  be  very  fpeedily.  I  think,  I  have 
pretty  well  tired  you  with  this  fubjefl ;  and  fo  will  go  to 
other  iparts  of  your  letter.  I  have  had  Mr.  Price  with  me, 
and  purfued  the  method  you  prefcribed,  in  firft  .reading 
G  the- 
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the  paper  to  him,  .and  then  giving  it  him,  and  requiring 
him  to  give  me  his  anfwer  in  writing;  which,  he  fays, 
he  will  do  very  fpeedily,  and  fully,  and  truly,  I  think, 
I  could  do  it  for  him  in  fome  of  the  articles :  but  I  will 
fay  no  more  of  him  nor  the  matter,  till  I  fend  you  his 
own  anfwer.  As  to  what  you  fay  of  my  lord  Cornbury's 
affair,  it  would  require  more  paper  than  this  letter  {which 
is  too  long)  to  pay  you  my  thanks  for  the  trouble  you 
have  had  in  it :  but  I  will  fay  nothing  upon  that  matter 
at  this  time ;  for  I  intend  very  quickly  to  write  to  you 
fomething  of  my  thoughts  concerning  him  in  a  letter  a- 
part. 

I  come  now  to  your's  of  the  26th  part ;  to  which  there 
is  little  occalion  of  replying  more  than  to  afiiire  you,  that 
I  am  very  well  fatisfied,  that  you  take  your  own  time  and 
way  of  giving  me  an  anfwer  to  what  I  faid  of  my  own  al- 
lowances. To  your's  of  the  30th  part  I  do  aflure  you,  I 
am  far  from  being  mortified,  that  I  have  not  the  com- 
mand of  the  regiment  of  guards ;  but  am  infinitely  plea- 
fed,  it  is  placed  in  the  hands  which  have  it ;  and  do  reft 
fatisfied  with  whatever  rule  the  king  makes :  and  fo  will 
not  weary  you  with  faying  more  upon  that  fubjefl,  than 
that  I  owe  you  thanks  for  your  being  mindftil  of  me  in 
that,  as  well  as  every  thing  elfe.  As  to  the  bufinefs  of 
the  flieriffs,  if  my  lord  T  —  is  fatisfied,  that  the  choice 
is  generally  fo  bad,  he  Ihould  have  left  me  fome  intima- 
tions behind  him ;  for  he  knew,  who  were  upon  the  roll, 
before  he  went  for  England.  It  caimot  be  imagined,  that 
I  could  yet  know  inen  myfelf ;  which  by  the  grace  of 
god  I  wUl  do  another  year,  if  I  have  the  honour  to  be 
here :  but,  upon  the  whole  matter,  I  was  as  inquifitive. 
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as  the  time  would  permit,  to  inform  myfelf ;  and  I  did 
neither  tie  myfelf  to  the  roll  given  me  by  my  lord  chan- 
cellor, (for  I  nominated  feveral  others)  nor  to  his  lordflvip's 
reprefentations ;  but  was  guided  by  the  beft  information 
I  could  get  from  the  honefteft  I  could  find  of  both  reli- 
gions ;  and  will  ftill  believe,  from  what  catholicks  as  well 
as  proteftants  have  told  me,  that,  for  the  generality,  there 
has  not  been  a  better  fet  (if  I  may  fo  term  it)  of  the  Ihe- 
riiFs  at  any  time.  As  to  any  being  in,  who  have  perfon- 
ally  behaved  themfelves  ill  towards  the  king  before  or 
fince  his  coming  to  the  crown,  I  am  fure,  I  know  of  no 
fuch ;  and  if  I  did,  I  would  not  only  not  have  made  him 
a  IheriiF,  but  will  never  be  a  means  of  putting  any  fuch 
into  any  employment  whatfoever.  Nor  will  I  ever  be 
found  to  have  a  friendfliip  with  any  one,  who  has  been 
particularly  undutifiil  to  the  king  at  any  time ;  which 
would  lefe  become  me  than  any  man  living.  I  think,  it 
will  be  very  well,  if  there  be  no  martial  of  the  army; 
and,  in  my  opinion,  confidering  the  numbers  of  the  ar- 
my here,  the  fewer  general  officers  here  are  the  better. 
I  formerly  told  you  my  thoughts,  that  colonel  Macarty 
was  much  fitter  to  be  major  general,  than  fir  Thomas 
Newcomen.  He  is  a  man  of  quality ;  for  his  being  a 
fbldier,  according  to  his  experience,  I  think,  is  not  doubt- 
ed ;  and  he  has  behaved  himfelf  extremely  well,  wherever 
he  has  been  quartered,  with  great  eafinefs  and  modera- 
tion ;  which  every  body  has  not  done.  The  other,  eve- 
ry body  knows,  is  no  foldier,  wretchedly  fordid,  and  a 
brute ;  and  I  never  heard  of  any  title  he  had  to  merit, 

but  his  alliance.     As  to  the  exception  my  lord  T 

makes  upon  every  occafion,   that  the  late  lords  juftices 
G  2  were 
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were  not  men  of  bufinefs ;  (which  is  my  friend  Macarty's 
common-place  too)  I  fhall  only  fay,  that  perhaps  they 
would  be  of  another  opinion,  if  they  were  more  men  of 
bufinefs  themfclves.  For  the  primate,  certainly  he  is  a 
man  of  great  experience,  and,  I  will  prefume  to  fay,  of 
great  knowledge  too  in  all  affairs  here :  I  know  his  foi- 
ble, and  am  aware  of  it.  As  to  lord  Granard,  I  will  not 
pretend  to  fpeak  of  his  martial  /kill;  but,  I  pray  then, 
confider  the  little  experience  of  his  contemners,  efpecial- 
ly  of  the  mighty  lord.  I  will  prefume  to  fay,  Granard 
does  very  well  underftand  the  feveral  interefts  of  this 
country,  as  to  the  principles  of  the  feveral  parties  ;  and, 
I  am  fure,  he  is  exaftly  honeft  in  all  his  dealings,  and 
generous  to  all  that  are  under  him.  And  of  his  eminent 
loyalty  to  the  crown  in  the  worft  of  times  ( which  ought 
not  to  be  forgot)  there  are  few  witnefles  now  living  be- 
fides  myfelf. 

I  have  now  tired  you  fufficiently:  though,  I  know, 
you  have  not  much  time  to  fpare  to  read  fuch  long  let- 
ters, yet  I  cannot  help  writing  them,  having  fo  much  to 
fay ;  and  a  great  deal  I  leave  now  for  another  time.  I 
would  not  have  you  think,  by  the  length  of  my  letters,  that 
I  have  time  to  throw  away,  for  in  truth  I  have  not ;  but 
I  would  fain  make  hafte  to  know  every  thing,  and  then 
to  give  you  an  account  of  all  things,  when  I  do  under- 
ftand them.  You  may.expe<a  an  account  of  my  per- 
formance on  the  6th  of  february;  which,  I  will  take 
care,  you  (hall  have  a  relation  of.  I  will  only  fay,  that 
I  celebrated  the  day  as  well  as  I  could,  and  as  well  as  the 
illnefs  of  the  caftle  would  give  me  leave :  in  a  word,  I 
went  very  decently  to  church  on  horfeback,  was  attend- 
ed 
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ed  by  all  the  nobility  in  town  (a  great  many)  of  both  re- 
ligions ;  lord  Clanrickard  carried  the  fword  &c,  and  as 
many  dined  with  me,  as  the  houfe  would  hold.  God  al- 
mighty keep  you  and  yours.

THIS  beafer,  colonel  Macarty,  is  fo  well  known  to 
your  majefty,  that  there  is  no  need  of  my  faying 
any  thing  in  his  behalf,  but  what  he  will  not  give  himfelf 
leave  to  fay ;  which  is,  to  give  your  majefty  an  account, 
how  infinitely  he  is  efteemed  in  all  places  where  he  has 
been  in  this  kingdom,  his  obliging  carriage  having  gain- 
ed upon  every  body ;  which  the  bifliop  of  the  diocefe  and 
feveral  others  have  told  me,  and  defired,  I  would  thank 
him  for  the  favours  they  have  received  from  him.  He 
tells  me,  he  has  a  pretention,  from  your  majefty 's  gra-  . 
cious  promife  to  him,  to  be  advanced  to  a  greater  ftation 
in  the  army,  when  you  think  fit  to  make  any  more  ge- 
neral officers.  I  hope,  it  will  not  be  too  great  a  ptefum- 
ption  in  me  to  fay,  that  colonel  Macarty  will  be  as  grate- 
ful to  all  people  here,  as  any  man  your  majefty  can  put 
into  fuch  a  poft :  of  the  merits  of  his  family,  and  his 
own  in  particular,  I  need  fay  nothing.  I  have  difcourfed 
with  colonel  Macarty  about  providing  arms  here  for  your 
majefly's  forces,  which  he  will  acquaint  your  majefliy 
with  better  than  I  can  do.  It  may  be  done  at  infinite 
cheaper  rates,  than  they  come  to  out  of  England :  and! 
the  aims  will  be  mu£h  better.    But  of  this  I  will  write 
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more  particularly  to  my  lord  Dartmouth,  as  being  in  his 
province.  Your  majefty's  goodnefs  is  fuch,  that  I  know 
you  will  forgive  the  trouble  of  my  letters  fometimes, 
though  I  have  nothing  to  fay  but  to  caft  myfelf  at  your 
majefty's  feet,  as  becomes,

My  Lord,  Dublin  Caftle,  Feb.  ii.  1 6 8|. 

COlone  L  Macarty'muft  not  go  hence  without  carry- 
ing my  moft  humble  fervice  to  your  lordfliip  in  a 
particular  manner.  I  need  not  fay  any  thing  to  your  lord- 
fhip  on  his  behalf:  his  own  merit,  as  well  as  perfon,  is 
fufnciently  known  to  you ;  but  yet  I  muft  not  omit  tell- 
ing your  lordfliip  (in  juftice  to  him)  how  extremely  he  has 
gained  upon  all  people,  among  whom  he  has  lived.  The 
bilhop  of  Cork  and  feveral  others  have  deilred  me  to  give 
him  thanks  for  the  civilities  they  have  received  from  him. 
I  am  fure,  I  need  not  move  your  lordfhip  to  fupport  his 
pretentions  with  the  king ;  but  I  may  affiire  you,  his  ma- 
jefty  can  employ  no  body,  in  his  way,  who  will  be  more 
acceptable  to  people  here.  In  mine  of  the  24th  paft,  I 
gave  your  lordfliip  feme  account  of  Robert  Clarke  of  Kin- 
fale :  I  have  fince  examined  him  myfelf,  and  found  his 
difcourfe  very  confufed  and  perplexed,  and  his  narrative 
more  fo ;  a  true  copy  of  which  I  here  fend  your  lordfliip. 

Ibe- 
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I  believe^  the  man  intends  honeftly ;  therefore  I  will  take 
care  to  protefl  him.  Mod  of  the  perfons,  he  mentions, 
are  either  in  prifon,  or  upon  bail :  and  I  will  direft  the 
judges  (who  are  now  going  their  circuits)  to  fee  them  in- 
difled  and  profecuted,  as  far  as  the  matter  will  bear. 
When  men  fee,  they  (hall  not  tranfgrefs  without  being 
queftioned ;  they  will,  perhaps,  learn  to  keep  within 
bounds :  I  am  fure,  none  (hall  pafs  unqueftioned  or  un- 
puni(hed,  as  long  as  I  have  the  honour  to  be  here.  I 
have  juft  this  minute  received  the  favour  of  your  lordfhip's 
of  the  6th  inftant ;  for  which  I  return  you  moft  humble 
thanks.  I  have  great  reafon  to  be  abundantly  fatisfied 
with  the  difpofition,  his  majefty  has  made,  of  the  cor- 
net's place  in  colonel  Hamilton's  regiment,  and  humbly 
thank  your  lordfhip  for  your  promife  of  the  next  place  to 
Mr.  Flemming. 

All  the  oiEcers  here  do  make  great  complaints  of  their 
arms ;  which,  in  truth,  are  very  bad :  there  may  be  much 
better  made  here,  and  for  lefs  rates  than  the  king  pays  at 
London ;  fo  that,  at  leaft,  the  exchange  of  the  money 
and  the  freight  will  be  faved,  and  there  will  be  no  ha- 
zard. Colonel  Macarty  will  difcourfe  this  matter  fully  to 
your  lordihip;  and  fo  will  my  lord  Mountjoy,  who  is 
mailer  of  the  ordnance  here,  and  very  induftrious  in  the 
king's  fervice.  He  now  goes  for  England  only  to  meet 
his  Ton  from  France,  and  to  fend  him  into  Hungary :  he 
will  be  back  here  again  in  two  months,  unlefs  your  lord- 
(hip  keeps  him  there ;  which,  I  hope,  you  will  not.  Co* 
lonel  Macarty  has  (j)oken  to  me  concerning  the  checks, 
which  are  put  upon  officers  and  foldiers  at  their  mufters : 
that  method  has  been  always  pradtifed  in  the  army  here ; 
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but  it  is  an  impolition  not  laid  upon  the  army  in  Eng- 
land. It  does  not  become  me  to  meddle  with  any  thing  I 
find,  which  is  pretended,  to  be  for  the  king's  fervice,  with- 
out firft  reprefenting  it  to  his  majefty ;  but,  I  confefs,  I 
know  no  reafon,  why  it  ihould  be  otherwife  here  than  in 
England.  I  know,  if  they  are  taken  away,  it  will  take 
away  a  great  part  of  my  fecretary's  perquilltes ;  but  I 
would  not  have  any  fuch  confideration  hinder  what  fliall 
be  thought  for  the  king's  fervice :  and,  I  think,  the  poor 
foldier  ought  to  have  as  much  of  the  king's  pay  come  in- 
to his  pocket,  as  is  poffible.  Colonel  Macarty  will  dif- 
courfe  this  matter  fully  to  your  lordfliip ;  and  I  lliall  be 
ready  to  give  your  lordfliip  any  further  information  of 
the  matter  as  you  fliall  require  me.  I  am  with  all  poffi- 
ble refped.

now  bifhop  of  Cloyne  mould  be  removed  to  Oflbry  and 
Kilkenny,  and  to  hold  the  arch-deaconry  of  Armagh  in 
conunendam,  as  it  is  now  enjoyed  by  the  prefent  bifhop ;

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and  that  the  dean  of  Cloyne  fliould  be  advanced  to  that 
biflioprick  of  Cloyne  :  which  being  but  fmall,  I  humbly 
propofe  to  have  added  thereunto,  by  way  of  commen- 
dam,  the  vicarage  of  Clondroghid,  in  the  faid  diocefe  of 
Cloyne,  and  now  in  his  poffeffion.  Though  there  be  but 
one  See  vacant,  yet,  for  the  enlargement  of  his  majefty's 
firft  fruits,  and  to  make  them  as  confiderable  as  I  can  up- 
on this  occafion,  I  have  humbly  propofed  thefe  removes ; 
if  his  majefty  (hall  think  fit  to  approve  them.  I  have 
herewith  fent  your  lordfliip  the  draughts  of  letters  for  his

I  HAVE  this  day  made  a  reprefentation  to  his  majefty 
for  filling  the  See  of  Caihell;  which,  your  grace 
knows,  has  been  fometime  void :  and,  purfuant  to  his 
majefty's  direflions  of  correfponding  with  your  grace  in 
church  affairs,  I  take  the  liberty  of  giving  you  an  account 
of  ^ivhat  I  have  done ;  which  that  you  may  fee,  I  fend 
H  you 
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you  here  enclofed  a  copy  of  the  ktter  I  have  written  to 
my  lord  prefident  upon  that  fubjefl:.  Dr.Otway,  the  pte- 
fent  bifhop  of  Oflbry,  whom  I  have  propofed  to  be  re- 
moved to  Cafliell,  is  a  perfon  of  tive  piimitive  piety ; 
when  he  was  turned  out  of  his  living  in  our  rebellious 
times,  he  was  content  to  live  in  the  Weft  Indies  for  half* 
crown  a  week,  till  the  king's  happy  reftoiation ;  be  canw 
into  this  country  with  my  lord  Berkel^,  and  has  gained 
reverence  from  all  people,  among  whom  he  has  lived.  If 
he  be  removed  to  Camell,  I  am  fure,  the  firft  thing  be 
will  do  wUl  be  to  repair  his  cathedral,  whichi  I  hear, 
has  need  of  it ;  and  which  he  has  done  in  one  oi  two 
places  already.  Dr.  Jones,  the  prefent  Biihop  of  Cl<^ne, 
whom  I  propofe  to  be  tranflated  to  Oflbty,.  is  a  v&j  vkx- 
thy  man,  and  his  done  great  good  in  the  dioceie,  he 
now  is  in ;  even  to  his  own  detriment,  to  promote  the 
intereft  of  the  church :  he  was  domeftick  chaplain  to  the 
duke  of  Ormond ;  who  will  give  your  grace  an  account 
of  him,  Thefe  two  prelates  I  know :  but  the  dean  of 
Cloyne,  whom  I  recommend  to  that  See,  I  do  not  know 
at  all :  his  name  is  Fitz-Gerald ;  he  is  nephew  to  my  lord 
primate  here,  who  is  concerned  for  him ;  and  I  would 
not  have  him  fuffer  upon  a  miftake,  there  being  another 
clergyman  of  that  name,  who,  perhaps,  is  not  fo  dif- 
creet  as  be  fliould  be.  But  if  the  king  fliould  not  ap- 
prove of  making  this  dean  bifhop  of  Clioyne ;  I  do  then 
humbly  ofier  to  conlidetation  Jbme  few  other  perfons; 
fuch  as  I  have  (in  the  little  time  I  have  been  here)  got  the 
beft  account  of;  viz.  Dr.  Huntingdon,  provoft  of  the  col- 
lege :  he  was  of  Oxford ;  fo  your  ^ace  may  have  a  bet- 
ter account  of  him  than  I  can,  give  you.    He  is  a  worthy 

man; 
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man ;  but  I  find  by  fome  of  his  acquaintance,  he  would 
be  willing  to  quit  the  ftation  he  is  in,  if  he  might  be  re- 
moved to  his  advantage.  The  provoftflup  is  worth  near 
400I.  per  annum ;  and  the  biflioprick  of  Cloyrie  is  not 
above  500I.  per  annum.  If  it  be  thought  fit  to  fend  him 
to  Cloyne,  then  Dr.  Palle&r,  a  fellow  of  the  college  here, 
is  the  fitteft  man  to  be  provoft:  he  is  of  great  learning 
and  exemplant  piety ;  he  would  make  a  very  good  bi(hop, 
if  it  be  not  thought  fit  td  advance  one  of  the  others  laft 
named.  But,  if  his  majefty  pleafcth,  he  may  keep  the 
biflioprick  of  Cloyne  a  little  in  fufpence,  till  the  filling  it 
be  further  thotight  on.  But,  I  hope,  your  grace  will  fo- 
licit  the  fettling  the  other  two,  the  See  of  Cafhdl  having 
been  fix  months  vacant.  Thus,  1  doubt,  I  have  tired  your 
grace  with  this  affair ;  but  it  is  the  beft  reprefentation  I 
am  able  to  make :  and,  I  think,  which  df  the  peribn3  fb- 
ever  be  approved  of,  the  church  will  receive  no  prejudice. 
I  have  written  thus  largely  to  none  but  your  grace,  as  you 
will  fee  by  the  enclofed ;  therefore,  I  hope,  you  will  take 
diis  matter  into  your  care.  I  am  preparing,  as  faft  as  I 
can  be  wtD  informed,  a  fate  of  the  concerns  of  the  church 
of  this  kingdom  to  lay  before  your  lordftiip ;  which  fliall 
acquaint  ytiu  with  the  circumftances  of  perfons  as  well  as 
of  things.  It  is  now  high  time  to  beg  your  grace's  pir- 
don  for  this  tedious  letter,  and  likewife  Co  implore  youf 
direSions;  which  fliaB  be  carefully  puffued.  I  moft  hum-

BY  your's  of  the  4th  inftant,  which  I  acknowledged 
on  the  nth,  I  did  not  expefl:,  the  commiflions  of 
lord  Offory  and  the  earl  of  Arglafle  would  have  been  fent 
to  me :  nor  Ihould  I  have  infilled  on  it ;  byaufe,  as  their 
circumftances  are,  it  would  have  been  no  precedent.  But 
Mr.  Bridgeman,  in  his  letter  of  the  6th,  fent  down  thofe' 
commiflions  to  fir  Paul  Rycaut;  which,  in  truth,  upon 
further  thoughts,  was  necel&ry.:  for  the  parties  concern- 
ed can  have  no  benefit  of  their  commiflions,  till  they  are 
entered  with  the  commiflary  general ;  and  in  that  re- 
IpeS,  it  was  as  proper  to  fend  them  to  me,  as  by  any 
other  way :  and,  I  fuppofc  now,  if  any  who  are  to  have 
commands  here,  fliould  attempt  the  getting  the  commif- 
fions  themfelves;  it  will  be  a  very  good  anfwer  to  lay, 
that  it  was  not  allowed  in  the  cafe  of  thofe  lords,  though 
they  were  in  England.  I  have  written  to  my  lord  Sun- 
derland concerning  the  church  affairs,  in  order  to  filling 
up  the  See  of  Cafliell :  copies  of  which  letters  I  herewith 
fend  you.  I  have  written  at  large  to  my  lord  of  Canter- 
bury upon  that  fubjeft ;  the  king  having  directed  me  to 
correfpond  with  his  grace  in  thofe  affairs.  I  could  wifli, 
that  Fitz-Gerald,  the  dean  of  Cloyne,  might  be  advanced 
to  that  See,  for  my  lord  primate's  fake,  to  whom  he  is 
nephew ;  and  he  does  much  prefs  it :  truly  I  do  not  hear 
any  thing  ill  of  the  man  ;  but  in  this  you  will  do,  what 
you  think  fit.  There  is  one  Jones  in  England,  who  was 
chaplain  to  my  lord  of  Arran,  and  by  him  made  dean  of 

Lifmore : 
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Lifmore :  he  has  been  in  England  near  a  year,  gaping  for 
preferment.  I  know,  he  is  recommended  to  the  king  for 
his  loyalty,  as  his  majefty  told  me  himfelf.  I  took  the  li- 
berty to  tell  the  king,  I  could  not  objefl:  againft  his  loyal- 
ty ;  that  I  knew  he  was  bred  a  clerk  in  the  ftables  at  the 
Mews,  fince  his  majefty 's  reftauration ;  that  he  had  wit ; 
but  that  I  thought,  by  what  I  had  feen  myfelf,  he  did 
not  live,  as  a  man  of  his  coat  and  calUng  ought  to  do. 
When  he  came  to  me  at  London  to  befpeak  my  kindnefs, 
I  wilhed  him  to  go  with  me  into  Ireland,  and  refide  up- 
on his  deanry ;  which  would  be  a  good  inducement  for 
me  to  recommend  him  for  better  preferment.  His  an- 
fwer,  in  plain  terms,  was ;  that  he  would  not  go  into 
Ireland,  till  he  knew,  what  would  be  done  for  him.  I 
tell  you  this  ftory,  in  hopes,  that  you  will  take  fome 
care,  that  this  man  might  not  be  impofed  upon  me  at 
this  time ;  which  he  would  look  upon  as  a  triumph.  I 
am  fure,  I  can  have  no  end  in  keeping  any  out,  or  bring- 
ing any.  one  in,  but  the  good  of  the  church  and  the  king : 
and,  moft  certainly,  there  are  not  worfe  people  in  the 
world,  than  fome  I  have  known,  who  cloak  all  their  ir-  , 
regularities  (to  call  them  no  worfe  vices)  under  the  (helter 
of  loyalty.  As  long  as  they  rail  at  rebellion  in  the  com- 
mon-place language,  and  talk,  preach  and  hedor  in  the 
phrafe  of  loyalty,  they  think,  they  have  a  juft  title  to  be 
forgiven  all  other  enormities.  But  enough  of  this.  I  fup- 
f)ofc  colonel  Macarty  will  let  you  know  his  grievances ; 
though  I  have  endeavoured  to  let  him  fee,  that  I  will 
very  eafily  redrefs  moft  of  them ;  as  you  will  find  by  the 
anfwers  you  will  receive  from  ine  by  the  next  poft,  both 
to  fome  of  your  publick  letters  concerning  the  imprefting 

of 
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«f  money,  and  likewife  to  Mr.  Price's  affiilr  in  your  pri- 
vate letter;  whofe  full  anfwer  I  Ihall  have  tomorrow: 
and,  I  think,  it  will  be  very  clear.  One  of  Macarty's 
camjjaints  is,  that  Mr.  Price  fends  the  foldiers,  the  lord 
knows  how  far,  to  receive  their  pay ;  when  he  has  money 
in  their  quarters :  to  which  you  will  find  a  full,  and,  I 
think,  farisfadory  anfwer,  when  I  fend  you  his  paper} 
for  it  is  among  k»d  Tyrconnel's  articles :  but  in  the  mean 
time  I  lend  you  an  exa,&  account  enclofed  of  the  places, 
where  \ai  men  were  afllgned  to  be  paid ;  and  of  the  dif- 
tance  thofe  places  are  from  their  quarters.  Now  if  it  be 
confidered,  that  where  there  is  no  occailon  to  ufe  money 
(as  there  is  not  in  leveral  places  of  the  kingdom  where 
there  are  coUedions,  and  whither  the  revenue,  when  col- 
leifled,  is  brought)  and  fiom  whence  there  are  no  returns 
to  be  had,  the  fiildiers  muA  be  employed  to  fetch  the 
money,  and  to  bring  it  to  the  receiver  general;  perhaps 
it  may  be  thought  as  reafonablc  for  the  foldiers  to  fetch 
.  the  money  for  their  own  ufe,  as  to  carry  it  the  receiver 

feneral.  This  very  laft  week  I  granted  Mr.  Price  an  or- 
er  for  fome  of  the  troops  to  fetch  1600I.  from  Sligoe; 
becaufe  there  was  no  ufe  of  it  there :  Mr.  Price  paid  the 
convoy  himfelf,  and  never  brings  it  to  the  king's  account. 
I  likewife  fend  you  the  colledor's  certificate,  when  and 
where  the  men  were  paid ;  that  you  may  fee,  how  fison 
the  afiignments  were  difcharged  :  by  thefe  papers  you 
will  be  able  fully  to  fatisfy  this  complaint,  if  colonel  Ma- 
carty  makes  it.  Another  great  grievance,  he  complains 
of,  is,  that  there  Ihould  be  dedtidions  taken  from  the 
foldier  here,  which  are  not  in  England  ;  and  particidarly 
the  cheques,  which,  he  fays,  are  in  no  army  in  the  world, 

but 
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but  here.  I  told  iiim,  I  could  not  fpeak  as  to  that,  be- 
ing no  foldier ;  but  that  the  impofing  of  cheques  had  been 
pradiled  in  the  army  here,  ever  fince  the  king's  reftora- 
tion  ;  and  therefore  I  would  not  alter  that  praflice,  if  I 
could,  without  orders  from  the  king.  But  truly,  I  think,, 
there  ought  to  be  no  more  deduftions  made,  than  are  ab- 
folutely  neceilary ;  and  that  there  fliould  as  much  of  the 
king's  pay  come  into  the  foldier's  pocket,  as  is  poffible :: 
and  therefore  I  vrcit  by  the  colonel  to  my  lord  Sunder-  • 
land,  that  I  fee  no  reafon,  why  that  matter  Ihould  be 
otherwife  here  than  in  England ;  that,  I  know,  if  the 
cheqves  are  taken  away,  a  great  part  of  the  perquifites  of 
my  fecretary  will  be  leffened ;  but  I  would  not  have  any 
foch  confideration  hinder,  what  fliall  be  thought  for  the 
king's  fervice.  I  entertain  you  with  this  a&ii,  becaufe  it 
it  matter  of  naoney ;  and  therefore,  I  conceive,  you  may 
take  cognizance  of  it :  and  that  you  may  be  the  better  in- 
flru^led,  I  here  fend  you  a  little  paper  concerning  the  na- 
ture pf  the  cheques,  and  the  charge  of  taking  them  off, 
when  they  are  imp«&d ;  which,  I  confefs,  is  a  little  hard, 
in  my  opinion,  upon  the  poor  foldiers  r  but,  I  am  affu-. 
led,  tiuc^  fees  are  the  &me,  which  have  been  paid  in  the 
times  of  all  governours  here  thefe  five  and  twenty  years. 
I  fend  you  likewile  a  paper  of  the  feveral  deduiftions, 
which  are  made  from  the  foldier  r  whether  th*y  are  more 
than  ace  taken  in  England,  or  whether  it  may  be  thought 
fit,  to  put  this  army  upon  the  fame  foot  in  all  things 
with  that  in  England,  I  leave  to  better  judgments.  I 
have  written  to  Mr.  Blathwait  to  give  me  an  account  of 
fcveral  thjogs  belonging  to  the  army,  that  I  may  be  the 
vaoxc  knowing.    I  make  it  my  bufinefi  to  undcrfknd  eve- 
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ry  thing,  in  all  the  offices,  as  much  as  I  can ;  and  I  doubt 
not,  but,  in  a  little  time,  I  fliall  be  pretty  pepfeft.  For 
the  prefent,  adieu.    God  almighty  keep  you  and  yours.

IH  A  V  E  written  to  your  lordlhip  in  form  concern- 
ing the  church  af&irs ;  which  I  have  taken  the  Uber- 
ty  to  do  in  another  hand,  thinking  it  will  not  be  dif- 
agreeable  to  your  lord/hip.  As  to  that  matter,  I  beg 
leave  to  affiire  your  lordfhip,  that  I  will  never  recom- 
mend any  to  be  preferred  in  the  church,  whom  I  do  not 
perfonally  know  to  be  truly  of  the  church  of  England. 
The  perfon,  whom  I  have  reprefented  to  your  lordlmp  for 
the  arch-biflioprick  of  Cafliell,  I  have  long  known.  He 
was  turned  out  of  all  he  had  in  the  rebellious  times  for 
his  loyalty,  and  was  upon  the  matter  fold  in  the  Weft  In- 
dies ;  where  he  continued  till  the  king's  reftoration :  he 
came  into  Ireland  with  my  lord  Berkeley,  and  has  gained 
the  efteem  and  veneration  of  all  people,  among  whom  he 
has  hved :  in  a  word,  he  is  a  true  primitive  prelate ;  and 
I  dare  undertake,  he  will  never  grow  rich,  but  will  lay 
out  all  he  gets  upon  the  church  and  the  poor.  I  can  like- 
wife  fay  of  the  bilhop  of  Cloyne,  whom  I  humbly  propofe 
to  be  removed  to  Offory  and  Kilkenny,  that  he  is  a  very 
worthy  man,  and  does  good  where  he  lives ;  and  will  al- 
ways make  bis  calling  his  bulinefs.  I  hope,  by  your  lord- 
fliip's  means,  his  majefty  will  be  pleafed  to  approve  of 
thefe  two  recommendations ;  for,  in  truth,  I  do  not  know, 
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where  two  better  men  can  be  found.  As  for  the  dean  of 
Cloyne,  whom  I  mention  to  be  tranflated  to  that  See,  I 
cannot  fay  {for  I  will  always  tell  your  lordfhip  the  truth) 
that  I  know  him ;  but  I  muft  do  him  the  juftice  to  fay, 
that  I  have  not  heard  ill  of  him ;  and  I  would  not  have 
him  (ufFer  by  miftake,  there  being  one  of  the  fame  name, 
who,  perhaps,  is  not  fo  difcreet  as  he  ought  to  be.  But, 
if  your  lordfhip  thinks  not  fit  to  advance  the  dean  to  the 
bimoprick  of  Cloyne,  that  matter  may  be  very  well  fuf- 
pended  without  any  prejudice,  till  it  be  further  confider- 
ed.  With  your  lordmip's  leave,  I  would  beg  the  favour, 
that  fir  Thomas  Longuevill  might  have  the  honour  to  be 
of  the  king's  learned  council  here :  he  is  an  old  cavalier, 
and  decayed  in  his  fortune ;  he  picks  up  a  little  livelihood 
by  following  the  law ;  and  the  charafler  of  being  of  the 
king's  council  will  both  give  him  reputation,  and  bring 
him,  out  of  the  crowd,  within  the  bar,  where  he  may  fit 
down ;  which  will  be  a  great  eafe  to  his  old  age.  I  am 
with  great  reipefl  and  fincerity.

LAST  night  I  received  your's  of  the  1 3th  inftant  ;•  and 
wonder,  how  I  came  to  be  fo  negligent,  as  to  omit 
the  date  of  any  of  my  letters :  I  will  not  be  often  guilty  of 
I  that 
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that  error.  As  to  what  you  fay  of  fir  Robert  Colvill,  if 
you  look  upon  my  letter  (which  being  marked  7  ought 
to  have  been  dated  the  5th  inftant)  you  will  find,  I  tell 
you,  I  can  fay  nothing  of  him,  but  as  I  am  told  by  the 
different  parties  here.  I  do  alTure  you,  I  am  far  from  giv- 
ing credit  to  any  people  here,  when  they  give  me  ac- 
counts one  of  another :  I  make  ufe  of  what  they  lay  only 
for  information ;  and  fometimes,  by  comparing  what  fe- 
veral  tell  me,  I  am  able  to  find  out  the  truth  both  con- 
cerning things  and  perfons.  And  whenever  I  can  fay  any 
thing,  good  or  bad  of  a  man,  upon  my  own  knowledge, 
I  will  tell  you  fo  direflly,  and  the  particular  xeafons,  why 
I  think  him  as  I  reprefent  him.  I  only  fiiy  this,  becauie 
by  the  grace  of  god  I  will  never  reprefent  any  man  par- 
tially ;  and  when  you  think  I  do,  pray  be  lb  kind  as  ta 
tell  me  fo.  I  need  not  tell  you,  I  iliall  always  put  great 
value  upon  the  charafters  the  duke  df  Ormond  gives  of 
perfons.  I  am  told,  this  fir  Robert  Colvill  intends  to 
come  to  Dublin  to  fee  me  :  I  ihall  receive  him  as  civilly 
as  he  can  defire ;  and  I  fliall,  as  occafion  offers,  reprefent 
him  as  I  find  him.  I  think  you  know  pretty  well  my 
mind,  as  to  fupporting  men,  as  far  as  I  can  pouibly  with- 
out making  myfelf  liable  to  be  reprefented  by  feme  as 
partial,  to  keep  the  balance  as  even  as  may  be,  with  re- 
ference to  a  party,  who  according  to  their  temper  grow  at 
leafl  forward  and  brilk  enough.  As  to  what  you  iay  of 
Mr.  Keighdey,  I  do  afliire  you,  I  never  told  him  or  any 
body  elfc,  what  you  had  in  your  thoughts  for  him  :  you 
writ  it  with  that  caution,  befides  the  uncertain  circum- 
ftances  the  matter  was  in,  that  it  Could  be  of  no  ufe  to 
tell  it  him,  but  to  raife  his  expe£lation ;  which  I  do  not 
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love  to  do  to  any  man.  I  can  tell  a  man  a  thing  when- 
ever I  have  a  mind  to  it ;  but  I  cannot  unfpeak  it,  when 
I  have  told  it :  therefore  it  is  the  fafeft  error  to  be  filent. 
Of  the  prefent  defign,  to  get  him  the  nominal  office  of 
vice-treafurer,  he  does  know,  but  it  is  from  my  lord  pri- 
mate ;  who  told  it  him,  and  who,  I  writ  you  word,  pro- 
pofed  it  to  me,  and  gave  me  the  copy  of  the  patent  which 
I  fent  you.  I  have  told  him,  that  I  have  recommended 
the  thing  to  you  ;^  but  I  will  not  tell  him,  you  have  made 
me  any  anfwer  upon  it,  till  you  fend  me  the  thing  done. 
If  it  be  granted,  you  will  remember,  the  method  is  to  be 
by  a  letter  from  the  king  to  me ;  for  it  is  to  pafs  the 
great  feal  here,  and  the  commiffion  is  to  be  drawn  here. 
As  to  the  two  obfervations  you  make  concerning  Mr.  Price, 
I  cannot  but  wonder  at  the  obje£Uon  — That  the  money, 
which  he  pretends  to  have  paid  to  the  army,  at  the  time 
of  making  his  abftrad,  is  in  truth  not  paid :  the  truth  of 
which  is  fo  eafily  to  be  known.  But,  I  think,  this  mat- 
ter is  in  a  great  meafure  cleared  by  what  I  fent  you  in  my 
kft,  concerning  colonel  Macarty's  regiment.  By  the  cer- 
tificate of  the  colleQor  you  fee,  where  and  when  every 
company  was  paid :  and,  if  you  have  a  mind  to  it,  you 
fliall  have  the  fame  fatisfadion  for  the  whole  army.  But, 
befides  all  this,  he  could  not  put  down  the  fum  to  be 
paid,  if  it  were  not  really  paid ;  for,  as  I  have  told  you 
in  fbme  of  my  former  letters,  I  fuppofe,  no  man  will 
charge  himfelf  with  money,  which  he  has  not  received  ; 
and  Mr.  Price  can  receive  none  from  any  coUeflor,  till 
the  order  or  aflignment,  which  he  fends  for  it,  be  firft 
figned  by  the  accomptant  general ;  and  attefled  by  the 
clerk  of  the  pells,  that  it  is  entered  there.  The  foldiers 
I  2  know. 
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know,  the  receiver  general  can  pay  no  money  without 
warrants  from  the  chief  governour :  and  as  they  would  be 
clamorous  upon  him,  if  he  did  not  give  them  money  or 
affignments  as  foon  as  he  has  the  warrants ;  fo  there  would 
be  noife  enough,  if  the  coUeiftors  did  not  pay  the  money, 
as  foon  as  they  had  the  affignments.  There  has  been  yet 
no  complaint  fince  my  being  here ;  at  leaft  of  any  collec- 
tor's not  paying  money,  when  the  affignment  was  drawn 
upon  him ;  and  whenever  there  is,  I  do  afliire  you,  that 
colledor  fliall.  be  turned  out  of  his  employment.  Mr. 
Price  brings  me  every  monday  morning  an  abfliaa  of  his 
account  for  the  week  ending  the  faturday  b^ore ;  a  copy 
whereof  I  always  fend  you.  At  the  fame  time  I  have 
likewife  an  abftrad  from  the  office  of  the  pells,  attefted 
by  the  proper  officer;  which  abftraits  I  compare  every 
monday  in  the  afternoon  with  the  accomptant  general's 
leger :  fo  that,  except  it  can  be  imagined,  that  the  re- 
ceiver general,  and  accomptant  general  and  the  clerk  of 
the  pells  will  all  join  together  in  the  fraud,  the  king 
cannot  be  wronged.  Thus,  I  think,  I  have  fully  cleared 
your  firft.obfcrvation ;  but  ftill  I  ftiall  be  watchful  in  that 
particular.  I  will  only  add  one  word  more ;  that  I  am 
confident,  after  a  little  time,  if  you  mind  the  weekly  ab- 
flraiSs,  you  will  fee  plainly,  that  Mr.  Price  can  never 
have  ten  thoufand  poimds  of  the  king's  money  in  his 
hands.  As  to  the  other  thing  you  mention,  concerning 
the  poundage,  which  is  to  be  depofited  in'  Mr.  Robihfon's 
hands ;  it  requires  fome  thought,  before  I  can  return  you 
a  full  anfwer  to  it :  it  has  been  already  in  debate  between 
Mr.  folicitor  and  me,  as  we  have  been  confidering  of  Mr. 
Price's  fecurity,  which  gave  a  natural  rife  to  the  queftion ; 
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and  the  whole  (hall  be  laid  before  you  the  next  week.  I 
here  return  you  my  lord  Tyrconnel's  paper ;  which,  I  aC- 
fure  you,  no  body  has  feen :  nor  have  I  fo  much  as  taken 
a  copy  of  it ;  though  I  would  have  been  willing  to  have 
done  it.  I  gave  it  Mr.  Price  in  the  manner  you  prefcri- 
bed ;  and  here  enclofed  I  fend  you  his  anfwer ;  which  to 
my  apprehenfion  is  very  full  and  clear :  moft  of  the  par- 
ticulars I  know  to  be  true,  they  having  upon  other  occa- 
fions  come  in  my  way.  I  need  not  fay  any  thing  to  fup- 
port  Mr.  Price's  anfwer ;  though  there  are  fome  things  in 
lord  Tyrconnel's  paper,  which  do  reileft  upon  the  go- 
vernment :  but  I  will  take  no  notice,  till  they  are  brought 
as  reflexions  upon  me  in  particular;  Only  one  word  1 
will  add  to  Mr.  Price's  anfwer  to  the  fecond  article,  I  have 
jnarked  in  the  margin.  He  fays,  the  receiver  general  does 
already  (in  great  part)  forbear  imprefting  money.  I  may 
fay,  I  have  put  a  total  end  to  it:  that  the  foldier  may 
have  his  money  come  clear  to  him,  free  from  all  deduc- 
tions, other  than  thofe  allowed  of,  I  have  taken  order, 
that  the  army  fhall  be  fully  paid  every  three  months ;  that 
is,  as  foon  as  the  mufter-roUs  are  perfected,  every  regi- 
ment fhall  be  completely  cleared.  And  in  the  mean  time 
whatever  officer,  for  himfelf  or  men,  wants  any  money ; 
upon  the  leaft  application  to  me,  I  will  impreft  to  them 
out  of  the  king's  money,  what  fum  they  have  occafion 
for,  without  any  charge  or  fee,  either  to  the  receiver  ge- 
neral, or  to  my  fecretary  for  the  order.  This  I  have  al- 
ready done,  both  to  colonel  Hamilton's  dragoons  and  o- 
thers ;  and  this  I  told  colonel  Macarty,  with  which  he 
feemed  very  well  fatisfied.  I  fent  you  in  my  lafl  a  perfeS 
account  of  the  ufual  dedudions  from  the  army ;  which  I 
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had  from  the  commiflary  general.  And  that  you  may 
have  that  "whole  matter  before  you,  and  fee  how  much  or 
how  Kttle  of  the  king's  pay  the  poor  foldier  really  receives, 
I  have  taken  from  Mr.  Price  an  account  of  the  deduSions 
made  in  the  treafury ;  as  well  thofe  made  by  the  colonel's 
diredions,  as  the  ufual  ones.  I  fend  you  that  of  my  lord 
Tyrconnel's  regiment  of  horfe  j  and  of  colonel  Macarty's 
and  &  Thomas  Newcomen's  regiments  of  foot :  you  (hall 
have  them  of  the  reft  of  the  army  as  faft  as  they  can  be 
written  out.  Pray  obferve,  the  great  grievances  are  pells, 
and  the  mufter-mafter ;  which,  they  lay,  are  things  not 
known  in  England :  the  pells,  you  fee,  is  lOi.  in  the  lool. 
which  is  one  penny  farthing  in  Ae  pound :  the  mufter- 
mafter  is  one  day's  pay  in  the  year;  which,  being  6d. 
per  diem  to  the  common  foldier,  is  lefs  than  •}  in  the 
pound ;  both  which  films  make  not  AiU  zd.  per  lib. 
The  deduftion  for  the  colonel's  agent  is  2d.  per  lib.  fo 
that  they  grumble  to  pay  2d.  per  Ub.  which  has  been  the 
conftant  praiftice  ever  fince  there  has  been  an  army  in 
Ireland;  when  they  make  no  fcruple  of  dedufUng  2d. 
per  lib.  for  the  agent,  which  no  body  muft  enquire  into 
the  reafons  of:  befides  that  the  mufter-mafter  general 
hath  always  had  the  day's  pay  from  every  foldier,  ever 
fince  the  time  of  colonel  King,  grandfather  to  the  pre- 
fent  lord  Kingfton,  (as  I  have  found)  and  perhaps  longer, 
for  ought  I  know.  If  you  fee,  what  he  has  upon  the 
eflabliinment,  and  coniider  the  number  of  clerks  he  is 
•obliged  to  keep,  and  the  great  labour  is  upon  him,  you 
will  believe  the  day's  pay  is  not  too  much  for  him.  And 
if  that  2d.  per  lib.  to  him  and  the  pells  is  taken  of,  I 
hope,  care  will  be  taken,  that  the  poor  foldier  may  be 
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the  better  for  it.  I  have  troubled  you  with  all  this,  that 
you  may  fee,  I  think  here ;  and,  I  hope,  you  will  do  fo 
there  before  any  alteration  be  made.  This  morning  colo- 
nel Hamilton  came  to  me  and  laid,  he  had  fome  bufinefs 
in  England,  and  had  written  to  my  lord  Tyrconnel  to 
a(k  the  king's  leave ;  and  that  he  had  laft  night  an  an- 
fiver  from  my  lord  Tyrconnel,  that  the  king  did  give  him 
leave ;  and  therefore  he  defired,  I  would  give  him  a  li- 
cence, and  that  he  would  be  back  i^ain  in  may.  I  told 
him  he  fliould  have  it ;  for,  in  truth,  I  knew  not  how 
to  refrife  him,  after  what  he  laid  to  me.  I  told  him  jeft- 
ingly,  that  he  could  not  live  out  of  the  fweet  town  of 
London ;  for  he  canle  from  thence  but  a  fortnight  before 
me :  and,  I  believed,  the  king  would  haften  him  back, 
becaufe  there  were  fo  many  of  the  officers  of  the  army  in 
England  at  this  time ;  which,  in  truth,  is  not  well.  I 
intend  to  write  to  my  lord  Sunderland  upon  it :  it  were 
to  be  wifhed,  that,  when  officers  fend  into  England  for 
leave  to  go  over,  it  might  not  be  granted ;  but  that  they 
fhould  be  diredled  to  apply  to  the  chief  govemour,  if  he 
thinks  it  fit  to  give  them  leave  to  be  abfent  from  their 
commands.  I  fhall  obferve  all  the  caution  you  give  me 
about  writing  to  my  lord  prefident.  Whenever  I  write 
to  the  king,  I  enclofe  it  to  him ;  and,  as  you  may  fee 
by  the  copies  of  my  letters,  I  always  tell  his  lordfhip  the 
fubjefl:  upon  which  I  write  to  his  majefty.  I  will  not 
knowingly  do  any  thing  to  choke  his  lordihip.  God  al- 
mighty keep  you  and  all  yours.  I  have  fent  two  or  three 
petitions  to  Mr.  Shaw ;  which  I  have  defired  him  to  fpeak 
to  you  of,  when  it  is  convenient.  I  would  be  glad  to 
have  your  diiediont,  what  is  fit  for  me  to  do  in  them: 

the 
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the  things  are  neceffary,  though  they  do  not  feem  very 
important.  The  heralds  coats  are  really  very  ragged,  and 
not  fit  to  be  feen.

AS  I  was  very  much  troubled  to  hear  of  your  late 
great  ilhiefs ;  fo,  I  aflure  your  lordfliip,  I  was 
greatly  rejoiced  to  find  by  the  laft  letters,  that  you  were 
perfeflly  recovered.  I  heartily  wifti  you  long  continuance 
of  good  health ;  without  which  there  is  no  great  comfort 
in  this  life.  I  have  had  no  occafion  hitherto  of  giving 
your  lordihip  the  trouble  of  any  letters ;  and,  I  know; 
you  have  not  much  time  to  fpare  in  reading  letters  which 
are  not  of  bufinefs.  I  have  given  my  lord  prefident  as  fi'e- 
quent,  and  as  exa3  accounts  of  things,  as  the  fhort  time 
I  have  yet  been  here  has  enabled  me  to  do ;  which  I  Ihall 
continue :  though  fome  of  my  letters  may  perhaps  be  im- 
pertinent ;  and  though  I  may  give  very  various  chara3ers 
of  people,  fometimes  good  and  fometimes  bad  of  the  fame 
perfons.  I  will  never  fay  any  thing  of  people  upon  my 
own  knowledge,  till  I  do  know  them ;  but,  in  the  mean 
time,  I  think  it  my  duty  to  lay  before  the  king  what  I 
hear  from  any  probable  hand,  either  good  or  bad,  that  fo 
the  beft  meaiiires  may  be  taken  by  thofe,  from  whom  I 
ought  to  be  direfted ;  and  I  will  lofe  no  time  in  getting 
all  acquaintance  I  can,  both  of  things  and  perfons. 

The  judges  are  now  gone  and  going  their  circuits :  I 
have  given  them  the  beft  directions  1  can  for  the  king's 
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fervice ;  and  I  doubt  not,  but,  at  their  return,  I  fliall  be 
able  (together  with  the  informations  I  fliall  have  from 
other  hands )  to  lay  before  his  majefty  fome  kind  of  view 
of  the  ftate  of  this  kingdom.  I  muft  needs  acquaint  your 
lordfliip,  that,  by  all  which  appears  to  me,  I  can  find  no 
fault  with  the  judges :  they  feem  by  their  practice  in  the 
courts  to  be  zealoufly  concerned  in  fupporting  the  king's 
prerogative;  and,  if  fome  of  them  are  not  endowed  with 
all  the  learning  that  were  to  be  wiflied,  I  think  they  are 
aU  honeft  men ;  which  will  cover  many  failings.  If  your 
lordfliip  has  a  mind  to  have  a  more  particular  account  of 
them,  you  fliall  have  it,  to  the  beft  of  my  obfervation :  I 
am  fure,  it  fliall  be  without  partiality.  But  why  do  I  in- 
terrupt your  lordfliip  with  fo  long  a  letter  ?  My  defign  in 
writing  was  purely  to  beg  your  mendfliip,  and  to  afliire 
you,  that  I  am  with  all  pofllble  refpeS,

I  HAVE  lately  had  much  difcourfe  with  fome  roman  ca- 
tholicks,  very  honeft,  fober  gentlemen,  who  have  al- 
ways ferved  the  crown,  about  the  letter,  which  fometime 
fince  I  fent  to  your  lordfliip :  which  letter,  they  told  me, 
they  did  not  approve  of;  and  that,  at  a  meeting  one  time, 
wIktb  30  of  thofe  letters  were  brought  to  be  figned,  in- 
K  order 
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order  to  be  fent  into  feveral  counties,  they  burnt  them 
all ;  but  that  fame  of  the  company  drew  up  another  let- 
ter, which  was  ligned  by  feme  of  them  ;  a  copy  whereof 
they  gave  me,  that  I  might  know  the  truth  of  all  that 
was  doing.  This  copy  I  take  the  liberty  to  fend  to  your 
lordihip,  that  fo  the  king  may  know  all  that  comes  to 
me ;  which  by  the  grace  of  god  he  always  Ihall ;  by 
which  means  your  lordlhip  will  be  better  able  to  give  me 
fuch  diredions,  as  you  fhall  think'  fit.  I  told  thefe  gen- 
tlemen, as  I  faid  formerly,  that  whatever  complaints  they 
had  to  make,  if  they  would  bring  them  to  me,  X  would 
tranimit  them  to  his  majefty ;  and  they  fhould  be  judges 
themfelves,  whether  I  did  not  ufe  all  poffible  endeavours 
to  promote  their  reUef,  in  the  methods  the  king  ihould 
prefcribe :  and  that,  as  to  the  contributions  they  design- 
ed for  the  fending  and  fupporting  of  agents  in  England, 
I  was  of  opinion,  they  would  be  defrauded  of  that  mo- 
ney, as  fome  of  their  friends  had  been  formerly.  The 
anfwer,  that  was  given  me,  was,  that  they  were  preft  by 
fome  perfons,  who  were  then  in  Leinfter,  to  take  this 
method :  but  I  am  affured,  nothing  further  fhall  be  pro- 
ceeded in  without  my  privity ;  which  I  verily  beUeve,  be- 
caufe  the  perfons,  who  teU  me  fo,  are  men  of  worth,  and 
will  keep  their  words. 

I  fend  your  lordfhip  here  enclofed  a  petition  to  die  king 
.  from  my  lord  Gormonftowne  and  my  lord  Ikecin,  in  be- 
half of  themfelves,  and  feveral  other  kads  and  gentlemen : 
the  fethers  of  thofc  lords  and  feveral  others  were  outlawed 
in  the  time  of  the  Iriih  rebellbn ;  and  your  lordihip  will 
fee  by  their  prayer,  they  defire  to  be  admitted  to  reverft 
the  iaid  outlawries.   Several  of  the  perfons  have  ferved  the 
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king  very  well  fince ;  and  by  the  late  king's  favour  hare 
been  advanced  to  higher  titles,  and  reftored  to  their  ef- 
tates :  and  certainly  they  (as  many  of  them  as  are  alive  at 
lea&)  ought  to  be  refl:<»^  in  blood,  as  well  as  to  their 
eftates.  The  children  of  many  of  them  are  in  his  majef- 
ty's  fervicc;  and  therefore  may  defetve  likewife  to  par- 
take fo  much  farther  of  his  majefly's  favour :  but  the  beft 
way  of  doing  it,  will  be  the  queftion ;  for  it  is  a  cafe  of 
greater  conlequcnce  than  may  at  firft  appear.  I  would 
therefore  ofier,  with  humble  lubffliffion,  that  it  may  be 
well  coniidercd  of;  which  I  have  not  yet  thought  fit  to 
do  by  advifing  with  any  one  here,  till  I  receive  his  majef- 
ty's  dircAion :  and  then  I  do  not  doubt,  but  fecure  ways 
mil  be  found  out  to  fatisfy  all  doubts  that  may  arife,  both 
as  to  his  raajefty's  fervice,  and  for  the  fatisfaiftion  of  par- 
ticular perfons.  I  would  likewife  humbly  advife,  that,  if 
his  saa^tAf  fhall  be  gracioufly  inclined  to  extend  his  fa- 
vour in  this  cafe,  it  may  not  be  in  the  lump,  as  the  pe- 
tition is  drawn ;  but  to  particular  perfcais :  the  doing  it 
in  the  grofe  would  be  liable  to  more  exceptions,  and 
would,  I  fear,  greatly  alarm  the  Englifh;  and  perhaps 
ftartle  fome  df  the  Irifli  too,  who  have  got  new  eftates ; 
which  I  could  wifli,  for  the  king's  fervice,  may  be  avoid- 
ed: and  the  doing  it  in  particular  cafes  would,  in  my 
faimible  opinion,  be  better  for  the  king,  becaufe  he  would 
thereby  be  beft  informed ;  and  it  would,  in  a  little  time, 
be  of  the  fame  advantage  to  the  perfons  concerned.  If 
your  lordlliip  pleafe  to  diteft  me,  I  will  fend  you  a  lift  of 
all  fijch,  both  lords  and  others,  who  were  outlawed  at 
that  time.  Whatever  the  king  thinks  fit  to  direiSb  in  this 
matter,  (hall  be  carefully  obferved.  The  judges  are  fome 
K  2  of 
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of  them  gone,  and  the  reft  are  going  their  circuits :  I 
have  given  them  particular  dire(ftions  feverally  in  all  things 
relating  to  the  king's  fervice ;  and  doubt  not  to  have  a 
good  return ;  the  men,  by  all  that  appears  to  me,  being 
very  full,  not  only  of  duty,  tait  of  zeal  in  his  majefty's 
fervice.  Before  I  left  England  my  lord  chancellor  and 
my  lord  treafiirer  of  Scotland  both  fpoke  to  me  to  enquire 
after  one  David  Mountgomery  of  Lanfhagh  j  who,  they 
told  me,  bad  fome  eftate  in  this  kingdom,  and  having 
been  in  the  rebellion  with  Argyle,  is  outlawed  in  Scot- 
land. I  have  made  all  the  enquiry  I  could  after  him,  but 
could  gain  no  information  till  the  laft  week,  that  fir  Ro- 
bert Colvill  came  to  town ;  who  has  given  me  a  very  par- 
ticular account  of  the  man,  and  likewife  of  his  eftate ; 
which  though  fmall,  I  have  fent  an  account,  of  it  to  my 
lord  treafurer,  and  do  intend  to  have  him  profecuted  the 
next  term,  in  order  to  his  outlawry.  I  have  fent  to  my 
lord  chancellor  of  Scotland  to  give  me  what  materials  he 
can  againfl  htm :  fir  Robert  Colvill  tells  me,  he  believes, 
he  has  not  been  in  this  kingdom  ilnce  the  taking  of 
Argyle.  This  fir  Robert  Ckjlvill  (notwithftanding  the  in- 
formation I  fent  your  lordfliip  fometime  fince)  is  repre- 
fented  to  me  under  a  very  good  charader,  by  very  honeft 
men :  to  me  he  makes  all  pofiible  profeffions  of  duty  and 
loyalty  to  the  king,  and  promifeth  me,  upon  his  return 
into  the  country,  to  give  me  a  good  and  exaift  account  of 
all  thofe  parts ;  which,  I  am  fatisfied,  he  can  do  better, 
than  any  one  who  lives  in  the  country;  and  I  fliall 
quickly  fee,  whether  he  will  do  it  nor  no.  He  is  now  in 
tc  xn  upon  the  account  of  marrying  his  eldeft  fon  to  my 
lord  of  Clancarty's  fitter :  he  is  a  man  of  a  great  eftate,

and  a  general  intereft  in  the  north  of  this  kingdom.  I 
can  fey  nothing  of  him  upon  my  own  knowledge ;  for  I 
have  feen  him  but  twice :  but  I  think  it  my  duty  to  tell 
your  lordfliip  all  the  good,  as  well  as  all  the  bad,  of  men 
of  whom  I  fpeak.  My  lord,  it  was  once  the  praftice  in 
England,  in  my  memory,  to  threaten  men,  who  would 
not  do  what  fome  defired,  to  bring  them  into  the  popifli 
plot.  I  am  afraid,  there  is  fomething  of  the  like  nature 
letting  up  here  now :  if  a  man  be  angry  with  his  neigh- 
bour upon  any  private  account,  he  is  threatened  to  be  ac- 
cufed  of  having  faid  ill  things  of  the  king,  when  duke, 
four  or  more  years  iince.  Two  or  three  tories  lately  ta- 
ken, and  who  have  been  outlawed  three  or  four  years 
lince,  have  fent  to  me,  that,  if  they  may  have  their  par- 
dons, they  will  make  great  difcoveries  of  the  duke  of 
Monmouth's  plot,  as  they  call  it.  Such  things  as  thefe 
will  make  all  men  very  uneafy :  but  however,  I  know,  it 
is  fit  to  make  all  enquiry  into  every  thing  that  has  been 
fpoken  irreverently  of  the  king,  at  what  time  foever ;  and 
therefore  I  have  taken  fuch  care,  as  it  (hall  be  done  ef- 
fedlually,  without  fetting  up  the  trade  of  pardoning; 
which  was,  upon  other  occafions,  very  inconvenient.  I 
hope,  I  ftiall  give  your  lordihip  fuch  an  account  of  thefe 
and  all  other  matters,  as  his  majefty  will  not  be  difplea- 
fed  with. 

I  have  had  feveral  informations  of  feveral  rebels,  who 
run  to  and  again  from  Scotland  into  the  north  of  this 
kingdom  ;  but  have  had  no  account  of  the  names  of  any : 
but  I  have  employed  Mr.  Cormock  O  Neil,  (brother  to  a 
gentleman  of  that  name,   who  waits  upon  the  queen  1 
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and  who  did  himfelf  formerly  wait  upon  the  late  dutch- 
efs )  a  juftioe  of  the  peace  in  the  county  of  Antrim,'  and 
jbme  other  juftices  of  the  peace  in  thofe  parts,  who  are 
aftive  good  men,  to  watch  thofe  parts ;  and  I  doubt 
not,  but  I  fliall  have  an  account  of  every  one,  who  goes 
out  of  one  kingdom  to  the  other.  I  am  commanded,  by 
the  26th  inftrudion,  to  eftablilh  a  |>acket-boat  between 
this  kingdom  and  Scotland;  if  I  fludl  find  it  neceflary 
for  the  king's  fervice.  I  am  humbly  of  opinion,  that  it 
would  be  very  ufeful ;  there  being  no  way  of  correfpond- 
ing  with  his  majefty's  mtnifters  in  that  kingdom,  but  by 
the  way  of  London :  whereas,  if  there  were  a  packet- 
boat,  all  letters  would  be  fooner  at  Edenburgh  irom 
hence,  than  thej  are  at  London.  Befides,  it  is  faid,  it 
would  bring  on  a  trade  between  thele  kingdoms.  The 
charge  to  the  king  ftw  two  boats  will  not  be  above  four- 
fcore  pounds  a  year  ;  and  for  that,  I  am  fure,  I  can  have 
it  undertaken.  If  the  king  pleafe  to  have  the  trial  made 
for  one  year,  if  it  does  not  anfwer  expedation,  the  boats 
may  be  put  down  ^gain. 

I  think,  I.  have  now  tired  your  lordlhip  fufficiently ; 
for  which  I  beg  your  pardon,  and  am  with  all  polHble 
refpefl.

I  OUGHT  to  make  an  excufe  for  writing  a  poftfcript  at 
the  bottom  of  my  publick  letter  to  you,  concerning 
the  duke  of  Ormond's  prilage;  it  being  of  a  fubjefl  of 
confcquence  fufficient  to  have  been  in  the  body  of  the 
letter :  but  the  commiflioners  of  the  revenue  came  juft 
then  to  me,  as  I  was  making  up  my  letter ;  and  I  thought 
it  of  too  much  importance  to  lie  any  days  by  me,  fince 
the  former  contraft  expired  at  chriftmas  laft.    The  com- 
miflioners of  the  revenue  have  made  a  reprefentation  to 
me  concerning  the  neglcft  of  feveral  of  the  patent  officers 
of  this  kingdom ;  upon  which  I  am  adriling  with  Mr.  fo- 
Kcitor  genei^  to  void  their  patents,  if  they  will  not  mend 
their  faults :   by  which  means  much  money  may  be  faved 
to  the  king.    A  few  days  fince  a  letter  was  brought  me 
from  the  king  concerning  fome  lands  intended  to  be  paft 
to  Mr.  Guy ;  a  copy  whereof  I  herewith  fend  you :  there 
can  be  nothing  done  upon  it,  till  the  next  term ;   and 
therefore  there  is  no  time  loft  in  writing  to  you  upon  it. 
Though  this  letter  be  entered  at  the  fignet-office ;  yet  it 
is  not  counterfigned  by  you,  as  things  relating  to  land 
and  money  ufually  are :   I  do  not  know  therefore,  but 
there  may  be  a  farprife;  and  that  you  may  know  no- 
thing of  it :  now  you  have  the  letter  before  you,  you  will 
let  me  know  your  mind. 

This  is  a  very  tatling  town :  and  though  I  have  lived 
long  enough  to  be  acquainted  with  rumours,  which  are 
Ibmetimes  the  forerunners  of  truth,   though  commonly 
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they  are  lies ;  yet  I  cannot  help  hearing  the  talk  of  the 
town;  which  ufually  is  founded  upon  the  publick  news, 
letters  from  England.  The  laft  were  filled  with  matters 
relating  to  this  country :  lome  faid  lord  Tyrconnel  was  to 
be  duke  of  Leinfter,  and  marquis  of  Dublin ;  for  neither 
of  which  do  I  envy  him :  others  fa:y,  that  he  is  making 
hafte  hither  to  have  a  principal  command  in  the  army,  and 
(which  will  put  jealoufies  into  men's  minds,  till  they  find 
the  contrary)  that  he  brings  over  thirty  commilTions  with 
him  for  alterations  in  the  army;  and  that  all  the  courts 
of  juftice  are  to  be  totally  changed.  All  the  anfwer  I  can 
give  to  thofe,  who  tell  me  thefe  things,  and  who  feera  to 
believe  them,  is,  that  I  knew  nothing  of  them ;  and  that 
I  do  not  believe  them.  And  truly,  I  may  fey  to  you,  I 
hope,  they  are  not  true.  Nothing  can  more  unlettle  the 
king's  aifairs  here,  than  to  make  the  minds  of  men  un- 
eafy ;  which  nothing  does  more  contribute  to,  than  the. 
putting  men  out  of  employment,  who  have  done  nothing 
to  deferve  it ;  nay,  who  have  ever  behaved  themfelves 
well  and  loyally :  it  is  a  terrible  thing  to  be  whifpered 
out  of  office.  I  am  fure  fome  men  of  unqueltionable  in- 
tegrity have  been  ruined,  out  of  particular  animofities, 
or  becaufe  others  have  had  a  mind  to  be  in  their  places. 
I  would  fain  hope,  there  were  an  end  of  that  trade ;  and 
that  the  king  would  not  punifli  a  man,  till  he  knows  that 
he  deferves  it.  For  all  men  in  employment  here,  I  am 
fure,  I  Ihall  give  the  king  the  trueft  account  I  can  get ; 
and  will  never  conceal  any  thing  from  him :  and  when 
all  is  done,  his  majefty  may  put  a  man  out  of  his  fer- 
vice  after  he  has  heard  all  that  can  be  laid  of  him,  as  well 
as  upon  the  firft  information;  which  commonly  comes 
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from  a  prejudiced  perfon.  But  I  will  ftill  hope  the  beft ; 
and,  that  the  king  will  hear  4II  fides.  I  would  fain  have 
orders  to  quiet  men's  minds,  and  that  an  end  might  be 
put  to  this  accufing  one  another ;  which  will  have  a  great- 
er influence  upon  all  forts  of  bufinefs,  than  perhaps  (bme 
are  aware  of.  It  is  a  thoufand  pities,  this  country  fhould 
not  thrive :  if  we  may  but  be  let  alone  as  we  are,  I  dare 
undertake,  (though  that  be  a  bold  thing  for  me  to  fay)  that 
all  fliould  be  as  well,  and  in  as  good  order  here,  as  the 
king  fhould  defire ;  his  revenue  ftiould  encreafe  very  con- 
fiderably ;  and,  before  I  have  been  here  a  year,  I  would 
fliew  him  a  plain  and  eafy  way,  how  to  be  kind  to  thofe, 
he  has  a  mind  to  Chew  kindnefs  to,  and  whofe  circum- 
ftances  deferve  it. 

Sir  Robert  Colvill  came  to  town  on  faturday  laft ;  and 
the  next  day  he  came  to  me,  ftiU  of  profeffions  of  duty 
to  the  king.  He  told  me,  though  he  was  not  now  in  the 
king's  fervice,  yet  he  would  always  be  a  good  fubjefl ; 
and,  if  I  would  give  him  leave,  when  he  returned  into 
the  country,  he  would  give  me  a  conftant  account  of  all 
things  in  thofe  parts :  which,  you  may  believe,  I  accept- 
ed of.  He  dined  the  fame  day  at  my  lady  Clancarty'i ; 
for  that  match  goes  on :  and  colonel  Macarty  frankly  un- 
dertook, he  fcould  be  a  vifcount.  I  have  fcarce  ever 
known  a  man  more  varioufly  fpoken  of,  than  this  fir  Ro- 
bert. Some  very  good  men  give  him  a  great  charaifter ; 
others,  as  good,  make  their  heads,  and  fay,  they  know 
not  what  to  think  of  his  principles.  All  agree,  that  he 
has  a  great  intereft  j  that  is,  a  great  eftate.  Some  perhaps 
envy  him  for  that ;  and  fome  hate  him  for  the  meannefs 
of  his  birth:  indeed,  they  fay,  he  is  come  from  a  very 
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vile  beginning.  When  I  Icnow  more  of  him,  I  will  give 
you  a  further  account :  you  cannot  expeS,  I  flwuld  yet 
(ay  any  thing  of  him  upon  my  own  knowledge.  Before  I 
left  London  both  my  lord  chancellor  and  lord  treafurer  of 
Scotland  feverally  fpoke  to  me  of  one  David  Mountgome- 
ry  of  Lanihagh ;  who,  they  faid,  had  a  fmall  eftate  in 
thi$  kingdom,  as  well  as  in  Scotland ;  that  he  was  in  the 
rebellion  with  the  late  Argyle,  and  was  outlawed  in  Scot- 
land :  therefore  they  wiflied,  he  could  be  found  here.  I 
have  made  all  the  enquiry  I  could  after  him  fince  my  ar- 
rival here ;  but  could  not  gain  any  information  of  him, 
till  fince  fir  Robert  Colvill's  coming  to  town ;  who  tells 
me,  that  this  Mountgomery  went  into  Scotland  Ibmetime 
before  Argyle's  landing  there,  and  that  he  has  not  heard 
of  his  being  in  this  kingdom  fince  j  that  he  lives  in  the 
fame  barony,  where  fir  Robert  himlelf  lives ;  and  that, 
upon  that  account,  he  is  very  well  acquainted  with  him ; 
that  his  eftate  in  this  kingdom  is  very  fmall,  and  all  a 
leafehold  from  my  lord  Mount  Alexander :  who  (by  the 
way)  could  give  no  information  of  him,  though  I  fpoke 
to  him  about  it.  Such  as  the  eftate  is,  you  wUl  find  fay 
the  enclofed  note ;  which  is  a  copy  of  what  fir  Robert 
gave  me :  if  you  pleafe  to  dired  me,  I  will  order  this 
Mountgomery  to  be  outlawed  the  next  term ;  and  lb  his 
eftate  may  he  feized.  I  have  given  my  lord  prefident  an 
account  of  this  particular ;  that  I  may  tell  all  the  good  I 
hear  of  fir  Robert,  as  well  as  the  ill  I  have  been  informed 
of.  You  will  fee  by  my  letter  to  my  lord  prefident  ano- 
ther part  of  the  hiftory  concerning  the  choofing  of  agents 
for  England :  they  difown  the  long  letter,  I  formerly  fent 
you;  and  fay,  this  (of  which  I  here  fend  you  a  copy)  is 
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the  true  letter,  which  was  fent  about.  I  thought  fit  to 
fend  it  to  my  lord  prefident,  left,  when  they  know,  (at  I 
fuppofe  they  will  do)  that  I  fent  the  other,  they  may  . 
think,  I  do  not  deal  fairly  by  them  in  not  fending  all; 
which,  by  the  grace  of  god,  no  man  living  fhall  have 
caufe  to  find  fault  with.  The  perfon,  who  gave  me  this 
letter,  is  a  roman  catholick  and  a  very  honeft  man.  I 
afked  him,  how  they  came  to  leave  out  the  names  of  fome 
<rf  the  perfens,  'who  by  the  other  letter  were  to  approve 
of  the  agents,  and  commit  the  approbation  of  that  choice 
only  to  one  perfon  ?  His  anfwer  was,  that  lord  Clartric- 
kaffil  w*s  againft  the  thing,  and  would  not  meddle  with 
it,  nor  have  his  name  uied ;  and  that,  in  truth,  moft  of 
the  Foman  catholicks,  who  were  difcreet,  were  backward 
enough :  but  thofe  of  Leinfter  were  too  hot ;  and  they 
were  animated  by  lord  Tyrconnel.  But  this  perfon  and 
«K>ther,  whom  I  have  kno^Vn  thefe  30  years,  have  afili- 
red  me,  that  there  fliall  be  nothing  done  without  my 
knowledge,  and  approbation  too. 

Mr.  Nangle  the  lawyer,  a  roman  cathoGck,  and  a  man 
of  the  beft  repute  for  learning  as  well  as  honefty  amongft 
that  people,  hath  lately  brought  me  the  petition  concern- 
ing the  reverfing  the  outlawries,  (a  copy  of  which  I  for- 
merly fent  you)  and  defired  me  to  fend  it  the  king.  I 
made  him  ray  objeflion,  that,  t  thought,  the  parties  con- 
cerned would  fooner  have  the  effefls  of  it,  if  it  were  only 
in  the  names  of  the  two  firft  lords ;  and,  if  the  king  ex- 
tended his  favour  to  them,  it  would  be  a  good  precedent 
for  others  to  beg  the  fame  bounty  :  whereas  to  make  it  a 
general  cafe,  would  both  give  an  alarm  here,  (which  I 
thought  not  for  the  king's  fervice)  and  polTibly  might 
L   2  make 
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make  his  majefty  take  more  time  to  confider  of  it,  than 
he  would  do  in  particular  cafes.  But  the  anfwer  was ;  we 
have  confidered  of  it ;  and  I  befeech  your  excellency  to 
recommend  it  to  the  kihg.  I  told  him,  I  would,  accord- 
ing to  my  promife,  fend  whatever  he  gave  me  in  his  own 
words,  and  would  offer  my  thoughts  upon  it  to  his  ma- 
jefty with  as  much  advantage,  as  I  could,  to  the  parties 
concerned,  as  far  as  I  was  acquainted;  but  I  could  not 
fpeak  of  perfons,  whom  I  did  not  know :  he  faid,  he 
could  deure  no  more ;  and  fo  went  away  very  well  fatif- 
fied.  I  hare  fent  the  petition  to  my  lord  prefident,  and 
you  will  fee  what  I  have  faid  upon  it ;  of  which  you  will 
give  me  your  thoughts  at  leifure.  Here  are  as  great  feuds 
and  differences  in  opinions  among  the  roman  catholicks, 
as  are  any  where ;  and  might  be  improved,  if  our  court 
were  in  a  fit  temper  for  it :  but,  that  not  being,  I  enter 
not  into  the  difcourfe,  and  feem  not  fo  much  as  to  be  in- 
formed of  it.  The  great  difference  is  about  the  king's  fu- 
premacy ;  which  many  do  fupport.  But  enough ;  god 
almighty  keep  you  and  yours.

My  Lord,  Dublin  Caftle,  Feb.  27.  i68|. 

SI  N  c  E  I  fent  my  other  letters  to  the  pofthoufe,  I  have 
received  your  lordfliip's  of  the  i6th  and  20th  in- 
ftant ;  which  I  fhall  anfwer  at  large  by  the  next.  Hav- 
ing fent  you  fo  large  a  difpatch  but  very  lately,  I  did  not 
think  to  have  added  any  thing  more  now ;  but  that  it  is 
fit  to  let  your  lordftiip  know,  that  this  afternoon  fir  Ni- 
cholas 
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choks  Armourer  died  here  in  town.  I  found  him  here  ; 
and  he  has  not  been  able  fince  to  undertake  a  journey. 
By  his  death  the  government  of  the  fort  at  Kinfale  is  fall- 
en into  the  king's  hands  5  as  likewife  a  foot  company  in 
colonel  Fairfax's  regiment.  Your  lordfliip  has  by  you  a 
copy  of  the  lift,  you  gave  me,  of  thofe  perfons,  whom 
the  king  intended  to  provide  for  amongft  the  firft ;  and 
therefore  I  need  not  put  your  lordfhip  in  mind  of  them : 
but  give  me  leave  to  mention  my  lord  Brittas,  or  captain 
Butler  (my  lord  Galmoy's  brother)  for  the  company.  The 
firft  has  great  need  of  the  king's  bounty,  being  in  very 
low  circumftances  i  the  other  every  body  fpeaks  well  of; 
and  he  has  ferved  well  abroad.  I  think  it  my  duty  to  lay 
before  the  king  thofe  perfons,  he  feemed  moft  inclined  to 
prefer,  in  the  firft  place ;  in  which,  I  hope,  I  have  not 
done  amifs.

20th  paft  from  my  lord  prefident,  in  anfVrrr  to  what  I 
writ  to  him  on  the  8th  ;  wherein  I  fent  him  the  fame  psk- 
pers:  a  copy  of  which  letter  I  fend  you  here  endofed. 
It  is  very  (nort  and  pithy :  a  word  to  have  told  me,  whe- 
ther I  had  done  ill  or  well,  or  how  the  king  was  fatisfied, 
would  have  made  it  very  fweet  too.  I  need  lay  nothing 
to  what  you  write  of  the  afiairs  of  the  revenue  with  refe- 
rence to  the  good  lord  that  is  dead ;  and  I  fhall  now 
within  a  few  days  lay  before  you  fuch  a  method  for  the 
accounting,  which,  if  approved  of,  will  be  fife  both  for 
the  king  and  all  who  aft  under  him :  when  you  have  it, 
you  wiU  fuppty  the  defe£b ;  for  nothing  can  be  ma<le  fe 
perfed,  as  not  to  need  fome  amendments.  SincQ  you  are 
fc  well  pleafed  with  my  letters  to  my  lord  treafurer,  I 
mean  my  publick  letters,  you  (hall  have  more  of  them  ; 
and  thofe  letters  (hall  contain  all  things  relating  to  the  re- 
venue, except  fome  particulars,  which  ought  to  be  kept 
private  between  ourfelves,  till  they  are  better  digefted. 

As  to  what  you  mention  concerning  Mr.  Mufchamp, 
you  will  find  what  I  have  done  in  that  affiiir,  by  the  an- 
fwer  which  I  have  returned  to  the  lords  of  the  council ;  a 
copy  whereof  you  have  herewith :  and,  I  hope,  I  have 
done  nothing  to  deiierve  blame  in  that  particular.  Mr. 
Shaw,  in  his  letter  of  the  20th  paft,  gave  me  an  account 
of  your  having  carried  Mr.  Aubery  to  the  king  to  fucceed 
Mr.  Kingdon,  and  that  that  matter  was  fettled ;  which  I 
am  very  glad  of,  .becaufe,  I  hope,  we  are  out  of  danger 
of  his  competitors.  I  am  not  acquainted  with  any  of 
them,  and  therefore  cannot  be  thought  partial ;  efpecial- 
ly  having  no  body  to  fet  up :  but,  upon  my  word,  none 
of  the  three  are  well  fpoken  of  here ;  not  by  any  fort  o( 

people : 
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pec^le :  in  plain  terms,  they  are  thought  here  (where 
they  muft  needs  be  beft  known)  not  to  be  honeft  men, 
nor  of  integrity ;  not  to  fpeak  any  thing  of  their  abilities, 
which  may  be  as  well  judged  of  any  where  as  here.  Mr. 
K —  is  a  little  blank  to  find,  he  mift  of  this  employ- 
ment ;  and  people  here,  even  my  lord  primate  s£nd  others, 
came  to  me  upon  the  notice  of  the  other's  death,  and 
prefled  me  to  write  into  England  on  his  behalf;  and  at 
the  lame  time  went  to  him  and  told  him,  if  his  friends 
were  kind  to  him,  he  could  not  fail  of  it :  but  I  have  fatif- 
fied  him  of  your  kindnefs ;  and  then  it  is  no  matter,  what 
others  think.  I  am  not  a  ilranger  to  Mr.  Aubery ;  and 
he  Ihall  find  me  very  kind  to  him :  pray  haften  him  over ; 
for  the  number  ought  to  be  full  upon  the  place.  Poor 
Mr.  Strong  has  been  very  ill  this  week  paft :  he  afked  me 
leave  to  go  into  Munfter  for  his  health,  which  I  could  not 
refiife  him ;  for  he  is  indeed  a  true  drudge,  and,  I  be- 
lieve, wanted  air :  but  the  poor  man  went  only  one  day's 
journey,  and  came  back  the  next;  his  loofenefs,  which 
he  is  very  fubjeft  to,  having  made  him  very  vreak:  but 
yefterday  he  ient  me  word,  he  was  very  well,  and  had 
got  the  gout,  which  he  never  had  before ;  and  which,  it 
is  hoped,  may  cure  other  difeafes.  On  funday  I  received 
your's  of  the  23d  paft;  and  am  forry,  you  ihould  have 
caufe  to  fufpeft  the  intercepting  our  letters :  I  hope,  there 
is  no  ground  for  it ;  however,  I  fend  this  under  cover  to 
Mr.  Froud.  I  fent  you  Mr.  Price's  anfwer  in  mine  of  the 
20th  paft:  he  brought  it  to  me  on  the  17th,  and  told 
me  then,  he  had  the  poft  before  fent  a  copy  of  it  to  Mr. 
Shaw.  You  cannot  imMine,  what  a  Ihoal  of  Irifhmen 
come  upon  the  arrival  of  every  packet  to  my  fecretary's 

office. 
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office,  to  enquire,  what  commiffions  are  come  over :  and, 
when  they  are  anfwered,  none ;  they  reply,  that  is  ftrange ; 
my  lord  Tyrconnel  has  written  word,  that  thirty  commif'- 
fions  are  fent  over  for  alterations  in  the  army ;  and  I  have 
reafon  to  enquire,  fays  one;  and  I,  fays  another.  Me- 
thinks,  my  lord  lieutenant  fliould  not  be  the  laft  man, 
who  is  to  know  thefe  things :  and  it  were  to  be  wiflied, 
that  whatever  is  intended  of  this  kind  fliould  be  a  fecret, 
till  the  king's  orders  are  fent  to  me.  Nothing  can  go  a- 
mifs  here,  but  muft  proceed  from  the  hotheadednefs  of 
violent  and  paffionate' men.  For  the  Englifh  I  can  an- 
fwer :  not  that  I  will  pretend  to  be  accountable  for  their 
honefty,  but  I  will  keep  them  in  order ;  and  every  extra- 
v^ant  heat  only,  or  idle  talk,  fhall  be  queftioned :  but, 
I  doubt,  I  muft  not  do  fo  to  the  others ;  though  I  will 
do  my  part,  and  yet  not  be  Uable  to  be  found  fault  With, 
where  I  would  not  difpleafe.  I  am  afraid,  the  difplacing 
fo  many  men,  as  are  now  whifpered  about  to  be  in  dan- 
ger, who  have  been  always  looked  upon  as  honeft  men, 
and  many  of  them  have  ferved  well,  and  nothing  now 
laid  to  their  charge,  will  not  be  of  fervice  to  the  king : 
but  god's  will  be  done.  Methinks  the  kii^  fliould  be 
weary  of  having  fo  many  of  the  Irifli  hanging  about  him : 
it  would  certainly  be  more  eafy  for  his  majefty  to  fend 
them  home,  and  order  them  to  make  their  application  to 
the  chief  governour.  The  king  fees,  I  faithfully  tranfmit 
what  any  of  them  give  me  ;  and  he  might  then  do  for 
them  as  he  fliould  think  fit,  without  the  perpetual  im- 
portunity about  him.  While  I  am  writing,  I  receive 
your's  of  the  25th  paft,  and  at  the  fame  time  my  lord 
prefident's :  I  confels,  they  did  furprife  me  as  to  the  laying 

afide 
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afide  the  chancellor ;  but  it  is  refolved,  and  (o  no  reply 
muft  be  made  to  it.  Tomorrow  I  will  acquaint  the  good 
man  with  it :  no  doubt  he  will  have  heard  of  it  from 
other  hands ;  for  feveral  letters  mention  it.  You  will  fee, 
what  I  have  writ  to  Iprd  Sunderland  :  I  hope,  I  have  not 
faid  too  much  in  the  manner  I  have  done  it,  I  believe, 
my  lord  marquis  of  Athol  will  be  troubled  at  this  change, 
and  with  reafon :  for  his  caufe,  which  has  been  many 
years  depending  both  here  and  in  Scotland,  and  has  taken 
up  13  entire  days  in  hearing  it  pleaded  on  both  fides 
fince  the  term,  was  finiflied  on  iaturday  laft ;  and  yefter- 
day  the  judges,  who  aflifted,  went  their  circuits :  my 
lord  chancellor  had  appointed  the  beginning  of  the  next 
term  to  give  judgment ;  and,  it  is  thought,  it  will  go  for 
my  lord  Athol :  and  now,  I  doubt,  it  muft  begin  all 
anew.  But  this  is  a  private  matter:  I  pray  god,  thefe 
great  and  fudden  changes  do  not  prejudice  the  king's  af- 
fairs. I  might  have  added  to  lord  Sunderland  the  news, 
which  came  from  England  in  the  letters  of  the  20th, 
which  arrived  here  on  friday ;  that  one  of  the  judges  is 
to  be  put  out,  and  one  Mr.  Rice  to  be  in  his  room.  It 
were  to  be  wilhed,  that  the  king  would  enquire  of  thofe 
whom  he  entrufts  with  the  government,  concerning  men, 
before  they  are  removed  :  he  may  ftill  do  his  pleafure ; 
and  his  affairs  would  fuffer  lefs.  I  have  a  great  mind  to 
write  a  little  plain  to  lord  Sunderland  upon  this  head  ; 
and  tell  him  the  particular  reports  of  fome  of  the  Irifh, 
without  naming  perfons :  but  I  would  have  your  advice 
firft ;  and,  I  doubt,  it  is  too  late.  God's  will  be  done : 
heaven  blefs  you  and  yours.  Mr.  K  —  is  very  thankful 
to  you  for  being  fo  mindful  of  him  ;  and  therefore,  pray, 
M  fend 
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fend  over  the  king's  letter  for  making  him  vice-treafurer 
upon  the  terms  you  mention.  The  falary  to  fir  John  Tem- 
ple, as  I  remember,  was  20I.  per  annum ;  and  I  propo- 
fed  it  no  otherwife :  to  be  a  privy  counfellbr  into  the  bar- 
gain, I  fliall  like  as  well  as  he.

IN  my  laft  I  acknowledged  the  receipt  of  your  loid- 
Ihip's  favours  of  the  1 6th  and  20th  of  the  laft  month : 
I  come  now  to  make  particular  anfwers  to  them.  As  to 
the  firft ;  I  know  of  no  fuits  whatfoever,  that  are  i^ainft 
either  Murtagh  or  Daniel  Magennis :  it  is  true,  there  is  a 
difference  between  them  and  captain  William  Hamilton 
depending  at  the  council-board,  concerning  tory-catch- 
ing.  Each  has  exhibited  complaints  againft  the  other : 
anfwers,  replies  and  rejoinders  are  put  in  on  all  fides ; 
(copies  of  all  which  fliall  be  fcnt  over,  if  your  lordfliip 
pleafe  to  be  troubled  with  them)  and  a  commiflion  taken 
out  for  examining  witneffes  on  both  fides.  And  if  you 
will  have  my  opinion  by  way  of  anticipation,  when  the 
caufe  comes  to  be  heard,  I  believe,  the  conreft  will  ap- 
pear to  be ;  who  Ihall  have  the  moft  credit  in  taking  and 
killing  tories.  1  know  of  no  other  fuits  either  of  the  Magen- 
nifes  have  whatfoever :  when  I  hear  of  any  vexation  they 
or  any  others  are  like  to  have,  by  reafon  of  having  given 
informations  againft  any  difaffefled  perfons,  I  will  be  fure 
to  hinder  any  fuch.  Both  the  Magennifes  have  been  feve- 
ral  times  with  me ;  and,  I  verily  believe,  they  will  own,

that  I  have  done  all  in  theirs  aflfairs,  which  they  defired 
me; 

As  to  Dr.  Manby,  dean  of  Derry,  with  your  lordfliip's 
leave  I  will  tell  you  his  ftory.  On  the  i8th  of  January  he 
came  to  me,  (the  firft  time  I  ever  faw  or  heard  of  him  in 
my  life)  and  defired  a  licence  to  go  for  England.  I  told 
him,  there  were  too  many  of  the  clergy  of  this  kingdom 
there  already;  that,  in  the  few  days  I  had  been  here, 
two  others  had  been  with  me  on  the  fame  errand ;  but  I 
had  refiifed  them  both,  as  I  fliould  do  him,  except  he 
could  give  me  very  good  reafons  why  he  defired  to  go ; 
his  majefty  expefling,  that  his  clergy  of  this  kingdom 
fliould  refide  upon  their  cures.  He  then  told  me,  he  had 
a  fuit  at  law  at  Londonderry,  and  defired  to  go  ihto  Eng- 
land to  advife  about  it.  I  faid,  it  was  very  ftrange  for  a 
man  to  go  into  England  to  take  advice  about  a  fuit  at  law 
in  Ireland ;  that,  I  doubted,  it  was  in  truth  to  avoid  a 
fuit  of  law  here :  to  which  he  replied ;  that  he  faw,  ill 
offices  had  been  done.  I  afTured  him,  he  was  miftaken  ; 
for  no  body  had  done  him  ill  or  good  offices ;  which  was 
moft  true,  I  having  never  heard  of  him  till  that  moment : 
and  fo  he  went  away,  without  faying  any  thing  elfe ;  or 
telling  me,  what,  or  with  whom,  his  fuit  was.  I  have 
never  feen  him  fince,  till  funday  the  21ft  paft ;  when  he 
came  to  me  early  in  the  morning,  and  told  me ;  he  was 
undone,  if  I  did  not  help  him.  I  afl:ed  him,  what  was 
the  matter :  he  faid,  he  would  now  tell  me  truly,  what 
his  fuit  of  law  was.  He  faid,  he  had  informed  upon  oath 
againft  one  Mr.  Norman  of  Londonderry  of  very  horrible 
words  fpoken  againft  his  majefty,  when  duke ;  that  the 
government  had  bound  him  over  to  profecute  the  faid 
M  2  Norman 
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Norman  at  the  next  afTizes ;  and  that  he  was  fure,  all 
that  country  was  fo  ill  affeded,  that  no  jury  would  be 
got  to  find  Norman  guilty.  I  alked  him,  if  he  were  rea- 
dy on  his  part  to  profecute :  he  faid,  he  had  none  but  his 
own  evidence.  I  told  him,  that  would  be  enough  in  cafe 
of  mifdemeanor ;  and  I  would  take  care,  the  judges 
feould  be  well  inftrufted,  and  a  loyal  jury  lliould  be 
found.  He  then  told  me  in  plain  terms,  he  would  not 
go  down  to  Londonderry;  but  earneftly  prelled  me,  to 
order  Mr.  attorney  general  to  enter  a  Noli  prDfequi.  I 
wifhed  him  to  have  a  motion  made  in  court,  upon  what 
fuggeftions  he  thought  fit,  to  put  off  the  trial ;  to  which 
he  faid,  he  never  meant  to  profecute  the  matter :  now 
Norman  was  out  of  the  commiflion  of  the  peace,  he  had 
his  end.  I  told  him,  that  was  not  enough :  if  he  had 
Ipoken  fo  ill  words  as  he  pretended,  Norman  ought  to 
(uffer  a  greater  punifliment,  than  being  put  out  of  the 
commiffion  of  the  peace.  At  laft  he  told  me,  he  could 
not  go  to  the  afTizes  without  hazard  of  his  life ;  for  going 
lo  miles  in  a  coach  put  him  into  fits  of  the  ftone  and 
ftrangury ;  to  which  I  told  him,  it  was  above  i  o  milei 
from  Holyhead  to  London :  to  that  he  made  no  reply. 
If  he  does  not  appear  at  the  affizes,  he  will  fuffer  nothing 
but  the  forfeiting  his  recognizance;  which  lliall  not  be 
eftreated  without  his  majefty's  pleafure  fignified  by  your 
lordfliip.  I  have  not  thoi^ht  fit  to  direfl  a  Noli  profe- 
qui :  if  I  had,  I  am  certain,  the  firft  news  would  have 
been,  that  he  was  ready  to  profecute ;  but  that  my  lord 
lieutenant  would  not  fuffer  him,  and  had  caufed  a  Noli 
profequi  to  be  entered  ;  whereby  a  fanatick  was  kept 
from  juftice.    I  could  entertain  your  lordfhip  with  a  great 

deal 
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deal  more  of  this  dean ;  how,  in  the  two  times  he  was 
with  me,  I  catched  him  in  feveral  lies ;  but  I  think,  I 
have  been  too  tedious  already.  This  dean  told  me,  he 
was  engaged  to  go  to  King's  County  at  the  aflizes  to  pro- 
fecute  another  perfon  there,  for  words  likewife  fome  years 
fince  fpoken  againft  his  majefty.  When  he  returns,  he 
fliall  have  leave  to  go  into  England,  if  he  defires  it,  as  your 
lordfhip  direds.  I  never  met  with  any  man,  who  has  a 
worfe  charaiSer  than  this  dean;  which  I  am  very  ferry 
for  becaufe  of  his  coat.  When  he  went  out  from  me,  the 
company  in  the  next  room  wondered,  why  I  would  be  in 
private  with  fuch  a  fellow :  but  in  truth,  my  lord,  I  was 
not  alone  with  him ;  nor  would  willingly  be  with  any 
fuch  creatures.  The  clergy  here  of  the  country  are  too 
much  given  to  ramble ;  and  therefore,  I  think,  1  caimot 
do  better  than  to  keep  them  to  ftriS  refidence,  accord- 
ing to  my  2d  inftru(ftion  :  and  yet,  by  the  grace  of  god, 
no  man  fliall  be  hindered  from  his  going  upon  his  necef- 
faiy  occafions,  if  he  makes  them  appear  to  be  lb.  As 
fi»n  as  the  trial  at  Londonderry  is  over,  or  whatever  the 
fiiccefs  is,  your  lordfliip  fliall  not  fail  of  an  account 
of  it. 

To  your  lordfliip's  of  the  20th  paft  I  have  nothing  to 
reply,  but  that  I  fend  you  enclofed  an  account  of  the 
flieriffs ;  and  fuch  a  one  as,  I  doubt  not,  will  prove  true- 
My  lord,  I  took  as  much  care  in  making  thefe  flierifl^s,  as 
I  could  do  of  any  thing  for  my  life.  Your  lordfliip  knows, 
that  it  was  impoflible  for  me  to  know  people  perfonally 
at  that  time  myfelf :  nor  did  I  tie  myfelf  to  the  informa- 
tions of  any  one  man ;  but  made  it  my  buCnefs  to  be  in- 
quifitive  of  all  people,  whom  I  knew  and  might  truflr. 
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If  the  perfon,  who  gave  in  thofe  objeflions  to  the  fheriflV, 
fent  them  from  hence ;  if  he  had  made  me  acquainted 
with  them,  he  would  then  have  feen,  whether  I  had  not 
hearkened  to  his  reprefentation :  for,  I  do  affure  your 
lordfliip,  (and,  I  do  beUeve,  no' body  will  fay  the  con- 
trary) I  was  very  ready  to  receive  advice  from  any  body; 
and  I  will  venture  to  fay,  it  is  the  beft  fet  of  fherifi's  that 
has  been  for  thefe  many  years,  both  for  loyalty,  prudence 
and  impartiality ;  as  I  doubt  not  will  appear  before  the 
year  is  out ;  which  will  be  within  a  little  more  than  fix 
months.  And,  if  I  have  the  honour  to  be  here  then,  I 
fhall  know  men  myfelf,  and  be  able  to  give  a  good  ac- 
count of  them  upon  my  own  knowledge ;  and,  I  hope,  I 
have  done  nothing  amifs  in  making  thefe. 

I  have  juft  now  received  your  lordftiip's  of  the  25th 
pafl ;  wherein  you  are  pleafed  to  acquaint  me  with  the 
king's  intention  of  giving  my  lord  chancellor  his  eafe.  I 
will  tomorrow  impart  it  to  his  grace,  in  the  beft  manner 
I  can;  who,  I  doubt  not,  will  receive  his  majefty's  plea- 
fure  with  that  fubmiflion  he  ought ;  though,  I  fear,  like- 
wife  with  a  due  mortification,  left  he  fhould  be  in  his 
majefty's  difpleafure;  which,  I  hope,  he  is  not.  I  beg 
your  lordfliip's  leave  to  acquaint  you  upon  this  occafion, . 
that  the  news  of  laying  my  lord  chancellor  afide,  and  of 
Mr.  Porter's  being  nominated  for  his  fucceflbr,  was  writ- 
ten hither  from  England  above  a  fortnight  fince ;  and 
wagers  oflired  to  be  laid  of  the  truth  of  it.  I  told  them 
who  alked  me  of  it,  that  I  knew  nothing  of  it ;  and  that, 
I  am  fure,  was  true.  In  a  letter  of  the  25th,  from  Lon- 
don to  a  perfon  of  quality  here,  I  faw  this  expreffion  — 
Laft  night,  at  the  cabinet-council,  it  was  refolved,  that 

my 
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my  lord  chancellor  of  Ireland  fhall  be  prefently  laid  a- 
fide:  who  fliall  fucceed  him,  is  kept  very  fecret.    Now  I 
am  telling  your  lordfliip  news  from  England,  give  me 
leave  .to  tell  yoy,  that,  upon  the  coming  of  thefe  laft  3 
or  4.  packets  from  England,  numbers  of  people  have  flock- 
ed down  to  my  fecretary's  office  and  enquired,  what  com- 
mifTions  were  come  over :  and  when  they  were  told  none ; 
they  have  feemed  to  wonder,  and  faid,  their  friends  fent 
them  word,  that  30  commiflions  are  fent  over  for  alter- 
rations  in  the  army  here.    I  have  reafbn  to  expert  a  com- 
mand, fays  one ;  and  I,  fays  another.     I  only  tell  your 
lordfliip  thefc  ftories,  ( who  know,  what  truth  there  is  in 
them,  better  than  I  do )  that  you  may  judge,  whether  it 
be  fit,  that  they  fliould  be  thus  talked  of,  before  they  are 
fent  over.    I  find  two  gentlemen,  fir  Charles  Fielding  and 
fir  George  St.  George,  extremely  troubled  with  the  alarm, 
they  receive,  of  their  being  to  be  removed.    The  firft  is  , 
told,   he  will  not  be  a  lofer:    but,  I  am  fure,   he  had 
rather  he  in  the  poft  he  is,  than*in  any  ftation  in  the  ar- 
my.   He  is  certainly  as  loyal,  as  any  man  can  be ;  and  is 
come  to  the  command  he  is  in  from  an  enfign.    The 
other  has  fer\'ed  ever  fince  the  king's  reftoration ;  is  known 
to  be  a  brave  man,  and  as  good  an  officer  as  any  in  the 
4rmy,  by  all,  who  know  freland :  he's  a  fine  gentleman ; 
and  I  am  confident,  if  he  had  the  honour  to  be  known 
to  the  king,  his  majefty  would  be  gracious  to  him.    His 
brother,  fir  Oliver,  however  unfortunate  he  has  been  in 
the  reprefentations  that  have  been  made  of  him,  was  one 
of  the  few  men,  who  engaged  for  the  king  in  this  king- 
dom before  the  duke  of  Albemarle  thought  of  it ;  and 
when  it  would  have  coft  him  his  life,  if  it  had  been  dif- 

covered. 
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•covered.  They  are  a  numerous  family  here  in  this  king- 
dom, very  well  allied,  and  able  to  ferve  the  king  as  well 
as  willing.  I  beg  your  lordfliip's  pardon  for  troubling  you 
thus  much  in  thefe  matters.  I  know,  you  are  fo  gene- 
rous, as  to  delight  in  doing  good  ofHces  to  worthy  men : 
and  I  am  fure,  you  will  forgive  him,  who  is  with  all 
.poffible  efteem  and  refpefi.

IH  A  v  E  received  the  honour  your  majefty  vouchfafed  to 
do  me  on  the  i8th  of  the  laft  month,  and  am  very 
glad  your  majefty  has. my  lord  Clanrickard  in  your 
thoughts ;  which  I  fliall  lend  him  word  of:  and,  I  know, 
it  will  be  a  great  comfort  to  him.  As  to  what  your  ma- 
jefty is  pleafed  to  tell  me  of  the  bifliop  of  Meath's  fermon 
before  me ;  it  was,  as  I  remember,  the  third  funday  af- 
ter my  being  here:  he  is  a  very  dull  preacher;  which 
may  make  me,  as  well  as  others,  not  to  have  minded  him 
fo  much,  as  we  ought  to  do  what  is  faid  in  that  place. 
But,  I  confefs,  I  minded  enough  to  think,  that  he  faid 
more  than  he  ought  to  do :  and  therefore,  as  foon  as  I 
came  home,  that  very  day  I  took  notice  of  it  to  my  lord 
primate,  and  the  arch-bifliop  of  Dublin ;  who  both  af- 
iured  me,  that  they  did,  upon  your  firft  coming  to  the

crown,  exhort  all  their  clergy  not  to  meddle  with  con- 
troverly,  nor  politicks :  and  I  find  by  my  other  converfa- 
tion,  that  it  is  true,  they  did  fo,  and  do  continue  fo  to  do 
upon  all  occafions.  The  next  day  I  fent  for  the  bifliop  of 
Meath  to  me :  I  told  him  my  mind ;  which  he  promifed 
to  obferve  for  the  future.  I  have  likewife  given  the  fame 
charge  to  the  reft  of  the  biftiops,  as  I  fee  them ;  and  to  all 
other  clergymen,  as  they  come  in  my  way ;  and  done  fo 
ever  fince  my  being  here.  And  as  I  (hall  always  do  fo, 
when  any  indifcreet  fermons  are  made  before  me;  fo  I 
Ihall  likewife  take  notice  very  feverely  of  any  of  the  cler- 
gy, who  preach  fuch  fermons  in  other  places,  if  I  have 
any  notice  of  it ;  as  I  did  about  3  weeks  fince,  having  an 
account  of  a  foolilh  iermon  that  had  been  then  preached 
in  the  city.  But,  after  all  this,  I  cannot  anlwer,  but  fome 
impertinent  things  will  be  faid,  fometimes  even  before 
me:  in  all  fuch  cafes,  I  do  afliare  your  majefty,  thofe 
men  (hall  never  pafs  unreproved  by  me.  As,  very  lately, 
a  young  man  preaching  before  me  was  indeed  very  imper- 
tinent ;  not  fo  much  in  relation  to  your  majefty,  as  in 
taking  notice  of  the  king  of  France's  proceedings  towards 
the  huguenots :  though,  I  know,  your  majefty  does  not 
approve  of  thofe  proceedings ;  yet  what  has  any  preacher 
to  do  to  enquire  into  the  adions  of  any  prince,  though 
not  his  own  ?  I  therefore  lent  for  him  the  next  morning, 
and  gave  him  a  rebuke.  I  trouble  your  majefty  with  this 
ftory  to  (hew  you,  that  no  care  of  mine  (hall  be  wanting 
to  hinder  all  things,  that  I  think  will  difpleafe  you  ;  but 
efpecially  thofe  things,  in  which  I  know  your  mind  ;  as 
I  do  in  this  concerning  the  preaching.  And  I  befeech 
your  majefty  to  believe,  that  no  man  (hall  commit  thefe 
N  follies 
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follies  twice  before  me ;  nor  any  where  dfe,  which  I  have 
infcM-mation  of:  and  though  the  inferiour  clergy  in  moft 
places  are  unruly,  and  not  lb  apt  to  take  advicfe,  as  to 
give  it ;  yet  I  dare  undertake  to  keep  ours  here  within 
the  bounds  of  duty  and  good  manners. 

I  beg  leave  to  acquaint  your  majefty  upon  this  occa- 
fion,  that  the  clergy  of  this  city  are  generally  worthy 
men,  of  learning  and  good  Uves ;  and  feveral  of  them  do 
preach  very  well,  and  as  they  ought  to  do.  I  am  very 
forry,  when  any  of  thofe,  who  pretend  to  be  of  the  church 
of  England,  do  any  thing  to  dilpleafe  your  m^efty ;  be- 
caufe  our  principle  is  loyalty  and  obedience ;  and  gene- 
rally all  of  our  church  have  pradifed  both.  For  my  own 
part,  as  I  ftudy  nothing  fo  much  myfelf,  as  my  duty  to 
your  majefty ;  fo  it  {hall  be  my  bulinefs  to  make  all  others, 
whom  you  are  pleafed  to  put  under  me,  do  their's.  I  will 
never  willingly  offend  you,  while  I  live ;  I  will  never  con- 
ceal any  thing  from  you ;  and  will  always  tell  you  truth, 
though  it  were  to  my  prejudice :  which,  I  ht^,  is  the 
heft  way  to  ihew,  that  I  am  with  all  devotion. 
May  it  pleale  Your  Majefty,

THIS  is  to  thank  you  for  your  favour  of  the  25th 
paft ;  which  is  this  very  minute  come  to  my  hands. 

I  am 
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I  am  very  glad  to  find  by  it,  that  what  I  propofed  for  his 
majefty's  fervice  was  thought  reafonable  by  my  lord  pre- 
fident :  I  am  fure,  I  fhall  never  have  any  thing  in  my 
aim  but  the  king's  fervice  and  intereft  to  the  beft  of  my 
underftanding ;  which  will  always  be  fubmitted  to  better 
judgments.  There  are,  as  you  mention,  rumours  of  great 
changes  to  be  here,  and  feveral  letters  in  the  3  laft  pack- 
ets from  England  fpeak  of  them,  but  none  to  me ;  by 
which  I  fuppofe,  they  were  not  then  refolved.  As  to  your 
pretenfions,  I  am  fo  far  from  being  againft  them,  that  I 
fhould  be  ready  to  the  utmoft  of  my  power  to  advance 
them;  and,  if  juftice  be  done  me,  you  will  find,  that 
my  lord  prefident  and  my  lord  treafurer  will  both  own, 
mat  I  mentioned  your  concerns  to  them :  though,  I 
knew,  it  was  not  needfril  fo  to  do  to  either  of  them,  but 
only,  that  you  might  fee,  how  ready  I  fliould  be  to  take 
all  opportunities  of  expreffing  my  fervice  to  you.  Your 
lieutenant  Fitz-Gerald  has  made  good  his  undertaking, 
and  btou^t  in  his  namefake,  and  the  two  other  torie% 
into  jHiibn  at  Cork.  I  have  nothing  fijrther  to  give  you 
an  account  of;  but  ihall  be  always  glad  <rf  an  occafion  to 
fliew  you,  that  I  am,  as  much  as  any  friend  you  have, 
and  with  very  great  efteem,

ON  thiirfday  laft  I  acquainted  my  lord  chancellor  here 
with  the  king's  pleafure  to  give  him  his  eafe,  and 
with  the  kind  concern  you  had  exprefled  towards  him ; 
of  which,  you  will  find,  how  fenfible  he  is,  in  a  letter 
he  hath  written  to  you  himfelf.  1  did  not  intend  to  have 
broken  this  matter  to  the  good  man  fo  foon :  but  find- 
ing fo  many  letters  fi-om  England  fpeak  of  the  change, 
that  was  to  be  made  ;  five  or  fix  whereof  I  few  myfelf ; 
and  fome  mentioning,  that  the  king  had  direfled  my  lord 
Jieutenant  to.be  acquainted  with  his  pleafure  in  that  par- 
ticular by  the  poft ;  I  thought  it  beft  to  make  no  longer 
delay  in  telling  him  of  it.  He  received  the  fignification 
of  his  majefty's  pleafure,  like  a  wife  man,  with  great  fub- 
miffion,  and  without  Ihewing  the  leaft  furprife  or  dilfe- 
tisfaflion.  He  told  me,  he  had  feveral  times  h^id  thoughts 
of  making  it  his  requeft  to  give  up.  the  feal ;  but  then 
again  he. thought,  it  would  not  have  looked  well  in  him 
to  have  quitted  { as  it  were )  the  fervice,  whilft  the  king 
appeared  to  be  in  any  difiiculties ;  as,  god  knows,  he 
was  under  too  many  of  late  years :  that  he  had  made  it 
the  whole  bufinefs  of  his  life  to  ferve  the  crown,  and 
would  continue  fo  to  do,  though  he  were  only  a  private 
curate ;  and  that  he  did  moft  cheerfully  acquiefce  in  his- 
majefty's  good  pleafure :  but  that  it  would  be  a  very  great 
mortification  to  him,  if  he  thought  the  king  were  any 
ways  difiatisfied  with  him ;  and  the  rather,  becaufe,  he 
fays,   he  can  give  many  inftanccs  of  particular  graces, 

which 
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which  he  has  upon  many  occafions  received  from  his  pre- 
fent  majefty,  and  never  yet  found,  that  he  was  in  the 
leaft  under  his  difpleafure.  Indeed  I  hope,  care  will  be 
taken  to  let  the  good  man  know,  that  the  king  is  not  dif- 
pleafed  with  him ;  however  convenient  he  may  think  it 
to  his  fervice  to  make  the  prefent  change.  I  will  not  en- 
ter into  this  good  man's  particular  failings:  no  man  is 
perfeil ;  but  every  body  here,  who  is  acquainted  with  the 
afiairs  of  this  country,  mufl  own  him  to  be  an  able  man, 
and  to  have  done  the  crown  good  fervice  in  the  worft  of 
times.  As  he  is  a  man  of  a  very  good  eftate;  fo.I  have 
been  here  long  enough  to  find,  that  he  has  a  very  con- 
fiderable  intereft  upon  that  account, .  feparate  from  any 
dependants  upon  the  fcore  of  his  great  oiEce ;  and  is  a 
man  very  well  beloved.  For  his  fucceffor,  you  and  I 
know  him,  and  his  talent  every  ^vay :  therefore  I  will  fay 
nothing  of  him,  but  this,  that  he  will  be  miftaken,  if  he 
thinks  to  make  his  fortune  by  the  employment.  The 
king's  allowance  upon  the  eftablilhment  is  i  cool,  per  an- 
num ;  and  the  ofEce  does  not  bring  in  befides,  above  fix, 
or,  at  moft,  feven  hundred  pounds  per  annum :  which  is 
no  great  matter  for  a  man,  who  has  but  a  very  fmall  ef- 
tate of  his  own,  confidering  the  figure  he  ought  to  make. 
The  primate  lives  as  nobly,  and  as  much  like  a  gentle- 
man throughout,  as  ever  I  knew  any  man  in  my  life. 
But  the  change  is  refolved ;  and  there  is  an  end.  This, 
with  the  reports  from  England  of  the  many  changes,  that 
are  to  be  in  the  army,  makes  the  Irifti  very  foolifn  in  fet- 
ting  out  the  mighty  power  of  lord  Tyrconnel :  for  it  is 
moft  certain,  before  he  went  hence,  he  did  openly  brag, 
whdt  alterations  fliould  be  made,  both  civil  and  military. 

,     By 
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By  his  difcourfa  one  would  have  thought,  that  he  had 
the  abfolute  dominion  to  get  the  king  to  do  whatever  he 

propofed.    As  to  the  chancellor,  one  day  lord  T dif- 

courllng  with  fome  of  his  friends,  and  railing  at  the  chan- 
cellor, ( which,  it  fcems,  he  gives  himfelf  a  great  liberty 
of  doing  againll  any  one,  he  does  not  like )  a  gentleman 
in  the  company,  a  roman  catholick,  faid,  my  lord,  what 
can  you  fay  againft  him  ?  He  carries  himfelf  well  in  his 
oiBce  J  and,  when  any  of  us  Irifli  come  before  him  in  his 
court,   we  find  juftice,   with  difpatch :    to  which  lord 

T replied,  that  is  true ;  but  that  is  his  craft,  to  be 

civil  to  us ;  but  I  know,  he  does  not  love  our  country- 
men, the  natives ;  and,  by  god,  I  will  have  him  out,  you 
fliall  fee :  to  which  the  other  faid,  I  doubt,  my  lord,  this 
way  will  not  ferve  the  king.  To  tell  ftories,  that  go  up 
and  down  here  of  lord  Tyrconnel's  behaviour  in  this  king- 
dom, the  infolence  he  fliewed  to  Ibme,  the  courtflup  he 
made  to  others,  and  the  contempt  he  ufed  raoft  people 
with,  would  make  one  who  knows  him  wonder :  cer- 
tainly he's  a  man  of  monftrous  vanity,  as  well  as  pride 
and  furious  paflion.  But,  as  I  cannot  fometimes  avoid 
hearing  extravagant  ftories  of  him,  I  do  afTure  you,  I 
make  no  ref]c6fion  upon  them ;  and  never  mention  his 
name,  but  when  occafionally  difcourfes  bring  it  in :  nor 
fliall  there  ever  any  thing  be  laid  to  my  charge  upon  the 
account  of  my  ill  condua  towards  him,  whether  prefent 
or  abfent. 

There  is  one  particular,  which  I  think  proper  enough 
to  mention  in  a  private  letter.    Here  is  one  Bofwood,  fub- 
colleSor  of  the  port  of  Dublin,  under  Mr.  Genew,  who, 
upon  the  accoimt  of  his  health,  hath  by  leave  been  ab- 
fent 
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fent  near  a  year.  This  Bofwood  does  all  the  bufinefs  j  and 
is  indeed,  by  all  that  appears  to  me,  and  by  the  charafler 
the  commiffioners  of  the  revenue  give  of  mm,  a  very  ho- 
neft  and  diligent  man :  he  was  a  great  friend  of  Mr.  King- 
don's,  and  brought  in  by  him ;  and  for  that  reafon  is 
like  to  fuffer.  A  bill  of  exchange  for  300I  was  drawn  by 
Mr.  Kingdon  upon  a  merchant  here,  fome  weeks  before 
his  death :  the  merchant  would  not  accept  it ;  which 
Bofwood  hearing,  to  do  honour  to  his  friend  he  pays  the 
bill ;  which  brii^  done  voluntarily,  without  any  orders 
from  Mr.  Kingdon,  he  defpairs  of  ever  recovering  that 
money,  except  the  king  will  allow  Mr.  Kingdon  the 
(]uarter's  &lary,  which  would  have  been  due  at  lady-day 
next :  that  liim  will  make  the  poor  man  but  a  little  lofer : 
you  know  beft,  what  is  fit  to  be  done  in  this  matter.  I 
have  difcharged  myfelf  in  making  the  requeft;  and,  if 
you  would  have  me  do  it  in  a  publick  letter  to  my  lord 
treafurer,  it  fliall  be  done  upon  your  lignification.  We 
have  had  no  letters  from  England,  fince  thole  of  the  25th 
paft ;  which  makes  me  have  the  Icfs  to  lay  from  hence  : 
though  ftill,  methinks,  I  make  a  fliift  to  make  my  let- 
ters to  you  long  enough.  I  thank  god,  I  have  aJmoft 
made  an  end  of  the  torics ;  in  which  captain  Boyle  hath 
done  very  good  fervice :  he  is  a  very  brilk  man,  and 
minds  his  bu£nefs.  I  am  now  making  a  full  dilpatch  to 
you  in  anfwer  to  feveral  direftions,  I  had  fiom  the  trea- 
fury  chamber,  which  I  could  not  complete  fooner,  by  rea- 
fon of  the  term ;  when  the  king's  cotmcil  were  not  fo 
much  at  leifuie,  as  they  are  now.  But,  I  doubt  not,  you 
will  be  very  well  fatisfied,  when  you  have  my  letter ; 
which  will  be  within  a  very  few  days.  God  almighty  kee^ 
you  and  all  yours.

IN  obedience  to  the  commands  I  received  from  your 
lordfliip,  I  have  acquainted  my  lord  chancellor  here 
with  the  king's  pleafure  in  reference  to  him ;  which  he 
received  with  all  pofllble  fubmiffion ;  and  delired  me  to 
acquaint  his  majeftyi  that,  as  he  had  made  it  the  bufi- 
nefs  of  his  life  to  ferve  the  crown,  fo  he  (hould  continue 
tb  ferve  the  king  to  his  death,  to  the  utmoft  of  his  pow- 
er, with  the  fame  zeal,  though  he  were  only  a  private 
curate :  that  there  is  but  one  thing,  that  can  trouble  him ; 
which  is  the  apprehenfion  of  being  in  his  majefty's  dif- 
pleafure^  which  would  be  a  very  great  mortification  to 
him ;  and  the  rather,  becaufe,  he  fays,  he  has  received 
many  inftances  of  his  prefent  majefty's  favour,  as  well  as 
of  the  late  king's ;  and  he  never  heard,  that  his  majefty 
was  diffatisfied  with  him.  I  fuppofe,  your  lordfliip  will 
put  fuch  expreffions  into  the  letter,  which  will  come  by 
Mr.  Porter  for  the  delivery  of  the  feal  to  him,  (for,  I 
think,  that  is  the  form  ufually  obferved  in  fuch  cafes )  as 
may  be  a  comfort  to  the  old  gentleman  after  fo  many 
years  fervice.  He  has  a  very  good  intereft ;  which,  I  dare 
undertake,  he  will  always  employ,  as  he  fliall  be  direft- 
ed  for  the  king's  fervice. 

We  have  no  letters  from  England  fince  thofe  of  the 
25th  paft;  which  will  make  your  prefent  trouble  the 
fhorter,  having  no  commands  from  you  to  give  you  an 
account  of  Finding  in  fome  of  the  late  letters  from  Eng- 
land, that  the  king  has  appointed  a  good  part  of  his  army 
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to  encamp  this  fummer  upon  Hounflow  Heath.  I  beg 
your  lordihip,  that  I  may  know  his  majefly's  pleafure,  if 
he  will  have  his  army  here  encamp  likewife ;  which  will 
certainly  do  the  troops  good.  If  the  king's  pleafure  be, 
that  they  do  encamp ;  I  ihall  defire  to  have  particular  di- 
redions,  whether  the  whole  army,  or  what-  numbers  of 
them,  and  at  what  time ;  and  how  long  they  fliould  con- 
tinue together.  I  fliould  humbly  offer,  that  June  would 
be  the  beft  time  for  them  to  meet :  feveral  things  are  to 
be  thought  of  in  order  to  the  encamping ;  but  the  moft 
neceflary  thing  is  the  providing  of  tents  for  the  foldiers. 
I  have  prefiimed  to  fend  your  lordihip  here  enclofed  an 
eftimate  of  the  charge  for  making  tents ;  which,  I  be- 
lieve, your  lordfliip  will  find  much  cheaper,  than  they 
can  be  afforded  in  England ;  befides  that  the  freight  and 
the  exchange  of  the  money  will  be  faved.  It  being  mat- 
ter of  money,  I  have  fent  a  copy  of  the  eftimate  to  my 
lord  treafurer.  I  woiJd  beg  to  know  the  king's  pleafure 
in  this  particular  as  foon  as  your  lordfliip  ple^feth,  that 
things  may  be  put  in  hand,  if  his  majefty  will  have  the 
army  encamp  this  fummer.  I  have  nothing  to  trouble 
your  lordfliip  with  fiirther  at  prefent,  but  to  beg  the  con- 
tinuance of  your  lordfliip's  friendfliip,  and  to  affure  you, 
that  I  am  with  all  poflible  refped,

SI  N  c  E  my  laft  I  have  received  your's  of  the  2d  in- 
ftant ;  and  at  the  fame  time  had  letters  of  the  4th  like- 
wife.  I  am  very  glad,  you  were  fo  well  fetisfied  with  Mr. 
Price's  anfwer  to  the  charge  againfl  him :  I  think  it  very 
fufficient  to  (atisfy  any  reafonable  people,  who  are  not 
poflelTed  with  prejudice  againft  a  man.  Not  long  fince 
my  lord  chief  juftice  Keyting  a/ked  my  lord  Langfard> 
fitting  with  him,  whether  he  knew,  what  my  lord  T — 
had  done  about  the  charge,  which  he  carried  over  with 
him  againft  Mr-  Price.  My  lord  L —  anfwered,  he  never 
heard  of  aiiy  fuch  thing :  yes,  fays  the  lord  chief  juftice, 
lord  T  —  ihewed  it  me,  and  &id,  W.  Ellis  had  drawn 
it;  and  he  defired  my  opinion  upon  it :  to  which  the  lord 
chief  juflJce  replied ;  my  lord,  I  cannot  give  an  opinion  in 
it,  tiU  I  fpeak  with  Price  :  for  poffibly  he  may  make  ve- 
ry juftifiable  anfwers  to  many  of  thefe  particulars.  To 
which  lord  T — anfwered,  by  god  I  will  accufe  him,  when 
I  come  into  England;  and  will  have  him  out.  When 
lord  L —  told  me  this,  he  told  me  at  the  fame  time,  that  he 
found  the  lord  chief  juftice  was  become  a  perfed  creature 
of  lord  T — ;  which  he,  lord  L — ,  thought  very  ungrate- 
ful in  him,  confidering  who  raifed  him.  I  am  extremely 
forry  to  find  by  your  letter,  that  you  were  not  then  well : 
I  pray  god  fend  you  long  life,  and  health ;  without  which 
there  can  be  no  comfort  in  this  life.  For  the  news,  which 
our  laft  letters  brought  us  out  of  England,  I  refer  you  to 
my  letter  to  my  lord  Sunderland ;  which  I  fend  open  to 

you. 
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70U,  that  you  may  read  it :  and  if  you  do  not  approve  of 
what  I  have  written  both  to  him  and  to  the  king,  pray 
bum  both  the  letters :  if  you  do  think  them  fit  to  go  to 
their, hands;  then  you  will  feal  them  with  a  head,  or  a 
feal  of  your  arms  before  you  had  the  garter ;  and  let  them 
be  delivered,  as  if  you  thought  they  were  put  up  by 
chance  in  your  packet,  I  Hkewife  fend  you  a  copy  of  the 
lafl  letter  I  had  from  my  lord  Sunderland,  that  you  may 
fee  all.  Truly  I  thought,  confidering  all  circumftances, 
that  it  became  me  fo  fay  Ibmething,  that  it  may  appear, 
I  did  my  duty  in  reprefenting  the  true  ftate  of  things,  as 
well  as  in  obeying :  and,  I  hope,  I  have  written  nothing 
amifi,  but  with  all  poHlble  duty  and  fuBmiffion.  And, 
when  all  is  done,  do  what  you  think  fit  with  the  letters. 
Certainly  I  am  very  impea-tinent,  or  elfe  the  frequent  long 
letters,  I  trouUe  my  lord  prefident  with,  might  deferve 
Ibme  other  kind  of  anfwers.  It  is  impoflible  to  tell  you 
the  wonderful  damp  has  been  upon  men's  minds  for  about 
a  fortnight,  oocafioned  by  the  hot  alarms  out  of  England 
«f  changes  and  alterations,  that  are  to  be  here.  I  know 
two  men,  (not  in  wanting  conditions)  who,  fince  the 
time  I  fpeak  of,  have  fold  confiderable  parcels  of  their  ef- 
tates,  and  remitted  t^e  money  into  England  :  others,  who 
are  traders,  talk  of  catling  in  their  ftocks  and  withdraw- 
ing themlelves.  Very  little  bufinefs  has  been  done  this 
laft  week  upon  the  exchange :  but  men  look  dejededly 
one  upon  another.  I  know  all  this  is  unreafonable :  and, 
as  nothing  the  king  does  ought  to  difturb  .men's  minds, 
fo,  in  truth,  no  alterations,  that  can  be  made,  can  have 
that  influence  upon  the  ai&irs  of  the  nation,  as  thefe  jea- 
lous apprehenfions  do  fuggeft;  for  men  are  fecured  in 
O  2  their 
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their  properties,  and  their  religion  too,  by  very  good  laws. 
And,  whatever  officers  are  put  into  the  army,  or  judges 
upon  the  benches,  right  will  ftill  be  done ;  and  oppref- 
fions  will  not  be  permitted,  when  complained  of :  as  they 
will  quickly  be ;  for  real  grievances  cannot  be  long  con- 
cealed. I  have  got  fome  acquaintance  with  fome  confi- 
derable  men  of  this  city :  I  fend  for  them ;  and  this  is  the 
language  I  talk  to  them  in ;  which,  I  know,  is  my  du- 
ty :  and  that,  by  the  grace  of  god,  I  will  never  fail  in  to 
my  utmoft.  But  all  men  are  not  reafonable;  and  there 
is  no  curing  a  general  jealoufy  otherwife,  than  to  let  time 
fliew  men,  that  there  was  no  caufe  for  their  apprehen- 
fions :  as  in  truth,  I  hope,  there  will  not  be.  However  I 
am  really  afraid,  that  thefe  fancies,  ( to  call  them  no  o- 
ther)  which  men  have  taken  up,  will  have  an  ill  in£uenck 
upon  the  revenue.:  but  it  is  too  early  to  fpeak  of  that  yet, 
to  any  body,  but  ydurfelf.  If  there  muft  be  roman  ca- 
tholick  officers  in  the  army,  and,  judges  of  the  fame  reli- 
gion ;  it  were  to  be  wifhed,  they  were  EngUlhmen,  fent 
out  of  England  ;  and  not  Irilh,  who  have  all  their  inte- 
reft  here ;  not  to  fay  any  more  of  them.  And  the  king 
himfelf  feemed  to  me  to  be  of  that  opinion,  that  the  great 
contention  here  was  more  between  Englifli  and  Irifli,  than 
between  catholick  and  proteftant ;  which  certainly  was  a 
true  notion :  and  therefore  one  would  wonder  the  more 
at  what  is  doing.  Nothing,  in  my  opinion,  is  more  for 
the  king's  fervice,  in  order  to  the  fettling  the  minds  of 
his  fubjeds  here,  than  the  letting  them  think  themfelves 
fecure  in  their  properties :  which  nothing  could  more  ef- 
feflually  compafs,  than  another  commiffion  of  grace,  in 
the  fame  manner  as  the  laft  was ;  which  ended  by  the 

death 
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deatii  of  the  late  king.  I  do  not  fpeak  this  raflily  ;  nor 
can  I  have  any  intereft  in  it :  but  purely  for  the  king's 
fervice.  A  con&mation  to  men  of  their  eftates  from  his 
.  prcfent  majefty  would  be  a  lecurity  beyond  doubt :  and, 
though  the-  commiffion  were  not  to  compel  people  to 
come  in ;  yet,  I  dare  fay,  there  is  not  a  man  in  Ireland, 
even  Irifli  as  well  as  Englifti,  (and  the  firft  are  very  ma- 
ny) who  would  not  come  in.  Moft  certainly  it  would 
raife  a  great  fum  of  money ;  for  I  have  fome  reafon  to  be- 
lieve, that  men  woidd  give  money  for  a  confirmation  of 
their  eftates,  to  which  they  have  a  legal  title,  as  well  as 
for  what  may  be  defeftive.  Pray,  think  of  this ;  and,  if 
you  are  fatisfied,  propofe  it  where  you  think  proper.  I 
verily  believe,  the  talking  that  fuch  a  thing  would  be  (if 
it  may  be  talked  of)  would  do  a  great  deal  of  good  here ; 
and  fill  men's  minds  with  fomething  eUe,  than  their  me- 
Jancholly  apprehenfions.  But  it  were  to  be  wi(hed  then, 
that  the  cotamiflioners  might  be  Englifli :  the  money, 
which  would  arife  hereby,  would  abundantly  enable  the 
king  to  gratify  the  Irifli,  to  what  degree  he  thought  fit. 
I  do  fully  agree  with  you  in  what  you  recommend  to  me 
concerning  fir  Ch.  Porter;  and  you  may  be  moft  con- 
fident, though  I  did  not  know  him,  my  conduft  fliall 
never  be  found  fault  with  towards  any  one,  whom  the 
king  employs  in  any  ftation. 

The  common  news  letters,  which  come  from  Eng- 
land, and  which  very  often  contain  very  fcurvy  things, 
have  ever  fince  July  laft  been  printed  here ;  one  of  the  lateft 
is  here  enclofed :  and  thefe  run  about  the  kingdom,  as  if 
they  were  publiflied  by  authority.  And  therefore,  by  or- 
der of  council,  1  have  caufcd  the  prohibiting  any  books 
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or  pamphlets  what&ever  to  be  printed,  without  licence 
from  proper  perfons  thereto  appointed;  which,  I  hope, 
will  not  be  found  f^ult  with.    God  keep  you  and  yours. 

You  will  allow  me  to  be  inquilitive  after  the  fuccefs  of 
Mr.  Price's  anfwer :  what  fatisfaiftion  it  gives  to  the  king ; 
and  what  the  accufer  (ays  to  it.  I  leave  it  to  you ;  whe- 
ther you  will  put  my  letter  to  the  king  in  my  lord  Sun- 
derland's cover,  or  deliver  it  yourfelf  to  his  majefty.  I 
think,  I  have  faid  nothing  in  either  of  the  letters  but  what 
becomes  me,  and  yet  with  duty  and  fubmiffion.

I  HAVE  prefumed,  upon  fome  late  news  from  England, 
to  write  at  large  to  my  lord  prelident ;  to  which  I 
humbly  beg  your  majefty 's  favourable  conflruftion,  when 
you  read  it.  I  have  laid  nothing,  but  what  I  thought  my 
duty  in  reference  to  your  majefty's  fervice,  that  you  may 
be  fully  informed  of  the  true  ftate  of  things ;  efpedally 
of  matter  of  {a.& :  and,  when  I  have  done  that,  all  your 
commands  fliall  be  as  pundhially  obeyed  by  me,  as  by 
any  one.  When  I  had  the  honour  to  difcourfe  with  your 
majefty  upon  the  affairs  of  this  country,  you  were  pleafed 
to  fay,  that  you  looked  upon  the  differences  here  to  be 
rather  between  Englifh  and  Iriih,  than  between  catholick 
and  proteftant ;  which  certainly,  Sir,  is  a  mcA  true  no- 
tion. Aijd,  upon  that  account,  if  I  might  prefume  to 
offer  my  humble  advice  to  your  majefty,  (which  I  will 
never  do  in  any  thing,  but  as  if  it  were  for  my  life)  it 

fliould 
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{hould  be,  that,  whatever  officers,  military  or  civil,  you 
fliall  think  fit  to  employ  in  this  kingdom  of  the  roman 
catholick  religion,  (for  the  prefent  at  leaft)  might  be 
Engliflimen  from  England.  I  know,  I  ought  to  fay  this 
to  none  but  your  majefty ;  nor  do  I :  and  to  you  I  offer 
it,  Sir,  with  all  poffible  (ubmiffion,  without  any  difrefpeft 
to  thofe  very  worthy  perfons,  who  are  of  this  country,  as 
a  thing,  that  would  be  extremely  for  your  fervice.  I  do 
moft  humbly  beg  your  majefty's  pardon  for  what  I  have 
preluroed  to  fay  in  this  letter,  and  in  my  lord  prefident's. 
Nothing  in  either,  I  hope,  can  difpleafe  you :  I  am  fure, 
I  make  it  the  bufinefs  of  my  life  to  ferve  you,  to  the  beft 
of  my  underftanding ;  and  will  always  obey  you,  as  be- 
comes.

My  Lord,  Dublin  Caftle,  March  14.  i68|. 

ON  thurfday  laft  arrived  here  3  packets  froin  Eng- 
land ;  among  which  I  had  the  favour  of  your  lord- 
fliip's  of  the  3d  inftant :  for  the  kindnefs  of  which  I  give 
you  my  humble  thanks ;  and  hope,  I  fliall  never  deferve 
other  from  you.  By  the  laft  expreffion  of  your  letter  you 
put  me  in  expeiftation  of  fpeedily  receiving  orders  from 
you  upon  feveral  fubje£ts.  I  have  in  fome  of  my  late  let- 
ters entertained  your  lordfliip  with  news  from  England : 

and, 
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and,  though  I  am  no  great  believer  of  common  reports, 
yet  when  feme  of  them,  and  of  no  fmall  importance, 
prove  true,  one  cannot  help  hearkening  fomcthing  to 
them  ;  and  upon  that  account  I  take  the  Uberty  to  ac- 
quaint your  lordfhip,  that  the  laft  letters  from  England 
have  filled  the  town  with  great  changes,  that  are  to  be 
here,  not  only  in  the  army,  but  likewife  amongft  the 
judges.  Several  letters  to  people  here  I  have  feen :  fome 
fay  thus— You  will  have  great  alterations  in  the  army  of 
Ireland ;  many  officers  put  out,  and  new  one's  put  in :  I 
have  feen  the  commifllons  figned  at  the  fecretary's  office ; 
but  cannot  fay,  how  many  there  are.  And  fo  names  fe- 
veral  to  be  put  out ;  'many  of  whom  are  very  good  men, 
I  muft  needs  fay ;  and,  I  am  verily  perfuaded,  would  not 
be  difplaced,  if  the  king  were  rightly  informed  of  their 
perfons  and  merits.  Other  letters  mention  feveral  of  the 
judges  to  be  removed,  and  fay,  they  believe  it,  becaufe 
fuch  have  told  it  them  ;  and  they  name  for  their  authors 
perfons  eminent  about  his  majefty.  The  perfons,  named 
to  be  removed,  are  fir  Rich.  Reynolds,  jufticc  Johnlbn, 
and  fir  Stand.  Harftowne :  thofe  faid  to  fucceed  them  are 
Mr.  Rice,  Mr.  Nangle,  and  Mr,  Nugent.  I  beg  leave  to 
obferve  to  your  lordihip,  that  I  am  required,  by  the  4th 
inftrucftion,  to  enquire  into  the  behaviour  of  the  judges 
and  minifters  of  the  feveral  courts  of  judicature ;  and,  if 
your  lordfliip  confiders  the  time  of  my  being  here,  I  hope, 
I  {hall  not  be  accounted  negligent  for  not  having  ^iven 
an  account  thereof  hitherto.  My  lord,  I  have  not  been 
backward  in  my  enquiries,  nor  in  my  obfervations ;  and 
I  do  not  doubt,  but,  at  their  return  from  their  circuits, 
Jhall  be  able  to  make  fuch  a  reprefentation  of  them,  as  I 
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ftiall  not  be  afhamed  to  juftify,  be  it  in  their  favour,  or 
to  their  prejudice.  I  have  very  little  acquaintance  with 
any  of  the  men ;  and  I  am  fure,  I  can  have  no  tempta- 
tion to  inform  any  thing  but  the  truth  of  every  one. 

My  lord,  I  am  directed  by  my  30th  inftrudlion  to  give 
my  opinion  concerning  the  putting  the  roman  catholicks 
into  the  offices  of  iherms  and  juftices  of  the  peace,  &c.  as 
they  have  been  heretofore.  I  have  not  been  without 
thoughts  upon  this  matter:  but  Hill,  confidering  how 
fhort  a  time  I  have  been  here,  I  hope,  it  will  not  be  won- 
dered, that  I  have  not  thought  fit  to  give  a  rafli  judg- 
ment in  a  matter  of  that  importance.  For,  in  truth,  I 
did  defire  to  advife  with  men  of  different  perfuafions ; 
which  is  the  beft  way  to  form  the  moft  impartial  opinion : 
and  it  would  not  have  been  long  before  I  fliould  have 
laid  fuch  an  one  before  your  lordfhip,  as  I  would  have 
ftood  by;  whatever  it  had  been.  But,  fince  I  am  not 
ready  yet  for  that,  however,  that  I  may  not  be  blamed 
for  not  laying  before  his  inajefty  the  matter  of  faft,  as  it 
ftands,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  your  lordflup  to  the  ftatute 
made  in  the  fecond  year  of  the  queen,  chapter  the  firft ; 
which  direSs,  that  all  civil  and  temporal  officers,  as  well 
as  eccleliaftical,  (hall  take  the  oath  of  fupremacy.  I  will 
not  take  upon  me  to  deliver  an  opinion  upon  this  law ; 
but  leave  it  to  the  more  fkilful.  It  cannot  be  denied,  but 
that,  before  the  rebellion,  feveral  roman  catholicks  (but 
generally  thofe  of  the  Engliih  pale )  were  flieriffs,  and  in 
the  commiffion  of  peace ;  but  I  am  ail'ured,  that  all  the 
commiffions  ( and  fome  I  have  feen )  required  the  oath  to 
be  adminiftered :  how  it  was  connived  at,  I  know  not ; 
for  the  returns  do  not  appear.  I  am  likewife  credibly  in- 
P  .  formed. 
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formed,  tKat  there  never  was,  fince  the  making  of  that 
ftatute,  any  roman  catholick  a  judge  in  any  of  the  courts 
of  judicature.  I  have  thought  fit,  according  to , my  duty, 
through  your  lordfhip's  hands  to  lay  this  whole  matter 
thus  befiOTe  his  majefty,  with  all  poffible  fubmiffion ;  for 
which,  I  hope,  he  will  not  be  offended.  The  king  is  the 
beft  judge  of  all  his  affairs :  and  when  he  is  throughly  in- 
formed of  things,  he  Ihall  find  as  ready  an  obedience  from 
me,  as  from  any  one.  My  lord,  I  fliall  be  able  to  do  the 
king  more  or  lefs  fervice  here,  according  to  the  credit  and 
countenance  the  world  finds  I  have  firom  his  majefty.  If 
thefe  great  changes,  both  military  and  civil,  are  true ; 
how  very  little  muft  it  make  me  (which  is  not  to  be  va- 
lued, if  my  being  fo  in  this  ftation  did  not  influence  the 
king's  affairs)  to  know  of  nothing,  but  by  letters  to  other 
people,  or  common  news  letters.  Certainly  it  would  not 
be  to  the  prejudice  of  the  king's  fervice  to  have  the  c^f 
governour  a  little  confulted  with ;  efpedally,  fince  what- 
ever chara£ters  or  leprefentations  I  make  of  things  or  per- 
fons,  the  king  is  only  thereby  the  more  fully  informed  of 
all  particulars,  and  may  ftill  do  what  he  pleafeth.  And 
fince  his  majefty  knows,  that  I  will,  as  well  as  muft  obey 
him ;  let  me  befeech  your  lordftup,  upon  whole  favour 
and  friendftiip  I  have  fo  much  reafon  to  depend,  that  you 
will  be  pleafed  a  httle  to  confider  the  2  2d,  23d,  and 
28th  of  my  inflruaions ;  the  obfervation  of  which  would 
make  m?  more  capable,  to  fcrve  the  king ;  and  not  put 
any  thing  lefs  in  his  majefty 's  power,  (which  god  forbid  it 
fhould  do)  nor  more  in  mine.' 

Having  in  mine  of  the  2d  inflant  mentioned  fir  Charles 
Feilding  to  your  lordfhip,   I  fhould  not  have  &id  any 

thing 
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thing  more  of  him,  but  that  he  has  acquainted  me,  that 
he  had  a  letter  by  the  laft  packet  from  a  friend  of  his  at 
London ;  which  tells  him,  that  he  is  certainly  to  be  re- 
moved, and  to  have  colonel  Rullell's  regiment.  Sir  Charles 
has  eameftly  delued  me  to  reprefent  his  cafe  to  the  king ; 
which  I  beg  leave  to  do  by  your  lordfliip,  and  humbly  to 
befeech  his  majefty,  that  he  may  be  continued  as  he  is. 
He  fays,  the  being  removed  from  the  ftation  he  is  in  to 
a  regiment  is  not  a  preferment  to  him.  Indeed  he  is  a 
very  good  man,  and  has  always  ferved  the  king  well :  I 
do  heartily  wifh,  the  king  may  think  fit  to  gratify  him  in 
this  his  requeft.  I  do  b^  your  lordfliip's  pardon  for  the 
great  trouble  I  have  given  you  in  this  letter ;  but  it  is  ac- 
ceding to  die  freedom  your  lordfliip  gave  me  leave  to  ufe 
towards  you  >  which  I  will  endeavour  to  deferve  by  all 
the  teftimonies,  that  can  be  given,  of  refped,  by,

WE  have  no  letters  from  England  fince  my  laft,  by 
reaibn  of  die  very  high  and  contrary  winds ;  but 
the  Iri/hmen  ai  the  coflfee-houfes  do  every  day  produce 
new  letters  from  England,  from  great  people  at  court, 
confirming  all  the  changes  I  mentioned  in  my  laft,  and 

adding  much  more  to  the  greatnefs  of  lord  T ,  and 
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with  what  large  powers  he  comes  endowed :  which  to 
fober  men  feems  very  ridiculous ;  though  the  young  lord 
Dungan,  and  others  of  quality  {of  that  nation)  vouch  and 
publiQi  the  reports.  I  know  not  what  to  think  of  them; 
but  I  have  no  mind  to  believe  that  the  king,  after  the 
gracious  manner  of  his  fending  me  hither,  and  the  very 
many  moft  generous  and  obliging  expreffions  he  was 
pleafed  to  make  to  me,  will  put  a  difgrace  or  mortifica- 
tion upon  me,  by  giving  any  man  a  power  intrenching 
upon  what  he  has  been  before  pleafed  to  grant  to  me; 
and  I  hope,  my  friends  there  will  not  think  it  unreafon- 
able  to  appear  for  me  in  that  point,  fince  it  is  but  what 
every  man  would  exped  for  himfelf  in  the  like  cafe. 

I  writ  to  you  in  my  1 3th  of  the  9th  inftant  in  the  be- 
half of  Bofwood  the  fub-colled:or  of  this  port ;  who,  by 
the  death  of  his  priiici|ial  Mr.  Genew,  and  Mr.  Kingdon 
together,  is  like  to  be  undone.  It  is  faid  likewife  here, 
that  Mr.  Bridges  the  commiflioner  is  like  to  finart  by 
Kingdon's  death :  but  that  will  not  concern  the  king, 
fridges  was,  I  am  told,  brought  into  the  employment  by 
Kingdon ;  and  fo  was  the  coUeflor  Henry  Genew.  Thefe 
three,  when  all  here,  drove  a  fubtile  trade ;  and  Mr.  Ge- 
new conftantly  made  ufe  of  2000I.  a  quarter  of  the  king's 
money ;  which  the  commifTioners  of  the  revenue  (though 
fome  of  them  fufpefled  it)  could  not  deteS :  but  now, 
upon  the  death  of  Genew,  Bofwood  has  laid  open  the 
whole  commerce  to  me,  by  fliewing  me  the  ori^nal  ac- 
counts of  calh  between  him  and  Genew,.  and  between 
him  and  Kingdon ;  all  which  was  taken  out  of  the  king's 
cafli.  Upon  the  whole,  I  find  Henry  Genew  is  indebted 
to  Bofwood,  by  account  ftated  the  zjthof  december  laft, 

the 
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the  fum  of  5  56I.  8s.  6d ;  and  that  Mr.  Kingdon  is  indebt- 
ed likewife  to  the  faid  Bofwood  the  fum  of  3  861.  14s. 
lod:  fo  that  they  both  togtther  owe  Bofwood  943I.  3s. 
4d ;  which  fum  Bofwood  owes  to  the  king's  cafli.  Bof- 
wood excufcs  himfelf  for  making  ufe  of  the  king's  money 
by  faying,  that  he  was  fcrvant  to  Mr.  Genew,  and  was  to 
do  as  he  direded  him;  Genew  being  the  perlbn,  who 
was  accountable  to  the  king.  For  his  making  ufe  of  the 
king's  money  to  anfwer  Mr.  Kingdon's  occauons,  he  can 
lay  lefs ;  but  only  that  he  thinks,  Mr.  Genew's  verbal  di- 
redtions  to  him,  to  anfwer  what  Mr.  Kingdon  fliould  draw 
upon  him,  will  juftify  him.  Upon  this  occafion  Bofwood 
Ihewed  me  a  letter  he  had  from  Genew  dated  the  ift  of 
feptember  laft ;  I  read  the  original  and  fend  you  a  copy 
x>f  it  for  the  extraordinarinefs,  that  you  may  fee  the  dif- 
truft  Genew  then  had  of  Kingdon ;  and  yet,  after  all  this, 
that  Bofwood  fcould  pay  700I.  for  Kingdon,  upon  bills 
that  were  not  drawn  upon  him,  as  I  am  fatisfied  he  has 
done,  is  very  ftrange.  Upon  the  whole  Bofwood  did  owe 
the  king  on  feturday  night  laft,  the  13th  of  this  inftant 
march,  the  fum  of  9431.  3s.  4d ;  which  fum  Genew's  fe- 
curity  muft  make  good,  they  being  to  anfiver  for  all  that 
was  done  in  Genew's  time ;  and  the  news  of  his  death 
came  not  hither  till  the  loth  inflant.  Henry  Genew's  fe- 
curity  to  the  king  are  his  brother  and  Mr.  Bridges,  who 
are  in  London  :  if  you  pleafc  to  fend  to  them  ( the  latter 
is  likewife  one  of  Kingdon's  executors)  to  pay  in  the  faid 
943I.  3s.  4d.  the  king  will  not  lofe  a  farthing.  I  beUeve, 
they  will  not  much  difpute  it,  having  2000I.  fecurity 
from  Bofwood,  which  he  gave  Mr.  Genew ;  from  whom 
they  may  recover  what  money  they  pay  for  Bofwood : 
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whaeas  the  king  ought  to  feek  his  money  of  none  but 
Genew's  fecurity.  Left  Bofwood's  being  thus  much  in 
the  king's  debt  fliould  refleift  on  me ;  I  think  myfelf  ob- 
liged to  give  you  an  account  of  the  care,  I  have  endea- 
voured to  take.  From  my  firft  arrival  here,  I  have  never 
failed  to  fpend  one  afternoon  in  the  week  with  the  com- 
miflioners  and  other  officers  of  the  revenue,  and  very  ma- 
ny times  oftner,  as  I  have  thought  there  has  been  occa- 
fion :  I  have  not  contented  myfelf  with  the  accounts  they 
gave  me,  and  with  Mr,  Price's  weekly  abftraft,  which  I 
conftantly  tranfmit  to  you ;  and  whereby  you  fee  whence 
the  money  comes,  which  he  has  in  that  week  received : 
but  I  caufe  an  actxMint  to  be  brought  to  me  of  the  pro- 
duce of  every  branch  of  the  revenue  of  the  port  of  Dub- 
lin within  that  week ;  by  which  I  fee,  what  the  colleAor 
has  received,  and  what  is  unpaid,  either  by  bonds  from 
merchants  according  to  the  ftatute,  or  in  arrear  in  the 
hands  of  the  retailing  brewers.  The  bonds  I  fee  myfelf; 
and  I  cauled  an  enquiry  to  be  made,  about  a  fortnight 
fince,  whether  all  the  brewers  are  really  in  arrear  as  much 
as  is  fet  upon  them ;  fo  that,  whilft  I  continue  this 
courfe,  it  is  impoffible  that  the  coUeflor  can  have  any 
money  in  his  hands :  and,  I  am  fure,  I  will  continue  this 
method,  as  long  as  I  am  here.  You  will  then  wonder, 
how  Bolwood  could  cover  or  conceal  fiich  a  fum  as  he 
now  proves  to  owe.  Why  truly,  I  can  only  lay,  that  be 
robbed  Peter  to  pay  Paul :  he  was  a  man  of  a  very  ho- 
neft  reputation.  Mr.  Strong  has  trufted  him  widi  his 
quarter's  falary  two  months  at  a  time,  till  he  had  occa- 
fion  to  ufe  it :  many  of  the  other  officers  of  the  port,  at 
the  quarter's  end,  give  him  acquittances  for  their  fidajies, 

and 
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and  leave  their  money  in  his  hands  to  the  value  of  5  or 
600I,  and  call  for  it  by  jl.  or  lol.  at  a  time:  by  thefc 
moneys  he  would  make  up  his  weekly  payments  of  the 
produce  to  the  receiver  general,  and  pay  his  creditors 
out  of  the  produce  of  the  following  week,  as  they  called 
for  any  little  fums.  This  is  a  tedious  difcourfe;  but  I 
know  not  how  to  make  it  fliorter,  that  you  may  be  as  fully 
informe4  as  I  would  have  you  in  this  and  all  other  par- 
ticulars relating  to  the  revenue ;  which  I  will  very  Ihort- 
ly  have  in  that  method,  that  I  will  know  by  the  20th  of 
every  month,  what  was  in  calh  in  each  coUedor's  hands, 
and  what  in  arrear,  and  upon  whom,  the  laft  day  of  the 
preceding  month.  The  bonds  from  merchants  upon  the 
imported  excifc  I  found  here  lodged  in  the  colleflor 
Boiwood's  hands;  which  I  did  not  think  proper:  they 
are  made  payable  to  Mr.  Price,  at  three  months,  accord- 
ing to  the  ftatute ;  and,  as  aU  money  ought  immediately 
to  be  paid  to  the  receiver  general,  I  have  therefore  or- 
dered the  bonds  to  be  put  into  his  hands  as  caih;  and  he 
Ihall  give  me  an  account  weekly  of  what  he  receives  from 
them,  as  of  his  other  receipts.  I  keep  a  lift  of  the  bonds 
likewife  by  me ;  whereby  I  fee  the  time  when  any  of 
them  become  due,  and  fo  can  make  my  enquiries  accord- 
ingly. It  would  be  better  for  the  king,  if  the  merchants, 
would  pay  down  all  their  money,  and  take  an  abatement 
of  lol.  per  cent,  for  their  yearly  payment,  as  the  ftatute 
allows :  hilt  moft  of  the  eminent  dealers  here  are  only 
faiSors,  and  are  not  fo  well  provided  with  ready  money  j 
but  their  bonds  are  good,  and  the  king  will  have  no  lofs, 
if  they  are  dijy  called  upon ;  as,  I  am  fure,  they  have 
been,  £nce  I  have  been  here.     I  thought  it  better  to  put 
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all  this  that  I  have  faid  into  my  private  letter ;  becaiife 
no  body  reads  thofe  letters,  but  fuch  as  you  have  a  mind 
to :  when  you  have  it,  you  may  make  what  ufe  you 
think  fit  of  what  I  write.  Here  daily  (that  is,  very  often) 
come  in  odd  books  from  foreign  parts,  from  France :  they 
are  of  courfe  flopped  at  the  cuftom-houfe;  and  I  order 
them  there  to  be  kept.  You  will  fee  what  I  have  written 
to  my  lord  prefident  upon  that  fiibjeS ;  which,  1  hope, 
is  not  amifs.  I  do  not  fend  him  any  of  the  books ;  which 
may  be  done,  as  he  (hall  appoint :  but  I  fend  you  one  of 
each ;  and  I  wifli,  you  would  diie&  your  chaplain,  or 
fomebody,  to  give  you  an  account  of^  them ;  and  then 
you  will  be  able  to  tell  me,  whether  I  have  done  well  in 
flopping  them,  and  juftify  me  there  in  fo  doing,  if  you 
hear  it  fpoken  of.  "  Pax  vobis"  was  feized  about  lo  days 
fince :  the  two  other  little  ones  but  yefterday.  God  keep 
you  and  all  yours  &c.

WHENEVER  any  packet  comesfrom  England,  there 
come  with  it  feveral  news  letters,  fuch  as  are  fent 
up  and  down  in  London  to  coffee-houfes ;  in  which,  your 
lordfhip  knows,  there  are  very  often  ill  things  written, 
and  moft  commonly  very  foolifh  ftories  told ;  and,  for 
the  thoft  part,  lies.  Thefe  are  ptefently  printed  here, 
and  fo  difperfed  about  the  kingdom ;  and  are  thought  to 
be  publiflied  by  authority.  This  has  been  the  pradirice 
ever  fince  June  or  July  laft  :  whereupon  I  have  thought 

fit. 
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fit,  by  order  of  council  to  forbid  the  printing  of  any  books 
or  pamphlets  whatfbever,  without  licence  from  the  pro- 
per perfons ;  in  which  I  hope  to  have  your  lordmip's 
approbation.  Here  come  very  often  books  out  of  France ; 
which  ought  not  to  be  given  out  of  the  king's  ware- 
houfe,  till  firft  examined  by  the  arch-bifhop's  chaplain. 
I  have  direded  no  notice  to  be  taken  of  breviaries,  or 
hours  of  prayer,  or  fuch  books  as  are  for  peoples  devo-  . 
tion.  But,  for  books  of  controverfy,  truly  I  take  the  li- 
berty to  flop  them,  till  farther  order ;  and  my  direftions 
are  to  flop  thole  which  come  on  either  fide ;  which,  I 
hope,  will  not  be  dilallowed  of:  if  it  be,  I  can  eafily 
order  the  books  to  be  freed.  About  lo  days  fince,  in  a 
veflel  fi'om  Rouen,  there  came  a  parcel  of  books ;  which 
I  have  caufed  to  be  flopped.  The  title  of  the  book  is,- 
"  Pax  Tobis ;"  or,  "  Gofpd  and  Liberty  againft  ancient  and 
"  modem  Papifts.  By  E.  G,  Preacher  of  the  Word.  Dedi- 
«  cated  to  the  right  hottcAirable  the  lord  Hallifex."  It  is  a 
very  ill  book  ;  and  nothing  but  controverfy. 

Yefterday-,  in  a  fhip  from  France,  came  a  parcel  of 
ether  books ;  which  I  have  likewife  caufed  to  be  feized. 
The  title  of  one  is,  "  The  bleeding  Ephigenia  8cc."  of  the 
other,  "  A  Ponderation  upon  certain  branches  and  parts  of 
"  the  Aft  of  Indemnity  and  Oblivion,  paffed  anno  1 660." 
Thefe  are  not  concerning  religion,  but  the  ftate:  and, 
in  truth,  are  libels  upon  the  late  king,  and  his  govern- 
ment ;  and  tend  to  the  ftirring  up  people  againft  the  fet- 
tlements  here. 

Two  days  fince  a  printer  of  this  town  petitioned  me  to 

have  liberty  to  print  the  papers,  which  were  found  in  the 

late  king's  clofet,  as  they  have  been  in  England ;  which 

Q_  I  thought 
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I  thought  not  fit  to  grant  at  prefent,  till  I  know  his  ma- 
jefly's  pleafure ;  which  I  defire  to  have  from  your  lord^ 
fliip.  i  am  fure,  it  is  the  fafeft  way  not'to  err,  tff  do  no-  ■ 
thing  without  direSion  and  order.  I  have  nothing  fur- 
ther to  acquaint  your  lordfhip  at  prefent,  but  to  aflure 
you,  that  I  am  with  all  poffible  refpedl,

THIS  day  about  noon  came  in  4  packets  from  Eng- 
land J  which  brought  letters  of  the  6th,  9th,  nth, 
and  1 3th  inflant ;  among  which  I  have  received  yours  of 
the  6th,  and  13th.  I  am  very  glad  to  find  by  the  firft 
of  them,  that  the  king  had  the  patience  to  hear  read  the 
long  papers  concerning  Mr.  Price,  and  that  he  judged  So 
rightly  of  them.  I  will  prefume  to  &y,  would  his  majef- 
ty  be  pleafed  to  caufe  thofe  complaints  and  reprelenta- 
tions,  which  are  made  to  him  againft  mai,  to  be  duly 
examined,  he  would  not  be  oiFended  with  fo  many  of  his 
fubjefls  here,  as  he  feems  to  be ;  and,  for  my  own  part, 
I  will  be  content  to  undergo  the  ^evereft  punilhment, 
when  I  make  any  partial  charaSer  of  any  man  living.  I 
ftiall  be  very  well  pleafed,  if  you  can  preferve  poor  Jo. 
Philipps ;  who  is  his  uncle  Robert's  own  nephew :  and  I 
need  not  fay  more  of  him.  As  to  the  king's  giving  credit  to 

the 
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the  informations  my  lord  T —  gives  him  of  men,  I  only 
&y,  that  in  a  little  time,  I  am  very  confident,  his  raajef- 
ty  will  find,  that  moft  of  them  ought  to  have  been  weigh- 
ed and  confidered.  As  to  the  alterations  like  to  be  among 
the  judges,  I  writ  fo  largely  upon  that  matter  in  mine  of 
the  14th  to  my  lord  prefident,  which  I  enclofed  in  one  of 
the  fame  date  to  you,  that  I  need  add  nothing  to  it :  as 
to  the  advice  you  give  me  of  fending  over  the  beft  infor- 
mations I  can  get  of  people  here,  and  as  foon  as  I  can,  I 
do  purpofe  to  follow  it;  but  really,  fhould  I  have  fent 
over  ill  reprefentations  of  any  in  office  here,  I  muft  have 
been  thought  partial,  and  committed  the  fame  error, 
which  I  find  fault  in  others  for.  I  have  not  been  inform-  ■ 
ed  of  any  thing  to  the  prejudice  of  any  of  the  judges,  as 
to  their  principles  or  afiedions ;  and  I  thought  their  go- 
ing this  circuit,  would  have  been  of  ufe  in  order  to  my 
information ;  and  afliire  yourfelf,  there  go  thofe  in  eve- 
IT  circuit,  who  will  watch  them :  and,  I  will  venture  to 
fay,  thofe,  whole  informations  againfl  thetn  are  believed, 
know  as  little  of  them  (as  to  their  own  knowledge)  as  I 
do;  and,  I  fear,  are  prejudiced  by  the  informations  of 
others.  Moft  certainly  as  foon  as  I  difcover,  and  I  am 
like  to  find  it  out  as  foon  as  another,  any  one  in  place, 
whom  I  do  not  judge  proper  for  his  ftation,  I  will,  accord- 
ing to  my  duty,  reprefent  it.  I  hope,  what  I  faid  to  you 
in  one  of  my  laft  letters  will  fatisfy  you  concerning  Mr. 
Genew's  place ;  and  that  you  will  agree,  it  fhall  be  dif- 
pofed  of  in  the  manner  I  mentioned :  if  not,  I  hope,  you 
will  not  take  it  amifs,  if  I  objefl  to  Sam.  Bridges'  hav- 
ing it,  at  leaft  till  I  hear  again  from  you.  I  have  feen 
your  inftrudions  to  the  commiffioners ;  and  do  not  find, 
0.2  but 
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but  the  7th  article  — That  they  {hould  put  in  no  officer 
for  favour  &c.  has  been  well  obferved;  though  perhaps 
fome  other  particulars  have  been  more  remiflly  executed, 
than  they  ought  to  have  been ;  of  which  you  £hall  have 
an  account  in  due  place.  I  pretend,  that  the  chief  go- 
vernour  has  fometmng  to  do  in  putting  in  officers  into 
the  revenue ;  that  is,  they  are  to  be  approved  of  by  him. 
JPor  my  own  part,  I  fliall  be  advifed  by  the  comniiffion- 
ers :  but,  in  places  of  importance  it  will  not  be  amifs 
fometimes  to  let  them  fee,  that  I  will  concern  myfelf ; 
and,  in  thefc  cafes,  I  will  give  you  an  account,  and  keep 
the  place  void,  till  I  hear  fully  from  you.  As,  in  this 
prefent  cafe,  Bofwood,  Mr.  Genew's  deputy,  is  continued 
by  the  commiffioners  to  look  to  the '  colleaion  of  this 
port,  till  further  order,  and  pays  in  the  money  weekly ; 
for  the  due  performance  of  which  he  has  given  liifficient 
fecurity.  As  to  Mr.  Samuel  Bridges,  pray  remember,  he 
is  brother  to  one  of  the  commiffioners ;  which  I  do  think 
will  hot  be  convenient.  The  commiffioner  himfelf  (to 
whom  I  would  not  do  a  prejudice ;  though  I  muft  fliort- 
ly  fay  fomething  to  you  of  him)  is  thought  to  be  dipped 
with  Mr.  Kingdon  :  if  that  ffiould  be  true,  judge  then, 
how  fatal  it  might  be  for  him  to  be  mafter  of  the  cafh  of 
this  port ;  which  he  would  certainly  be,  if  his  brother  be 
in  that  place :  and  fo  the  two  brothers  will  be  able  to 
continue  the  trade,  which  was  driven  on  by  Mr.  King- 
don, and  Mr.  Genew ;  and  which  I  would  fain  put  an 
end  to.  Here  is  another  brother  Bridges,  a  captain  in  the 
army  and  govemour  of  Calmore  fort,  who  is  indeed  a  ve- 
ry good  fort  of  man,  and  of  a  very  good  underftanding : 
not  that  I  would  have  him  in  this  office.    But  I  can  have 
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no  great  reverence  for  the  abilities  of  the  commiffioner ; 
nor  can  I  forget  the  diflionefty  of  the  other  brother  at 
London;  who  cut  out  the  leaves  of  the  chimney-books. 
For  this  Samuel,  you  mention,  I  know  him  not ;  and  fo 
can  fay  nothing  to  him.  As  for  Nobbs,  he  depends,  it  is 
true,  upon  Mr.  Ellis,  fecretary  to  the  commiflloners ;  but 
I  hear  nothing  extraordinary  of  him :  I  will  enquire  after 
him.  And  you  may  be  fure,  the  beft  man  fliall  always 
be  preferred ;  and,  as  you  advife,  always  an  Englilhman 
rather  than  any  other,  and  without  any  favour,  affeflion, 
or  money :  but,  as  to  this  place  now  in  queftion,  nothing 
fliall  be  done  in  it,  till  I  hear  fiiUy  from  you.  I  am  very 
glad  to  find  by  your's  of  the  1 3th,  that  mine  of  the  2d 
inftant,  and  all  my  others  before  that,  were  come  fafe  to 
you  ;  fo  that,  I  hope,  the  fear  of  their  falling  into  ill 
hands  is  quite  over.  Captain  Forbes  arrived  here  with  the 
packet,  and  came  immediately  to  me :  he  tells  me,  the 
report  is  great  in  England  of  alterations,  that  are  to  be 
made  here ;  but  he  protefts,  he  knows  of  none  in  parti- 
cular, though  he  fays,  he  was  told  at  the  fecretary 's  of- 
fice, that  all  the  commifllons  were  fealed.  He  fays,  that 
Iwd  T —  was  fo  referved,  that  he  would  not  own,  what 
command  he  was  to  have  himlelf,  nor  that  he  had 
thoughts  of  coming  quickly  over ;  but  his  own  letters  to 
his  fervants  bid  them  make  ready  for  him,  at  his  own 
houfe  about  10  miles  of;  for  he  fliall  be  there  fpeedily. 
Thefe  laft  letters  fay,  my  lord  Granard  is  to  be  prefident 
of  the  council  here ;  an  office  not  known  in  this  king- 
dom :  many  other  ftories  they  tell ;  one  is,  that  I  am  call- 
ed home.  Some  letters  fay,  there  will  be  an  alteration 
among  the  judges';  but  that  men  will  be  fent  out  of  Eng- 
land 
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land  to  fill  their  places,  and  that  none  of  the  natives  will 
be  admitted :  I  wifli,  that  may  be  true.  The  not  filling 
the  bilhopricks  does  more  amaze  people,  than  any  thing 
elfe.  I  have  lately  feen  a  letter,  to  a  friend  of  mine  here, 
out  of  the  country  about  40  miles  off;  which  fays,  that  the 
priefls  there  do  report,  that  the  king  has  fenl  to  the  pope 
about  filling  the  See  of  Cafhell :  you  may  eafily  imagine, 
whether  fuch  ftories  will  not  raife  apprehenfions  in  men's 
minds.  Your  telling  me,  that  the  king  was  well  pleafed 
with  thofe  letters  which  my  lord  prefident  read  to  him,  is 
the  only  cordial  I  have  had,  whereby  I  have  found,  that 
what  I  do  was  agreeable  to  him.  As  fbon  as  I  receive  his 
direfiions  from  my  lord  prefident,  ( which  I  have  not  yet 
done)  they  fhall  be  purfned.  I  will  very  quickly  fend 
over  a  lift  of  what  judges  have  heen  here  for  many  ages  ; 
which  is  taken  out  of  the  records  j  whereby,  I  am  told, 
it  will  appear,  that  none  of  the  natives  were  allowed  to 
be  upon  any  of  the  benches,  even  before  the  difierence  in 
religion ;  but  of  this  I  fay  nothing,  till  I  fend  my  evi- 
dence. I  am  glad  the  king  fees  I  take  pains :  indeed  I  do, 
and  you  know,  I  can  do  it ;  and  do  intend  to  value  my- 
felf  upon  throughly  underftanding  every  tittle  and  nicety 
of  every  branch  of  the  revenue  of  this  kingdom,  if  I  am 
let  alone;  which,  I  am  fure,  will  not  be  to  the  king's 
difadvantage.  I  am  fure,  it  will  encreafe,  if  men  are  not 
frighted  out  of  their  wits ;  and,  I  am  fure,  I  do  all  that  lies 
in  me  to  keep  up  their  fpirits.  If  the  king  had  a  right 
reprefentation  of  the  feveral  intercfts  of  this  kingdom, 
(which,  I  will  prefume  to  fay,  he  will  fcarce  have  from  a 
native)  I  anv  fure,  all  would  do  well ;  and  fuch  a  one  he 
Aiall  have,  (as  fhort  drawn  as  may  be)  as  foon  as  it  is  pof-

The  packet 
goes  awajr  again  tonight,  (for  I  keep  the  poftmafter  to 
his  days)  if  the  wind  be  good;  fo  that  I  mall  write  no 
other  letters  by  this  poll :  by  the  tuefday's  packet  I  ftiall 
anfwer  all  the  other  letters,  I  have  now  received.

YOU  will  find  by  the  enclofed,  what  letters  the  laft 
poll  brought  me  from  my  lord  prefident ;  and  like- 
wife,  what  anfwer  I  have  written  to  mm :  which,  I  hope, 
is  modeft  enough.  I  am  fure,  all  the  matter  of  faft  I  men- 
tion is  true.  Good  god  I  that  all  little  trials  muft  be  in- 
formed of  there ;  and  diredtions  fent  me  for  the  putting 
them  eS,  without  leaving  it  in  the  leaA  to  my  difcretion ; 
who,  if  I  have  done  any  thing  of  my  duty,  (notwith- 
ftanding  the  ignorance  I  am  thought  to  be  in  by  my  late 
coming  hither)  muft  know  more  of  the  ftate  of  thofe  mat- 
ters, than  thofe,  who  defired  to  have  the  proceedings  flop- 
ped. This  Norman,  mentioned  in  the  letter  of  the  8th, 
I  know  nothing  of;  but  he  is  profecuted  by  dean  Manby, 
of  whom  I  gave  a  chara(£ler  in  a  former  letter  to  my  lord 
prefident,  as  far  as  I  could  give  it  upon  my  one  know- 
ledge :  which,  if  I  am  believed,  methinks  ihould  not  gain 
him  much  credit.  He  told  me,  that  he  was  fure,  I  fliould 
have  diredions  to  put  off  the  trial :  and  it  feems,  he  has 

very 
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very  good  friends,  who  can  prevail,  that  the  information 
of  a  perfon  unknown,  in  his  own  cafe,  ihall  gain  credit 
to  have  the  chief  governour  be  direfled  to  put  off  trials 
downright,  without  ever  enquiring  into  the  juftice  or  injuf- 
tice  of  it.  I  have  faid  nothing  of  this  particular,  you  fee, 
to  my  lord  prefident ;  becaufe  he  Ihould  not  think  me 
angry:  though,  in  truth,  fuch  things  would  move  one. 
But  I  will  not  be  angry :  no,  though  my  lord  T—  flibuld 
bring  down  the  commifllons  for  the  oiBcers  of  the  army, 
(as  fome  people  here  credibly  report,  he  will)  yet  I  will 
not  be  angry.  Nay,  let  him,  when  he  is  here,  carry  him- 
felf,  as  it  is  generally  believed  he  will,  and  feared  by  fome 
of  his  wifer  countrymen ;  yet  I  will  not  be  angry :  no- 
thing fliall  provoke  me  to  be  out  of  temper.  And  I  will 
have  the  vanity  to  tell  yoti,  ( though  a  man  ought  not  to 
brag  of  his  virtues )  that  it  is  hot  in  any  man's  power  to 
fay,  he  has  feen  me  in  the  leail  paffion,  fince  my  being 
here :  though,  perhaps,  I  haVe  nsid  fothe  provocations '; 
which  other  men  would  not  have  been  fo  filent  in.  But, 
by  the  grace  of  god,  I  will  not  be  provoked  to  be  angry 
with  any  body,  come  what  will ;  which,  perhaps,  will 
make  fome  people  fret.  This  morning  my  lord  Forbes 
Ihewed  me  a  letter  from  captain  Sheldon;  wherein  was 
written  to  this  effeS  —  My  lord  T —  fays,  my  lord  trea- 
furer  tells  him,  that  your  lordfhip  fays,  John  Philipps  has 
no  mind  to  part  with  his  employment  under  you.  My 
lord  T — defires  your  lordfliip  will  fignify,  whether  Phi- 
lipps did  not  defire  your  lordlhip,  that  he  might  furren- 
der  it  to  Arthur.  Upon  which  my  lord  Forbes  told  me; 
after  great  commendations  of  Philipps  (of  which  you  may 
fee  a  certificate;  if  you  pleafe,  in  colonel  Philipps'  hands, 

both 
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both  from  his  lordfliip  and  lord  Granard)  that  it  was  true, 
he  had  deiired  him  to  be  a  means,  that  he  might  furren- 
der  to  Arthur ;  that  it  was  becaufe  he  faw,  my  lord  T — 
would  have  him  out ;  and  thereupon  he  fliewed  me  Phi- 
lipps'  letter  to  him  to  that  very  eiFefl,  dated,  as  I  re- 
member, the  nth  of  december :  I  am  fure,  it  was 
in  that  month.  I  advifed  my  lord  Forbes  to  tell  the 
whole  truth,  and  to  fend  over  that  letter;  which,  he 
faid,  he  would :  fo  that,  when  my  lord  T —  fpeaks  with 
you  again  upon  that  matter,  you  may  call  upon  him  for 
that  letter,  and  you  may  confidently  aflert  to  his  lord- 
ihip,  that  he  had  no  intention  to  part  with  his  place ; 
(as  may  be  eafily  believed,  when  he  was  to  quit  that  for 
500I,  which  coft  him  iiool.)  but  becaufe  his  lordfhip 
told  him,  he  fhould  go  out.  And  he  thereupon  thought 
it  better  to  fecure  {bmething,  than  to  lofe  all  his  younger 
brother's  fortune.  I  am  quite  weary  of  making  thefe 
complaints  to  you ;  and  I  have  nothing  of  other  matters  to 
inform  you  of  at  prefent :  I  will  therefore  end  here,  and 
go  to  the  anfwering  of  fome  other  letters,  I  had  by  the 
laft  packet ;  which  came  in  on  faturday  from  the  treafu- 
ry-chamber.  Pray  think  of  what  I  faid  to  you,  in  mine 
of  the  14th  paft,  concerning  a  commiffion  of  grace :  if 
it  be  thought  fitting ;  it  would  do  me  credit,  if  it  came, 
or  was  talked  of,  upon  my  propofal  and  advice,  rather 
than  from  the  opinion  of  men  of  other  principles,  God 
keep  you  and  yours.

My  Lord,  Dublin  Caftle,  March  23. 1 6 8|. 

YESTERDAY  I  received  your  lordfliip's  of  the  8tti 
inftant,  direding  me  to  take  care  for  the  putting 
off  feveral  trials ;  which  were  to  be  brought  oa  at  thefe 
aiTizes.  My  lord,  the  affizes  for  the  counties  of  Down 
and  Londonderry  were,  held  on  the  1 8th  inftant,  where 
moft  of  the  conhderable  preibns,  your  lotdihip  mentions, 
were  to  be  tried.  However  I  doubt  not,  but  things  are 
gone,  as  they  ought  to  do :  for,  before  the  judges  went 
out  of  town,  in  the  charge  I  gave  them,  I  particularly 
directed  them  to  take  all  poiCble  care  in  the  trials  of  all 
Aich,  as  {hould  be  indidcd  for  words  fpoken  againft  the 
king ;  and  in  whatever  cales  the  king  was  concerned,  if 
his  majefty's  council  faid  they  were  not  ready  to  go  on, 
(and  fomc  are  appointed  in  every  circuit  to  be  of  council 
for  the  king)  all  fuch  trials  are  direded  to  be  put  oS  till 
the  next  ailizes ;  nay  even,  though  this  be  the  fecond  af- 
fizes, fince  the  men  were  indi(3ed :  which  may  be  thought 
hard ;  and  may  not  be  ^eeable  to  the  flti£b  rules  of  law. 
And  this  has  been  ob&rved  in  fuch  cafes,  as  have  hither- 
to happened ;  as  particularly  at  Trim,  where  the  affizes 
were  held  the  25th  paft ;  and  where  one  Mr.  Meredith. 
was  to  be  tried  for  words.  Becaule  that  matter  has  made 
a  great  noife,  and  the  gentleman  is  well  limken  of  by 
people  of  both  religions,  ( I  never  law  him  myfelf )  I  de- 
fired  Mr.  Nugent,  of  the  king's  council,  to  go  to  Trim, 
being  but  20  miles  from  hence :  which  he  did,  and 
brought  me  word,  that,  upon  his  motion  and  allegation

that  he  was  not  ready,  that  trial  was  put  off;  and  he 
much  conunended  to  me  the  carriage  of  the  judge,  baron 
Harftowne.  When  any  trials  are,  put  off,  the  parries  do 
all  give  bail  to  appear  at  the  time ;  which  they  have  all 
hitherto  (whom  I  have  had  an  account  of)  been  very 
ready  to  do.  But  indeed  the  accufers  have  not  been  lb ; 
but  have  thought  it  very  hard  to  be  bound  to  profecute : 
and  yet  that  muft  be,  or  the  judges  and  juAices  of  the 
peace  will  be  fufficiently  blamed.  As  foon  as  the  judges 
return,  I  intend  to  lay  before  your  lordfliip  a.perfed  ac- 
count of  all  the  indidments,  that  have  been  preferred 
tbe&  affixes  throughout  the  kingdom,  relating  to  his  ma- 
jefty  i  together  with  the  evidence  and  proofs,  and  what 
has  been  done  thereupon,  and  what  arc  put  off,  and 
why. 

I  have  received  your  lordihip's  of  the  1 1  th  inftant ;  to 
which  I  lliall  not  prefiime  to  fay  any  thing :  Ax,  ao 
doubt,  the  king  is  the  beft  judge,  what  alterations  to 
make  in  all  parts  of  his  government,  and  of  the  times  of 
making  them.  As  to  the  king's  not  advifing  with  me 
firft,  before  he  relblved  upon  any  of  thofe  matters ;  I  look 
upon  his  majefty's  declaration  of  the  method  he  intends 
to  have  obferved  in  things  of  that  nature,  to  proceed  from 
the  opinion  be  has,  that  the  beft  informarion  is  like  to 
come  froin  his  chief  governour ;  and,  as  he  is  pleafed  to 
fay  in  his  inftru<3ions,  to  enable  his  chief  governour  to 
ferve  him  the  better.  I  am  fure,  no  one  informarion  has 
been  given  me  which  I  have  not  tranfmitted  to  your  lord- 
fliip :  and  fhall  ever  do  &,  and  obey  the  orders  I  receive 
from  you.  But  I  beg  your  lordfliip  to  give  me  your  par- 
don, if  I  make  ufc  of  that  freedom  you  gave  me  leave  to 
■  R  2  write 
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write  to  you  in,  depending  fo  much,  as  I  have  rea&n  t» 
do,  upon  your  friendfhip :  and  therefore  you  will  excufe 
the  moan  I  make  to  you,  in  laying  before  you,  how  lit- 
tle I  (hall  be  made  in  the  opinion  of  the  people  here, 
without  fome  fupport  from  your  lordfliip ;  when  fojmany 
and  great  alterations  are  made  here,  and  I  know  nothing 
of  them,  but  from  common  fame ;  and  efpecially  fince 
fome  letters,  which  bring  the  news  of  changes,  (and  ma- 
ny of  thofe  reports  are  true ;  as  your  lordfhip  finds  by 
fome  of  my  letters)  take  care  to  fay,  that  this  and  this  is 
done,  and  my  lord  lieutenant  knows  nothing  of  it.  My 
lord,  I  would  have  the  king  pleafed  in  every  thing ;  and 
my  ambition  to  be  beft  able  to  ferve  bim  makes  me  make 
this  complaint  to  your  lordfhip,  which  I  leave  perfe<aly 
to  your  judgment ;  who  very  well  know,  that  all  men 
are  more  or  lefs  able  to  ferve  the  king  according  to  the 
countenance  his  majefty  is  pleafed  to  mew  them  in  their 
employments.  Here  is  nobody,  that  I  can  have  any 
concern  for  :  and,  if  I  had,  by  the  grace  of  god,  I  will 
never  be  found  to  give  other  than  a  juft  and  true  charac- 
ter ;  as,  I  am  fure,  I  have  done  hitherto  in  all  the  repre- 
fentations  I  have  laid  before  you. 

As  to  the  3  judges,  your  lordfliip  fays,  the  king  has 
refolved  to  remove,  I  fliall  fay  nothing  but  in  my  own 
defence.  I  beg  leave  to  afTure  your  lordlhip,  that  I  have 
not  been  backward  in  endeavouring  to  inform  my felf  of 
them,  as  to  their  principles  as  well  as  to  their  puUick  be- 
haviour in  their  ftations  :  and,  upon  my  word,  I  do  in- 
differently advife  with  roman  catholicks,  as  well  as  pro- 
teftants,  as  I  do  refer  my  felf  to  themfelves  for  the  truth 
of  what  I  fay ;  and,  if  I  had  been  informed  of  any  thing 
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amifs  concerning  any  of  them,  your  lordfliip  (hould  cer- 
tainly have  had  it  from  me.  And  I  may  a  little  wonder, " 
that  nobody  fliould  tell  me  any  thing  of  them,  as  well  as 
fend  informations  into  England ;  fince  they  would  have 
had  the  fame  effeft,  of  being  laid  before  his  majefty. 
Whoever  his  majefty  fliall  think  fit  to  put  in  their  places, 
if  I  may  humbly  offer  my  advice,  (which  I  do  with  all 
fubmiflion )  they  fhould  be  men  fent  from  England ; 
which,  I  am  fure,  the  king  will  find  for  his  fervice.  As 
to  the  putting  fome  roman  catholicks  into  the  council,, 
and  the  commiftions  of  the  peace,  and  to  be  flieriffs,  it 
cannot  be  denied,  but  feveral  of  them  were  in  thofe  em- 
ployments before  the  rebellion.  The  only  ftatute  againft 
tfeem  I  mentioned  to  your  lordfliip  in  mine  of  the  14th ; 
wherein  I  laid  before  you  the  matter  of  faft,  and  the 
practice  that  has  been  all  along  obferved,  when  they  were 
in  thofe  commiffions ;  all  which  I  humbly  fubmitted.' 
Who  fliould  be  put  into  the  commiflion  of  peace,  ought 
to  be  well  confidered  ;  but  that  is  our  bufinefs  here,  when 
the  king's  letters  come :  for,  I  do  affure  your  lordfliip, 
■there  is  great  difference  between  Irifliraan  and  Irifliman  ; 
and  as  many  feuds  and  animofities  between  them,  as  be- 
tween any  people  in  the  world.  As  to  the  fupprefling 
the  printed  news  letters  here,  I  gave  your  lordfliip  an  ac- 
count in  mine  of  the  1 6th  of  what  1  had  already  doiie  in 
that  matter,  and  of  fome  other  things ;  in  which,  I  hope, 
I  have  not  done  amifs.  I  have  no  more  to  trouble  your 
lordfliip  with,  but  to  aflure  you,  that  I  make  it  my  whok 
bufinefs  to  ferve  the  king,  in  all  his  affairs  here,  to  the 
beft  of  my  underftanding ;  and  I  do  not  doubt,  but  I 
fliall  very  fpeedily  give  fuch  an  account  of  them,  as  will  . 
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be  to  his  miuefty's  fiitisfa£lion :  which  as  they  will  come 
before  your  loruhip,  fo  I  fliall  beg  your  faTOurable  re- 
preientatton  of,

IP  you  look  upon  the  copy  of  my  lord  prefident's  letter 
of  the  8th  inftant,  which  I  lent  you  in  my  laft ;  you 
will  find,  that  it  came  to  my  hands  on  the  2 2d;  which 
was  2  days  after  I  had  my  other  letters,  which  came  by 
the  fald  packet.  Left  I  mould  be  thought  backward  in 
giving  the  necellary  orders  for  the  particulars  mentioned 
in  the  Aid  letter,  (though  it  would  have  been  too  late,  if 
it  had  come  to  my  hands  on  the  20th  with  the  other  let- 
ters) I  have  been  inquifitive  of  the  poftmafter,  who  is  a 
very  honeft  man,  to  know,  how  that  letter  came  not  to 
be  brought  me  with  the  reft  of  my  letters  from  Whitehall. 
After  fome  enquiry  at  the  oifice  I  find,  it  came  enclofed 
from  one  at  Chefter  to  a  clerk  in  the  poft-olfice  here,  (a 
very  honeft  man  too )  who  by  fome  chance  or  other  did 
not  fend  it  to  me  fo  foon,  as  he  ought  to  have  done.  I 
fend  you  a  copy  of  the  letter,  which  enclofed  mine ;  by 
which  you  may  be  confirmed,  that  thofc  orders  were  pro- 
cured by  fome  Irifh  folicitation :  this  Magennis  beltmgs  to 
the  poft-office  at  Chefter;  and  is  not  at  all  known  to 
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Standiih  at  the  poft-office  here,  though  he  direfted  my 
letter  under  cover  to  him.  The  other  letters,  he  dcfires 
Standiih  to  deliver,  were  two ;  one  to  Mr.  Nugent  of  the 
king's  council,  the  other  to  one  Magennis,  who  keeps  a 
publick  houfe  in  this  town.  I  have  taken  care  to  have  an 
account  of  this  Magennis  at  Chefter ;  and  then  you  (hall 
know  more  of  this  matter.  I  tell  you  truly,  I  do  not  like 
fuch  fellows  being  in  the  poft-office  any  where.  Thofe  of 
that  name  here  are  very  bufy  people :  two  efpacially,  who 
live  in  the  county  of  Down ;  where  fome  of  thefe  trials 
were  to  be.  I  know  not  why  I  tell  you  this  ftory,  but 
that  I  would  have  you  know  every  thing :  and  you  may 
at  one  time  or  other  perhaps  make  ufe  of  thefe  little  hints; 
Yefterday  captain  Forbes  returned  for  England,  in  order 
to  his  journey  into  Hungary :  I  did  not  write  by  him, 
having  no  occafion.  Indeed  I  could  wifli,  my  lord  Mount- 
joy  were  not  fuflcred  to  make  that  journey;  from  yhich, 
methinks,  his  circumflances  fhould  excufe  him :  and  real- 
ly, if  I  might  be  heard  in  the  cafe,  I  am  of  opinion,  that 
his  being  in  his  employments  here  is  neceflary  ;  efpecial- 
ly,  if  the  king  will  have  his  army  here  encamp  this  fum- 
mer,  then  fure  the  mafter  of  the  ordnance  ought  to  be 
prefent.  We  have  no  letters  from  England  fince  thofe  of 
the  1 3th ;  and  muft  expeft  none,  as  long  as  the  wind  fits 
as  it  does.  I  have  written  you  a  long  letter  to  the  tiea- 
fury,  concerning  a  method  for  the  accounts  of  this  reve- 
nue to  be  put  into,  in  anfwer  to  what  you  writ  to  me  up- 
on that  fubjeft  on  the  i6th  of  January.  I  fliould  make 
an  excufe  for  not  having  done  it  fooner ;  but  really  it  re- 
quired fo  many  conferences  with  feveral  perfons,  that  it 
could  not  well  be  difpatched  much  fooner ;  confidering 
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the  other  things  I  had  likewife  to  do :  for,  I  am  fure,  I 
have  never  been  idle  fince  my  arrival  here.  I  have  ftated 
■every  thing  as  fully,  and  as  plain  as  I  can ;  and  the  whole 
is  with  fuhmiffion :  I  hope,  it  will  not  be  thought,  I 
have  arrogated  too  much  power  to  my  lord  lieutenant, 
when  you  confider,  that  I  defire  no  more  power  for  him, 
than  what  was  given  him  by  the  firft  conftitution  of  the 
commiffioners  of  the  revenue ;  and  when  it  is  likewife 
confidered,  that  god  knows,  how  little  a  time  I  am  to  be 
here.  When  I  difcourfed  with  the  commiffioners  of  the 
very  large,  and,  in  my  opinion,  unfit  powers  given  them 
by  the  laft  commiffion ;  which  made  the  chief  governour 
in  that  refpeft  fubordinate  to  them,  ( for  he  was  only  to 
approve  of  the  quarterly  eftablilhment  for  their  oiBcers' 
falaries,  and  they,  the  commiffioners,  were  then  to  draw 
warrants  for  payment )  their  anfwer  to  me  was,  that  that 
additional  power  was  firft  procured  by  the  reprefentation 
of  my  lord  of  Arran,  with  whom  Mr.  Kingdon  had  a 
mighty  intereft ;  and  that  Mr.  Kingdon  would  never  have 
been  quiet,  nor  have  returned  hither  again,  till  he  could 
one  way  or  other  Jiave  got  into  the  management  of  the 
cafli :  which,  they  fay,  had  he  been  here,  he  would  in 
fome  meafure  havedone  by  virtue  of  that  laft  commiffion. 
They  fay  further,  that  Mr.  Kingdon  was  a  man  of  that*' 
imperious  governing  temper,  that  there  was  no  living 
with  him,  without  fubmitting  to  him.  When  I  alked 
them,  as  I  have  done  all  feverally,  why  they  did  not  re- 
.prefent  fome  of  his  irregularities,  or  domineering  proceed- 
ings to  the  treafury  in  England ;  their  anfwer  was,  (every 
one  fingle)  that  you  had  fo  preached  union  and  agree- 
jnent  to  them,    that,,  whatever  reprefentation  they  had 
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made,  they  believe,  you  would  have  looked  upon  it  as 
coming  from  fome  animofity,  and  would  not  have  given 
credit  to  it.  This  I  do  not  take  to  be  a  good  anfwer ; 
but  Kingdon  is  dead,  and  there  is  an  end :  there  can  be 
no  more  inconveniencies  upon  that  account.  If  I  do  my 
duty,  as,  I  hope,  I  have  hitherto  done ;  my  frequent 
conferences  with  them,  and  the  conftant  accounts  they 
give  me  of  all  their  proceedings,  will  keep  every  thing 
right.  Mr.  Strong  tells  me,  you  have  given  him  leave  to 
go  for  England ;  but  I  have  prevailed  with  him  to  ftay, 
till  Mr.  Aubery  comes :  for  indeed  3  are  too  few  to  be 
upon  the  place  ;  efpecially  confidering  the  time  of  year, 
when  one  ought  to  be  going  into  the  country  upon  a  cir- 
cuit. I  think,  I  am  never  to  write  you  a  fliort  letter ; 
and  therefore  I  will  end  here,  for  fear  of  running  out  too 
far,    God  almighty  keep  you  and  yours.

thought  to  have  no  truft  from  the  king.  There  are  feve- 
ral  alterations  in  employments  heie ;  and  the  firft  news,  I 
have  of  them,  is  by  letters  from  people  in  England  to- 
their  friends  here ;  fome  of  which  I  have  feen,  and  have' 
given  account  thereof  to  my  lord  prefident.  Your  majef- 
ty knows  very  well,  that  all  men  are  more  or  \e&  able  to 
ferve  their  mafters,  according  to  the  countenance  they  are 
found  to  have  from  him ;  and  if  men  are  put  out  of,  and 
into  offices  here,  upon  reprefentations  made  in  England, 
without  any  the  leaft  communication  with  the  chief  go- 
vernoiu'  here ;  your  majefty  miy  eaiily  imagine,  he  uiat 
has  the  honour  to  be  in  that  ftation  muft  needs  appear 
very  little  to' people  here.  My  ambition  to  be  able  to  do 
the  king  as  much  fervice  as  any  one  elfe  makes  me  beg: 
your  majefty 's  proteflion  herein.  I  hopcj  I  have  not  dif- 
pleafed  his  majefty  in  any  thing  I  have  done  fince  my  be- 
ing here :  I  am  fure,  I  have  given  the  moft  juft  and  moft 
impartial  accounts  both  of  thmgs  and  perfons  that  I  could 
meet  with ;  and  I  fhall  ever  continue  fo  to  do.  When 
the  king  knows  every  thing  that  can  be  faid,  he  is  the 
beft  judge ;  and,  I  hope,  both  your  majefties  believe,  that 
your  commands  cannot  meet  with  a  more  ready  obedience 
from  any  one  living  than  fi-om  me.  I  can  have  no  inte- 
reft  in  this  world,  but  to  ferve  the  king  to  his  greateft  ad- 
vantage; which,  I  am  fure,  ever  has  been,  and  always 
fliall  be  my  ftudy  to  my  utmoft  capacity.  He  fhall  never 
find  me  partial :  I  will  never  conceal  any  thing  from  him, 

be. 
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be  it  never  fo  much  to  my  prejudice ;  and  I  will  always 
tell  him  truth,  and  ever  obey  him :  and,  as  long  as  1  do 
fo,  I  hope,  I  fhall  not  want  his,  nor  your  majefty's  coun- 
tenance for  my  fupport. 

I  have  prefumed  to  fend  your  majefty  a  fmall  prefent 
of  a  little  piece  rf  crimfbn  velvet :  it  is  not  worth  your 
acceptance  otherwiie,  than  as  it  is  the  firft  fruits  of  a  ina- 
nufadure  lately  fct  ujp  in  this  your  kingdom ;  and  in  that 
relped  may  claim  to  be  your  majefty's  due.  It  is  only  a 
pattern  for  you  to  lee,  what  an  induftrious  people  can  do, 
if  they  have  any  encouragement.  If  your  majefty  had  oc- 
cafion  for  a  quantity  of  any  colour,  it  may  be  alKa-ded 
much  cheaper,  than  you  can  have  it  in  England.  I  moft 
humbly  beg  your  majefty's  pardon  for  all  this  prefum- 
ption ;  and  that  I  may  be  owned,  as  I  am  with  perfed 
devotion.

Baird  was  indifled  for  feditious  words,  and  was  by  the 
jury  found  guilty ;  and  by  the  court  fined  in  500I,  and 
to  be  imprifoaed.  This  fliort  account  I  have,  by  letter, 
from  one  of  the  witnefles ;  by  which  I  am  very  glad  to 
fee,  that  fome  good  juries  are  to  be  found  even  in  thole 
north  parts  of  this  kingdom :  but,  I  do  not  doubt,  they 
will  always  be  to  be  had,  if  the  lame  care  be  taken,  as 
has  been  this  time. 

I  have  likewife  had  a  fliort  account  from  Downe-Pa- 
trick ;  where  Cornet  Johnfon  was  tried  for  killing  Archi- 
bald Hamilton ;  and  the  jury  brought  him  in  guilty  of 
chance-medley  t  by  which,  I  prefume,  there  is  no  great 
harm  done. 

I  have  had  a  letter  from  an  Irilh  lawyer,  who  went 
the  Leinfter  circuit,  infinitely  commending  the  behaviour 
of  judge  Johnfon.  I  doubt  not,  but  after  the  circuits  to 
give  you  a  perfefl  account  of  every  thing :  I  have  no 
more  to  trouble  you  with  at  prefent,  but  to  beg  the  con- 
tinuance of  your  favour  and  friendfliip  to.

THIS  morning  came  in  5  packets  from  England, 
among  which  I  received  yours  of  the  i6th,  20th, 
and  23d  inftant;  and  by  Mr.  Bridges,  who  came  in  the 

fame 
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fiime  boat,  I  had  your's  of  the  1 5th ;  for  all  which  ten 
thoufand  thanks  to  you.     I  can  only  now  acknowledge 
them ;   for  the  packet  goes  ofF  again  the  next  tide.     I 
have  never  yet  flopped  any,  ( though  it  has  been  hereto- 
fore frequently  done )  nor  will  I  without  urgent  occafion 
for  the  king's  fervice.     I  hope,  you  will  be  fatisfied  with 
what  I  writ  to  you  in  a  former  letter  concerning  Mr. 
Bridges'  not  having  the  colleflor's  place  of  this  port: 
however  nothing  /hall  be  done  in  that  matter,  till  I  have 
your  anfwer  to  that  letter.    Though  you  writ  me  word  in 
your's  of  the  1 3th,  and  likewife  in  your  other  of  the  1 6th, 
that  my  lord  prefident  had  orders  to  write  to  me  about   . 
the  outlawries;  yet  I  have  not  received  thofe  orders.     I 
had  a  letter  from  his  lordlhip  by  thefe  packets  of  the  23d;. 
but  it  was  upon  ordinary  affairs,  and  not  one  word  of 
that  matter.    I  do  not  fay  this,  that  you  fhould  fpeak  to 
him  upon  it;  but  only,  that  you  may  make  your  own 
refledions  upon  his  not  having  lent  me  thofe  commands : 
I  can  truly  fay,  when  I  am  called  upon  by  any  of  the 
parties  concerned,  that  I  have  yet  received  no  orders  up- 
on the  petition  ;   and  the  hint  you  have  given  me  will 
prepare  me  the  better;   which,  I  allure  you,  is  all  the 
ufe  fliall  be  made  of  it.

Baron  Harftowne  is  returned  from  his  circuit,  and  goes 
tomorrow  for  England ;  which  I  had  promifed  him  leave 
to  do  before  he  went  the  circuit,  he  having  really  bufi- 
nefs  there ;  and  will  make  no  ftay  there,  whether  he  lofes 

his 
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his  employment  or  not :  if  he  be  put  out,  he  will  return 
to  his  praSice.  By  all  the  account  I  can  get  of  him,  he 
is  an  honeft  man  :  every  body  knows,  he  is  able,  and  cer- 
tainly has  carried  himfelf  well  in  his  poft.  Thefe  lall  let- 
ters have  filled  the  town  with  much  news :  that  which 
makes  moft  noife,  is,  that  lord  Granard  is  quite  out  of  the 
army,  and  to  be  prefident  of  the  council ;  which  people 
laugh  at  ftrangely,  there  having  never  been  any  fuch  of- 
fice here,  nor  rank  for  him.  All  that  I  fay  (for  my 
withdrawing  room  is  full  of  the  difcoiule)  is,  that  I  know 
nothing  of  thefe  matters.  My  next  will  be  a  longer  let- 
ter :  in  the  mean  time,  and  ever  I  befeech  god  almighty 
to  blefs  and  keep  you  and  all  yours. 

I  have  received  the  king's  letter  for  conflituting  Mr. 

K vice-treafurer  J  but  not  any  order  to  make  Urn  of 

the  council ;  which  might  have  been  in  the  lame  letters 
but  fince  it  is  not,  there  muft  be  another  letter  for  it.  I 
have  the  king's  letter  for  the  renewing  the  commillion  of 
the  revenue,  and  inferting  Mr.  Aubery's  name  in  it ;  but 
I  think  not  to  make  hafte  in  paffing  it,  till  I  receive  your 
anfwer  to  mine  of  the  27th  to  the  treafury.  I  fliall  take 
care,  as  you  diredl,  concerning  my  Kingdon's  lalary.

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the  poor  man,  going  into  England  himfelf  to  folicit  his 
own  affairs,  is  very  earneft  with  me  to  recommend  him 
to  your  lordfliip;  which  I  cannot  refijfc  to,  gratify  him 
in.

ICO  ME  now  to  make  more  particular  anfwers  to  your 
letters ;  of  which  I  could  only  acknowledge  the  re- 
ceipt in  my  laft.  And  firft  to  your's  of  the  i6th  paft,  1 
did  by  the  laft  packet  receive  the  king's  letter  for  renew- 
ing the  contraift  to  the  duke  of  Ormond  concerning  the 
pnfage^   The  laft,  week  captain  Matthews  was  in  town, 

and. 
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and  would  fain  have  contraiSted  with  the  commiflionerj 
of  the  revenue  for  that  duty,  during  my  lord  duke's  life ; 
for  which  he  demanded  2200I.  and  would  have  taken 
2 1  ool.  But  I  think,  it  is  beft  to  continue  it  now  at  the 
rate  of  2  cool,  for  this  year ;  and  then,  if  things  go  well, 
you  may  think  about  chriftmas  next,  what  will  be  fit  to 
be  done.  I  do  not  doubt,  but  I  fliall  give  you  a  good 
account  of  the  patent  officers.  I  have  confulted  with  Mr. 
folicitor  particularly  upon  the  ftatute  of  loth  H.  VII. 
chapter  2d;  (you  have  the  Irifli  ftatutes  by  you)  which 
fays  exprefly,  that  no  manner  of  officers  accomptants 
'  ftiall  have  any  authority-  by  patent  in  their  fuch  offices, 
but  only  at  the  king's  will  and  pleafure.  Mr.  folicitor 
thinks,  that  by  virtue  of  this  claufe  the  patents  of  fuch, 
who  are  accomptants,  may  be  voidable ;  which  will  bring 
in  the  cuftomers  of  the  feveral  ports,  if  there  be  not  a 
Non  obftante  in  their  patents. 

You  Ihall  in  a  little  time  have  a  full  account  of  this 
matter :  in  the  mean  time  I  would  be  glad,  if  you  pleale, 
that  you  would  fend  me  the  lift,  you  mention,  of  8  or 
1  o  fuch  patent  officers ;  who,  you  think,  may  have  done 
things  whereby  to  forfeit  their  employments;  which  would 
be  a  good  light  to  me.  As  for  what  you  fay  of  the  audi- 
tor general ;  he  is  no  doubt  a  pitiful  weak  man ;  but  the 
grant  of  the  office  is  to  bimfelf,  or  fufficient  deputy :  and 
whether  the  ill  conduS:  of  a  deputy  will  make  the  prin- 
cipal forfeit  his  right  in  the  office^  will  at  leaft  be  a  quef- 
tion ;  efpecially  fince  the  government  may  appoint  what 
deputy  fliall  be  fit,  and  fuch,  and  as  many  clerks, .  as 
ffiall  be  neceflary.  And  perhaps  it  may  be  better  for  me 
to  take  that  care  of  the  office,  than  to  endeavour  to  avoid 

Mr. 
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Mr.  Ware's  patent :  fince,  if  it  Ihould  be  void,  Mr  Deer- 
ing  will  come  in  by  his  reverfionary  grant ;  who,  I  am 
told,  is  a  young  man  never  bred  that  way.  But  I  will 
throughly  conlider  of  this  matter ;  and  you  may  be  {iire, 
whatever  you  wUh  fhall  be  done  in  it.  I  am  very  well 
fatisfied  in  what  you  fay  concerning  the  lands  to  be  pafled 
to  Mr.  Guy ;  and  will  put  it  in  a  forwardnefs.  I  thought 
the  informality  was,  that,  fince  it  related  to  the  paHing 
of  lands,  it  was  not  counterfigned  by  you,  as  others  of 
that  nature  are.  I  am  glad  with  all  my  heart,  that  Wil- 
Uam  Le^  has  the  government  of  Kinfale,  and  that  he 
will  come  over.  I  hope,  he  will  continue  here :  I  will 
make  as  much  of  him  as  I  can.  I  have  fpoken  again  to 
Mr.  Mufchamp  to  haften  over :  if  it  be  rightly  conCder- 
ed,  his  not  going  fooner  cannot  reflefl  on  me;  for  I  could 
not  fend  him  over  in  cuftody,  nor  was  I  directed  fo  to  do : 
and  I  am  confident,  nobody  here  can  charge  me  with 
partiality  in  that,  or  any  thing  elfe ;  and  truft  me,  they 
never  ihall.  To  your's  of  the  2oth,  which  was  in  anfwer 
to  mine  of  the  9th,  if  you  confider  the  letters  I  have  writ- 
ten to  you  fince,  you  will  find,  the  myftery  of  iniquity 
between  Bofwood  &c.  was  not  then  revealed  to  me ;  and 
you  ihall  hear  me  fpeak  no  more  in  his  behalf.  I  fiiall 
let  him  know,  he  is  not  to  expefl  the  quarter's  falary  due 
at  lady-day  to  Mr.  Kingdon ;  and  I  have  direfted  the 
commiffioners  to  leave  it  out  of  the  eftablifliment,  when 
they  bring  it  to  me  for  my  approbation :  and  then,  you 
may  be  fure,  the  king  will  not  pay  it.  1  fay  no  more  to 
you  concerning  my  lord  primate's  being  of  the  council :  it 
is  beft,  as  you  fay,  that  matter  be  not  ftirred.  The  king's 
letter,  for  diffolving  the  laft  council,  and  conftituting  that 
T  which 
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which  is  now  in  being,  makes  the  primate  (amongft  others 
in  the  like  manner)  for  the  time  being  of  the  council :  lb 
that  he  will  continue  there,  if  he  be  not  by  particular  di- 
reftion  left  out.  I  have  given  Mr.  Price  the  admonition 
you  advice;  for  which  he  is  very  thankful:  but  at  the 
fame  time  he  protefts,  he  never  laid  any  thing  in  his  life 
difrefpeftful  towards  lord  Tyrconnel.  The  man,  by  what 
he  appears  to  me,  does  not  feem  to  be  of  a  talking  tem- 
per. I  have  no  acquaintance  with  him,  but  fince  ray  be- 
ing here;  and  have  no  converfation  with  him,  but  upon 
the  publick  account.  As  concerning  the  deduflions  from 
the  army  to  the  commiflary  general  and  the  pells,  I  am 
prepared  to  make  a  true  reprefentation  of  that  matter, 
when  I  am  Called  upon.  I  lay  nothing  to  you  now  con- 
cerning the  colleiflor's  place  of  this  port,  or  Mr.  Shaw, 
becaufe  I  have  written  fully  to  you  upon  it  in  my  former 
letters;  to  which  I  exped  an  anfwer,  before  the  place 
fliall  be  filled.  I  fay  no  more  to  you  of  Salwey ;  you  be- 
ing the  beft  judge,  what  is  fit  for  you  to  do  in  fuch  cafes. 
I  have  written  to  my  fon  as  effeflually  as  I  can ;  and  fo 
has  my  wife  too.  I  can  but  be  forry,  and  that  I  am  fuf- 
ficiently,  that  he  does  not  do  all  things,  I  would  have 
him.  Nobody  is  without  their  mortifications :  and  it  is 
none  of  the  leaft,  which  J  have,  when  I  confider  his  tem- 
per and  proceedings.  I  have  nothing  in  particular  to  re- 
ply to  your  httle  note  of  the  23d,  but  my  thanks.  I  told 
you  in  Biy  1 7th  letter,  how  I  refolved  to  live  with  lord 

T ;  which  refolution,  by  the  grace  of  god,  no  man, 

nor  provocation,  (hall  make  me  break.  If  you  do 'not 
find,  that  the  letters  to  the  king  and  my  lord  prefident, 
which  you  caufed  to  be  delivered,  have  done  me  haria 

before 
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before  this  time ;  I  hope,  that  apprehenfion  is  over.  I 
find  by  my  lord  prefident's  letter  to  me  of  the  27th,  that 
he  had  received  it ;  but  his  letter  is  very  fhort,  only  two 
lines  to  tell  me,  that  he  had  received  mine  of  the  14th, 
with  an  encloled  in  it  for  the  king. 

Yefterday  came  in  a  packet  from  England ;  which 
brought  me  your's  of  the  27th  part.  If  the  money,  due 
from  Genew  deceafed  to  the  king  here,  be  paid  by  his 
fecurity  in  England ;  you  will  take  care  to  have  it  certi- 
fied in  fome  kind  of  form  hither ;  that  it  may  be  brought 
regularly  to  account.  Pray,  do  not  think,  I  intend  to 
cohtinue  Bofwood  in  the  employment :  furely  it  will  not 
be  fit,  if  it  were  only  for  the  example,  that  a  man,  who 
had  made  ufe  of  the  king's  money,  fhoiild  be  found  after 
detedion  in  the  fame  ftation.  What  was  done  was  only 
for  the  prefent;  which  for  feveral  reafons  was  fit,  till  I 
have  refolved,  how  the  ofiice  Ihould  be  difpofed  of :  and 
for  this  temporary  continuance  he  has  given  1200I.  fecu- 
rity :  which  is  fufiicient,  confidering  the  weekly  account. 
I  take,  and  it  is  a  fign,  he  himfelf  is  thought  here  no  ill 
man ;  when  he  could  get  frefti  fecurity  in  the  midft  of 
his  misfortunes.  This  Bofwood  drew  bills  upon  Mr.  King- 
don  for  1 200I ;  which  he  accepted  about  a  fortnight  be- 
fore he  died :  if  thofe  are  paid,  he  will  be  whole.  I  am 
not  furprifed  at  any  ill  thing,  which  is  difcovered  of 
Kingdon  ;  becaufe  I  never  had  a  good  opinion  of  the 
man,  knowing  fo  much  of  his  father,  and  of  his  own  be- 
ginning, as  I  have  done.  But  there  is  an  end  of  him; 
and  I  know,  you  had  nothing  to  do  in  the  bringing  him 
into  the  fervice :  I  very  well  remember,  what  intereft  did 
that.  It  is  always  beft  to  employ  men,  who  have  gene- 
T  2  rally 
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rally  good  reputations;  for  thofe,  who  have  been  once 
faulty,  are  more  apt  to  be  fo  again,  when  they  have  op- 
portunity, than  others.  I  doubt  not,  but  I  fliall  give 
you  a  very  good  account  of  the  bonds  for  the  imported 
excife.  I  think,  it  will  do  very  well,  if  the  matter  rela- 
ting to  the  plantation  trade  be  brought  before  the  king^ 
and  council;  where,  I  prelnme,  fir  D.  North  will  not 
have  the  fame  predominancy,  as  amongft  his  brethren  of 
the  cuftom-houfe.  I  wifh,  his  opiniatrety  in  feme  things 
hare  not  prejudiced  the  trade  of  England.  I  never  in  my 
life  knew  a  man  fo  wedded  to  his  own  opinim,  as  well 
as  intereft,  as  he  was.  Witnefs  the  bufine&  of  the  Turky 
company ;  againft  whom  he  (voy  unhandfomely  in  the 
opinion  of  feveral  of  my  lords)  appeared  at  the  council- 
board  ;  and  which,  I  doubt,  that  profitable  trade  and 
beneficial  to  the  kingdom  yet  feels.  Whatever  refoludrai 
fhall  be  taken  in  it,  will  equally  fatisfy  me.  When  I 
have  fully  reprefented  any  thing,  I  have  done  my  duty^ 
and  fo  leave  it.  As  concerning  my  fcn  I  can  fay  nothing 
more  at  prefcnt,  but  that,  I  think,  you  pitch  upcHi  the 
beft  man  to  propofe  that  matter.  I  think  him  fully  of 
weight  enough ;  and  I  am  fure,  he  will  do  it  both  hearti- 
ly and  faithfully,  juft  in  the  method  you  dired  him.  God 
almighty  keep  you  and  all  yours ;  and  make  your  days, 
as  happy  all  of  them,  as  you  yourfelf  da  wifh.

ON  the  30th  of  the  laft  month  came  in  five  packets 
from  England,  among  which.  I  had  your's  of  the 
1 8th ;  for  which  I  give  you  many  thanks,  and  for  com- 
municating to  me  the  accounts  you  receive  of  affairs  from 
the  plantations ;  which  I  beg  you  to  continue  to  me.  By 
a  letter  I  lately  received  from  my  lord  prefident,  I  find, 
his  majefty  will  not  have  his  army  here  encamp  this  fum- 
mer ;  fo  that  nothing  more  needs  be  faid  upon  that  mat- 
ter at  prefent.  I  intend  very  fpeedily  to  fend  you  a  per- 
k&  fcheme  of  this  army  and  quarters;  and  of  the  pay 
of  the  officers,  and  foldiers,  as  you  defire :  it  is  preparing 
for  you  very  exaft. 

Yefterday  I  received  your's  of  the  27th  part,  with  the 
copy  of  the  order  of  council  for  regulating  the  payments 
of  the  forces  and  garrifons  by  the  colonels  and  govern- 
ours;  for  which  I  return  you  my  thanks,  and  mall  be 
very  glad  to  receive  your  anfwer  to  my  other  queries, 
when  you  are  at  leifiire. 

When  my  lord  Mountjoy  has  put  in  his  anfwer  to  the 
officers'  of  the  ordnance  paper  againfl  his  propofal  for 
making  arms,  &c.  here  j  I  defire,  you  will  procure  me 
copies-  of  all,  and  fend  them  to  me  for  my  inlmiflion.  If 
the  king  be  fttisfied,  I  have  no  more  to  fay ;  but,,  as  I 
am  at  prefent  informed,  it  is  very  plain,  that  all  arms 
may  be  made  here,  as  good  at  leaft  as  thofe  the  king's 
troops  have  in  England,  at  lefs  rates,  than  are  paid  at  the 
office  of  the  ordnance  in  England ;  fi:om  whence  all  the 
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arms  are  furniflied  for  this  kingdom  :  fo  that,  befides 
what  will  be  faved  in  the  price,  which  in  a  quantity  comes 
to  a  good  deal,  there  will  be  no  hazard  of  the  fea  in  the 
cafe ;  and  the  charge  of  exchange  in  remitting  the  money 
will  be  likewife  faved,  which  is  very  confiderable.  I  am 
none  of  thofe,  who  would  not  have  the  king  draw  money 
from  hence :  on  the  contrary,  in  god's  name,  when  the 
charge  of  the  government  is  defrayed,  whatever  can  be 
fpared  ought  to  be  in  his  majefty's  coffers,  where  he 
thinks  it  moft  ufefiil  for  him.  But  whatever  neceflaries 
muft  be  bought  for  his  majefty's  fervice,  certainly  it  is 
moft  for  his  majefty's  profit  to  have  them  at  the  cheapeft 
rates,  if  the  things  are  the  beft  that  can  be  had  :  and,  if 
thofe  things  can  be  made  here  as  good  as  any  where  elfe, 
and  cheaper,  certainly  it  muft  do  his  people  good  to  em- 
ploy them,  and  will  improve  his  revenue ;  whereby  his 
majefty  will  have  the  more  money  to  draw  into  England, 
as  he  pleafeth.  But  what  the  king  thinks  fit  will  be  beft : 
I  hope,  I  {hall  not  be  blamed  for  wifhing  the  country 
where  I  am  to  thrive ;  efpecially  fince  it  is  his  majefty's. 
Sometime  the  laft  month  I  writ  to  my  lord  treafurer  about 
fome  things  concerning  the  trade  of  this  ifland  to  the 
plantations,  and  fent  him  a  reprefentation  made  to  me  by 
the  commiffioners  of  the  revenue  here :  if  you  fpeak  to 
him,  I  believe,  he  will  (hew  you  both.  I  ihould  be  very 
glad  of  your  opinion,  whether  you  think,  what  I  have 
propofed  can  be  to  the  prejudice  of  England  :  I  am  fure, 
it  will  be  much  to  the  benefit  of  the  plantations,  efpecial- 
ly of  the  tobacco  trade,  as  well  as  of  this  kingdom;  1 
fear,  iir  D.  North  will  be  ftilF  in  this  matter.  I  have  no- 
thing more  to  trouble  you  with  at  prefcnt,  but  to  thank 

you 
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you  for  your  other  intelligence ;  which,  I  hope,  you  will 
continue  to  the  great  fatisfeaion  oif,

"To  the  Lord  Treasurer. 

Dublin  Caftle,  April  6. 1686. 

TH  E  packets  from  England  now  come  in  thick ;  for 
on  funday  I  received  your's  of  the  30th  paft ;  and, 
I  believe,  you  now  want  as  many  from  us,  as  w.e  have 
done  from  you  at  other  times ;  for  which  there  is  no  re- 
medy !  the  winds  will  always  blow  where  they  lift.  I 
find  by  your  letter,  that  I  was  very  unhappy, in  fome  ex- 
preffioas  I  ufed  in  mine  of  the  20th  paft ;  as  if  I  pretend- 
ed, more  than  I  ought  to  do,  to  the  power  of  puttuig  in 
officers  into  the  revenue.  I  meant  it  only  thus ;  that,  if 
the  commiffioners  put  in  any,  againft  whom  I  had  juft 
caufes  of  exception,  they  ftiould  fee,  they  were  under 
controul ;  and  that  I  did  expeft  to  be  advifed  with  in  the 
matter,  which  I'  thought  for  the  king's  fervice.  I  never 
intended  to  put  in  any  one  into  any  oifice  diredlly,  nor 
to  do  any  thing  of  that  kind,  without  referring  it  to  and 
advifing  with  them  ;  of  which  I  could  give  fome  inftan- 
ces  already,  as,  I  dare  fay,  the  commiflioners  themfelves 
will  teftify.  The  truth  is,  the  pradtice  hitherto  (fince  the 
management)  has  been  thus :  the  commiffioners  have  put 
in,  and  put  out,  as  they  have  thought  fit,  without  ever 
advifing  or  conferring  with  the  chief  governour ;  but,  at 
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the  end  of  the  quarter,  they  brought  their  eftabliHiment 
for  all  the  falaries  and  allowances  to  their  under-officer« 
for  that  quarter  (their  own  included)  to  the  chief  govem- 
our  for  his  approval,  in  the  manner  mentioned  in  the 
enclofed  paper ;  and  underneath  the  cheif  governour  ufed 
to  write,  as  you  will  likewife  find  in  the  enclofed.  This 
ufed  to  be  done  of  courfe ;  and,  if  any  thing  happened 
amifs  in  any  of  the  officers,  the  anfwer  the  commiffioners 
gave  was,  that  the  eftablifhment  was  approved  of  by  the 
lord  lieutenant.  At  the  fame  time,  the  commiffioners 
owned  to  me,  that  the  lord  lieutenant  and  lord  depjity 
(you  know,  who  they  were)  did  always  approve  of  the 
eftablilhments,  when  they  were  brought  to  them,  as  of 
courfe ;  which  I  do  not  think  fit  to  do,  without  letting 
them  fee,  that  I  enquire  into  the  men.  The  commiffion- 
ers and  I  have  never  yet  had  any  thing  like  a  conteft; 
and  I  verily  believe,  fhall  not :  we  may  differ  in  opinion 
without  quarrelling  i  and  when  we  do  lb,  it  is  fubmitted 
to  you,  as  you  fee  by  mine  of  the  30th  to  the  treafury ; 
that  matter  of  taking  the  accounts  of  the  revenue,  and 
the  power,  which  is  given  them  by  the  laft  Ihort  com- 
miffion,  being  the  only  things  in  which  we  have  diflier- 
ed.  And  even  in  thofe  cafes  there  was  nothing  of  warmth, 
nor  heat ;  and  they  themfelves  have  fince  owned  to  me, 
that  all  things  may  be  done  without  any  difficulty,  as  I 
have  propofed,  fince  I  take  fo  much  pains  in  the  revenue. 
But  die  whole  matter  lies  before  you ;  and  which  way 
ever  you  determine  it,  I  affiire  you,  we  fhall  be  here  a- 
like  good  friends.  I  have  never  in  any  of  my  letters  faid 
any  thing,  as  if  I  had  a  mind  to  have  Mr.  R.  Bridges  put 
out  of  the  commiffion :  a  man  may  not  be  the  ableft  man 

in 
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in  the  world,  and  yet  not  deferre  to  be  put  out  of  em- 
ployment.   I  told  you,  it  was  feared,  he  was  dipped  with 
Kingdon ;  but  that  would  not  concern  the  king.    I  told 
you,  that  there  had  been  a  lubtile  trade  driven  here  with 
the  king's  money ;  which  as  foon  as  I  can  clearly  dilco- 
ver,  you  Ihall  have  an  account  of  it :  and  that  I  Ihall  be 
able  to  do  in  a  little  time.     I  mufl  not  make  too  much 
liafte,  for  fear  of  lofing,  inftead  of  making  the  difcovery. 
For  captain  M.  Bridges,  I  have  a  very  good  opinion  of 
iim,  by  what  I  found  by  him  in  my  journey ;  and  he 
was  perpetually  with  me  for  a  month  together.    I  take 
him  to  be  as  good  a  Ibrt  of  man,  as  I  have  known ;  and 
methinks  it  fliould  be  a  ftrange  thing,  (if  any  thing  were 
lb)  that  it  ihould  be  imputed  as  a  fault  to  a  man  for  at- 
tending his  general  to  his  command :  but  let  that  pafs. 
For  the  other  brother  Bridges,  who  cut  out  the  leaves  of 
the  chimney-books,  I  am  inclined  to  have  no  more  cha- 
rity for  him,  than  for  his  principal  Mr.  Trant ;  who,  I 
Jiear,  comes  over  hither  with  my  lord  T —  in  order,  I  fup- 
pole,  to  be  fomebody.   I  Ihall  live  with  him,  as  I  ought  to 
do ;  though  I  hate  him  for  your  lake :  and  thofe  2,  Brid- 
ges and  T — ,  are  a  couple  of  knaves,  and  will  be  ever  fo. 
This  S.  Bridges,  who  is  lately  come  over,  I  know  not  at 
all ;  and  gave  you  only  my  opinion,  why  I  did  not  think 
fit  to  put  him  into  the  employment,   he  pretended  to, 
juft  at  this  time,  both  for  the  king's  fervice  and  for  your 
fake.     I  have  not  propofed  making  any  one  of  the  com- 
millioners  places  vacant ;  nor  Ihall  I  do  it  without  fuch 
fufficient  caufe,  as  will  bear  the  examination.    And,  you 
may  be  fure,   I  will  never  be  without  the  caution  you 
juftly  give  me  concerning  Mt.  K — :  for,  I  doubt  not,  the 
U  gpod- 
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goodnatiired  people  would  not  want  both  faying  and  be~ 
lieving,  whoever  I  fliould  reprefent  as  fit  to.be  put  out,, 
that  it  was  to  make  way  for  my  brother-in-law.  But  I 
will  difappoint  them  in  that,  by  making  no  fuch  repre- 
fentation,  but  upon  the  terms  I  have  told  you,  when  it 
is  for  the  king's  difadvantage  to  have  it  concealed.  Pro- 
bably fomebody  may  die,  or  give  out ;  which  will  be  a 
better  opportunity  of  bringing  Mr.  K —  in,  than  the  o- 
ther.  Mr.  Strong,  who  will  go  hence  after  the  yacht  re- 
turns with  my  lord  chancellor  Porter,  if  he  cannot  get 
his  health,  (which  in  truth  he  much  wants)  I  doubt,  wiU 
not  care  to  return :  but,  pray,  do  not  hearken  too  eaiily 
to  him  in  that  j  for  he  knows  the  bufinefi  here,  is  very 
.  induftriout  and  diligent,  and  lifeful.  And  now,  pray,  do 
not  believe,  that  I  defire  to  have  Mr.  Bridges  put  out  of 
the  commiflion,  till  I  tell  you  fo  plainly,  and  give  you  my 
reaibns  for  it. 

Before  I  leave  off  this  matter,  I  muft  acquaint  you  of  a 
little  thing  between  the  commiilkmers  of  the  revenue  and 
me  at  this  time ;  which  is  this.  I  arrived  here  on  the  9th 
of  January  :  their  eflabliflmient  for  the  lalaries  of  the  im- 
der-ofiicers,  for  the  quarter  ending  the  25th  of  december 
before,  was  not  figned  by  the  lords  juftices ;  who  now  re- 
fuie  to  do  it,  being  out  of  power,  moi^  the  fovice  was 
done  in  their  reign.  I,  to  appear  as  careful  of  myfelf,  as 
their  lordOiips  are,  have  refufed  to  fign  it ;  becaufe  it  was. 
done  before  my  time.  The  money  is  all  paid ;  but,  if 
the  books  be  not  figned  by  fome  chief  govemour  or  other^ 
the  money  will  not  be  allowed  upon  the  colleflors'  ac- 
counts. I  have  no  obje<ftion  to  any  thing, in  the  book; 
and  am  ready  to  fign  it,  if  you  think  it  proper :  for  I 

would 
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would  not  be  more  fcnipulous,  than  I  ought  to  be.  An4 
now,  I  think,  I  have  done  with  all  things  relating  to  the 
revenue  at  this  time.  I  find,  major  Dorington  makes 
himfelf  fure  of  fir  Charles  Feilding's  place ;  though  we 
have  no  formal  notice  of  it  here,  as  yet :  but  he  has  fent 
over  to  know,  what  the  adjutant,  and  quartermafter  of 
the  regiment  will  give  to  be  continued  in  their  places ; 
which  captain  Forbes  will  give  an  account  of,  if  he  be 
aflced.  I  had  it  not  from  him,  but  from  as  fure  a  hand  as 
can  be ;  and  I  only  tell  it  you,  that,  if  you  think  it  con- 
venient to  have  fuch  practices  laid  open,  I  may  offer  you 
an  opportunity  of  doing  it,  by  having  Forbes  alked,  what 
be  knows  of  it,  without  bringing  any  fending  and  prov- 
ing in  the  cafe.  At  one  time  or  other  the  king  will  have 
an  incMivenience  in  his  army  here  by  the  officers  having 
power  to  difmifs  men,  when  they  pleafe,  without  giving 
any  reafon  for  it :  for  by  that  means,  as  foon  as  a  muftei- 
is  over,  they  may  diiband  half  their  companies,  and  not 
take  in  men  again,  till  Ibme  fliort  time  before  the  next 
mufter;  which,  I  doubt,  has  been  too  often  done,  of 
which  I  {hall  know  mote ;  and  money  is,  I  fear,  taken 
by  the  officers  for  giving  men  leave  to  quit  the  fervice,  and 
for  taking  others  .into  it,  even  common  men. 

The  earl  of  Limerick's  patent  for  his  honour,  is  not 
yet  pafied  the  feal,  for  want  of  money  to  pay  the  fees  at 
the  feveral  offices.  My  lord  chancellor  offered  to  remit 
his :  but  it  feems,  money  cannot  be  found  to  carry  it 
through  the  reft ;  which  is  fome  fign,  that  the  report  of 
the  world  is  not  totally  untrue,  of  his  being  very  low  in 
his  fortune.  He  has  been  very  ill  ever  fince  two  days  af- 
ter my  being  here,  having  been  in  a  dying  condition ; 
U  2  but 
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but  he  is  now  pretty  well  recovered:  he  and  his  family- 
have  lived  very  civQly  with  me ;  as,  I  muft  needs  fay, 
every  body  has  done.  He  fent  to  me  3  days  fince,  that  I 
would  give  his  fon,  my  lord  Dungan,  leave  to  go  into 
England,  upon  urgent  occaiions  of  his :  which  I  did  nor 
think  fit  to  deny  him,  being  upon  his  father's  requeft,' 
and  confidering  his  alliance.  The  young  lord  went  laft 
night  in  the  yacht ;  in  which  are  gone  a  multitude  of 
people,  and  many  ladies,  as  my  lady  Clanawly  and  her  2 
daughters,  captain  Robert  Fitz-Gerald's  lady  and  her  2. 
daughters ;  one  of  which  is  married  to  one  Mr.^  AUeDy 
whole  father  is  one  of  the  moft  fubftantiJ  citizens  of  this 
city,  and  as  wife  a  man  as  you  {hall  meet  with  of  that 
rank.  He  is  a  very  great  dealer ;  but,.  I  doubt,  he  has 
thoughts  of  quitting  and  retiring :  he  is  very  honeft.  I 
fear,  more  of  our  beft  men  hare  the  fame  thoi^hts :.  I 
afTure  you,  I  have  done,  and  will  do  all  I  can  to  divert 
them.  My  lord  Forbes  is  likewife  gone  over  for  a  very 
little  time,  as  he  fays,  upon  his  father's  occafions,  and 
his  own.  In  my  laft  letter  to  the  treafury  I  fent  you  a 
view  of  the  year's  account,  ending  the  25th  of  december 
laft ;  which  is  as  you  fliall  have  it  at  the  end  of  every 
year,  and  every  quarter ;  but  you  {hall  hereafter  have  it 
much  fooner.  It  is  only  to  {new  you  in  grofs,  where- 
abouts the  matter  will  be ;  and,  I  <kre  &y,  at  the  year's 
end  there  will  not  be  loool.  difierence  one  way  or  other : 
but  the  exaS  particular  account  you  cannot  have,  till  all 
the  coUeflors'  accounts  are  declared,  and  likewife  the  re- 
ceiver general's ;  which  you  {hall  have  as  foon'as  is  pota- 
ble, and  hereafter  by  the  end  of  march,  for  the  preced- 
ing year. 

Ihad 
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I  had  a  letter  from  you  from  the  treafury  of  the  16th 
paft,  with  the  copy  of  a  petition  from  lord  Mount  Alex- 
ander, pretending  to  make  a  difcovery  of  fome  concealed 
rents.    I  Ciippok,  he  will  be,  like  the  reft  of  the  world, 
angry,  if  I  do  not  make  a  return  in  his  favour ;  which, 
truly  I  doubt,  I  cannot  do.   The  cafe  flands  thus.   There 
were  certain  old  compofition  rents  in  charge  before  the 
year  1641 :  they  are  ftill  in  charge  for  the  province  of 
Cbnnaught  and  county  of  Clare,  and  are  brought  in  to  the 
king's  uTe.    The  commiffioners  of  the  revenue  think,  the 
king  has  the  lame  right  in  the  provinces  of  Leinfter  and 
Mumler :  they  have  had  feveral  conferences  with  me  up^ 
on  it  from  my  firft  coming  hither ;  and  I  ordered  a  cafe 
to  be  made  of  it,  which  hat  lain  before  the  king's  coun- 
cil a  great  while  for  their  opinions ;   and  it  fliall  very 
fpeedily  with  my  report  be  tranfinitted  to  your  lordfliip. 
How  therefore  it  can  be  called  a  difcovery,  I  know  not ; 
but  you  Ihall  quickly  have  it  in  form.    You  will  fee  by 
the  enclofed,  what  I  have  received  from  my  lord  prefi- 
dent,  and  what  I  have  written  to  him.    Pray,  contribute 
what  you  can  towards  the  preferring  of  Rycaut,  by  whom 
I  muft  write  a  line  to.  you.    What  I  have  faid  of  the  me- 
rit of  his  family,  and  of  himfel^  is  true :  he  has  the  good 
fortune  to  be  very  nearly  related  to  my  lord  Sunderland  ; 
fo,  I  hope,  he  may  fucceed  in  his  pretenfions.    The  truth 
is,  I  would  be  v*ry  glad  to  be  upon  a  fair  occafion  rid  of 
him  out  of  my  family ;  where  he  is  very  inconvenient 
upon  the  fcore  of  his  religion.    He  is  a  hotheaded,  trbu- 
blefome  man :  you  nndemand  me.     God  almighty  keep 
you  and  yours.    This  day  the  packet  from  England  of  the 
I  ft  inftant  is  come  in ;  which  brings  me  none  from  you :

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fo  that  your  trouble  will  not  be  lengthened  upon  that  ac- 
count ;  and  you  will  fay,  it  needs  not.

SINCE  my  laft  I  have  received  your  lordftiips  of  the 
23d,  and  27th  paft;  and  am  very  glad,  that  his 
majefty  is  pleafed  to  approve  of  what  I  had  done  concern- 
ing printing,  and  in  flopping  the  books  from  beyond  feas ; 
which  I  w3l  fee  ftriflly  obferved,  and  hope,  I  {hall  be  fo 
happy  as  to  do  nothing  here,  but  what  the  king  will  like. 
The  Portfmouth  yacht  failed  laft  night  for  Chefter,  to 
wait  for  my  lord  chancellor  Porter.  On  Saturday  night 
your  lord/hip's  of  the  20th  paft  was  brought  me  by  the  ro- 
man  catholick  primate,  and  bifliop  of  Clogher  and  Kil- 
more;  to  whom  I  fliall  perform  all  the  offices,  they  fliall 
delire  upon  all  occafions.  I  told  thefe  bifhops,  that  I  had 
not  heard,  that  any  of  their  inferiour  clergy  had  made  any 
complaints,  or  applications  to  any  of  our  magiftrates :  they 
told  me,  they  could  not  fay,  there  had  been  any  fince 
my  being  here.  I  aftured  them,  I  would  give  effeflual 
orders,  that,  whatever  fhould  happen  of  that  kind,  the 
parties  fliould  not  be  countenanced,  and  their  fuperiours 
fliould  have  notice  of  them ;  for  I  was  too  well  acquaint- 
ed with  the  mifchief  that  fort  of  loofe  clergy  had  done, 
who  would  fubmit  to  no  authority ;  of  which  there  were 
too  many  in  all  religions.  I  am  giving  the  neceffajy  or- 
ders, your  lordfliip  commands,  to  our  arch-biftiops,  bif 
iiops,  flierifts  Sec,  that  the  roman  catholick  clergy  may 
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not  be  molefted  in  the  exercife  of  their  funftions ;  and  I 
muft  upon  this  occaCoa  beg  leave  to  fay  again,  that  there 
has  not  been  the  leaft  difturbance  given  to  any  one  of 
them  fince  my  being  here.  If  there  had,  I  am  confident, 
I  fliould  have  heard  of  it ;  for  the  roman  cathoUclcs  (with 
whom  I  difcourfe  as  indifferently,  as  with  others)  know, 
I  would  have  done  them  right ;  and  for  this  I  appeal  to 
themfelves.  Indeed  I  muft  needs  fay,  all  people  here 
feem  infinitely  difpofed  to  be  quiet ;  and  it  is  not  poffible 
for  men  to  make  greater  profefiions  of  duty  and  loyalty 
to  the  king,  and  long  for  opportunities  to  fliew  it.  Though 
I  have  fome  accounts  of  the  proceedings  at  feveral  of  the 
affizes,  yet  I  think  it  better  to  fay  nothing  of  that  mat- 
ter, till  I  can  lay  the  whole  before  your  lordfliip  ;  which 
will  be  very  fpeedily :  but  I  am  very  confident  for  the 
moft  part,  the  king  will  not  diflike  the  proceedings  in  the 
country.  Lift  night  I  had  a  letter  from  my  lord  chief 
juftice  Keyting  at  Cork,  where  the  allizes  now  are ;  in 
which  he  tells  me,  he  is  Uke  to  find  more  trouble  from 
Clarke's  bufinefs,  than  from  all  the  reft  that  is  before  him. 
I  fent  your  lordfliip  fometime  fince  a  copy  of  his  long  in- 
formation :  colonel  Macarty  can  give  your  lordfliip  fome 
account  of  him.  My  lord  chief  juftice  believes  the  fellow 
to  be  mad ;  but  of  this  you  ftiall  have  a  fijll  account  with 
the  reft.  ' 

Here  is  lately  happened  a  very  unfortunate  accident  in 
the  country,  a  quarrel  between  captain  Twifleton,  a  cap- 
tain in  fir  Thomas  Newcomen's  regiment,  and  captain 
George  Butler,  a  captain  in  colonel  Fairfax's  regiment. 
Butler  was  killed  upon  the  place ;  and  Twifleton  is  taken.

your  Jordfliip  an  account  of  the  particulars ;  but,  as  foon 
.as  I  have  it  from  colonel  Fairfax,  and  lieutenant  colonel 
iVnt.  Hamilton,  whom  I  have  direded  to  enquire  into  it, 
it  fliall  be  tranfmitted  to  your  lordfliip.  By  this  means 
there  are  two  companies  void ;  which  the  king  will  thirSc 
of  fupplying.  If  it  would  not  be  too  great  a  prefumption, 
I  would  beg  your  lordftiip'«  favour  to  intercede  for  one  of 
them  to  be  beftowtd  upon  one  of  my  gentlemen,. Mr.  Ry- 
caut.  He  hopes,  he  may  have  fome  pretence  to  his  ma- 
jefty's  bounty,  his  family  haying  always  ferved  the  crown  i 
he  himfelf  was  conful  for  the  late  king  at  Algiers ;  and 
Jaft  fummer  in  the  new  levies  had  a  commimon  to  be 
captain  of  the  horfc  to  fir  Edw.  Carteret ;  which  troop 
•was  afterwards  dilbanded,  and  it  had  coft  this  gentleman 
-above  lool.  He  came  over  hither  with  me,  hoping,  I 
.might  be  able  to  do  fomething  for  him  in  time.  I  know 
him  to  be  honeft,  and  make  no  diiJerence  between  fuch, 
of  whatever  religion  they  are  ;  for  I  have  feveral  Toman 
catholicks  (of  which  he  is  one)  in  my  femily.  Your  lord- 
fliip knows,  every  body  loves  to  advance  thofe,  who  de- 
pend upon  them ;  and,  if  I  can  obtain  this  requeft  by 
your  lordfliip's  means,-  I  fliall  take  it  for  a  very  great  fe- 
vour  and  obligation,  though  nothing  can  make  me  more 
than  I  am,

1HAVE  received  your  lordfUp's  favour  of  the  25th  paft 
with  great  fatisfadion,  in  two  points  efpecially ;  the 
one,  that  my  endeavours  here,  and  the  accounts  I  have 
given  of  ailairs  in  this  kingdom,  were  fatisfadory  to  his 
majefty;  the  other,  that  your  lordlhip  is  fo  friendly  and 
kind,  as  to  afford  your  alliftance  in  making  a  favourable 
reprefentation  of  them ;  which  I  Ihall  beg  the  continuance 
of,  with  this  afliirance,  that,  as  I  have  hitherto,  fo  I  fhall, 
while  I  have  the  honour  of  being  here,  make  it  my  whole 
bulinefs  to  underftand  throughly  every  particular  thing  of 
this  kingdom ;  and  will,  as  fait  as  I  can,  and  as  oppor- 
tunity offers,  give  a  true,  and  impartial  account  of  all ; 
nor  Ihall  any  thing  be  concealed.  When  the  king  knows 
all,  he  will  be  beft  able  to  judge,  and  dired  what  he 
thinks  fit :  my  bulinefs  is,  in  the  firft  place,  to  give  true 
and  intire  informations,  and,  in  the  next,  to  obey.  Since 
your  lordfhip  is  pleafed  to  cohunand  fuch  advice,  as  I  can 
offer  relating  to  the  judges,  I  will  do  it  with  all  faithful- 
nefs,  and  in  order  thereunto,  as  foon  as  they  ail  return 
from  the  circuits,  and  that  other  people  come  to  town, 
upon  whole  informations  I  can  depend,  I  will  fend  your 
lordfhip  a  perfefl  chatader  of  every  one  of  them,  from 
the  beft  advice  I  can  get  from  indifferent  perfons,  and 
likewife  from  my  own  obfervations.  In  the  mean  time, 
as  to  the  perfon  your  lordfhip  mentions,  judge  Johnfon, 
I  am  very  forty,  he  is  under  the  king's  difpleafure ;  as  I 
X  fhall 
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fliall  be  for  any  man,  who  falls  under  that  great  unhappi- 
nefs.  He  came  into  Ireland  with  my  lord  chief  juftice 
Smith,  when  he  firft  came  hither,  one  of  the  commiffion- 
ers  of  the  court  of  claims ;  and  under  his  favour  and  coun-  , 
tenance  he  grew  up.  He  is  the  eldeft  judge  in  this  king-  ■ 
dom,  having  fat  i6  years  upon  the  bench.  Whatever 
faults  he  may  be  guilty  of,  I  dare  fay>  difloyalty  was  ne- 
ver yet  laid  to  his  charge ;  his  whole  converfation  hath 
been  lb  remarkable  with  people  of  the  beft  principles,  and 
his  behaviour  fo  eminent  thefe  laft  untoward  8  years,  even 
towards  his  prefent  majefty.  It  is  well  known,  be  has. 
had  fome  private  differences  with  one  or  two  perfens ; 
but  it  is  impoffible,  any  thing  of  that  kind  can  be  brought 
with  prejudice  to  the  king.  As  for  the  perfon,  your  lord- 
fliip  mentions,  the  king  has  appointed  to  fucceed  Johnfon„ 
•Mr.  Ingleby,  I  do  not  know  him ;  but,  I  very  well  re- 
member, he  was  one  of  thofe,  who  fufiered  with  other 
worthy  perfons  under  Oates's  ufurpation  and  impofition  ; 
for  which  he  ought  to  be  efteemed  by  all  honeft  men : 
and  I  fliall  pay  him  all  poffible  regard  upon  that  account, 
,  if  there  were  no  other  reafon  for  it.  As  for  other  judges 
here,  whom  his  majefty  is  difpkafed  with,  my  lord  prefi- 
dent  has  named  to  me  fir  Richard  Reynells,  and  fir  Stan- 
difli  Harftowne.  For  the  firft  I  can  fay  nothing  know- 
ingly, but  what  all  the  world  knows,  that  he  is  a  very 
able  man.  He  came  over  hither  a  young  man,  j  or  6 
years  before  the  king's  reftoration :  he  has  got  a  very  good 
eftate  purely  by  his  praflice  in  the  law,  before  he  was  a 
judge,  fince  the  kmg's  reftoration  :  he  was  of  the  coun- 
cil, as  much  with  the  Irifli  as  the  EngUfti;  and  fo  he 
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will  agaio,  when  he  is  out,  in  all  probability.  In  his 
ftation,  as  a  judge,  no  man  can  carry  the  .prerogative 
higher,  than  he  does :  he  pretends  to  blame  his  friends 
in  England,  and  thinks,  he  fares  the  worfe  for  their 
fakes,  who  are  not  fo  good  as  they  ought  to  be :  no  man 
can  make  greater  profcffions  of  duty  and  loyalty  to  the 
king,  than  he  does.  He  is  not  returned  from  the  circuit ; 
which  he  went  with  lord  chief  juftice  Keyting,  who  all 
parties  will  own  to  be  a  good  man ;  and  to  him  I  refer 
for  an  account  of  the  other's  principles,  they  being  very 
intimately  acquainted.  As  for  fir  Standifh  Harftowne,  I 
can  fay  nothing  but  from  my  own  obfervation  of  his  be- 
haviour in  the  place  he  is,  as  a  baron  of  the  exchequer ; 
where  the  king  is  more  immediately  concerned,  than  in 
any  other  court ;  and  he  certainly  underftands  the  bufi- 
nefs  there  perfeflly  well,  and,  by  all  that  appears  to  me, 
does  his  duty  very  well.  As  to  his  principles,  I  have  ne- 
ver heard  any  thing  amifs :  he  has  a  very  good  eftate ; 
the  bulk  of  which  is  old  intereft,  he  deriving  from  fir 
Thomas  Stundiih,  who  was  his  grandfather.  If  I  might 
advife  in  this  matter,  I  could  wifh,  that  by  your  lord- 
(hip's  means  to  be  a  judge  here  might  be  a  ftep  towards 
preferment  in  England :  then  probably  men  of  better  abi- 
lities and  more  learning  would  be  judges  here,  than  have 
•fometimes  been.  And  I  am  fure,  it  would  be  infinitely 
more  for  his  m^efty's  fervice  to  have  all  thofe  places  fup- . 
plied  with  men  from  England,  than  by  any,  who  are  here 
upon  the  place. 

When  your  lordfhip  confiders,  that  I  have  given  you 

this  trouble  by  your  own  command,   you  will  forgive

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the  tedioufnefs  of  it,  and  believe,  that  I  am  with  all  pof- 
fible  refpeS')

To  the  Lord  Treasurer. 

Dublin  Caftle,  April  lo.  1686. 

AM  A  N  muft  not  brag  of  his  merits ;  but  yet  I  may 
to  you,  that  you  may,  as  opportunity  ferves,  when 
you  find  others  endeavouring  to  do  me  ill  offices,  (which 
is  never  wanting  from  men,  who  have  a  mind  to  the  em- 
ployment, which  another  is  in)  lay  before  the  king  my 
good  deeds.  I  came  hither  on  the  9th  of  January ;  at 
which  time  the  warrants  were  not  ifliied  for  paying  the 
army  the  quarter,  which  was  due  to  them  the  29th  of 
feptember  before ;  fo  that  there  was  then  aftiially  fix 
months'  pay  due  to  the  whole  army.  The  firft  thing  I 
did,  was  to  fign  the  warrants  for  the  feptember  pay.  I 
likewife  ordered  the  mufter-mafter  gener^  to  fend  out  the 
commifiaries  to  muller  the  army  for  the  quarter  ending 
the  25th  of  december  laft ;  and  as  foon  as  they  were  re- 
turned, and  the  rolls  made  up,  which  was  by  the  10th  of 
february  (for  the  commiflaries  cannot  be  lefs  than  a  month 
abroad)  I  iffued  the  warrants  for  the  pay  of  that  quarter 
likewife;  and  the  whole  army  was  paid  by  the  lOth  of 
march :  fo  that,  in  truth,  the  whole  army  have  received 
fix  months'  pay  in  lefs  than  three  montlu  time ;  for  I  have 

been 
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been  but  three  months  here  this  very  day.  And  there  is 
nothing  due  to  the  army,  but  the  quarter  ending  the  25th 
of  march  laft ;  which,  god  willing,  ftiall  be  entirely  paid 
to  them  before  the  1 6th  of  may.  I  dare  fay,  Ho  army  in 
the  world  is  better  paid.  What  may  be  thought  now,  I 
cannot  tell;  but,  at  another  time,  the  paying  fo  much 
money  in  fo  little  time,  and  the  keeping  the  army  fo 
even,  would  not  have  been  thought  a  little  thing,  nor  ill 
fervice.  This  quick  paying  of  the  army  makes  the  money 
circulate,  and  does  the  revenue  good ;  and  in  a  great 
meafure  will  put  an  end  to  the  occafion  of  imprefting- 
money  from  the  treafury.  But  however  I  have  put  an> 
ablblute  end  to  that,  if  the  ofiicers  pleafe ;  for  I  have  de- 
clared, whoever  has  occafion  of  money,  if  they  will  ac- 
quaint me  with  it,  I  will  order  the  imprefting  of  what 
they  defire ;  for  which  they  fliall  pay  nothing  to  the  re- 
ceiver general :  fo  that,  I  am  fure,  there  ought  to  be  no 
more  complaints  of  that,  Another  thing  that  I  have  done 
is  this, :  quickly  aft»r  my  arrival  complaint  was  made  to> 
me  by  feveral  officers  of  the  foot,  that  the  deduftions  for 
clothes  and  accoutrements  were  fo  great,  that  the  foldiers- 
could  not  live ;  they  having,  in  fome  regiments,  but  two' 
pence  a  day  to  live  upon :  and  fome  colleflors  told  me, 
they  were  offered  600I.  by  tradefmen  to  have  the  cloath- 
ing  of  their  regiments ;  which  they  thought  a  very  un- 
Gonfcionable  thing,  to  get  fo  much  money  into  their  own; 
pockets  out  of  the  poor  foldiers'  bellies.  I  confefs,  t 
thought  it  very  hard,  that  the  king  fhould  allow  6d.  it 
day,  and  the  poor  foldiers  have  but  2d.  of  it.  I  called  a, 
council  of  war,  where  were  prefent  all  the  field  officers  ini 
town,  both  horfe  and  foot ;  and  they  agreed  to  a  rule,. 
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and  upon  every  particular,  that  fliould  be  fiirniflied  to 
the  foldiers ;  and  that  each  man  {hould  have  4^.  a  day  in 
money  for  every  day  in  the  year.  I  know,  fome  of  the 
officers  are  dii&tished  at  this  order;  though  by  far  the 
major  part  agreed  to  it.  I  am  fure,  the  foldiers  are  plea- 
fed  ;  and,  I  hope,  the  king  will  not  be  offended.  It 
would  certainly  have  been  of  ill  confequence  to  have  had 
fome  of  the  army  been  paid  4d.  a  day,  others  2d.  i,  and 
others  but  2d. ;  which  was  the  cafe :  it  is  nothing  to 
me. 

Speaking  of  the  cloathing  of  the  army  puts  me  in  mind 
to  tell  you  of  a  particular.  My  lord  Arran  (who  loved  to 
get  money)  left  the  cloathing  of  the  regiment  of  guards 
to  each  particular  captain  to  take  care  of  his  own  compa" 
ny ;  which  got  him  the  perfect  love  of  the  officers.  My 
lord  of  Oflbry  has  ordered  it  otherwife,  and  fent  orders 
to  the  receiver  general  (at  leaft,  it  is  come  in  his  name) 
to  pay  the  deductions  no  more  to  the  captains ;  but  that 
he  will  appoint  one  to  take  care  of  the  cloathing  of  the 
regiment.  This  makes  a  loud  noife  among  the  officers ; 
and,  I  doubt,  it  will  not  be  reprefented  in  England  to  his 
advantage.  I  know,  you  are  concerned  for  the  welfare  of 
that  good  lord,  and  fo  am  I ;  and  therefore  I  thought  fit 
to  tell  you  this,  that  you  may  take  what  notice  you  think 
fit  of  it.  Having  nothing  more  to  tell  you  at  prefent  re- 
lating to  the  publick,  I  will  entertain  you  with  a  little 
relating  to  myfelf ;  not  to  give  you  any  trouble,  but  to 
lie  by  you,  and  to  improve,  as  you  fee  occafion  at  any 
time.  It  may,  when  that  time  happens,  be  reprefented 
to  the  king,  that  I  am  here  with  lefs  benefit  than  any  of 
my  predeceflbrs.    Not  to  fpeak  of  my  not  giving  the  com- 
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miffions  to  the  army  ( which,  I  know,  is  not  to  be  touch- 
ed upon)  the  lord  lieutenant  always  had  a  troop,  or  re- 
giment ;  the  pay  of  which  was  fomething  towards  his  en- 
tertainment :  and  all  his  gentlemen  at  large  rid  in  the 
guards,  which  was  a  maintenance  to  them.  I  will  pre- 
fume  to  fay,  I,  who  have  none  of  thefe  advantages,  do 
live  as  handfomely,  as  any  of  my  predeceflbrs ;  as  much 
to  the  king's  honour,  and  am  as  well,  and  as  creditably  at- 
tended :  which,  I  hope,  may  one  day,  as  opportunity  falls, 
be  taken  notice  of ;  at  leaA,  lb  far,  as  to  get  fome  pre- 
ferments in  the  army  for  the  young  men  about  me ;  who, 
I  would  be  glad,  fliould  fare  the  better  for  their  3epend- 
ance  on  me.  I  have  faid  enough  of  this  matter ;  and  alk 
your  pardon  for  faying  fo  much.  God  almighty  keep  you 
and  yours.  Yefterday  colonel  James  Dempfey  brought 
me  your's  of  the' 28th.  I  have  long  known  him,  and 
take  him  t&  be  a  very  honeft  man ;  and  (hall  make  good 
ufe  of  him,  without  entering  at  all  into  matters  relating 
to  my  lord  T — ;  I  have  written  you  a  long  letter  to  the 
treafury  by  this  packet,  reprefenting  the  ftate  of  the  re- 
venue here,  and  the  charge  upon  it.  I  fuppofe^  you  read 
thofe  letters  yourfelf,  before  any  body  elfe  does ;  fo  that> 
if  you  do  not  like  any  thing  I  fay,  you  may  fend  it  to  me 
back  again ;  and  I  will  alter  it,  as  you  dired. 


To  tie  Lord  Treasdker. 

Dublin  Caftle,  April  13.1686. 

BEFORE  this  you  have  my  lord  Dungaa  with  you ; 
of  whom  I  gave  you  fome  account  in  my  laft.    His 
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going  over  makes  a  great  difcourfe  here,  as  in  truth  moft 
tilings  do ;  for  fome  or  other  will  comment  upon  all  that 
is  done.  Thofe  officers  of  the  army,  who  are  lately  come 
out  of  England,  fay,  he  is  gone  upon  his  uncle  lord 
T — 's  dire<ftion  to  kifs  the  king's  htod  for  a  troop  of 
horfe ;  which,  they  fay,  he  is  to  have  upon  the  changes : 
and  truly  that  feems  very  likely.  But  others  will  have  it, 
that  he  is  become  a  ftatefman,  and  that  he  is  gone  upon 
fome  deep  matters  relating  to  the  catholick  caufe ;  which 
fuggeftion  comes  from  thofc  of  that  religion,  and  is 
grounded  upon  Dr.  Moore's  (a  phyfician)  being  gone  with 
him,  who  is  a  man  of  great  account  among  that  party ;  and 
is  looked  upon  to  be  io  fubtile  and  defigning  a  man,  that 
he  would  not  go  over  purely  in  a  compliment  to  that 
young  lord.  It  is  nothing  to  me,  what  he  is  gone  about ; 
but  it  is  no  harm,  you  ihould  know  what  is  ulked ;  and, 
if  it  come  in  your  way,  you  may  the  more  obferve,  what 
you  hear  there  of  this  Moore,  and  of  the  young  lord ; 
who  is  a  very  pratling,  impertinent  youth,  and  forward 
enough,  and  is  fo  looked  upon  here.  You  will  think  me 
very  much  ^t  leifure,  that  I  entertain  you  with  thefe  mat- 
ters :  though  I  have  not  much  of  importance  to  tdl  you, 
having  written  fo  largely  to  you  of  late,  both  pubUck  and 
private  letters ;  yet  I  cannot  let  a  poft  depart  without  a 
few  lines  to  you.  What  you  mentioned  in  2  of  your  let- 
ters, that  my  lord  prefident  had  orders  to  write  to  me 
concerning  the  outlawries,  I  find  yet  nothing  of;  for, 
though  I  have  had  3  letters  from  him  fince  that  time, 
that  you  firft  told  me  fo,  yet  he  has  not  in  any  of  them 
faid  one  word  to  me  of  that  matter :  which  I  do  not  tell 
you,  that  you  Ihould  fay  any  thing  to  him  upon  it,  but 
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that  you  may  fee,  he  does  not  always  make  hafte  in  an- 
fwering  letters,  though  there  may  be  fometimes  matters 
of  concern  in  them ;  as,  I  aflure  you,  that  affair  is  of  no 
fmall  one.  However,  by  what  you  told  me,  I  am  the 
better  prepared  to  advife  and  confider  of  it.  And  now, 
that  I  may  keep  my  word  in  writing  but  a  few  lines  to 
you,  I  will  end  here  with  my  prayers  for  you  and  all 
yours. 

Since  my  laft  major  BiUinglley  has  received  an  alarm, 
that  he  is  to  be  removed,  and  to  be  lieutenant  colonel  of 
fome  other  regiment ;  which  he  feems  much  troubled 
at.  He  fays,  to  bring  a  major  of  a  private  regiment  over 
his  head  to  be  lieutenant  colonel  of  the  guards,  and  to 
make  him  Heutenant  colonel  of  a  private  regiment,  is  nei- 
ther for  his  reputation,  nor  advantage ;  that  to  be  major 
of  the  royal  regiment  of  guards  is  better,  and  more  ho- 
nourable, than  to  be  lieutenant  colonel  of  any  other  re- 
fiment.  Whether  I  do  him  good  in  telling  you  this,  I 
now  not ;  but  I  am  fure,  I  do  him  no  harm.  When  I 
left  England,  I  remember,  the  king  had  a  very  good  o- 
pinion  of  this  gentleman;  and  truly  I  do  not  know,  that 
•  he  deferves  the  contrary :  he  is  certainly  a  very  honeft 
man ;  and  all,  who  know  him,  of  all  forts  fay,  he  is  an 
excellent  officer. 

In  this  letter  I  fern  a  petition  from  the  company  be- 
longing to  the  Port&iouth  yacht. 
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To  Mr.   Blathwait. 

Sir,  Dublin  Caftle,  April  i  g.  1 686. 

I  HAVE  but  Bttle  to  add  to  what  I  writ  laft,  more 
than  to  fend  you  the  fcheme  of  the  Irifh  army  and 
quarters,  as  it  was  taken  for  the  laA  december  mufter: 
and  every  quarter  you  Ihall  have  a  fielli  one,  when  there 
is  any  conuderable  change,  either  in  officers,  or  quarters. 
We  are  fain  to  change  the  quarters,  of  the  horle  e^)ecial~ 
ly,  oftener  perhaps  than  is  done  in  England  ;  but  it  ii  foe 
the  conveniency  of  the  troops.  As,  for  initance,  when  ai 
troop  of  horfe  have  eaten  up  all  the  hay  in  ti»  town 
where  they  are,  I  am  fian  Sometimes  to  remove  them  to 
another  place  15  or  20  miles  off,  where  there  are  good 
provifions ;  which  does  good  to  the  country.  And  fome- 
times  both  horfe  and  foot  are  removed,,  and  lent  alnoad 
in  fmall  parties  to  look  after  the  tories ;  which  employ- 
ment has  taken  up  many  of  the  army  finoe  I  came  hi- 
ther :  and  by  that  means  the  whole  country  is  almoft  in 
perfed  tranquillity ;  of  which  I  IhaH  venr  fpeedily  &nd 
over  a  foil  account,  with  a  lift  of  all  thofc  loofe  peopicr 
who  have  been  taken  fince  my  being  here,  and  how  ma- 
ny of  them  have  been  executed.  In  the  fchcmc  of  the 
army  you  will  &id  not  only  an  exad  account  of  all  the 
officers,  and  private  men,  who  were  muftered  ;  but  Kke- 
wile,  in  a  column  by  themfelves,  the  number  of  common 
men,  who  have  been  entertained  fince  the  preceding  muf- 
ter. I  likewife  fend  you  a  view  of  the  number  of  new 
men,  who  were  entertained  in  the  army  at  the  laft  fep- 
tember  mufter ;  by  \*hich  you  will  fee  clearly,  what  new 
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men  bave  been  admitted  into  the  army  lince  his  majelW's 
coming  to  the  crown ;  for  before  the  feptember  mufter 
there  were  very  few,  or  no  men  difcharged.  The  bulk 
of  the  new  men,  mentioned  in  both  mufters,  are  in  the 
rooms  of  thofe  difcharged  ;  there  being  not  many  dead, 
and  but  few  run  away.  That  which  I  obferve  the  moft 
is,  that  thole,  who  are  difcharged  out  of  the  army,  do 
generally  go  for  Ei^land ;  which  I  am  the  more  troubled 
at,  in  regard,  that  the  main  thing  wanting  in  this  king- 
dom are  people.  I  would  be  glad  to  know  the  method, 
"which  is  pradifed  in  Eng^d,  concerning  the  putting 
men  out  of,  the  army ;  whether  the  colonels,  or  captains 
have  hberty  of  difmililng  men  out  of  pay,  whenever  they 
think  fit,  at  their  own  pleafure.  Where  you  find  blanks 
in  the  fcheme,  thoie  officers  have  never  appeared ;  at 
leaft  the  moft  of  them :  and,  I  am  told,  they  ftay  in 
En^and  to  expefl  better  commands ;  which  certainly  is 
not  well.  But  all  that  I  can  do,  is  not  to  take  off  their 
diecks ;  which  I  ihall  not  do,  without  very  good  ground. 
You  now  want  the  pay  of  the  officers  and  foldiers  of  this 
army ;  which  is  tranicribing  for  you,  and  you  (hall  have 
it  in  my  next.  I  {ball  very  fpeedily  fend  you  an  exadl 
{cheme  of  tlie  trade  of  this  kingdom,  both  of  the  export 
and  import ;  which,  I  believe,  has  not  yet  been  feen  in 
England.  Since  my  laft,  my  lord  treafurer  has  Seat  me  an 
anfwer,  fiom  the  commiifioners  of  the  cuftoms  in  Eng- 
land, to  the  reprefentation  of  the  commiilioners  of  the 
revenue  here  concerning  the  plantation  trade  j  which  I 
mentioned  to  you.  I  £hall  Ihortly  lend  a  reply  to  it ;  and 
then  I  will  trouble  myfelf  no  more  in  that  controverfy. 
Y  2  You 
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You  fee,  I  am  now  entered  into  a  correljrondence  with 
you :  I  hope,  you  will  keep  it  up.     I  am.

To  the  Lord  Treasures. 

Dublin  Caftle,  April  17. 1686. 

ON  thurfday  at  fix  in  the  morning  I  had  notice 
brought  me,  that  the  yacht  was  arrived  at  Dunla- 
ry  with  my  lord  chancellor.  I  immediately  fent  my  coach 
to  attend  him :  he  came  ftraight  to  the  caftle ;  and  was 
with  me  before  10  of  the  clock.  He  gave  me  the  king's 
letters;  the  one  conftituting  him  lord  chancellor,  upon 
which  I  prefently  gave  order  for  preparing  his  patent ;  the 
other  to  my  lord  primate,  direfling  him  to  deliver  me  the 
feal ;  which  was  done,  and  yefterday  before  noon  the  pa- 
tent was  fealed  in  my  prefence.  I  appointed  a  council  at 
3  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon ;  where,  according  to  the 
diredHons  of  the  king's  letter,  iir  Ch.  Porter  took  the  oath 
of  chancellor,  and  the  ufual  oaths ;  and  then  I  delivered 
the  feal  to  him :  fo  that  he  is  now  in  full  pofleilion  of  his 
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office;  and  there  has  not  been  one  minute  of  time  loft  in 
executing  the  king's  commands.     He  keeps  the  lirft  feal 
this  morning :  he  dined  with  me  the  day  he  came  to  town ; 
and  I  dare  fay,  he  will  own  to  be  fatisfied  with  my  treat- 
ment of  him.     As  I  {hall  lire,  as  I  ought  to  do,  with 
whomever  the  king  fends  hither,  according  to  the  ftation 
he  is  in ;  fo  to  thofe,  I  have  been  obliged  to  upon  the 
fcore  I  was  to  fir  Ch.  Porter,   I  (hall  be  lefs  referved, 
than  to  thofe  I  do  not  know.    He  has  already  had  oppor- 
tunities to  declare  to  above  +0  people  the  king's  refolution, 
not  to  have  the  ads  of  fettlement  Ihaken ;  which  does 
much  pleafe  people  here :    foe  >fuch  difcourfes  run  like 
wild-fire  through  the  town ;  and  I  verily  believe,  it  was 
written  info  all  parts  of  the  kingdom  by  the  thurfday's 
poft.   The  declaration  does  me  good ;  for  now  all  the  dif- 
courfe  of  the  town  is  — You  fee,  my  lord  lieutenant  told 
us  true ;  and  the  king  will  have  the  adls  of  fettlement 
preferved,  notwithftanding  what  the  Irifli  talk  of  their  in- 
tereft  at  court.   My  lord  chancellcH'  has  faid  to  thofe,  who 
have  afked  him,  whether  there  fhould  be  any  alteration 
of  the  judges,  (which,  he  told  me,  have  been  very  many) 
that  he  knows  nothing  of  it ;  that  he  had  heard  it  fpoken 
of  in  England,  but  that  it  was  not  refolved  of;  and  he 
did  believe,  there  was  fome  flop  in  it :  and  yet,  he  told 
roe,  he  had  been  affured  here,  that  Mr.  Nugent  had  made 
his  robes ;  to  which  I  faid  nothing,  but  fmiled.    But,  it 
is  very  true,  when  I  writ  to  my  lord  prefident  of  the  re- 
ports here,  and  named  Mr.  Nugent  in  that  letter,  he  had 
then  a<9ually  made  his  robes  ;  if  the  word  may  be  taken 
of  the  draper,  who  Ibid  the  cloth,  and  of  the  taylor,  who 
made  them.    There  are  thofe  here,  who  have  been  fo  in- 
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-quifidve,  as  to  inform  themfelves  thus  narrowly.  And, 
about  a  fortnight  fincc,  a  roman  cztholick  (who  told  me 
of  it  himlelf )  being  in  company  with  Mr.  Nugent,  and  j 
or  6  others,  laid  —  I  wonder  we  have  heard  nothing  out 
of  England  by  the  late  packets  <^  the  changes  amoogft  the 
judges ;  which  all  the  former  letters  were  fo  ftiU  of.  Nu- 
gent anfwered ;  I  believe,  that  matter  is  at  a  little  ftand 
for  the  prefent.  It  has  been  much  debated ;  and  our  peo- 
ple are  mad  :  fome,  that  might  be  judges,  will  not ;  but, 
whatever  is  done,  I  am  liire,  I  fhall  be  a  Judge  this  next 
term.  After  this  I  leave  it  to  you  to  coimder  of  his  wif- 
dom,  and  even  his  abilities  too.  I  have  received  the  king's 
letter  by  William  Legg  for  the  making  him  govanour  of 
the  fort  at  Kinfale ;  which  I  have  already  dOpatched,  as 
far  as  is  in  my  fphere.  I  think,  I  need  fay  nothing  to 
you  of  my  kindnefs  to  him,  when  you  confider  the  fiiend- 
Ihip  that  was  between  our  fethers :  in  a  word,  I  will  leave 
it  to  him  to  make  report  of  me.  Laft  night  came  in  two 
packets  from  England,  in  which  I  had  yours  of  the  8th, 
and  loth  inftant;  which  I  do  now  acknowledge,  and 
will  in  my  next  anfwer  whatever  I  now  omit.  I  nerd  fay 
nothing  in  anfwer  to  that  part  of  your's  of  the  8th,  w;hich 
relates  to  our  new  chancellor;  only  by  what  I  have  faid 
you  fee,  there  are  no  alterations  in  the  civil  government 
brought  by  him ;  which  perhaps  will  make  you  gaze ; 
though  a  wife  man  can  wonder  at  nothing,  that  is  done, 
or  left  undone.  As  for  what  you  would  have  done  in  cafe 
Mr.  Rice  fliould  be  made  a  judge,  you  may  be  fure,  it 
fhall  be  done,  though  you  had  aot  faid  half  fo  much,  as 
you  have  done  upon  it.  Sir  John  Ivory  has  been  with 
me,  and  j  will  do  him  all  the  kindnefs,  that  is  in  my 

power.

power.  I  fhall,  in  my  next  to  my  lord  prefident,  repre- 
fent  to  him,  that  it  looks  ftrange,  that  William  Legg, 
being  govemour  of  fo  confiderable  a  fort,  fliould  not  have 
a  company ;  which  all  former  gpTemours  hare  had.  When 
I  do  it,  (which  you  will  find  by  my  letter)  you  will,  I 
am  fure,  do  what  lies  in  you  towards  the  advancing  his 
requeft. 

As  to  your's  of  the  loth,  I  flmll  fay  nothing  to  what 
you  mention  conceming  what  I  writ  to  you  in  mine  of 
the  27th  paft  to  the  trrafuir,  till  I  receive  your  full  an- 
fwer  to  it ;  and  then,  if  it  be  not  as  I  defired  in  mine,  I 
will  pafs  the  commiJHon  for  inferting  Mr.  Aubery,  that 
the  king's  bufinefs  may  not  flop ;  and  will  dilputc  the 
bufinefs  (if  I  am  not  fatisfied  with  your  anftver)  with  you 
afterwards.  The  controrerfy  can  do  no  harm :  it  will  be 
only  between  us  two ;  and  purely  upon  what  is  mod  for 
the  king's  fervioe,  without  any  felf  concerns  on  either 
fide ;  and  reafon  muft  carry  it ;  which,  I  am  fure,  I  will 
fnbmit  to ;  for,  I  think,  I  am  never  obftinate,  where  a 
third  is  concerned.  A  man  may  propofc  things,  which, 
according  to  the  apprehenfion  the  propofer  has  of  them, 
may  really  be  reafonable ;  but,  upon  full  deliberation  with 
others,  may  be  found  rieither  realbnable,  nor  fit :  and,  I 
am  fure,  I  will  never  infift  upon  a  thing,  becaufc  I  have^ 
propofed  it.  And  fo,  1  hope,  I  need  fay  nothing  for  my 
own  jiiftification,  till  you  tell  me,  I  vary  from  what  I 
profeis ;  which,  I  hope,  you  will  do.  I  muft  own,  my 
lord  prefident  has  fent  me  word,  fince  I  writ  to  you 
about  lord  Afonntjoy,  that  the  king  will  not  have  his 
Irifh  army  -encamp  this  fummer ;  but  of  the  outlawries 
he  has  not  yet  laid  any  thing ;  fo  that  I  may  conclude 
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between  you  and  me,  that  either  he  has  forgot  it,  or 
fomebody  elfe  has  influence  upon  him  to  make  him  de- 
lay fending  orders,  when  be  is  direfled :  but  I  need  fay 
no  more  to  you  of  this  matter,  than  I  did  in  my  laft ;  I 
only  repeat  it  often,  that  you  may  know  as  much,  as  if 
you  and  I  were  talking  every  day  together.  I  will  fay  no 
more  to  you  of  Mr.  Kingdon ;  becaufe  it  is  againil  my 
principle  to  find  fault  with  men,  who  cannot  anfwer  for 
themfelves ;  and  what  I  did  fay  to  you,  I  thought,  I 
'  could  not  avoid,  the  commiilioners  telling  it  me  upon  the 
occafion  they  did.  But  I  muft  do  Mr.  Price  the  right  to 
afiure  you,  that  to  this  minute  he  never  mentioned  Mr. 
JCingdon  to  me ;  nor  has  he  ever  in  any  dilcourfe  to  me 
feemed  to  aim  at  the  getting  the  entire  management  into 
his  own  hands :  nor  can  it  be,  if  I  am  rightly  under- 
flood,  as  I  will  endeavour  to  be,  when  I  come  to  reply 
to  the  anfwer  I  expefl:  from  you.  I  often  fend  for  him  to 
me,  but  he  is  very  feldom  alone  with  me ;  and  I  am  ib 
aware  of  him,  that  I  tefolved  at  firft  to  have  no  com- 
merce with  him  upon  my  own  particular  account;  be- 
caufe, in  all  events,  it  is  beft  not  to  put  one's  felf  into 
the  power  of  any  man,  who  is  under  one,  if  it  can  be 
avoided.    God  almighty  keep  you  and  yours.

I  DECEIVED  laft  night  the  honour  of  your  majefty's  of 
the  6th  inftant ;  and,  as  to  your  majefty's  employing 
fome  of  the  native  catholicks  of  the  country  in  your  fer- 
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vice,  I  hope,  your  majefty  is  not  offended  with  what  I 
prefumed  to  write  to  you  upon  that  fubjeS.  It  was  only 
to  yourfelf,  fir ;  and  whatever  you  do  will  not  only  find 
obedience  from  me,  but  {hall  be  juftified  to  the  utmoft 
againfl  all  repinings  whatlbever,  if  there  are  any.  As 
your  majefty 's  often  gracious  profeflions,  that  the  afts  of 
fettlement  ftiall  not  be  touched,  does  extremely  quiet  the 
minds  of  men ;  fo  nothing  can  more  encourage  and  en- 
creafe  the  trade  of  the  kingdom,  (from  whence  your  ma- 
jefty *s  revenue  does  principally  arife)  than  men's  being  fe- 
cure  in  their  property.  As  to  that,  which  is  called  here 
the  Englifti  interefl,  it  confifts  of  feveral  forts  of  people ; 
of  whom  your  majefty  fhall  have  a  particular  account,  as 
foon  as  it  is  poftible  for  me  lay  it  before  you.  When  I 
have  your  majefty's  orders  for  fending  over  any  of  your 
troops  from  hence,  or  receiving  any  from  England,  they 
fliall  not  be  long  in  executing.  I  doubt,  your  majefty 
will  lofe  a  good  officer  here,  major  Lawlefs,  who  has  ne- 
ver ftirred  from  his  quarters:  he  has  always,  from  my 
firft  landing,  written  to  me  every  week.  He  went  from 
Kinlale  to  Cork  to  the  aftizes,  where  it  was  neceflary  for 
him  to  be,  and  is  there  fallen  very  ill ;  and,  by  the  ac- 
count he  gives  me  of  himfelf  in  another  hand  writing,  I 
fear,  he  will  not  recover.  On  eafter  eve  the  roman  ca- 
tholick  primate,  and  bifliop  Tyrrell  brought  me  your  ma- 
jefty's commands,  from  my  lord  prefident,  concerning 
them.  Whether  they  receive  from  me  thofe  offices,  which 
they  expefl:,  I  will  refer  myfelf  to  what  they  themfelves 
will  fay :  I  have  told  them,  they  may  come  to  me,  when- 
ever they  pleafe.  About  a  week  fmce  one  Stephen  Fay, 
Z  a  fecular 
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a  (ecular  prieft,  fent  me  a  petition  with  an  appeal  to  your 
majefty.  I  immediately  fent  for  primate  Magwire,  and 
gave  it  him,  and  aiked  him,  what  he  had  a  mind  Ihoiild 
be  faid  to  Fay :  he  defired  me,  that  I  would  only  direfl, 
that  he  fhould  apply  himfelf  to  his  fuperiours ;  which  I 
did,  and  have  heard  nothing  of  him  fince.  This,  I  think, 
fir,  was  purfuant  to  your  majefty 's  directions ;  and  there- 
fore I  will  continue  the  fame,  if  other  like  occafions  of- 
fer, till  I  receive  your  majefty's  direflions  to  the  contrary. 
If  your  majefty  would  fee  the  appeal  to  you,  I  will  fend 
you  a  copy  upon  your  command.  I  very  well  know,  fir, 
how  penal  it  it  (even  by  law»  made  before  the  rtfbrma- 
tion)  to  hinder  appeals  to  be  made  to  the  king.  I  do  not 
by  thi»,  fir,  that  I  am  afraid  to  hinder  or  promote  what 
your  majefty  (hall  dired;  but  only  to  jurafy  my  giving 
your  majefty  this  trouble ;  which  I  humbly  beg  your  par- 
don for,  and  your  permiffion,  that  I  may  give  thefe  ac- 
counts to  yourfelf.  When  your  majefty  was  pleafed  to  tell 
me,  that  you  would  have  the  afls  of  fettlement  not  touch- 
ed ;  you  told  me  at  the  fame  time,  that  you  would  be 
glad  to  find  Ibme  way  to  reUeve  fuch  hard  cafes  here,  as 
you  fliall  judge  worthy  of  your  bounty :  which  has  made 
me  willing  to  hearken  to  every  thing,  that  has  been  fug- 
gefted.  And,  upon  frequent  difcourfcs  with  all  forts  of 
people,  I  do  find,  that  another  commifiion  of  grace, 
whereby  men  might  have  their  eftates  confirmed  to  them, 
would  not  only  give  general  fetisfeaion ;  but,  I  beheve, 
would  bring  in  a  vaft  fum  of  money,  enough  to  enable 
you  to  gratify  all  who  want.  This,  fir,  is  but  an  o[union 
ground^  upon  general  and  occafional  difcourfcs ;  and  no- 
thing 
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thing  ought  to  be  attempted  further,  without  your  ma- 
jetty's  direftiMi!.  But,  if  you  pleafe  to  give  my  lord  chan- 
cellor and  me  leave  to  coniGder  of  it,  we  will  be  able,  with- 
out noife,  in  no  long  time  neither,  to  lay  before  you 
ibme  propofals  towards  that  end  3  which,  I  hope,  will 
not  be  diipleaiing  to  you  :  if  you  diflike  them,  fir,  they 
will  be  in  your  own  power  to  burn  them ;  and  they  will 
never  be  heard  more  of.  I  muft  humbly  beg  your  ma- 
jefty's  pardon  for  this  prefumption,  and  your  favourable 
acceptance  of  the  fervices,  which  are  offered  with  all  fub- 
mimon  by,

My  Lord,  Dublin  Caftle,  April  17. 1686. 

ON  thurfday  laft  my  lord  chancellor  Porter  arrived 
here ;  of  which,  I  fuppofe,  himfelf  will  give  a  par- 
ticular account.  Immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  the 
lung's  letters  I  direSed  his  patent  to  be  prepared ;  and  on 
friday  in  the  afternoon  he  was  fworn,  and  the  feals  deli- 
vered to  him  at  council :  fo  that  he  is  now  in  lull  poflfif- 
fion  of  his  office,  and  has  this  day  kept  the  firft  leal,  the 
term  beginning  on  wednefday  next.

Dublin  Caftle,  April  20. 1686. 

BY  this  poft  you  will  receive  a  letter  to  the  treafury, 
in  anfwer  to  what  you  writ  about  Mr.  Weaver.  I 
have  flated  the  matter  as  fully,  and  as  plainly  as  I  can : 
and  the  man  ought  in  juftice  to  have  ms  money,  or  his 
land ;  for  the  king  ought  to  have  nobody's  land  without 
paying  for  it.  And  it  is  a  moft  wonderfiil  thing,  how 
fuch  a  matter,  fo  juft,  fhould  hang  fo  long ;  and  fo  much 
money  unnecellarily  fpent  fince :  but  there  is  one  particu- 
lar in  this  affair,  which,  I  knew  not  well,  how  to  bring 
into  my  pubUck  letter ;  and  yet,  in  my  opinion,  it  ought 
to  be  known,  even  by  the  king  himfelf.  Mr.  Weaver  be- 
ing with  me,  and  urging  his  bufinefs  as  far  as  he  could  in 
order  to  obtain  a  favourable  report,  as  he  called  it,  I  told 

him, 
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him,  that,  I  thought,  he  might  as  well  allow  the  abate- 
jnent  of  500I,  being  but  an  executor,  as  has  father-in-law 
the  alderman  to  whom  the  land  belonged ;  especially  (ince 
he  was  allowed  fo  in  the  hundred  for  his  principal  money 
from  the  time  the  abatement  was  made;  to  which  the 
poor  man  with  tears  faid,  then,  I  fear,  1  Ihall  have  but 
little  of  the  money.  I  alked  him,  what  he  meant  by  that: 
he  faid,  about  a  year  llnce  he  fent  to  his  fon  (a  young 
man  at  the  temple)  to  try,  whether  be  could  oiake  a 
friend  at  court  undertake  to  get  him  his  money,  by  giv- 
ing him  fomething  for  it ;  and  that  his  fon  had  found  out 
one  Mr.  Haftings  (who  was  wounded  laft  year  in  the  Weft) 
who  bad  undertaken  to  get  the  bufmefs  done  for  500I. 
But,  finding  it  long  about,  and  his  children  growing  up, 
to  whom,  he  faid,  the  money  for  this  land  belonged,  in 
december  laft  Weaver  went  to  my  lord  Tyrconnel,  (being 
introduced  to  him  by  a  friend)  and  offered  him  loool.  to 
get  his  bufineis  done;  which  my  lord  undertook,  won- 
dering much  at  the  hardnefs  of  the  cafe :  ib  that  he  faid 
very  pitifully,  I  know  not  whether  my  fon  be  bound  to 
make  good  the  jool ;  but,  I  doubt,  my  lord  Tyrconnel 
will  expe£t  his  lOOol;  and  then,  if  I  am  allowed  but 
3191I.  2s.  sd.  J,  there  wili  come  but  1691I.  to  rayfelf. 
I  told  him,  I  could  hj  nothing  to  thofe  bargains ;  nor  in 
truth  can  I.  I  am  fure,  I  will  make  none  ^them;  and 
when  I  have  difcovered  them,  that  they  are  known,  I 
have  done. 

Major  Lawlefs  died  the  laft  week ;  of  which  I  have 
written  to  colonel  Macarty,  to  whom  he  was  maJOT.  I 
have  upon  this  occafion  reprefented  to  my  lord  prefident, 
that  William  Legg,  who  is  govemour  of  Charles  fort,  has 
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no  company ;  which  in  my  opinion  he  ought  to  have, 
and  has  always  been  the  praftice  here:  I  am  fure,  you 
will  advance  his  pretenfion  what  you  can.  I  am  told 
from  a  very  good  hand,  that  it  was  refolved  not  long 
fince  in  England,  that  the  IriQi  clergy  here  Ihould  ap- 
pear abroad  in  their  habits ;  but  that  by  the  laft  letters 
from  England  contrary  orders  came  from  the  king ;  which 
my  author,  of  that  religion,  is  very  well  pleafed  at :  for, 
he  fays,  he  knows,  fuch  a  publick  appearing  would  give 
fo  great  a  dillatisfa£lion,  that  it  would  undo  the  king- 
dom ;  befides  that  no  man  could  be  refponfible  for  the 
mifchief  and  diforders,  that  might  happen  from  the  rab- 
ble :  which  is  undoubtedly  true ;  and,  I  hope,  it  will 
not  be  attempted.  You  will  remember,  upon  major  Law- 
lefi's  death  a  penfion  of  jool.  per  annum  fells  to  the 
king ;  which  was  placed  upon  the  concordatums.  I  hope, 
the  king  will  let  it  die ;  for  that  fiind  is  too  much  char- 
ged, confidering  for  what  ufes  it  was  defigned,  and  how 
much  need  there  is,  that  it  Ihould  be  laid  out  upon  the 
forts  and  buildings.  The  reparations  of  this  no-caftle  are 
very  great ;  and  it  is  the  worft,  and  moft  inconvenient 
lodging  in  the  world.  That  you  may  fee  the  conftant  cer- 
tain charge  upon  the  concordatums,  I  fend  you  the  en- 
clofed  account,  together  with  a  lift  of  the  uncertain  ex- 
penfes,  wliich  muft  be  paid  out  of  it ;  of  which  you  Ihall. 
have  a  certain  particular  account  every  quarter.

TH  A  V  E  very  little  to  trouble  your  lordfliip  with  fince 
my  laft,  but  only  to  acquaint  you,  that  yefterday  I 
had  an  account  from  Cork,  that  colonel  Lawlefs  was  dead 
there.  He  has  been  a  long  time  in  a  confumpdon :  he 
was  a  very  good  officer,  and  very  well  known  to  the 
king :  he  was  major  to  colonel  Macarty.  I  beg  your  lord- 
fhip  to  move  the  king  to  fill  up  his  place. 

I  omitted  to  give  your  lordfliip  an  account  in  my  laft, 
that  colonel  Legg  arrived  here  with  my  lord  chancellor, 
and  brought  me  the  king's  letter  for  making  him  govem- 
our  of  Charles  fort  near  Kinfale ;  which  is  difpatched.  I 
think  fit  to  reprefent  to  your  lordlhip,  that  he  has  no 
company ;  which  the  governour  of  that  fort  hath  hither- 
to always  had.  I  do  not  know,  that  the  king  hath  yet 
difpofed  of  the  company  late  fir  Nich.  Armourer's ;  and 
there  are  other  companies  void,  of  which  your  lordfliip 
has  an  account.

You  will  fee,  by  my  letter  to  my  lord  Sunderkhd,  what 
I  have  writtea  of  ibt  jttdgeS.  Fot  wtafit  of  e^Kt  things  to 
entertain  him  with,  I  thought  fit  to  tell  him  thofe  dif- 
courfes :  if  he  would  think  of  the  bulinefs,  and  men  of 
this  country,  fuch  kind  of  ftories  would  let  him  lee  feme 
of  their  tempers;  bat)  I  think,  I  need  not  take  much 
pains  to  inform  him ;  for,  I  doubt,  it  is  much  at  one, 
whether  things  alB  known  or  ttOt.  However,  there  is  on- 
ly my  owtt  labout  teft ;  which  I  am  not  vety  ocrvetous  in 
fparftig  to  you,  who  do  nt>t  d^ink  knowledge  a  butdeo. 
I  thihk  it  fit  to  give  the  charadetts  of  at  many  men,  as  I 
can  meet  with,  whd  art  any  w«y  cottfidetable  s  you  Will 
find  by  time,  whether  thofe,  i  give,  are  true,  or  not.  I 
have  already  given  you  the  chata^r  of  Mr*  Nugent }  Vb 
which  I  will  only  add  for  etftertaSlwaeat,  that  y^e«ky 
tny  k>rd  chancellor  aiked  me,  whether  I  was  acquainted 
with  Nugent  ?  To  whom  I  aftfwered,  (fer  J  afeVer  had 
faid  any  thing  to  him  d  him)  that  tfiy  aicqviaintonce  was 
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vety  fmall ;  he  having  been  only  a  few  times  with  me, 
upon  ordinary  matters :  to  which  he  replied,  he  is  a  Tery 
filly  fellow,  and^ows  very  troublefome.  Mr.  Daly  I  ne- 
ver faw,  till  thurfday  laft.  He  feems  a  fober  man:  he 
has  the  chitfaQer  of  one  of  the  beft  lawyers  of  that  party ; 
there  being  in  truth  but  three  above,  or  equal  to  him, 
viz.  Nangk,  Garret  Ditton,  and  St.  Rioe.  He  is  repu- 
ted a  ttiodeft  man  :  he  is  perfe<a  Irifh,  of  old  Irifli  race : 
he  is  very  bigoted,  and  national ;  and  yet  all  that  he  is 
♦XMth  in  the  world  is  of  his  own  acquiring,  and  new  ti- 
tle. He  was  bred  a  cleric  to  Patrick  Darcy ;  a  man'  fa- 
moafly  known  by  all,  who  know  any  diing  of  the  late 
wars  in  this  kingdom.  Certainly  he  did  not  mtend  to 
have  accepted  of  this  place,  till  he  had  heard  again  out  of 
England ;  but  was  prevailed  vrith,  by  fome  of  the  zeal- 
ous, to  accept  it  without  further  hefitation. 

Captain  Robert  Fitz-Gerald  hath  written  to  a  friend 
here,  (I  had  an  account  of  it  from  him,  to  whom  the  let- 
ter was  written)  that  he  had  fpent  a  fortnight  at  the  Bath, 
with  lord  Tyreonnel ;  and  that  my  lord  had  told  him, 
he  could  not  promife  him  to  get  him  into  the  army  j  but 
that  he  would  undertake  to  get  hitn  any  thing  elfe  in  the 
kingdom,  which  he  had  a  mind  to.  I  thought  fit  to  teJl 
you  this,  becaufe  I  know  the  relation  that  gentleman  has 
to  yoo,  ahd  the  kindnefles  yon  have  done  him :  and  it  is. 
fit,  you  fhould  know  every  thing.  We  exped,  the  next 
letters  will  Wng  us  an  account  of  that  lord  s  retimi  from: 
Bath ;  and  profebly  of  his  motions  hitherwards.  When 
be  ooaies,  he  comes.  You  will  fee,  I  have  written  to 
my  lord  brefident,  that  the  king't  letter,  which  direfls 
me  to  "dii^enfe  with  giving  the  oath  of  fupremacy  to  the 
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new  judges,  ftiould  be  entered  at  the  fignet  office  at 
Whitehall,  as  well  as  the  letters  for  giving  the  judges 
their  places.  I  would  not  be  thought  (prupulous,  and 
therefore  I  have  done  the  bufinefs  already ;  but  I  defire, 
it  may  now  be  fupplied :  I  am  advifed,  it  is  fit  it  fliould 
be  fo ;  and,  I  fuppofe,  there  will  be  no  great  difficulty 
made  in  granting  what  I  defire.  Though  I  do  not  expeft 
any  alteration  (in  my  time)  of  publick  afFairs ;  yet  I  would 
not  be  willing  to  be  queftioned  for  having  obeyed  the 
king :  which  poffibly  may  be  the  cafe,  if  all  letters  and 
inftruments  are  not  exaftly  according  to  the  form.  You 
will  pleafe  to  take  that  notice,  you  think  fit,  hereof.  This 
is  the  firft  time  the  oath  of  fupremacy  has  ever  been  dif- 
penfed  with  in  a  judicial  place ;  and  it  is  in  breach  of  a 
law :  which  I  may  fay  to  you,  though  to  nobody  elfe, 
at  this  time,  as  the  world  now  goes.

1G  A  V  E  your  lordfliip  an  account  in  my  laft,  that  I  had 
received  your's  of  the  13th,  and  likewife  the  king's 
letters  and  direflions  concerning  the  3  judges ;  and  that 
I  had  given  the  neceflary  orders  in  obedience  thereunto : 
and  Mr.  Nugent's  patent  paiTed  the  feal  yefterday.  But 
on  thurfday  in  the  evening  Mr.  Daly  came  to  me,  (whom 
I  had  never  feen  before)  and  after  great  profeffions  of  du- 
ty to  the  king,  and  that  he  would  be  ready  to  ferve  him 
in  any  capacity,  he  told  me,  that  it  was  not  of  his  own 
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feeking  to  be  a  judge,  for  he  would  really  lofe  400I.  a 
year  ;  and  therefore  defired,  that  I  would  not  take  it 
amifs,  if  he  continued  at  the  bar  this  term,  and  did  not 
take  out  his  patent,  till  he  heard  again  out  of  England. 
I  told  him,  I  had  figned  his  warrant,  which  he  might 
have,  when  he  pleafed  ;  and  that,  if  he  did  not  take  it, 
I  would  not  immediately  call  upon  him.  I  find,  he  had 
much  the  fame  difcourfe  with  my  lord  chancellor :  but, 
I  perceive,  he  has  changed  his  mind ;  for  yefterday  morn- 
ing he  fent  for  his  warrant :  fo,  I  fuppofe,  he  will  take 
out  his  patent.  As  I  have  thus  given  your  lordfhip  an  ac- 
count of  thefe  2  judges ;  fo,  I  think,  I  ought  to  inform 
you  of  the  behaviour  of  thofe,  who  go  out.  Sir  Standifli 
Harftowne,  and  Johnfon  are  in  England  :  fo  there  is  on- 
ly (ir  Richard  Reynell  here ;  whom  I  fent  for  the  next 
morning  after  I  had  your  lordfliip's  letter,  and  acquaint- 
ed him  with  the  king's  pleafure :  to  which  he  anfwered, 
that  he  did  very  cheerfully  fubmit,  and  (hould  always  do 
fo  to  whatever  determination  his  majefty  (hould  make 
concerning  him.  He  faid,  his  religion  and  his  profeffion 
had  taught  him  loyalty  to  the  king,  and  he  had  pra<flifed 
it  ever  fince  he  was  in  a  capacity  of  doing  it ;  and,  if  he 
knew,  what  was  moft  acceptable  to  the  king,  he  would 
fliew  his  duty  by  doing  it.  He  then  afked  me,  if  he 
might  return  to  his  praftice.  I  told  him,  I  knew  nothing 
to  the  contrary ;  and  that,  I  believed,  his  majefty  did 
not  concern  himfelf,  to  what  callings  his  fubje<fts  betook 
themfelves,  as  long  as  they  behaved  themfelves  dutifully. 
Having  thus  given  your  lordfliip  an  account  of  thefe  af- 
fairs, which  I  thought  fit  enough  for  you  to  know,  I 
have  but  one  thing  more  to  fay  relating  thereunto ;  and 
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that  is  concerning  myfelf :  which  is  this.  I  do  defire, 
with  your  lotdihip's  leave,  that  the  king's  letter,  direft- 
ing  me  to  difpenie  with  the  judges  taking  the  oath  of  fu- 
premacy,  may  be  entered  at  the  lignet  office,  as  the  others 
are.

ON  funday  I  received  your's  of  the  1 7th  inftant ;  and 
how  I  have  been  owned  to  be  in  the  right  in  the 
letters,  which  you  caufed  to  be  delivered  from  me,  and 
how  far  any  apology  was  made  to  me,  you  know  b«ft»e 
this  by  the  copy  of  the  letter,  which  I  fent  you,  from  a 
great  lord.  I  am  too  well  acquainted  with  the  method  of 
our  world  to  expefi  apologies :  if  my  letters  do  produce 
the  effe£t,  that  no  more  hardfliips  will  be  put  upon  me  in 
my  goviemment,  I  ihall  be  a  mighty  man ;  but  it  is  more 
than  I  can  exped,  confidering  the  tempers  and  humours 
of  men.  I  w^il  never  touch  more  upon  ecclairciflements, 
being  abundantly  fatisfied  in  what  you  fey ;  and  you  ihall 
never  have  caufe  to  be  otherwife  with  me.  I  have  figned 
the  quarter's  eftabliihmeat  for  the  officers  belonging  to 

the 
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the  revenue,  due  at  chriflmas  laft,  without  any  fcruple  : 
I  will  follow  your  method  for  the  future  in  approving  of 
thofe  officers,  and  appointing  their  falaries. 

I  have  by  this  packet  lent  you  a  large  difpatch  to  the 
treafury  chamber,  concerning  the  plantation  trade ;  in 
which  controverly,  I  think,  the  commiAioners  here  have 
the  advantage  of  the  commillioners  of  the  cuftoms  ia 
England  in  point  of  reafon ;  and,  I  am  fure,  their  alTec- 
tions  in  matter  of  fad  are  true,  and  plain,  without  any 
fpecious  glofles ;  which  I  cannot  fay  of  thofe  from  the 
cuftom-houfe  in  London.  If  you  pleafe  to  let  it  be  laid 
before  the  king  and  council,  as  a  matter  of  ftate,  all  par- 
ties will  fubmit  to  the  determination,  that  ihall  be  given 
from  thence :  and  now  I  have  laid  it  there,  I  have  done. 

I  fend  this  by  tory  Hanvilton;  who  is  not  unknown 
to  you.  He  is  amongft  the  unfortunate,  as  his  colonel 
fends  him  word ;  and  therefore  he  goes  over  to  lee,  what 
by  himlUf  and  friends  he  can  do.  I  do  affure  you,  he  is 
as  honeft  a  fellow,  as  ever  was  born ;  and  deferves  as  well 
from  the  government,  as  a  man  in  his  circumftances  can 
do,  for  the  fuccefsfiil  pains  he  has  taken  in  fuppreffing 
and  bringing  in  the  rogues  and  robbers  of  the  country : 
therefore,  pray,  let  me  defire  you  to  do  him  what  good 
offices  you  can'.  He  will  be  with  you,  I  believe,  at  leaft 
a  day  before  the  packet,  which  goes  over  in  the  iame  boat 
with  him. 

The  late  frequent  packets  from  England  make  ray  let- 
ters the  fliorter ;  which  you  have  reafon  to  be  glad  of.

IR  E  T  u  R  N  your  lordfliip  my  mod  humble  thanks  for 
the  favour  of  your  letter  of  the  17th  inftant,  and  for 
your  kindnefs  to  Mr.  Rycaut  in  obtaining  captain  Butler's 
company  for  him ;  which  I  fliall  always  acknowledge; 
and  will  make  all  returns  of  gratitude  to  your  lordfhip  to 
the  utmoft  of  my  power.  I  can  now  tdl  your  lordfliip, 
that  the  two  new  judges  have  their  patents,  and  were 
fworn  on  feturday :  there  happened  fome  little  dilpute 
yefterday  morning  upon  their  coming  into  court  concern- 
ing precedency ;  Mr.  Nugent  infilling  much,  that  he 
came  into  the  place  of  fir  Richard  Reynell,  who  was  the 
fecond  judge,  and  therefore  that  he  ought  to  fit  in  the 
fame  place ;  to  which  judge  Lyndon  would  not  fnbmit  r 
and,  I  am  told,  the  conteft  was  as  briflc,  as  if  ft  had 
been  between  two  Women.  But  my  lord  chancellor  fet- 
tled it  by  acquainting  them,  that  there  never  was  any  dif- 
pute  in  England  in  fuch  cafes ;  for  it  was  known  there, 
that,  when  the  king  thought  fit  to  fet  afide  a  judge, 
though  it  were  the  fecond  of  the  court,  the  new  judge 
always  took  the  youngeft  place  in  that  coiirt :  and  fo  aJJ 
that  matter  is  now  well. 

I  have  lately  been  informed  by  fome  roman  catholicks 
of  this-country,  that  there  is  a  general  meeting  of  the  ro- 
man catholick  clergy,  and  perfons  of  quality  of  that  reli- 
gion, appointed  to  be  in  this  city  on  the  1 5th  of  the  next 
month ;  which,  I  thought  fit  to  acquaint  his  majefty  with 
by  your  lordfliip,  that  I  may  know  his  pleafure ;  and  whe^ 
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ther  he  approves  of  the  faid  meeting :  which  I  the  rather 
do,  becaufe  thofe,  who  have  acquainted  me  with  it,  feem 
to  think  thofe  meetings  not  fitting,  without  the  know- 
ledge of  the  government.

My  Lord,  Dublin  Cafble,  April  27. 1686. 

BY  the  laft  packet  I  had  the  honour  of  your  grace's 
letter  of  the  20th  inftant ;  and,  flnce  you  are  plea- 
fed  to  encourage  me  to  give  you  an  account  of  the  affairs 
here,  I  (hall  do  it  conftantly,  as  there  fliall  be  occafion. 
I  have,  from  my  firft  being  here,  given  the  beft  account 
of  things  I  could,  as  I  found  them ;  and  have,  in  my 
letters  to  my  lord  prefident,  written  pretty  freely  of  eve- 
ry thing :  but,  I  fuppofe,  refolutions  concerning  this  coun- 
try were  to  be  taken  from  other  informations,  than  thofe 
that  came  from  me ;  as  appears  from  the  changes,  that 
are  already  made,  (of  which  I  gave  your  grace  an  account 
in  my  laft  letters)  and  from  more,  that  will  be  made  in 
Bbj2  the 
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the  army ;  of  which  I  am  not  yet  to  know  tie  parttcn- 
lars,  though  40  people,  who  come  from  England,  dif- 
courfe  of  them  all,  and  pretend  to  have  fcen  the  commif- 
fions  at  the  fecretary's  office :  and,  I  am  fure,  feveral  of 
them  will  6y  nothing,  but  what  is  true.  To  avoid  te- 
dious repetitions,  I  will  take  the  liberty  to  refer  your 
grace  to  my  brother ;  who  will  entertain  you,  when  you 
are  at  leifure,  with  the  reprefentations  I  have  made  from 
hence.  It  is  very  wonderful,  that  the  revenue  here  for 
the  laft  year,  ending  the  25th  of  december,  fhould  have- 
held  out  fo  well,  even  to  what  it  was  the  preceding  year : 
I  wifli  this  prefent  year  may  yield  as  much;  though  I 
greatly  doubt  it.  But,  whether  my  fears  are  reafbnable 
or  not,  nothing  but  a  little  time  can  clear :  I  heartily 
wifh,  there  may  be  no  ground  for  the  apprehenfions  I 
have  in  that  matter.  I  have  by  this  packet  writ  a  long 
letter  to  my  lord  treafurer,  concerning  the  trade  of  this 
kingdom  to  the  plantations ;  which  is  jgrown  to  be  a  con- 
troverfy  between  the  commiffioners  of  the  revenue  here 
and  thofe  of  the  cuiloms  in  England ;  in  which,  I  thinks 
the  commiiConers  here  have  much  the  advantage  in  point 
of  realbn.  I  have  begged,  it  may  be  laid  before  the  king 
in  council,  as  a  matter  of  ftate ;  and  to  the  determina- 
tion, his  majefty  fhall  make  in  it,  all  parties  will  cheer- 
fully fubmit.  I  befeech  your  grace  to  call  for  thofe  pa- 
pers, and  read  them ;  and  then  you  will  do,  as  you  think 
m<^  for  the  king's  advantage :  and,  I  hope,  I  fhall  not 
be  thought  kfs  an  Englilhman  for  propofing  what  is  for 
the  benefit  of  Ireland ;  which,  if  truly  confidered,  is  at 
leaft  as  advantageous  to  the  trade  of  England,  as  to  Ire-

THIS  bearer,  captain  William  Hamilton,  having  had 
an  account  from  Ibme  of  his  friends  in  England, 
who  wifli  him  well,  that  he  has  the  misfortune  to  be  re- 
prefented  under  an  ill  charafter  to  your  majefty,  I  could 
not  refufe  to  give  him  leave  to  caft  himfelf  at  your  ma- 
jefty's  feet ;  and  at  the  fame  time  to  afliare  your  majefty,

Dublin  Caftle,  May-Day  1686. 
HAVE  received  your's  of  the  2  2d  paft ;  which  is  the 
moft  comfortable  letter  I  have  had  fince  my  being  here: 
as  all  letters  muft  be  to  a  man  at  the  diftance  I  am,  to 
find,  that  what  I  do  is  pleafing  to  the  king ;  as,  I  hope, 
all  I  ftiall  do  will  be.  For  I  will  ftill  a&  upon  the  fame 
plain  principle,  of  doing  my  duty  honeftly  without  any 
felf  end,  and  without  partiality  to  any  fort  of  people ;  but 
will  be  indifferent  to  all,  as,  I  am  fure,  I  have  hitherto 
been.  I  Ihall  be  very  glad  to  receive  the  method  of  pay- 
ing the  army  in  England ;  which,  when  I  have,  I  will 
pra<5ife  here,  or  tell  you  my  reafons,  why  I  do  not ; 
which  I  cannot  fpeak  to,  till  I  fee  it.  I  doubt  not,  but 
the  rule  I  have  made  concerning  the  deduftions  from  the 
foldlers  will  pleafe  the  king,  becaufe  they  are  all  equal  in 
England  ;  that  is,  there  is  no  more  deduded  from  one 
regiment  than  there  is  from  another.  It  was  not  fo  here, 
when  I  came ;  which  could  not  have  done  well,  if  it  had 
not  been  remedied.     I  am  very  glad,  the  king  feems  fen- 

fible. 
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lible,  that  he  muft  reftrain  his  bounty  in  this  kingdom : 
if  he  does  not,  he  will  be  aground,  before  he  is  aware. 
I  find  by  Mr.  Gwyne,  that  there  is  a  letter  figned  for  my 
lord  chancellor  Porter's  having  a  penfion  of  1500I.  per 
annum ;  which  I  am  glad  of,  for  it  is  neceflary,  the  place 
of  itfelf,  without  appointments  from  the  king,  not  being 
worth  Wis  &  modis,  as  the  phraie  is,  500I.  per  annum  : 
and  a  man  muft  live  in  a  handfome  port,  or  elfe  he  will 
hear  of  it.  He  is  not  yet  fettled,  but  has  taken  fir  John 
Cole's  houfe,  one  of  the  beft  new-built  houfes  in  the 
town :  it  is  upon  the  Strand,  and  he  gives  lool.  per  an- 
num for  it ;  which  is  counted  a  good  rent  here.  I  am 
confident,  he  is  well  pleafed  with  my  manner  of  living  ■ 
towards  him  !  he  tells  me,  he  has  written  his  mind  very 
freely  to  the  king  concerning  this  country ;  which,  he 
fays,  he  found  it  neceiTary  to  do,  becaufe  he  finds,  the 
Irifh  have  expeftations  very  dilTerent  from  what  the  king 
■feemed  inclined  to  grant,  when  he  came  away.  Poffibly 
this  may  work,  and  it  comes  not  from  me.  I  find,  he  is 
got  into  a  very  good  acquaintance  with  the  beft  fort  of 
people  here ;  which  may  do  well,  if  he  takes  his  meafures 
from  them. 

On  tuefday  the  27th  of  the  laft  month  in  the  afternoon 
my  clofet-keeper  brought  me  a  letter  fealed  up,  and  direfi- 
cd  to  me  j  which,  he  faid,  he  found  under  a  chair  in  the 
next  room  to  my  clofet ;  which  is  my  withdrawing  room. 
I  fend  you  a  copy  of  it.  Perhaps  it  is  beft  to  keep  it  by 
you,  ( but  you  arc  the  beft  judge )  and  not  to  take  notice 
of  it  at  prefent :  the  truth  is,  the  fubftance  of  this  letter 
Is  very  common  difcourfe  in  the  mouths  of  moft  of  the 
Irilh  popifti  party;  but, I  think  it  beft  not  to  fend  over 
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any  informations  of  this  kind,  till  I  can  do  it  authentical- 
ly, and  upon  good  proof,  (iich  as  will  bear  examininsi 
And  even  fuch,  I  have  fome  reafon  to  believe,  I  iliall 
have  in  a  little  time  from  more  than  one  hand.  As  foon 
as  I  have  them,  you  may  be  fure,  they  fliall  he  tranfmit- 
ted  to  you :  in  the  mean  time,  pray,  let  me  have  your 
advice,  whether  I  fliould  fend  a  copy  of  this  unknown 
letter  (for  I  do  really  know  no  more  of  it,  than  I  have 
told  you )  to  my  lord  Sunderland,  and  likewife  any  other 
informations,  that  may  be  brought  me  upon  that  iciad  of 
fubjeft  ;  or,  whether  I  fliall  firft  fend  them  to  you,  and 
receive  your  advice  upon  them,  before  I  tranfmit  them  to 
any  other  for  the  king.  I  am  not  much  inclined  to  give 
great  credit  to  fuch  letters,  that  are  dropped  in  the  dark ; 
but  yet,  methinks,  confidering  the  place  ai>d  people,  they 
ought  not  to  be  quite  negleded,  nor  defpifed ;  cfpecially, 
if  there  be  any  ground  to  believe  any  thing,  that  is  in 
thefe  namelefi  letters.  As  for  inftance,  reading  this  un- 
known letter,  this  paflage  "  large  fums  given  and  promi- 
"  fed  for  fwearers  and  accufcrs '  put  me  m  mind  of  an 
oath  that  was  made,  and  brought  to  me  a  good  while 
fince ;  a  copy  whereof  is  here  likewife  enclofed.  The 
party  who  depofed,  Hugh  Linfey,  I  am  told,  is  a  roman 
catholick ;  and,  I  am  almoft  confident,  I  fliall  know 
more  of  this  trinketting,  if  there  be  not  noife  made  of  it 
too  foon :  and  therefore  I  ihould  think  it  heft  to  take  no 
notice,  as  yet ;  hut  ftill  I  leave  it  to  you. 

Mr.  Strong  did  refolve  not  to  have  ftirred,  till  Mr.  Au- 
bery  had  been  arrived ;  (of  whom  I  yet  hear  nothing)  but 
his  relagfes  come  fo  thick  upon  him,  and  he  was  fo  very 
ill  and  weak  the  day  before  yefterday,  that  I  cannot  in 

confcience 
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t»nfcience  prefs  him  to  ftay  longer ;  and  fo  he  embarks 
this  day  for  Chefter.  He  tells  me,  if  he  recovers  his 
health,  he  will  be  here  again  long  before  michaelmas. 
He  is  beaten  to  the  bufinefs,  and  underftands  every  tittle 
of  it ;  therefore  I  hope,  he  will  do  well :  and  I  long  for 
him  back  again ;  for  the  commiffion  without  him  will  be 
very  lame.  The  reft  are  very  good  men,  induftrious,  and 
can  drudge ;  but  they  are  but  3,  and  one  of  them  muft 
go  a  ramble  prefently  into  the  country,  or  elfe  we  fliall 
not  have  fo  good  an  account  of  the  excife,  as  we  Ihould 
have.  And  Mr.  Aubery,  when  he  comes,  for  the  firft  two 
or  3  months  will  be  a  ftranger.  If  Mr.  Strong  Ihould  not 
do  well,  or  have  no  mind  to  return,  it  will  then  be  a 

proper  time  to  remember  Mr.  K :  though  he  may 

want  experience,  yet,  I  affiire  you,  he  can  take  pains, 
and  he  has  a  very  good  underftanding.  I  will  endeavour 
tx>  have  always  one  or  two  in  my  mind  fit  for  the  em- 
ployment, if  there  ihould  at  any  time  be  a  vacancy  of  a 
commilfioner ;  and,  I  hope,  you  will  have  the  like.  Here 
is  one,  not  altogether  unknown  to  you,  Mr.  Robinfon, 
Bie  fiirveyor  and  engineer  here.  I  never  knew  a  better 
kind  of  man,  nor  whofe  head  was  more  turned  to  the 
method  c^  bufine&:  fiich  a  man,  a  commiflioner,  would 
better  die  revenue  infinitely.  I  am  fure,  he  does  not 
know,  that  I  have  any  fuch  thought  for  him ;  nor  do  I 
believe,  that  ever  it  came  into  his  own  head. 

I  writ  to  you  on  the  24th  paft  by  captain  Wright ; 
wherein  I  recommended  to  you  the  paying  of  his  crew, 
belonging  to  the  yacht.  I  had  a  mind  to  know,  what 
the  keeping  fuch  a  yacht  coft  the  king,  and  therefore  I 
bid  the  captain  give  me  an  account  of  the  charge ;  which 
Cc  he 
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he  did,  and  he  feems  to  have  ^cme  it  exa^ly :  if  it  may 
be  of  any  ufe  to  you,  I  fend  you  a  copy  thereof.  The 
next  week  theie  will  be  a  great  meeting  at  the  Curragh 
of  Kildare ;  where  will  be  feveral  horferaces.  Partly  to  fee 
fomething  of  the  company  and  country,  and  partly  for  a  . 
little  air  ( of  which  I  have  yet  had  none,  fince  my  being 
here )  I  have  reiblved  to  go  thither  on  mcatday,  and  will 
be  Irack.  on  friday  ;  lb  that  you  muft  not  exped  to  hear 
from  me,  till  by  the  packet  this  day  fennight.  My  wife 
had  a  mind  to  have  gone  with  me ;  but  then  the  great 
lady  would  have  gone  too,  which  I  did  not  Uiink  conve- 
nient. And  whether  my  wife's  ftaying  here  will  keep  her 
in  town,  I  cannot  tell ;  nor,  I  am  fure,  can  I  help  what- 
ever (he  does.    God  keep  you  and  yours.

HA  V I N  G  no  commands  frem  yon,  I  might  hasre  fa- 
ved  your  lordlMp  the  trouble  of  this  letter ;  having 
at  the  prefent  nothing  to  inform  you  of  from  faencs,  bat 
«oly  to  Etcquaint  your  lotdHup,  that  captain  BdkEiville, 
a  eaptaia  in  the  king's  regiment  of  gtanls,  is  wiy  ill, 
and  the  doflors  do  ddfpair  of  his  recovery.  I  do  not  ufe 
to  give  notice  of  things  of  this  kind,  before  the  pcribss 
are  aduaUy  dead ;  but  my  reaiba  of  doing  it  at  tUi  time 
(if  fuch  a  realba  may  be  aiiowed  (or  a  good  enc)  is,  be- 
caufc  I  am  going  a  little  journey  on  monday.  It  is  only 
to  the  Curragh  of  Kildare ;  where  there  will  be  a  meeting 
of  fcvejal  of  the  gentry  about  hoderacei.  But  my  prin- 
cipal 
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cipal  bufinefs  is  to  take  a  little  air  (which  I  have  not  had,  ' 
fince  my  being  here)  f<H'  3  or  4  days ;  fo  that  I  would 
not  have  you  furprifed  to  hear  of  this  gentleman's  death  by 
another  hand.  If  he  fliould  die,  I  humbly  beg  your  lord- 
fiiip  to  lay  before  the -king  Mr.  Gilbert ;  who  is,  and  has 
twen  many  years,  lieutenant  to  the  lieutenant  colonel  of 
the  regiment :  he  is  a  very  honeft,  modeft  man,  and  ne- 
ver from  his  duty.

IT  o  L  D  you  in  my  laft,  of  this  day  was  a  fennight,  of 
the  great  vacation  I  was  about  to  give  myfelf ;  which 
1  have  done,  and  feen  a  very  fine  country,  and  fome  fport, 
though  we  have  had  but  little  good  weather  fince.  On 
thurfday  about  noon  came  in  3  packets  from  Englan<^ 
and  in  the  evening  they  were  with  me  at  Kildaie;  in 
which  I  had  yours  of  the  27th  and  29th  paft,  and  ift  inr 
ftant.  Yefterday  I  returned  hither,  as  I  intended  ;.  fo  that 
my  little  ramble  has  not  given  the  leaft  obftru£tion  to  his 
majefly's  fervice :  nor  will  I  be  ever  out  of  the  way,, 
wherever  that  requires  mc  to  be.  I  wilh  you  joy  of  the 
little  lodge  the  king  has  given  you:  I  have  been  at  it, 
but  it  was  quickly  after  the  king's  reftoration.  A  ftr  lefs 
fum  will  make  it  to  your  mind,  than  would  have  built 
a  new  houfe;  and  it  (lands  mighty  convenient  for  the 
park,  which  you  fo  much  delight  in.  I  heartily  wiflt  you 
a  good  chapman  for  Twickenham :  but  you  will  not,  I 
doubt,  get  what  it  coft  my  father ;  who  paid  roundly  for 
all  his  purchafes,  befides  what  he  laid  out  upon  them  af- 
terwards ;  which  will  not  make  them  yield  any  thing  the 
more.  This  difcourfe  puts  me  in  mind  of  faying,  that,  I 
hope,  care  was  taken  to  lecure  your  moneyy  before  n^ 
lord  Grey  was  reftored  to  his  eftate. 

What  you  iay  concerning  the  Poftfmouth  yacht  is  very 
reafonable;  that,  being  defined  for  the  fervice  of  this 
kingdom,  it  ought  to  be  fupported  out  of  this  revenue.

TC17  reafonable,  that  the  king  £hould  lay  what  additions 
he  pleafeth  upon  the  eftablifhments  here,  provided  he  doth 
not  overcharge  the  revenue :  whatever  is  left,  when  the 
charge  of  the  government  is  defrayed,  it  is  the  king's ; 
let  him  have  it  into  England,  or  pay  it  to  any  perfons 
here,  as  he  fliall  think  fit.  I  would  only  be  glad,  if  it 
may  be  allowed,  that  I  might  make  fuch  a  bank,  as  I  am 
direfted  by  my  9th  inftruSion ;  which  would  be  of  great- 
er advantage  to  the  king  in  point  of  reputation,  than  thrice 
the  fum.  But  as  to  the  bufinefs  of  the  yacht ;  for  the  ar- 
rears, if  you  pleafe,  let  them  be  ftated,  and  paid  in  Eng-  . 
land ;  and,  for  the  future  charge,  I  will  undertake  to  de- 
fray it  t  but  indeed  the  arrear  will  be  too  great  i  burden ; 
and  therefore  I  beg  not  to  be  loaded  with  it.  I  fent  you, 
in  one  of  my  late  letters,  an  eftimate  of  the  charge  of  the 
yacht,  given  me  by  captain  Wright :  fo  that  I  know, 
whereabouts  it  will  be. 

This  morning  my  lord  chancellor  came  to  bid  me  wel- 
cxjme  to  town ;  which,  it  feems,  is  the  cuftom,  though 
I  was  fo  few  days  away :  he  fliewed  me  a  letter,  he  had 
lately  fi-om  you;  which  he  is  much  pleafed  with.  You 
fee  by  my  lajftj  what  my  opinion  was  of  encreafmg  his  fa- 
lary  ;  which  had  not  been  too  much,  if  it  had  been 
1500I.  per  annum  addition  to  the  loool.  per  annum  al- 
ready on  the  eftabUfhment ;  fof  with  the  addition  of  500I. 
per  annum,  which  is  now  made  by  the  king's  letter,  the 
whole  profits  of  th«  place  will  fcarce  amount  to  1900I. 
per  annum.  I  thank  you  for  what  you  tell  me  of  the 
king's  being  fo  well  pleafed  with  the  account,  fir  Jo*  La- 
nier had  given  him,  of  my  fon's  regiment :  it  is  a  great 
Iktisfanflion  to  me,  when  I  hear,  he  does  any  thing  which, 

het 
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he  ought  to  do.  I  am  fure,  he  knows  what  he  Ihould 
do ;  and,  I  hope,  he  will  take  the  advice  of  his  friends : 
and  thus  I  have  done  with  your's  of  the  27th  paft.  I 
come  now  to  your  other  of  the  29th  ;  wherein  you  tell 
me  of  the  difcourfe,  the  king  had  with  you,  upon  what 
I  writ  to  him  concerning  a  commiffion  of  grace.  I  told 
you,  in  one  of  my  former  letters,  the  reafons,  which  in- 
duced me  to  do  it,  though  I  differred  in  opinion  with 
you  in  it.  I  can  aflure  you,  ( though  I  muft  name  fome 
people  only  to  you)  that  fuch  a  commiffion  from  the 
king  would,  more  than  any  thing  elfe,  that  can  be  thought 
of,  fettle  the  minds  of  the  kingdom,  and  raife  a  very  con- 
fiderable  fimi  of  money,  is  not  only  the  opinion  of  my 
lord  primate,  and  Mr.  folicitor  general,  (perhaps  their 
names  would  prejudice  the  bufinefs)  but  of  other  very 
confiderable  perfons,  not  only  Englifh,  but  even  Irifh  ca- 
tholicks ;  for  all  men  of  that  religion,  who  have  eftates, 
are  either  confirmed  in  their  old  pof&ffions,  or  ii^  their 
new  acquifitions  by  the  afls  of  fettlement :  and  they  are 
as  much  afraid  of  a  breach  upon  thofe  aiSts,  as  the  new- 
interefted  Englifh,  and  would  give  any  thing  to  be  fecu- 
red.  And  now  I  find,  the  king  was  not  difpleafed  with 
what  I  writ,  I  will  quickly  fend  over  a  propo&l,  with  the 
concurrence  of  my  lord  chancellor.  As  to  your's  of  the 
I  ft  inftant,  it  being  written  by  the  king's  command,  I 
fend  you  herewith  a  particular  anfwer  to  it,  in  a  paper  by 
itfelf,  that  you  may  fhew  it  to  the  king.  You  tell  me, 
you  were  commanded  to  write  to  me  in  anfwer  to  a  part 
of  my  laft  letter  to  his  majefty.  Pray,  tell  me  your  own 
opinion  (though  you  cannot  the  king's)  of  the  other  part 
of  it ;  I  doubt,  it  was  upon  a  nice  fubjcfl.     I  fent  you  a 

copy 
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copy  of  the  letter,  as  I  always  do  (and  will  fo  continne ) 
of  all  I  write  to  the  king,  and  to  my  Iwd  prefident.  Sir 
Robert  Hamilton  arrived  with  the  laft  packet,  and  was 
immediately  with  me  the  laft  night,  upon  my  coming  to 
town :  there  was  nothing  of  difcourfe  between  us,  but 
common  civility.  He  told  me,  the  king  remembered  him 
to  me,  and  that  my  lord  treafurer  was  very  well.  He  has 
been  with  ray  lord  chancellor ;  and  to  him  he  feemed 
much  diflatis&d  with  lord  Tyrconnel,  and  complained 
of  his  unkindnefs  to  him :  but  in  the  town  he  fets  forth 
that  lord's  praifes ;  and  he  particularly  told  the  arch-bif- 
hop  of  Dublin,  that  my  lord  Tyrconnel  comes  over  in 
great  glory,  with  a  commiflion  to  command  the  army  in 
chief,  iodcpendaoit  of  me ;  and  that  nothing  is  done  in 
any  ai^rs,  cither  military,  ecdefiaftical  or  civil,  but  by 
that  lord's  advice.  I  do  not  tell  you  this  any  otherwife, 
than  as  it  was  told  me,  without  any  pain  that  I  am  in ;, 
for  I  am  ftdly  fatisfied  with  what  you  formerly  writ  to  me 
tqioa  that  fnfajeifL  I  have  told  you  heretofore,  how  I 
mean  to  live  with  my  lord  TyrcoBDcl ;  which,  by  the  grace 
of  god,  I  will  obferre;  and  for  fir  Robert  Hamilton,  I 
have  been  long  acquainted  with  his  temper,  with  his  lit- 
tle truth,  and  lefi  integrity ;  but  I  will  live  with  him  as 
well,  as  I  ong^t  to  do  with  a  man,  who  is  a  privy  cotm- 
fellor.  He  talks,  as  if  the  king  and  he  were  all  onej. 
and,  I  doubt,  the  king  has  talked  very  freely  to  him :  for,, 
about  two  months  fince^  I  law  a  letter  from  him,  figned 
at  length  R.  Hamiltcin,  to  a  clergyman  here,  faying,  that 
the  kii^  had  toU  him,  what  my  lord  lieutenant  had  writ- 
ten coBceining  fir  R.  Colvill,  and  took  pains  to  jufttfp 
himfeif,  that  he  had  done  fir  R.  C.  no  ill  offices. 

.    Ht 
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He  further  told  the  arch-bifliop  of  Dublin,  that  Mr. 
Bridges  was  out  of  the  commiffion  of  the  revenue,  and 
Mr.  Keightley  was  in  his  room ;  and,  when  the  arch- 
bifliop  told  him,  there  was  no  fuch  matter,'  he  feemed  to 
wonder,  and  faid,  he  had  reafon  to  expeft  to  be  a  com- 
miffioner  himfelf,  and,  upon*his  application  to  his  majef- 
ty,  the  king  told  him,  he  could  not  do  it ;  for  he  had 
put  out  only  Bridges,  and  filled  that  place  with  Keight- 
ley ;  and  fo  he  could  not  provide  for  him.  This  is  but 
tittle  tattle  :  however  it  is  fit  you  fliould  know  it.  I  fup- 
pofe,  I  Ihall  quickly  fee,  at  what  rate  he  will  talk  to  me. 
God  keep  you  and  yours,  and  fend  you  your  heart's  de- 
fire  in  every  thing. 

I  have  been  thinking,  that  it  might  not  be  ami6,  when 
the  bufmefs  of  the  deduflions  of  the  army  comes  into  de- 
bate, if  you  fliew  the  accounts,  I  fent  you ;  whereby  it 
will  appear,  how  much  the  officers  have  ufed  to  dedud 
for  clothing,  and  other  extraordinaries :  but  in  this  you 
know  beft,  what  is  fit  to  do.  When  I  have  the  deduc- 
tions from  Mr.  Blathwait,  which  are  made  in  England,  I 
fhall  be  able  to  fee,  what  proportion  they  bear  with  ours 
here ;  efpecially  the  horfe,  many  of  whom  here  do  make 
great  complaints.  And  certainly  all  ought  to  be  alike : 
more  fhould  not  be  dedufted  from  one  regiment,  than 
firom  another. 

Laft  night  happened  an  ill  accident  here :  one  Mr. 
Alhton  killed  one  Mr.  Keating  upon  the  quay.  The  quar- 
rel was  fudden ;  and  I  am  not  yet  well  informed  of  the 
particulars :  but  I  give  you  this  early  notice  of  it,  that 
you  may  prevent,  if  pofTible,  the  begging  the  eftate  of 
Afhton ;  which,  I  am  told,  is  a  good  one.     If  the  king 

plealeth 
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pleafeth  to  let  the  law  take  its  courfe,  if  it  proves  forfeit- 
ed, (as  it  will  be,  if  the  fad  be  found  murder ;  which  is 
treafon  here)  his  majefty  fliall  have  a  true  account  of  it ; 
and,  when  he  knows,  what  it  is,  he  may  do  what  he 
pleafeth :  I  am  fure,  I  have  no  deflgn,  but  to  ferve  him 
as  well  as  I  can.

IG  A  V  £  your  lordlhip  an  account  in  my  laft  of  a  little 
ramble,  I  was  going  to  take  for  4  or  5  days ;  from 
whence  I  returned  yefterday.  I  found  here  3  packets 
come  in  from  England ;  but,  having  no  commands  from 
your  lordihip,  your  prefent  trouble  will  be  the  Ihorter. 
All  is  very  well  here;  and,  I  hope,  will  fo  continue. 
The  revenue  holds  out  very  well ;  and,  though  there  be 
a  decreafe  upon  moft  branches  of  the  produce  within  this 
port  of  Dublin,  yet  there  is  a  confiderable  increafe  in  fe- 
veral  other  ports ;  and,  upon  the  whole,  the  produce 
throughout  the  kingdom  of  this  laft  quarter,  ending  at 
lady-day  laft,  is  fomething  more,  than  the  produce  of  the 
fame  quarter  the  laft  year ;  as  my  lord  treafurer  can  give, 
your  lordfliip  a  more  particular  account.  Here  has  l^p- 
pened  this  evening  an  unlucky  accident :  two  gentlemen, 
one  Mr.  Afliton,  and  Mr.  Keating,  meeting  upon  the  quay, 
quarrelled,  prefently  dtew,  and  Aftiton  run  the  otter 
through  ;  upon  which  he  fell  down  dead  upon  the  place. 
I  have  not  yet  had  an  account  of  any  other  particulars. 
Afliton  is  taken,  and  in  the  hands  of  jiiftice ;  and  will  be 
D  d  profecuted 
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profecuted  according  to  law.  Mr.  Ingjeby  is  not  arrived', 
as  jet ;  which  I  am  fany  Gat,  there  haag  but  two  judges 
in  the  exchequer,  smd  the  king  having  more  bufinds 
there,  than  in  any  other  court ;  but  I  hope,  he  will  be 
here  before  the  next  term.  I  am  with  all  poffible  itfpeS,

BY  the  laft  mail,,  which  brou^  in  3  packets  from> 
England',  I  have  received  your's  of  the  ifk  inflant ; 
which,  being  by  the  fcmg's  command,  I  will  anfwer  as 
folly  and  dminflly,  as'  I  can.  And  fa&,  as  to  what  I 
mentioned,  in  mine  of  the  1 7th  paft,  to  his  majefty  con- 
cerning a  new  commifEon  of  grace  for  defeftive  titles,  I 
hare  acquainted  my  lord  chancellor,  that  the  king  is  plea- 
fed  to  give  him  and  me  leave  to  confer  together  upon  it, 
and  to  fend  over  fuch  propofals,  as  we  two,  upon  due 
confideration,  ffiall  think,  fit  to  offer.  We  have  appoint- 
ed to  meet  immediately  upon  it,  and  (hail,  in  a  very  few 
days;  prefume  to  lay  our  thoughts  before  his  m^lly  with- 
out any  delay :  for,  Ae  fooner  a  refolution  is  taten  there- 
upon, the  fooner  men's  minds  will  be  at  eafe  here ;  v^hich 
riiat  they  fliould  perfeftly  be,  is  moft  for  his  majefty 's  fer- 
vice ;  and  without  which  every  thing  will  go  very  heavi- 
ly. There  fcems  at  prefent  to  bea  great  damp  upon  trade 
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ia  the  couatries ;  into  the  dufe  of  which  I  am  enquirii^ 
and  doubt  not  to  give  a  good  account  thereof,  and  like- 
wile  to  remove  it :  for  the  prefent  1  Ihall  fay  no  more  of 
■this  matter.  As  to  his  majefty's  pleafure  of  having  the 
£une  method  obferved  in  paying  his  army  here,  as  is  in 
England,  as  loon  as  I  receive  that  method,  (which,  you 
fay,  you  will  fend  me  by  the  next)  it  Ihall  be  followed 
with  all  obedience ;  and,  if  there  appear  any  difficulties 
therein,  they  fliall  be  reprefented  to  you ;  and  then  his 
majefty  will  be  beft  able  to  dire^,  what  to  have  done  in 
them.  As  to  the  deductions,  which  are  now  made  from 
the  army  here,  (I  mean  thofe,  which  are  certain)  I  fend 
you  an  account  of  what  they  are  in  the  endofed  paper ; 
by  which  you  will  fee,  the  whole  from  a  common  foot 
foldier  comes  to  in  a  year  but  lis.. id.  The  dedu&ions 
for  the  treafurer,  and  to  the  holpitai  were  by  the  late 
king's  direflions,  and  the  latter  by  his  chartor  :  for  thofe 
to  the  clerk  of  the  pells,  I  refer  you  to  the  reprefentation 
made  to  me  by  Mr.  Ck)rker,  who  manages  that  office  for 
fir  Ar.  Jones,  as  deputy  to  him  ;  which  feems  to  ftate  it 
fiilly.  As  for  2d.  per  lib.  to  the  agent,  that  was  direibed 
by  the  officers.  As  for  what  the  mufter-mafter  general 
claims,  which  is  a  day's  pay  per  annum,  which  from  the 
common  foot  ibldier  is  6d.  in  the  year ;  I  find  by  all  the 
enquiry  I  can  make,  that  that  demand  has  been  allowed 
to  him  ever  fince  fir  —  King,  grandfather  to  the  prefent 
lord  Kingfton,  was  commif&ry  general ;  which  was  be- 
fore the  rebellion, in  1641.  The  king  allows  the  com^ 
miilary  general  upon  the  eftabliflunent  3  36I.  per  annum, 
and,  at  you  will  find  it  there  mentioned,  ( for  the  efta- 
blifhment  is  entered  in  the  council-book  at  Whitehall )  to 
D  d  2  continue 
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continue  his  taking  one  whole  day's  pay  in  the  year  from 
the  army.  What  the  deduftions  are  in  England,  I  know 
not ;  but  have  writ  to  Mr.  Hathwait  to  be  informed.  I 
have  been  affured  by  fome,  who  have  commands  in  the 
army  in  England,  that  there  is  always  money  paid  to  the 
mufter-mafter,  when  he  mufters  a  company  or  regiment : 
who  allows  it,  or  whence  it  is  deducted,  I  had  no  occa- 
fion  to  enquire.  The  king  very  well  knows,  the  mufter- 
mafter  general's  oftice  is  a  place  of  great  truft,  and  he  is 
obliged  to  keep  feveral  clerks  and  deputies.  If  he  be  aK 
lowed  nothing  but  his  falary,  it  will  be  very  narrow ; 
and  the  king  cannot  have  a  better  officer  in  hb  ftation 
than  Mr.  Yarner,  the  prefent  mufter-mafter  general ;  who 
is  a  very  hoqf  ft  gentleman,  and  the  moft  exa£t  man  in 
all  his  affairs,  that  I  have  ever  known.  All  the  deduc- 
tions, as  they  arc  mentioned  in  the  enclofed  paper,  come 
to  from  a  common  foot  foldier,  ( from  the  horie  and  the 
officers  it  is  the  &ne  in  proportion )  lefs  than  a  farthing 
and  half  a  farthing  per  diem,  and  his  clothing,  (accord- 
ing to  the  late  order  J  made  at  the  council  of  war) 
to  id.  ^  more ;  fo  that  together  the  virhole  dedufiions 
from  the  common  foot  foldier  are  not  2d.  per  diem ;  and 
his  pay  being  6d.  per  diem,  he  has  4d.  per  diem  to  him- 
feif :  and,  if  I  am  rightly  informed,  2d.  a  day  is  deduc- 
ed from  the  common  foot  foldier  in  Eng^d.  J  hope,  I 
have  clearly  ftated  this  whole  matter,  and  made  it  intel- 
ligible ;  and  having  done  fo  I  have  anfwered  all  your 
letter. 

I  had  by  the  laft  packet  a  letter  from  you  of  the  30th 
paft  from  the  treafury  chamber ;  which  I  have  commu- 
nicated 
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nicated  to  the  commiffioners  of  the  revenue,    and  will 
fend  you  a  diftincft  anfwer  to  it  by  the  next. 

I  thank  you  for  telling  me,  that  my  fon  is  better  than 
he  was.  I  hope,  confidering  the  feafon  of  the  year,  he 
will  quickly  Ihake  off  his  cough ;  and,  when  he  has  his 
health,  I  mall  be  glad  to  hear,  he  is  as  diligent  as  he  ought 
to  be  in  paying  his  duty  to  the  king  and  prince :  his  not 
doing  it  is  a  greater  trouble  to  me,  than  I  can  exprcfs. 

I  fend  you  here  enclofed  a  view  of  the  produce  of  the 
revenue  of  the  laft  quarter,  ending  at  lady-day  1686, 
compared  with  the  fame  quarter  of  the.  laft  year ;  where- 
by you  will  fee,  though  the  produce  of  the  port  of  Dub- 
blin  be  lefs  in  every  particular  than  it  was  the  laft  year, 
yet  in  other  ports  it  is  encreafed :  and  in  the  whole  there 
is  a  fmall  encreafc  upon  this  laft  quarter.  The  inland 
excife,  I  find,  is  this  laft  quarter  1086I.  17s.  lod.  lefs. 
than  the  preceding  year ;  of  which  I  will  find  out  the 
caufe,  if  it  be  poffible.  I  think,  I  have  no  more  to  add 
at  prefent :  god  almighty  keep  you  and  yours. 

It  may  not  be  amifs  here  to-  inform  you,  that  I  have 
ifliied  out  warrants  for  paying  the  army,  vvhat  was  due 
for  the  quarter  ending  the  laft  of  march ;  fo  that  by  the 
i6th,  or  i8th  of  this  month,'  they  will  be  all  paid. 

Mr.  Corker  fays,  more  may  be  (aid  to  fupport  the  right 
of  the  clerk  of  the  pells,  if  the  rcprefentation,  he  has  giv- 
en me,  does  not  fatisfy :  but  I  acquainted  him  with  the 
objeflions,  that  were  againfthim,  only  the  laft  night  af- 
ter my  coming  to  town ;  and  he  could  not  make  it  (idler 
upon  fo  (hort  warning.  And  I  thought  it  beft,  to  give 
as  quick  an  anfwer,  as  was  poffible,  to  what  you  writ  by 
the  king's  command.

What  I  have 
faid  upon  his  aifiiir,  is  by  the  enquiries  I  made  upon  what 
ccjonel  Macarty  faid  to  me ;  who  complained,  when  he 
was  here,  of  mat  deduftion ;  and  therefore  I  informed 
myfelf  as  particularly  as  I  could  of  it,  in  cafe  I  fhouM  be 
further  called  upon  in  it :  what  I  have  laid,  I  am  Ane, 
is  true.

SI  R  Robert  Hamilton  is  a  wonderful  man :  he  is  fo 
fill!  of  news,  and  talks  fo  much  in  the  town,  and 
tells  fuch  frightful  ftories  of  what  univerfal  alterations  are 
to  be  made  here,  that  the  townfmen  think  of  nothing  but 
enquiring  after  news.  The  truth  is,  if  what  he  fays  be 
true,  there  is  fcarce  one  man  now  in  employment,  but  is 
to  be  removed,  throughout  the  kingdom ;  which,  if  it 
were  triie,  might  certainly  be  ordered  to  be  better  divul- 
ged, than  by  iuch  a  kind  of  report ;  which  is  not  for  the 
king's  fefvice,  with  fubmiffion.  Among  other  things  he 
fays>  the  commiffion  of  the  rerenue  here  is  altered,  Mr. 
fcidges  put  out,  and  Mr.  Keightly  put  into  his  room  j, 
that,  having  fome  intimation  of  it,  fie  went  to  the  king, 
having  a  pretenfion  to  be  a  commiflioner  of  the  revenue 
himfelf ;  and  that  the  king  told  him,  that  he  had-  already 
put  in  Mr.  Keightly,  or  elfe  he  would  have  given  it  to 
him.  And,  he  lays,  he  was  told  by  a  good  hand  before 
he  left  London,  that  my  lord  Longford  and  Culliford  were 
to  be  put  out,  and  Hacket  and  Hoare,  two  merchants  of 
this  town,  to  be  in  their  places.  There  is  a  very  pleafant 
ftory  he  tells  about,  and  aflures  people,  that  he  law  and 
read  my  lord  Tyrconnel's  commiffion ;  which  gives  him 
very  large  powers,  and  the  abfolute  command  and  dilpo- 
fition  of  the  army,  without  taking  any  notice  of  the  lord 
lieutenant.  I  confefs,  I  cannot  but  laugh  at  this  part  of 
his  report,  which  concerns  me,  whereby  he  thinks  per- 
haps to  make  jealouiies  between  my  lord  T —  and  me ;. 

which. 
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which  will  not  be  in  his,  or  any  body's  power  to  do.  I 
never  had  yet  any  difference  with  my  lord  Tyrconnel; 
and  I  cannot  imagine,  why  he  and  I  mould  not  agree  in 
the  king's  bufinefs,  as  well  as  any  others.  And,  I  am 
lure,  the  king  knows,  I  will  be  advifed  by  my  lord  Tyr- 
connel, or  any  others  in  the  affairs  of  the  army,  or  in  any 
other  matters,  as  he  commands  me :  and  therefore  I  give 
no  credit  to  thofe  reports,  knowing  well,  his  majefty  will 
not  leffen  any  man  in  the  authority,  he  ought  to  have  in 
the  ftation  he  has  put  him,  and  which  he  has  given  by 
his  commiffion ;  and  I  have  not  yet  heard,  that  his  ma- 
jefty is  diflatisfied  with  any  thing  I  have  done  here.  If  I 
Ihould  go  about  to  tell  you  all  the  ftories  fir  Robert  Ha- 
milton tells  here  to  people  of  the  beft  quality,  (as  they  af- 
fure  me)  I  Ihould  fill  a  volume ;  and  by  his  own  difcour- 
fes  one  would  think,  he  had  more  private  conferences 
with  the  king,  than  all  the  minifters  of  ftate.  I  can  lay 
nothing  of  what  he  told  me ;  for  he  has  had  no  difcourfe 
with  me.  He  came  to  fee  me  on  friday  night,  when  I 
came  to  town  :  I  was  as  civil  to  him  as  I  could.  He  told 
me,  the  king  commanded  him  to  remember  him  to  me, 
and  that  my  lord  treafurer  was  well :  on  funday  he  dined 
with  me ;  but  we  had  no  private  difcourfe.  But  there  is 
one  particular,  I  muft  needs  acquaint  you  with ;  and  it 
is  worth  your  knowing.  On  faturday  fir  Robert  Hamilton 
went  to  Mr.  Price,  (having,  it  feems,  bufinefs  with  him) 
and  told  him,  though  he  would  not  anfwer  the  letters 
he  had  writ  to  him  out  of  England,  and  though  he  might 
think  himfelf  fafe  at  prefent  by  my  lord  treafurer's  means, 
yet  he  could  affure  him,  he  had  great  enemies ;  and  that 
it  would  be  needful  for  him  to  have  other  fi-iends  about 

his 
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his  majefty.  That  he,  fir  Robert,  had  done  him  all  the 
fervice  he  could,  when  in  England ;  and  fo,  by  his  means, 
had  likewife  done  the  earls  of  Middleton,  and  Murray;  but 
people  at  court  would  not  do  good  offices  for  nothing; 
and  therefore  he  would  advife  Mr.  Price  to  let  him  have 
300I.  or  4pol.  to  difpofe  of  to  thofe  two  lords,  as  he 
fliould  think  iSt.  Mr.  Price  anfwered  him,  that  he  corref- 
ponded  with  none  about  the  accufations  againfl  him,  but 
with  my  lord  treafurer,  in  whofe  province  he  was ;  that 
he  relied  upon  his  own  innocence ;  and  that  he  ferved  a 
juft  and  a  gracious  prince,  who  would  never  puniih  any 
one  unheard.  All  this  Mr.  Price  told  me,  and  thought 
fit  to  impart  it  to  you.  I  alked  Mr.  Price,  what  fir  Ro- 
bert Hamilton  meant,  at  the  beginning  of  this  difcourfe, 
by  the  letters  he  had  written  to  him  out  of  England  ? 
Mr.  Price  faid,  that  fir  Robert  had  written  two  letters  to 
him,  relating  to  this  matter.  I  defired  to  fee  them,  and 
he  brought  them  to  me ;  copies  whereof  I  herewith  fend 
you :  I  read  the  originals  myfelf  Now  you  know  all  I 
can  tell  you,  and  I  would  have  all  trinketting  known.  I 
am  fure,  I  will  conceal  none.  Certainly  this  fir  Robert 
is  a  ftrange  creature.  God  forgive  me,  I  cannot  help 
thinking,  that  he  did  this  to  trepan  Mr.  Price;  and,  if 
Mr.  Price  had  given  him  the  money  he  demanded,  it 
would  have  been  a  greater  article,  than  any  was  againfl: 
him.  And  I  do  believe,  the  two  earls  mentioned  knew 
no  more  of  it,  than  you  do  before  you  read  this :  nay  ten 
to  one,  neither  of  them  ever  fpoke  to  the  king  about  Mr. 
Price ;  for  I  have  known  fome  fuch  paflages,  when  I  was 
heretofore  in  other  bufinefs.  I  have  told  you  a  long  fto- 
ry ;  and  perhaps  I  may  ere  long  tell  you  more,  as  odd-: 
E  e  ibange 
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flxange  things  are  done  for  money.  Whatever  the  king-, 
gives,  I  would  have  go,  as  he  intends  it;  and  let  him, 
give  what  he  pleafeth.  I  have  nothing  more  of  bufinefs,, 
but  what  I  have  written  to  the  treafury  chamber.  God 
almighty  keep  you  and  all  yours. 

I  have  written  the  firft  part  of  this  letter  in  a  paper  by 
itfelf,  not  knowing,  but  you  may  have  a  mind  to  read  it 
to  the  king ;  and  therefore  I  have  writ  nothing  in  that 
paper,  but  what,  I  think,  you  may  ihew  him,  if  you 
think  fit.     I  fend  you  herewith  the  mufter-mafter  gene- 
ral's paper,  which  I  promifed  in  my  laft.     On  faturday 
kift  in  the  evening  one  Mr.  Edward  Tyrrel,  of  the  coun- 
ty of  Meath,  brought  me  the  king's  letter  for  creating 
him  a  baronet.     He  is  a  very  odd  man :  and  it  were  to 
be  wilhed,  his  majefly  had  good  accounts  of  men,  before 
he  conferred  marks  of  honour  upon  them ;  which  he  may 
very  eafily  have,  if  he  pleafeth,  and  ftill  do  what  he  has 
a  mind  to.    This  gentleman's  father  was  a  lawyer,  and  a 
reman  catholick.    What  reUgion  he  was  of  in  the  time  of 
the  ufurpers,  nobody  can  tell ;  but  he  was  employed  by 
them  to  make  a  furvey  of  the  county  of  Meath,  which  he- 
did  mod  exa<My,  therein  difcovering  all  the  fecrets  with- 
which  he  was  trufted.    His  eftate  was  very  fmall:  this- 
gentleman  hath  much  improved  it,  as  he  fays ;  that  is, 
he  bought  of  new  title,   from  foldiers  adventurers,  and 
49  intereft,  to  the  value  of  about  700I.  per  annum ;  of 
which,  it  is  faid,  he  owes  5000I,  and  is  incumbered  with 
variety  of  lawfuits.    There  are  at  prefent  3  fines  impofed 
upon  him  by  the  courts  of  juftice,  to  the  value  together 
of  ijol,  for  3  feveral  mifdemeanours :  they  are  eftreated 
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into  the  exchequer ;  and  he  hopes  by  the  credit  of  his 
friends  in  England  to  have  a  command  to  remit  them.  I 
can  only  fay,  that,  if  that  way  be  found  out,  to  have  the 
fines  impo&d  by  law  remitted  by  command  from  Eng- 
land, without  ezaminatian,  the  king's  cafual  revenue  will 
quickly  come  to  nothing.  This  gentleman  is  of  any,  or 
no  religion :  he  is  fometimes  a  roman  catholick,  and  ' 
fometimes  a  proteftant.  I  think,  I  have  now  been  long 
enough.    God  keep  you  and  all  yours.

IN  my  letter  to  your  lordfliip  of  the  26th  of  february 
I  endofed  to  your  lordfliip  a  petition  to  the  king  from 
my  lord  Gormanftowne  and  others,  in  behalf  of  themfelves 
and  feveral  other  perlbns,  whofe  fathers  had  been  out- 
lawed in  the  time  of  the  late  rebellion  here ;  upon  which 
your  lordfliip  hath  not,  as  yet,  given  me  any  direflions. 
I  did  in  that  letter  prefume  to  give  your  lordfliip  my 
thoughts  upon  it,  and  I  am  ftill  of  the  fame  opinion; 
and  that  it  is  a  matter  of  very  great  confequence,  and 
ought  to  be  very  well  confidered  in  point  of  law ;  there 
being  fome  ftatutes,  which  perhaps  may  difference  this 
cafe  here  from  cafes  of  the  like  nature  in  England ;  which 
I  would  advife  upon  with  the  mofl  (kilful  of  both  reli- 
gions, if  I  have  the  king's  direiflions,  by  your  lordfliip, 
lo  to  do :  but  I  do  not  mink  it  fit  for  me  to  advife  in  a 
point  of  this  great  confequence,  without  firft  knowing  his 
majefty's  pleafure.  The  reafon,  why  I  trouble  your  lord- 
E  e  2  fliip 
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fliip  in  this  affait  at  this  time,  is,  becaufe  feveral  of  the 
perfons  concerned  have  lately  been  with  me  to  know, 
what  anfwer  I  have  to  their  petition ;  and  finding,  I  have 
received  none,  I  fear,  they  believe,  I  have  not  fent  it.  I 
did  promife  the  roman  catholicks  ( as  many  of  them,  as 
came  to  me )  upon  my  firft  coming  over,  that,  whatever 
requefts  they  made  to  me,  I  would  make  them  known  to 
the  king  in  their  own  words ;  and  that  I  would  contri- 
bute, all  that  was  in  my  power,  towards  their  fatisfadion. 
I  am  fure,  nobody  fliall  have  juft  caufc  to  complain  of 
my  not  dealing  truly  and  fincerely ;  and  therefore  I  beg 
your  lordfliip  to  let  me  know  his  majefty's  pleafure  in  this 
particular,  that  I  may  give  fome  anfwer  to  thofe  con- 
cerned. I  have  occafion  of  giving  your  lordfliip  no  fur- 
ther trouble  at  prefent.

THI S  is  the  day  appointed  by  die  titular  bifliops  for 
a  general  convention  of  their  clergy  in  this  city ; 
and  there  are  great  numbers  of  them  come  to  town,  and 
of  other  gentlemen  and  perfons  of  quality.  I  am  told, 
one  of  their  buCnefles  is  to  confider  of  putting  on  their  ha- 
bits, and  of  wearing  them  about  the  ftreetsi  but,  no 
doubt,  tliere  are  matters  of  greater  moment  to  be  deba^ 
ted.  I  believe,  I  fhall  have  an  account  of  all  they  do ; . 
but  what  fervice  I  fliall  be  able  to  do  thereby,  god  only 
Jcnows.  One  would  think,  thefe  people  fHould  not  ven- 
ture to  execute  any  thing,  without  nrft  communicating 
their  refolutions  to  the  king,  if  they  will  not  make  me 
acquainted  with  them:  though  they  pretend  wonderful 
refpeS  to  me ;  and  that  they  will  do  nothing,  without  firfl' 
communicating  to  me.  I  had  lately  an  information  given 
me  from  a  good  hand  to  this  effefl  —  That  every  parifli 
prieft  throughout  the  kingdom  hath  Jiad  inftru<5Hons  from 
their  refpeflive  bifhops  to  give  an  exaS  lift  of  all  the  men 
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in  every  of  their  pariflies,  what  may  be  fit  to  tear  arms, 
and  of  what  ability  they  are ;  and  this  return  is  given  to 
the  feveral  bifhops;  and  that  the  lord  Tyrconnel  with 
others,  at  a  meeting,  did  caufe  thofe  inftruflions  to  be 
fent  to  the  particular  ptiefts  to  know  the  fbength  of  the 
kingdom  :  that  the  fubfcriptions  for  carrying  on  the  Irifti 
affairs  is  a  general  thing  throughout  the  kingdom ;  and 
that  fir  Patrick  Barnwell  keeps  the  books,  and  receives  the 
money.  This  general  convention  (for  fo  it  is  publickly 
called,  and  talked  of  by  all  forts  of  people  in  the  town ) 
is  to  continue  for  a  week :  fo  that  I  fhall  quickly  fee, 
whether  they  will  give  me  any  more  account  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, than  they  did  of  their  meeting.  Methinks,  I 
fliould  have  an  anfwer  from  my  lord  Sunderland  to  what 
I  writ  to  him  on  the  27th  paft,  whereby  I  fiiould  know, 
how  to  guide  myfelf  in  thefe  matters :  or,  if  this  great 
meeting  be  by  the  king's  allowance,  methinks,  his  lord- 
fhip  might  have  given  me  fome  direitions,  though  they 
had  been  to  take  no  notice  of  it ;  for  then  I  fliould  have 
been  at  eafe,  and  known,  I  had  done  no  fault  in  not 
minding  what  they  did.  Suppofc,  the  proteftant  clergy 
fliould  appoint  a  general  convention  from  all  parts  of  the 
kingdom  to  be  held  in  this  city,  or  anywhere  elfe,  with- 
out taking  notice  to  me  of  it,  I  am  fure,  I  would  not 
fuffer  them  to  meet,  and  would  legally  punifh  them  for 
the  attempt ;  and,  I  believe,  his  majefty  would  well  ap- 
prove of  my  fo  doing:  and  certainly  no  government  will 
permit  any  part  of  their  fubjefls  to  aiiemble  together  with- 
out the  fupreme  authority.  I  would  be  very  glad  to  know 
your  opinion  in  thefe  matters,  and,  whether  I  fliould  fend 
this  information  (of  which  I  have  here  given  you  the  fub- 
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fiance)  to  my  lord  prefident,  or  any  others  of  the  pro- 
ceedings at  this  convention ;  for  I  have  reafon  to  believe, 
I  fhall  have  feveral :  but,  if  I  do  lend  them,  I  muft  con- 
ceal the  names  of  my  informers.  The  titular  arch-bifliop 
of  Dublin  has  been  with  me.  He  feems  to  be  a  good 
man,  but  is  no  politician :  he  is  a  lecular.  I  am  told  by 
a  good  hand  of  their  own  party,  that  he  and  the  titular 
primate  do  not  agree.  About  two  days  flnce  he  alked  the 
primate,  by  what  authority  this  convention  was  called ; 
to  which  ^he  other  anfwered,  that  was  not  a  queftion  to 
be  a&ed ;  it  fhould  be  known,  when  they  were  met. 
The  more  they  difier,  the  better ;  and  it  is  pity,  the  con- 
tefts  between  them  may  not  be  encouraged :  but  that  I 
mufl  not  meddle  with. 

In  the  dogger,  which  arrived  laft  night,  came  Mr.  Au- 
bery,  (which  I  am  veiy  glad  of)  and  three  packets  from 
England ;  in  which  I  have  yours  of  the  6th,  and  8th  in- 
fiant.  By  the  firll  I  find,  you  had  mine  of  the  2  7th  paft ; 
fo  that  my  lord  prefident  might  have  given  me  fome  hints 
for  my  condud  in  this  ailair  of  the  meeting :  but  I  am  to 
blame  to  make  fo  untoward  an  obfervation. 

The  houfe,  which  is  taken  for  this  meeting  to  be  held 
in,  is  hired  for  a  week.  Perhaps,  before  I  dofe  my  let- 
ter, I  may  tell  you  what  is  paod  for  it:  lb  little  is  any 
thing  of  this  matter  a  lecret  here.  Good  god  I  what  can 
one  fay  to  liich  complaints,  as  Slinglby  makes,  colonel 
Hamilton's  agent?  It  feems,  the  ccJonels  will  fupport 
their  agents,  without  examining,  whether  they  are  un- 
leafonable,  or  not ;  and  my  l<H°d  lieutenant  mufl  be  al- 
moft  complained  of,  as  partial,  lor  fupporting  the  king's 
officers,  when  they  are  in  the  right  And,  after  all,  I 
Ff  date 
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dare  &y,  if  colonel  Hamilton  had  been  prefent,  he  would 
rather  have  blamed  his  agent  than  Mr.  Price.  The  dif- 
pute  was  not  about  any  thing  of  the  king's  fervice,  but  a- 
bout  the  dedudions  made  hj  the  colonels ;  whichMr.  Price 
makeS)  and  keeps  an  account  of  the  colonels'  directions 
and  defires,  and  purely  to  ferve  them ;  for  it  is  trouble- 
fome  enough,  and  nothing  of  his  bufinefs,  though  great 
eafe  to  the  colonels :  and  I  dare  fay,  Price  will  thank 
them  to  eafe  him  of  the  trouble  of  keeping  that  account. 
But  that  a  judge  muft  be  accounted  partial  by  the  party, 
who  lofeth  his  caufe,  is  no  new  pradice  in  the  world. 
When  you  fend  over  the  papers,  you  mention,  in  order 
to  a  hearing,  I  will  follow  the  dire(£tions  you  give ;  and, 
in  the  mean  time,  I  am  of  your  opinion,  that  it  is  beft  to 
lay  nothing  to  Mr.  Price,  except  fome  new  occafion  arife 
here.  I  was  fo  large  in  my  former  letters  concerning  the 
deduftions  from  the  army  to  the  pells,  and  the  mufter- 
mafter  general,  that,  I  think,  I  need  not  lay  any  thing 
more  now,  but  only,  that  I  did  not  confer  with  any  of 
the-  officers  of  the  army  upon  it  j  which  I  will  now  do, 
and  give  you  an  account  in  my  next.  But  none  of  thofe, 
who  are  now  here,  have  ever  made  any  complaints  of 
thofe  dedudtions ;  though  feveral  of  them  have  heard  me 
fpeak  of  what  paft  between  colonel  Macarty  and  me  there- 
upon. I  am  very  glad,  tory  Hamilton  it  like  to  fkie  Co 
well,  i  writ  to  the  king  by  him  in  his  behalf:  be  it  a 
very  honeft  fellow.  I  think,  I  have  fully  anfwered  your's 
of  the  6th :  now  to  that  of  the  8  th. 

;  My  former  letter  was  fo  full  concerning  lie  yacht,  that 
I  need  fay  no  moic  of  that  matter,  only  to  renew  my 
prayer,  that  we  may  not  be  burdened  here  with  the  ar- 
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rear :  and,  for  tbe  future  entertainment,  leave  it  to  us,  that 
this  kingdom  may  have  the  honour  of  maintaining  one  of 
his  majefty's  fliips.  If  things  go  to  my  mind,  I  doubt 
not,  but  this  country  will  be  fiirther  faviceable  to  his  ma- 
jefty  in  his  maritime  affairs ;  as  I  (hall  fpeedily  endeavour 
to  make  appear.  I  received  laft  night  from  Mr.  Gwyne 
the  method  of  paying  the  forces  in  England ;  of  which  in 
my  next  I  will  give  you  my  thoughts,  when  I  have  a  lit- 
tle confidered  it.  As  foon  as  I  hear,  my  lord  Burlington 
is  landed,  I  will  fend  him  my  compliments ;  and  fhall  be 
very  glad  to  fee  him  here,  when  his  occafions  will  per- 
mit. I  doubt,  he  is  not  pleafed  with  me  about  Mr.  Arch- 
er's bufinels ;  but  really  it  would  have  been  unjuft  to  have 
done  otherwife,  than  I  did  in  that  matter.  I  muil  not 
conclude  without  telling  you,  that  my  lord  chancellor 
and  I  arc  very  bufy  about  our  propofals  concerning  a  com- 
miffion,  &c.  Very  quickly  after  the  term  (which  ends  on  • 
monday)  we  (hall  be  ready  to  fend  our  thoughts  to  you : 
the  more  we  think  of  it,  the  better  we  Uke  it.  The  chan- 
cellor hath  difconrfed  of  it  (not  owning,  that  he  has  di- 
rcdions  in  it  from  England )  with  feveral  of  the  beft  of 
the  Irifli  lawyers ;  who  are  all  fond  of  it,  and  wifli,  the 
king  would  iiTue  luch  a  commilUon,  as  the  only  means, 
they  fay,  to  quiet  the  minds  of  the  generality  of  his  fub- 
jeQs  of  both  religions :  though,  they  lay,  there  are  fome 
of  both,  who  will  not  like  it ;  but  they  would  not  like 
any  fettlement.  I  dare  not  think,  it  will  bring  in  £} 
much,  as  my  lord  chancellor  imagines ;  but  I  would  not 
have  the  king  give  away  all,  that  will  be  raifed,  above  an 
hundred  and  fifty  thoufand  pounds.  If  it  goes  on,  I  hope, 
he  will  give  away  none  of  it ;  but  let  it  all  go  to  the  re- 
F  f  2  Uef 
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lief  of  thofe  hard  cafes,  whicH  the  king  (hall  think  wor- 
thy to  he  relieved.  But  it  is  yet  too  early  to  fpeak  of  thefe 
matters.     God  keep  you  and  all  yours. 

Mr.  Bridgeman  has  written  to  ur  Paul  Rycaut,  that  Mr. 
Inglefby  will  not  come  over;  and  that  I  fhall  quickly 
have  the  king's  letter  for  the  putting  Mr.  Rice  into  that 
baron's  place :  fo  that,  I  find,  they  will  not  refled  upon 
the  invmlon  is  made  upon  my  right ;  which,  whatever 
may  be  thought  there,  is  a  difparagement  to  me  here. 
One  would  think,  at  leaA,  I  might  be  required  to  find 
out,  whether  Mr.  Rice  will  accept  of  it.  Why  might  not 
fir  S — Harftowne  come  into  it  again  ?  If  the  king  would 
but  truft  me  in  it,  as  he  has  done  by  my  patent,  I  would 
not  fell  it :  but  enough  of  that. 

This  day  Mr.  Afliton  Aood  his  trial  at  the  king's  bench 
bar  for  kiUing  Mr.  Keating.  Care  was  taken  to  have  a 
good  jury,  ^d  they  brought  him  in  guilty :  fo  that  he 
will  receive  feiitence  on  monday,  the  laft  day  of  the  term. 
Great  intcrceflion  has  been  made  to  me  already  in  his  be- 
half;  but  in  good  eamefl  the  [n&  was  fo  horrid,  and  fo 
fiilly  proved,  and  he  had  fo  little  to  lay  for  himfelf,  that 
I  cannot  think  him  a  fit  otneA  of  the  king's  mercy.  I 
think  to  gratify  his  friends  fo  fai,  as  to  let  them  have  his 
body ;  for  otherwife,  murder  being  treafon  here,  by  the 
law  he  is  to  be  quartered,  and  his  quarters  fet  up :  but, 
being  a  gentleman,  I  prefume,  the  king  will  not  be  dif- 
pleafed,  that  the  feverity  of  the  fentence  is  fo  far  mitiga- 
ted. This  gentleman's  father  was  fir  William  Aihton :  he 
was  a  judge  here.  His  laft  wife,  whom  he  married  not 
long  before  his  death,  is  now  married  to  fir  Charles  Feild- 
ing ;  and  has  near  300I.  per  annum  of  the  cftate  in  join- 
ture. 
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tare.  What  other  eftate  he  has,  fliall  be  enquired  in- 
to; and  you  fhall  have  an  account  thereof.  I  muft  nor 
omit  telling  you  upon  this  occafion,  how  very  ill  fome  of 
the  Irilh  carried  themfelves ;  making  this  trial  a  national 
concern,  and  laying,  an  Englilh  jury  would  acquit  A(h- 
ton,  becaufe  Keating  was  an  Irilnman.  But  you  wiU^  lee, 
how  little  reafon  there  was  for  it,  when  I  do  aflilre  you^ 
( and  it  has  been  fo  in  all  other  places,  fince  I  came  hi- 
ther) the  pannel  was  made  of  the  beft  men  of  the  city, 
that  is,  men  of  the  beft  reputation  and  credit,  without 
regard  to  religion ;  and  there  were'  as  many  of  one  per- 
fiialion  as  the  other  returned.  Honefl  men,  of  whatever 
religion,  will  do  juftice,  and  will  not  be  forfworn.  I  am 
in  great  hopes,  the  trials,  which  have  been  of  late,  will 
ccHitribate  much  to  the  allaying  the  animofities  among 
men. 

Juft  now  my  lord  chancellor  comes  to  me,  and  fays, 
he  has  a  favour  to  beg  of  me ;  which  is  to  let  his  owa. 
brother  be  of  council  in  the  revenue,  as  Mr.  Rice  now  is. 
I  told  him,  I  was  engaged  to  one  Mr.  Pine,  and  that  my 
lord  treaiurer  was  fo  too :  to  which  he  faid,  then  he  woujki 
have  done;  but  Mr.  Pine  was  a  bad  man,  and  a  very 
great  whig.  I  only  tell  you  this,  as  I  do  other  things,  that 
you  may  know  all ;  but  Mr.  Pine  Ihall  have  the  place.

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which,  I  find,  is  a  diftemper  reigns  in  England  as  well  as 
here.  I  thank  you  for  the  lift  of  the  alterations,  which 
have  been  made  in  the  army  of  England  fince  the  ift  of 
december  laft ;  though  the  method  is  a  little  obfcure  by 
the  feveral  columns  not  being  titled.  I  will  fay  nothing

Pray,  obferve  again  the  column  of  new 
men :  I  thought  it  a  very  ufeful  remark,  and,  I  am  fure, 
it  is  fo,  if  rightly  confidered.  Pray,  fliew  them  to  my 
lord  treafurer. 

If  you  lay  thefe  things  at  any  time  before  the  king,  I 
wifh,  fomebody  would  obferve  that  particular  of  the  new- 
men  ;  the  grofs  of  which  come  in  the  rooms  of  thofe  dif- 
charged,  for  there  are  very  few  dead,  and  not  many, 
conudering  the  number,  who  run  away.  Thofe,  who  are 
difcharged,  do  generally  go  for  England ;  which  take& 
away  fo  many  people,  the  greateft  want  this  kingdom 
has :  and  thofe,  who  are  taken  in,  are  natives,  a  very  loofe 
and  diforderly  people.  And,  how  far  the  king  will  find 
them  ufeful  to  his  fervice,  time  will  determine.  Every 
body  can  tell,  what  has  been  thought  of  that  fort  of  men. 
in  antient  time ;  but,  if  the  fame  pracSice  be  allowed, 
the  army  will  confift  of  no  other  in  a  little  time.  I  write 
this  in  freedom  to  you,  ( I  am  fure,  you  will  make  good 
u&  of  it)  and  not  without  the  advice  of  my  friends.  I 
ihould  think,  that  obfervation  might  naturally  be  made, 
without  any  mention  of  me.  The  account  oi^  the  pay  of 
the  foldiers  and  officers  of  the  army  here  you  fliall  have 
the  next  week.  I  fliall  be  glad  to  receive  an  account  of 
the  encampment  at  Hounflow-Heath,  when  it  is  done. 

I  was 
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I  was  indeed  si  little  furprifed  to  hear  the  duke  of  Al- 
.bemarle's  being  defigned  (or  the  Weft-Indies.  I  doubt,  he 
will  recover  neither  health  nor  fortune  by  the  employ- 
ment ;  and,  I  believe,  without  difpatagement  to  his  grace, 
men  of  another  fort  would  make  better  governours. 

I  fliall  hope  for  a  good  account  of  New-England,  and 
much  for  the  king's  advantage,  if  fir  Edm.  Andros  goes 
thither  :  he  underftands  the  people,  and  knows,  how  to 
manage  them. 

Lafl:  night  came  in  3  packets  from  England ;  in  which 
I  had  "your's  of  the  6th  inftant :  for  which  I  return  you 
my  thanks,  and  for  the  rules  for  the  better  governing  his 
majefty's  forces  in  Scotland. 

The  direftions,  which  were  preparing  in  the  treafury 
for  the  pay  of  the  army  here,  I  have  received  laft  night, 
and  fliall  within  a  few  days  return  my  opinion  thereupon : 
but,  as  to  the  rules  for  the  government  of  this  army,  I 
have  heard  nothing  from  my  lord  prefident's  office,  as  yet; 
though  I  am  told  of  them  by  leveral  officers  of  the  army 
here.  I  am  very  glad  to  find,  his  majefly  continues  in  the 
relblution  of  lending  for  two  regiments  from  hence,  which 
will  do  his  army  good ;  and  the  fending  two  out  of  Eng- 
land to  relieve  them  will  give  very  great  fatis&dion  to  this 
kingdom.  I  think,  I  have  fully  anfwered  all  the  particu- 
lars in  both  your  letters.  I  have  nothing  further  to  add  at 
prefent,  but  that  I  am  very  really.

YOU  will  receive  by  this  poft  a  letter  from  me  to  the 
treafury,  with  my  opinion  upon  the  grant  of  480I. 
per  annum  to  Mr.  Netterville,  &c.  I  am  forry,  I  could 
not  make  it  more  favourable  for  him ;  becaufe,  if  that 
patent  Ihould  take  effed,  (by  fome  private  agreements 
among  themfelves )  my  lady  Frances  Shaen  is  to  have  60L 
per  annum :  Ihe  is  a  very  good  lady,  and,  I  believe,  fuch 
a  fum  is  Confiderable  to  her ;  but  I  could  do  no  better, 
than  I  have  done,  in  that  matter.  I  have  likewiie  fent 
you  a  letter  upon  my  lord  Mount  Alexander's  petition ; 
which,  I  doubt,  will  not  pleafe,  as  I  told  you  in  one  of 
my  former  letters;  but  both  himfelf  (by  letters)  and  his 
friends  have  been  fo  earneft  for  a  report,  that,  to  be  rid 
of  the  importunity,  I  have  written  to  you,  as  I  have  done. 
I  am  fure,  what  I  have  laid  is  true ;  but  you  fliall  have 
that  whole  aiFair  more  particular,  when  I  have  the  report 
fitjm  the  barons  of  the  exchequer.  I  am  confidering  all  I 
can,  how  to  reftore  the  auditor's  office,  and  the  beft  way 
of  doing  it.  There  is  no  doubt,  but  a  Scire  facias  brought 
againft  Mr.  Ware  would  prcftntly  vacate  his  patent ;  but 
then  there  will  be  a  clamour,  in  regard  the  office  will  not 
fall  to  the  king,  but  to  the  reveflfioner;  who,  though 
he  may  be  a  very  good  man  hereafter,  yet  is  at  prefent 
young,  and  no  way  experienced  in  affairs  of  that  nature ; 
and  probably  will  put  in  fuch  a  deputy,  as  will  (esve  him 
cheapeft  j  and  then  the  office  will  ftill  be  in  as  ilf  a  con- 
dition, as  it  is  at  prefent.  I  have  been  thinking  therefore 
G  g  of 
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of  an  expedient ;  and  the  beft,  which  occurs  to  me,  is  to 
get  Mr.  Deering's  grant  out  of  the  way  by  compounding 
with  him.    Pombly  his  grant  may  be  voidable ;  but  I  do 
not  go  about  that,  becaufe  of  the  regard  you  have  to  him. 
Here  is  one  Mr.  Corker,  who  is  not  altogether  a  ftranger 
to  you  by  the  ufe  the  commiHloners  of  the  revenue  fre- 
quently make  of  him :  he  is  a  very  honeft  man,  and  able^ 
and  perfe<9:ly  underftands  all  the  afiairs  of  the  court  of 
exchequer.    He  would  be  a  very  proper  perfon  to  be  au- 
ditor general:   he  is  at  prefent  in  no  employment,  but 
deputy  to  the  clerk  of  the  pells.     I  have  difcouried  with 
him  to  know,  if  he  will  be  willing  to  purclufe  in  Mr, 
Deering's  right :  upon  which  he  has  put  his  mind  in  wri^ 
ting ;  which  I  herewith  fend  to  you.    I  do  think  it  to  be 
a  fair  propofal :  if  you  thiiik  fo  too,  Mr.  Ware's  patent 
fhall  be  prefently  vacated ;  and  Mr.  Corker  fhall  give  Mr. 
Deering  good  fecurity  for  performing,  what  he  propofcth. 
If  you  do  not  like  it,  there  is  no  harm  done:    it  it  a 
thought  of  my  own  ;  and  it  need  go  no  further.    But,  if 
you  do  like  it,  I  muft  intreat  you  to  manage  it  -with  Mi. 
Deering ;  which  perhaps  will  make  him  the  more  eafily 
agree  to  it.     Corker  will  be  contented  with  the  patent 
during  pleafure.     I  am  fure,  I  have  no  end  in  this,  but 
the  king's  fervice ;  for,  I  do  aflure  you,  direiSly  or  indi- 
reflly  I  will  make  no  advantage  of  what  offices  foever  fall 
to  my  difpofal.     If  this  propofition  takes  effea,  I  am  &- 
tisfied,  that  office  will  quickly  be  in  good  ordir ;  which 
is  of  great  importance,  both  to  the  king  and  the  fubjefl. 
Pray,  give  me  your  dirediions  therein. 

This  morning  we  have  received  the  letters  from  Eng- 
land of  the  13th  inflactj  which  is  as  loon  as  they  caa 
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come.  They  bring  us  an  account  of  the  princeffes  being 
brought  to  bed,  and  of  your  being  gone  that  morning  to 
Windfor.  God  fend  them  both  well,  and  that  the  chil- 
dren may  live.  I  mufl  not  conclude  this  without  giving 
you  fome  further  account  of  the  great  meeting.  They 
did  not  aflemble  on  faturday,  but  opened  yefterday :  and 
in  the  evening  the  titular  primate,  with  his  brethren  of 
Tuam  and  Cafliell,  made  me  a  vifit ;  and,  after  the  ufual 
compHments,  the  primate  told  me,  he  had  fent  for  feve- 
ral  of  the  bilhops  to  come  to  town,  and  there  were  10 
come  befides  himfelf.  The  chief  bufinefs  of  calling  them, 
he  faid,  was,  in  the  firft  place  to  bring  them  to  me,  that 
I  might  fee,  what  kind  of  men  they  were ;  and  in  the 
next  place  to  acquaint  them  with  a  letter,  he  had  received 
from  my  lord  prefident ;  which  he  (hewed  me.  It  was 
very  fliort,  dated  the  27th  of  march :  the  fubftance  of  it 
was,  that  he  was  commanded  to  acquaint  him,  (the  pri- 
mate )  that  it  was  his  majefty's  pleanire,  that  he  and  the 
reft  erf"  the  bilhops  flioultf  wear  their  habit,  when  they  go 
abroad,  all,  except  the  crofs  on  their  breaft,  which  bif- 
hops  wear  beyond  fea.  He  faid,  he  thought  fit  to  acquaint 
me  with  this,  that  I  might  not  be  furprifed,  when  I  faw 
them  fo ;  and  that  I  might  know,  it  was  by  his  majefty's 
pleafure.  I  afked  him,  what  habit  they  intended  to  wear? 
He  told  me,  long  black  cafibcks,  and  long  cloaks.  I 
know,  nothing,  I  can  fay  or  do,  but  have  patience,  and 
to  obferve  them;  and  I  /hall  know,  what  is  handling 
amongft  them.    God  keep  you  and  all  yours. 

Yefterday  the  commiffioners  of  the  revenue  being  with 

me,  they  gave  me  the  enclofed  reprefentation  for  Mr. 

Rochfort  to  be  their  council,  when  Mr.  Rice  is  removed. 

G  g  2  I  told 
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I  told  them,  they  might  remember,  that  about  fix  weeks 
fince,  when  Mr.  Rice  was  firft  fpoken  of  to  be  advanced, 
I  had  then  told  him,  that  Mr.  Pine  muft  fucceed  him, 
and  that  you  had  recommended  him.  They  feem'd  to 
have  forgot  it ;  but  faid,  that  Mr.  Pine,  though  a  very 
worthy  and  able  man,  was  not  proper  for  the  employ- 
ment, becaufe  he  lived  in  Munfter,  and  never  came  to 
town,  but  in  the  terms ;  and  they  muft  have  a  council, 
to  whom  they  might  refort  every  day  in  the  year.  I 
have  fent  to  Ipeak  with  Mr.  Pine ;  and,  if  he  intends  to 
live  in  town,  I  am  lure,  he  (hall  have  the  employment ; 
of  which  you  Ihall  have  an  account. 

Mr.  Pine,  fince  the  writing  of  this,  has  been  with  me ; 
and  fays,  he  lives  altogether  in  town,  except  a  month  or 
fix  weeks  in  the  long  vacation ;  and  that  Mr.  Rice  was 
more  in  the  country,  when  he  had  the  employment,  than 
he  without  it. 

Sir  Thomas  Newcomen  came  over  with  the  laft  packet: 
he  talks  of  nothing  but  the  obligations  he  has  to  my  lord 
treafiirer ;  and  that  he  conftantly  dined  with  him  three  or 
four  times  a  week.

Is  H  9  u  L  D  have  been  very  much  troubled,  if  thefe  laft 
letters  from  England,  which  brought  the  news  of  your 
lordlhip's  indifpofition,  had  not  hkewile  brought  me  an 
account  of  your  perfe<ft  recovery ;  which  I  do  heartily 
congratulate,  being  as  much  concerned  for  your  lordfliip's 

healdi. 
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health,  ^s  any  friend  you  have.     I  toM  your  lordftiip  in 
mine  of  the  8th  of  a  very  unhappy  accident,  that  had 
hllen  out  here  that  night  by  Mr.  A&ton's  killing  Mr. 
Keating.     Mr.  Afliton  was  brought  to  his  trial  at  the 
king's  bench  bar  on  faturday  laft.     Great  care  was  taken 
to  have  a  good  jury :  and  very  worthy  men  of  both  reli- 
gions were  indifferently  returned  upon  the  pannel ;  which, 
I  am  fure,  has  been  obferved  every  where,  fince  my  being 
here ;  and,  I  am  affiired,  was  fo  before.    But  Mr.  Aihton 
excepted  againft  as  many,  as  the  law  allowed  him ;  which 
were  all  roman  catholicks.     But  the  reft,  who  were  very 
honeft  men,  regarded  nothing  but  the  evidence,  and  their 
oath ;  and,  being  fatisfied  with  the  proofs  they  had  heard', 
they  brought  in  Mr.  Aihton  guilty  of  murder :  and  yef- 
tenday,  being  the  laft  day  of  the  term,  he  made  fomc 
very  frivolous  motions  in  arreft  of  judgment ;   but  they 
were  overruled  by  the  court,  and  fo  the  ufual  fentence 
was  pronounced,  as  in  cafes  of  treafon,  murder  being  £> 
by  the  law  of  Ireland ;  and  he  i&  ordered  to  be  executed 
on  faturday  come  fennight.   Several  appUcations  have  been 
made  to  me  in  his  behalf;  but  in  good  earneft,  my  lord, 
the  evidence  was  fo  full  againft  him,  and  he  had  k>  little 
to  fay  for  himfelf,  and  the  fafl  was  fo  horridly  foul,  that 
I  cannot  thifik  him  a  proper  objeft  of  his  majefty's  mer- 
cy ;  and  it  is  highly  neceflary  to  make  examples  of  fuch, 
as  commit  fuch  horrid"  outrages,  not  to  be  fuffered  in  a 
good  government.     I  do  not  therefore  think  fit,  in  this 
cafe,  to  interpofe ;  but  to  let  juftice  proceed,  as  the  law- 
has  hitherto  had  its  courfe.    Only  thus  far,  I  do  intend  to 
let  his  friends  have  his  body  without  being  quartered.     I 
hope,  his  m^efty  will  not  be  difpleafed  with  that  mitiga>- 
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ti(Jn  of  the  feverity  of  the  fentence,  nor  with  what  elfe  I 
have  thought  fit  to  do  in  this  matter.  Mr.  juftice  Lin- 
don,  and  Mr.  juftice  Nugent,  before  whom  this  Unfortu- 
nate gentleman  had  his  trial,  (for  my  lord  chief  juftice 
has  been  confined  for  fome  days  to  his  bed  with  the  gout) 
have  been  with  me,  and  defired  me  to  intercede  witt  his 
majefty,  that  he  would  be  pleafed  to  beftow  his  eftate 
(which  is  now  forfeited)  upon  his  wife  and  children ;  who, 
they  fay,  afe  perfeft  objeSs  of  his  majefty 's  companion. 
He  has  four  children ;  and  his  wife  looks  to  lie  in  of  the 
5  th  within  this  month.  What  the  eftate  is,  I  cannot  yet 
inform  your  lordlhip ;  but  thefe  judges  tell  me,  it  is  not 
niuch  more  than  lool.  per  annum,  befides  what  my  lady 
Feilding  has  in  jointure ;  which,  they  (ay,  will  not  be 
forfeited.

LAST  night  I  received  your's  of  the  15th  inftant; 
which  puts  me  into  great  pain  for  my  deareft  filler ; 
for  whom,  next  yourfelf,  nobody  can  be  more  concern- 
ed. I  am  fure,  me  has  been  a  more  conftant  comfort  to 
me  for  twenty  years  together,  than  this  world  has  afford- 
ed. I  hope,  the  next  letters  will  cafe  me  by  telling  me, 
that  god  has  been  pleaied  to  reftore  her  to  fome  degree  of 
health,  I  am  fully  latisfied  with  what  you  fay  concerning 
my  namelefs  letter  of  intelligence :  I  believe,  I  fhall  have 
more,  if  there  be  any  thing  in  it ;  and,  when  I  have,  you 
fhall  be  fure  to  know  it.  Sir  Robert  Hamilton  (I  tell  you 
thefe  tittle  tattles  for  entertainment)  talks  in  feveral  %les 
to  feveral  people :  I  told  you  what  he  faid  to  fbme  of  the 
hopes  he  had  of  being  ai  commillioner  of  the  revenue  here. 
He  has  fince  been  with  Mr.  Keightly ;  to  whom  he  has 
feemed  to  talk  his  heart:  and  amongft  other  things  he 
told  him,  that  he  found,  he  Ihould  never  get  any  em- 
ployment here  ;  that  my  lord  treafurer  had  told  him,  he 
muft  oppofe  him  in  any  pretenfions  he  had  to  be  employ- 
ed in  the  revenue  here,  but  that  he  would  ferve  hun  in 
any  thing  in  England ;  and  therefore  he  intended  about 
two  njonths  hence  to  return  for  England,  and  try  his  for- 
tune 
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tune  there.  I  pity  you  with  all  my  heart ;  for  he  will  pin 
himfelf  upon  your  fleeve.  He  comes  to  me  fometimes, 
and  delires  to  fpeak  with  me  in  my  clofet :  but,  when  he 
is  there,  all  his  difcourfe  is  nothing  but  flattery,  telling 
me,  how  much  the  king  is  pleafed  with  my  proceedings 
here,  8cc.  but  not  one  word  of  any  thing  like  bufinefs. 
He  was  yefterday  with  Mr.  Price ;  and  told  him,  he  found 
ftill  by  letters  out  of  England,  that  he  had  great  enemies ; 
but  he  believed,  he  had  taken  off  my  lord  Tyrconnel  by 
making  him  fehfible,  that  if  he,  Mr.  Price,  were  laid 
afide,  that  my  lord  treafurer  would  get  in  Mr.  K — ;  to 
whom  that  employment,  when  void,  would  naturally  fall, 
he  having  already  the  name  of  vice-treafurer ;  and  this  he 
told  likewife  to  Mr.  K —  himfelf  He  further  told  Mr. 
P — ,  that  it  would  be  very  neceffary  for  him  to  have  a 
faft  friend  at  court ;  that  he  intended  today  to  write  to 
my  lord  Middleton,  and  &  afked,  what  he  (hould  fay  to 
him  upon  what  he  had  formerly  difcourfed  ?  Mr.  Price 
faid,  he  had  nothing  to  fay  upon  that  fubjefl ;  that  he 
depended  wholly  upon  his  own  innocence,  and  the  king's 
juftice ;  that  he  was  fure,  his  majefty  would  fuffer  him  to 
be  heard,  whenever  he  was  accuied. 

Sir  Thomas  Newcomen  hath  filled  the  town  with  as 
many  rumours  of  changes,  as  £r  Robert  Hamilton  did. 
Amongft  the  reft,  he  faith,  all  the  officers  of  the  regi- 
ment of  guards  are  to  be  difplaced,  except  captain  Mo- 
rice  ;  which  makes  poor  captain  Long  almoft  out  of  his 
wits.  He  is  captain  of  the  king's  company,  which  he 
purchafed  ;  and  by  the  rules  of  war  (if  thofe  were  obfer- 
ved)  he  ought  naturally  to  rife  to  be  major.  He  is  a  very 
huneft  man :  his  family  were  always  loyal,  and  fufferers 
Hh  -  for 
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for  being  (b.  You  know  the  depeodance  he  had  upon, 
and  relation  to  my  father;  and  therefore,  I  hope,  you 
will  do  him  what  good  you  can.  If  what  fir  Thomas 
fays  be  true,  a  great  many  very  good  men,  who  have 
bought  their  employments,  wiU  be  ruined ;  e^>ecially 
Mr.  Blaney,  my  lord  Blaney's  brother,  who  laid  out  all 
his  younger  brother's  patrimony  to  purchafe  a  company 
in  my  lord  Mountjoy's  regiment,  and  is  an  honcft,  inge- 
nious young  man. 

Mr.  Gwyne  writ  to  the  commiffioners  of  the  revenue, 
by  your  order,  to  deliver  two  trunks  without  being  open-, 
ed,  and  cuftom  free  to  Terence  Dcrmot :  this  week  the 
trunks  arrived.  Dermot  being  fick,  or  out  of  the  way, 
one  Clarke,  a  merchant,  came  to  demand  them.  The 
commiffioners  told  him,  the  trunks  were  direfied  to  Der- 
mot ;  and  they  would  not  deliver  them  to  him,  (Clarke) 
except  he  would  let  them  be  opened,  that  they  mi^it 
fee,  whether  there  were  any  merchandife  in  them :  upon 
which  Clarke  faid,  they  were  for  the  roman  catholick  pri- 
mate ;  and  they  might  open  them,  if  they  durft.  Where- 
upon the  commiffioners  fent  to  the  roman  catholick  pri- 
mate to  let  him  know,  there  were,  two  fuch  trunks;  if 
he  pleafed  to  own  them,  they  ffiould  be  fent  to  him :  to 
which  he  returned  anfwer,  that  it  was  beft  to  fend  them, 
where  they  were  direded.  Then  the  commiffioners  came 
to  me  to  know,  what  they  ffiould  do.  I  afked  them, 
where  the  fcruple  was.  They  told  me,  the  trunks  were 
not  fealed,  and  weighed  near  400  weight;  that  Clarke 
was  a  very  great  fmugler,  and  always  made  falfe  entries, 
of  which  he  had  been  detedled  ;  and  they  were  afraid,  be 
borrowed  a  privileged  name,  as  he  had  heretofore  done, 

to 
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to  cover  his  merchandife.  I  dire&d  them  to  fend  the 
trunks  with  an  officer  from  me  to  the  roman  catholick 
primate's  lodging ;  and,  if  he  owned  them,  to  leave  them 
there ;  if  not,  to  give  me  notice  of  it.  No  fooner  were 
the  commiffioners  gone  from  me,  but  the  roman  catho- 
lick primate  came  in  to  complain,  that  he  had  not  his 
trunks :  I  told  him  the  reafon,  and  that  there  was  no  in- 
tention, either  of  keeping  them  from  him,  or  opening 
them;  and  that,  I  was  confident,  by  the  time  he  got 
home,  he  would  find  his  trunks  there ;  with  which  he 
feemed  ladsfied.  All  was  done,  as  I  direded :  he  had  his 
trunks ;  and  I  have  had  thanks.  This  was  all  done  in  lefs 
than  two  hours  time ;  and  I  think,  the  commiffioners  did 
their  duties.  I  tell  you  all  this  ftory  at  length,  that,  in 
cafe  there  fliould  be  any  complaint  made,  (for  fome  of 
thefe  people  are  very  unreafonable)  you  may  know  the 
whole  truth,  whereby  to  juftify  us. 

The  great  meeting  is  now  at  an  end.  There  were  ele- 
van  bilheps  in  town ;  who  have  all  of  them  been  with 
me.  They  came  modeftly,  in  the  evenings,  two  or  three 
at  one  time,  and  as  many  at  another :  they  came  in  ordi- 
nary cloths,  fuch  as  they  have  always  ufed  to  wear.  They 
affiired  me,  they  had  no  meeting  of  their  other  clergy ; 
that  all  the  bilhops  of  their  religion  in  the  kingdom  (and 
there  is  but  one  more  in  the  world ;  who  is  in  France ) 
were  called  up  to  town  to  pay  their  duties  to  me,  that  I 
might  know  them,  and  where  they  lived,  in  cafe  1  had 
any  thing  to  cominand  them  from  the  king.  I  ara  told 
by  one,  as  a  great  fecret,  that  they  have  a  letter  from 
the  king  declaring,  what  allowance  he  intends  to  give' 
every  arch-bilhop,  and  every  biffiop;  that  it  was  two  days 
H  h  2  debated. 
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debated,  whether  they  ftiould  acquaint  me  with  this  let- 
ter ;  but  it  was  not  yet  refolved.  TUs  is  all  at  prefent. 
God  keep  you  and  yours,  and  reftore  my  fifter  to  her 
health ;  which  is  my  perpetual  prayer.

T  F  o  R  G  o  T  to  tell  you  in  my  laft  of  my  lady  marquifs 
I  of  Antrim's  being  gone  for  England :  I  prefume,  be- 
fore this  comes  to  you,  ihe  will  be  got  to  London.  I  law 
her  feveral  times,  while  ihe  was  in  this  town ;  but  flie 
faid  nothing  to  me  of  any  bufinefs.  But  I  think  it  not 
amifs  to  tell  you,  that  there  has  been  a  long  fuit  depend- 
ing between  the  crown  and  her  lord  concerning  a  quit- 
rent,  which  is  almoft  ready  for  judgment ;  the  ftate  where-, 
of  fliall  fpeedily  be  laid  before  you.  I  am  afilired,  the  ar- 
rears, now  due  from  that  eftate,  come  to  20000I ;  which, 
if  the  king  grants  the  petition  my  lady  intends  to  deliver 
him,  (for  I  am  told,  that  is  her  principal  errand  orer]  his. 
majefty  will  not  only  lofe  that  fum,  but  1 200I.  per  annum 
for  ever.  I  would  therefore  move,  that,  if  Ihe  does  peti- 
tion, it  might  be  referred  to  me;  and  that  his  majefty 
will  not  give  away  his  right,  till  the  caule  be  determined. 
If  it  goes  with  him,  as,  I  think,  it  cannot  imk,  his  ma- 
jefty may  then  Ihew  his  bounty  in  what  proportion  he 
{hall  think  fit.  I  thought  lit  at  prefent  to  fay  thus  much, 
that  there  may  be  no  furprife  in  the  matter ;  and  I  do. 
only  defire,  the  king  would  not  give,  till  he  knows  what 
he  has ;  and  then  he  is  the  beft  judge  what  to  do>    My 
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lord  Rofcommon  went  into  England  at  the  fame  time 
with  my  lady  marquifs  of  Antrim :  but  he  gave  me  toa 
fliort  warning,  that  I  could  not  write  by  him ;  which  is 
the  reafon  of  his  carrying  you  h  ftale  a  letter,  as  that 
from  Kildare.  William  Legg,  who  is  returned  from  his 
government,  goes  for  England  on  faturday:  by  him  I 
fliall  write  at  large,  and  fend  you  our  projeS  and  our 
thoughts  concerning  a  commiffion  for  defeflive  titles ;  for 
my  lord  chancellor  promifeth  to  be  ready  by  that  time. 
We  have  had  nothing  from  England  fince  the  1 5th :  you 
may  imagine,  I  am  in  pain  for  the  next  letters  to  know, 
how  my  filler  does.  God  almighty  blefs  and  preferve  you 
both,  and  all  yours.

My  Lord,  Dublin  Caftle,  May  25. 1686. 

IH  A  V  E  received  your  lordfliip's  of  the  1 2th  of  the  lafl: 
month  by  fir  Robert  Hamilton ;  and  I  had  another 
before,  quickly  after  my  arrival  in  this  kingdom.  I  am 
very  glad  to  find  by  your  lordfliip's  laft,  that  you  are  ia 
fo  hopefiil  a  way  of  recovery  from  your  great  and  long- 
continued  diftempers.  Your  lordfiiip  will  give  me  leave 
to  wonder,  that  you  Ihould  in  the  very  lame  letter,  where- 
in you  wilh  to  be  permitted  to  enjoy  the  air  of  England 
for  fome  little  time  for  the  confirming  and  eftablifliing 
your  ftrength,  before  you  adventure  on  a  journey,  or  the 
change  of  air ;  that  you  fliould,  I  fay,  in  the  fame  letter 
defire  me  to  renew  your  licepce  of  abfence  for  a  year  ^ 
which  I  take  to  be  more  than  fome  little  time.    My  lord,. 
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it  lazy  not  perhaps  become  me  to  go  about  to  inftruS  a 
perfon  of  your  Iprdfliip's  rank  and  knowledge  in  your 
duty  to  the  church  ;  it  being  more  proper,  I  confefs,  for 
me  to  learn  mine  from  your  lordfliip :  but,  confidering 
the  ftation  the  king  has  thought  fit  to  put  me  in  here, 
your  lordlhip  will  pardon  me,  if  I  put  you  in  mind,  that 
it  is  now  fix  years,  fince  you  have  been  from  your  dio- 
cele ;  and  that  the  king  by  his  inftruflions  commands  me 
to  take  care,  that  the  clergy  keep  ftrift  refidence.  Though 
your  lordfbip  has  feveral  worthy  perfons  among  the  clergy 
of  your  two  ^ocefes,  who  do  their  duties  very  wdl ;  yet, 
by  the  accounts  they  give  me  of  the  affairs  of  the  cbuich 
in  thofe  parts,  I  find  an  unfpeakable  want  of  the  biihop's 
prefence  there ;  many  of  your  clergy  being  abfent  from 
their  cures,  and  leaving  them  to  mean  and  ignorant  cu- 
rates, filch  as  will  ferve  che^eft ;  which  gives  a  ^evous 
advantage  to  the  adverfaries  of  our  religion :  and  I  fliould 
think  myfclf  guilty  of  uppardonable  failings,  if  I  di4  not 
endeavour,  all  that  lies  in  me,  to  redrefi  diele  irregulari- 
ties ;  which  would  not  be  very  difficult,  if  your  lordfliip 
were  upon  the  place. 

'  Sometime  fince  your  agent  applied  to  me  to  renew 
your  licence  of  abfence  for  fix  months ;  but  I  told  your 
chancellor,  Mr.  Lovell,  that  your  former  licence  would 
expire  the  i+th  of  this  month;  that  fix  months  longer 
would  expire  the  i+th  of  november  next;  which,  being 
.  juft  at  the  entrance  upon  winter,  I  thought,  would  be  an 
ill  time  for  your  lordmip  to  begin  your  journey,  and  there- 
fore I  granted  your  licence  for  three  months.  I  would 
earneftly  requeft  your  lordfliip  not  to  lofe  the  benefit  of 
this  fine  fcafon ;  when  the  weather,  as  well  as  the  ways, 
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are  good :  and,  if  you  will  fet  out  in  July,  by  as  eafy 
journeys  as  you  can  deflre  to  take,  you  may  be  here  be- 
fore the  14th  of  auguft;  which  will  be  the  beft  time  for 
you  to  come  hither.  I  aih  fufe,  I  need  not  diflate  to  your 
Ibrdfliip  the  bfeffiiig  as  well  as  ike  comfort,  which  always 
attends  a  man  in  doing  his  duty. 

As  for  what  your  lordlhip  meiitions,  arid  feems  defirbus 
I  (hould  do,  to  appoint  you  a  coadjutor,  I  doubt  not  the 
legality  of  it ;  but  it  is  a  matter  of  grea^  corifequence,  and 
requires  to  be  better  confidered  of,  than  I  have  yet  had 
tinie  to  do.  But,  I  hope,  your  lordfliip  will  fpeedily  tell 
me,  that  you  are  on  your  way  hitherwards ;  and  then  that 
expedient  need  not  be  made  ufe  of  I  doubt  not,  but  your 
lordfliip  will  have  an  account  of  the  death  of  Mr.  Robert 
Maxwell  from  other  hands :  he  enjoyed,  as  I  am  inform- 
ed, to  the  value  of  900I.  per  annum  in  church  preferments,, 
moft  of  them  in  your  diocefes :  he  never  redded  upon  any. 
I  hope,  your  lordfliip  will  confider  very  well,  how  you 
difpofe  of  them ;  and  that  you  are  almoA  a  ftranger  your- 
felf  to  thofe,  who  deferve  well  in  thofe  parts.  I  (hall  take 
it  for  a  very  great  favour,  if  you  will  beftow  the  chancel- 
lorfliip  of  Conner  upon  Mr.  Charles  Lefly,  a  man  of  good 
parts,  admirable  learning,  an  excellent  preacher,  and  of 
an  incomparable  life :  I  am  fure,  he  will  do  his  duty  in 
whatever  he  undertakes.  I  beg  your  lordfliip's  pardon  for 
this  tedious  letter,  and  that  you  will  believe,  that  I  am.

1A  M  now  to  return  your  grace  my  humble  thanks  for 
your  favour  of  the  4th  inftant ;  and  cannot  but  be  ve- 
ly  forry,  you  are  no  more  confiilted  with  in  the  affeirs  of 
this  kingdom,  where  your  intereft,  as  well  as  experience, 
is  fo  great.  We  know  not  yet  certainly,  when  we  are  to 
expefl  my  lord  Tyrconnel ;  who,  I  fuppoft,  is  to  bring 
the  long-expefted  commilTions,  which  will  take  every  bo- 
dy out  of  their  pain.  It  is  a  very  uneafy  condition  for 
men  ( efpecially  good  men )  to  live  in  daily  apprehenfion 
of  lofing  all  they  have,  and  what  many  of  them  have 
dearly  bought. 

Mr.  Legg  returns  for  England  the  latter  end  of  this 
week:  by  him  I  fliall  take  the  liberty  to  write  to  your 
grace  upon  fome  things  of  confequence.  In  the  mean 
time  I  beg  your  directions  concerning  your  town  of  Kil- 
kenny ;  where,  your  grace  knows,  there  have  been  many 
contentions :  and  I  am  forry  to  find,  they  are  not  yet  al- 
layed, between  the  two  jurifdiflions  of  the  city  and  bif- 
hop's  court,  concerning  the  eleflion  of  their  magiftrates. 
The  time  for  choofing  the  mayor  is  quickly  after  mid- 
fummer.  One  alderman  Thomas  Butler  has  made  appli- 
cation to  me,  that  he  may  ftand:  he  was  mayor  about 
three  years  fiiice.  Several  of  the  aldermen  have  petition- 
ed on  the  behalf  of  one  of  their  own  body,  one  William 
Kimberly ;  and  an  old  humble  fervant  of  your  grace's, 
fir  Thomas  LonguevUIe,  who  was  mayor  about  two  years 
fince,  has  a  great  defire  to  ferve  again.    Your  old  fervant 

captain 
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captain  Baxter  &ys,  Kimberly  is  a  very  honeft  man,  and 
the  oldeft  alderman,  who  has  never  yet  been  mayor ;  and 
that  it  will  not  be  well,  for  an  honeft  man  to  be  always 
put  by,  as  he  has  been  twice  or  thrice,  when  his  juniors 
have  been  chofen.  I  will  give  no  anfwer  to  any  of  the  ap- 
plications, that  have  been  made  to  me,  till  I  hear  from 
your  grace :  therefore,  I  befeech  you,  let  me  have  your 
commands  herein.  I  will  give  your  grace  no  fiirther  trou- 
ble at  prefent,  but  beg,  that  you  will  be  pleafed  to  own 
me,  as  I  am  with  perfed  fubmif&on.

My  Lord,  Dublin  Caftle,  May  25.16.86. 

I  A  M  almoft  out  of  countenance,  that  I  fhould  not  in 
all  this  time  have  riven  your  grace  fome  account  of 
the  ecclefiaftical  ftate  of  this  kingdom ;  but  in  truth,  my 
lord,  I  find  it  a  very  difficult  bufinefs  to  be  well  inform- 
ed therein.  I  am  forry  to  fay  it ;  but  it  is  very  true,  when 
I  tell  you,  that  I  find  the  affairs  of  the  church  in  much 
worfe  order,  and  more  negleifted,  than  any  other  con- 
cerns. Your  grace  will  fcarce  believe  me ;  but  it  is  a  great 
truth,  that  I  cannot  yet  arrive  at  the  knowledge  of  what 
fpiritual  preferments  are  in  the  king's  gift;  which  me- 
thinks  is  a  ftrange  ignorance ;  for  really  nobody  can  in- 
form me,  though  feveral  have  undertaken  it:  but  yet  I 
li  fhall 
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fliall  quickly  compafs  a  thorough  information.    My  lord, 
I  would  not  ttiake  any  ill  refleSions  upon  greater  and 
wifer  men,  who  have  filled  this  place  befijie  tae ;   but 
certainly  it  is  impoi&Ue  to  help  thinking,  there  have  been 
great  omilTions  fomewhere,  when  I  fee  the  de^orable  con- 
dition of  the  church  affairs  here  throughout.   The  ttnnotu 
ftate  of  the  fabrick  of  moft  churches  is  very  melanchoUy : 
very  few  of  the  clergy  refide  on  their  cWes,  bmt  empl<nr 
pitiful  curates ;  which  neceffitates  the  people  to  look  af- 
ter a  romifh  prieft,  or  nonconformift  preacher :  aitd  theK 
are  plenty  of  both.    I  find,  it  is  an  ordinary  thing  here 
for  a  minifter  to  have  five,  ot  fix,  or  more  cures  of  fouls, 
and  to  get  them  fupplied  by  thofey  who  will  do  it  cheap- 
eft  :   and  by  this  means  fome  hold  five,  fix,  nay  nine 
hundred  pounds  per  annum  in  ecclefiafticat  preferments, 
get  them  all  ferved  for  1 50I.  per  annum,  and  not  preach 
once  a  year  themfelves.    When  I  di<cour&  with  my  lords 
the  bimops  upon  thele  things,  I  confefs,  I  have  not  fatif- 
faflory  anfwers ;  but  yet,  by  yotjr  grace's  advice  and  aC- 
fiftance  for  my  fupport,  I  do  not  ^fpair  of  doing  fome' 
good :   for  many  things  may  be  rediefied  without  any 
other  difficulty,  than  men's  doing  their  duties.     I  mutt 
own,  that  I  am  informed,  the  diocele  of  Annagh  is  in 
good  order;  the  churches  in  toletaUe  repair,  and  well 
fupplied.     Several  of  the  clergy,  who  have  been  in  Eng- 
land, fent  to  renew  their  licences  of  abfence :  but  I  have  ■ 
refufed  moft  of  them,  which  has  brought  fome  of  them 
home ;  and  the  reft  muft  follow,  for  by  the  law  to  beab- 
fcnt,   without  licence  of  the  government,  forfeits  their 
preferments ;  and  none  of  them  fliall  he  licenfed  by  me 
without  very  good  grounds.   Amongft  thefe  the  areh-bif- 
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hop  of  Tuam,  after  three  years  abfence,  is  refolved  to 
come  over,  and,  I  hear,  is  upon  his  way :  but  that  which 
has  moft  entangled  me  is  the  bifhop  of  Downe  and  Con- 
ner ;  who  has  now  been  abfent  from  his  charge  fix  years. 
Quickly  after  my  being  here  he  writ  me  a  very  civil  let- 
ter, and  defired  me  to  renew  his  licence ;  which  I  refufed 
to  do  longer  than  for  three  months  after  the  14th  of  this 
month,  when  his  former  expired :  after  which  I  received 
another  letter  from  him,  a  copy  whereof  I  take  the  liber- 
ty to  fend  to  your  grace.  I  doubt,  with  fubmifiion  to 
yova  ^ce's  better  judgment,  whether  this  be  a  fit  time 
to  make  coadjutors ;  but  fure  I  am,  it  is  not  fit  for  me  to 
do  it  of  my  own  head,  nor  by  his  advice,  who  defires  it. 
I  would  humbly  beg  your  grace  to  let  the  biihop  of 
Dcnrne  knaw,  what  he  ought  to  do;  for  really  it  is  a 
Qaiae  to  think,  how  his  diocefes  lie.  The  dean  of  Downe 
is  a  very  honeft  good  man,  and  does  his  duty;  but  he 
can  do  no  more.  One  Mr.  Lovell,  the  chancellor  of 
DonnK,  being  lately  here,  who  has  the  repute  of  a  very 
good  man,  (he  is  bn>the>-in-law  to  Mr.  John  Coke,  the 
fecretary)  I  afted  him  for  an  account  of  thofe  diocefesj 
which  he  gave  me  in  writing,  as  they  ftood  in  July  laft : 
a  copy  whereof  I  herewith  fend  your  grace ;  who  will  beft 
judge,  whether  it  be  to  your  fatisfadion. 

I  muft  not  conclude  this  letter  without  telling  your 
grace,  that  the  churches  in  this  city  are  in  very  good  or- 
der, and  for  the  moft  part  very  wdl  ferved  5  and  indeed 
they  are  ail  infinitely  crowded.  I  could  wi(h,  we  had 
more  clergy  out  of  England  ;  and,  as  any  preferments 
fall,  I  will  beg  your  grace's  afliftance  therein.  If  the  king 
would  be  pleafed  to  fill  the  vacant  bilhopticks  here,  it 
I  i  2  would 
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would  give  as  great  fatisfafiion,  as  any  thing  he  could  dc; 
but,  I  doubt,  that  matter  muft  not  be  touched.  It  is  now 
high  time  to  beg  your  grace's  pardon  for  this  tedious  troii^ 
ble  I  have  given  you,  and  to  affure  you,  that  I  am  with, 
all  duty.

With 
them  I  had  fiom^  my  Icsd  prefident  a  lift  of  the  new^ 

officers,. 
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officers,  which  are  to  be  admitted  into  the  army,  when 
they  appear,  in  the  places  of  other  unfortunate  gentle- 
men. Who  they  are,  I  fuppofe,  is  no  fecret  to  your  grace : 
for  though  I  knew  nothing  certainly  of  them,  till  thelc 
Tetters ;  yet  thofe  here,  who  had  better  intelligence,  dif- 
courled  very  publickly  of  many  of  them  two  months  finc^ 
and  named  me  very  men,  into  whofe  rooms  they  were  to 
come;  in  which  they  noAv  appear  to  have  been  in  the 
right.  I  hare  likewiie  a  lift  of  leveral  perlona,  who  are 
to  be  added  to  the  privy  council ;  which  I  would  fend 
you  a  copy  of,  if  I  thought,  your  grace  were  not  iiilly 
informed  thereof.  I  do  a  little  wonder  to  find  Mr.  Naa- 
g^e's  name  among  them :  though  he  be  a  very  honeft  and 
able  man,  yet  it  is  very  extraordinanr  to  have  a  piafiifii^ 
lawyer  a  privy  counmior,  and  will  oat  be  very  decent 
for  him  to  follow  his  pradice ;  and  to  quit  his  profefllon, 
I  believe,  he  will  not  like.  I  am  fure,  he  had  no  mind 
to  be  a  judge ;  and,  I  believe,  he  will  be  as  Uttle  plea&d 
with  this  preferment.  This  bearer,  Mr.  Le^,  will  gine 
your  ^-ace  fo  perfefl  an  account  of  every  thing  here,  that 
I  need  trouble  you  no  more  at  prefent,  but  to  befeeck  you 
to  believe,  that  I  am  with  all  poffiUe  re^<!l.

IT  oi  D  3natir  ionifhip  in  my  laft,  that  I  had  received 
two  letters  from  the  king  concerning  the  ftores  of  this 
kingdom  ;  copies  whereof  I  herewith  fend  your  lordihip, 
defiring,  you  will  be  pleafed  to  conlider  of  them,  I  am 
referred  by  them  to  the  orders,  I  (hall  receive  from  your 
lordfhip;  which,  when  I  do  receive,  Ihall  be  carefully 
obferved.  One  of  the  letters  declaiei  his  majefty's  inten- 
tions of  &ttl.ing  magazines  at  Chefter  and  Carlifle,  in  or- 
der to  the  liipplying  this  kingdom  with  ftores :  the  other 
mentions  an  order  of  council,  made  the  24th  of  marth 
laft,  for  the  returning  from  hence  feveral  repairable  arms 
into  the  office  of  the  ordnance  in  England ;  of  which  or- 
der of  council  I  have  never  had  any  notice ;  lb  that  I 
could  not  give  any  obiervance  to  it.  It  likewife  requires 
me  to  caule  fevenu  repairable  arms  (in  the  letter  mention- 
ed) to  be  fent  to  the  oGax  of  the  ordnance  in  the  tower 
of  London.  If  that  account  of  arms  (in  the  king's  letter 
mentioned)  were  taken  out  of  the  book  of  remains,  left 
in  the  office  of  the  ordnance  here  by  iAi.  Thomas  Phillips 
-and  Francis  Povey  the  laft  year  (which  I  fuppofe  to  be  a 
copy  of  what  they  carried  into  England)  there  muft  be  a 
miitake  in  it ;  for  the  account  of  that  book  is  lefs,  than 
the  number  mentioned  in  his  majefty's  letter  by  299.  The 
greateft  part  of  thefe  arms  Ue  at  Lymerick,  Aihlone,  and 
Carrickfergus ;  and  the  reft  remote  from  Dublin :  the 
charge  of  bringing  them  by  land  carriage  either  to  Dub- 
lin, or  any  other  port,  together  with  their  freight  to  the 

towet» 
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lower,  will  amount  to  a  confideiable  fum.  And  it  niay 
prove  of  dangerous  jranfequence  to  disfurnifli  the  ftores 
totally,  by  fending  thefe  arms  away,  before  a  new  fupply 
arrives.  Your  lorifiliip  will  likewife  confider,  that,  though 
confiderable  ftores  of  arms  and  ammunition  are  ordered  to 
the  magazines  at  Carlifle  and  Chefter,  for  the  fupply  of 
Ireland,  as  occafion  fliall  require,  when  fuch  occaiions' 
happen,  (which  cannot  eafily  be  forefeen)  thofc  arms  will 
be  out  of  reach ;  and,  before  they  can  be  got  hither,  the 
occafion  is  over,  there  being  very  often  no  communica- 
tion between  thofe  places  and  Ireland  for  6  weeks  or  2 
months  together.  I  would  therefore  humbly  propofe  to 
his  majefly,  if  your  lordfhip  thinks  fit,  that,  before  thefe 
«rms,  which  we  have  here,  be  fent  into  England,  a  com- 
petent fupply  be  fent  te  Dublin  Irom  thence  to  be  diflri- 
buted  to  the  other  parts  of  the  kingdom :  and  after  that, 
other  occafions,  which  can  be  foreleen,  may  be  anfwered 
from  Chefter  and-Carlifle,  if  his  majefty  Ihall  fo  think  fit- 
ting. I  do  earneftly  defire  your  lordfliip  to  fend  hither  a 
fufficient  quantity  of  powder  with  all  (peed  :  I  am  afha- 
med  to  tell  you,  how  little  there  is  in  the  kingdom ;  but . 
your  brother  knows  well.  Upon  this  occafion  it  may  not 
be  amifs  to  obferve  to  your  lordlhip,  that  the  laft  powder 
you  fent  hither  coft  3I.  per  barrel,  befides  the  freight ; 
and  it  was  not  fo  good,  as  it  ought  to  have  been.  I  am 
offered  to  have  the  beft  powder  delivered  here,  clear  of 
freight,  for  lefs  than  50s.  the  barrel;  and  feveral  of  my 
predecefTors  have  given  liberty  for  what  quantities  of  pow- 
.  der  they  have  thought  fit  to  be  imported :  but,  I  aflfure 
your  lordfhip,  I  will  do  no  fuch  thing ;  but  defire  to  have 
all  ammunition,  &c,  from  the  office  of  the  ordnance  in 

England, 
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England,  if  they  come  as  cheap  to  the  king ;  nor  will  I 
make  any  benefit  to  myfelf,  but  what  the  king  allows  1 
me;  it  being  my  &m  refolution  to  ferve  him  honeftly, 
and  to  ftudy  his  advantage  and  profit  in  every  thing.  I 
am  fure,  you  go  upon  the  fame  principle ;  which  makes 
me  write  the  more  freely.  I  could  write  much  more  to 
your  lordihip  of  all  afiairs  here,  but,  I  think,  my  letter 
is  too  long  already ;  and  my  friend,  your  brother,  is  fo 
fully  inftru6ted  in  every  thing  relating  to  this  country  and 
people,  that  I  refer  myfelf  intirely  to  him :  pray,  give 
him  opportunity  to  tell  you  all ;  and  then  you  will  be 
able  to  judge,  who  is  moft  in  the  right  in  the  informa- 
tions they  give  of  things  and  perfons  here.  This  country 
may,  and  will  be  with  the  people  in  it,  as  ufefiil  to  the 
king,  as  he  pleafeth  ;  and  the  trade  will  flourilh  and  en- 
creafe  ;  and  his  majefty  be  as  rich,  as  he  has  a  mind  to,  ' 
if  men  are  but  fecure  of  what  they  have,  and  meet  with 
the  encouragement  due  to  their  induftry.  Pray,  think  of 
us,  and  fupport  us,  (me  in  my  own  particular  at  leaft) 
according  as  you  find  us  do  our  duties ;  and  have  a  care, 
you  do  not  make  us  ufeful  for  other  people. 

Your  lordfliip  fees,  how  freely  I  write  to  you :  as  you 
like  this,  you  mail  have  more.  When  the  camp  is  over, 
I  hope,  you  will  fend  my  friend  William  back  again  to 
me :  it  will  do  him  good  to  live  a  little  amongft  us,  and 
be  very  ufefiil  for  other  reafons ;  and  I  am  fure,  he  fliall 
find  all  the  fervice  and  friendlhip  from  me,  hecandefire; 
for  I  am  from  my  heart  his,  and,

I  NOW  fend  you  all  my  materials  in  order  to  the  obtain- 
ing a  comminion  ot  grace  for  the  remedying  of  de- 
fective titles.  The  truth  is,  one  cannot  difcourie  with 
any  man  of  fortune,  of  either  old  or  new  intereft,  upon 
the  aifairs  of  this  country,  but  they"  run  into  complaints 
of  the  unftttlednefs  of  things,  and  the  apprehenfions  they 
are  under  of  new  changes  and  alterations,  which  are  like 
to  be;  which,  they  fey,  have  already  had  an  influence 
upon  their  home  manuiaChire,  and  muft  in  a  litde  time 
influence  mcA  branches  of  his  majefly's  revenue.  The 
natural  quefticm  upon  thele  difoourfes  (for  I  have  never 
owned  to  any,  but  my  lord  chancellor,  tlmt  I  had  the  king's 
permiflion  to  think  of  this  expedient)  it,  what  would 
you  have  to  cure  your  fears  and  apprehenfions  ?  The  rea- 
dy anfwer  is  prefcntly,  without  paufing  —  O  that  the 
commiffion  of  grace  were  on  6x>t  again :  that  would  fettle 
us,  and  make  our  minds  ealy ;  would  encreafe  the  king's 
revenue,  and  raifc  a  confiderable  fum  of  money ;  with 
which  his  majcfty  might  gratify  foch  hard  cafes  among 
the  old  proOTietors,  as  be  fliall  think  fit.  This  being  the 
truth  and  the  fenfe  of  moft  men,  as  we  fell  into  oonver- 
fation  with  them,  my  lord  chancellor  has. given  his 
thoi^ts,  and  his  reafons  i-i  writing  ;  which  I  herewith 
tranfmit  to  you.  And  the  other  day  my  lord  chief  juflice 
Keating  being  with  me,  and  difcourfing  from  his  obfer- 
vations  in  his  late  circuit  of  the  great  decay  of  the  inland 
manufadures,  and  die  damp  that  ieemed  to  be  upon  the 
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minds  of  the  trading  people  and  huftiandmen,  I  faid  to 
him,  for  god's  fake,  my  lord,  let  us  apply  ourfelves  to 
keep  up  the  fpirits  of  men,  and  fee  what  can  fettle  their 
minds.  His  anfwer  was,  if  the  king  would  renew  the 
.  late  commillion  of  grace,  which  fell  by  his  brother's  death, 
it  would  fettle  the  kingdom.  This  gentleman  is  of  the 
country,  and  fufpeSed  by  fome  to  have  too  much  kind- 
nefs  to  the  natives :  but,  I  am  fure,  he  is  a  man  of  great 
abilities ;  nobody  ever  yet  doubted  his  loyalty ;  has  as  ge- 
neral a  good  reputation  for  worth  and  uprightnefs,  as  any 
man  in  the  kingdom ;  in  a  word,  I  do  not  think  him  ca- 
pabk  of  doing  an  ill  thing,  nor  of  giving  an  opinion  con- 
trary to  his  true  judgment.  I  have  found  him  very  ufeful 
in  the  king's  fervice,  and  do  take  him  to  be  every  \yay- 
moft  impartial.  I  therefore  defired  him  to  give  me  hit 
thoughts  in  writing  upon  the  difcourfe  we  had  together; 
which  within  few  days  after  he  brought  me,  and  I  fend 
you  his  paper  herewith.  I  told  him,  when  I  had  read  it, 
that  his  tcaibns  were  fo  fatisfadlory  to  me,  that  I  had  a 
great  mind  to  fend  his  paper  into  England.  He  anfwer- 
ed,  he  was  very  willing,  I  fliould  fend  it  my  lord  treafu- 
rer,  and  that  he  fliould  read  it  to  the  king ;  for  he  would 
never  give  me  any  thing,  which  he  would  not  own  and 
jufKfy.  What  he  fays  of  matter  of  faft,  of  the  decay  of 
the  inl^d  trade  (which  is  that,  which  employs  the  coun- 
try people)  is  true.  I  can  myfelf  give  one  inftance  6f  a 
man  in  the  county  of  Cork,  who  about  1 8  months  fince 
had  40  looms  at  work,  and  about  6  months  fince  he  put 
them  all  off;  has  given  his  landlord  warning,  (fcH:  he  was 
a  great  renter)  that  he  will  leave  his  lands ;  has  difpofed 
of  bis  ftock,  ajid  will  go  into  England :  he  is  worth  about 
Kk  2.  6000I, 
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6000I,  ■and  has  the  repute  of  a  very  honeft  man;  and 
never  went  to  any  church,  but  the  common  prayer.  Whe- 
ther he  will  lay  out  his  money,  when  he  comes  into  Eng- 
land, is  another  queftion;  but  I  have  ufed  the  beft  en- 
deavours, I  can,  to  keep  him  here.  There  is  another  in 
the  province  of  Munfter  likewife,  who  keeps  500  families 
at  work.  This  man,  fending  to  a  tenant  for  30I,  which 
he  owed  him,  was  prefently  accufed  by  the  iaid  tenant  of 
having  fpoken  treafonable  words :  of  which  an  informa- 
tion upon  oath  was  fent  to  the  council  board ;  whither  I 
fummoned  both  parties  to  appear.  When  they  came,  the 
accufer  could  bring  no  evidence,  but  himfelf ;  but  faid, 
that  he  would  bring  others,  if  he  might  have  a  protection ; 
for  otherwife  his  landlord  -would  clap  him  up  in  prifon. 
I  did  not  think  fit  (being  pretty  well  acquainted  with  the 
trade  of  evidencing)  to  grant  hun  a  protection,  not  know- 
ing, how  much  he  might  be  indebted  to  other  people ; 
but  I  took  care,  that  he  fliould  not  be  profecuted  by  his 
landlord ;  who  was  very  willing  to  fubmit  to  whatever  I 
fliould  direft.  I  caufed  the  accufer  to  be  bound  over  to 
profecute,  and  the  landlord  to  give  bail  to  appear  at  the 
next  aflizes.  He  is  very  well  thought  of  by  his  neigh- 
bours of  both  religions ;  and  fo  he  is  gCMie  home :  but,  I 
am  informed,  he  has  called  in  his  debts,  ir  putting  off  his 
.ftock,  and  will  be  gone  as  foon,  as  his  trial  is  over.  Had 
not  we  done  what  we  did  at  the  council  board,  then  we 
fliould  have  been  reprefented  as  not  regarding  informa- 
tions of  treafon;  and  directions  would  have  been  procu- 
red concerning  the  profecution  upon  the  information  <rf 
one  fide  j  which  has  been  done  fometimes.  I  only  tell 
you  thefe  ftories,  (you  will  fliortly  have  more  of  the  fame 
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kind,  and  more  authentick)  as  proofs  of  what  my  lord 
chief  juftice  Keating  has  faid.  If  the  king  thinks  fit  to 
grant  fuch  a  commiilion,  as  is  mentioned,  it  is  thought, 
the  former  commiffion  of  grace  may  be  fufficient  mutatis 
mutandis ;  and,  when  the  king  dire<3:s  it,  we  will  fend 
him  over  fuch  alterations,  as  occur  to  us  to  be  fitting ; 
but  they  will  be  very  few :  and  in  the  mean  time  I  fend 
you  herewith  a  copy  of  the  former  commiffion  of  grace, 
left  you  ftiould  not  have  it  by  you ;  and  likewife  a  copy 
of  the  inftru(3ions  to  the  commiffioners ;  but  the  greater 
latitude  is  left  to  the  commiffioners,  the  more  money  they 
will  be  able  to  raife.  As  to  the  commiffioners,  if  I  may 
offer,  who  they  fhould  be,  I  would  hurnbly  propofe, 
that  they  might  be  (befides  the  great  officers,  who  are  in 
of  courfe,  and  will  never  attend)  only  all  the  9  judges, 
and  the  vice-treafurer,  and  chancellor  of  the  exchequer, 
who  do  always  fit  as  judges  in  the  exchequer.  The  judges 
know  the  bufinefs  beft ;  and  they  will  take  care,  that  a 
competent  number  of  them  will  always  attend.  The  o- 
ther  day  my  lord  chief  juftice  Keating  being  with  me, 
and  talking  of  thefe  things,  I  a{ked  him,  what  the  com- 
miffioners had  the  laft  time :  he  faid,  nothing ;  though 
there  was  hopes  given  them,  that  they  ffiould  be  paid  for 
their  pains.  But,  he  faid,  if  the  king  ffiould  think  fit  to 
fit  out  fuch  another  commiffion,  he  hoped,  the  commif- 
fioners fhould  have  no  falaries ;  and,  if  the  judges  were 
employed,  they  had  good  lalaries  from  the  kmg,  and 
were  bound  to  do  him  all  the  fervice  they  could  :  and,  if 
falm'ies  were  allowed,  he  doubted,  there  would  be  many 
pretenders  for  the  falary  fake  only ;  and  fome  might  get 
in,  who  did  not  underfland  the  bufinefs.    You  fee  the 
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temper  of  the  good  man ;  and,  I  confefs,  I  am  mightily 
of  his  mind.  I  think,  1  have  emptied  my  mind  concern- 
ing this  matter  for  the  prefent :  I  fliall  only  add,  that  I 
do  firmly  believe,  this  commiffion  will  fettle  the  king- 
dom, and  the  king's  affaire ;  and,  if  it  does,  I  Ihall  be 
better  pleafed,  than,  if  all  the  money  raifed  by  it  were  to 
be  my  own ;  which,  I  know,  by  fome  would  be  account- 
ed folly.  But  I  cannot  help  it :  I  am  contented  to  be 
the  fool,  if  I  can  but  be  the  promoter  of  any  good ;  efpe- 
cially.to  a  country,  which  fo  much  deferves  his  m^efty's 
countenance  and  prote(£lion ;  and  which  wants  nothing, 
but  his  encouragement,  to  make  the  people  rich,  and  the 
happieft  in  the  world.  You  will  not  expeil  after  all  this, 
that  I  fliould  fay  much  to  you  by  this  honeft  meilengeF, 
William  Legg.  I  have  not,  you  may  beheve,  iaid  any 
thing  to  him  of  this  matter ;  but  of  every  /(fiing  elfe,  of 
the  country  and  people,  he  will  entertain  you  very  well. 
Pray,  allow  him  time  to  talk  to  you  as '  often,  and  as 
much  as  he  will :  he  will  give  you  an  account  of  us  all. 
God  almighty  blefs  and  keep  you  and  all  yours. 

I  muft  not  omit  telling  you,  that  my  lord  chancellor 
has  difcourfed  this  great  affair  with  the  roman  catholick 
judges,  and  all  the  lawyers  of  note  of  that  religion ;  and 
I  have  difcourfed  Mr.  juftice  Daly  in  it.  And  tiey  are  all 
clear  of  opinion,  that  this  comnullion  of  grace  is  the  bcff 
way  to  fettle  the  kingdom.

yEsTERDAV  came  in  3  packets  from  England ;  a- 
mong  which  I  had  your  lordfliip's  of  the  2  2d  in- 
ftant,  and  was  very  glad  to  find  by  it,  that  you  were  re- 
covered <£  your  late  indifpofition.  In  this  letter  from  your 
lordfliip  1  have  received  the  lifts  of  the  names  of  the  new 
officers  of  the  army,  and  of  the  perfons  added  tp  the  pri- 
vy council,  and  likewife  his  majefty's  letters  for  putting 
fir  R.  Reyneli'«  name  out  of  the  council  book ;  which 
fliall  be  immediately  done ;  and  for  conftituting  the  earl 
of  Gtanard  prefident  of  the  council  here,  which  I  wilt 
acquaint  him  with  as  feon,  as  he  comes  to  town.  He 
went  into  the  country,  about  3  weeks  fince,  upon  the 
account  of  his  health,  to  take  a  little  air ;  and  I  expeft 
him  back  tomorrow.  We  fliall  be  in  a  little  difficulty,, 
where  to  place  him :  for  there  never  was  a  prefident  of 
the  council  here  before ;  and  the  ftatute  takes  no  notice 
of,  nor  appoints  a  place  for  fuch  an  officer  here,  as  it  does 
in  England.  In  the  lift  of  the  perfons  added  to  the  privy 
council  1  find  Mr.  Richard  Nangle :  he  is  a  very  learned^ 
and  an  honeft  man ;  but  I  beg  leave  to  obferve  to  your 
lordflup,  that  he  is  a  praflifing  lawyer,  and,  I  doubt,  will 
think  it  hard  to  quit  his  profeffion  for  that,  which  brings 
no  advantage,  tlwugh  it  be  a  great  honour :  for  it  wilL 
not  look  wcii,  that  a  man,  who  has  the  honour  to  he  of 
-the  king's  privy  council,  fliould  be  crowding  at  the  bar 
of  the  courts  of  juftice  bareheaded,  and  his  bag  in  his. 
hand.  I  have  not  heard;  it  was  ever  yet  done,  but  to. 
'fir. 
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fir  Francis  Bacon,  when  he  was  attorney  general ;  and  to 
fatisfy  his  ambition,  by  the  credit  he  had  with  the  duke 
of  Buckingham,  or  rather  by  importunity,  he  was  made 
a  privy  counfellor ;  but  never  appeared  afterwards  in  Weft- 
minfter-hall,  unlefs  the  king's  bufinefs  required  him.  But 
I  will  fpeak  with  Mr.  Nangle  tomwrow,  and  let  him  know 
the  king's  gracious  intentions  towards  him ;  and  will  in 
my  next  give  your  lordfliip  an  account  of  what  he  fajr» 
himfelf.  Now  I  know  his  majefty's  pleafure  with  refe- 
rence to  ray  lord  Gormonfton  and  my  lord  Ikerine's  re- 
verfing  their  &thers'  outlawries,  I  will  advife  upon  it,  and 
give  your  lordfliip  a  further  account  in  my  next.  I  am 
with  great  refpefl.

IH  A  v  E  received  your's  of  the  13th  inftant,  and  there- 
with the  other  regulations  and  orders  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  forces  of  Scotland.  They  ought  to  be  well 
confidered,  before  they  are  eftabliflied  in  this  kingdom  ; 
for  there  may  be  particular  circumftances  in  fome  coun- 
tries, which  may  not  be  the  fame  in  others :  as,  in  the 
articles  of  war,  which  were  fet  out  the  laft  year  in  Eng- 
land, and  tranfmitted  hither,  there  are  many  things  vtry 
inconvenient  to  be  praftifed  here. 

IfliaU 
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I  (hall  be  very  glad  to  receive  the  account  of  the  de- 
ductions from  the  army  in  England  ;  for  indeed  they  are' 
very  neceflary  to  me.  Many  of  our  officers  of  the  army 
here  are  much  diflatisfied  with  the  deduftions  which  are 
made;  though  they  are  the  fame,  which  have  been  made 
before  the  rebellion  in  1641 :  and  at  the  fame  time  they 
think,  they  may  make  what  deduftions  they  pleafe  upon 
the  account  of  clothes,  accoutrements,  agency,  &c.  &c. 
In  truth  (if  I  may  fay  fo)  fome  of  them  are  fo  great, 
that  the  poor  foldier,  to  whom  the  king  intends  well, 
(for  he  allows  very  good  pay)  has  not  enough  to  live 
upon. 

I  would  be  very  glad,  the  king  were  come  to  a  refolu-  ' 
tion  concerning  the  plantation  trade  with  reference  to  this 
kingdom.  Since  mylaft  here  are  come  in  3  fliips  from 
the  Weft-Indies ;  ■  one  to  Coleraine,  and  two  to  Cork  : 
they  have  certificates  of  having  paid  the  duty  in  the  plan- 
tations, and  think,  they  are  not  within  the  law,  not  hav- 
ing entered  into  bond  there  to  go  for  England.  One  of 
the  fliips  cannot  go  to  fea,  there  being  two  leaks  in  her ; 
aiid  neither  mafler,  nor  mariner  will  adventure  in  her. 
The  owners  do  refolve  to  quit  that  trade  abfolutely,  and 
to  turn  their  induftry  fome  other  way.  They  are  con- 
tented to  go  hence  into  England,  and  to  enter  outwards 
from  thence ;  but  to  return  thither  again  from  the  plan- 
tations, and  to  unload  in  England  does  not,  they  fay, 
quit  coft,  and  they  cannot  live  by  it :  any  common  tradef- 
men,  they  fay,  may  fetch  tobacco  from  England.  Up- 
on my  word  there  want  no  difcouragements  to  the  tra- 
ding men  of  this  kingdom.  I  believe,  the  weather  is  much

IK  my  laid  I  acknowledged  your's  of  the  20th  paft; 
which  will  require  no  very  large  anfwer.  As  to  what 
you  mention  concerning  the  quarter's  account  of  the  re- 
venue, and  the  decreafe  in  the  port  of  Dublin,  I  write  to 
you  at  large  upon  it  in  my  letter  to  the  tieafury ;  as  I  do 
likewife  to  what  you  lay  about  the  late  farmers. 

This  morning  I  received  your's  of  the  25th  of  iht  laft 
month,  and  do  return  you  a  thoufand  thanks  for  what 
you  tell  me  of  my  lord  T — 's  cotaaa&oa.  Though  I 
did  not  believe,  (notwithftanding  the  politive  reports)  a» 
I  writ  to  you,  that  ib  apparent  an  ^furdity  would  be 
committed  j  yet,  at  this  diflance,  it  is  however  a  great 
eafe  to  have  freih  afliirances  of  d;ic  truth  of  the  matter  of 
fa<a.  And  I  will  be  contented,  any  body  fliall  be  judge,: 
whether  he  fhall  have  caufe  to  complain  of  my  condu<% 
towards  him ;  and  yet  you  Ihall  find,  I  will  piefervc  my 
dignity,  as  I  ought  to  da  Colonel  Fairfax  is  not  yet  ar- 
rived ;  though  I  hear,  by  fome  who  are  come  over  in 
tliis  laft  packet,  that  he  (with  feveral  others)  is  upon  the 
road.  I  will  follow  your  advice  in  giving  my  lord  prefi- 
dent  an  account  of  the  meetings  of  the  roman  catholick 
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clergy ;  and  though  I  do  it  not  at  this  time,  I  will  fpee- 
dily  take  an  opportunity  of  doing  it,  and  in  fuch  a  man- 
ner, as  fliall  not  give  offence.  I  will  fay  nothing  more  to- 
you  of  Price,  or  Slinglby,  till  you  fend  me  over  the  ac- 
cufations;  which  fhsJl  be  impartially  heard,  and  faith- 
ftdly  reported  to  you ;  as  fliall  the  matter  of  the  deduc- 
tions. I  give  you  many  thanks  for  what  you  refolve  con- 
cerning the  yacht.  It  will  be  a  very  eafy  way  to  fxy  what 
is  due  to  the  men  here  out  of  the  money  which  is  order- 
ed for  England :  and  though  I  would  have  been  very 
proud,  that  this  yacht  Ihould  be  fupported  out  of  the  re 
venue  of  Ireland,  and  it  might  have  been  plentifully  done, 
if  things  continue  as  they  were ;  but  if  this  fright  conti- 
nues upon  men,  fo  as  to  carry  the  mofi  induftrious  away, 
(and  many  fiibftantial  people  have  aftually  left  the  king- 
dom within  thefe  6  weeks)  then,  I  fay,  the  king's  reve- 
nue muft  {ink ;  and  I  doubt,  it  will  require  more  pains 
to  make  it  rife  again,  than  has  been  ufed  to  make  it  fall. 
And  then,  I  am  fure,  the  king  will  find  himlelf  at  a  lofs 
for  the"  defraying  a  great  part  of  the  charge  here.  I  will 
write  to  my  kwd  prefident  hereafter,  in  the  method  you 
propofe,  concerning  the  privileges  granted  me  in  my  pa- 
tent. Ytfterday  Mr.  Rice  brought  me  his  letters  to  be  a 
baron  of  the  exchequer,  and  to  difpenfe  with  his  taking 
the  oath  of  fiipremacy ;  I  immediately  difpatched  him ; 
and  this  morning  ( before  I  received  your  letter )  I  figned 
his  patent :  fo  that  that  matter  is  over ;  and  on  friday  (the 
firil  day  of  the  term )  he  will  be  upon  the  bench.  The 
other  letter,  he  gave  me,  for  making  of  him  a  privy  eoun- 
fellor  he  defired  me  to  take  no  notice  of,  till  other  new 
L  1  2  counfdlors 
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counfellors  Were  admitted;,  which,   no  doubt,  I  might 
gratify  him  in. 

The  truth  is  between  you  and  me,  it  is  a  very  ridicu- 
lous thing  to  make  a  puifne  judge  of  every  bench  of  the 
privy  council ;  and  was  never  done,  but  in  fir  R —  Rey- 
nell's  cafe,  becaufe  of  his  great  ability,  and  as  a  repara- 
tion to  him  for  being  put  by  from  being  lord  chief  juC- 
tice.  Thefe  poor  men  are  almoft  out  of  countenance  to 
accept  of  it,  (judge  Nugent  excepted,  who  is  indeed  a 
very  troublefome,  impertinent  creature)  and  think,  it  will 
bring  envy  upon  them,  when  it  was  not  needful ;  they 
being  every  way  as  well  qualified  to  do  the  king  all  pof- 
lible  fervice  without  the  burden  of  that  honour.  I  may 
add,  that  the  making  fo  many  privy  counfellors  is  an  ad- 
ditional charge  upon  the  revenue:  for  every  counfellor 
has  the  impoft  of  a  certain  quantity  of  wine  every  year ; 
which  though  it  be  no  great  matter,  yet,  according  to 
the  old  faying,  every  little  makes  a  mickle.  I  have  this 
morning  fent  an  order  to  the  commiffioners  of  the  reve- 
nue for  the  retaining  Mr.  Pine,  as  their  ftanding  council, 
in  the  room  of  Mr.  Rice,  and  with  the  fame  advantages 
he  had :  and  that  matter  is  likewife  fettled. 

You  fee  by  my  letter  to  the  lord  prefident,  what  I  have 
written  to  him  concerning  feveral  particulars:  and  truly, 
I  think,  I  could  not  fay  lefs  on  the  behalf  of  thofe  unfor- 
tunate gfentlemen,  whom  I  have  mentioned.  ■  The  truth 
is,  many  of  their  cafes  are  very  deplorable ;  and,  befides 
that  the  king  does  not  love  to  do  hard  things,  I  am  very 
■  confident,  if  he  knew  many  of  thefe  perfons,  he  would 
not  lofe  them  out  of  his  fervice.  If  lieutenant  colonel 
Ant.  Hamilton  may  be  believed,  (and  I  take  him  to  be 
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the  beft  of  that  fort)  he  is  in  great  trouble  for  thefe  chan- 
ges ;  efpecially  for  thofe  in  his  own  regiment.  He  fays, 
the  men,  who  are  put  out  of  that  regiment,  are  as  good 
men  as  are  in  the  world ;  and  he  does  not  think  fo  of 
thofe,  who  are  in  their  rooms.  He  fays,  every  one  of 
thofe  officers,  whom  he  particularly  recommended  both 
to  my  lord  T —  and  fir  Thomas  Newcomen,  are  put  out ; 
and  that  thofe,  who  are  put  in,  are  men  who  will  bring 
no  honour  to  the  fervice.  You  will  believe,  I  am  not  dif- 
pleafed  to  fee  them  have  diflatisfadlions  amongft  them- 
ielves. 

I  thank  god  with  all  my  heart  for  the  confirmation  I 
have  of  my  filler's  amendment.  God  almighty  keep  you 
both  long  together,  and  blefs  all  yours. 

I  have  not  yet  all  my  materials  from  the  commifiioners 
of  the  revenue,  and  therefore  cannot  perfefl  my  difpatch 
to  the  treafury ;  but  you  (hall  not  fail  of  it  by  the  next.

My  Lord,  Dublin  Caftle,  June  1. 1686. 

IH-A  v  E  this  morning  received  your  lordfliip's  of  the 
25th  paft  concerning  the  6  Algier  men  of  war,  which 
ale  faid  to  be  in  the  channel ;  and  have  given  the  necef- 
fary  orders  to  all  the  ports  in  this  kingdom  for  their  good 
treatment,  according  to  his  majefty's  command.  I  have 
not  yet  heard  of  any  of  thofe  fliips  upon  this  court. 

I  have  acquainted  my  lord  Granard  with  the  king's 
pleafure  concerning  him ;  who  fubmits  with  all  duty  and 
cheetfulriefs  to  whatever  his  majefty  thinks  fit  to  deter- 
mine. 
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mine.  He 'is  very  {enfible  of  the  king's  grace  in  giving 
his  regiment  to  his  fon;  but,  if  you  will  have  my  opi- 
nion, ne  had  much  rather  We  the  continuance  of  his 
penfion  without  the  office  of  prefident,  than  with  it.  And, 
I  believe,  I  flmll  be  defired  to  {ay  fomething  of  that  mat- 
ter to  your  lordfliip  ;  for  he  ha«  earneftly  preft  me  not  to 
publilh  the  king's  letter,  till  he  fpeaks  with  me  again ; 
which,  I  thought,  I  might  gratify  him  in. 

I  have  likewife  fpoken  with  Mr.  Nangle,  and  told  him, 
that  the  king  deiigns  to  make  him  of  his  privy  council ; 
with  which  he  was  extremely  furpriied,  and  wonders,  his 
friends  will  move  in  his  bdialf  without  firft  confulting 
himfelf ;  he  tells  me,  to  leave  his  pradice  will  be  Im 
ruin ;  and  to  appear  at  the  bar  after  he  is  a.  counfellor 
will  be  very  undeceut,  even  for  the  king's  fervice.  He 
has  therefore  defired  me  not  to  take  any  notice  of  it :  he 
is  a  very  good,  as  well  as  an  able  man :  he  lays,  he  was 
never  ambitious;  and  therefore  defires  to  be  let  alone, 
where  he  is.  He  fays,  no  chief  juftice's  place  in  the  king- 
dom would  equal  his  prefent  gains ;  which  he  muft  con- 
fider  becaufe  of  his  great  charge  of  children,  for  whom  he 
is  bound  in  confcience  to  provide.  And  he  fays,  he  is 
fully  as  ready,  and  as  wiUing  to  ferve  the  king,  as  well 
as  he  can,  in  his  way,  in  the  ftation  he  is,  as  if  he  were 
in  any  of  thofe  places. 

I  beg  leave  to  acquaintyour  lordlhip,  that  in  looking 
over  the  lift  of  the  new  ofiicers  of  the  army  I  do  not  find 
any  provifion  made  for  captain  —  Fitz-Gerald ;  who  was 
in  the  lift  the  king  gave  me  of  thofe  perfons,  for  whom 
he  did  intend  in  the  firft  place  to  provide.  He  is  an  old 
cavalier ;  ferved  as  a  captain  of  a  troop  of  horfe  in  the  war 
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of  England,  and  is  owned  by  all  people  to  be  a  very  good 
man.  The  king  commanded  him  to  come  over  with  me, 
which  he  did ;  and  alTured  him,  he  (hould  be  taken  care 
of.  Above  all  things  I  would  not  have  him,  or  any  body 
think,  that  I  do  not  do  my  part  towards  them:  I  do 
therefore  be&ech  your  lordfliip  to  enable  me  to  fay  fome- 
thing  to  this  honcft  gentleman,  who  carries  about  him 
the  marks  of  lofing  his  blood  in  the  fervice  of  the  crown ; 
and  who  was  in  hopes,  by  the  king's  promifes  to  him,  to 
have  been  as  tooa  taken  care  of,  as  any  of  his  religion.  I 
doubt,  I  ihall  be  obliged  to  be  very  troublefome  to  your 
lordfliip  in  laying  before  you  the  lamentable  cafes  of  feve- 
ral  gentlemen,  who  are  now  unfortunate  by  loiing  their 
empli^ments ;  and  confequently  all  they  have  for  iubfift- 
ance  in  the  world :  but  I  know  not  how  to  avoid  it,  it 
being  neceffiiry  for  his  m^efty  to  know  the  truth  of  fome 
of  their  cafes;  and  thm  are  confideat,  his  majefty's  com- 
panion and  bounty  is  iuch,  that  he  will  not  fufier  men  to 
ftarve,  who  have  given  thofe  proofs  of  their  loyalty,  as 
feme  of  theie  gentlemen  have  dcmc. 

One  of  the  iaddefi  cafes  to  acquaint  you  with  at  pre- 
fcnt  is  of  captain  George  Twifleton,  who  had  a  company 
in  &  Thomas  Newcomen's  regiment.  His  ftory  in  fliort 
is  this.  His  father  was  killed  in  the  field  under  my  lord 
Langdale,  when  this  gentleman  was  a  very  infant.  His 
fmall  fortune  was  broken,  (as  other  men's  in  thofe  times 
were)  which  he  never  could  recover  fi-om  the  debts,  which 
the  compofitian,  and  other  inconveniencies  incident  to 
loyalty,  had  brought  upon  it.  At  length,  after  taking 
all  opportunities  to  put  himfelf  into  the  king's  fervice,  he 
fold  the  remaines  of  his  fortune,  (which  was  never  great) 
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and  purchafed  this  company  about  6  years  fince ;  where, 
if  lieutenant  colonel  Hamilton  may  be  believed,  (who  un- 
derftands  the  regiment  better  than  the  colonel ;  for  he 
makes  it  his  bufinefs)  he  has  behaved  himfelf  very  well,  is 
conftantly  at  his  quarters,  and  looks  well  to  his  company ; 
and  has  it  in  good  order,  and  is  a  good  fort  of  man,  as  is 
in  the  world :  and  the  lieutenaiit  colonel  fays,  he  is  very 
forry  to  lofe  fo  good  a  man  out  of  the  king's  fervice. 

There  is  but  one  gentleman  more  I  will  mention  to 
your  lordlhip  at  this  time;  and  that  is  Macquire,  who 
was  lieutenant  colonel  of  Ruflell's  regiment.  He  is  an  old 
officer ;  was  in  the  rebellion  both  of  England  and  Ireland 
on  the  king's  fide,  and  never  on  any  odier ;  and,  if  his 
carriage  of  late  years  in  the  moft  mutinous  times  be  any 
merit,  there  is  no  man  was  more  vigorous  in  decrying 
the  popifti  plot,  and  in  aflerting  his  prefent  majefty's  in- 
tereft  even  with  hazard,  than  this  gentleman.  I  cannot 
tell  your  lordfhip  thefe  ftories  out  of  any  partiality  to  the 
perfons ;  who  are  moft  of  them  unknown  to  me,  but  as 
I  found  them  in  the  king's  fervice :  and  I  think  it  my 
duty  to  lay  every  thing  before  your  lordfliip.  When  the 
king  knows  the  truth  of  all  perfons,  his  majefty  is  the 
beft  judge,  what  to  do  towards  them.  I  am  with  all  re- 
fpeft.

IH  Av  E  laely  made  a  propofel  to  the  king  for  renew- 
ing the  late  commiffioa  of  grace ;  which  was  on  foot 
the  laft  year  of  the  late  king,  and  expired  by  his  death. 
It  is  the  opinion  of  very  wife  men  of  feveral  interefts,  that 
fuch  a  commifiion  wouU  contribute  more  than  any  thing 
(if  ^eedily  granted)  towards  the  quieting  of  men's  minds, 
and  dlaying  the  prefent  apprehenlions  they  are  under,  by 
con&ming  them  in  their  eftates ;  and  that  it  would  like- 
wife  raife  a  cotvfideiable  ftim  of  money,  whereby  his  ma- 
jefty  might  be  able  to  relieve  fuch  of  the  Irifli,  whofc  ca- 
fes he  mould  think  worthy  of  his  compailion.  I  have 
kid  the  piqjetft  hcfoie  my  Iced  treaiiirer ;  who,  I  am  fure, 
will  coramumiote  it  to  your  ^ace :  but  it  is  yet  a  fecret ; 
therefore  ]  beg  you  not  to  fpeak  6f  it  to  any  other.  I 
thou^it  fit  to  acquaint  your  grace  with  it,  as  I  (hall  do 
with  every  thing,  that  you  may  give  your  affiftance  in  it, 
as  far  as  you  thmk  fit  and  reafonable.  I  am  fure,  fome- 
thing  nraft  be  done  to  make  men  at  eafe  in  their  minds, 
and  fecure  in  their  eflates ;  or  elfe  the  king's  revenue  will 
certainly  fall  very  confiderably,  and  the  people  will  quit 
the  kingdom.  Several  &milies  do  every  week  go  away ; 
and  multitudes  do  daily  put  off  their  flocks  in  order  to  be 
thcmfelves  at  liberty.  I  here  fend  your  grace  the  names 
of  the  perfons  added  to  the  privy  council ;  who,  I  be- 
lieve, are  ^1  known  to  you.  I  cannot  but  wonder  at  the 
putting  in  Mr.  Nangle :  I  believe,  it  is  the  firft  time  fuch  - 
a  preferment  was  thought  of  for  a  pradifing  lawyer.  The 
M  m  good 
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good  man  defires  to  wave  it,  as  a  thing  not  decent  for 
the  king's  fervice,  befides  the  inconveniencies  it  will  bring 
upon  himfelf.  He  wiflies,  his  friends  would  firft  confult 
himfelf,  before  they  move  for  preferment  for  him:  all 
which  I  have  reprefented  to  my  lord  prefident  in  Mr.  Nan- 
gle's  own  words.  I  am  with  all  poffible  refpedl,

To  the  Lord  Treasurer. 

Dublin  Caftle,  June  3. 1686. 

LAST  night  colonel  Fairfax  arrived;  who  gave  me 
your's  oi  the  24th  paft,  for  which  I  gave  you  a 
thoufand  thanks.  I  will  not  anfwer  you  with  the  like 
freedom,  till  I  meet  with  as  good  an  opportunity ;  but 
do  affure  you,  I  will  follow  all  the  advice  you  give  me : 
I  am  not  yet  melancholy  enough  to  defpond.  I  will  fol- 
low the  praftice  I  have  hitherto  ufed,  to  reprefent  both 
things  and  perfons,  as  I  have  done ;  which  has  been  ac- 
cording to  the  truth,  and  without  any  manner  of  partiali- 
ty or  private  aiJeaion.  If  I  am  not  believed,  I  cannot 
help  it.-  I  am  fure,  I  will  be  in  the  right ;  and,  what- 
ever happens,  it  fhall  not  be  in  the  power  of  any  one  to 
fay,  Why  did  you  not  reprefent  this?  And  fo  god's  will 
be  done.  But,  if  the  king  finds,  that  his  fubjefls  here  do 
defert  the  country  (as,  I  am  fure,  they  do  every  week) 
then  it  will  be  more  than  a  fuggeftion ;  and  perhaps  I 
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fliall  then  be  believed :  but  what  the  king  pleafeth.  When 
he  is  truly  informed,  (as,  I  am  fure,  he  is  not  by  every 
body)  his  and  the  lord's. will  be  done.  Poffibly,  before 
this  letter  goes  away,  my  lord  Tyrconnel  may  be  arrived : 
you  will  then  quickly  fee,  how  things  are  like  to  fadge. 
I  will  fay  nothing  more  of  Mr.  Price's  affair,  till  I  receive 
the  charge  from  you ;  but  only  this,  that  he  never  ( and 
he  has  given  me  the  fame  under  his  clerk's  hand)  advan- 
ced any  money  to  Slinge(by,  colonel  Hamilton's  agent, 
nor  was  ever  defired  by  him  to  impreft  any  of  the  pay  of 
.  the  regiment  beforehand.  The  truth  of  all  will  appear 
upon  die  hearing.  If  a  certificate  from  my  lord  chief  juf- 
tice  Keating  in  favour  of  Mr.  Price  will  do  hiin  good,  he 
will  give  him  a  very  ample  one ;  for  he  fpeaks  wonder- 
fully well  of  him,  and  lays,  he  told  lord  Tyrconnel  when 
he  was  here,  that  he  would  find  him  a  good  man,  and 
that  Ellis  had  abufed  him.  I  refolve,  he  fhall  be  at  the 
hearing ;  and  fo  fliall  all  the  officers  of  the  army.  The 
great  talk  now  of  the  town  is,  that  Mr.  Trant,  and  a 
party  of  ihen  with  him  are  to  farm  the  revenue  of  this 
kingdom,  and  to  give  the  king  good  fecurity  to  pay  him 
300000I.  per  annum ;  which,  they  fay,  is  a  clear  anfwer 
to  all  the  fuggeftions,  that  can  be  made,  of  the  decay  of 
trade.  .  I  tell  you  this  only  as  news ;  for  I  cannot  help 
laughing  at  it.  There  is  one  Reiley  of  the  temple,  who 
is  now  chairman  of  a  committee  of  intelligence  (as  it  is 
called)  for  the  ailairs  of  Ireland ; ,  and  pretends  to  give  an 
account  of  all  perfons  and  things  from  hence :  poffibly  it 
may  be  worth  your  enquiry  into  fuch  a  man's  correfpon- 
dency.  Here  are  two  ftories  written  hither  in  feveral  let- 
ters, (for  this  is  the  moft  tattling  place  in  the  world) 
M  m  2  wherein 
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wherein  you  are  coneerned ;  and  therefore  I  mvift  tdl  yon 
them,  though  they  are  both  foolifli.  One  is,  that  the 
countefs  of  Middleton  lately  petitioned  the  king  for  2000I, 
•  which  was  due  to  her  lord  upon  the  account  of  Tangier ; 
that  this  petition  was  referred  to  you ;  that  (be  attended 
you  with  it ;  that  you  told  her,  it  could  not  yet  be  paid, 
nor  could  you  give  her  any  hopes,  when  it  would  :  that 
quickly  after  the  king,  being  at  the  treafury  chamber, 
aiked  for  that  petition ;  when  you  gave  it  him,  he  t<Jd 
you,  he  would  without  any  hesitation  have  the  money 
paid.  This  is  told  as  an  inftance  of  ymtr  declining  in 
credit. 

The  other  is  yet  more  ridiculous/  My  lord  chanceltor 
is  in  very  little  credit ;  that  my  lord  chief  juftice  Herbert 
has  expofed  him  upon  the  bench  by  laying  ofien  his  bri- 
beries and  corruptions  ( as  they  are  caUed )  in  tke  weft  ; 
with  which  the  king  is  extremely  offended ;  infomuch 
that,  it  is  faid,  he  will  not  be  long  in  his  place :  but  my 
lord  treafurer  does  all  he  can  to  fupport  Mm;  as  an  in- 
ftance whereof,  the  letter  fays,  they  are  pCTpetually  toge- 
ther, and  go  fometinies  to  Hide-Park,  and  fometimes  to 
the  play  together.  Is  not  this  very  filly  f  But  who  can 
help  it  f  Only  indeed  I  need  not  write  it  to  you.  -You  may 
remember,  fometime  fince  I  fent  you  a  coj^  of  my'lord 
chancellor's  letter  to  me  of  the  25th  of  march.  lanfwer- 
ed  it  on  the  6th  of  April  as  civilly  as  il  could^  and  with 
the  fame  freedom  that  he  invited  me..  1  had  never  any 
anfwer  from  him,  till  by  the  laft  packet ;  which  brought 
me  a  letter  from  him  of  the  27th  of  may :  I  fend  you  a 
copy  of  it  for  a  pattern  of  truth,  candor,  and  fincerity. 
I  have  not  yet  anfwered  it,  becaule  I  cannot  in  fo  ihort  a 
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time  gatker  up  fuch  a  proportion  of  dillimulation  and 
fweetnds,  as  is  neceffary :  when  I  can,  jrou  (hall  have  a 
copy  of  my  letter.  Yefterday  Mr.  Aihton  was  executed. 
I  have  yet  had  no  anfwer  from  my  lord  prefidcnt  upon 
the  application  of  the  judges  to  me,  that  his  majefly 
would  remit  the  forfeiture  of  his  fmall  eftate  to  his  wife 
and  fmall  children ;  who  are  indeed  great  objeds  of  com- 
paffibn. .  I  have  no  more  to  trouble  you  with  at  prefent ; 
but  my  prayers  fhall  never  fail,  whilft.I  live,  for  you  and 
my  fifter,  and  all  yours. 

Saturday,  June  5. 
Today  about  noon  notice  was  brought  me,  that  the 
yacht  was  in  the  bay;  upon  which  I  ient  my  coach, to 
Dunlary  to  meet  my  lord  Tyrconnel.  He  firft  let  down 
his  Jady  at  his  houfe,  and  then  came  to  the  caftle :  he 
was  with  me  between  4  and  5  of  the  clock.  After  the 
u&al  lalutations,  he  delivered  me  the  king's  letters;  which, 
he  told  me,  we  might  ^lifcourie  upon  at  leifure.  He  told 
me,  he  had  brought  all  the  commifllons ;  which  &auld 
be  prefently  fent  to  me :  but  he  defired,  he  might  iee  the 
lift,  which  my  lord  prefident  had  fent  me,  (ior  he  had 
none)  before  they  were  given  out.;  and  yet  he  delired, 
thofe  belonging  to  the  royal  regiment  might  be  given  out 
as  foon  as  was  poffible.  I  faid,  that,  if  he  would,  we 
might  meet  upon  it  tomorrow  in  the  afternoon,  and  agree 
together,  how  and  when  the  commiiTions  ihould  be  given 
out ;  in  which  I  ftiould  be  glad  of  his  advice,  as  in  every- 
thing elfe ;  and  that  we  might  meet  together  every  day, 
till  we  had  given  the  neceflary  orders  in  obedience  to  all 
the  king's  commands :  which,  he  (aid,  he  ihould  be  glad 
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of;  for  Jie  longed  to  be  out  of  town,  and  to  defpatch  the 
bufinefs  of  the  army,  thar  he  might  go  over  again  into 
England  to  attend  his  health.  After  this  he  fell  upon  the 
difcourfe  of  Mr.  Price's  af&ir  in  the  general ;  but  faid,  he 
would  fay  no  more  of  it,  till  I  had  the  papers  from  you  ; 
which,  he  believed,  I  could  not  have  yet,  becaufe  you 
were  firft  to  go  for  Windfor.  It  was  true,  he  faid,  he  had 
no  very  good  opinion  of  Price ;  but,  if  the  things  com- 
plained of  were  redrefled,  and  he  heard  they  were  in  a 
great  meafure,  he  fhould  be  very  well  latisfied.  I  anfwer- 
ed,  that  I  had  nothing  to  fay  of  Price,  but  as  I  fdund 
him  in  the  king's  fervice ;  that,  as  foon  as  I  had  the  pa- 
pers, I  would  hear  the  bufinefs ;  that  I  would  defire  his 
lordfhip  to  be  prefent,  and  all  the  officers  of  the  army, 
becaufe  the  complaints  'principally  concerned  them ;  and 
fuch  of  the  lords  of  the  council,  as  he  fhould  have  a  midd 
to :  and  that  then  he  (hould  (land  or  fall  according  to  his 
merit.  He  made  all  pofiible  profeffions  of  friendfliip, 
kindnefs,  and  refpeft  to  me ;  which,  you  will  believe,  I 
anfwered,  as  I  ought  to  do:  and,  I  am  fure,  he  fliall 
have  no  caufe  to  complain  of  any  thing  from  me.  This 
was  the  fubftance  of  what  pafled  between  us  at  the  firft 
meeting. 


To  Lord  Sunderland. 

My  Lord,  Dublin  Caftle,  June  5. 1686.     . 

BY  people  who  came  from  England,  and  arrived  here 
on  wednefday,  we  know,  that  my  lord  Tyrconnel 
was  to  be  at  Holy-head  on  thurfday ;  but  we  cannot  ex- 
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peft  him  here,  till  the  wind  changeth,  which  was  all  yef- 
terday  very  contrary.  I  obferve  by  your  lordfhip's  of  the 
2  2d  paft,  that  his  majefty  does  not  think  fit,  that  the 
letter  difpenfing  with  the  new  judges  taking  the  oath  of 
fupremacy  Ihould  be  entered  at  the  fignet  office ;  to  which 
I  fubmit,  as  I  fliall  moft  readily  do  always  to  his  good 
pleafure.  But,  in  regard  your  lordihip  fays,  it  is  a  mat- 
ter of  itate,  and  in  the  nature  of  an  inftruflion,  and  im- 
proper to  be  entered  any  where,  but  in  the  fecretary  of 
ftate's  office,  I  think  fit  to  acquaint  your  lordihip,  that 
thofe  letters  are  of  neceffity  to  be  enrolled  here  for  the  be- 
nefit of  the  perfons  concerned,  as  the  others  for  difpenfing 
with  the  privy  counfellors  are  to  be  entered  in  the  coun- 
cil book  for  the  fame  reaibn.  I  only  tell  your  lordfliip 
this,  that  I  may  not  be  blamed  hereafter  for  entering 
them ;  which,  I  am  confident,  I  ihall  not  be,  when  you 
confider  the  reafon  of  it.  I  beg  your  lordfliip's  leave  to 
put  you  in  mind  of  Mr.  Fleming,  for  whom  I  did  beg  a 
cornet's  place  fome  months  fince:  and  your  lordfliip  was 
pleafed  to  tell  me,  that  the  place  I  then  mentioned  was 
dilpoled  of;  but  that  the  next  ihould  be  given  to  him: 
and  the  king  has  faid  as  much  to  his  uncle  fir  ,R.  Bel- 
lings.  But  I  do  not  find  his  name  in  the  lift  of  the  new 
officers ;  which  makes  me  take  the  liberty  to  remind  your 
lordfliip  of  him. 

I  muft  not  conclude  this  without  troubling  your  lord-  - 
fliip  with  fome  more  complaints.  That  which  is  at  pre- 
fent  the  liioft  melancholy  one  is  of  captain  Collier ;  who 
had  a  company  of  grenadiers.  This  poor  man  has  been  in 
the  king's  fervice,  one  way  or  other,  ever  fince  his  late 
majefty's  reftoration.   He  was  with  fome  commanded  men 
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in  the  fleet  in  the  kte  Dutch  war ;  and,  about  i  o  years  ■ 
fince,  was  fent  to  Tangier ;  where  he  contirraed  till  the 
demolilhing  that  place,  and  where  he  loft  confidcrably, 
moft  of  what  he  was  worth  being  in  hou&s  there.  He 
has  ever  fince  been  with  his  company  here :  he  has  a 
wife,  and  5  children ;  and  he  is  not  worth,  I  verily  be- 
lieve, 50I.  in  the  world.  Give  me  leave,  I  befeech  you, 
to  tell  you,  that  his  father  (who  is  yet  alive)  was  a  townf- 
man  of  Saliftmry  in  a  very  good  condition ;  was  ruined 
totally  for  his  loyalty;  was  condemned  to  be  hanged, 
drawn,  and  quartered  in  colonel  Penruddock's  bufinefs, 
and-  has  been  of  late  years  principally  fupported  by  this 
his  fon.  Thefe  are  fad  ftories ;  but  they  are  true :  and, 
I  know,  your  lordfhip's  generofity  is  foch,  that  you  will 
contribute  all  you  can  towards  their  relief  by  representing 
them  to  the  king.  I  am  with  all  te(pe&.

This  evening  my  lord  Tyrcannel  arrived,  and  has  giv- 
en the  king's  letters,  and  all  his  commands ;  and  we  have 
appointed  to  meet  tomorrow,  that  no  time  may  be  loft  in 
putting  them  in  execution :  of  all  which  your  lordfhip 
fliall  have  a  further  account  in  the  next.

Dublin  Caftle,  June  8. 1686. 

SUNDAY  the  6th.  Today  my  lord  Tyrconnel  dined 
with  me.  After  dinner  we  went  together,  into  my 
clofet,  and  looked  over  the  lift  of  new  officers ;  where  he 
m^ked  thole,  whom  he  thought  able  to  pay  my  lord 
Sunderland's  fees :  and  for  the  others,  he  faid,  they  were 
poor  derils,  and  the  receiver  general  muft  be  direded  to 
pay  them,  and  deduft  them  hereafter  out  of  their  pay. 
He  then  defired,  that  the  commiffions  to  the  officers  in 
the  royal  regiment  might  be  delivered  out  with  all  fpced, 
that  he  might  quickly  fettle  what  was  to  be  done  in  town ; 
for  he  longed  to  make  hafte  back  into  England  for  his 
health ;  which  is  every  foot  the  burden  of  the  long.  I 
told  him,  they  Ihould  be  given  out  tomorrow.  He  then 
delired,  that  the  other  commiffions  might  not  be  yet  giv- 
en out ;  that  it  was  neceflary,  he  and  I  ffiould  firft  dif- 
courle.  more  together :  to  wmch  I  laid,  with  all  my  heart ; 
that  he  might  come  to  me  when  he  pleafed ;  he  fliould 
always  find  me  at  leifure :  he  then  faid,  he  would  come 
to  me  tomorrow  morning.  And  thele  things  being  thus 
fettled,  fir  P.  Rycaut  (who  had  been  prefent  all  this  time) 
went  out  of  the  room ;  and  I  thought,  we  were  parting, 
when  his  lordlhip  began  a  rambUng  dilcourle ;  which  I 
will  repeat,  as  well  as  I  can  from  the  notes  I  immediately 
took.  My  lord,  I  am  fent  hither  to  view  this  army,  and 
to  give  the  king  an  account  of  it :  here  are  great  altera- 
tions to  be  made ;  and  the  poor  people,  who  are  put  out, 
think  it  my  doing ;  and,  god  damn  me,  I  have  little  or 
N  n  nothing 
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nothing  to  do  in  the  matter :  for  I  told  the  king,  that  I 
knew  not  two  of  the  captains,  nor  other  inferiour  officers 
in  the  whole  army.     I  know,  there  are  fome  hard  cafes, 
which  I  am  forty  for ;  but,  by  god,  I  know  not  how  to 
help  them'.    You  muft  know,  my  lord,  the  king,  who  is 
a  roman  catholick,  is  refolved  to  employ  his  fubjefls  of 
that  religion ;    as  you  will  find  by  the  letters  I  have 
brought  you :    and  therefore  fome  muft  be  put  out  to 
make  room  for  fuch  as  the  king  Ukes.    And  I  can  tell 
you  another  thing;  the  king  wUI  not  keep  one  man  in 
his  fervice,  who  ever  ferved  under  the  ufurpers.     To  all 
this  I  told  him,  that  this  need  not  be  faid  to  me,  who 
did  not  take  upon  me  to  enquire,'  how,  nor  why  any 
men  were  put  out  of,  or  others  put  into  the.  fervice ;  that 
the  king  knew  beft  what  to  do,  and  my  part  was  to  obey 
the  commands  he  fent  me ;  which,  I  was  fure,  I  had  hi- 
therto done,  and  ffiould  continue  lb  to  do ;  that,  when 
I  had  any  room  to  recommend,  I  always  put  his  majefty 
in  mind  of  fuch  roman  catholicks,  as  I  thought  dcferved 
his  favour;   which,  he  owned,  the  king  had  told  him. 
But,  I  obferved,  his  lordfliip  thought,  there  were  fome 
hard  cafes ;  and,  when  I  was  fully  latisfied  of  any  fuch, 
I  did  take  the  liberty  to  reprefeht  fuch  perfons,  and  tieir 
eircumftances  to  the  king,  without  the  leaft  demurring 
upon  executing  his  commands ;  being  confident,  that  his 
majefty  (when  fully  informed)  would  take  them  into  his 
confideration.    I  then  mentioned  the  long  fervices,  and 
merit  of  lieutenant  colonel  Magwirc ;   to  which  he  re- 
plied —  My  lord,  you  do  not  know  all :  befides  all  you 
have  faid,  I  will  tell  you,  what  I  know  to  be  true.    That 
gentleman,  in  the  late  years  of  perfccution,  received  and 
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flidtered  all  the  poor  catholicks,  who  came  to  him ;  and, 
by  god,  to  have  him  now  laid  afide  is  a  terrible  thing : 
but,  my  lord,  when  that  is  done,  I  would  not  have  you 
reprefent  any  of  their  cafes ;  which  will  anger  the  king, 
and  perplex  him.  I  anfwered,  that  I  thought  it  my  duty 
to  inform  the  king  of  every  thing ;  and,  if  his  majefty 
difliked  any  thing  I  writ,  he  would  let  me  know  it;  which, 
he  was  fure,  would  eafe  him  of  any  thing  of  that  kind  for 
the  future.  As  to  what  he  faid  of  the  king's  refolution  to 
employ  none,  who  had  ever  ferved  the  ufurpers ;  I  hoped, 
he  would  not  raflily  declare  that  for  a  pofitive  rule,  be- 
caufe  in  {a&  it  would  prove  not  to  be  obferved,  as  his 
lottlfhip  could  not  but  know.  He  afked,  who  they  were, 
that  were  now  employed,  who  had  ever  ferved  the  ufur-* 
pers  ?  I  anfwered,  that  I  did  not  doubt,  but  the  king 
was  very  well  fetisfied  in  thofe,  whom  he  employed  in 
his  fervice;  and  therefore,  as  long  as  I  faw  them  behave 
themfelves  well,  I  was  not  to  ftart  objeflions  againft  them, 
which  could  not  but  be  known  before :  and  fo  I  left  his 
lordfhip  to  find  out,  whom  I  meant.  Then  his  lordfhip, 
riling  up  to  be  gone,  flew  out — By  god,  my  lord,  thdfe 
st&t  of  lettlement,  and  tWs  new  interefl  are  damned  things. 
Pray,  my  lord,  faid  I,  let  not  you  nor  I  enter  into  thofe 
matters :  I  doubt,  neither  you  nor  I  are  well  informed  of 
all  the  motives,  and  inducements,  which  carried  on  thofe 
affairs  26  years  fince.  Yes,  fays  he,  we  do  know  all 
thofe  arts,  and  damned  roguery  contrivances,  which  pro- 
cured thofe  aifts.  My  lord,  faid  I,  I  do  not  know,  what 
you  mean;  but  thofe  adts,  fuch  as  they  are,  the  king 
will  not  have  ravelled  into;  and  it  mull  be  your  lord- 
fhip's  bufinefs,  and  mine,  and  e\'ery  body's,  to  endeavour 
Nn  2  to 
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to  reconcile  people ;  and  we  muft  all  confpire  to  difperie 
jealoufies  between  parties,  and  to  unite  every  body  to  the 
common  intereft,  tliat  the  king  may  be  well  ferved,  and 
every  body  go  about  his  bufinefs ;  that  the  trade  may 
flourifh,  and  the  king's  revenue  encreafe.  I  know,  lays 
he,  the  afls  of  fettlement  muft  not  be  touched,  and,  by 
god,  it  would  make  a  confufion,  if  they  (hould ;  but,  I 
am  fure,  my  lord  chief  juftice  Keating,  and  fir  Jo.  Tem- 
ple (whom  all  the  world  will  own  to  be  men  without  ex- 
ception) told  me,  when  I  was  laft  here,  that  all  the  new 
interefted  men  would  willingly  give  a  third,  or  half  of 
what  they  had,  to  fecure  the  reft ;  whereby  money  might 
be  raifed  for  thofe  who  wanted  it.  I  know  not,  faid  I, 
what  difcourle  was  between  your  lordfliip  and  thofe  gen- 
tlemen ;  but  I  will  be  ready  at  any  time  to  hear  them,  of 
whoever  elfe  you  will  defire  upon  any  points,  which  may 
probably  bring  any  advantage  to  the  king.  Well,  laid  he, 
I  will  &y  no  more  at  prefent;  but,  by  god,  my  lord, 
here  have  been  foul  damned  things  done  here.  And  lb 
after  an  hour  and  half  dilcourfing  at  this  rate  (for  he  is  a 
loofe,  and  confufed  talker)  we  parted.  He  only  defired, 
that  I  would  command  all  the  officers  now  in  town  to 
repair  to  their  rdpeflive  pofts,  that  they  might  be  there, 
when  he  came  amongft  them. 

Monday  the  7th.  About  9  in  the  morning  my  lord 
Tyrconnel  came  to  me,  and  faid,  he  had  much  to  fey  to 
me.  I  told  him,  he  Should  have  as  much  time,  as  he 
pleafed.  He  told  me,  though  the  commiflions  were  come 
down  for  fir  Ch.  Feilding,  and  colonel  Fair&x,  yet  it  was 
the  king's  pleafure,  that  fir  Ch.  Feilding  Ihould  have  his 
choice,   and  that  he  had  told  fir  Ch.  Feilding  fo  laft 

night ; 
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night ;  and  that  he  would  be  by  and  by  with  me  to  give 
his  anfwers  and  accordingly  he  quickly  came,  (he  had 
been  with  me  two  hours  befoie,  and  told  me  all  that'had 
pafled  between  them ;  and  that  he  had  much  rather  have 
the  government,  than  the  regiment )  and  after  feme  dif- 
courfe  he  told  iis,  that  he  had  much  rather  have  the  go- 
vernment. I  did  not  make  any  obfervation  to  him,  that 
I  had  no  intimation  of  this,  nor  any  thing  elfe  from  my 
lord  prefident ;  nor  of  his  lordfhip's  having  fpoken  to  fir 
Ch.  Feilding,  before;  he  had  mentioned  it  to  me ;  which 
at  another  time,  or  in  another  man,  might  have  been 
thought  a  little  ftrange.  What  I  did  fey  to  him  upon  this 
matter,  you  will  fee  in  my  letter  to  my  lord  prefident ; 
as  you  will  hkewife,  what  pafled  between  us  upon  the 
commifilons  for  Mr.  John  Butler,  and  Morris :  in  which 
certainly  I  am  in  the  right;  though  his  lordfliip  fwearr 
bloodily  between  jeft  and  eameft,  that  I  am  too  fcrupu- 
lous.  But  I  tell  him,  it  has  always  been  accounted  very 
penal  to  make  rafures  in  any  inftrumcnts,  after  they  were 
figned  by  the  king. 

His  lordlhip  then  told  me,  that  there  was  another  re- 
form to  be  made  in  the  army ;  for,  god  damn  me,  fay» 
he,  this  Scotch  batalion,  which  is  newly  come  into  Eng- 
land, has  imdone  us :  the  king  is  fo  pleafed  with  it,  that, 
he  will  have  all  his  forces  in  the  fame  pofture.  We  have 
here  a  great  many  old  men,  and  of  diiferent  ftatures : 
they  muft  be  all  turned  out ;  for  the  king  would  have  all 
his  men  young,  and  of  one  fize.  I  defired,  that  he  and 
I  might  confider  a  little  of  this  before  the  men  were  put 
out,  and  lay  the  cafe  before  the  king,  and  know  his  plea- 
fure,  what  ihould  be  done  with  the  men;,  that  thofe, 

who

who  are  old,  have  a  right  to  be  admitted  into  the  hofpi- 
tal  by  the  late  king's  charter  of  foundation,  and  have  con- 
tributed out  of  their  pay  towards  the  building  of  it ;  that 
he  fliould  fee  the  ftate  of  the  hofpital ;  that  I  doubted, 
we  could  not  get  out  of  debt,  and  buy  furniture,  and 
other  conveniencies  to  make  room,  ^till  towards  chrift- 
mas ;  that  it  would  be  hard  to  turn  the  men  out,  and 
make  no  provijion  for  them ;  it  would  therefore  be  beft 
in  the  firft  place  to  know,  what  the  king  will  have  done : 
poffibly,  when  he  knows,  there  can  be  no  provifion  for 
them  yet  in  the  hofpital,  he  will  either  dire£l  the  men  to 
be  kept  for  forae  months  in  the  army  ftill,  or  appoint 
fome  allowance  for  them,  till  they  can  be  admitted.  His 
anfwer  was,  well,  we  will  talk  of  it  again :  fometfaing 
muft  be  done ;  but,  by  god,  the  men  muft  out ;  and, 
hang  them,  they  have  had  the  king's  pay  a  great  while. 
He  then  tcJd  me,  he  had  a  mind  to  fee  the  two  troops 
now  upon  duty  in  town  (which  are  of  his  own  regiment) 
drawn  together  this  afternoon ;  which,  I  told  him,  I 
would  give  orders  in  immediately ;  and  Ukewife  for  the 
royal  regiment  to  draw  out  tomorrow  morning,  as  he  de- 
fired.  And  thus  we  talked  together  in  this  rambling  way, 
ever  and  anon  making  wonderful  compUments  to  me, 
how  he  faw,  that  I  minded  every  thing,  Sec.  till  I  was 
called  to  dinner ;  and  then  he  left  me,  faying,  he  was 
forry  he  was  engaged,  and  could  not  dine  with  me.  I 
muft  not  omit  one  thing,  that  he  told  me ;  which  was, 
that  he  was  extremely  troubled  to  fuperfede  my  lord  Gra- 
nard,  whom  he  loved  with  his  heart ;  that  he  had  reafon 
to  exped  to  have  been  a  lieutenant  general  in  England ; 
but  the  king  had  ordered  it  otherwife,  and  he  muft  fiib- 
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mit.  In  the  afternoon  his  lordlhip  viewed  the  two  troc^ 
of  horfe ;  and  feemed  to  be  well  pleafed  with  them,  and 
with  the  performing  of  their  exercifes. 

Tuefday  the  8th.  This  morning  the  royal  regiment 
drew  up  in  St.  Steven's  Green ;  where  my  lord  Tyrconnel 
viewed  them,  and  faw  them  exercife :  lieutenant  colonel 
Dorington  was  in  his  poft :  I  was  not  in  the  field.  His 
lordfliip  told  the  officers,  that  the  king  was  fo  well  fatif- 
fied  in  the  long  fervices  of  fir  Ch.  FeUding,"  that  he  had 
removed  him  to  prefer  him  to  a  better  poft ;  and  that  he 
did  the  like  for  major  Billingfley ;  who  was  then  in  the 
field,  major  Barker  not  being  yet  come.  His  lordfhip 
likewife  faid,  (as  I  am  informed)  that  his  majefty  did  not 
rtmove  any  of  the  other  officers  out  of  any  diflike,  for 
he  was  well  fatisfied  with  their  fervices;  but  to  make 
room  for  other  men  of  great  merit.  Then  he  prefented 
captain  Harman  to  the  company  he  was  to  command ;  in 
the  head  of  which  was  captain  Marguetfon,  who  faid,  he 
had  bought  liis  employment  to  fliew  his  readinels  to  ven- 
ture his  life  and  fortune  in  the  king's  fervice ;  that,  whilft 
_  he  had  been  in  it,  he  had  behaved  himfelf  with  loyalty 
and  honour,  and  did  now  moft  readily  fubmit  to  his  ma- 
jefty's  pleafure. 

"Thus  ended  the  day  in  the  field.  And  now  it  is  time 
to  acknowledge  yours  of  the  2gth  paft  from  Windfor, 
and  of  the  ift  inftant,  I  told  my  lord  Tyrconnel  yefter- 
day,  that  I  had  now  received  the  paper  concerning  Mr. 
Price,  and  the  king's  commands  for  the  examining  it  j 
that  I  intended  to  hear  it  myfelf,  and  to  call  my  lord 
chancellor,  and  the  judges  who  are  of  the  privy  council 
to  my  affiftance,  together  with  his  lordlhip,  and  the  reft 
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of  the  field  ofiicers  of  the  army.  "  He  faid,  it  was  very 
well ;  but  there  was  no  hafte  in  it.  I  faid,  I  would  be 
very  willing  to  flay,  till  he  were  at  leifure ;  but  it  muft 
be  heard,  that  the  king  may  have  an  account  of  it :  to 
which  he  replied,  well,  pray  let  us  talk  of  it  another 
time.  I  know  not,  what  he  means ;  but  a  day  or  two 
hence  I  will  call  upon  his  lordlhip  again.  I  &kewi(e  told 
my  lord  Tyrconnel,  that  I  had  received  the  king's  com- 
mands for  examining  the  matter  relating  to  the  mufter- 
mafter  general,  and  the  clerk  of  the  pells ;  that  I  intend- 
ed to  hear  all  that  could  be  faid  in  that  matter  in  the  pre- 
fence  of  his  lordflup,  my  lord  chancellor,  the  judges  Nu- 
gent and  Daly,  colonel  Macarty,  colonel  Hamilton,  and 
fir  Thomas  Newcomen,  or  any  others  his  lordlhip  Ihould 
defire ;  to  which  he  faid,  pray  let  us  flay,  till  Macarty 
comes :  with  all  my  heart,  faid  I ;  and  fo  thefe  afiairs 
ftand  for  the  prelent.  I  beUeve,  I  have  by  this  time  tired 
you-  with  reading :  I  am  fure,  I  have  myfelf  with  wri- 
ting. God  keep  you  and  yours.  I  refer  you  to  my  fifter's 
for  more  fluff,  if  I  have  time  to  finifh  the  letter  I  begun 
to  her  yefterday.  Though  I  ufe  to  keep  my  writing  days 
pretty  quiet,  yet  thefe  new  commers  will  not  leain  it  fo 
ibon,  and  will  break  in  upon  me ;  and  I  muft  not  Ihut 
myfelf  up  from  them  at  firft,  till  they  have  emptied 
themfelves :  and  they  are  long-winded  talkers ;  which, 
I  fear,  has  made  this  letter  more  confiifed  than  in  fiiould 
be.

SInce  my  laft  my  lord  Tyrconnel  and  I  have  {pent 
much  time  together  in  order  to  the  executing  his 
majefty's  commands.  The  commiffions  for  the  new  offi- 
cers in  the  royal  regiment  of  guards  are  already  diftribu- 
ted ;  and  my  lord  Tyrconnel  is  gone  this  morning  into  the 
field  to  fee  that  regiment  drawn  up,  and  the  new  officers 
in  their  commands ;  of  which  you  Ihall  have  a  further 
account,  before  I  end  this  letter.  My  lord  Tyrconnel 
tells  me,  that,  notwithftanding  that  the  commiffions  are 
come  figned  by  the  king  for  fir  Charles  Feilding  to  have 
that  regiment,  late  colonel  Fairfax's,  and  for  colonel  Fair- 
fax to  have  the  government  of  Calmore  fort,  &c.  yet  it 
was  his  majefty's  pleafure,  that  fir  Charles  Fdlding  Uiould 
take  his  choice,  which  of  the  two  employments  he  would 
have.  Though  I  have  no  intimation  hereof  from  your 
lordlhip,  (which  I  could  wifli  might  have  been)  yet,  con- 
fidering  what  my  lord  Tyrconnel  has  faid  to  me,  and  the 
latitude  I  have  by  my  inftruflions,  I  hope,  his  majefty 
will  not  be  difpleafed,  that  I  have  agreed  to  defer  giving 
out  thofe  commiffions,  till  I  hear  again  from  your  lord- 
lhip. And  I  am  to  acquaint  you,  tiat  fir  Charles  Feild- 
ing does  choofe  ( if  he  may  be  allowed  to  do  fo )  the  go- 
vernment, and  the  company ;  and  then  colonel  Fairfax  will 
keep  his  regiment.  If  the  king  approves  hereof,  your  lord- 
lhip will  take  care  to  fend  over  the  commiffions  changed, 
as  they  ought  to  be.  There  remains  but  one  thing  more 
in  this  matter ;  which  is  to  confider,  what  company  (hall 
Oo  be 
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be  given  to  that  government.  In  the  lift  of  the  new  offi-  - 
cers,  and  in  the  commiflion  defigned  for  colonel  Fairfax, 
captain  Collyer's  company  of  grenadiers  was  ordered  him. 
My  lord  Tyrconnel  is  latisfied,  it  would  be  a  hard  cale  to 
turn  CoUyer  quite  out,  and  therefore  that  it  may  be  of- 
fered to  his  majefty's  conlideration,  what  contpany  to  ap- 
point for  that  government,  lince  there  is  this  delay  in  that 
aifeir  upon  fir  Charles  Feilding's  account ;  which  other- 
wife  Ihould  not  have  been  made,  though  I  reprefented 
the  truth  of  that  poot  man's  cafe  to  your  lordfhip  in  my 
kft.  Among  the  commiflions  there  is  one  for  Mr.  John 
Butler,  fon  to  the  lord  Dunboine,  to  be  lieutenant  to  my 
lord  Kingfton.  My  lord  Tyrconnel  tells  me,  it  is  a  mif- 
take,  and  his  name  ^ought  to  have  been  James ;  as  like- 
wife  in  the  commiffion  of  Mcaris  to  be  &ft  lieutenant  of 
the  independant  troop  of  grenadiers,  his  lord&ip  fays, 
that  it  is  likewife  a  miftake ;  for  Duncan,  who  is  at  pre- 
fent  the  fecond  lieutenant,  and  has  ferved  long  at  Tan- 
gier, ought  to  be  firft,  and  Morris  fecond ;  and  therefore 
he  would  have  me  alter  the  commiffions.  I  do  not  deny, 
but  my  lord  Tyrconnel  may  be  in  the  right ;  that  *&. 
Butler's  chriftian  name  may  be  miilaken,  and  that  ac- 
cording to  the  rule  (if  the  king  did  not  intend  it  other- 
wife)  Mr.  Morris  Ihould  not  come  over  the  head  of  Dun- 
■  can :  but,  I  am  fure,  it  is  not  fit  for  me  to  make  any  ra^ 
fures  in  the  commifEons,  after  they  are  figned  by  the 
king,  without  his  majefty's  commaiid ;  which  fliall  be 
obeyed,  as  foon  as  your  lordftiip  fignifies  it  to  me.  I  told 
my  lord  Tyrconnel,  that  all  I  could  do  was  upon  his  de- 
fire  to  cjefer  the  giving  out  thofe  commiffions,  till  I  knew 
the  king's  pleafure ;  which  would  be  no  prejudice  to  the 
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king's  fervice,  or.  to  the  parties  concerned.  If  his  majef- 
ty  mall  think  fit  to  have  Morris  fecond  lieutenant  of  the 
troop  of  grenadiers,  both  his  commiHlon  muft  be  altered, 
and  Duncan  muft  have  a  new  one  to  be  firft  lieutenant  of 
that  troop. 

I. have  been  difcourfing  with  my  lord  Tyrconnel  ahout 
putting  unfit  men  out  of  the  army :  I  mean  thofe,  who 
are  unfit  by  age ;  and  I  would  be  very  glad  to  know  the 
king's  pleafure,  what  fliall  be  done  with  thofe  men.  They 
ought  by  the  late  king's  charter  of  foundation  to  'come 
into  the  hofpital,  and  have  a  right  to  it,  by  the  deduc- 
tions which  have  been  made  from  their  pay ;  but  the  hof- 
pital is  yet  in  debt,  and,  I  doubt,  cannot  be  in  a  condi- 
tion to  admit  men  into  it,  till  towards  chriftmas.  I 
doubt,  it  will  be  hard  to  turn  fo  many  poor  men  a  beg- 
ging, who  ought  to  be  provided  for ;  and  therefore  1 
humbly  lay  it  before  his  majefty,  what  he  will  direi%  to 
have  done  in  it. 

If  the  king  fhall  think  fit  to  continue  captain  Collyer 
in  the  company  of  grenadiers,  I  ought  to  reprefent  fome 
other  company  to  go  along  with  the  government  of  Cal- 
more  fort.  Upon  advice  with  lord  Tyrcohnel  I  prefume 
to  offer  one  of  thefe  three  companies,  fir  Richard  Rooth's, ' 
captain  Lewis  Dive's,  or  captain  Frahcis  Rollefton's ;  who 
are  all  in  that  regiment,  which  did  belong  to  colonel  Fair- 
fax. I  would  not  do  any  of  them  an  ill  oflice,  to  be  the 
occafion  of  making  them  lofe  their  coriimand ;  for  they 
are  all  very  good,  and  deferving  men  :  but  captain  Dive, 
though  he  be  a  worthy  man,  and  of  as  loyal  a  family  as 
any  man  can  be,  yet,  I  may  fay,  he  is  very  unweildy,  and 
therefore  unfit  for  fervice ;  and  befides  his  father's  eftate 
O  o  2  is 
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is  lately  fallen  to  him.  Ifyonr  lordfliip  pleafeth,  I  would 
be  glad  to  have  his  majefty's  direflions  herein.  My  lord 
Tyrconnel  was  very  well  pleafed  with  the  regiment  of 
guards ;  of  which,  I  fuppofe,  he  has  given  your  lordfliip 
a  particular  account,  and  therefore  I  need  not  fay  any 
thing  of  it.  I  believe,  I  have  now  tired  your  lordfliip.  I 
am  with  great  refpeft,

To  tie  Lord  Tkeasuker. 

Dublin  Caftle,  June  12. 1686. 

WEDNESDAY  the  9th.  About  nine  in  the  morning 
my  lord  Tyrconnel  came  to  me.  He  began  with 
giving  an  account  of  the  regiment  of  the  guards ;  which 
he  faw  drawn  together  yefterday.  He  told  me,  he  muft 
own,  it  was  a  better  regiment  than  he  could  have  imagi- 
ned ;  that  it  was  much  improved  fince  his  laft  being  here, 
and  did  their  exercifes  as  well  as  any  regiment  in  Eng- 
land ;  that  he  defires  to  view  them  again  on  faturday,  and 
that  they  might  be  drawn  into  the  park ;  which  I  told 
him  he  might  do.  He  faid,  he  thought  there  would  be 
very  few  alterations  needful  to  be  made  in  that  regiment, 
and  but  few  men  to  be  turned  out.    He  faid,  this  army 
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had  been  never  ufeful  (which  was  a  great  dif&tisfadion  to 
the  king)  by  reafon  of  their  never  having  been  regiment- 
ed, till  of  late ;  and  becaufe  the  troops  and  companies 
have  been  quartered  a  dozen  years  t(^ther  upon  the 
eftltes  of  their  captains,  without  .having  been  once  exer- 
cifed  j  which  was  the  ruin  of  an  army ;  that  the  king 
was  refolved  to  have  his  army  well  difciplined,  that  they 
might  be  ufeful  to  him.  I  anfwered,  that  I  could  not 
give  an  account  of  former  times ;  but  I  had  obferved, 
that  his  lordlhip  owned,  that  the  army  here  was  in  very 
good  order  and  readinefs  the  laft  year ;  when  part  of  it 
was  fent  into  the  north,  and  another  part  into  England. 
By  god,  faid  he,  that  is  very  true.  And,  continued  I, 
fince  my  beihg  here  the  regiment  of  guards  has  been 
drawn  together  conftantly  once  a  week,  befides  their  be- 
ing exercifed  every  day  in  diftinfl  companies ;  and,  for 
the  reft  of  the  army,  ftrift  orders  had  been  given  for  them 
to  be  kept  in  conftant  difcipline :  and,  if  any  of  them 
were  found  faulty,  the  officers  muft  anfwer  k.  Then  he 
aflced  me,  when  he  fliould  be  defpatched  into  the  coun- 
try ?  For,  faid  he,  I  would  fain  have  done  every  thing, 
that  I  might  return  into  England.  I  faid,  when  he  plea- 
fed.  Then,  fays  he,  I  will  go  to  my  own  houfe  in  the 
country  tomorrow,  and  return  at  night ;  and,  if  you 
pleafe,  we  will  meet  on  friday  morning  to  confider  of  the 
fitteft  places  in  the  feveral  counties  for  the  troops  to  be 
quartered  in  for  the  prefent,  that  every  regiment  might 
be  drawn  as  near  together  as  conveniently  might  be.  I 
anfwered,  agreed.  He  then  afked,  when  will  you  confi- 
der of  the  king's  letter  about  admitting  the  roman  catho- 
licks  into  corporations,  and  putting  in  juftices  of  the  peace, 
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and  flieriffs?  I  told  him,  that,  for  the  corporations,  I 
was  advifing  about  the  beft  and  readieft  way  of  doing  the 
bufinefs;  that  I  had  already  difcourfed  with  Mr.  juftice 
Daley  about  the  town  of  GaJway ;  where  there  were  moft 
of  the  trading  roman  cathoUck  mer<;hants,  and  with  which 
town  and  county  he  was  particularly  acquainted,  all  his 
concerns  and  relations  being  there ;  and  that  I  was  advi- 
fing with  other  roman  catholicks  concerning  other  places, 
and  that  it  would  not  be  long,  before  he  fliould  fee  that 
affair  in  as  good  a  progrefi  as  he  could  defire :  that  for 
the  (heriffs,  I  would  give  fuch  orders  to  the  judges,  when 
they  went  their  circuits,  as  was  neceflary  for  prefenting 
to  me  proper  perlbns,  roman  catholicks,  for  thofe  em- 
ployments ;  and  I  fliould  render  fuch  an  accoimt  thereof, 
as,  I  was  confident,  the  king  would  be  pleafed  with; 
and,  if  there  were  any  counties  for  which  his.lordlhip  was 
any  way  concerned,  I  would  be  glad  to  be  informed  by 
him :  that  for  the  juftices  of  the  peace,  that  was  more 
peculiarly  my  lord  chancellor's  province ;  that  I  had  ac- 
quainted him  with  the  king's  letter,  and  I  doubted  not, 
but  he  would  give  a  good  account  thereof.  He  then  faid, 
by  god,  my  lord,  I  muft  needs  tell  you,  the  flieriffi  you 
made  are  generally  rogues,  and  old  Cromwellians ;  but  I 
juftified  your  excellency  to  the  king,  and  told  him,  you 
were  not  to  tie  blamed ;  that  you  could  not  at  that  time 
know  people  yourfelf,  and  were  advifed  by  the  late  chan- 
cellor: and  that  he  knew  very  well,  the  roll,  which  I 
had  pricked,  was  prepared  before  I  came  over.  I  told 
him,  it  was  true,  I  could  not  then  be  acquainted  with 
many  ;  that  I  had  advifed  with  the  late  chancellor,  as  I 
fliould  always  do  with  whomever  the  king  puts  into  that 
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ftation  ;  and  efpecially  it  having  been  the  conftant  prac- 
tice for  the  lord  lieutenant  to  have  nobody  with  him, 
when  he  pricks  flieriffs,  but  the  chancellor,  and  his  owa 
fccretaries :  but  after  all  that  I  was  not  influenced  by  the 
then  chancellor ;  and,  as  great  a  ftranger  as  I  was  in  this 
country,  I  had  taken  my  informations  from  other  worthy 
men,  both  catholicks  as  well  as  proteftants ;  and  that  a 
third  part  of  the  flieriffs,  which  I  had  nominated,  were 
new  men,  and  not  upon  the  roll;  and,  when  all  was 
done,  J  would  juftify,  that  thefe  flierifis,  generally  fpeak- 
ing,  were  as  good  a  &t  of  men,  as  any  had  been  chofen 
thefe  dozen  years ;  and  I  would  be  judged  by  the  roman 
catholicks  in  any  county.  By  god,  faid  he,  I  believe  it  j 
for  there  has  not  been  an  honefl  man  ilieriff^  in  Ireland 
thefe  20  years.  That,  faid  I,  is  a  hard  cenfure;  but  it  is 
not  my  buflnefs  to  find  out  the  faults  of  20  years  pafl :  I 
hoped,  I  flicmld  give  a  good  account  of  my  own  a<3ions, 
I  faid,  I  could  not  but  think  it  a  little  odd  to  receive  our 
of  England  a  lift  of  the  flierifls  with  animadverflons  upon 
every  name,  and  fome  of  them  in  fuch  exprefiions  a& 
looked  very  malicious :  but  I  had  given  a  very  particular 
anfwer  to  them  ;  which,  I  hoped,  had  fatisfied  the.king, 
becaufe  I  had  not  heard  to  the  contrary.  He  told  me, 
you  muft  not  wonder  at  fuch  things :  fome  men  love  to 
be  officious.  Thofe  animadverflons  upon  the  flieriffs  were 
made  by  fir  Robert  Hamilton,  and  Mr.  Sheridan.  To 
which  I  made  no  reply,  though,'  I  think,  here  might  be 
room  for  wonder ;  but  juft  now  came  in  nvy  lord  chan- 
cellor. My  lord  Tyrconnel  prefently  fell  a  difoourfing 
with  him  about  the  juftices  of  the  peace.  My  lord,  fays 
the  chancdlor,   my  lord  lieute'nant  has  fliewed  me  the 

ting's. 
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king's  letter,  and  I  am  taking  the  beft  method  I  can  for 
the  fpeedy  obeying  it.  I  have  fpoken  to  the  3  roman  ca- 
tholick  judges,  and  to  others  of  quality  of  that  religion  to 
furnifli  me  with  the  names  of  honeft  men  in  the  feveral 
counties,  fit  for  the  employment ;  and  the  thing  fliall  be 
done  as  it  ought  to  be :  and,  if  your  lordfliip  will  give 
me  any  names,  you  will  oblige  me.  By  god,  fays  lord 
T — ,  I  fee,  you  will  be  a  great  while  about  it.  My  lord, 
fays  the  chancellor,  the  king  knows,  I  was  never  mck  in 
his  fervice ;  and  he  fliall  not  now  find  me  guilty  of  that 
fault.  We  were  now  called  to  dinner,  and  fo  we  parted : 
you  fee,  how  finely  we  fpend  our  time.  In  the  afternoon 
I  went  to  council ;  where  were  fworn  lords  Tyrconnel, 
Lymericke,  Ikerin,  Galmoy,  fir  William  Wentworth,  the 
3  new  judges,  and  colonel  Hamilton.  The  reft  of  the  new 
counfellors  were  not  in  town :  only  Mr.  Nangle  the  law- 
yer keeps  his  letter  for  the  realbns  I  have  formerly  men- 
tioned. We  had  no  great  bufinefs  at  council ;  and  fo  end- 
ed the  day.  But  I  had  almoft  forgot  telling  you,  that  in 
the  morning  lord  Granard  came  to  me,  and  told  me,  that 
lord  Tyrconnel  had  told  him  in  a  great  fury,  that  the 
king  would  be  very  angry,  if  he  declined  being  prefident 
of  me  council ;  and  therefore  he  defired  me  to  bring  the 
king's  letter  with  me  in  the  afternoon :  for,  he  faid,  he 
never  yet  willingly  offended  the  crown  in  his  life,  and 
would  not  now  do  it  at  the  end  of  his  days.  [Accordingly 
the  letter  was  read  at  the  board ;  after  which  lord  Gra- 
nard faid,  he  had  had  the  honour  to  have  had  feveral  com- 
miffions  of  great  truft  from  the  crown,  and  was  very  fen- 
fible  of  his  majefty's  gracious  intentions  in  this  letter :  but 
it  was  a  new  thing ;  had  never  been  in  this  kingdom  be- 
fore; 
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•fore ;  that  neither  the  bufinefs,  nor  the  rank  of  the  place 
was  known  here ;  and  he  did  not  defire,  any  new  thing 
Ihould  be  fet  up  for  him ;  and  feid,  he  would  make  his 
application  to  the  king  very  fpeedily :  which  he  6id  with 
great  modefty,  but  would  not  change  his  place ;  and  I 
am  confident,  he  intends  to  retire.  He  has  already  lent 
his  feat  in  the  country,  and  has  very  freely  told  me,  now 
he  is  out  of  employment,  it  is  neceflary  for  him  to  take 
up,  and  be  fome  time  out  of  the  way,  for  the  repairing,  of 
his  fortune;  and  I  believe,  he  means  to  go  into  Eng- 
land. 

Thurfday  the  loth.  My  lord  Tyrconnel  is  gone  today 
with  his  lady  to  his  country  houfe ;  and  lb  I  have  nothing 
to  lay  upon  his  account.  On  tuefday  my  lord  Ikerine 
brpught  me  the  king's  letter  for  reverling  his,  and  my  lord 
Gormanftowne's  outlawries ;  which  I  have  this  day  lent  to 
Mr,  attorney  general.  That  matter  will  not  go  lb  fmooth- 
ly,  as  was  thought;  but,  if  you  pleale,  fay  nothing  of 
it,  till  I  tell  you  more  from  Mr.  attorney.  It  ieems  mere 
arile  difficulties,  which  were  not  forefeen  by  thole,  who 
adviled  the  petition.  This  evening  the  roman  catholick 
primate  was  with  me.  He  a&ed  me,  whether  I  had  re- 
ceived orders  from  the  king  for  the  paying  any  money  to 
him.  I  told  him,  no.  He  faid,  he  had  had  fometime 
fince  a  letter  from  the  king  declaring,  that  he  would  make 
certain,  allowances  to  the  roman  catholick  arch-bifliops 
and  Uihops ;  and  that  they  were  all  to  be  paid  to  him, 
and  he  was  to  diftribute  the  money  according  to  his  ma-  . 
jefty's  diredions.  I  told  him,  I  lud  not  as  yet  received 
any  orders  concerning  him. 

Pp  ■   Friday 
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Friday  the  nth.  About  lo  in  the  morning  my  Iwd 
Tyrconnel  came  to  me,  and  ibme  of  the  officers  of  the 
army  with  him.  Our  bufinefs  was  to  agree  upon  a  plan 
for  the  quartering  the  army ;  it  being  necei&iy  fot  tnofe 
troops,  which  had  been  long  in  a  place,  to  be  changed  ; 
and  for  the  troops  and  companies  to  be  brought  to  nearer 
diftances,  than  was  convenient  in  the  winter;  that  the  re- 
giments, or  at  leaft  batalions  may  be  drawn  eafily  toge- 
ther for  exercife  and  difcipline.  We  agreed  upon  the  ge- 
neral fcheme,  and  hare  appointed  to  meet  to  fettle  it  to-^ 
morrow  in  the  afternoon.  As  .foon  as  it  is  perfeded,  it 
fliall  be  fent  you :  it  being  pretty  late,  they  dined  with 
me.  When  we  were  above  nairs,  he  took  me  afide,  and 
faid,  the  more  I  think  of  fome  of  tfaefe  changes,  the  rac«« 
I  am  grieved:  who  a  devil  named  thefe  dien,  I  know 
not.  The  king,  I  am  fure,  took  his  informations  from 
the  colonels ;  but,  by  god,  here  is  one  of  the  moft  cry- 
ing cafes  was  ever  heard  of;  and  that  is  poor  captain 
Ridley,  who  is  not  only  a  purchafer,  but  a^  defekving  as 
any  man  of  his  age  could  be,  both  upon  his  own  account 
and  that  of  hii  family.  God  damn  me,  there  k  not  ft 
man  in  town,  but  has  fpoken  to  me  in  his  behalf;  and 
therefore  I  beg  your  excellency  not  to  deliver  out  hi*  cran- 
mifllon,  till  we  hear  again  from  England ;  and  I  befeech 
you  to  write  in  his  behalf;  for,  by  god,  I  will  <lo  it  <f- 
foaually.  I  told  him,  I  would  very  willingly  refpite  the 
giving  out  the  commiffion  for  his  company ;  that  I  could 
juftify  the  delaying  it  by  my  inftruftions;  that  I  had  as 
good  an  opinion  of  captain  Ridley  as  any  man,  and  had 
reafon  to  be  concerned  both  (or  him  and  his  officers,  hav- 
ing employed  them  myfelf  in  fuppreffing  the  tories,  in 

which 
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which  they  had  done  eminent  fervice ;  that  his  lieutenant 
had  in  that  occafion  received  a  (hot  in  his  head,  of  which 
be  was  but  newly  recovered,  and  both  he  and  Ae  enfign 
were  now  turned  out ;  which  certainly  every  body  mufl 
thiiJc  very  hard.  God  damn  thofe,  faid  he,  who  repre- 
fented  thefe  men  to  the  king :  I  am  fure,  I  had  nothing 
to  do  in  it.  My  lord,  (kid  I,  truly  I  know  not,  who  had ; 
but  it  could  not  be  the  colonel ;  for  this  was  in  my  lord 
Granard's  regiment,  and  he  was  not  in  Englaivl.  You 
iay  right,  faid  he,  but  now  1  remember,  the  alteiationt 
tiwdd  in  Granard's  regiment  were  defigned  by  the  late 
king,  when  my  lord  treafurer  was  nominated  to  be  lord 
lieutc3iant.  We  dined ;  and  after  dinner  he  delired  to 
draw  the  regiment  together  again  tomorrow ;  to  which  I 
agreed  ^  and  fo  ended  this  day's  converiation.  This  rnorn-^ 
ing' arrived  a  packet  from  England;  which  brought  me 
your's  of  the  5th  from  Hampton-Court ;  by  which  I  was 
gla4  to  find,  that  W.  Legg  was  arrived,  and  that  you 
liad  received  all  my  defpatches,  I  will  fiy  no  more  upon 
the  fubjeft  of  them,  till  I  know,  what  the  king  fays : 
-but,  (which  my  lord  chief  juftice  Keating  hints  in  his 
paper)  if  the  propofai  be  granted,  the  fboner  it  is  known, 
the  better ;  which,  I  hope,  will  fix  people ;  far  you  can- 
not imagine,  how  many  are  every  Siy  unfettling. 

I  am  very  glad  of  the  grace  the  king  has  fliewed  to  the 
dutchefs  of  Monmouth :  I  think,  (he  will  give  a  very  good 
account  of  her  children. 

Saturday  the  1 2th.  This  morning  lord  Tyrconnel  drew 

out  the  regiment  ef  guards  again  into  the  park,  and  call- 

■  ed  out  Jiich  men,  as  he  thought  not  fit  to  ferve ;  but  put 

out  nobody :  in  the  afternoon  when  he  came  to  mCj  he

gave  me  an  account  thereof,  and  &id,  when  the  lifts  were 
written  out,  which  he  had  made  in  the  field,  I  (hould 
fee  them ;  and  then  I  might  judge,  when,  and  how  the 
men  might  be  put  out ;  and  that  in  the  mean  time  th^ 
might  continiK,  and  do  duty  as  they  had  done ;  and  by 
that  means  there  would  be  no  alarm  of  putting  out  fo 
many  men  together,  for  he  believed,  the  number  he  had 
marked  was  about  300.    I  Ikid,  that  was  very  well ;  when 
he  fliewed  me  the  lifts  of  thofe  whom  he  thought  not  fit 
for  fervice,  I  could  by  the  mufter  rolls  fee,  how  long 
they  had  ferved ;  for  all,  who  had  ferved  7  years,  had  a 
right  by  the  late  king's  charter  to  be  provided  for  by  the 
hofpital ;  that  I  had  already  acquainted  his  lordfhip,  how 
the  ftate  of  that  matter  flood,   and  that  I  had  already 
written  to  my  lord  prefident  to  acquaint  the  king  there- 
with i  whofe  direftions  I  hoped  quickly  to  receive,  how 
thofe  men,  who  had  a  right  to  the  hofpital,  fhould  be 
provided  for.    Then  we  proceeded  to  fettling  the  quar- 
ters for  the  army,  which,  we  finifhed ;.  a  perfed  fcheme  - 
whereof  you  fhall  have  by  the  next.   And  now  it  is  pret- 
ty late,  and  I  am  even  weary ;  and  the  packet  goes  off  to- 
morrow morning :  my  next  fhall  take  up  where  I  leave.. 
God  almighty  keep  you  and  yours.

My  Lord,  DubUn  CafUe,  June  l2..  1686. 

ON  wednefHay  laft  the  council  met,  and  all  the  new 
privy  counfellors,  who  are  in  town,  were  fwom; 
as  the  others  will  be,  as  fboa  as  they  come,  except  lifr. 

Kai^le; 
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Nangle ;  wko  ias  his  letter,  and  fays,  he  will  keep  it  as  ' 
a  mark  of  the  king's  grace  and  favour  to  him,  but  would 
BOt  be  fworn  for  the  reafons  I  told  you  formerly.  I  hke- 
wife  communicated  the  king's  letter  to  the  board  con- 
cerning the  appointing  a  prefident  of  the  council ;  upon 
which  my  lord  Granard  fpake  jvith.  great  modefty,  that 
he  had  had  the  honour  to-  ferve  the  king  and  his  royal 
brother  in  commiffions  of  great  truft,  and  would  he  ever 
ready  to  ferve  his  majefty  m  any  way,  as  long  as  he  had 
life ;  that  he  was  abundantly  fenfible  of  his  majefty "s 
gopdnefs  and  bounty  to  him,  and  his  family :  but,  as  for 
this  place  of  prefident,  it  would  in  many  refpeifts  be  in>- 
convenient  to  him ;  and  therefore  he  hoped,,  his  ijlajefty 
would  not  be  offended,  if  he  took  his  owntHnetojmake 
his  application  to  him :  and  fo  would  not  change  his 
place.  My  lord,  I,  find^  thinks  it  fit  foB  him  to  go  into 
England,  having  feveral  occafions  concerning  his  own  af:- 
fairs ;  and  I  perceive,  he  thinks  it  neceflary  for  him  to 
live  mote  retired  than  he  has  done.  And  nowy  if  your 
lordOiip  pleafe  to  give  me  leave,  I  will  acquaint  ycxui  a  lit- 
tle with  the  ftate  of  the  council  board  here.  Here  never 
was  a  prefident,  as  I  told  your  Ica-dfliip' formerly,  nor  has 
he  any  rank  given:  him  by  the  ftatute :  and  in  truth  ^there 
is  no  need  of  fuch  an  office  >  for  nobody  can  call  or  fum- 
mon  a  council  here,  but  the  chief  govemour ;  who  ap- 
points committees  to  give  an  account  of  particular  mal>- 
ters,  which  he  refers  to  them,  as  he  thinks  fit ;-  and,  when 
at  any  time  the  chief  governour  goes  outof  the  province, 
he  iffues  out  a  commiffion  tmder  the  great  feal  to  the. 
council,  diredUng  them  to  meet  as  they  fliall  judge  con~ 
venient..  I  only  lay  this  before  your  lordflup  with.fub- 
miifion..  £  ha<£ 
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I  had  yefterday  a  meeting  with  my  lord  Tyrconnel, 
colonel  Hamilton,  and  fir  Thomas  Newcomen  ;  and  we 
have  agreed  upon  the  quarters  for  the  whole  army  to  be 
changed :  thofe,  which  were  in  Ulfter,  to  be  brought  in- 
to Munfter,  and  fo  thofe  from  Munfter  into  Ulfter ;  and 
fo  the  other  provinces.  Only  major  general  Macarty's  re- 
giment, though  it  has  been  this  laft  year  in  Munfter,  we 
have  not  thought  fit  to  change,  till  he  comes  over  him- 
felf :  when  the  whole  is  fettled,  the  king  (hall  have  a  per- 
k&  fcheme  fent  him. 

I  believe,  I  fliall  never  have  done  reprcfcnting  the  hard 
cafes  of  Ibme  of  the  unfortunate  officers,  who  are  now 
laid  afide.  That  which  is  moft  prefting  at  this  time  is  the 
cafe  of  captain  Ridley ;  in  whofe  behalf,  my  lord  Tyr- 
connel fays,  he  will  write  as  earoeftly  as  he  can,  and  has 
therefore  prefled  me  not  to  deliver  out  the  commiffion  for 
bis  company,  till  we  hear  again  from  your  lordfliip ; 
which,  I  know,  I  may  do  by  the  liberty  given  me  by  my 
inflxuiElions,  efpecially  confidering  how  few  there  are  de- 
layed ;  for  all  ate  delivered  out  which  have  been  called 
for,  except  this,  and  thofe  which  I  gave  you  an  account 
of  in  my  laft.  To  make  your  lordlhip's  trouble  the  fliort- 
er  in  captain  Ridley's  cafe,  I  fend  you  the  petition  he 
gave  me.  As  to  the  firft  part  of  it,  to  what  he  fays  of 
being  employed  by  me,  is  perfeflly  true ;  and  his  Ueute- 
nant,  and  en%n  were  employed  in  the  feme  fervice.  The 
firft  was  really  fliot  in  the  head,  and  is  but  newly  reco- 
vered 5  which  makes  his  cafe  the  harder,  confidering  how 
ready  he  was  upon  every  occafion  to  venture  his  life  in 
the  king's  fervice.  I  am  fure,  I  cannot  do  better  than  to 
recommend  him  to  your  lordfliip's  protection.  Two  nights 

fince 
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fince  the  roman  catholick  primate  came  to  me,  and  aft- 
ed  me,  whether  I  had  any  orders  for  the  paying  him  any 
money :  I  told  him,  I  had  not.  He  faid,  he  had  a  letter 
from  the  king,  declaring  his  intentions  what  his  majefty 
intended*  to  allow  every  arch-bifliop,  and  bilhop;  and 
that  all  the  money  was  to  be  paid  to  him ;  and  he  was  in 
hopes,  I  might  have  had  orders  in  it  by  this  time.  I  af- 
fured  him,  I  had  none ;  and  that  he  fliould  know  it,  as 
foon  as  I  had  any.  He  then  defired  me  to  write  to  your 
lordihip  about  it ;  which  I  promifed  him'  to  do  :  and  I 
ftall  be  glad  to  receive  his  majefty's  direfUons,  what  an- 
fwer  to  make  herein. 

If  his  majefty  Ihall  think  fit  to  continue  captain  Ridley 
in  his  command,  then  captain  Toby  Caulfield  will  want  a 
company :  by=die  next  poft  I  will  offer  your  lordfhip  a  fit 
way  to  provide  for  him ;  and,  I  am  fure,  iny  lord  Tyr- 
connel  will  do  the  fame.  I  am  with  great  relpefl.

Dublin  Caftle,  June  15.1686. 

SUNDAY  the  1 3th.  I  did  not  fee  iny  lord  Tyrconnel 
today;  fo  that  I  have  nothing  to  give  you  an  ac- 
count of  with  reference  to  him,  only  that  about  noon, 
after  I  came  from  church,  captain  Ridley  came  to  me, 
and  faid,  my  lord  Tyrconnel  prefented  his  fervice  to  me, 

and 
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and  defired  me  not  to  write  into  England  upon  his  cafe, 
till  he  had  fpoken  with  me.  I  told  him,  it  was  too  late : 
my  letter  was  gone.  I  could  tell  you  many  ftories  of 
him,  and  of  his  carriage  towards  particular  perfbns,  who 
have  complained  to  me ;  but  I  will  not  yet  take  notice  of 
any  of  thofe,  nor  of  any  thing,  but  continue  a  perfect 
diary  of  what  paffes  between  my  lord  Tyrconnel  and  me ; 
which  at  one  time  or  other  may  perhaps  be  proper  to  be 
(hewed.  But  indeed  I  fear,  his  violent,  extravagant  tem- 
per may  hurt  the  king's  bufinefs:  for  the  particular  flights 
he  puts  upon  me,  I  am  fuie,  I  will  take  no  notice  of 
them  to  any  one  living,  though  fome  of  them  are  pretty 
pubHck ;  but  there  is  nothing,  I  will  not  do,  or  beir  for 
the  king's  fervice.  Nor  will  I  trouble  you  with  the  idle 
ftories  of  the  adoration  that  is  paid  to  hmt,s'  let: time,  and 
patience  fliew  all. 

Monday  the  14th.  About  10  in  the  morning  lord  Tyr- 
connel came  to  me,  and  faid,  he  had  many  things  to  lay 
to  me.  He  begun  with  telling  me,  that  nothing  was  yet 
done  about  the  juftices  of  the  peace.  I  defired  him  to 
consider,  that  he  came  to  town  but  on  faturday  was  fen- 
night;  that  on  funday  he  gave  me  the  king's  letters; 
that  on  monday  I  communicated  them  to  my  lord  chan- 
cellor; that  on  wednefday,  his  lordlhip  might  remem- 
ber, my  lord  chancellor  told  him  in  my  clofet,  that  he 
had  fpoken  to  the  3  new  judges,  and  to  feverai  other  ro- 
man  catholicks,  to  give  him  lifts  of  men  &  to  be  em- 
ployed, and,  if  his  Tordiliip  would  give  him  any  names, 
he  would  take  it  for  a  favour ;  and  that  before  the  judges 
went  their  circuits,  which  would  be  very  Ipeedily,  die 
comfflifGons  >vould  be  renewed,  and  the  roman  catho- 
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licks  in  ;  and  that  I  was  very  confident,  the  king  would 
be  fatisfied,  that  there  was  not  a  day  loft  in  executing  his 
commands ;  but  there  muil  be  a  neceffaiy  time  given  for 
doing  every  thing.  What  will  you  do,  faid  he,  about  the 
flierifFs  ?  Why,  my  lord,  faid  I,  I  will  obey  the  king  in 
that,  as  well  as  in  every  thing  elfe.  When  the  judges 
come  to  me  to  receive  direflions  for  thdr  circuits,  one, 
which  I  will  give  them,  fliall  be  to  return  fuch  roman  ca- 
tholicks  in  the  Ufts  for  (heriff  for  the  next  year,  as  they 
Ihould  think  fit.  Indeed,  faid  he,  I  think  that  is  the  beft 
way,  and  it  cannot  be  done  fooner.  Pray,  my  lord,  faid 
I,  you  will  not  miftruft  me  for  delaying  what  the  king 
would  have  done.  But,  my  lord,  faid  he,  you  have  done 
nothing  about  the  corporations,  which  the  king  wiU  have 
done ;  and  you  have  approved  of  the  mayor,  and  fheriffs 
of  Dublin  for  the  next  year :  and,,  by  god,  they  are  all  3 
as  ill  men  as  could  be  chofen ;  two  of  them  rank  fana- 
ticks.  My  lord,  (aid  I,  the  choofing  of  thofe  men  was 
no  fecret ;  it  was  done  at  the  common  council ;  that 
there  was  three  weeks  between  the  time  of  «leflion,  and 
the  approbation ;  that  I  endeavoured  to  inform  myfelf, 
as  well  as  I  could,  by  catholicks  as  well  as  protectants, 
of  the  men ;  that  I  heard  good  charaflers  of  them,  and, 
when  the  matter  came  before  the  council,  there  was  not 
one  perfon,  who  did  not  approve  of  the  eleflion ;  that, 
for  the  mayor  elefl,  he  had  the  repute  of  a  very  honeft 
man ;  that  he  is  brother  to  Mr.  Caftleton  of  the  poft-ofiice 
in  London,,  whoin  the  king  knows  to  be  an  honeft  man : 
but,  after  all  this,  if  his  lordfliip  would  fay  upon  his  own 
knowledge,  that  any  of  the  3  were  by  their  praflice  or 
principles  iU  men,  or  bring  any  body  elfe  of  worth  and 
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reputation  who  would  fay  fo,  they  fliould  be  yet  fet  by. 
His  anfwer  to  this  was,  I  know  none  of  the  men  myfelf  j 
only  one  of  the  flieriffs  was  heretofore  my  taylor,  whom 
I  nerer  heard  well  of;  but,  fince  I  few  you  on  faturday, 
very  good  men,  roman  catholicks  and  proteftants,  hare 
given  me  this  account  of  them.  I  laid,  it  was  very  Arange, 
none  of  them  would  in  all  this  time  tell  me  fo.  My  lord, 
faid  he,  you  muft  not  wonder,  many  come  to  me,  wh» 
will  not  trouble  your  excellency.  I  hope,  you  are  not 
angry,  that  men  apply  themlelres  td  me :  I  Ihall  always 
tell  you  things  as  loon  as  I  hear  them.  No,  my  lord,  faid 
I,  I  am  not  angry,  that  people  apply  to  you ;  but  I  think, 
they  would  do  well  to  apply  to  me  too :  and,  a»  to  the 
matter  now  in  debate,  if  the  men  chofen  for  Dublin  are 
fo  ill  men,  I  think,  thofe,  who  had  informed  you  of  it, 
might  fooner  have  informed  me;  and  then  they  would 
have  been  able  to  have  judged,  whether  I  had  minded 
what  they  faid  to  me:  and  therefore  his  lordlhip  muft 
give  me  leave  to  prefs  him  to  tell  me  the  reafon,  why 
thofe  men,  who  had  informed  him,  made  any  difficulty 
of  coming  to  me ;  that  the  help  I  expected  from  him  and 
any  others  in  the  king's  fervice  was  to  encoura^  people 
to  apply  to  me ;  though  I  hoped  there  was  no  need  of  it, 
becaufe,  I  was  fure,  every  creature  from  the  higheft  to- 
the  loweft  had  accels  to  me,  and  might  have  every  day  ia 
the  year.  Why  then,  my  lord,  lays  he,  I  will  tell  yov» 
plainly,  (for  you  fliall  always  find  me  a  plain  man)  the& 
men,  who  have  been  with  me,  to  tell  you  truly,  do  ap- 
prehend, you.  are  inclined  the  other  way.  My  lord,  Jiud 
I,  that  is  a  refle<aion,  which  your  lordihip  under  fevour 
ought  not  to  feem  to  give  credit  to  without  reafon  ;  and, 
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if  you  have  reafon,  pray  tell  me ;  and  fee,  if  I  do  not 
iatisfy  you.  Alas !  faid  he,  I  have  no  reafon  to  think  you 
partial :  I  only  tell  you,  what  people  lay.  My  lord,  faid 
I,  people  muft  not  be  heard  lay  fo  without  giving  fome 
ground  ft"'  >(')  that  I  had  had  the  good  fortune  to  have 
the  thanks  of  many  worthy  people  of  both  religions  for 
the  eafy  accefe  I  gave,  and  for  the  equality  I  fliewed ; 
that,  if  there  was  any  one  catholick  in  Ireland,  who 
would  charge  me  with  partiality  in  any  one  inftance,  I 
would  be  contented  to  be  judged  by  himfelf ;  and  there- 
fore I  muft  prefs  to  know  the  reafon,  why  I  was  thought 
by  any  to  be  inclined  the  other  way,  as  he  faid.  By  god, 
my  lord,  laid  he,  you  muft  not  wonder,  if  the  catholicks 
do  think  you  a  little  partial  after  your  making  fuch  a  fet 
of  fheriffs,  who  are  four  parts  of  five  rogues :  but,  by ' 
god,  I  juftified  you  to  the  king  in  that  particular  ;  for  it 
could  not  be  your  fault,  you  were  then  fo  great  a  ftranger 
here,  and  muft  take  your  meafures  from  the  late  chancel- 
lor ;  and  the  roll  was  put  into  your  hand.  My  lord,  faid 
I,  pray  confider  what  you  fay :  you  own,  I  could  make 
no  better  Iheriffs ;  and  yet  you  fcem  to  fay,  the  catho- 
iicks  have  reafon  to  think  me  partial  for  making  them. 
But,  my  lord,  continued  I,  I  was  not  influenced  by  the 
late  chancellor ;  but  took  the  advice  particularly  of  any 
roman  catholick :  and,  after  all,  that  I  would  ftill  infift 
upon  it,  that  thefe  ftierifts  were  generally  as  good  men, 
as  have  been  at  any  time  made ;  and  that  there  has  not 
been  any  complaint  from  any  one  county  of  the  leaft  mif- 
carriage  committed  by  any  of  them ;  that  his  lordlhip 
himfelf  owned,  they  could  not  expeft  Toman  catholicks 
in  many  counties  in  Ulfter ;  and  I  would  refer  myfelf  to 
Q_q  2  the 
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the  romancatholicks,  whether  there  were  not  good  flie- 
rHFs  in  all  the  province  of  Gonaught,  King's  county,  and 
county  of  Clare,  as  well  as  in  fome  other  counties,  which 
I  could  name. 

This,  I  think,  is  .the  fubftance  of  this  day's  conference  ; 
and  I  cannot  conclude  my  letter  without  telling  you,  that 
I  look  upon  it  as  a  great  mortification,  that  my  lord  Tyr- 
connel  mould  tell  me,  after  all  the  caution  and  care  I 
have  taken,  that  I  am  looked  upon  to  be  partial  for  do- 
ing that,  which  he  himfelf  owns  could  be  no  otherwife : 
and  when  I  am  liue,  there  is  not  a  catholick  here,  who 
will  not  juftify  my  proceedings.  But  thofe  catholicks, 
who  do  not  agree  with  him  in  his  extravagancies,  hit 
lordfhip  is  pleafed  to  call  trimmers;  and  lo  they,  and 
myfelf  too  muft  be  liable  to  be  repre&nted,  as  he  plea- 
&th.  But  thanks  be  to  god,  my  comfort  is,  die  king 
will  not  condemn  any  body,  till  he  be  well  informed : 
and  another  comfort,  other  people  have,  (how  it  may  in- 
fluence the  king's  affairs,  is  another  confideration}  is,  that, 
if  this  lord  continue  in  the  temper  he  is,  he  will  gain  the 
reputation  here  of  a  madman ;  for  his  treatinent  (JF  people 
is  fcarce  to  be  defcribed.  But  a  little  time  will  difcover 
him  more :  I  wifli,  colonel  Macarty  were  here ;  who  is.  a 
worthy  man,  and  efteemed  by  every  body. 

Tuefday  the  1 5th.  I  have  not  feen  my  lord  Tyrconnel 
today,  and  fo  have  but  little  to  fay  to  you :  only  I  can^ 
not  omit  telling  you  a  Uttle  flory,  becaufe  it  has  made  fo 
great  noife  here,  that  I  doubt,  it  will  be  written  over; 
and,  if  the  truth  be  not  known,  may  by  fome  people 
make  as  much  noife  there;  though  it  be  nothing.  The 
matter  is  this.    Laft  night,  as  I  was  going  to  bed,  my 
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fervant  afked  me,  whether  I  would  go  tomorrow  into  the 
field,  becaufe  the  regiment  drew  out.  I  faid,  no;  which 
was  all  I  faid  to  him.  I  fent  for  the  captain  of  the  guards 
and  aflced  him,  what  orders  he  had  to  march  into  the 
field:  he  told  me,  the  lieutenant  colonel  had  giren  or- 
ders for  the  whole  regiment  to  draw  out  this  tnoming.  I 
bid  him  (without  making  any  refleiSion,  or  faying,  why) 
let  the  lieutenant  colonel  know,  that  I  would  not  have 
the  regiment  draw  out  today,  and  that  I  would  fpeak 
with  him  in  the  morning.  Accordingly  this  morning  the 
lieutenant  colonel  came  to  me,  and  faid,  he  came  to  beg 
my  pardon ;  that  he  was  fenfible,  he  had  done  an  ill 
thing  in  ordering  the  regiment  to  draw  out  without  my 
orders  ;  which  he  did  not  know  wa^  the  cuftom,  till  thfs 
morning ;  but  he  would  never  do  fo  again.  I  told  him,, 
I  was  indeed  a  little  furprifed  to  find  by  accident,  (as  in 
truth  it  was)  that  the  regiment  was  ordered  into  the  field, 
and  that  I  knew  nothing  of  it ;  that  it  never  had  been 
done  here  without  the  knowledge  of  the  chief  governour, 
and  there  was  reafon  for  it ;  it  being  the  only  regiment  in 
town,  and  one  company  always  in  duty  at  the  caftle,  it 
was  not  fit,  they  fliould  be  drawn  away,  or  the  regiment 
drawn  into  the  field  without  the  chief  governor's  know- 
ledge ;  that  I  did  believe,  what  had  been  ordered  was  by 
miftake,  and  I  was  very  well  fatisfied  with  what  he  had 
jaid.  He  then  defired,  he  might  draw  out  the  regiment 
tomorrow ;  to  which  I  faid,  with  all  my  heart,  and'  as 
often  as  he  thought  fit,  he  only  fpeaking  to  me  of  it  be- 
fore :  and  fo  we  parted  very  good  fi'iends,  with  a  thou<- 
fand  profeflions,  &c. 
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You  •now  know  the  truth,  in  cafe  you  hear  the  matter 
fpoken  of;  for  it  has  made  a  wonderhil  noife  here,  as  al- 
moft  every  thing  does.  If  you  were  here,  you  would 
think,  I  did  very  well  to  let  thele  goitlemen  fee  at  the 
4>eginning,  that  they  are  to  take  notice  of  me ;  for  ibme 
of  them  are  ready  enough  to  take  upon  them,  and  think, 
they  are  to  govern  the  world.  God  keep  you  and  all 
yours.

Dublin  Caftle,  June  19.1686. 

W;  D  N  E  s  D  A  V  tlie  i6th.  In  the  afternoon,  it  be< 
ing  council  day,  my  lord  Barrimore,  and  Mr. 
Piircell  were  fworn  of  the  council,  being  come  to  town 
lince  the  laft  week.  After  council  lay  lord  Tyrconnel 
came  home  with  me,  and  my  lord  chief  juflice  Keating. 
Lord  Tyrconnel  told  me,  now  the  matter  of  removing 
the  quarters  of  the  army  was  fettled,  he  intended,  whilft 
the  regiments  were  removing,  to  go  to  Wexford  for  his 
health  to  drink  the  waters  Siere ;  in  order  to  which  he 
would  go  to  his  own  houfe  tomorrow  :  and  therefore  he 
<}efired,  he  might  have  his  orders  for  infpe<£tiog  and  pur- 
ging the  army ;  which,  I  told  him,  were  ready,  and  gave 
them  to  him ;  a  copy  whereof  is  here  enclofed,  that  you 
may  fee,  and  juftify  me,  when  convenient,  that  I  have 
fully  and  perfeiftly  obeyed  the  king,  how  disparaging  fo- 
ever  to  myfelf ;  which,  I  pray  god,  may  not  in  the  con- 
fcquence  be  of  difadvantage  to  his  majefty.  His  lordihip 
then  fell  to  difcourfe  of  the  bufinefs  of  the  corporations. 
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I  replied,  that  I  had  already  told  him,  when  he  and  I 
talked  laft  together,  that  that  affair  was  put  into  a.  way, 
as  well  as  the  reft  of  the  king's  commands,  for  a  fpeedy 
execution,  and  the  moft  for  his  majefty's  ferviee.  My 
lord  Tyrconnel,  lays  my  lord  chief  juftice  K— ,  things 
muft  be  done  carefully ;  and  dire£tions  muft  not  be  giv^ 
ea,  which  may  be  liable  to  be  contradided  afterwards : 
I  told  your  lordihip  when  you  were  with  me,  that  my 
lord  lieutenant  had  Ihewed  me  -the  king's  letter ;  that  I 
took  the  meaning  of  it  to  be,  that  his  majefty  would  not 
hare  the  beir^  a  roman  catholick  a  bar  to  any  man  from, 
enjoying  all  privileges,  6cc.  equal  with  his  other  fubjeds ;. 
and  therefore  die  oath  of  fupremacy  was  not  to  be  ten- 
dered, which  will  do  the  work :  but  I  do  not  conceive  it 
to  be  his  m^efty's  intention,  l^at  the  being  a  roman  catho- 
Hck  Ihould  intitle  a  man  to  be  free  of  any  corporation,  i£ 
he  be  not  otherwife  qualified  -^  no  more  than  the  being  a. 
proteflant  will  intitle  a  man,  if  he  be  not  otherwife  qua- 
lified. By  god,  iaid  my  lord  Tyrconnel,  I  do  not  know- 
what  to  lay  to  tjiat :  I  would  have  all  the  catholicks  in ;, 
and  fo  he  named  feveral  perlbns  of  this  city.  My  lord, 
continued  Keating,  in  truth  you  do  not  underftand  thefe 
matters :  many  <x  thefe,  you  have  named,  ought  not  to- 
be  fiee  of  this  city ;  and  yet  they  enjoy  all  advantages, 
and  trade  as  freely,  as  die  reft  of  the  king's  fubjeds. 
who  are  in  their  circumflances :  and  many  of  them,  to> 
my  knowledge,  faid  he,  may  have  their  freedoms  upon; 
their  own  terms,  if  they  pleafe  j  but  when  it  comes  to  it, 
they  will  not  fijrlboth  fubrait  to  the  rules  of  government ;, 
that  is,  (faid  he)  they  will  have  the  benefit  and  advanta- 
ges of  firemen,  and  vnll  not  bear,  nor  contribute  towards: 
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the  bearing  any  of  the  burdens  incident  to  freemen.; 
which,  I  know,  is  the  cafe  in  fcveral  other  corporations 
as  well  as  this :  and  truly,  my  lord,  (continued  he)  when 
the  king  intends  to  put  all  his  fiibje<9s  in  the  like  cir- 
cumftances,  (which  his  letter  lays  exprefly)  it  will  not  he- 
come  the  government  here  to  give  one  fort  of  men  more 
privileges  than  another :  which,  I  am  fure,  will  be  great 
partiality,  and  not  for  the  king's  fervice ;  and  therefore, 
laid  he,  let  us  not  be  partial,  when  we  pretend  to  be 
equal.  My  lord  Tyrconnel,  faid  I,  it  is  a  wonderful  thing, 
that  none  of  thefe  men  you  have  named  ( and  he  named 
but  four  or  five )  do  come  to  me.  God  damn,  me,  fays 
he,  can  I  help  that  ?  They  are  men  of  bufincfs ;  but  I 
am  fure,  they  make  thefe  complaints  to  me.  My  lord, 
faid  I,  they  have  certainly  as  much  leifure  to  come  to  me, 
as  to  your  lordfhip ;  and,  if  you  would  bid  them,  when 
they  come  to  you,  apply  themfelves  to  the  lord  lieutenant 
where  they  ought  to  go,  you  would  eafe  yourfelf  of  a 
great  deal  of  trouble,  which  is  not  your  bufinefi ;  and 
the  men  concerned  would  be  able  to  judge,  whether  they 
had  reafon  to  complain  of  me  or  not.  Indeed,  my  lord, 
faid  Keating,  I  have  often  told  you,  things  muft  go  In 
their  proper  channel.  Well,  faid  my  lord  Tyrconnel,  let 
us  fpeak  a  little  of  the  difarming  the  people  in  Ulfter ; 
for  that  work  was  never  well  done.  My  lord,  faid  Keat- 
ing, my  lord  lieutenant  fliewed  me  the  king's  letter  about 
that.aifeir  a  week  fince;  and  it  muft  be  prudently  and 
carefully  .managed,  or  elfe  it  will  not  be  enedually  done 
again.  By  god,  faid  my  lord  Tyrconnel,  if  you  bring  it 
to  the  council  board,  it  will  mifcarry  again,  as  it  did  laft 
year.    My  lord, '.laid  I,  I  appointed  this  meeting,  and  my 
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lord  chief  juftice  K —  to  be  here  at  your  defire,  to  dif- 
courfc  this  affair  together;  that  Mr.  Cor.  O  Neile  was 
without ;  who  being  called  in  gave  an  account  of  what 
orders  I  had  given  him  to  fearch  for  arms  in  thofe  parts, 
and  how  far  he  had  executed  them :  we  then  difcourfcd 
tipon  what  was  now  fit  to  be  done,  and  agreed  upon  the 
method.  After  tliis  (we  three  being  alone ;  for  G.  O  Neile 
was  gone  out  again)  I  faid,  my  lord  Tyrconnel,  you  are 
now  going  into  the  country,  and  will  view  the  troops  at 
the  places  appointed :  I  muft  defire  you  to  be  a  little 
careful ;  that  you  could  not  but  know  the  apprehenfions 
people  were  in,  and  the  alarm  they  had  taken  upon  thefe 
changes,  though  without  ground ;  and  therefore  pray,  my 
lord,  do  not  fright  people  by  making  them  believe,  that 
the  king  excludes  any  of  his  fubjefts  from  his  fervice ; 
that  the  bufinefs  of  all  honeft  men  was  to  reconcile  inte- 
reils  and  parties,  for  the  divifions  were  too  great  already. 
He  faid,  by  god,  my  lord,  I  never  afked  a  foldier  in  my 
life,  what  religion  he  was  of;  and  the  orders  I  have  given 
to  the  ofiicers,  who  are  now  going  to  their  quarters,  are, 
to  put  out  all  men,  who  are  difafiefted,  or  not  fit  for  the 
fervice ;  and  to  take  in  others,  who  are  the  moft  fightly, 
and  the  fitted  men,  without  making  religion  a  diftinc- 
tion.  I.  told  him,  it  was  very  well,  if  he  gave  thofe  or- 
ders ;  which  were  certainly  more  for  the  king's  fervice 
than  in  another  ftile,  and  would  as  well  do  what  the  king 
defired :  the  reafon  why  I  gave  him  the  caution  was,  be- 
caufc  fonle  of  the  officers,  roman  catholicks,  had  not  been 
■fo  difcreet,  but  had  talked  very  fooliflily  and  too  pub- 
lickly  in  another  ftrain ;  and  therefwe  I  thought  fit  to 
acquaint  him  with  it,  that  he  might  give  them  good  ad- 
Rr  vice:' 
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vice ;  which  I  could  not  do,  widiout  taking  more  notice 
of  it  than  I  had  a  mind  to.  For  god's  fake,  faid  Keating, 
let  there  be  no  fuch  orders  given ;  for  nothing  could  be 
more  prejudicial  to  the  king's  fervice  than  to  have  it 
thought,  that  an  EngUfliman  muft  not  be  in  his  fervice* 
To  which  my  lord  Tyrconnel  replied,  more  calmly  than 
he  ufes  to  fpeak,  that  he  would  take  care,  there  ftiould 
be  no  complaint.  It  being  now  paft  8  at  night,  my  lord 
chief  juftice  Keating  went  away.  Well,  faid  my  lord  Tyr- 
connel, I  will  come  to  you  again  tomorrow,  before  I  go 
out  of  town :  I  have  only  one  thing  more  to  lay  at  pre- 
fent,  and  that  is  concerning  baron  Worth ;  who,  by  god, 
is  a  damned  rogue.  How  fo,  my  lord,  faid  I  ?  A  pox, 
faid  he,  you  know,  he  is  a  whig,  and  the  greateft  fa- 
vourer of  fanaticks  in  the  world :  he  thinks,  he  governs 
Sunder ;  and  he  has  been  the  greateft  perfecutor  of  the 
catholicks  in  the  kingdom.  My  lord,  faid  I,  I  know  not 
baron  Worth,  but  as  I  find  him  in  the  king's  fervice  here  j 
and  in  that,  I  muft  needs  fay,  he  behaves  himfelf  as  an 
honeft  man  ought  to  do,  and  that  all  people,  catholicks 
as  well  as  proteftants,  gave  me  a  good  character  of  him  ; 
and  I  did  believe,  he  would  be  content  to  be  judged  by 
the  roman  catholicks  of  Munfter  themfelves  for  his  beha- 
viour towards  them  in  the  worft  of  times.  By  god,  faid 
he,  I  will  prove  him  to  be  a  rogue.  Pray  do,  my-  lord, 
faid  I :  any  charge  you  bring  againft  him  Ihall  be  exa- 
mined ;  and  let  him  ftand  and  fall  according  to  his  me- 
rit. By  god,  I  will  have  it  brought  to  the  council  board, 
faid  he :  the  king  has  an  ill  opinion  of  him ;  and  I  will 
do  his  bufinefs.  My  lord,  faid  I,  after  what  you  have 
faid  I  ftiall  defire  your  lordfliip,  that  the  objeftions  you 
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have  to  him  may  be  examined,  and  the  more  publick  the 
better  for  the  king's  fervice ;  and  therefore  I  fliall  put  you 
in  mind  of  it:  in  the  mean  time,  faid  I,  when  will  you 
be  ready  to  have  Mr.  Price's  bufiriefs  hfard  ?  What  a  de- 
vil, fays  he,  is  to  be  heard  ?  You  have  remedied  the 
great  matter,  the  imprefting  of  money.  My  lord,  faid  I, 
I  have  the  king's  command  to  examine  it,  your  lordfhip 
iiot  being  fatisfied  with  the  anfwer  Mr.  Price  feht  into 
England ;  and  therefore  I  muft  appoint  a  time  for  the 
hearing  of  it,  and  likewife  of  the  other  affair  concerning 
the  mufter-mafter  general.  Well,  faid  he,  pray  let  them 
both  alone,  till  Macarty  comes  over ;  and  then  we  will 
talk  of  it.    It  was  now  pretty  late ;  and  fo  we  parted. 

Thurfday  the  17th.  About  iD  in  the  morning  my  lord 
Tyrconnel  came  to  me.  He  alked  me,  if  I  had  given  or- 
der for  the  pay  of  the  reformed  officers,  whom  the  king 
intended  to  provide  for,  as  vacancies  fliould  happen ;  and 
in  the  mean  time  that  they  were  to  be  dilperfed  into  the  fe- 
veral  companies  to  Jo  no  duty,  and  to  have  an  additional 
allowance  befides  their  pay :  I  told  him,  I  knew  nothing 
of  thefe  men,  and  had  received  no  orders  concerning 
them.  Sure,'  my  lord,  fays  he,  you  forget ;  for  I  brought 
you  the  king's  letter  concerning  them.  Indeed,  faid  I, 
you  brought  me  no  orders  concerning  thefe  men.  Find- 
ing, he  had  nothing  elfe  to  fay,  I  faid,  I  hoped  he  had 
remembered  baron  Worth,  and  would  tell  me  fome  of 
the  particulars  againft  him ;  for,  if  he  were  the  man  he 
had  reprefented  him  to  be,  he  ought  not  to  be  in  the 
king's  fervice ;  and  it  was  a  grievous  thing  for  a  man's 
reputation  to  be  blafted  without  a  poffibility  of  being 
righted.  God  damlk  me,  lays  he,  I  know  nothing  of 
R  r  2  him. 
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him,  but  what  the  people  fay ;  and  common  fame  makes 
him  to  be  a  fanatick.    My  lord,  faid  I,  if  you  will  allow 
of  common  fame,  neither  you,  nor  I,  nor  any  one  can  be 
fafe.    By  god,  then,  faid  he,  to  be  plain  with  you,  pray 
aik  my  lord  chief  juftice  Keating  about  Worth.    I  know, 
faid  I,  Keating's  opinion  of  him ;  and  that  Keating  on 
funday  night  laft,  at  my  lord  chancellor's,  gave  you  a  ve- 
ry good  character  of  Worth  upon  his  own  experience,  and 
acquaintance ;  and  therefore  why  do  you  bid  me  alk  him  ? 
By  god,  laid  he,  (though  a  little  blank)  that  is  true ;  and 
I  know,  the  king  has  no  ill  opinion  of  him;  (obferve 
thefe  contradi(ftions)  but  people  tell  me  things.    My  lord, 
faid  I,  you  will  have  things  enough  told  you,   and  be 
troubled  enough,  if  you  will  feem  to  believe  what  is  told 
you,  and  not  enquire  into  the  truth.    Well,  faid  he,  I 
have  told  you  all  I  can  lay.    My  lord,  faid  I,  why  did 
you  not  (as  you  promifed  me)  appoint  Mr.  Hore,  and  Mr. 
Lincolne  to  be  here ;  who  were  two  of  the  perfons,   (as 
you  faid)  that  told  you,  they  fufpefled  me  to  be  inclined 
the  other  way,   by  reafon  of  the  Iheriffs,   which  I  had 
made  upon  niy  firft  arrival  here  ?    Well,  well,  laid  he, 
they  are  honeft  men.     I  believe  they  arc,  laid  I,  by  all  I 
have  ever  heard ;    and  therefore  I  delire  to  hear,  what 
they  will  fay  as  to  my  partiality ;  which  was  a  fault,  I 
was  refolved,  I  would  not  be  juftly  charged  with.    Fie, 
faid  he,  you  have  talked  of  what  I  faid  to  you  upon  that 
matter.     I  have,  faid  I,  to  Mr.  juftice  Daly,  and  to  one 
roman  catholick  more,  who  have  been  pretty  often  with 
me,  and  who  know  me:  and,  fince  your  lordlhip  will 
not  bring  Mr.  Hore,  and  Mr.  Lincolne  to  me,  I  will  fend 
few  them  myfelf.    And  fo  we  parted,  with  a  thouiand 
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compliments  of  friendHiip,  &c.  and  that  I  fliould  be  fure 
to  hear  from  him  from  £very  place  he  went  to.  As  fooa 
as  he  had  dined,  he  went  out  of  town  to  his  own  houfe< 
and  from  thence  goes  tomorrow  to  Wexford  to  the  wa- 
ters, but  will  {ei  my  lord  Bleflington's  troop  by  the  way 
at  Naas.  Indeed  the  method  of  his  proceeding  is  very  ex- 
traordinary, with  that  extravagance  and  violence,  that 
one  would  think  him  difcompofed  in  his  mind ;  and  fome 
of  the  catholicks  have  talked  prettly  plainly  to  him.  He 
faid  nothing  more  to  me  of  the  reformed  officers,  whom 
the  king  intended  to  provide  for,  than  what  I  have  told 
you  in  the  firft  fide  of  this  flieet ;  but  juft  before  he  went 
out  of  town  he  fent  for  colonel  RulTell,  and  told  him,  he 
muft  obferve  that  order,  a  copy  wherof  is  here  enclofed. 
Sure  it  is  a  little  odd,  that  a  Subordinate  officer  (for  fo,  I 
muft  have  leave  to  lay,  he  is  at  prefent  to  me)  fliould  or- 
der men  to  be  received  intathe  troops  with  particular  pri- 
vileges of  being  duty  free,  and  not  fo  much  as  tell  the 
chief  govemour  erf  it :  fure  this  would  be  put  upon  no- 
body but  me  i  and,  I  dare  (ay,  was  never  put  upon  any 
one,  whom  the  king  did  not  intend  to  mortify  to  a  great 
degree.  Pray,  obferve  his  fldll :  there  is  no  date  to  the 
order,  nor  any  recital  of  the  king's  order  to  him  for  the 
providing  for  thofe  men ;  and  it  is  direifled  to  colonel 
John  Ruffell,  whereas  his  name  is  Theodore.  But  his 
lordfhip  thinks  me  very  fcrupulous,  that  I  will  not,  upon 
his  telling  me  it  is  the  king's  pleafiire,  order  them  to  be 
paid  6d.  a  day  befides  their  pay ;  and,  I  think,  there  are 
60  of  them.  One  of  his  methods  is,  when  he  has  feen  a 
troop,  he  fends  for,  or  writes  to  the  captain ;  and  tells 
him,  the  lieutenant  has  informed,  him  fo,  and  fo ;  and 
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that  he  has  given  him,  the  Ueutenant,  order  to  put  fuch 
men  out,  and  to  take  fuch  others  in,  as  he,  the  lieute- 
mant,  (hall  approve  of.  Certainly  this  is  a  very  unufual 
way  of  giving  orders ;  and  metfainks,  the  captain  might 
have  been  trufted ;  for,  had  he  not  done  what  had  been 
expefled,  there  would  have  been  more  advantage  againft 
him,  than  I  beheve  any  of  them  will  give.  In  truth  I  could 
have  done  all,  that  my  lord  Tyrconnel  is  to  do,  full  as 
well  to  the  king's  intent ;  for  which  I  would  have  been 
judged  by  thofe  officers,  whom  the  king  has  the  beft  opi- 
nion of;  and  not  have  made  thofe  jealoufies,  which  his 
unhappy  temper  ftrikes  into  the  people :  but  the  king's 
pleafure  is  to  be  fulfilled;  and  fo  it  has  been,  and  ever 
ihall  be  by  me,  notwithftanding  the  mean  opinion  it 
begets  in  people  towards  me.  But  it  is  not  the  nrft  mor- 
tification I  have  had  in  his  majefty's  fervice :  and  I  con- 
fefs,  I  did  not  now  expeft  any,  if  I  did  not  deferve  it ; 
which  I  would  be  very  forry  to  do,  and  do  not  know, 
that  I  have. 

Friday  the  1 8th.  I  have  very  Uttle  to  fay  to  you  today 
more  than  that  I  received  yefterday  your's  of  the  8th  in- 
ftant.  I  will  fay  nothing  at  prefent  upon  the  projefled 
commiffion,  but  obferve  the  direftions  you  give  me.  If 
my  lord  chief  juftice  Keating's  paper  be  minded,  me- 
thinks,  he  ftates  the  queftion  of  a  parliament  very  fully ; 
and  thinks  it  better  to  have  this  commiffion,  before  a  par- 
liament be  called  here.  If  I  am  capable  of  making  any 
judgment  in  this  matter,  this  commiffion  would  do  more 
than  anything  towards  the  quieting  men's  minds;  and 
it  being  executed  before  a  parliament  be  called  would  ra- 
ther encreafe,  than  leflen  the  gift  of  a  parliament.    The 
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king  will  always  have  it  in  his  power  to  bellow  fuch  gra- 
ces upon  his  people,  as  they  will  be  always  ready  here  to 
give  him  whatever  he  aflces,  or  fliall  have  need  of :  but  I 
doubt,  men's  hearts  will  not  be  much  at  eafe  to  give, 
whilft  they  arc  afraid  they  Ihall  lofe  their  lands.  And  I 
pray,  let  it  be  confidcred,  that,  if  it  fliould  be  thought 
fit  to  call  a  parliament,  and  that  the  kmg  will  have  an 
aft  to  confirm  the  poffeffions  as  now  they  are,  that  aS 
muft  be  prepared  at  the  council  board  here ;  which  will 
bring  multitudes  of  people  to  Dublin  to  fee  themfelves 
provided  for ;  and  all  that  time  the  trade  and  bufinefs  of 
the  country  will  be  at  a  ftand.  When  the  a£l  fliall  come 
to  be  thus  agreed  to  here,  it  muft  then  go  into  England ; 
where,  at  the  council  board,  it  is  to  receive  alterations 
and  amendments,  fuch  as  the  king  fliall  think  fit :  and 
raoft  certainly  half  Ireland  will  go  over  to  obtain  and  pre- 
vent provifos;  and  in  the  mean  time  it  cannot  be  ex- 
pefled,  that  there  fliould  be  any  confiderable  trade  here, 
while  things  feem  to  be  in  a  fufpence :  whereas,  if  the 
coramiflion  be  firft  executed,  a  very  fliort  a&  of  few  lines 
will  ferve  for  confirmation.  Thefe  are  my  rude  thoughts 
for  the  prefent ;  and  much  more  may,  and  can  be  faid  by 
wife  men  upon  this  fubjeS. 

Saturday  the  19th.  This  morning  I  fent  for  Mr.  Hore, 
and  Mr.  Lincolne  to  come  to  me.  The  latter  was  abroad, 
the  firft  came:  my  two  fecretaries  were  prefent.  I  told 
him  all,  that  my  lord  Tyrconnel  had  faid  to  me ;  at  which 
he  feemed  a  little  furprifed.  He  faid,  he  would  tell  me 
truly  all,  that  had  paifed  between  my  lord  Tyrconnel  and 
him ;  that  5  or  6  days  fince  my  lord  Tyrconnel  had  fent 
for  him;  and,  after  he  had  talked  with  him  a  little  of 
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other  things,  he  aflced  him,  Svhat  this  mayor  eled  was, 
and  whether  he  were  not  a  fanatick.  Hore  lays,  he  an- 
fwered,  that  he  had  not  much  acquaintance  with  him ; 
that  he  never  heard  of  his  being  a  fanatick ;  that  he  be- 
lieved, he  was  no  great  ftatefman,  but  was  reputed  a  very 
honeft  man.  Then  my  lord  Tyrconnel  aflced  him,  what 
the  2  new  flieriffs  were.  He  laid,  one  of  them  he  did  not 
know,  and  that  he  was  not  much  acquainted  with  the 
other,  but  had  heard  heretofore,  that  he  ufed  to  go  to 
meetings ;  but  could  fay  nothing  of  his  own  knowledge: 
But,  my  lord,  faid  Hore,  your  excellency's  name  was  never 
mentioned  between  us ;  nor  did  I  fo  much  as  mention  to 
my  lord  Tyrconnel  any  thing  of  the  flieriffs  in  the  coun- 
tries ;  for  I  do  not  underftand  it,  nor  is  it  my  bufinefs  to 
go  out  of  my  way.  My  lord  Tyrcoimel  fcnt  for  me,  and 
I  went  to  him ;  and,  if  I  had  any  thing  to  trouble  your 
excellency  with,  I  fliall  take  the  boldnefs  to  attend  you : 
which,  I  faid,  he  might  do  very  freely ;  and  fo  we  part- 
ed. Judge  now,  what  a  fine  bufinefs  this  is ;  and  whe- 
ther die  imagination  of  my  being  partial  do  not  arife  fi-om 
my  lord  Tyrconnel's  own  invention,  or  from  fomebody, 
whom  he  will  not  name.  Well,  after  all  this,  I  will  car- 
ry myfelf  towards  him  as  I  ought.  I  am  juft  now  inform- 
ed from  a  good  hand,  that  my  lord  Tyrconnel  has  fent 
into  England  for  larger  powers :  fure,  methinks,  the  king 
might  think,  how  by  his  letter  he  has  retrenched  the 
power  and  authority  he  gave  me  under  the  great  feal; 
and  I  do  not  know,  that  I  deferve  that  mortification,  which 
will  make  all  the  world  quickly  look  upon  me  as  a  moft 
pitiful  creature.    God  keep  you  and  all  yours.

IT  o  L  D  you  in  my  laft,  I  had  received  your's  by  the 
tory ;  who  is  very  Tenfible  of  the  favours  you  have 
/hewed  him.  As  to  the  profecutions  are  now  againft  him, 
I  will  take  care  to  fee  juftice  done.  I  could  have  wiflied, 
he  had  had  any  other  lieutenant,  than  him  he  has.  He 
who  was  his  lieutenant  is  (as  many  other  good  and  brave 
men  are )  put  out  without  any  fault  laid  to  his  charge ; 
and  the  perfon  put  in  is  one  Magennis,  with  whom  the 
great  conteft  has  been,  and  is  ftill  depending  before  the 
council  board.  They  are  both  good  men,  and  will  do 
the  king  good  fervice ;  but,  it  is  to  be  doubted,  fuch 
feuds  as  have  been  between  thefe  two  cannot  fo  loon  be 
made  up,  as  to  make  them  fit  to  live  with  one  another : 
but  this,  as  all  other  things,  mull  be  as  the  king  pleafeth. 
I  fully  underftand  what  you  fay  concerning  honours  to  be 
done  to  ipy  lord  Tyrconnel ;  and  will  take  care  therein, 
as  you  advife.  In  my  poftfcript  to  my  laft,  which,  I  con- 
fefs,  was  too  long  a  letter,  I  acknowledged  your's  of  the 
8th,  and  faid  as  much  as  was  fit  then  upon  the  material 
part  of  it,  the  coramiflion  of  grace.  I  have  pundually 
followed  your  diredions,  and  not  faid  one  word  more  to 
my  lord  chancellor,  or  lord  chief  juftice  Keating,  than  you 
diredled  :  and  fo  I  will  fay  notWng  more  upon  that  fub- 
jeft,  till  I  have  occafion  given  me  from  England. 

On  funday  I  received  your's  of  the  12th  inftant;  to 

which,  I  think,  I  have  not  much  to  reply  at  prefent.     I 

will  only  fay  one  word  more  to  the  commiffion  of  grace ; 

S  f  that, 
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that,  if  I  had  thought  it  fit  to  have  proceeded  that  way,  I 
could  have  had  an  addrefs  (and  I  believe,  I  could  have 
yet)  made  to  me  from  the  whole  province  of  Connaught, 
to  petition  the  king  to  grant  fuch  a  commiflion  as  is  de- 
fired  ;  but  I,  who  have  always  in  more  dangerous  times 
oppofed  popular  petitions,  did  not  think  fit  td  counte- 
nance that  method :  and  fo  that  defign  was  laid  afide,  as 
I  am  credibly  informed  by  feveral  roman  catholicks,  which 
was  intended  to  have  been  carried  on  at  the  laft  lent  af- 
fizes.  Whether  my  lord  Tyrconnel  will  continue  to  be  fo 
terrible  as  he  is  at  prefent,  nothing  but  time  will  deter- 
mine :  at  prefent  nothing  can  more  diflatisfy  honeft  men, 
than  the  ranting,  fwaggering  way  he  is  in,  and  the  abo- 
minable iniblent  language  he  treats  men  with.  He  has 
had  very  good  counfel  given  him  by  fome  roman  catho^ 
licks ;  whom  he  curfed  to  lo  thoufand  devils  for  theit 
pains.  He  is  gone  to  the  waters ;  which,  it  is  hoped, 
may  cool  him  :  if  not,  he  will  be  looked  upon  as  a  man 
befide  himfelf.  I  have  not  heard  a  word  of  him  fince  he 
went.  The  great  changes,  which  have  been  made  in  the 
council,  do  not  pleafe  even  the  wifeft  of  the  chatholicks; 
it  being  the  too  common  praftice  of  the  world  to  be  dif- 
fatisfied  with  what  our  fuperiours  do:  but  many  old  ca- 
valier foldiers  of  that  religion  do  think  themfelves  neg- 
leded,  when  young  men  of  no  experience  (as  tliey  fey) 
are  made  counfellors,  and  others  are  put  into  the  army, 
becaufe  they  have  ferved  beyond  fca ;  which,  they  fay,  is 
not  true ;  for  feveral  are  now  made  officers,  who  never 
ferved  any  where,  and  no  care  taken  of  them,  who  have 
been  in  all  the  battles,  and  loft  their  blood  and  relations 
in  the  fervice  of  the  crown.  Thefe  changes,  and  the  com- 
mon 
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mon  difcourfes  which  are  given  out  by  fome  of  the  new 
officers,  (by  authority,  as  they  pretend)  that  they  will  not 
leave  an  Englifliman,  or  a  proteftant  in  their  companies, 
do  very  much  terrjfy  the  trading  people,  for  reafons  too 
obvious  to  every  man's  apprehenfion.  In  a  word,  it  is 
impofllble  to  tell  you  the  alterations,  that  are  grown  in 
men  within  this  month  :  but  the  laft  week  ( for  I  am  ve- 
ry inquifitive  to  be  informed  of  thofe  particulars)  120 
people  went  in  one  (hip  from  hence  to  Chefter ;  and  mul- 
titudes are  preparing  from  all  parts  of  the  kingdom  to  be 
gone,  as  faft  as  they  can  get  in  their  debts,  and  difpofe  of 
their  flocks.  Great  fums  of  money  are  brought  to  town, 
and  more  is  daily  coming  up  to  be  fent  away ;  and,  in  re- 
gard the  exchange  is  fo  high,  (for  it  is  rifen  20s.  in  lool. 
within  thefe  four  days)  and  that  no  returns,  even  at  thefe 
high  rates,  can  be  gotten  into  England,  they  are  endea- 
vouring to  remit  their  money  into  France  and  Holland, 
to  draw  it  from  thence  hereafter  at  leifure.  In  the  mean 
time  there  is  no  money  in  the  country ;  and  the  native 
commodities  yield  nothing.  The  king's  quitrents,  and 
chimney-money  come  in  very  flowly.  To  diflrain  figni- 
fies  nothing,  or  very  little ;  for  the  colleftor  cannot  ■fell 
the  diftrefs,  when  he  has  taken  it ;  that  is,  nobody  will 
buy  it.  Thefe  are  fad  ftories ;  but  they  are  great  truths. 
And  I  will  by  the  next  entertain  you  more  at  large  con- 
cerning them  in  a  letter  to  the  treafury,  which  rnay  be 
fliewed ;  as  this  may,  if  you  think  it  proper.  I  have  re- 
ceived ypur's  of  the  1 2th  from  the  treafury  chamber  con- 
cerning reliefs ;  which  J  have  referred  to  Mr.  folicitor  ge- 
neral, with  the  paper  given  to  his  majefty ;  which  every 
body  who  has  feen  it  ( for  I  have  fent  it  likewife  to  the 
S  f  2  commif- 
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commiffioners  of  the  revenue)  do  take  for  granted  to  be  a 
projeft  of  Mr.  Sheridan's,  with  a  little  help  perhaps  of  fir 
William  Petty's  calculation.  It  feems,  it  has  been  an  old 
beaten  propofal  here ;  but  you  (hall  fpeedily  have  the  opi- 
nion of  the  king's  council  upon  it.  I  will  fay  nothing 
more  concerning  Mr.  Corker,  till  I  have  your  determinate 
anfwer.  My  lord  Rofcommon  arrived  here  on  faturday 
night.  I  will  try  to  make  this  letter  no  longer :  god  al- 
mighty keep  you  and  yours.  You  have  here  a  copy  of  my 
letter  to  my  lord  prefident ;  which  will  fave  me  the  pains 
of  writing  much  to  you,  which  I  lliould  otherwife  have 
done. 


To  Lord  Sunderland. 

My  Lord,  Dublin  Caftle,  June  22. 1686. 

YOUR  lordfhip  was  pleafed  to  tell  me  in  yours  of 
the  3d  inftant,  that  the  king  was  well  pleafed  with 
what  I  writ  concerning  Mr.  Afliton ;  but  your  lordfliip 
made  no  mention,  how  far  his  majefty  would  extend  his 
mercy  towards  his  widow,  and  children ;  for  whom,  I  took 
the  liberty  in  mine  of  the  1 8th  paft  to  acquaint  your  lord- 
fliip,  the  judges  had  interceded.  He  is  dead  without  iflue 
male ;  and  fo  the  eflate  ( which  is  not  great )  goes  to  his 
brother  by  another  mother,  according  to  his  father's  fettle- 
ment :  fo  that,  what  would  have  come  to  this  poor  wo- 
man, and  five  children,  had  not  this  attainder  happened, 
is  not,  as  I  am  credibly  informed,  40I.  per  annum.  To 
have  that  feized,  and  the  little  ftock  upon  it  carried  off, 
( which  I  have  for  the  prefent  flopped )  would  turn  thefe 
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poor  people  a  begging :  I  would  therefore  beg  to  know 
his  majefty's  pleafure  herein. 

Since  my  laft  I  have  received  another  from  your  lord- 
fliip  of  the  3d  inftant,  acquainting  me  with  his  majefty's 
pleafure,  that  I  ihould  give  protedlion  to  Mr.  David  Max- 
well ;  who  is  molefted  for  having  given  information  fome- 
time  paft  againft  fir  Robert  Colvill.  I  do  befeech  your 
lordflup  to  believe,  that  neither  Mr.  Maxwell,  nor  any 
one  elfe  fliall  have  the  leaft  difturbance  for  doing  any 
thing,  which  his  duty  to  the  government  obliged  him  to  j 
and  I  cannot  but  wonder,  why  thofe  who  think  they  may 
be  concerned  will  give  themfelves  the  trouble  to  fend  in- 
to England  for  recommendations  to  me,  when  they  know, 
they  may  have  all  the  countenance  and  fupport  they  can 
defire  by  applying  diredly  to  me :  but  fome  people  think 
their  cafes  require  more  than  ordinary  favour.  As  for  this 
Mr.  Maxwell,  I  can  alTure  your  lordfhip,  he  is  not  in  the 
leaft  molefted  as  yet ;  nor  will  I  fuffer  him  to  be,  while 
I  have  the  honour  of  being  here,  for  any  thing  he  has  in- 
formed, wherein  the  king  is  concerned :  but,  if  he  {hould 
be  Uable  to  be  profecuted  by  other  men  for  debt,  (which 
is  too  often  the  cafe  of  thefe  informers  for  words  fpoken 
five  or  more  years  fince)  I  am  fure,  his  majefty  would 
not  have  any  man  exempted  from. fuch  juft  profecutions, 
for  having  given  informations  rf  words  fo  long  fince  fpo- 
ken againft  him. 

On  Thurfday  laft  my  lord  Tyrconnel  went  fi-om  hence 
to  Wexford  to  drink  the  waters.  I  gave  him  orders,  pur- 
fuant  to  the  king's  commands,  as  full  as  he  could  defire.; 
and  having  done  fo,  and  obeyed^  the  king,  as  I  ihall  al- 
ways do,  I  beg  your  lordfliip's  leave  to  lament  the  mor- 
tification 
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tification  I  am  under.  Certainly  never  any  chief  govern- 
our,  before  me,  was  direfted  to  devolve  all  the  power 
granted  by  his  commiffion  to  another  in  command  fub- 
ordinate  to  him.  There  is  nothing,  the  king  has  direSed 
to  be  done,  that  I  could  not  have  performed  as  fully  to 
his  majefty's  fatisfaftion,  even  by  the  judgment  of  thofe, 
whom  my  lord  Tyrconnel  has  employed ;  and  whofe  ad- 
vice and  affiftance  I  would  have  taken.  The  fame  work 
Ihould  have  been  done  much  more  for  his  majefty's  Ser- 
vice ;  and,  I  will  have  the  vanity  to  (ay,  not  near  that 
dilTatisfaflion  given,  which,  I  fear,  is  occafioned  by  the 
unhappinefs  of  his  lordfliip's  temper ;  and  I  Ihould  not 
have  been  expofed  to  the  defcants  of  every  man,  how  lit- 
tle the  king  thought  fit  to  truft  me,  and  how  ill  an  opi- 
nion he  has  of  me,  by  whom  thofe  dilcourfes  are  made 
and  improved.  I  will  not  at  prelent  complain ;  but,  as  I 
have  ever  obeyed  the  king,  and  will  do  fo  whilft  I  live, 
fo  it  Ihall  not  be  my  fault,  if  all  his  commands  do  not 
fucceed  as  his  majefty  himfelf  wilhes ;  thou^  I  cannot 
be  relponfibVe  for  the  aSions  of  others.  All  neceflary  or- 
ders are  given  for  admitting  the  roman  catholicks  into  the 
feveral  corporations  throughout  the  kingdom,  and  for 
putting  them  into  other  commiffions,  as  his  majefty  di- 
K&s ;  and  nothing  ie  now  to  do  on  my  part,  for  which  I 
have  had  the  king's  orders.  I  have  taken  the  liberty  to 
reprefent  in  feveral  letters  the  great  damp  and  uneafinefs, 
which  is  upon  the  minds  of  m^  of  the  people  here  ;  in- 
fomuch  that  many  do  every  week  go  away  out  o(  the 
kingdom ;  which  will  very  much  prejudice  the  king's  re- 
venue, as  it  already  is  too  manifefl  by  the  deadnefs  upon 
the  inland  trade.    It  is  very  worthy  his  majefty's  confide- 
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ration  to  quiet  men's  minds ;  and,  if  I  may  be  allowed 
to  offer  one  ingredient  toward'that  end  with  all  fubmif- 
fion,  it  fliould  be,  that  I  might  be  empowered  to  iffue  a 
proclamation,  whereby  an  end  might  be  put  to  all  the 
profecutions  for  words  pretended  to  be  fpoken  fo  many 
years  fince ;  which  would  contribute  as  much  as  any  one 
thing  towards  making  men  eafy  at  home,  and,  I  fpeak  it 
knowingly,  would  be  full  as  grateful  to  the  profecutors 
as  to  the  profecuted.  There  is  one  thing  more  concern- 
ing myfclf,  which  I  will  venture  to  lay  before,  your  lord- 
fliip,  depending  upon  your  friendfliip  therein ;  which  is 
concerning  the  king's  laying  his  commands  upon  me  to 
difpofe  of  offices,  which  by  my  patent  he  has  been  plea- 
fed  to  truft  me  to  difpofe  of ;  as  particularly  the  two  ba- 
rons of  the  exchequer.  I  did  obey  the  king's  commands 
in  admitting  Mr.  baron  Rice  as  foon  as  I  had  them,  and 
would  not  mention  any  thing  thereof  to  your  lordfliip, 
till  after  I  had  done  fo ;  but,  that  being  wer,  I  hope, 
hereafter  upon  any  other  occallons  your  lordfhip  will  af- 
ford me  fo  much  of  your  favour,  as  to  help  me  to  pre- 
ferve  thofe  privileges,  which  are  granted  me  in  my  com- 
miffion ;  and  the  rather,  becaufe  I  would  not  have  the 
world  too  apt  to  believe,  that  the  king  is  difpleafed  with 
me :  I  am  fure,  if  I  know  my  own  heart,  I  had  rather 
die  than  do  any  thing,  whereby  juftly  to  deferve  his  dif- 
pleafure.  I  have  but  one  thing  more  to  add ;  and  then  I 
fliall  eafe  your  lordfhip  of  this  prefent  trouble.  My  lord 
Tyrconnel  told  me,  though  I  had  notlung  of  it  from  your 
lordfhip,  (which  I  fliould  have  been  very  glad  to  have 
known  the  king's  mind  in)  that  the  king  gave  colonel 
Salkield  the  command  of  the  horfe  grenadiers  as  a  recom- 
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pence  of  his  former  fervices,  in  lieu -of  his  employment  tif 
lieutentant  colonel,  and  in  order  to  his.dilpofing  of  it  to 
his  advantage.  Though  I  know,  ^it  ,is  againit  his  majeC- 
ty's  refolution  of  not  fuffering  commands  in  the  army  to 
be .  fold,  yet,  conildering  what  has  been  told  me,  and 
that  there  can  be  no  harm  ia  making  the  proportion,  I 
am  defired  by  my  lord  Ikerine,  that  the  king  may  be  ac- 
quainted, that  his  lordfliip  and  colonel  Salkield  are  agreed 
for  that  command  of  the  grenadiers :  but  then  my  lord 
Ikerine  hopes,  the  king  will  give  him  leave  to  furrender 
the  company,  which  he  now  has,  to  a  friend  of  his ;  and 
he  defires,  it  may  be  to  one  lieutenant  John  Roth.  If  his 
majefty  approve, hereof,  your  lordihip  will  be  pleafed  to 
let  me  know  it,  and  to  fend  over  the  commiffions.  J  am

SI  N  c  E  my  laft  I  have  had  no  letters  from  England  ; 
and  fo  I  fliall  have  the  lefs  to  fay  now.  But  a  letter 
out  of  England  from  fir  Mau.  Euftace,  which  came  by 
the  laft  packet,  walks  about  the  town,  and  tells  of  fur- 
ther great  alterations,  which  are  prefently  to  be  made 
here :  as,  that  the  privy  counfellors  are  to  be  put  out ; 
that  the  court  of  exchequer  (baron  Rice  excepted)  is  to  be 
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totally  changed,  and  even  the  chancellor  of  the  exche- 
quer is  to  be  put  out ;  that  my  lord  chancellor  is  to  be 
fent  for  hotnej  and  feveral  other  of  the  judges  to  be  put 
out.  I  am  promifed  a  fight  of  his  letter. .  If  I  have,  you 
fliall  be  fure  of  a  copy  of  it :  if  not,  you  muft  take  the 
report  as  I  have  it.  I  have  not  had  one  word  from  my 
lord  Tyrconnel,  Cnce  he  left  this  town :  but  I  hear  fine 
ftories  of  his  way  of  proceeding,  of  which  you  fhall  have 
a  coUeflion  by  a  fafe  hand,  who  goes  hence  the  next 
week.  The  earls  of  Clanrickard  and  Antrim  are  come  to 
town,  and  were  yefterday  fworn  of  the  council.  Now  the 
king  thinks  fit  to  employ  fo  many  roman  catholicks  in  his 
fervice,  and  confidering  the  qualifications  of  fome  of  the 
new  counfellors,  (if  I  may  venture  to  fay  fo  to  you)  I 
could  wilh,  fome  men  of  experience  in  the  ftate  and  con- 
dition of  the  kingdom,  and  of  eminent  merit  had  been 
remembered ;  and  fuch  I  could  have  offered,  had  I  been 
Worthy  to  have  been  confulted,  as  once,  I  confefs,  I  had 
the  vanity  to  think  I  Ihould.  I  would  at  the  prefent  of- 
fer two  to  your  confideration,  colonel  Garret  Moore,  and 
captain  George  Matthews.  The  firfl  is  an  honeft  old  ca- 
valier ;  ferved  the  crown  in  all  the  late  wars,  both  in 
England  and  Ireland,  and  is  a  very  difcreet  man :  he  is 
of  Conaught ;  and,  I  think,  has  orily  his  old  eftate.  The 
latter  you  know  as  well  as  I,  and  to  whom  he  is  half-bro- 
ther: his  eftate  is  all  upon  the  new  intereft.;  and  I  take 
him  to  wilh  well  to  the  prefent  ftttlements.  If  you  think 
it  proper  to  get  them  made  of  the  council,  I  would  be 
glad  the  letters  were  fent  immediately  to  myfelf,  that  they 
may  know,  it  is  by  my  means.  I  have  given  you  an  ac- 
count in  niy  letter  to  the  treafury  of  the  foldiers,  who  are 
Tt  ta 
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to  be  difininbd  out  of  the  cuaids  for  felling  of  drink :  for 
one  reafon  or  other  here  will  be  turned  out  of  thefe  guards 
near  500  men;  350  whereof  ait  in  all  appearance  very 
able  and  lufty  men,  but,  it  is  laid,  they  are  too  little. 
Fourfcore  new  men  are  come  today  to  town  to  be  admit- 
ted in  the  rooms  of  fome  of  the  other ;  and  I  am  fure, 
they  are  fiill  as  little,  and  look  very  Ibabidly:  I  wifli^ 
there  may  be  no  ftealers  amongft  them.  Pray,  reinember 
my  lord  chancellor;  and  let  h)m  own  his  additional  al- 
lowance to  you.  I  have  no  more  to  add  at  prefent,  but 
'  my  prayers  for  you,  and  my  lifter,  and  all  yours. 


To  Lord  Mount   Alexander, 

My  Lord,  Dublin  Cafile,  June  26. 1686. 

I  CONFESS,  I  was  furprifed  with  my  lord  prefident's 
letter  of  the  3d  inftant ;  which  told  me,  the  king  had 
been  informed,  that  Mr.  David  Maxvrell  was  molefted  up- 
on the  account  of  having  given  an  information  againft  fir 
Robert  Colvill,  and  therefore  commanded  me  to  take  him 
into  my  proteflion :  but  your  lordlhip's  letter  of  the  1 2th 
hath  fomething  explained  the  matter  to  me ;  and  I  do  af- 
fure  your  lordihip,  I  fliall  be  very  ready  to  beflow  any 
church  preferment  upon  any  friend  of  your's,  when  it  is 
in  my  power;  but  I  have  hitherto  had  very  few,  and 
thofe  very  fmall  benefices  to  beftow.  But  indeed  Mr.  Da- 
vid Maxwell  does  not  do  well  to  pretend  to  be  moleft- 
ed for  -having  informed  againft  fir  Robert  Colvill,  when 
there  is  no  fuch  thing ;  but,  when  there  is,  certainly  I 
fliall  not  fo  much  forget  my  duty,  as  to.fuffer  him  to  be 
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proftcuted  upon  that  account.  It  may  not  be  amifs  upon 
this  occafion  to  acquaint  your  lordfliip,  that  my  lord  Tyr- 
connel  feemed  to  wonder,  I  fent  the  king  that  informa- 
tion againft  fir  Robert  Colrill ;  and  told  me,  that  your 
lordlhip  had  acquainted  him  therewith,  and  that  he 
thought  it  fo  frirolous,  that  he  would  not  meddle  in  it. 
But,  with  refpeft  to  his  lordfliip,  I  think,  I  had  not  done 
my  duty,  if  I  had  concealed  it ;  though  I  do  as  little  ap- 
prove, as  any  man  can  do,  of  informations  about  words 
Ipoken  fo  many  years  iince.  I  have  nothing  further  to 
trouble  your  lordfliip  with  at  prefent,  but  that  I  am  with 
great'truth.

Sr,  '      Dublin  CafUe,  June  26. 1686. 

1AM  now  to  thank  you  for  yours  of  the  ifl  and  12th 
inflant,  and  for  the  plan  of  the  firfl  encampment :  I 
fliall  be  very  glad  to  receive  that  of  the  fecond,  when  it 
is  perfeft.  I  fuppole,  the  horfe  and  dragocHis  appeared  on 
the  day  appointed,  the  2  2d  inftant,  except  the  weather 
hindered.  We  have  had  here  terrible  great  rains  all  this 
week.  I  give  you  many  thanks  for  the  deduflions,  whick 
are  made  from  the  foliers ;  which  indeed  are  very  great: 
but,  if  the  king  will  not  take  notice  of,  and  forbid  them, 
he  mult  not  wonder,  his  forces  are  not  fo  good  as  they 
Tt  2  might 
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might  and  ought  to  be.     At  one  time  or  other  the  agents 
will  be  the  ruin  of  the  army  here ;  who,  I  perceive,  are 
not  to  be  controlled  by  any  but  by  the  colonels,   who 
will  fupport  them.    I  have  ftill  fome  queftions  to  afk, 
which  I  would  be  glad  to  be  well  informed  of;  and  I 
know  not  of  whom  fo  well  to  enquire  as  of  you.     I  find, 
our  new  officers  pretend  to  be  guided  by  what  is  done  in 
England  ;  which  occafions  my  aflcing  the  more  queftions. 
If  a  trooper  be  not  fit  to  ftrve,  and  is  put  out,  and  has  a 
good  horfe ;  it  is  faid,  that  in  England  the  captain  ( if 
the  new  man,  who  is  to  come  in,  nave  not  money )  is  to 
pay  the  man,  who  goes  out,  fuch  a  price  for  his  horfe, 
as  two  of  the  troop  fliall  judge  it  to  be  worth :  I  would 
be  glad  to  know  the  truth  -of  this.     There  is  one  thing 
more,  which  is  much  difputed  here.    The  regiment  of 
guards  ought  to  have  been  new  cloathed  two  months 
{ince :    the  cloths  were  ready ;    but  my  lord  of  Oflbry 
fent  dire(ftions  to  his  major,  that  they  mould  not  be  put 
on,  till  my  lord  Tyrconnel  arrived.    It  is  now  thought 
fit  to  put  near  500  men  out  of  this  regiment :  they  fay, 
they  have  paid  for  their  cloths,  and  pray,  that,  if  they 
may.  not  have  them,    they  may  be  repaid  the  money^ 
which  has  been  dedufted  for  cloths ;  which,  the  old  of- 
ficers fay,   tas  been  the  conftant  practice  here,  for  the 
captain  to  pay  the  men,   who  go  out,  for  their  cloths, 
and  to  reimburfe  himfelf  by  deducing  from  the  new  men, 
who  come  in.    The  new  officers  fay,  the  cloths,  being 
paid  for  out  of  the  money  deduded  for  that  ufe,  are  the 
king's ;  and  the  foldiers,  who  go  out,  ought  to  have  no 
confideration  for  them ;  and  yet  they  own,  thejr  will  take 
the  fame  dedudtions  from  the  new  men,  from  the  time 
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they  come  into  fervice :  but  this  is  to  be  guided  by  the 
praftice  in  England,  which  I  would  be  glad  to  know,  as 
foon  as  you  can  conveniently. 

I  thank,  you  for  the  account  you  have  fent  me  of  the 
alterations  in  the  Englifli  army ;  which  is  much  plainer 
than  what  you  fent  me  formerly.  I  fay  no  more  to  the 
bufinefs  of  the  plantation  trades,  but  only  this,  that  of 
the  fliips  that  went  from  the  feveral  ports  in  this  king- 
dom, (not  being  allowed  to  unlade  here)  when  they  had 
touched  in  England,  and  left  there  the  ^.  per  lib.  on  to- 
bacco, three  of  them  are  gone  direflly  into  Holland, 
thinking  to  find  the  better  market  there ;  by  which  means 
the  king  has  loft  2d.  j  per  lib.  which  ought  to  have  been 
paid  here :  and  probably  the  reft  of  the  ftiips  will  do  the 
fame.  I  do  not  forget  to  fend  you  an  account  of  the  pay 
of  the  army  here ;  which  you  fliall  have  very  exi&  after 
this  mufter,  when  all  the  changes  will  be  made.  lam.

My  Lord,  Dublin  Caftle,  June  29.  i656. 

MA  J  o  R  Marks  Talbot,  and  captain  EaflJand  have 
lately  prefented  a  petition  to  the  council  here, 
fetting  forth  the  hardfliip  they  conceive  themfelves  to  be 
under  upon  the  account  of  their  pay,  in  regard  they  are 
to  have  none,  ( by  virtue  of  his  majefty's  commands  fig- 
nified  in  his  royal  letter  of  the  24th  of  may)  but  from. 
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the  time  they  enter  upon  their  commands  here.  That 
your  lordfliip  may  the  better  fee  their  pretenfions,  I  fend 
you  their  petition.  I  cannot  relierc  them  without  the 
king's  particular  orders;  and  therefore,  I  am  fure,  it  was  . 
improper  for  them  to  apply  to  the  board ;  but,  it  feems, 
they  were  advifed  to  do  it :  what  the  king  pleafcth  to  or- 
der in  it  {hall  be  immediately  obeyed.  Some  days  fince 
one  Mr.  Hugh  Reily  brought  me  the  king's  letter  for  ma- 
king him  maAer  of  chancery  here  in  the  room  of  fir  Jo. 
Coghill ;  who,  his  majefty  is  informed,  is  not  fitly  qua- 
lified for  his  ferrice.  I  have  prefumed  to  defer  executing 
the  king's  commands,  till  I  have  reprefented  the  cafe  to 
your  lordfhip ;  which  I  befeech  you  to  do  to  the  kii^.  I 
fhould  not  have  delayed  it  upon  my  own  account,  (though 
by  his  majefty 's  grant  thofe  places  are  in  my  nomination) 
if  I  did  not  really  think  it  for  his  majefty's  fervice.  This 
-gentleman,  fir  Jo.  Coghill,  is  come  o(  loyal  parents :  his 
father  was  killed  at  the  head  of  his  company  in  the  fer- 
vice of  king  Charles  I.  and  he  himfelf  has  always  been 
loyal,  and  never  in  any  employment,  but  in  the  fer- 
vice of  the  crown.  He  is  about  44.  years  of  age :  he  is  a 
very  good  civilian,  inferiour  to  few  in  England ;  and  at 
this  time  he  is  en^loyed  by  me  for  improving  the  king's 
revenue  of  the  firft  fruits,  which  I  am  direfted  by  riiy  in- 
ftruflions  to  do ;  and  in  which  affair,  as  in  all  things  re- 
lating to  the  church,  he  is  moft  knowing.  The  maf- 
ters  of  chanoeiy's  places  here  are  very  inconfiderable,  not 
being  worth  above  50I.  a  year  apiece ;  fo  that  the  king 
■can  never  be  wdl  ferved  in  tjiofe  places,  but  by  fuch  who 
•iiave  ibrtunes  of  their  own ;  here  are  but  4  of  tiiem,  and 
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thole  who  now  enjoy  them  are  men.  of  great  merit  and' 
abilities.    I  am  with  all  refpefl,

TUESDAY,  June  the  29Ch.  Though  you  will  think 
by  the  date  of  this  letter,  that  1  am  got  into  a  lit- 
tle retirement,  I  can  only  tell  you,  that  it  is  to  be  alone 
for  an  hour  or  two  in  a  day ;  which  is  always  pleafant, 
but  efpecially  in  the  hot  weather :  and  this  place  is  fo 
near  the  town,  that  it  is  almofl  as  eafy  for  company,  a& 
if  I  were  at  the  caftle ;  which  I  have  hitherto  vifited  once 
a  day  iince  I  have  lain  here,  and  do  intend  to  do  fo  y«t 
for  feme  time,  for  reafons  you  fliall  fliortly  know  by  an- 
other conveyance.  If  I  (hould  pretend  to  tell  you  all  the 
follies,  which  aie  committed  by  fome  men,  and  the  at- 
tempts they  make  to  provoke  me,  I  fliould  write  volumes;, 
but  I  ihould  (though  I  fay  it)  make  myfelf  a  very  pattern 
of  patience.  Though  it  be  not  allowable  to  brag  of  one's 
felf,  yet  you  will  give  me  leave  to  be  very  proud,  that  I 
hare  fp  far  maftered  my  natural  unfortunate  temper,  as 
not  to  be  angry  ;  though  the  trials  I  daily  receive  would 
perb^s  juftify  another  man's  being  provoked :  but,  as  I 
do  give  god  thanks  for  having  {hewed  no  paffion  hither- 
to, fo  I  douht  not  by  his  bleffingto  go  through  with  the 
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nefolution  I  have  firmly  taken  of  not  fuffering  myfelf  to 
be  provoked,  till  it  be  dirccSHy  declared,  that  a  map  of 
my  principles  is  not  longer  fit  to  be  in  the  government ; 
which  (if  fome  men  -are  to  be  believed)  may  ere  long  fall 
out  to  be  the  cafe.  When  that  is,  I  fliall  not  murmur ; 
but,  as  long  as  I  live,  pray  god  blefs  the  king.  He  may 
do  what  he  pleafeth,  but  I  will  never  make  myfelf  unca- 
pable  of  doing  good ;  lior  will  I  do  what  thofe,  who  wifli 
no  good  either  to  the  publick  or  myfelf,  would  have  me 
do  on  purpofe  to  be  rid  of  me.  It  may  not  be  amifs  how- 
ever to  tell  you  fome  ftories,  not  only  for  your  entertain- 
ment, but  to  enable  you  to  juftify  me,  if  you  hear  fome 
things  fpoken  of  The  laft  week  a  foldier  in  the  regi- 
ment of  guards  was  brought  before  a  council  of  war  ibr 
having  fpoken  difrefpeftful  words  againft  my  lord  Tyr- 
connel ;  which,  juft  as  execution  was  to  be  done,  lieute- 
nant colonel  Dorington  gave  me  a  fliort  account  of:  and 
truly,  by  what  he  faid,  one  would  have  thought,  that 
the  fellow  was  only  to  be  difgraced  and  cafliiered  in  the 
head  of  his  company ;  but  I  would  not  concern  myfelf 
at  all  in  it,  becaufe  it  was  the  cafe  of  my  lord  Tyrconnel. 
But,  when  the  execution  was  over,  and  that  I  had  heard 
the  manner  of  it,  (for  the  fellow  had  run  the  gantlet  quite 
through  the  whole  regiment,  and  was  beaten  with  that 
feverity,  that  he  fell  down  twice  by  the  way,  and  was  af- 
terwards committed  to  prifon  to  the  marfhal)  the  next 
day  after  this,  when  Dorington  came  to  me  for  orders,  I 
told  him,  without  entermg  into  the  particulars  of  the  fel- 
low's puniihment,  that  it  was  a  very  good  thing  to  keep 
good  difciplme  in  the  regiment,  and  to  puniih  men  for 
any  affronts  done  to  fuperiour  oiBcers ;  but  that  he  muft 
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look  to  obferve,  in  all  fuch  cafes,  the  rules  prefcribed  in 
the  articles  of  war ;  which,  I  doubted,  had  not  been  done  , 
in  the  late  cafe  before  him,  and  I  was  pretty  perfefl:  in 
them ;  that  I  had  been  told,  the  judge  advocate  was  not 
prefent  at  the  trial  of  this  fellow,  and  that  no  examina- 
tions had  been  taken  upon  oath,  which  was  always  prac- 
tifed  both  in  England  and  here,  when  any  fevere  corporal 
puniihment  was  inflided  in  time  of  peace ;  and  that,  af- 
ter the  trial,  the  praftice  here  had  always  been  for  the 
judge  adrocate  to  attend  the  chief  governour,  and  give 
htm  an  account  of  the  proceedings,  it  being  fit,  he  Ihould 
know  every  thing.-  I  told  him,  that,  as  it  was  of  abfo- 
lute  neceffity  to  obferve  good  difcipline  in  the  army,  fo  I 
did  exped  to  be  made  acquainted  with  every  thing.  He 
pretended  to  excufe  himfelf  by  faying,  he  did  not  know 
the  cuftoms  of  this  place.  I  told  him,  I  was  not  willing 
to  believe,  he  intended  any  thing  amifs,  but  he  would  do 
well  to  enquire  into  the  cuftoms  of  this  place ;  Snd,  as 
to  what  related  to  the  military  affairs,  he  would  find 
them  the  fame  as  in  England,  and  that  what  I  expected 
was  done  to  every  general  officer  in  England,  when  he 
was  upon  the  place.  On  midfummer  eve  ( which  was  2 
days  after  this  converfation)  I  appointed  the  regiment  of 
guards  to  be  drawn  out,  and  to  be  muftsred ;  which,  I 
am  fure,  was  not  known,  till  I  came  into  the  field.  Af- 
,ter  I  had  feen  the  men  exercife,  (which,  the  lieutenant 
.colonel  owned,  they  are  as  ready  in,  as  men  could  be)  I 
ordered  them  to  be' drawn  into  ranks,  that  I  might  fee 
the  men  diftinfUy,  who  were  marked  to  be  put  out,  and 
who  to  be  kept  in ;  and  to  the  view,  I  cannot  but  fay, 
there  are  as  proper  men  put  out,  and  as  feemingly  lufty, 
U  u  as 
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as  thofe  who  are  taken  in :  but  I  took  no  notice  of  that. 
As  I  was  going  out  of  the  fieki,  lieutenant  colonel  Do- 
rington  delired  my  leave  to  go  to  a  fair  about  a  dozen 
miles  off  to  fee  to  pickup'fo;ne  recruits  for  the  regiment, 
and  to  carry  a  ferjeant  with  him :  I  told  him,  with  all  my 
heart.  On  friday  I  was  told  by  feveral  people,  that  the 
day  before  (midfummer-day)  Dorington  had  been  at  St 
John's  Well,  and  beat  up  his  drums  for  recruits :  now 
St.  John's  Well  is  a  place  of  devotion,  to  which  the  to- 
mon  catholicks  go  on  pilgrimage  at  that  fcafon.  I  con- 
fefs,  I  did  not  like  this ;  and  was  told  by  feveral  roman 
catholicks,  that  this  way  of  proceeding  was  not  the  beft 
way  of  doing  the  king's  bulinefs,  and  would  prejudice 
the  country.  The  next  day  being  faturday,  when  Do- 
rington came  to  me,  I  told  him,  he  had  not  done  well  in 
telling  me  he  was  going  to  a  fair,  when  he  knew  there 
was  none ;  that,  if  he  had  named  me  the  place,  (which 
he  &id  he  had  forgot,  when  I  afted  him)  I  would  have 
convinced  him  of  the  indifcretipn  of  going  thither  in  that 
manner.  He  faid,  indeed  he  had  been  told  of  it  fince  hi* 
return  by  very  good  people,  but  did  not  apprehend  what 
he  now  found.  I  told  him,  if  he  would  conilder  and  ad- 
vife,  he  might  do  the  fame  thing  he  defigned,  and  no- 
body diflatisfied :  befides  I  told  him,  the  heating  of  drums 
for  men  without  order  from  the  government  was  penal, 
and  no  where  allowed  ;  and,  had  it  been  another  man,  I 
fhould  have  taken  another  courfe  with  him.  He  made  a 
fumbling  excufe  to  me,  faying,  he  was  fotiy  for  it,  but 
that  he  did  not  know  the  cuftoms  of  the  place.  I  told 
him,  I  was  very  well  fatisfied,  he  had  no  ill  intent  upoo 
any  account ;  and  therefore  I  hoped,  he  would  be  more 
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cireful  for  the  future,  and  conifer  more  freely  with  me. 
In  truth  all  men;  who  have  any  confideration  and  care  of 
the  king's  fervice,  are  extremely  troubled  at  the-method 
which  is  taken  in  doing  of  things.  To  turn  out  in  one 
day  400  men  of  the  regiment  of  guards,  300  of  whom 
have  no  vifible  fault,  and  many  of  them  cheerfully  went 
the  laft  year,  firft  into  the  north,  and  afterwards  into 
England,  does  put  apprehenfions  into  men's  heads,  which 
they  would  have  otherwife  no  caufe  for ;  and  which  no- 
thing, but  finding  themfelves  deceived  by  time,  can  al- 
lay :  and  putting  in  none  but  natives  in  their  rooms,  who 
really  to  the  eye,  as  to  ftature  and  ability,  make  worfe 
figures  than  thofe  are  put  out,  confirms  their  jealous  ap- 
prehenfions. At  the  fame  time  the  fame  thing  is  doing  in 
the  reft  of  the  troops  throughout  the  kingdom.  To  give 
you  one  inftance  only,  Mr.  Nich.  Darcy,  who  has  the 
company  late  captain  Motloe's,  called  his  company  toge- 
ther, andaflced  them,  if  they  went  to  mafs;  to  which 
40  of  them  faid,  no :  whereupon  he  immediately  dif- 
mified  them,  and  (aid,  he  had  kept  as  many  aiove  a 
week  at  his  own  houfe  upon  liis  own  charge,  who  the 
next  morning  were  all  admitted.  To  fliew  his  little  fkill 
in  foldiery  (for  Mr.  Darcy  was  never  in  any  fervice  before) 
he  would  not  ftay  2  days,  till  the  commiflary  came  down ; 
and  fo  difmiffed  the  men  without  certificates  of  what  pay 
was  due  to  them :  a  method,  that  will  occafion  great 
trouble  and  perplexities ;  which  might  have  been  avoid- 
ed by  regularity.  Perhaps  one  reafon  thereof  is  to  dif- 
turb  me ;  but  nothing  fhall  do  that  by  the  grace  of  god. 
Thefe  40  men  are  all  come  to  Dublin :  they  are  as  pro- 
per lufty  fellows,  as  you  fliall  fee.  Colonel  Billingfley 
U  u  2  (who 
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(who  fays,  his  new  company  is  a  very  ill  one)  has  a  great 
mind  to  entertain  them ;  but  I  bid  him  think  well  of  it, 
for  it  may  breed  ill  blood  for  him  to  take  them,  being 
lieutenant  colonel  of  Ruflell's  regiment,  in  which  Darcy 
is  a  captain:  but  indeed  it  is  pity,  fuch  men,  as  many 
of  thefe  di(banded  men  are,  {hould  not  be  in  the  lung's^ 
fervice. 

Wednefday  the  30th.  This  morning  I  went  to  Dublin, 
and,  after  I  had  done  the  bufinefs  I  had  appointed,  I  di- 
ned at  my  lord  chancellor's,  having  before  promifed  my 
lords  Clanrickard,  and  Lymericke  to  meet  them  there.  I 
am  fure,  it  is  beft  in  all  refpe£b  to  live  equally  civil  and 
kind  to  all  men  in  their  ftatlons ;  and  beudes  the  firft  is 
a  perfeft  worthy  man.  After  dinner  we  went  to  council 
together ;  where  we  had  2  caufes :  the  one  was  upon  a 
complaint  of  the  commiilioners  of  the  revenue,  that  a 
juftice  of  the  peace  in  the  county  of  Meath  had  difcoun- 
tenanced  a  colledor  of  the  excife  in  the  execution  of  his 
6ffice.  Upon  a  full  hearing  it  was  clearly  proved,  by  the 
teftimony  of  Irifli  as  well  as  Englifli,  that  the  colleiftor 
had  a  very  good  repute,  and  that  the  juftice  had  been 
much  to  blame.  When  the  board  came  to  deliberate 
what  to  do,  this  is  remarkable,  that  leveral  of  our  new 
counfellors  ( though  the  juftice  was  an  Englifliman  and  a 
proteftant)  were  for  putting  up  the  buiinefs;  and  parti- 
culary  the  3  new  judges  faid,  the  gentleman  would  be 
more  careful  for  the  future,  &c.  ■  I  did  not  think  fit  to 
put  it  to  the  vote,  but  laid,  (as  I  may  do  by  authority) 
that  all  men  in  employment  were  obliged  to  be  aiding 
and  affifting  to  the  king's  officers  in  the  execution  of  their 
duty,  and  not  to  difcourage  them ;  and  therefore  I  would 
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do,  what  I  knew  would  be  done  in  England  in  this  cafe ; 
and  Co  direded  my  lord  chancellor  to  put  the  juftice  out 
of  commiffion :  and,  being  reputed  a  man  of  good  prin- 
ciples, upon  due  fubmilCon  and  application  he  might  eaii- 
ly  be  reftored  again ;  by  which  he  would  have  learnt  to 
do  his  duty  better  hereafter.  I  am  fure,  I  am  in  the 
right  in  what  I  have  done ;  for,  if  the  king's  officers 
have  not  all  poffible  fupport  from  the  government,  you 
will  quickly  find  it  in  the  revenue.  The  other  caufe  was 
thus.  Some  months  fince  a  (hip,  arrived  at  Lymerick, 
entered  her  lading  of  walnuts,  &lt,  8cc.  to  the  value  of 
about  300I.  While  the  king's  waiter  was  on  board,-  the 
mafter  of  the  ftiip  offers  him  2  guineas  to  let  him  carry  2 
pieces  of  filk  on  fliore :  the  waiter  would  not  be  bribed, 
and  got  more  company  to  him  ;  and  then  he  (earched 
every  corner.  In  the  hogfhead  of  walnuts,  and  buried  in 
the  fait,  they  found  filk,  and  other  fine  goods  to  the  va- 
lue of  500I,  which  were  not  entered.  The  king's  officers 
feized  thefe  goods,  tod  according  to  the  law  they  were 
forfeited,  and  fo  condemned.  The  merchants,  one  Mac- 
namara  and  partners,  concerned  appealed  to  the  council 
from  this  judgment,  as  by  law  they  may  do.  This  mat- 
ter, upon  the  appeal,  now  came  to  be  heard.  It  was 
fully  proved,  that  the  goods  we»e,  as  I  have  faid,  con- 
cealed, and  that  they  were  intended  to  be  ftolen  on  (hore : 
it  was  likewife  proved,  that  there  had  been  no  duties  paid 
to  the  king  for  any  fine  goods  in  that  port,  fince  his  late 
majefty's  reftoration ;  and  yet  there  were  all  forts  of  fine 
goods  to  be  bought  in  the  fllops  at  Lymericke :  fo  that 
there  had  been  no  honeft  deaUng  there.  Yet  when  we 
came  to  deliberate,  though  the  mifchievous  confequences 
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to  the  king's  revenue  were  plainly  manifefted,  and  though 
almoft  every  one  of  the  board  declared,  they  wrere  1am- 
fied  that  the  dellgn  was  to  defraud  the  king  of  his  duty ; 
notwithftanding,  feveral  of  the  new  counfellors,  and  die 
3  judges  likewife  faid,  they  thought  the  words  of  the  law 
were  not  fo  clear  as  to  make  fuch  an  intention  of  cheat- 
ing an  abfolute  forfeiture :  upon  which  I  declared  again, 
that  I  was  not  fatisfied  by  what  I  had  heard  to  reverie  the 
judgment,  and  that  I  thought,  to  do  it  would  be  of  per- 
nicious confequence  to  the  king's  revenue.  Then  it  was 
faid,  it  was  a  bufmefs  of  very  great  importance,  and  de- 
ferved  to  be  well  confidered;  and  then  it  was  earneftly 
preffed  to  put  off  the  determination  for  a  week.  I  faid, 
(and  truly  it  was  for  the  fakes  of  them  who  moved  it) 
that  I  would  never  be  fo  unreafonable,  as  to  refufe  time 
for  confideration  ;  but,  if  there  were  not  fiich  offers  then 
made,  as  would  fecure  the  king's  duties  for  the  future, 
the  judgment  ihould  be  affirmed.  All  the  merchants  in 
town  were  prefent;  who,  no  doubt,  have  their  eyes  upon 
the  fuccefs  of  this  caufe,  and  will  accordingly  be  more  or 
lefs  able  to  cheat.  Thefe  2  hearings  lafted  till  8  at  night ; 
and  being  wearied  with  the  crowd  I  came  to  my  retreat, 
which  is  very  refrefliing.  And  having  given  you  this  im- 
perfeifl  account,  upon  which  I  leave  you  to  make  your 
own  obfervations,  (for  I  will  not  make  mine  yet)  it  is 
time  to  go  to  reft ;  for  I  have  appointed  other  bufmefs 
tomorrow :  but  firft  I  muft  tell  you,  this  evening  are 
come  in  5  packets  from  England ;  among  which  I  have 
received  yours  of  the  15th,  igth,  and  24th  paft,  which 
I  will  anfwer  in  order  before  I  clofe  this.  It  is  now  bed 
time. 

Thurfday, 
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Thurfday,  July  the  ift.  This  morning  major  general 
Macarty  arrived.  He  came  immediately  to  me,  and  fo 
much  other  company  of  the  new  officers,  who  are  feme 
come  over,  and  fome  come  out  of  the  country,  that  I 
have  not  had  time  to  go  to  Dublin  today ;  which  is  the 
•firft  day  I  have  omitted  in  10  days  I  have  been  here. 
Macarty  is  extremely  civil  to  me,  and,  I  am  fure,  he  will 
find  me  fo  to  him :  I  am  very  glad  he  is  here.  I  have 
been  informed,  that  fijme  of  the  new  recruits  are  affi-ont- 
ed  by  the  boys  of  the  town  ;  which  I  do  not  like :  the 
truth  is,  they  are  ftrange  wretches,  and  cannot  fpeak, 
many  of  them,  one  word  of  Englilh ;  which  does  expofe 
them,  as  circumAances  are ;  and  matters  muft  be  dif- 
creetly  handled.  I  fent  to  my  lord  mayw,  that  I  did  ex- 
peft,  he  fliould  keep  the  town  in  order,  and  not  fuffer 
any  rudenefs  to  be  committed.  I  had  Ibme  of  the  judges, 
who  begin  their  circuits  tomorrow,  with  me  to  receive 
inftruflions.  So  that  you  fee,  nobody  is  idle;  at  leaft, 
that  I  do  omit  nothing. 

Friday,  the  2d.  In  the  morning  I  went  to  Dublin  ; 
where  the  firft  news  I  heard  was,  that  laft  night  there 
happened  a  quarrel  in  the  ftreets  between  a  comet  of  my 
lord  Kinfale's  and  a  grenadier :  the  latter  was  wounded 
terribly  in  two  places  in  the  body ;  but  I  found  no  exa- 
minations taken,  nor  any  thing  done  in  it ;  only  2  ap- 
prentices were  taken  and  kept  neck  and  heels  upon  the 
guard,  whom  I  prefently  ordered  to  be  put  into  the  hands 
of  the  civil"  magiftrate ;  who  committed  them  to  New- 
gate, where  they  now  are.  The  man  who  was  wounded 
is  like  to  do  well :  however  I  have  direSed  examinations 
to  be  taken  of  the  qiiarrel ;  and  whoever  appears  faulty

fliall  be  punifhed.  I  dined  at  my  lord  Limericke's ;  which 
I  had  promifcd  to  do  the  firft  council  day :  my  lord  chan- 
cellor was  there.  So  that  you  fee,  we  live  very  friendly 
together ;  and  every  body  will  do  fo,  if  fomebody  does 
not  inflame  the  world.  In  the  afternoon  we  went  to 
council ;  where  Macarty  was  fworn :  there  was  another 
caufe  heard ;  but  it  was  not  of  any  thing  needful  to  in- 
form you. 

Saturday,  the  3d.  In  the  morning  I  went  again  to 
Dublin,  and  defpatched  feveral  bufinefTes  with  fome  of 
the  judges  in  order  to  their  circuits,  and  with  my  lord 
mayor  to  preferve  the  peace  of  the  city ;  which  I  will  be 
anlwerable  to  keep  quiet,  though  there  are  means  ufed  on 
both  frdes  to  difturb  it;  the  foldiers,  who  are  put  out) 
laying,  they  will  culF  their  fuccelTors,  and  then  they  will 
go  and  ferve  the  king  in  England :  and  truly. they  do  rap 
them  foundly  at  fiffy  cufFs,  for  which  they  are  laid  by 
the  heels  upon  complaint  j  but  the  putting  one  or  two 
into  Newgate  will  teach  the  reft.  The  natives  are  not 
behind  hand  in  infolencies:  I  mean,  the  new  men.  I 
never  knew  people  more  difpofed  to  be  quiet,  and  to  be 
obedient  to  their  fuperiours,  than  the  citizens'  of  this 
town.  It  is  now  time,  being  come  back  from  Dublin,  to 
think  x>{  your  letters :  and  now  to  your's  of  the  loth  paft. 
I  give  you  many  thanks  for  the  hints  you  gave'  me, 
which  I  will  be  fure  to  obferve  in  my  condufl:  in  the  great 
affair ;  which  is  a  great  one  indeed,  if  luckily  managed. 
Some  account  of  the  progrefs  I  have  already  made  you 
fhall  have  in  my  tuefday's  letter.  I  have  rtceived  my  lord 
prefident's  letter  with  the  king's  commands ;  a  copy 
whereof  you  fliall  have  here,  if  I  have  time  to  copy  it ; 

for 
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for  I  think  fit  to  do  it  myfelf,  becaufe  of  the  fccret.  To 
your's  of  the  igth  pall  I  fay  nothing  at  prefent,  but  leave 
that  and  your  other  to  the  next  packet,  being  in  truth 
very  weary,  and  am  called  to  church  :  it  is  not  long  to 
tuefday.  God  keep  you,  and  my  fifter,  and  all  yours.

IWA  s  at  Dublin  both  yefterday  and  today,  and  am  re- 
turned hither  at  noon  to  Ihut  myfelf  for  writing  my 
letters.  In  the  firft  place  I  am  now  to  anfwer  your's  of 
the  19th  paft ;  to  which  there  is  not  much  occafion  of 
replying.  I  have  received  feveral  letters  from  you  from 
the  treafury  chamber ;  to  all  which  I  will  return  anfwers 
the  fiune  way.  As  to  what  you  fay  to  me  in  this,  which 
I  am  now  anfwering,  of  Mr.  Strong's  propofal  for  a  fur- 
ther lalary  to  the  gaugers,  &c.  he  might  have  told  you, 
that  he  had  mentioned  it  to  me,  and  that  we  were  upon 
the  cpnfideration  of  it,  and  had  refolved  it  in  fome  cafes, 
even  before  he  went  away ;  but  it  fliall  be  done,  where- 
ever  it  is  neceflary :  though  it  will  encourage  the  men  to 
ufe  more  diligence,  I  doubt,  it  will  contribute  little  to- 
wards railing  the  excife,  as  the  prefent  circumftances  are. 
As  for  Mr.  Pilkington,  I  will  obferve  your  direftions,  and 
am  very  glad,  I  have  liberty  to  join  another  with  him; 
for  fuch  a  fellow,  a  difturber  of  mankind,  ought  to  be . 
well  watched.  But  I  will  make  the  right  ufe  of  him,  and 
quickly  give  you  an  account  of  the  wheat  from  the  chaff: 
X  X  but 
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but  it  is  a  wonderful  thing,  how  men  do  forget  them- 
felves  in  going  between  England  and  Ireland.  Sure  Mr. 
Strong  thinks,  I  forget  as  well  as  he  what  he:  told  me  of 
the  reafons,  why  the  commiffioners  difmifled  him ;  one  of 
which  was  for  downright  knavery,  and,  that  he  never 
made  any  difcovery  of  the  compofition  rents  to  them  ; 
which  have  ever  been  known.  But  of  thefe  things,  and 
why  he  was  put  out  of  the  auditor's  office,  you  fhall  be 
at  large  informed  in  my  letter  to  the  treafury ;  but  you 
may  be  fure,  he  fhall  not  want  all  fitting  encouragement 
from  me. 

I  come  now  to  your's  of  the  34th  pafl ;  and,  as  to  the 
packet  you  mifs,  marked  40,  it  is  a  pretty  odd  thing. 
At  the  fame  time  I  received  your's,  which  I  am  now  an- 
fwering,  the  poflmafter  here  (whom  I  take  to  be  an  ho- 
nefl  man)  comes  to  me, .  and  tells  me,  that  by  fome  neg- 
ligence of  a  poflmafter  at  Holyhead,  or  Chefter,  the 
male,  which  carried  the  letters  of  the  15th  (wherein  was 
mine  N°  40.)  was  brought  back  again  hither.  I  am  fatif- 
fied,  it  had  never  been, opened:  fo  that  whatever  letters 
you  law  of  a  frefher  date  muft  have  gone  hence  by  an  ex- 
prefs ;  and  I  have  been  told,  that  in  that  dogger  my  lord 
Tyrconnel  fent  one  over.  Now,  if  that  perfon  could  con- 
trive to  get  that  male  out  of  the  way,  that  he  might  get 
firft  to  London,  and  receive  anfwers  to  his  letters,  before 
that  packet  of  the  15th  arrived,  it  was  a  pretty  artifice ; 
and  methinks  it  might  be  difcovered.  If  Mr.  From  do 
his  part,  and  difcharge  fome  of  the  poftmailers,  truth 
will  out ;  for,  that  it  fhould  be  purely  an  innocent  mif- 
take,  I  can  only  fay,  it  was  what  never  happened  before. 
As  to  my  accounts  with  the  queen  dowager,  I  have  fome- 
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time  fince  fent  over  all  the  particular  proofs  I  hare ;  which 
in  equity,  I  am  fure,  ought  to  be  allowed  as  good  vouch- 
ers :  and  I  doubt  not,  but  they  are  by  this  time  in  the 
auditor's  hands,  where  they  ought  to  be. 

Juft  now  came  in  another  packet  from  England ;  which 
brought  me  your's  of  the  29th  paft.  I  need  fay  no  more 
of  my  letter  that  is  miffing,  than  I  have  done  above :  I 
doubt  not,  it  is  in  your  hands  before  this.  You  have  done 
all  that  is  poffible  ( for  which  I  can  but  return  you  my 
thanks )  in  giving  my  letters  to  my  fifter,  that  they  may 
be  read  at  convenient  times  to  the  queen ;  and  you  may 
do  fo  with  the  reft,  if  you  find  encouragement.  Believe 
me  upon  my  word,  whatever  mortiiications  I  have,  they 
do  not  appear  to  any  creature  living,  no  not  fo  much  as 
by  my  looks ;  which,  I  may  fay,  is  wondered  at  by  fome 
who  can  fee  as  far  into  a  milftone  as  others ;  and  who  are 
pretty  inquifitive  into  tranladions,  and  can  make  good 
obfervations.  To  fliew  you,  that  I  will  not  defert  myfelf, 
I  have  refolved  to  go  to  Kilkenny  on  monday  fo  fee  my 
lord  Ardglafle's  regiment,  which  is  to  rendezvous  there  on 
tuefday ;  and  on  the  friday  following  the  duke  of  Or- 
m<md  8  is  to  be  at  the  fame  plac* ;  from  whence  they  are 
to  march  into  Ulfler,  as  the  firft  are  into  Munfter.  I  fhall 
then  have  feen  all  the  horfe  of  this  army ;  and  I  will  like- 
wile  fee  fome  of  the  foot,  as  they  are  upon  their  march 
in  fhifting  their  quarters.  And  this  I  do  to  (hew,  that  1 
do  concern  myfelf  in  the  army,  and  in  their  a^rs,  not- 
withftanding  the  difcourfes  which  fome  men  are  pleafed  to 
give  out.  I  have  received  from  Mr.  Gwyne  the  draught 
of  the  king's  letter  for  the  payment  of  the  army  here,  as 
it  is  in  England ;  and  I  will  in  a  very  little  time  return  it 
X  X  2  to 
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to  you  with  the  blanks  filled  up :  but  I  muft  well  confi- 
der  of  it ;  for  though  it  be  an  excellent  method,  yet  I 
doubt,  whether  our  cafli  will  hold  out  to  pay  fuch  a  fum 
weekly,  as  this  fubfiftance  money  will  amount  unto.     I 
have  been  thinking  of  it  ever  fince  I  received  your  firft  in- 
timation, and  fome  difficulties  do  appear,  but  I  hope,  we 
fhall  remove  them.    If  you  pleafe,  fay  nothing  of  this,  till 
I  give  you  a  dire<£t  anfwer ;  which  Ihall  be  with  all  fpeed. 
You  will  find  by  that  enclofed  copy,  that  I  have  written 
at  large  to  my  lord  prefident,  and  with  freedom,  as  to 
the  matters  of  {a&,  and  reports  here.     All  that  I  have 
faid  of  either  can  be  proved ;  and,  if  I  do  not  make  theie 
reprefentations,  (whilft  it  is  not  yet  too  late)  I  ftiould 
thing  myfelf  inexcufeble :   and  what  can  I  do  elfe  ?    I 
hope  ftill,  I  have  kept  myfelf  within  the  bounds  of  mo- 
defty  and  decency  in  my  expreffions;  and  that  I  have 
fliewed,  ( if  ray  letter  be  expofed  to  candid  readers )  that 
I  ain  not  partial,  or  that  I  think  the  king's  employing 
popiffi  officers  (as  fuch)  mufl  ruin  all ;  and  yet  I  may  fay 
to  you,  the  having  none  of  the  Ibldiers  in  the  army  but 
natives,  will  feem  to  reafonable  men  (all  circumfences 
confidered)  a  ftrange  policy.    You  fee,  I  have  faid  no- 
thing to  my  lord  prefident  of  what  progrefs  I  have  made 
in  the  great  affair,  becaufe  I  think  beft  to  come  firft  to 
fome  refolution,  and  to  advife  with  more  people,  than  I 
have  yet  had  opportunity  in  point  of  time  to  do.    But  I 
may  tell  you,  that  I  have  advifed  with  my  lord  chief  juf- 
tice  Keating,  who  has  this  day  begun  his  circuit.     He  . 
(hakes  his  head,  and  fays,  he  does  not  believe,  by  what 
he  fees  done  throughout  the  kingdom,  that  there  is  aiiy 
intention  of  fettling  men's  minds.    I  think,  fays  he,  it  is 
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demonftrable,  that  a  commiffion  with  a  promife  or  decla^ 
ration  therein,  that  the  proceedings  upon  it  fhall  be  eon- 
firmed  by  parliament,  will  both  fettle  men's  minds,  and 
raife  money  confiderably ;  and  that  the  work  of  a  parlia- 
ment will  then  be  eafy,  and  no  dilputes  will  arife  about 
provifos,  &c :  whereas  it  is  plain,  fays  he,  that  a  parliament 
in  the  firft  place  muft  ( till  the  afts  are  paft )  encreafe  the 
apprehenfions  people  are  now  under ;  and  how  long  afts 
will  be  in  preparing  here,  and  in  England  ( when  things 
are  thought  to  be  loofe,  as  now  they  are)  nobody,  fays 
he,  who  knows  any  thing  of  ai&irs,  can  be  ignorant: 
and  all  that  time  the  kingdom  will  be  at  a  gaze  upon 
each  other,  and  nobody  will  fall  to  their  work.  I  would 
be  glad,  faid  he,  to  fee  the  reafons  I  have  given  in  this 
point  in  my  paper  anfwered  by  men,  who  defire  the  fet- 
tlement  of  this  kingdom :  but,  my  lord,  continued  he, 
it  is  plain  to  me,  thefe  furious  men,  who  you  fee  are  now 
in  credit,  do  refolve  to  make  what  hafte  they  can  to  get 
all  the  army  to  confift  of  none  but  natives.  They  will 
get  all  the  natives  to  be  juftices  of  the  peace,  and  Hke- 
wife  Iheriffs,  and  magiftrates  of  towns ;  which  may  be 
effeSed  toward  chriftmas :  and  then,  faid  he,  I  know, 
they  defign  to  have  a  parliament ;  and  by  a  majority, 
which  they  have  now  at  the  council  .board,  they  will 
make  what  they  pleafe  of  the  fettlement ;  which  yet. will 
take  up  time  afterwards,  for  the  king  will  have  men 
heard,  who  are  veiled  in  their  eftates  by  law  upon  valua- 
ble confiderations.  And  all  this  while  a  kingdom,  and 
induftrious  people  will  be  in  confufion  and  diftraftion, 
not  knowing,  whether  what  they  have  will_  be  their  own : 
and  at  laft,  when  they  have  a  parliament  of  my  cpuntry- 
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merf,  the  king  will  fee  what  work  they  will  make.  I  have 
communicated  with  my  lord  chancellor ;  and  we  both 
intended  to  difcourfe  with  the  three  new  judges,  before 
they  go  their  circuits ;  but  I  may  venture  to  fay  between 
you  and  me,  that  I  know  their  minds  already :  they  would 
have  nothing  done  before  a  parliament ;  that  is,  they 
would  have  every  thing  as  loofe  as  it  is,  when  a  parlia- 
ment meets ;  and  yet  they  do  not  think  the  time  yet  pro- 
per for  a  parliament,  and  that  a  parliament  will  be  a  great 
while  in  compofing  matters ;  that  is,  that  bills  for  a  par- 
liament will  be  a  very  great  while  in  preparing.  But 
enough  of  this  for  the  prcfent.  I  fend  you  here  enclofed 
the  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  coUedlor  of  Wexford  to  the 
commiffioners  of  the  revenue ;  by  which  you  may  fee  the 
converiation  of  my  lord  Tyrconnel,  and  that  he  will  have 
his  finger  every  where.  I  have  received  the  king's  letter 
for  making  Mr.  Trant  a  baronet ;  which  is  defpatching :  he 
is  expefled  fpeedily  here.  My  lord  Tyrcoimel  told  the  lord 
chancellor,  that  Trant  was  coming  over,  and  he  fliould 
convert  him.  The  chancellor  anfwered,  I  am  very  glad, 
I  fliall  fee  my  old  client  Trant ;  but,  I  believe,  I  fliall 
convince  him  inftead  of  his  converting  me.  This  morn- 
ing, when  I  was  at  Dublin,  a  very  worthy  perfon  and 
man  of  quality  told  me,  my  lord  chancellor  being  pre- 
fent,  that  Mr.  Chetwooid,  my  lord  Dartmouth's  chap- 
lain, had  written  to  his  brother  here,  that  my  lord  Tyr- 
connel would  get  me  recalled  within  6  months;  and 
therefore  he  advifed  his  brother  to  leave  this  kingdom. 
This  is  nothing ;  but  it  is  not  amifs  to  tell  you  40  fto- 
ries,  as  they  occur  to  me.  God  keep  you,  and  all  yours, 
and  my  iifler.

My  Lord,  Dublin  Caftle,  July  6. 1686. 

TH  E-  laft  week  we  had  6  packets  from  England  j 
among  which  I  had  2  from  your  lordfliip,  of  the 
14th  and  1 5th  of  the  laft  month.  To  the  firft  I  can  make 
no  return  at  prefent,  but  that  I  will  ftriflly  and  carefully 
obferve  the  king's  commands,  and  will  advife  with  the 
honefteft  and  ableft  perfons  of  the  feveral  interefts  upon 
the  queftion  your  lordfhip  direfls,  and  that  with  all  poC- 
fible  fpeed ;  for  the  future  profperity  of  this  country,  and 
the  fettling  his  majefty's  intereft  here  depends  upon  the 
fpeedy  compofing  of  men's  minds,  and  the  freeing  them 
of  the  apprehenfions  they  are  under,  that  they  fhall  lofe 
their  eflates  of  which  they  are  poiTefled  by  law,  and  upon 
which  they  have  laid  out  fo  much  expenfe  and  labour. 
I  fhall  only  at  prefent  obferve  to  your  lordfhip,  that  my 
lord  chief  juftice  Keating  in  hif  paper  ftates  and  argues 
the  queflion — whether  a  parliament,  or  commiffion  firft.^ 
and  gives  a  pbfitive  opinion  in  the  point ;  wliich  I  have 
fome  reafon  to  believe  was  founded  upon  mature  advice,, 
as  well  as  upon  his  own  experience  and  obfcrvations :  but 
I  will  advife  again  with  him,  and  others  with  all  pofTible 
fecrecy,  and  will  tranfmit  to  your  lordfliip  both  the  opi- 
nions, and  the  authors  of  them :  your  lordJhip  may  be 
fure,  I  will  not  leave  my  lord  Tyrconnel  out  of  the  con- 
fultation. 

I  have  acquainted  my  lord  Granard,  and  Mr.  Nangle 
with  what  your  lordfhip  fays;  and  they  are  both  very 
fenfible  of  his  majefty's  bounty  to  them.    The  latter  fol- 
lows

lows  his  bufinefs  clofe,  which  is  very  advantageous  to 
him :  the  firft  refolves  very  fpeedily  for  England.  I  have  . 
feen  all  the  alterations  made  in  the  commiffions,  which 
you  direifted,  and  have  received  the  commiffions  for  fir 
Charles  Feilding,  and  the  2  lieutenants  of  the  independ- 
ant  troop  of  grenadiers ;  which  are  given  out.  The  army 
are  now  all  muftered  in  their  old  quarters,  and  are  march- 
ing with  all  fpeed  to  their  new;  that  is,  to  fuch  places 
as  are  convenient  for  them  to  be  in  in  the  fummer  time  in 
order  to  be  drawn  together  for  exeircife :  but  in  the  win- 
ter they  muft  be  difperfed  into  quarters  at  a  further  dif- 
tance,  for  the  conveiiiency  of  the  men,  as  well  as  of  the 
country.  My  lord  Tyrconnel  will  be  this  night  at  Kil- 
kenny ;  where  the  earl  of  Ardglafle's  regiment  will  ren- 
dezvous on  this  day  fennight,  and  the  duke  of  Ormond's 
at  the  end  of  that  week  ;  and  where  I  intend  to  be  to  fee 
them,  and  then  I  fliall  have  feen  all  the  horfe  of  this  ar- 
my myfelf. .  The  officers  proceed  as  faft  as  they  can  in 
putting  what  men  they  do  not  like  out  of  their  compa- 
nies, and  taking  fuch  as  they  pleafe;  fo  that,  I  doubt 
not,  the  whole  army  will  be  compofed  within  a  month, 
or  very  little  more,  as  his  majefty  would  have  it.  There 
are  400  men  put  out  of  the  guards,  and  their  places  fup- 
plied  with  natives ;  which  hath  fomething  contributed  to 
the  jealoufies  people  are  too  much  incUned  to  have :  but 
•thofe  jealoufies  will  wear  off,  when  they  fee  by  a  little 
time  they  are  gioundlefs.  The  turning  out  fo  many  men 
in  an  inftant,  taking  in  none  but  natives  in  their  rooms, 
and  the  very  indifcreet  carriage  of  fome  of  the  new  offi- 
cers, in  declaring  they  will  entertain  no  Englilh,  nor  any 
proteftants,  does  frighten  people ;  and  nothing  but  a  lit- 
tle 
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de  time  can  refettle  their  minds.  When  I  difcourfe  with 
perfons,  who  ought  to  be  wifer  than  to  be  alarmed  with 
apprehenfions,  ( for  I  think  it  my  duty  to  ufe  all  endea- 
vours, that  men  may  be  fatisfied  with  what  the  king 
thinks  fit  to  have  done)  they  tell  me,  they  are  not  fright- 
ed ;  for  they  firmly  believe,  the  king  will  not  fuffer  the 
_a&  of  fettlement  to  be  (haken :  but  they  tell  me,  they 
cannot  bring  their  neighbours  in  their  countries  to  believe 
them.  They  fey,  they  have  ftill  in  their  memories  the 
cruelties  they  fuiFered  in  the  late  rebellion  from  the  na- 
tives, when  they  lived  with  all  loving  friendlinefs  toge- 
ther ;  and  how,  lay  they,  can  we.  help  being  frighted, 
when  we  fee  the  fons  of  thofe  very  men,  who  were  moft 
aflive  in  the  rebellion,  now  in  command  ?  and  then  they 
proceed  to  reckon  them  up.  And  the  truth  is,  fome  of 
thefe  officers  are  fo  very  indifcreet  as  to  fay,  now  they 
have  got  powerj  when  they  have  modelled  their  compa- 
nies to  their  minds,  they  will  quickly  get  their  lands  a- 
gain ;  which,  you  will  believe,  does  not  leflen  the  frights 
of  the  poor  people.  All  this  would  be  very  eafily  reme- 
died, and  the  king  have  all  done  he  has  a  mind  to,  if 
men  would  be  difcreet  in  their  ftations,  as  feveral  are; 
amongft  whom  ought  to  be  remembered  fir  Jo.  Fitz-Ge- 
tald,  both  the  Dcmpieys,  colonel  Sheldon,  Lacy,  and 
many  more,  who  have  moulded  their  troops,  and  com- 
panies to  their  minds,  without  the  leaft  diilatisfadion  to 
any  one.  They  are  beloved  in  their  quarters ;  they  che- 
rilh,  and  comfort  the  people,  and  punifli  thofe  who  talk 
impertinently.  But  there  are  likewife  feveral,  of  whom  I 
,  cannot  give  fo  good  charafters ;  and  thofe,  who  ought  to 
reprove  them  for  indifcretion,  will  only  fay,  alas !  poor 
Y  y  man. 
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man,  he  has  loft  his  eftate,  yau  muft  give  him  leave  to 
talk.  I  have  taken  the  liberty  to  entertain  your  lotdiUp 
with  thefe  ftories,  that  you  may  fee  fomething  of  the  tem- 
per of  perfons  as'  well  as  things,  and  to  fhew  you,  that  it 
is  not  fo  much  the  king's  employing  roman  catholicks  in. 
his  army,  which  difquiets  men,  as  that  there  are  fuch,  fronk 
whom  by  their  own  words  and  adions  they  fear  to  be  op.- 
prefled  inftead  of  being  ptotenfted.  Believe  it,  my  lord^ 
when  it  is  known,  what  the  king. would  have,  and  whict 
with  fubmifTion  (in  fome  cafes)  ought  to  be  known  but 
to  a  few,  it  may  be  cafily  done  to  general  fatisfadion ; 
for  I  muft  needs  fay,,  never  were  people  in  the  world 
more  difpofed  to  obedience  and  to  betake  themfelves  to 
their  induftry,  than  the  generality  of  people  here,  if  they- 
are  let  alone.  I  am  fure,  I  will  never  be  wanting  in  my 
duty  to  obey  what  the  king  commands ;  and,  if  it  be  not 
done  as  it  ought  to  be,  it  (hall  be  known,  where  the 
fault  is..  When  the  king  knows  what  is  done  and  faid 
here,  his  majefty  beft  knows,  what  is  reafonable  to  direfl 
thereupon.  Though  this  letter  is  grown  to  a  great  length- 
already,  yet  I  muft  not  conclude  it  without  giving  your 
lord/hip  an  account  of  the  execution  of  the  reft  of  the 
king's  commands.  I,  have  fent  letters  to  all  the  corpora- 
tions to  give  their  freedoms  to  all  the  roman  catholicks, 
as  to  his  majefty'a  other  fubjefts,  without  tendering  them 
the  oath  of  fupremacy,  and  for  prefenting  to.  me  fuch  as 
ftiall  be  chofen  into  offices,  that  I  may  difpenfe  with  theii 
taking  the  faid  oath  according  to  the  rules.  I  have  alrea- 
dy received  returns  from  about  20  of  the  corporations, 
and  every  day  I  receive  from  one  or  other,  all  full  of  du^ 
ty  and  obedience ;  fome  faying,  they  have  obeyed,  and 

tell 
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tell  me,  ^*hat  number  of  roman  catholicks  they  have  ad- 
mitted ;  others  faying,  they  have  appointed  fuch  and  fuch 
days  for  their  publick  aflemblies,  that  thofe,  who  would 
be  admitted,  may  have  notice :  fo  that  the  king  may  be 
afliired,  that  particular  throughout  will  be  fettled  as  he 
has  commanded.  In  fome  places,  where  they  have  two 
bailifis,  (which  are  there  the  chief  magiftrates)  they  have 
without  any  conteft  chofen  one  of  each  religion ;  and,  if 
due  care  be  taken,  there  is  no  doubt,  they  will  live  very 
well  together. 

As  foon  as  I  had  the  king's  letter  permitting  my  lords 
Gormanftowne  and  Ikerine  to  reverie  the  outlawries  of 
their  anceftors,  I  acquainted  my  lord  chancellor,  and  Mr. 
attorney  therewith :  but  the  noife  of  this  matter  was  come 
before  the  ktter ;  for  fometime  before  caveats  were  enter- 
ed againft  the  granting  any  fiich  writs  of  reverfal  by  3  per- 
fons,  who,  by  virtue  of  the  afls  of  fettlement,  are  in  pof- 
feffion  of  fome  lands,  the  ancient  propriety  of  thofe  lords. 
I  referred  the  matter  to  Mr.  attorney,  and  Mr.  foHcitor; 
(for  I  could  do  no  lefs)  requiring  them  to  call  to  their  af- 
fiftance  the  reft  of  the  king's  learned  council,  feveral  of 
whom  are  roman  catholicks,  add  to  report  their  opinions 
to  me :  which  they  have  done,  and  I  herewith  tranfmit 
their  report  to  your  lordihip ;  which  I  befeech  you  to  lay 
before  his  majefty.  It  is  a  thing  of  very  great  confequence, 
and  deferves  the  moft  ferious  confideration ;  which,  I  am 
fiire,  it  will  have.  I  will  here  end  your  lordfliip's  prefent 
trouble,  beggbg  the  continuance  of  your  favour  to.

TO  M  o  R  K  o  w,  god  willing,  I  go  to  Kilkenny ;  from 
whence,  or  at  my  return,  which  will  be  tomorrow 
fennight  at  furtheft,  your  brdfhip  fhall  have  an  account 
of  things  there.  I  write  this  to  be  prefented  to  your  lord- 
fliip  by  Mr.  Keightley,  whrfe  aSwn  call  him  into  Eng- 
land :  he  has  the  honour  not  to  be  altogether  unknown 
to  your  lordihip.  He  hath  been  fome  months  in  the  king's 
bufinefi ;  by  which  means,  and  by  his  long  living  in  thi» 
kingdom  he  has  had  the  opportunity  of  informing  him- 
felf  in  many  particulars,  and  can  anfwer  any  queAiaas 
your  lordfliip  (hall  think  fk  to  aik  him :  I  beg  leave 
therefore  to  recommend  him  to  your  faxcm  and  protec- 
tion. 

Having  had  no  letters  of  late  from  your  tordfloq)^  I 
{hall  have  the  lefs  to  trouble  you  with  at  prefent ;  but 
that  you  may  know,  that  the  king's  commantb  with  re- 
ference to  die  corporations  are  executing  every  where,  as> 
I  can  aflure  your  lordihip,  they  are  with  great  dieeifiil- 
nefi,  of  which  I  have  had  returns  from  moA  places,  I 
think  lit  to  fend  you  here  enclofed  the  copy  ef  a  letter  I 
received  from  Cork  fince  my  laft  to  your  lordflup;  where- 
by you  will  find,  they  defire  to  be  fetisfied  in  fome  quef- 
tions :  but  you  will  be  pleafed  to  ohferve,  that  they  had 
already  paid  fo  far  obedience  to  the  king's  commands,  as 
to  admit  40  roman  cathdicks  to  be  freemen ;  and  then 
they  adjourned  their  further  proceedings,  till  they  had  an 
anfwer  to  their  queftions ;  which  I  have  given  thus  — 

That, 
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That,  as  to  the  2  oaths,  they  fliould  adminifter  only  the 
fliort  oath,  which  is  the  oath  of  fidelity  taken  by  thie  ro- 
man  catholick  judges  here ;  the  other  oath  being  the  oath 
of  allegiance  taken  in  England,  which  is  not  enaded  here : 
that  all  rotnan  catholicks,  who  have  pretenfions  to  their 
freedoms  from  their  anceftors,  {hall  be  admitted  there- 
unto, though  they  live  out  of  the  city  in  the  countries, 
and  though  they  drive  no  trade  at  all :  but,  as  for  thofe 
who  refide  and  trade  in  Kinfale,  Youghall,  and  Lyme- 
ricke,  and  who  are  by  the  king's  commands  made  fi-ee  of 
thofe  corporations,  that  they  mould  not  make  thofe  men 
free  of  Cork,  no  more  than  thofe  towns  would  admit  the 
men  of  Cork  to  be  freemen  with  them.  As  for  the 
tradefmen  of  mean  callings,  as  butchers,  bakers,  &c.  1 
hare  ordered  them  to  be  made  free  only  of  their  feveral 
companies,  as  it  is  in  othtar  places;  which  will  intitle 
them  to  all  the  advantages  other  men  in  their  cifcumrtan- 
ces  are  capable  of.  This  aa/wer  being  gone,  I  am  confi- 
dent, all  things  will  be  done  there  to  the  king's  mind,  as 
likewife  in  all  other  places. 

I  have  only  this  one  thing  more  to  trouble  your  lord- 
fhip  with  at  prefent,  concerning  colonel  Ant.  Hamilton  ; 
that  your  lordfliip  would  be  pleafed  to  be  a  means  to  get 
him  a  commiffion  to  command  as  colonel,  though  he  is 
but  lieutenant  colonel  to  fir  Thomas  Newcomen,.  in  re- 
gard of  the  commands  he  has  had  abroad  :  and  t  am 
told,  it  is  often  done  in  France  ;  which  makes  me  hope, 
it  will  not  be  counted  an  uflreafonable  tequeft..  I  would 
likewife  humbly  recommend  it  to  your  lordlhip,.  that  the 
king  would  be  pleafed  to  make  colonel  Anthony  Hamil- 
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ton  a  privy  counfellor  here.    I  beg  your  lordfliip's  pardon 
for  this  prefumption,  and  am  with  great  refpeft,

Kilkenny,  July  14.1686. 

MY  laft  told  you,  that  I  intended  to  be  here  this 
week  to  fee  the  two  regiments  of  horfe,  which 
were  appointed  to  rendezvous  here.  And,  to  give  you 
fome  account  of  my  journey,  let  me  tell  you,  that  I  left 
Dublin  on  monday  morning,  and  lay  that  night  at  Car- 
loe ;  which  is  3  2  miles  Irifli.  All  the  way  I  went,  I  was 
met  by  the  flieriiFs,  and  fovereigns  of  the  little  towns  I 
paft  through  with  all  the  refpefts  due  and  ufual.  Two 
miles  before  I  came  to  Carloe  I  was  met  by  the  bifliop  of 
Locklin  and  Femes  (one  Dr.  Marfh,  formerly  a  chaplain 
of  my  father's )  with  many  of  his  clergy,  it  being  within 
his  diocefe.  Carloe  is  a  very  pretty  fituated  town :  it  be- 
longs to  the  earl  of  Thoumond ;  who  has  an  old  ruined 
caftle  there  pleafantly  placed  upon  the  river  fide.  The 
town  feems  to  be  pretty  well  inhabited :  but  there  are  fe- 
veral  inns  ftand  empty ;  which,  I  was  told,  were  defert- 
ed  within  thefe  1 2  months.  Op  tuefday  I  went  from  Car- 
loe to  this  place  (20  Irifli  miles) ;  where  I  arrived  about  6 
in  the  evening ;  and  upon  the  road  was  met  in  like  man- 
ner by  the  flierifF,  &c.   and  4  miles  from  the  city  by  the 

bifliop 
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biHiop  and  his  clergy.  About  2  miles  from  hence  the 
troops,  which  were  here  in  order  to  the  rendezvous,  were 
drawn  up  in  a  line,  my  lord  Tyrconnel,  inajor  general 
Macarty,  and  colonel  Hamilton  in  the  head  of  them.  I 
entertain  you  with  thefe  trifles  of  my  reception  every 
where,  (and  it  was  as  it  ought  to  be  in  this  city)  that  you 
may  fee,  all  due  honours  were  paid  to  my  charafler.  I 
had  very  little  difcourfe  this  evening,  more  than  upon  the 
ordinary  matters'  of  the  troops,  and  ordering  the  review 
tomorrow  morning  %  what  fliall  pafs  during  my  ftay  here 
you  Ihall  have  an  exa.&  account  of,  as  you  have  hitherto 
had.  The  particular  occasion  of  this  letter  is  to  accompa- 
ny Mr.  Keightley,  and  to  tell  you,  why  he  goes  into  Eng- 
land. His-  pretence  is  about  his  own  affairs ;  and  he  has 
real  bulinefs  of  his  own  there :  but  in  truth,  though  I 
have  not  owned  it  to  any  creature,  but  now  to  you,  I 
have  defired  him  to  make  the  journey ;  for  though  I  do 
write  very  fully  and  largely  to  you,  yet  it  might  be  of 
ufe,  I  think,  (at  leaft  it  can  do  no  harm)  if  fomebody 
were  there,  of  whom  queftions  might  be  a&ed,  either 
upon  what  I  write,  or  upon  what  is  faid  or  written  by 
others  relating  to  the  affairs  of  this  country.  And  who 
fliall  this  fomebody  be .?  Should  1  fend  an  Englifliman  of 
the  country,  or  an  Iriflunan,  though  they  might  be  both 
very  honeft,  yet  I  fear,  they  might  be  fuipefled  to  be 
partial  to  their  feveral  interefts :  I  have  therefore  pitched 
upon  this  gentleman  as  a  man,  who  has  no  real  interefl: 
here,  and  who  will  inform  you  of  the  true  matter  of  faft, 
and  of  the  truth  of  what  is  faid  by  every  body.  His  in- 
tegrity, and  real  concern  for  you  and  me  is  not  to  be 
queftioned  in  the  leaft  for  many  leafons,  which  cannot 

but 
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but  be  obvious  to  you.  He  is  a  man  of  very  good  feufe, 
and  of  an  excellent  underftanding :  he  has  as  general  a 
charaifter  of  a  man  of  worth  and  fincerity  amongft  all  forts 
of  people,  as  I  have  known ;  and  his  abode  in  the  king- 
dom has  been  fo  long,  and  his  converfation  fo  general, 
( for  he  has  been  in  moft  parts  of  the  kingdom )  that  he 
has  been  enabled  to  make  many  ufeful  obfervations,  and 
is  fully  qualified  to  anfwer  any  queftions,  that  Ihall  be 
afked  him.  I  have  therefore  thought  fit  to  fend  him  over 
throughly  inftrufted  to  give  you  an  account  of  every 
thing,  and  to  take  your  diredions,  how  to  behave  him- 
felf  towards  others,  and  how  far  to  difcourle  with  the 
king,  and  how  far  with  my  lord  prefident,  &c.  I  am 
fure,  be  will  be  guided  by  you  in  every  thing ;  and  I  beg 
you  to  give  credit  to  what  he  tells  you.  If  we  are  not 
condemned  to  be  very  unfortunate,  me  reprefentations  he 
can  make  may  by  your,  conduft  do  good :  however  they 
can  do  no  harm.  If  they  do  no  good,  then  I  fhould 
be  glad,  he  were  here  again  within  a  month,  or  there- 
abouts. 

I  muft  not  end  this  without  laying  fomething  to  you 
of  my,fifter.  I  have  taken  her  into  my  honfe,  as  l(Hig  as 
I  am  at  Chapel  Izod ;  (at  the  caftle  of  Dublin  I  have  no 
convenierlcy  for  her)  but  god  knows,  I  neither  have,  nor 
expedt  to  have  much  comfort  from  her :  but  no  trouble 
flie  gives  my  mind  ( which  I  am  fuch  a  fool,  as  I  know 
not  how  to  help,  confidering  who  {he  is)  is  to  be  imputed 
to  her  hufband ;  with  whom,  as  to  all  things  relating  to 
her,  as  well  as  in  other  matters,  and  even  in  the  main 
point  religion,  I  have  reafon  to  be  well  fatisfied.  I  can 
add  no  more  at  prefent,  being  juft  going  into  the  field  to 

review 
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review  the  troops.  You  may  expeft  my  next  to  be  a 
longer,  and  to  be  entertainment,  which  may  probably 
make  you  laugh,  though  it  be  not  pleafant.  Mortifica- 
tions every  man  mull  meet  viith  in  this  world :  upon  my 
word  I  do  not  want  mine.  God  grant,  I  may  bear  them, 
as  r  ought  to  do,  and  not  prejudice  the  high  charafier  I 
bear ;  which  is  really  a  hard  and  difficult  talk.  God  al- 
mighty fupport  me;  and,  I  pray,  believe,  that  I  have 
courage  to  think,  I  fliall  not  have  caufe  to  be  alhamed. 
God  preferve  and  blels  you  and  all  yours.

1A  M  perfefily  afliamed  to  give  your  majefty  the  trouble 
of  my  letters,  when  I  have  nothing  to  entertain  you 
with ;  and  yet  I  muft  do  it  fometimes  to  prefent  you 
with  my  moft  obedient  duty,  and  to  beg,  that  I  may  not 
be  caft  out  of  your  proteftion,  by  which,  as  I  have  been 
raifed,  I  defire  to  Uve.  I  will  never  trouble  your  majefty 
with  complaints ;  and  yet  it  is  neceflary  (for  me  at  leaft) 
in  order  to  my  fupport,  and  for  the  better  enabling  me 
to  ferve  the  king,  that  your  majefty  fliould  know  fome  of 
my  mortifications ;  which  I  have  left  to  my  brother  and 
filler  Rochefter  to  acquaint  you  with,  when  it  will  be  the 
leaft  inconvenient  to  you,  or  elfe  to  let  it  alone.  I  defire 
nothing  in  this  world,  but  to  ferve  the  king  in  whatever 
ftation  he  puts  me ;  and,  as  I  would  give  any  teftimony 
of  it,  that  is  in  my  power,  even  with  the  lofi  of  my  life, 
Zz  fo, 
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fo,  if  I  know  my  own  heart,  I  had  rather  die  than  dif- 
pleafe  either  of  your  majefties :  and  I  flatter  myfelf,  that 
your  majefty  does  beUeve  me ;  with  which  I  comfort 
myfelf  extremely.  I  beg  leave,  madam,  to  affiire  you, 
that  there  is  not  one  comrnand  I  have  received  from  the 
king,  which  I  have  not  obeyed  with  all  poffible  expedi- 
tion and  zeal ;  and,  as  there  is  nothing  which  the  king 
would  have  done  here,  but  may  be  compalTed  with  great 
eafe,  if  thofe,  who  are  to  do  it,  have  a  mind  to  it ;  &  I 
hope,  your  majefty  will  pardon  me,  if  I  prefume  to  fay, 
that,  if  the  king  had  fo  thought  fit,  I  could  have  done 
what  his  majefty  has  now  direfted,  even  the  fame  things, 
to  much  greater  fatisfaflion  than  has  happened.  But  I 
will  always  obey  the  king,  and,  with  your  majefty 's  per- 
miflion,  make  my  moan  to  you  afterwards,  with  this 
further  aftlirance,  that  I  will  never  defire  any  thing  of 
the  king,  but  what  will  be  for  his  fervice  to  truft  me 
in,  whilft  I  have  the  .honour  to  ferve  him  in  this  great 
ftation.  But,  as  long'as  I  have  your  majefty's  protection,  •

1H  A  V  E  omitted  for  fome  time  giving  your  majefty  the 
trouble  of  my  letters,  that  I  might  at  the  fame  time 
give  you  fome  account  of  the  execution  of  your  com- 
mands, which  I  received  by  my  lord  Tyrconnel.  I  doubt 
tiot,  but  my  lord  prefident  fome  time  fince  acquainted 
your  majefty,  that  I  did  immediately  obey  all  that  you 
commanded  in  giving  my  lord  Tyrconnel  full  power  to 
put  out,  and  put  in  what  foldiers  and  non-commiffioned 
officers  of  the  army  he  thought  fit ;  of  all  which,  and  the 
methods  by  which  the  army  has  been  purged,  I  have 
given  fo  large  an  account  (as  I  fliall  always  do)  to  my 
.  lord  prefident,  with  my  humble  thoughts  thereupon,  that 
I  need  not  trouble  your  majefty  therewith.  A  very  exa(£t 
account  of  all  the  alterations  in  the  army  ftiall  be  laid  be- 
fore your  majefty,  as  foon  as  the  rolls  of  the  laft  mufter 
are  made  up.  Your  majefty 's  other  commands  relating  to 
the  corporations  are  all  executing  by  me,  and  obeyed  al- 
ready in  many  places:  and  I  dare  aJTure  your  majefty, 
that  within  very  few  weeks  they  fliall  be  performed 
throughout;  that  is,  as  foon  as  it  is  poffible  for  returns 
(in  point  of  time)  to  be  made.  I  befcech  your  majefty  to 
believe,  that  your  commands  fliall  meet  with  no  hefita- 
tion  from  me ;  and,  if  the;^  are  not  executed  with  that 
fuccefs  and  eafinefs,  as  they  ought  to  be,  your  majefty 
fliall  know,  whence  the  difficulties  proceed ;  which,  I 
will  prefuri^e  to  fay,  would  not  be  hard  to  prevent.  I 
have  taken  the  libo-ty  to  fend  this  by  Mr.  Keightley, 
Z  z  2  whole 
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whofe  private  affairs  call  him  into  England  ;  and  there- 
fore.I  have  given  him  leave  to  be  ahfent  for  a  few  weeks. 
Since  he  has  had  the  honour  to  be  in  your  majefty's  fer- 
vice,  he  hath  applied  himfelf  with  great  diligence  to  un- 
derftand  every  thing  of  your  concerns  here,  particularly 
relating  to  your  revenue,  his  immediate  ftation  requiring 
him  to  fit  in  your  court  of  exchequer :  fo  that  he  is  very 
well  able  to  inform  your  majefty  of  any  thing  you  fhau 
require  of  him ;  and  I  am  confident,  he  will  do  it  with 
all  integrity  imaginable.  God  preferve  your  majefly  many

I  RETURNED  from  Kilkenny  on  laturday,  two  or  three 
days  fooner  than  I  intended;  the  reafon  whereof  you 
will  find  in  my  letter  to  my  lord  prefident,  as  you  will 
the  fubftance  of  our  proceedings  at  Kilkenny ;  which,  I 
hope,  will  make  my  excufe  for  not  fending  you  the  ac- 
count, I  promifed  in  my  laft  by  way  of  diary.  It  may 
feem  vain,  that  I  fliould  think  my  prefence  here,  or  any 
where  elfe,  fhould  allay  the  apprehenfions  men  are  pof- 
feffed  with,  but  it  is  really  true ;  and  my  qualifying  the 
declaration  my  lord  Tyrconnel  made,  that  none  but  ro- 
man  catholicks  were  to  be  admitted  into  the  prefent  va- 
cancies. 
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cancies,  does  in  fome  meafure  prevail  upon  fome  men  to 
think  again,  before  they  leave  the  kingdom :  though^ 
with  all  my  fldll,  many  very  wealthy  men  are  gone  al- 
ready from  Cork,  and  out  of  the  north ;  and  more  will 
go,  if  fome  cordial  be  not  adminiftered  before  they  wind 
up  their  bottoms,  which  they  are  doing  with  all  imagi- 
nable diligence  i  and  this  late  declaration  will  not  give 
much  invitation  to  ftay.  I  have  given  my  lord  prefidenC 
fo  particular  a  narrative,  (and  every  lyllable  of  it  is  true) 
becaufe  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  fpeak  a  little  more  plain- 
ly, than  I  have  done ;  though,  I  think,  I  have  not  hi- 
riierto  been  mealy  mouthed :  as  to  the  fuccefs,  god's  will 
be  done. 

I  have  lately  had  another  letter  from  an  unknown  hand ; 
a  copy  whereof  I  have  herewith  fent  you :  I  have  like- 
wife  fent  it  to  my  lord  prefident.  I  have  told  him  my 
true  fenfe  of  it :  however  I  thought  it  not  amifs  to  fend 
it  to  him.  I  have  likewift  fent  my  lord  prelidem  the  co- 
py of  a  letter  I  had  from  the  city  of  Cork,  as  I  have  done 
to  you  too.  Methinks,  the  queftions  they  defire  to  be  fa- 
tisfied  in  are  reafonable ;  and  yet  they  have  at  the  lame 
time  fliewed  a  readinefs  to  obey  the  king,  You  will  find 
by  what  I  have  written  to  my  lord  prefident  the  anfwer  I 
have  given  ;  and  the  town  has  proceeded  according  to 
thofe  direftions :  and  I  am  fure,  every  thing  in  that 
whole  matter  will  be,  as  the  king  Would  have  it.  But 
fome  men  are  angry,  that  every  catholick  in  Ireland,  as 
being  fo,  without  any  other  reafon,  is  not  in  office  in  eve- 
ry corporation  in  Ireland ;  which  is  more  than  was  before 
the  rebellion,  or  than  is  even  confiftent  with  the  welfare 
of  any  corporatbn,  every  one  of  which  muft  be  governed 

by 
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by  particular  rules,  that  the  whole  may  thrive.  My  lord 
Tyrconnel  came  to  town  yefterday  to  fee  the  regiment  of 
guards,  jince  their  new  recruits.  He  came  from  his  own 
houfe,  and  called  at  Chapel  Izod  in  his  way  in  the  morn- 
mg ;  but,  I  being  firft  come  to  town,  where  I  ftaid  the 
whole  day,  having  appointed  much  bufinefs  becaufe  of 
my  abfcnce  the  laft  week,  he  came  to  me  in  the  evening. 
We  had  very  little  difcourfe,  it  being  pretty  late ;  but  he 
faid,  he  would  be  in  town  again  tomorrow  at  council.  I 
told  him,  that  it  was  neceflary,  he,  and  I,  and  my  lord 
chancellor  fhould  difcourfe  a  little  together  upon  fome 
commands,  I  lately  had  from  the  king ;  which,  he  fays, 
fliall  be  tomorrow :  and  then  you  fliall  know  his  opinion 
with  reference  to  a  parliament,  and  the  commiffion  of 
grace.  I  have  no  more  to  add  at  prefent,  but  my  prayers 
for  you,  and  all  yours.  We  have  jnft  now  received  3 
packets  from  England,  amongft  which  I  have  your's  of 
the  loth  inflant ;  which  I  will  anfwer  by  the  next.  You 
will  herewith  receive  Mr.  Price's  abftraas  for  the  2  laft 
weeks.

IT  o  L  D  your  lordfhip  in  my  laft,  that  I  intended  to  go 
the  next  day  to  Kilkenny ;  which  I  did,  and  arrived 
there  on  tuefday ;  where  I  found  my  lord  Tyrconnel,  ma- 
jor general  Macarty,  and  colonel  Richard  Hamilton.    On 

wednefday 
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*ednefday  I  faw  the  duke  of  Ormond's  regiment,  and 
feven  troops  of  the  earl  of  Ardglaffe's  regiment  ( the  8th 
troop  being  upon  duty  in  this  town)  drawn  up  in  the 
field.  I  think,  every  body  will  own,  that  they  were  as 
adroit  at  their  exercife,  as  any  men  could  be,  and  that 
generally  they  were  better  mounted  than  the  light  hotfe 
in  England,  Jn  the  afternoon  I  fpent  near  3  hours  with 
the  general  officers,  and  think  it  my  duty  to  give  your 
lordfliip  an  account  of  what  palled,  to  the  end  the  king 
may  be  fully  informed :  and  I  would  to  god,  his  majef- 
ty  could  hear  and  fee  every  thing  that  is  done  and  faid 
here ;  which  would  be  great  happinefs  to  thofe,  who 
have  the  honour  to  ferve  him.  My  lord  Tyrconnel  told 
me,  though  the  troops  in  the  grofi  appeared  well,  yet 
he  had  marked  feveral  men,  who  upon  account  of  their 
4ge,  and  for  other  reafons  were  not  fit  for  the  king's  fer- 
vice.  I  anfwered,  that  he  well  knew  the  king's  pleafure 
therein,  and  that  in  obedience  thereunto  I  had  given  him. 
full  power  to  put  out,  and  put  in  fuch  common  men, 
and  non-commiffioned  officers,  as  he  thought  fit ;  and 
therefore  I  would  not  meddle  in  that  matter :  but  I  did 
defire,  that,  whatever  men  he  thought  fit  to  put  out,  it 
might  be  done  regularly,  and  due  certificates  made  there- 
of to  the  mufter-mafter  general,  whereby  I  might  grant 
warrants  for  the  pay  of  thofe  men  lb  put  out ;  which  had; 
not  been  obferved  in  feveral  places  in  the  countries,  where 
the  new  officers  had  difmiffed  great  numbers  of  men, 
fome  even  whole  companies,  without  giving  them  any  cer- 
tificates of  what  was  due  to  them ;  whereby  the  men  were 
neceffitated  to  come  to  DubUn  to  look  after  their  little  ar- 
Tear  of  pay,  (which  is  all  they  have  to  truil  to)  and  to 

fiay 
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ftay  there,  till  letters  coilld  be  lent  to  their  officers,  and 
returns  come  from  them.  And  this  fome  would  fain  look 
upon  as  a  mutiny,  when  they  only  {that  is  one,  or  two 
of  them  together)  petitioned  me  in  the  moft  fubmiffive 
terms  to  confider  their  condition.  I  faid  further,  that  all 
the  murmuring  I  heard  of  { and  one  might  hear  it  as  one 
went  along  the  ftreets)  was,  that  the  men,  as  they  walk- 
ed 2  and  3  together,  would  bemoan  themfelves :  why, 
fays  oiie,  may  not  I  ferve  the  king  ?  I  never  ferved  under 
any  authority,  but  of  the  crown :  nor  I,  fays  another ; 
and  we  went  laft  year  into  England  to  venture  our  Uves. 
We  are  as  lufty  as  thofe,  who  come  into  our  rooms ;,  and 
will  go  wherever  the  king  bids  us.  My  lord  Tyrconnel 
replied,  that  he  was  forry,  there  had  been  any  fuch  irre- 
gularities as  I  mentioned ;  and  that,  for  the  men  whom 
he  now  intended  to  difband  out  of  the  horfe,  he  would 
follow  fuch  methods  as  I  would  appoint ;  but  the  men, 
he  had  marked,  muft  be  put  out ;  that  he  knew,  many 
t)f  them  were  ill  men,  and  not  qualified  for  the  king's 
fervice.  I  faid,  though  the  feveral  officers  were  fatisfied 
with  their  men,  who  by  the  articles  of  war  were  former- 
ly to  be  refponfible  for  their  companies,  yet  I  would  not 
meddle  at  all  in  the  matter;  nor  did  I  defire,  there  fliould 
be  any  interruption  given  to  the  alterations  he  was  ma- 
king ;  and,  for  the  method  of  difcharging  the  men  now 
to  be  put  oiit,  it  was  what  is  daily  pradifed  by  all  the  of- 
ficers of  the  army :  my  defign  was  only  to  have  things 
done  quietly,  that  the  men,  when  they  were  out,  might 
have  their  money  quickly,  and  go  about  their  bufinefs 
without  caufe  of  complaint.  I  added,  there-  was  one 
thing  more,  which  I  defired  he  would  take  care  of;  and 

that 
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that  was  concerning  the  horfes  of  thofe,  who  were  to  be 
put  out ;  that  the  men  might  be  juftly  (atisfied  for  them, 
which  would  be  a  great  reUef  to  them.  My  lord  faid, 
that  indeed  many  of  the  horfes  were  very  good,  and  it  was 
"very  difficult  to  find  any  number  of  good  horfes  here ;  . 
therefore  he  intended  to  have  the  horfes  now  in  the  troops 
to  be  valued  by  two  officers,  and  the  men  Ihould  have 
the  money  for  which  they  were  appraifed ;  but  they  muft 
be  contented  to  receive  it  at  feveral  gales,  in  regard  that, 
he  doubted,  few  of  the  new  men,  who  were  to  be  ad- 
mitted, could  lay  down  money  for  their  horfes,  I  replied, 
that  it  would  be  very  hard  for  the  men,  who  were  put 
out,  to  be  running  once  in  3  months,  and  that  4  or  5 
times,  to  Dublin  to  look  after  their  money ;  whereas,  if 
a  man  had  all  his  money  at  once,  it  would  enable  him  to 
buy  a  few  cattle,  whereby  he  might  get  a  livelihood :  and 
therefore  to  make  that  matter  ealy,  if  he  would  make  a 
computation  of  how  many  horfes  would  be  bought  in 
each  regiment,  and  to  what  fum  it  would  amount,  I 
would  impreft  it  to  the  colonels,  and  they  ihould  deduft 
it  out  of  the  new  men's  fiiture  pay ;  which  will  be  no 
prejudice  to  the  king,  and,  I  find,  pleafed  all  the  gene- 
ral officers  very  well.  I  am  fure,  it  ihall  be  always  my 
bufinefs  to  have  the  king's  fervice  carried  on  with  all  ima- 
ginable eafe,  and  without  raifing  difficulties,  where  there 
need  be  none.  My  lord  Tyrconnel  then  faid,  the  king 
would  have  no  diftinftion  made  between  his  fubjedts ;  that 
he  had  never  put  out  any  man  for  being  a  proteftant,  nor 
taken  in  one  becaufe  he  was  a  roman  catholick ;  but  al- 
ways chofe  thofe  men,  who  feemed  moft  likely  to  fervc 
the  king,  without  afldng  what  religion  they  were  of  And 
A  a  a  this 
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this  he  has  often  declared  upon  feveral  occafiom ;  and 
particularly  one  day,  when  he,  and  my  lord  chief  juftice 
Keating,  and  I  were  together,  and  telling  him,  that  fome 
of  the  new  officers  had  declared,  they  would  have  none 
but  Irilh  in  their  companies,  my  lord  Tyrconnel  exclaim- 
ed againft  it,  faying,  thofe  officers,  who  made  thofe  de- 
clarations, ought  to  be  reproved,  for  it  was  the  king's  plea- 
fure  to  be  ferved  indifferently  by  all  his  fubjeifts  of  both 
nations  and  religions,  and  that  there  muft  be  no  diftin- 
dtion  made ;  which  is  fuitable  to  all  the  commands  I  have 
received  from  his  majefty,  and  certainly  it  is  beft,  that  all 
his  officers  ihould  a£t  upon  the  fame  foot.  I  am  the  more 
particular  in  this  narrative,  becaufc  in  this  difcourfe  we 
had  together  my  lord  Tyrconnel  feemed  to  find  fault, 
that  there  were  no  more  roman  catholicks  in  the  army  4 
to  which  I  told  him,  if  he  would  confult  the  mufter  rcdls, 
he  would  find  in  9  months  time  2  300  new  men  admit- 
ted, 5  parts  of  fix  whereof  were  Iriffi,  and  roman  catho- 
licks. But,  after  all  thefe  difcourfes,  on  thurfday  in  the 
afternoon  my  lord  Tyrconnel,  after  he  had  taken  his  leave 
of  me,  juft  as  he  was  going  out  of  town,  he  told  my  lord 
Rofeommon  (who  was  prefent  at  all  the  difcourfes  the 
day  before)  in  the  prefence  of  feveral  of  the  officers,  (and 
he  had  given  the  fame  orders  to  other  officers  before)  that 
he  muft  charge  him  upon  his  allegiance  to  admit  no  men 
into  the  vacancies  he  had  made  in  the  duke  of  Ormond's 
regiment,  but  roman  catholicks.  As  this  command  did 
furprife  every  body,  even  many  of  the  roman  catholick 
officers,  fo,  your  lordfliip  will  believe,  it  quickly  ^read 
abroad;  for,  I  can  affure  you,  it  got  to  Dublin  before 
me,  and  I  returned  thither  041  faturday :  the  great  reafbn 
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of  my  returning  Co  very  foon  was  to  pacify  the  apprehen- 
fiom,  which  would  naturally  feize  men  upon  fuch  a  de- 
claration. Whether  my  lord  Tyrconhel  did  well  in  his 
fiequent  and  pofitive  aflerting,  that  no  diftinition  was  to 
be  made  between  his  majefty's  fubje(£t:s  of  either  nation, 
or  religion ;  or,  whether  he  has  done  well  now  to  de- 
clare, that  one  fort  of  them  are  not  to  be  admitted  into 
his  majefty's  fcrvice,  the  king  himlelf  is  beft  able  to  judge. 
I  fhaH  only  beg  leave  to  repeat  again  to  your  lordfliip  what 
I  have  formerly  faid,  that  the  king  may  have  every  thing 
done  here,  which  he  has  a  mind  to ;  and  it  is  much  more 
eafy  to  do  things  quietly,  than  in  a  ftorm :  and  I  am 
fiire,  it  is  more  for  the  king's  fervice,  that  what  he  would 
have  done  fliould  be  done  fo,  as  the  trading  people  may 
not  be  terrified,  and  leave  the  kingdom  by  being  poflHT- 
ed  with  jealoufies  and  imagination  of  things,  which  were 
never  thought  of  I  have  not  faid  any  thing  of  this  to 
your  lordfliip  to  be  thought  to  complain  of  my  lord  Tyr- 
connel ;  for  I  will  always  live  towards  him,  as  I  ought  to 
do  towards  one  fo  intrufted  by  the  king.  But  I  am  fure, 
it  is  my  duty  to  inform  your  lordfliip  of  all  matter  of 
fefl: ;  and  upon  that  account  I  muft  beg  leave  to  fay,  that 
it  were  to  be  wiflied  for  the  king's  fervice,  that  my  lord 
Tyrconnel  would  put  on  another  temper ;  for  his  treat- 
ing of  men  of  all  forts  in-the  moft  publick  places  is  very 
extraordinary,  and  could  not  be  digefted,  but  by  a  re- 
figned  deference  and  duty  to  the  king.  Other  men,  whom 
the  king  employs,  do  their  bufinefs,  and  gain  the  good 
will  of  thofe  they  deal  with ;  which  will  the  better  enable 
them  to  ferve  the  king.  For  my  own  particular,  as  far  as 
I  am  trufted  with  the  knowledge  of  what  his  majefty 
A  a  a  2  would 
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would  have,  I  am  fure,  his  pleafute  fliall  be  purfiieJ? 
and  I  have  given  an  effeSual  account  of  all  the  com- 
mands I  have  hitherto  received,  as  far  forth  as  the  time 
would  permit ;  and,  a«  faft  as  it  is  poffible,  you  will  find! 
an  entire  obedience  to  them  alL  It  may  not  be  anii& 
here  to  acquaint  your  lordlhip,  that  it  is  thought  fit^  I 
Ihould  recommend  men  to  fome  towns  (where  it  is  doubt- 
ed, the  eleftions  may  not  be  good)  for  mayors,  and  ftie- 
riffs,  and  for  common  council  men.  In  fuch  cafes  I  ad— 
vife  with  thofe,  who  are  beft  acquainted  in  thofe  towns ; 
particularly  with  juftice  Daly,  and  others  of  the  king's- 
council  of  that  perfuafion :  and  the  lifts  of  names,  thofe 
men  give  me,  are  always  equal,  half  Engliih,  and  half 
Irifli ;  which,  they  fay,  is  the  beft.  way  to  unite  and. 
make  them  live  friendly  together.  I  only  tell  your  lord- 
fliip  this,  that  you  may  fee  the  difference  of  fome  men's- 
tempers. 

Since  my  being  here,  I  have  had  fome  letters  from  un- 
known hands,  and  fome  informations  of  ftrange  things 
that  were  doing :  but  they  were  too  impertinent  to  trou- 
ble your  lordftiip  with,  and  I  knew  what  credit  to  give, 
to  them ;  efpecially  having  traced  out  the  authors  of  fome 
of  them,  who  prove  to  be  Irifti.  But  I  have  lately  had- 
one  from  an  unknown  hand  of  a  more  extraordinary  na- 
ture ;  and,  though  I  bcheve  no  more  of  it  than  of  the. 
reft,  becaufe,  if  it  were  true,  methinks  the  fame  remorfe 
of  confcience,  which  induced  the  author  to  write  as  he 
has  done,  ftiould  oblige  him  to  difcover  enough  to  pre- 
vent the  threatened  mifchief,  yet  I  think  fit  to  fend  your 
lordfhip  a  copy  of  the  letter :  but  there  is  no  more  canfe 
to  apprehend  what  it  mentions,    than  that  Whitehall 
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fliould  be  furprifed  at  this  time  by  the  king's  guards.  I 
beg  your  lordfliip's  pardon  for  this  trouble,  and'am  with 
all  poffible  refpeibj

IT  o  L  D  you  in  my  laft,  that  I  had  juft  then  received' 
your's  of  the  lOtb  inftant,  which  I  am  now  to  an- 
fwer; and  I  will  begin  with  the  laft  part  of  it,  and  do- 
really  aflc  your  pardon  for  my  writing  to  my  lord  Sunder- 
land about  major  Talbot,  and  captain  Eaftland's  petition^ 
The  day  after  I  had  fent  away  ray  letter,  reviewing  fome 
of  my  letters  againft  the  next  poftj  I  found  my  error; 
and  I  proteft,  I  cannot  imagine,  how  I  came  to  commit' 
it.  I  go  not  about  to  juftify  it,  and  cannot  make  an  ex— 
cufe  for  it :  you  are  in  the  right,  and  I  do  truly  own  my- 
felf  to  have  been  in  the  wrong,  I  will  add  but  one  word' 
more,  that  it  is  the  only  miftake  I  have  made  of  that' 
kind ;  and  I  dare  undertake,  it  fliall  be  the  laft.  Cer- 
tainly youneed  make  no  excufes  for  not  writing  to  me, 
when  you  have  not  time :  though  it  be  the  greateft  com- 
fort I  can  have  to  hear  often  from  you,  yet  I  know  very 
•well,, how  you  are  almoft  in  perpetual  motion;  and  there-

fore  I  am  not  fo  unreafonable  as  to  expeft  what  cannot 
be.  I  have  laid  what  you  diiefled  me  to  my  lord  chan- 
•cellor ;  who  is  very  fenfible  of  your  kindnefs :  but  I  find, 
he  is  no  way  fatisfied  with  your  chancellor,  of  whom  he 
fpeaks  terrible  things. 

Yefterday  we  had  2  packets  from  England ;  with  which 
I  received  your's  of  the  1 5th  inftant.  I  muft  not  omit  to 
tell  you  one  circumflance  more  of  the  caufc  about  the 
Lymericke  merchants.  When  the  caufe  was  fiift  heard  at 
council,  which  was  on  the  30th  paft,  I  gave  10  days 
time  for  confideration ;  and  intimated,  ( becaufe  of  the 
■eameft  preffing  of  fome  of  the  board )  that,  if  the  mer- 
chants would  make  fuch  a  fubmiffion,  as  they  ought  to 
make,  they  fhotdd  have  no  caule  to  repent  it.  But,  at 
the  10  days  end,  they  were  fo  far  from  making  a  fubmif- 
fion, that  they  fent  in  a  petition,  juftifying  what  they 
had  done ;  which  the  whole  board  was  fenfible  of,  but 
fome  of  their  powerfiil  friends  undertook,  that  they  Ihould 
by  the  next  council  day  fubmit  themfelves :  whereupon  I 
•gave  them  a  week  longer;  but  ftill  their  proud  hearts 
would  not  down  ;  no  fubmiffion  came.  And  truly  then, 
for  exaiiiple  lake,  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  revenue,  as 
well  as  for  the  juftification  of  the  king's  officers,  who  had 
done  their  duty  honeftly  and  ftoutly,  I  thought  fit  to  dif- 
mifs  the  appeal ;  whereby  the  judgment  below  on  behalf 
of  the  king  is  affirmed.  But,  when  the  order  came  to  be 
figned,  not  one  roman  catholick  counfellor  would  fign 
it,  though  there  were  fix  prefent,  the  full  half  of  the 
board ;  which  perhaps  may  be,  at  one  time  or  other,  fit 
to  be  obferved. 

"Yefterday 
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Yefterday  my  lord  Tyrconnel  came  to  town  to  coim- 
cil ;  of  which,  and  of  what  paft  between  us  afterwards  I 
have  given  an  account  to  my  lord  prefident,  to  which  I 
refer  you.  Pray,  obferve  the  anfwer  my  lord  Tyrconnel 
made  me,  when  I  recommended  to  him  the  keeping  the 
fecret ;  fo  that,  if  it  be  publick,  you  may  know,  how  it 
comes  to  be  fo :  and  between  you  and  me  he  cannot  keep 
a  fecret.  Indeed  it  was  a  very  extraordinary  fcene  between 
my  lord  Tyrconnel  and  Rofoommon  j  the  latter  coming 
in  fo  pat  into  the  room,  when  every  body  thought  him. 
out  of  town.  He  pofitively  averred,  that  the  lieutenant 
general  had  given  lum  orders,  upon  his  allegiance,  to  ad- 
mit no  men,  but  roman  catholicks  into  his  regiment ; 
which  Tyrconnel  as  pofitively  denied,  faying,  he  could 
not,  nor  ever  had  committed  fuch  an  «ibfurdity.  God's 
wounds,  fiiid  he,  to  afk  a  foldier,  if  he  comes  well  mount- 
ed, and  be  a  likely  fellow,  what  rehgibn  he  is  of,  is  a  ri- 
diculous thing.  Rofcommon  ftill  averred  it,  and  faid,  his 
major  was  of  opinion  with  him,  that  the  orders  ought 
to  be  declared  at  the  head  of  the  regiment,  that  none  of 
the  officers  might  bring  any  other  men  ignorantly  to  be 
admitted ;  and  added,  that  his  major  had  feconded  what 
he  told  them,  and  declared,  that  he  heard  the  lieutenant 
general  give  thofe  orders.  Then  my  lord  Tyrconnel  fmi- 
ling  faid,  god  damn  me,  Cary,  I  could  not  give  fuch  or- 
ders ;  for  I  knew,  you  had  taken  fome  roman  catholicks 
into  your  troop  :  prithee,  let  us  talk  a  little,  what  paft,, 
how  could  I  bid  thee  do  fo .'  Then  my  lord  Rofcom- 
mon replied,  my  lord,  I  will  fay  any  thing,  you  will 
have  me  ;  but,  by  god,  I  will  not  deny  the  truth  :  if  I 
were  now  to  die,  I  muft  declare,  that  you  commanded 
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mci  upon  my  allegiance,  to  admit  none,  but  roman  ci- 
tholicks  into  the,  regiment  j  and  your  lordfliip  knows, 
you  have  given  the  fame  orders  to  feveral  officers  of  the 
other  regiment.  By  god,  fays  my  losd  Tyrconnel,  that 
is  ftrange :  and  fo  after  fending  and  proving  we  parted. 
And,  I  think,  it  is  plain  By  this,  he  had  no  orders  to 
make  this  declaration-:  at  leaft  the  "world  believes  fo,  for 
this  whole  aifair  is  no  fecret.  The  duke  of  Ormond's  ma- 
jor is  an  old  German  officer :  his  name  is  Macdonnell :  he 
has  the  repute  of  a  very  honeft  man.  He  walked  about 
at  Kilkenny,  and  faid,  where  he  ferved,  he  never  knew 
a  diftinflion  between  foldiers  upon  the  fcore  of  religion. 
I  am  very  confident,  here  are  many  men  put  out,  whom 
the  king  would  not  difmifs,  if  he  faw  them :  but  that 
cannot  be  otherwifc.  I  think,  I  write  pretty  often  to 
you ;  which  I  will  continue  to  do  as  occafions  offer,  and 
as  things  come  into  my  head.  I  here  fend  you  a  copy  of 
my  lord  prefident's  laft  letter  to  me ;  and  I  think,  I  have 
done  fo  of  all  he  has  writ  me.  When  you  are  at  leifure 
one  time  or  other,  pray,  compare  my  letters  and  his ;  and 
judge,  whether  I  am  anfwered  to  half  what  I  write.  God 
ieep  you  and  all  yovtis. 


To  Lord  Sunderland. 

My  Lord,  Dublin  Caftle,  July  22. 1686. 

IT  o  L  D  your  lordfliip  in  my  laft,  that  I  had  juft  then 
received  your's  of  the  13th  inftant ;  by  which  I  find, 
his  majefiy  is  pleafed  that  captain  Ridley  fhould  keep  his 
company,  of  which  I  have  ftnt  him  word.    And  now  i 
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muft  put  your  lordfliip  in  mind  of  captain  Toby  Cau- 
-field,  who  was  to  have  had  Ridley's  company ;  the  com- 
pany, which  he  formerly  had,  having  been  given  to  my 
lord  Ikerine,  which  he  has  fold  by  the  king's  permiffion 
lately  to  one  Rooth.  Captain  Caufield  is  a  very  deferving 
man,  of  an  ancient  family,  and  has  ferved  the  king  very 
well  at  Tangier.  Yefterday  I  called  a  council,  and  com- 
municated his  majefty's  pleafure  concerning  the  ifTuing  a 
proclamation  to  put  a  flop  to  all  profecutions  for  words 
ljx>ken  feveral  years  fince,  I  wifli,  your  lordfliip  had  been 
more  particular  in  hmiting  the  time :  the  board  were  all 
of  opinion,  that  the  proclamation  fliould  extend  to  for- 
give all  words  fpoken  before  the  king's  accefs  to  the 
crown.  Mr.  folicitor  general  is  direfled  to  prepare  a 
draught ;  which  fliall  be  tranfmitted  to  your  lordfhip  for 
his  majefty's  approbation,  before  it  be  publilhed.  My 
lord  Tyrconnel  camef  to  town  from  his  own  houfe  to  the 
council.  Afterwards  I  defired  him  to  come  to  the  caftle ; 
which  he  did :  my  lord  chancellor  was  with  me.  I  ac- 
quainted him  with  the  king's  pleafure,  fignified  in  your 
lordfhip's  of  the  14th  of  June,  concerning  a  commiffion 
of  grace,  and  the  calling  a  parliament ;  this  being  the 
lirft  opportunity  I  had  of  confuWng  him,  fince  the  re- 
ceipt of  that  letter.  His  difcourfe  was  fo  general,  that  I 
cannot  yet  tell  your  lordfliip  his  opinion;  only  that  he 
feems  averle  to  a  commiffion,  and  lays,  many  things  muft 
be  prepared,  ( which  will  take  up  much  time )  before  it 
will  be  fit  to  call  a  parliament.  But  he  has  promifed  to 
give  us  another  meeting  after  his  return  from  MuUingar ; 
(whither  he  is  gone  today  to  fee  fome  of  the  foot,  which 
rendezvous  there)  when,  I  hope,  we  may  have  a  nearer 
B  b  b  converfa- 
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converfation,  and  that  he  may  have  thought  upon  fome 
of  the  particulars,  which  we  had  put  to  him ;  for  he 
would  now  only  fpealc  of  generals.  I  defired  him  to  re- 
member, that  it  was  the  king's  command  this  confulta- 
tion  fhould  be  kept  fecret.  He  anfwered,  it  was  not  fuch 
a  fecret,  for  he  had  an  account  of  it  from  England.  It 
may  not  be  amifs  to  tell  your  lordfhip,  that  in  this  con- 
ference there  was  occafion  to  mentioo  the  jealoulies  and 
frights  people  were  generally  under ;  which,  I  doubt  not, 
I  faid,  a  little  time  would  wear  oiF,  and  the  nrudent  car- 
riage of  the  judges  in  their  circuits  would  contribute 
much  thereunto ;  but,  it  was  to  be  feared,  the  general 
and  politive  orders,  he  had  given  at  Kilkenny,  not  to  ad- 
mit any  but  catholicks  into  the  vacancies  now  made  would 
put  the  world  into  new  amazements :  to  which  my  lord 
Tyrconnel  replied,  that  he  never  gave  any  fuch  orders, 
and  defired  he  might  know,  who  leported  fuch  a  thing 
of  him.  When  he  was  told,  that  he  had  given  thofe  or- 
ders very  pofitively  to  my  lord  Rofcommon,  as  well  as  to 
feveral  other  officers,  he  firmly  denied  it ;  but,  whilft  we 
were  together,  it  happened,  that  my  lord  Rofcommon 
was  in  the  next  room,  booted,  newly  come  to  town.  As 
foon  as  he  came  in,  he  was  alked,  what  orders  my  lord 
Tyrconnel  gave  him  upon  parting  at  Kilkenny  ?  My  lord 
Rofcommon  repeated  the  fame  1  told  your  lordfhip  in  my 
lafl.  My  lord  Tyrconnel  denied  it :  the  other  averred  it, 
with  this  further,  that  major  Macdonell  gave  the  fame 
orders  in  the  head  of  the  troops,  and  faid,  he  was  com- 
manded fo  to  do  by  the  lieutenant  general.  I  think  it  my 
duty  to  give  your  lordfhip  thefe  particular  accounts  of 
matters  of  faift,  as  I  have  done  conflantly  fince  my  be- 
ing

ing  here,  that  fo  the  king  may  know  the  truth  of  every 
thing. 

By  the  accounts  I  have  had  from  the  judges  in  their 
circuits  I  find,  they  ufe  all  poflible  means  to  compofe  the 
minds  of  people,  and  to  prevent  their  leaving  the  king- 
dom ;  which  very  many  in  all  parts  are  preparing  to  do. 
Amongft  other  things  they  declare  upon  the  bench  the 
king's  refolution  not  to  have  the  afls  of  fettlement  infrin- 
ged ;  and  they  give  it  in  charge  to  the  grand  juries  to  en- 
quire after  thofe,  who  fpread  the  reports  of  the  prefent 
proprietors  being  to  lofe  their  lands ;  and  that  they  fliould 
prefent  all  fuch,  that  they  may  be  proceeded  againft,  as 
the  divulgers  of  falfe  news.  This  conduft  of  the  judges 
will,  as  they  fend  me  ^yord,  much  fettle  men.  I  have  had 
fome  informations  againft  men,  who  have  openly  declared, 
that  by  chriftmas  day  there  (hall  not  be  a  proteftant  left  in 
the  army :  I  have  ordered  them  to  be  bound  over  to  ap- 
pear the  next  fefCons.  This  courfe  being  taken  at  the 
beginning  will  make  men  keep  their  difcourfes  within 
bounds ;  and  it  will  be  a  great  fatisfaflion  to  the  genera- 
lity of  the  kingdom  to  fee,  that  the  government  does  not 
countenance  the  impertinent  talk  of  very  idle  men.  I 
muft  not  omit  telling  your  lordlhip,  that  the  new  judges 
take  as  much  pains  as  it  is  poflible  to  fettle  the  minds  of 
the  people,  wherever  they  go ;  and  they  take  care  to 
have  all  the  juries  mingled,  half  Englifli,  and  half  Irifh.

My  Lord,  Dublin  Caftle,  July  22. 1686. 

BY  your  grace's  favour  I  was  laft  week  at  Kilkenny ; 
but  I  muft  go  again,  before  I  can  give  your  grace, 
or  even  myfelf  any  account  of  that  noble  place  j   for  I 
could  not  fee  much  of  it,  my  ftay  having  been  there  but 
two  days :   in  which  time  I  few  your  grace's  regiment 
there,  and  my  lord  of  Ardglafle's,  all  but  one  troop,,  whick 
was  here  upon  duty.    Your  major  thought  your's  a  very 
good  regiment,  and  fo  did  many  other  officers ;,  but  our 
lieutenant  general  had  many  exceptions  to  make  to  it,  and 
particularly  againft  your  quarter  mafters ;  who,  he  faid, 
muft  be  difplaced  ;  of  all  which  I  doubt  not  hut  your 
grace  has  had  a  particular  account  from  your  lieutenant 
colonel,  who  was  very  zealous,  according  to  his  duty,  to 
preferve  your  rights  and  privileges  in  your  regiment :  and 
my  lord  Tyrconnel  thereupon  direfled  him  (faying,  he 
had  as  much  refpefl  for  your  grace  as  any  man  living )  to 
know  your  pleafure,  and  to  give  you  an  account  of  every, 
thing,  before  any  of  your  non-commiffioned  officers  wete 
removed.    But  a  great  many  of  the  common  men^are  put 
out ;  many  of  whom,  I  beUeve,  nobody  elfe  would  have 
difmiffed :  fome,  his  lordfliip  fays>  he  is  fatisfied,  are  dif- 
affeiled  to,  and  not  well  qualified  for  the  king's  fervice ; 
and  the  officers,  who  ought  to  know  them  beft,  are  not 
to  be  beUeved  in  the  charaflers  they  give  of  their  men. 
That  which  was  moft  remarkable  at  Kilkenny  was  the 
charge,  the  lieutenant  general  gave  my  lord  Rofcommon, 
upon  his  allegiance  to  admit  none  into  your  grace's  regi- 
ment, 
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ment,  but  roman  catholicks ;  which,  you  will  believe^ 
does  not  a  little  confirm  men  in  the  fears  they  were  under 
before.  But  this  my  lord  Tyrconnel  has  fince  denied; 
and  my  lord  Rofcommon  pofitively  avers  it  to  his  face. 
But  it  cannot  be  doubted,  that  my  lord  Tyrconnel  gave 
him  thofe  orders ;  for  he  did  the  fame  to  other  officers, 
even  roman  catholicks,  who  will  own  it,  and  were  trou- 
bled for  it.  It  would  be  too  tedious  to  give  your  grace  a 
minute  account  of  all  thefe  particulars ;  but  ray  brother 
can  do  it,,  if  you  pleafe.  I  have  written  at  large  all  mat- 
ters of  fea  to-  my  lord  prefident :  if  the  king  reads  my 
letters,  and  is  fatisfied  with  the  proceedings,  he  is  the  beil, 
judge.  I  am.  with  all  poffible  deference.

Sir,  Dublin  Caftle,  July  29.  1686. 

IK  E  T  u  R  N  you  many  thanks  for  both,  yours  of  the  6th  j 
and  8th  inftant,  and  for  the  plans  you  fent  me  of  the 
2d  encampment,  and  the  review  of  the  whole  army;, 
which  were  very  eafy  to  be  underftood ;  and  certainly  the 
camp  muft  have  been  very  fine,  though,  I  doubt,  it  has 
been  very  expenfive  to  the  officers.  I  am  very  glad,  the 
king  has  provided  a  governour  for  the  Bermudas :  I  am 
fare,  colonel  Coney  was  no  fit  man  for  fuch  an  employ- 
ment.   I  am  obliged  to  you  for  the  anfwers  you  have  fent 
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to  my  queftions ;  whereby  I  perceive,  I  was  in  the  right 
before  in  my  own  thoughts :  but  fome  of  our  officers 
here  think  it  very  reafonable,  that  thofe  men,  who  are 
put  out  of  the  troops  for  no  other  reafon,  but  becaufe 
they  are  not  thought  fit  to  ferve,  fhould  leave  their  horfes 
behind  them,  though  they  brought  them  with  them  into 
the  troop ;  and  I  am  fure,  fome  of  thefe  unfit  men  would 
not  have  been  difbanded,  if  the  king  had  feen  them.  But, 
for  the  horfes,  I  have  ordered,  the  owners  fliall  either 
take  them  away,  or  be  paid  the  value  for  them ;  which 
angers  fome  men.  I  have  likewife  ordered  the  difbanded 
foot  to  have  a  confideration  for  their  cloths ;  which  won- 
derfully diflatisfies  fome  of  the  new  officers,  though  in-  • 
deed,  I  think,  without  reafon :  but  many  of  them  are 
very  griping,  and  fell  their  quarter  mafters,  adjutants, 
and  clerks  places  for  whatever  they  can  ^t ;  which,  with 
fome  other  things,  muft  in  time  undo  an  army.  What 
will  happen  upon  the  death  of  fir  William  Soames  ?  Will 
my  lord  Chandois  be  continued  in  Turky ;  or,  will  the 
king  recommend  another  ambafiadour  to  the  company }  I 
doubt,  that  trade  is  very  low  at  this  time :  it  were  well, 
if  it  could  be  in  any  degree  encouraged,  for  it  is  the 
moft  beneficial  trade  in  England.  I  am  very  really,

To  the  Lord  Treasurer. 

Chapel  Izod,  July  31. 1686. 

1WRIT  to  you  on  tuefday  by  my  lord  Granard,  though 
he  went  not  off  till  thurfday.  I  likewife  writ  3  or  4 
other  letters  to  you  at  the  fame  time  by  fo  many  of  our 
unfortunate  difljanded  officers ;  which  really  I  know  not 
how  to  avoid :  and  feveral  of  them  will  not  difgrace  you, 
if  you  find,  you  can  do  them  good  by  owning  3iem.  On 
wednefday  my  lord  Tyrconnel  came  to  town  again  to 
council  :  afterwards  we  had  fome  difcourfc  together 
(though  not  much)  upon  the  former  affair.  What  he  fcid 
was  all  upon  generals,  and  that  he  had  fpoken  to  a  friend, 
who,  he  was  fure,  would  be  very  fecret,  to  draw  up  fome- 
thing  in  writing,  which  he  would  fpecdily  fliew  us ;  but 
then,  faid  he,  by  god,  I  know  not  what  I  do  here :  you 
confult  together,  and  are  too  ftrong  for  me.  My  lord  chan- 
cellor was  with  me.  I  delired  him  not  to  think,  that  we 
had  any  delign  upon  him ;  that,  as  the  king  had  given  me 
leave  to  advife  with  whom  I  thought  fit,  and  had  named 
nobody  but  himfelf  to  me,  fo  I  had  paid  that  refped  to 
his  lordlhip,  as  to  advife  with  him  in  the  firft  place,  my 
lord  chancellor  only  excepted ;  and  that,  if  he  were  now 
ready  for  a  confultation,  I  would  call  feme  others  to  me, 
and  particularly  fuch  as  his  lordlhip  fhould  defire.  He 
then  fell  to  inveigh  againfb  a  commilHon :  the  laft,  he 
&id,  was  abominable,  aiul  deteftable,  and  another  would 
be  ridiculous  and  nonfenfical.  Then  he  fell  into  curfing 
and  fwearing,  that  he  could  not  imagine,  why  the  bring- 
ing in  a  few  popilh  officers  and  foldiers  into  the  army 
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>fliould  make  fuch  jealouGes  and  apprehenfions  among 
'people,  that  they  muft  lofc  their  lands,  and  the  a6U  of 
fettlement  were  broken,  when  it  woidd  appear,  after  he 
had  made  all  the  alterations  he  now  defigned,  that  there 
would  not  be  a  7th  part  of  the  army  roman  catholicks.  I 
told  him,  that  it  was  not  faid,  the  afts  of  fetdement  were 
broken  by  bringing  in  a  few  roman  catholick  officers  and 
foldiers  into  the  army,  but  the  difcourfes  fome  of  thofc 
officers  and  foldiers  made,  that  they  fliould  now  have 
their  lands  again ;  that  by  chriftmas  day  there  Ihould  not 
be  an  Eriglilhman,  nor  a  proteftant  in  the  army;  and 
fome  of  the  natives  having  aflually  prohibited  Englifli  te- 
nants to  pay  their  rents  to  their  prefent  landlords,  who 
were  in  poffeffion  of  their  lands  by  law.  Thefe  things,  I 
faid,  put  jealoufies  and  apprehenuons  into  people's  heads, 
that  there  would  be  alterations  made  in  the  fetdements ; 
that,  as  to  what  he  &id  of  the  army,  if  his  lordfliip  had 
a  mind  to  fee  how  he  was  miAaken  in  his  calculation,  I 
would  fliew  him  in  a  minute,  that,  fince  he  was  here  this 
time  twelve  months,  and  before  he  arrived  now,  there 
were  2300  new  men  received  into  the  army ;  above  2000 
whereof  were  roman  cathoUcks,  and  how  many  would  be 
admitted  into  the  places  of  thofe  whom  he  no^^  put  out, 
I  would  not  fay,  till  I  could  do  it  from  the  mufter  rolls, 
as  I  did  the  reft :  to  all  which  the  anfwer  was,  by  god, 
that  cannot  be.  I  told  him,  we  need  not  run  now  into 
thefe  difcourfes ;  that  it  was  not  material,  how  many  ro- 
man catholicks  were  in  the  army,  if  the  king  would  have 
it  fo;  for  whatever  his  majefty  would  have  fliould  be 
made  eafy,  as  far  as  lay  in  me  :  but,  if  thofe  who  were 
£n)ployed,  and  fliould  be  wifer,  would  give  occafions  by 
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flieir  difcourfes  to  fright  people,  fome  courie  muft  be 
thought  of  to  be  taken  with  them.  After  difcourfing  at 
this  rate  an  hour  and  half  at  lafl  we  parted :  and  his  lord- 
fliip  defired,  that,  when  he  returned  from  the  north,  we 
might  meet  again  upon  our  great  affair ;  and,  befides 
thofe  I  might  think  of  to  call  to  the  confultation,  he 
prayed,  that  major  general  Macarty,  lord  chief  juftice 
Keating,  Mr.  Nangle,  and  Mr.  folicitor  might  be  there ; 
and  then  he  made  an  elogium  upon  the  perfefl  honefty, 
and  exa£t  integrity  of  the  folicitor.  I  told  him,  with  all 
my  heart ;  they  mould  be  all  appointed,  and  that  I  liked 
all  of  them  very  well.  This  wednefday  in  the  afternoon 
lord  Tyrconnel  was  fhut  up  3  hours  with  the  roman  ca- 
tholick  primate  and  Mr.  Nangle :  in  the  evening  he  went 
■to  his  -own  houfe.  On  thurfday  in  the  afternoon  my  lady 
Longford,  and  Ibme  other  company,  who  had  dined  here, 
went  to  vifit  lady  Tyrconnel,  the  houfe  being  about  8 
miles  off:  my  fifter  went  with  them.  She  tells  me,  my 
lord  was  at  home,  and  that  he  fingled  her  from  the  reft 
of  the  company.  After  fome  common  things  he  afked 
her,  what  her  hufband  was  gone  for  into  England?  She 
told  him,  he  had  feveral  projefts  on  foot,  and  that  he 
hoped  to  fucceed  in  fome  or  other  of  them,  that  they 
might  be  able  to  live  ;  for  they  were  at  prefent  very  low 
in  their  fortunes.  I  hate  a  projeft,  faid  he :  why  do  not 
your  brothers  do  fomething  for  him  ?  She  fays,  (be  told 
■him,  that  ftie  doubted  not  her  brothers  kindnefs  to  her, 
when  It  was  in  their  power.  To  which  he  replied,  my 
lord  lieutenant  may  provide  for  you,  when  he  pleafts. 
Here  is  Price,  the  receiver  general,  a  great  rafcal ;  why 
■does  not  your  brother  turn  him  out,  and  put  your  huf- 
C  c  c  band 
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tand  into  his  pkce  ?  Do  not  you  know  Price  to  be  w  ilV 
man  ?  No  indeed,  my  lord,  faid  flie :  I  only  know,  that 
he  has  been  always  very  civil  to  me.  And,  laid  he,  her& 
is  Bridges  a  commilTioner  of  the  rerenue,  a  damned  faoa- 
tick :  he  is  kept  in  by  your  Iwother*.  Get  my  lord  lieu- 
tenant to  put  him  eut,  and  to-  bring  in  your  huftand 
there.  She  fays,  Ihe  anfwered,  that  neither  Iht  nor  her 
bulband  deliroi  to  make  their  fortunes  by  ruining  others :: 
and  (o,  after  many  compliments,  and  profefljons  of  how 
much  he  would  fcrve  her,  the  converfation  ended,  as  (he 
tells  me.  It  is  net  of  any  u&  to  tell  you  all  this ;  but,  if 
it  were  pofllble,  you  Ihould  know  all  that  pafies  here. 

On  thurlUay  my  lord  chancellor,  and  Mr.  Nangle  di- 
ned with  me  :.  they  came  together.  In  the  afternoon  we 
3  had  much  difcourfe  upon  the  great  point  of  what  was- 
fit  to  be  done  for  the  quieting  men's  minds.  I  told  him,. 
I  did  intend  fliortly  to  call  him  and  fome  others  to  coa- 
fult  ieriouHy  upon  that  fubjeft,  and  that  I  was  glad  of 
this  oppcM-tunity  to  confer  a  Uttle  beforehand-  with  him, 
He  laid,  ray  lord  Tyrconnel  had  told  him  f<Mnething  of 
it ;  and  had  bid  him  prepare  fomething  in  writing.  He 
iaid,  he  could  not  believe,  a  commifTion  would  be  ufe- 
ful,  or  that  it  would  tn-ing  in  any  money  conliderable  i: 
that,  whatever  fliould  be  thought  fit  to  be  done,  either 
ibr  confirming  the  prefent  fettlements,  or  for  the  rehef  of: 
fuch  of  the  old  proprietors  as  ought  to  be  relieved,  would; 
be  done  beft  by  parliament :  but  that,  he  thought,  it  was- 
yet  too  foon  to  think  of  calling  a  parliament ;  that  many 
things  were  neceffary  firft  to  be  done,  and  even  the  a£ts 
ought  firft  to  be  prepared  and  agreed  on ;  which,  he  own- 
ed, would  take  up  very  much  time,  for  the  feveral  inte- 
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lefts  ought  to  be  firft  felt  and  difcourfed  with,  that  is, 
Jbme  of  the  moft  confiderable  of  them ;  and,  till  he  had 
done  that,  and  fully  weighed  things,  (for  there  were  ma- 
ny difficultfes  in  the  way)  he  could  not  put  any  thing  in- 
to writing,  though  my  lord  Tyrconnel  was  in  great  hafte. 
This  was  the  fura  of  our  conference :  after  our  intended 
eonfultation  you  (hall  have  an  account  of  the  relult ; 
whereby  you  will  fee,  what  thefe  people  drive  at.  And  I 
will  keep  them  to  the  point ;  that  is,  that  Mr.  Nangle 
and  his  people  fhall  fet  down,  what  they  would  have,  and 
What  they  think  fit  for  the  king  to  do.  You  will  fee  by 
*he  enclo&d,  what  I  have  faid  to  my  lord  prefident.  I 
have  not  written  (b  particularly,  as  1  have  done  to  you, 
becaufe  I  thought  it  better  to  ftay  till  after  the  intended 
■confultatioh ;  when  we  fliall  certainly  come  to  fome  fort 
o(  refolution,  whereby  much  will  be  difcovered.  Yefter- 
day  (friday)  the  major  general,  and  Mr.  Nihill  (a  young 
lawyer,  lately  made  of  the  king's  council )  made  a  vifit  to 
my  lord  chancellor.  After  the  ufual  compliments,  and 
ibme  ordinary  difcourfes,  Macarty  told  the  chancellor, 
that  he  had  extremely  difappointed  them  (the  Irilh)  in 
the  expeftation  they  at  firft  had  of  him.  The  chancellor 
-aflted,  wherein  he  had  deceived  them?  that  he  was  a 
frank  man,  and  would  difcourfe  very  freely  to  him,  if  he 
would  come  to  particulars.  Why  then,  laid  the  major 
general,  we  did  expeft,  you  fliould  have  done  all  thai 
the  king  commanded  without  any  hefitation.  So  I  have, 
laid  the  chancellor:  there  is  not  one  command  I  have 
received  from  the  king,  which  I  have  not  obeyed ;  and  I 
will  ever  do  fo.  I  may  perchai^ce  make  fome  reprefenta- 
tions  to  the  king,  fometimes  contrary  to  what  he  has  di- 
C  c  c  2  reSed 
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refled,  as  I  have  leave  to  do ;  but,  if  the  king  orders  h&- 
former  commands  to  be  notwithftanding  purfued,  they 
fliall  be  obeyed  with  all  poffible  readinds  and  cheerfiil- 
nefs.  You  are  very  fcrupulous,  faid  Macartys  in  admit- 
ting roman  catholicks  to  be  juftices  of  the  peace,  though 
the  king  has  directed  by  his  letter,  that  they  (hould  be 
admitted :  you  refufed  our  primate's  brother,  and  feveral 
others  for  no  reafon,  but  becaufe  they  had  no  eftates.  My 
lord  lieutenant,  faid  the  chancellor,  gave  me  the  king's 
commands  as  foon  as  he  received  them,  and  I  as  prefent- 
ly  put  them  in  execution ;  that  is,  I  immediately  Ipoke 
to  the  3  new  judges,  and  all  the  other  roman  cathoficks, 
who  are  in  the  king's  fervice,  and  others  whom  I  knew, 
to  furnilh  me  with  the  names  of  men  proper  for  that  em- 
ployment ;  that  there  were  feveral  lifts  given  me  for  moft 
counties ;  that  I  admitted  all,  whom  any  of  the  king's 
council,  or  any  other  perfon  of  worth,  fit  to  be  credited, 
would  anfwer  for  upon  their  own  knowledge  ;  that,  for 
the  others,  for  whom  they  would  not  anfwer,  he  had  in- 
formed himfelf  of  them,  and  found,  that  they  were  men 
of  no  eftates,  that  is,  not  of  above  5I.  or  lol.  a  year  j 
that  many  of  them  were  infamous  men,  fome  of  them 
had  been  convifted  of  robberies,  others  ftood  accufed  foe 
harbouring  and  protefliug  of  tories ;  and  fuch  I  did  not, 
faid  he,  think  fit  to  put  into  the  king's  commiflion.  As 
for  your  primate's  brother,  he  is  a  poor  country  fellow, 
lives  upon  fix  pounds  a  year,  which  he  rents  of  fir  Mich. 
Cole  ;  and  has  nothing  elfe  in  the  world.  After  all  this, 
faid  he,  if  you  think  fit  for  the  king's  fervice  to  have  fuch 
a  man  come  upon  the  bench,  he  fliall  be  a  juflice  of 
peace.    No,  m  good  faith,  faid  Macarty,  I  do  not  think 
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ft.  fit ;  and  I  wonder,  continued  he,  that  any  one  fliould 
move  for  him :   but,  proeeededi  the  major  general,  you 
make  difficulty  in  putting  ill  men  out  of  commiffion,  ex- 
cept they  are  proved  to  be  rogues  by  fome  notorious  vil- 
lany  they  have  committed,  which  will  be  hard  for  us  to 
prove.    Sir,  faid  the  chancellor,  it  is  not  enough  to  fay  itt 
the  general,  fuch,  or  fuch  a  man  is  a.rogue:  the  beft  of 
men  may  be  fo  blafled.    But,  if  any  man  comes  and  tells 
me,  fuch  a  man  is  an  ill  man  upwi  my  own  experience  ^ 
that  he  lived  fo  and.  fo,  and  did  thus  and  thus  at  fuch  3 
time ;  without  any  further  proof  I  will  put  all  fuch  men 
out  of  commiffion.    Whereupon  Macarty  named  one  on 
two,  whom,  he  defired  him  to  put  out ;  and  gave  very 
good  reafons,  why  they  were  not  good  men,  but  could, 
not  readily  tell,  in  what  counties-they  were  in  commiffioni 
Sir,  repfied  the  chancellor,  fend^me  a  note  of  them  to- 
morrow, and  I  will  put  them  out..   Faith,  my  lord,  faid 
Macarty,.  I  think  you  are  a  veiy  honeft  gentleman,  buts. 
they  fay,   you  have  taken  iDOooL  of  the  whigs ; ,  and 
there  are  thoughts  of  having  you  fent  forhome.    Sir;  faid. 
the  chancellor,  I  thank  god,  I  am  above  bribes,  and  I; 
flatter  myfelf,  that  the  king  has  a  better  opinion  of  me,, 
than  to  believe  any  fuch  thing,  till  he  fees  it  proved. .    F 
can  fafely  take  my  oath,  that  dire£tly,  or  indire£Uy.rhave 
not  had  a.  penny  fince  I  came  iasba,,  (more,  than  the 
king's  allowance)  but  1561.  from  the  profits  of  the  plice  v. 
that  I  had  been  told  indeed,  my  lord  Tyrconnel  had  re- 
ported, the  whigs  had  given  me  looool ;  that,  when  I  fee 
my  lord  Tyrconnel  next,  I  Ihall  defire  him  to  give  me  an 
account  thereof,  for  fuch  afperfions  are  not  to  be  borne.. 
The  truth  is,  fays  Mr.  Nihil!,  my  lord  Tyrconnel's  tem-^ 
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per  is  TOy  incovenient :  he  is  hot  and  paffioriate,  anJ 
fometimes  reports  things,  which  light  people  tell  him, 
-without  enquiring  or  confida-ing ;  and,  if  he  takes  a 
pique  at  a  man,  though  he  may  pretend  to  be  reconci- 
ied,  he  has  a  fly  way,  and  will  never  leave,  still  he  has 
ruined  him,  if  he  can.  Faith,  Mr.  Nihill,  fays  the  chan- 
cellor, if  that  be  the  humour  of  my  lord  Tyrccmnel,  it  is 
an  ill  one ;  and  I  will  hereafter  be  jnore  upon  my  guard, 
■when  I  am  with  him.  As  for  my  being  called  home,  con- 
tinued he,  i  would  be  very  forry,  it  Ihould  be  wiA  the 
king's  difpleafure ;  but  without  that  I  Ihall  be  always  rea- 
dy to  be  difpofed  of,  as  his  majefty  pleafeth.  Come,  fays 
Macarty,  I  will  bring  my  lord  Tyrconnel  to  you,  and  we 
will  tdk  as  we  have  done  now ;  and,  hy  god,  if  he  be 
not  your  friend,  he  fliall  not  be  mine :  and  therefore  pray, 
my  lord,  do  not  take  notice  of  thefc  reports.  No,  lays 
the  chancellor ;  but,  when  my  lord  Tyrconnel  comes  to 
town,  I  muft  defire  him  to  explain  himfelf  about  the 
looool,  and  I  will  beg  you  to  be  by.  Sir;  which  was 
agreed  upon.  This  dialogue  I  had  bom  my  lord  chan- 
cellor this  morning ;  but  he  dellred  me  not  to  take  no- 
tice of  it  as  yet.  Though  I  think  it  very  neceflary,  that 
you  fliould  know  every  thing ;  yet  it  may  not  be  proper, 
if  you  pleafc,  to  fcem  to  know  this,  till  things  are  a  ht- 
tle  riper,  or,  till  you  find,  how  matters  work  there ;  be- 
caufel  have  been  fo  particular  both  as  to  things  and  pei^ 
fons :  but  ere  long  polSbly  it  may  be  fit  to  fliew  all.  Af- 
ter the  next  conference,  I  fancy,  I  Ihall  be  able  to  tell 
you  much.  My  lord  Tyrconnel  is  gone  this  day  {faturdayj 
into  the  north  to  fee  my  lord  Forbes's,  and  Fairfax's  re- 
^imaits  J  and  then  he  will  have  vifited  all  the  army.   He 
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will  be  back  about  the  end  of  the  ;ie3tt  week  j  and  he- 
told  me,  that  very  quickly  after  he  wiJl  be  going  for  Eng~ 
land.  He  feems  much  out  of  humour,  and  lays^  people 
make  ftories  of  him,  and  pretend  he  gjves  orders,  which' 
he  does  not  give,  though  they  are  offered  to  be  proved  to- 
him.  My  lord  Rofcommpn,  I  iind,  fticks  in  his  ftomach. 
Some  fey,  he  lofes  credit  among  his  own  people  j  but 
tijat  I  do  not  aflert.  I-  ant  affured,  roy  lord  Tyrconnel; 
feems  to.  wonder,,  why  my  lord  Granard  is  gone  into  Eng- 
land ;  and:  one  would  think  he  were  frighted,,  when  he 
hears  of  any  body's  going,  over  i  he  fey»,  fure  my  lord, 
lieutenant  fends  fuch  a  one.  I  told  a  friend  of  his  the 
»ther  day,  fpeaking  of  fuch  things,  that  truly  I  had  lent 
nobody  over  y.  but  it  was  no  new  thing  for  a  lord  lieute- 
nant to  fend  over  frequent  md&ngers  to  the  king;  and,, 
if  I  did  fend  one,  when  hi*  lordflup  was  in  the  way,,  he: 
Ihould  know  it,  and  he  ihall  carry  any  commands  of  his,, 
if  he  had  a  mind  to.  employ  him>  I  think,  Ihave  pretty 
well  tired. you :  I  am  fure,  I  am  weary  myfelf ;  but  thefe: 
letters  will  be  good  entertainment  for  you  at  the  waters.. 
I.  pray,,  god  keep  you,,  and  my  filler,  and  all  yours ;  and; 
grant,  the  waters  may  do  well,  with  you  both  ;,  for  whicln 
I  fhall  be  much  the  better. .

I  .TOLD  your  lordfliip  in  my  laft,  that  the  draught  of/ 
the  proclamation  concerning  words  Ihould  be  tranf- 
mitted  to  your  lordfliip  for  the  king's  approbation;;  butc 
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the  laft  council  dsey,  the  board,  having  approved  oF  &e 
<lraught,  were  of  opinion,  that  it  would  come  too  late  to 
flop  many  of  the  proceedings,  if  it  (hould  be  delayed,  till 
I  could  hear  again  out  of  England,  in  regard  the  judges 
were  all  in  their  circuits.  And  upon  confederation  of  your 
lordfliip's  letter,  which  direiSed  me  with  the  advice  of  the 
council  to  ifliie  fuch  a  proclamation  as  (hall  be  requifite 
in  that  behalf,  I  thought  fit  to  approve  of  the  faid  pro-, 
clamation ;  and  it  was  immediately  fent  down  to  the 
judges.  I  here  fend  your  lordihip  a  copy  of  it.  It  may 
not  be  ajnifs  here  to  acquaint  your  lordihip,  that  at  the 
affizes  at  Trim,  which  were  alx)ut  a  fortnight  fince,  Mr. 
Meredith  came  to  his  trial;  a  cafe,  which  perhaps  may 
have  reached  your  lordihip,  for  it  made  a  great  noife  here. 
I  know  nothing  of  the  gendeman,  but  upon  the  account 
■of  this  affair ;  for  I  never  faw  him  in  my  life.  He  was 
informed  againft  about  feptember  laft  for  words  fpoken  5 
years  before,  and  was  bound  to  appear  at  the  next  lent 
affizes ;  which  he  did.  But  it  was  then  alledged,  the 
king's  council  were  not  ready,  and  that  the  witnefles 
could  not  be  found :  fo  the  trial  came  on  at  thefe  affizes ; 
where  the  witnefles  did  fo  contradiift,  and  differ  with  one 
another,  that  judge  Daly  gave  it  in  flridl  charge  to  the 
jury  to  confider  well  what  they  did,  for  the  profecution 
appeared  to  him  to  be  malicious.  He  enlarged  much  up- 
on the  unconfcionablenefs  of  indifling  men  upon  words 
fpoken  fo  many  years  fince,  when  the  profecutors  could 
not  pretend  to  prove,  that  they  fet  down  the  particular 
words  at  the  time,  they  were  faid  to  be  fpoken ;  and  that 
the  former  lives  and  converfations  of  the  parties  accufed 
•ought  to  be  confidered,  and  that  moft  of  thofe,  now  char- 
ged 
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ged  before  him  in  court,  could  give  good  accounts  of 
themfelves,  (Mr.  Meredith  particularly)  and  were  welt 
known  in  the  countries  wherethejr  lived.  Hereupon  the. 
jury,  the  major  part  of  whom  were  Irifli,  acquitted  him, 
and  the  reft.  Mr.  juftice  Nugent  made  the  fame  declara- 
tions at  Drogheda;  where  feveral  perfons  were  tried  for 
words,  upon  bills  found  at  lent  affizes :  and  they  were  all 
acquitted,  except  one  man ;  who  was  found  guilty  of 
words  fpoken  about  a  year  and  half  fince,  and  was  fined 
by  the  court  five  pounds. 

My  lord  Tyrconnel  was  here  on  wednefday  at  council. 
We  had  fome  difcourfe  together  afterwards,  but  not  much 
upon  the  former  matter;  he  defiring,  we  might  advife 
with  more  perfons  together;  which  will  be  done  at  his 
return  from  the  north,  whither  he  goes  this  day,  and 
will  be  back  towards  the  end  of  the  next  week.  He 
fpeaks  of  going  into  England  quickly  after  his  return.  I 
have  nothing  mrther  at  this  time  to  trouble  your  lordfhip 
with,  but  to  beg  the  continuance  of  your  fevour  to.

YOU  had  fcarce  had  a  letter  from  me  at  this  time,  if 
by  fome  negleit  or  other  (and  I  cannot  imagine, 
how  it  happened)  the  enclofed  copy  of  my  letter  to  my 
Ddd  lord 
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lord  prefident  bad  not  been  forgDt  in  my  laft :  it  is  of  o» 
great  importance,  but  I  have  rdfolved,  you  fliould  fee  it, 
and  know  every  thing  I  write  to  him ;  which,  I  think, 
you  bave  hitherto  done.  My  lord  chief  juftice  Keating 
came  to  town  on  faturday.  Not  being  very  well,  aa  he  ia 
often  out  of  order,  he  left  Mr.  baron  Rice  to  keep  the  af- 
fize>  alone  at  Wexford ;  and  he  will  meet  him  ag^un  at 
Wicklow,  which  it  the  laft  place.  He  was  with  me  yef- 
terday.  I  told  him,  when  my  lord  Tyrconnel  came  back, 
which  would  be  before  the  end  of  this  week,  v(e  were  to 
hare  a  conference  upon  the  great  affair,  which  he  had 
been  acquainted  with,  and  that  he  was  to  be  prefent  Hit 
'anfwer  was,  that  my  lord  Tyrconnel  was  a  ftrange  man ; 
that  k  was  very  happy,  if  his  fiiry  did  no  harm ;  that, 
for  hi^  part,  he  could  not  believe  any  one,  who  really 
wifhed  the  fettlement  of  this  kingdom,  could  think  it  ad- 
vifeable  to  call  a  parliament,  till  fomething  was  firft  done 
to  allay  the  jealoufies  and  apprehenfions  pec^le  were  unr 
der.  Kit,  he  laid,  he  faw  plainly,  that  fome  now  in  crer 
dit  do  delign  the  undoing  the  Englilh  intereft ;  which  is 
the  reafon,  they  are  againft  a  commiifion ;  becaufe  then 
all  will  be  loofe,  when  a  parliament  meets,  and  the  ad- 
)ufting  of  bills,  which  will  be  pretended  for  healing,  will 
be  fo  tedious,  that  the  kingdom  will  be  half  ruined  in  the 
mean  time.  He  lays,  in  his  opinion  fomething  ought  to 
be  done,  without  the  lofi  of  a  minute's  time,  if  it  were 
polSble ;  for  that  it  is  undeniable,  the  inlblence  of  many 
of  the  natives  of  all  qualities  is  very  great  in  moft  coun- 
ties, where  he  has  been ;  and  that  their  difcourfes,  { be- 
ing now  in  authority)  that  they  will  fpeedily  be  in  poflef- 
ilon  of  their  lands,  are  enough  to  friglit  poor  tenants,  who 

think. 
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think,  they  fhall  loie  their  ftocks,  when  their  landlords 
lofe  their  eftates.  In  a  word,  fiiid  he,  if  the  king  be  re- 
folved,  as  he  feems  to  me  to  be  by  all  that  has  come  to 
my  knowledge,  to  fupport  the  EngliOi  intereft,  and  the 
aSs  of  fettlement,  for  god  fake  fee,  if  he  will  give  you 
leave  to  iffiie  fuch  a  proclamation,  as  was  done  in  the 
earl  of  Eflex's  time ;  there  being  the  like  occafion  in  fome 
meafiire  upon  kindnefs  flieWed  to  the  natives,  though  not 
in  fo  great  a  degree,  as  now.  But  faid  he,  that  procla- 
mation quieted  men's  minds  then,  and,  I  verily  believe, 
would  do  an  infinite  deal  of  good  now.  And  truly  I  am 
of  that  opinion  too,  for  every  body  has  a  mind  to.  believe 
what  the  king  fays ;  and  in  my  life  I  never  knew  pieople 
more  inclined  to  duty  and  obedience,  than  the  generality 
here  are ;  and  they  would  fain  be  at  work,  if  they  were 
not  frighted.  My  lord  chief  juftice  concluded  with  lay- 
ing, he  would  not  fail  to  be  at  the  meeting ;  and,  if  peo- 
ple would  hearken  to  reafon,  they  flioulcThear  it.  Cer- 
tainly this  approaching  conference  will  lay  the  whole  ftate 
of  this  kingdom,  widi  reference  to  the  prefent  tempers, 
plainly  before  his  majefty ;  upon  whofe  determination  will 
depend  the  future  profperity  of  it.  When  I  fend  my  lord 
prefident  an  account  thereof,  I  will  likewife  fend  him  one 
of  the  proclamations  I  mention :  in  the  mean  time  I  here 
fend  you  one.  If  you  can  do  any  good  therein,  and  fend 
me  a  fiirprifing  letter  to  publifh  mch  another,  it  woidd 
be  a  wonderful  reviving  of  an  induftrious  dejefted  peo- 
ple, and  the  greateft  encouragement  could  be  at  this  time 
given  to  the  increafe  of  the  king's  revenue^  which,  god 
knows,  is  in  a  declining  ftate,  as  you  will  in  a  few  days 
fee  by  what  I  fhall  fend  you.  Every  packet  from  Eng- 
D  d  d  2  land 
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land  brings  fome  entertainment  or  other :  the  laft,  which 
was  of  the  27th  paft,  fays,  (at  leaft  I  have  feen  mention 
of  it  in  two,  or  three  letters  hither)  that  my  lord  Moun- 
tague  was  extraordinarily  well  received  by  the  king,  and 
that  the  general  opinion  was,  that  he  Ihould  be  fecretary 
of  ftate  in  the  place  of  my  lord  Middletoo,  though  it  ia 
not  faid,  that  that  lord  is  in  dilgrace,  or  that  he  is  to  be 
advanced  to  a  higher  ftation  i  if  that  Ihould  be,  I  will 
only  fey,  miracles  are  not  yet  ceafed.  On  funday  fir  Pat. 
Trant  arrived  here  in  a  Chefter  fhip :  yefterday  major 
general  Macarty  brought  him  to  me.  He  told  me,  he 
left  my  lord  tieafurer  wdl,  &c,  God  keep  you  and  alt 
yours.

Ic  A  M  E  this  morning  to  council,  where  we  had  little 
or  no  bufinefs,  and  but  a  very  fmall  appearance,  al- 
moft  every  body  being  out  of  town ;  fo  that  I  have  adr 
journed  the  council  to  michaelmas,  except  any  thing  of 
confequence  require  it,  and  then  I  can  call  one.

Is  M  o  u  L  D  not  have  given  your  lordlhip  the  trouble  of 
a  letter  at  this  time;  were  it  not  to  acquaint  you. 
(w^ch  I  beg  you  to  inform  the  king  of)  with  a  very  un- 
happy accident,  which  is  this  minute  brought  me  by  an. 
exprefs.  On  monday  laft  captain  William  Hamilton,  "in. 
colonel  Hamilton's  regiment  of  dragoonsj.  was  flabbed: 
with  a  (kean  by  his  own  lieutenant,  Murt.  Magennis,  at 
Downe;  and  died  that  night.  I  have  yet  no  account  of 
the  particulars,  only  that  the  affizes  were  then  fitting  at 
Downe ;  fo  that  I  cannot  doubt,  but  the  judges  will  fee 
juftice  done ;  of  which,  your  lordlhip  fliall  be  informed, 
as  foon  as  I  can  do  it.

Mr.  John  Hamilton,  who  is'Jikewife  a  very  good  man. 
Th^  are  a  numerous  family,  and  very  honeft.  I  confefs, 
I  was  lorry  when  I  found,  this  Magennis  was  made  Ha- 
milt(Hi's  lieutenant ;  for  it  was  not  like  they  could  agree, 
chere  having  been  long  and  great  feuds  between  them ; 
and  the  man  might  have  made  a  good  officer  to  another 
captain,  which  I  told  my  lord  Tyrconnel :  but  he  was  of 
another  opinion,  faying,  the  king  had  been  informed  of 
all  thofe  differences ;  that  they  might  both  be  in  the 
wrong  in  thofe  matters,  and  putting  them  together  was 
the  way  to  reconcile  them.

IN  my  laft  I  gave  you  the  bell  account  I  then  could  of 
the  unfortunate  killing  honeft,  and  infinitely  to  be  la- 
mented William  Hafnilton.  I  have  fince  had  a  further 
account  thereof  from  the  judges,  who  were  then  upon  the 
place ;  a  copy  of  whofe  letter  I  herewith  fend  you,  as 
likewife  a  letter  which  I  had  from  lir  Thomas  Fotherly ; 
who  was  then  at  Downe,  having  afked  me  leave  to  tie 

a  ramble 
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a  ramble  into  the  north.  When  the  dean  of  Downe,  whoi 
is  a  very  worthy  and  difcreet  man>  fends  up  the  exami-  , 
nations,  you  fliall  have  an  aipcount  thereof. 

On  thurfday  laft  my  lord  Tyrconnel  returned  out  oi 
the  north  to  his  own  houie,  about  8  miles  from  hence. 
Yefterday  morning  I  writ  to  him  to  put  him  in  mind  of 
the  meeting  he  had  promifed,  and  to  let  him  know,  that 
the  lord  chief  juflice  Keating  was  in  town ;  and  that  it 
would  be  beft  to  meet,  before  he  went  to  Widdbw.  His; 
lordflup  was  pleafed  to  anfwer  my  letter,  and  to  cell  me,, 
that  he  could  not  C(»ne  to  town  yefterday;  but  that  he- 
would  not  fail  to  be  at  the  caftle  today  at  lo  in  the- 
morning.  At  the  hour  appointed  I  was  there }  my  lord 
chancellor,  and  Mr.  folidtor  with  me.  The  firft  thing  I 
met  with  upon  my  arrival  from  Chapel  Izod  was  a  letter 
from  my  lord  chief  Juftice  Keating,  that  he  had  laft  night 
received  a  letter  (after  he  had  been  with  me)  from  baron: 
Rice,  who  was  taken  very  ill  with  the  gout  at  Wexford ; 
and  therefore  his  lordfhip  was  obliged  to  go  this  morning, 
to  Wicklow,  or  elfe  the  commiffion  would  foil ;  for  I  had 
tefolved  yefterday,  that  he  fhould  not  go  to  Wicklow  at 
all.  Well,  we  Uiree  continued  together  till  near  one  of 
the  clock,  and  no  lord  Tyrconnel  came.  At  length,  as 
we  were  all  taking  coach  to  come  hither  to  dinner,  in 
came  his  lordfhip,  made  twenty  ezcufes  for  coming  ii> 
late,  that  one  of  his  hcfffes  had  lofl  a  fhoe  by  the  way, 
which  kept  him  two  hours  before  he  could  get  it  mend- 
ed, &c.  Well,  I  a&ed  him,  where  Mr.  Nangle  was  ? 
whether  I  fhould  fend  for  him  ?  The  major,  general  wa« 
here.  His  lordfhip  anfwered,  faith,  my  lord,  it  is  very 
late :  we  cannot  talk  much  now.    Mr,  Nangle,  I  believe, 

is 
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is  not  fo  ready,  as  he  will  be  a  few  days  hence ;  and  te- 
fides  I  would  not  be  without  my  lord  chief  juftice  Keat- 
ing ;  who  is  both  an  lioneft  and  a  wife  man,  and  under- 
ftands  this  country  as  well  as  any  body.  He  then  fell  to 
difcourfe  of  his  going  ptefently  into  England.  I  defired 
him  to  appoint  a  day,  when  he  would  certainly  meet, 
and  when  Mr.  Nangle  would  be  ready.  He  then  ^eed, 
it  Ihould  be  on  friday  next,  by  which  time  my  lord  chief 
juftice  Keating  would  be  returned.  I  faid,  I  hoped,  he 
would  not  go  for  England  before  that  day.  He  replied, 
no;  but  that  he  Ihould  be  going  quickly  after;  and  fo 
that  day  ftands  for  the  meeting.  He  has  not  thought  fit 
yet  to  tell  me  the  day  he  intends  to  leave  us ;  but  all  his 
friends  in  the  town  fay,  it  will  be  on  wednefilay  come 
fennight.  On  friday  we  do  refolve  to  pulh  them  to  fome 
refolution;  and  it  Ihall  appear  to  the  king,  where  the 
delay  is :  and  a  reprefentation  Ihall  be  made,  whereby  his 
majefty  may  know  the  truth  of  every  thing  here ;  and 
then  h^  will  beft  know,  what  remedy  to  apply.  Some 
encouragement  muft  fpeedily  be  given,  or  elfcthe  king 
wiU  lofe  a  great  deal  of  the  profit  of  this  (as  it  hath  been) 
flourifliing  country ;  and  wUl  be  deprived  of  many  more 
of  the  laborious  people  than  are  yet  gone. 

I  have  fent  you  to  the  treafuiy  a  ftate  of  the  laft  qu»- 
ter's  accompt,  with  my  obfervations  thereupon ;  which,  I 
am  fure,  are  true.  I  fliall  very  quickly  fend  you  an  ac- 
count of  the  exportations ;  and  then  you  will  fee  every 
thing  as  clear,  as  if  you  were  upon  the  place.  God  keep

receive  the  examinations  they  mention,  they  Ihall  be  like- 
wife  fent  to  your  lordfliip.  My  lord  Tyrconnel  returned 
yefterday  out  of  the  north,  and  this  day  he  came  to 
town ;  but  we  could  not  have  our  intended  conference 
by  reafon  iay  lord  chief  juftice  Keating  was  forced  to  go 
this  morning  to  the  aiTizes  at  Wicklow,  or  elfe  the  com- 
miffion  muft  have  fallen;  Mr.  baron  Rice  being  fallen 
fo  very  ill  of  the  gout  at  Wexford,  that  he  could  not  ftir 
from  thence :  fo  that  our  meeting  is  put  off  till  friday ; 
when  both  thefe  judges,  if  well,  will  be  in  town. 

Sir  Arthur  Gore,  a  gentleman  of  a  very  good  eftate 
here,  hath  lately  given  me  a  petition^  wherein  he  defires 
to  have  a  grant  from  the  king  to  create  his  laid  lands  into 
a  manor.  I  referred  it  to  Mr.  folicitor  general ;  whofe 
report,  together  with  the  petition,  I  take  the  liberty  to 
tranfmit  to  your  lordfliip;  as  likewife  the  draught  of  a 
letter  fc*  the  king  to  write  to  me,  in  cafe  his  ipajefty  fliall 
think  fit  to  gratify  the  petitioner;  which,  I  am  told,  is 
ufual  to  tender  in  thefe  cafes.

IHA  VE  received  your's  of  the  3d  inftant,  and  am  verf 
glad  Timbridge  agrees  fo  well  with  yoo,  and  that 
you  are  fo  near  nnifliing  that  courle;  for,  by  the- time 
this  comes  to  you,  I  fuppofe,  you  will  be  iettkd  in  your 
old  quarters.  I  do  extremely  rejoice  at  what  you  tell  me, 
that  my  filter  is  much  the  better  for  the  waters :  I  piay 

rd  confirm  her  health.  And  now  I  might  end  here,  and 
you  would  once  hare  a  very  Ihort  letter ;  but  that  what 
I  have  written  to  my  lord  prefident  ( of  which  you  have 
here  the  copy)  does  give  me  occafion  to  fay  fomething  to 
you.  Though  it  be  a  money  matter,  I  think,  it  is  for  thole, 
for  whom  you  do-  not  much  care  to  folidt ;  and,  as  they 
depend  all  upon  my  lord  prefident,  fo  I  am  very  willing 
they  Ihould  fee  where  the  fault  lies,  that  they  have  not 
what  they  expeft,  and  that  it  does  not  lie  at  my  door.  It 
is  really  very  hard  to  tell  men,  that  ca-ders  are  lent  me, 
when  there  are  none ;  and  I  think,  I  could  not  lay  left 
than  I  have  done  to  bis  lordlhip  upon  that  fnbje^.  The 
Toman  catholick  primate  fays,  he  was  aflured  by  my  lord 
prefident,  that  my  lord  Tyrconnel  Would  bring  efle^al 
orders  for  their  allowances ;  and  yefterday  he  told  me,  it 
had  been  better  they  had  never  been,  put  in  hopes  of  any 
thing.  He  faid,  my  lord  Tyrconnel  had  his  head  full  of 
he  knew  not  what,  and  never  thought  of  them.  Though 
he  feemed  to  believe  what  I  told  him,  that  I  had  not  any 
orders  concerning  him,  yet  he  faid,  it  was  ftrange  his 
correfpondent  Ihould  write  as  he  did  from  the  fecretary's 

office: 
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office :  and  fo  he  feemed  to  have  as  much  diftruft,  as  his 
good  manners  would  give  him  leave.  In  a  word  you  can- 
not imagine,  how  little  thefe  men  can  bear  profperity: 
whatever  the  king  thinks  fit  out  of  bounty  to  allow  them, 
they  think  to  be  their  due,  as  well  as  their  merit ;  and, 
if  ail  forms  of  bufinefs  are  not  leaped  ovd-  for  their  fakes, 
and,  if  things  are  not  defpatched  fooner  than  is  poffible, 
they  think  themfelves  injured.  This  Turlogh  Magwire, 
in  the  cnclofed  mentioned,  is  a  fad  foul,  and  was  aJSual- 
ly  a  groom,  and  looked  to  a  gentleman's  horfe  fince  I 
came  into  the  country ;  and  therefore  may  well  not  be 
thought  fit  to  be  a  comet :  the  truth  is,  it  was  laughed 
at  by  all  their  countrymen.  The  other,  Cornelius,  is  a 
poor  creatiu-e  too,  and  will  be  as  much  laughed  at,  when 
he  18  in  the  troop,  and  has  learnt  to  ride :  but  I  find,  the 
prelate  intends  to  keep  him  a  good  while  from  his  co- 
lours ;  and  the  pay  fliall  perhaps  keep  him,  and:  Turlogh 
too.  Tomorrow  will  be  our  great  conference ;  of  which 
the  next  poft  will  give  you  an  account.  Yefterday  my 
lord  chancellor,  and  Mr.  folicitor  dined  with  my  lord  Tyr- 
connel  at  Cartowne,  alias  Talbot,  its  new  name ;  where 
they  had  fome  diicourfe  upon  the  main  point.  But  my 
lord  chancellor  tells  me,  it  is  plain,  they  intend  to  bring 
all  to  confiifion,  and  to  have  nothing  fettled ;  which,  I 
fuppofe,  will  not  be  the  king's  intention.  They  would 
have  the  king  give  no  further  affurances  of  preferving  the 
aAs  of  fettlement,  till  a  parliament  is  called ;  and  there 
arife  fo  many  difficulties  in  the  matters,  that  muft  be 
thought  of  preparatory  to  a  parliament,  that  no  two' of 
them  can  agree  upon  any  thing,  much  lefs,  when  a  par- 
liament Ihould  be  called :  fo  that,  I  imagine,  if  the  learn- 
E  e  e  2  ed 
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ed  of  the  gown  of  their  fide  have  not  the  luck  to  hit  m- 
on  fomething  to  amufe  the  reft,  and  plaufibly  to  de&e 
longer  time  for  folid  deliberation,  and  weighing  and  exa- 
mining all  particulars,  I  ihall  ^ve  you  good  entertainnient 
in  my  next. 

The  king's  charge  upon  his  revenue  is  fo  very  greatat 
prefent,  (of  which  I  will  write  particularly  to  you  the 
next  week)  that  1  know  not.how  to  move  the  laying  out 
any  money ;  but  really  the  chief  govemour  does  extreme- 
ly want  a  habitation.  I  do  not  think  it  neceflaiy  he 
uiould  have  a  royal  palace,  fit  to  hold  the  king  and 
queen,  and  whole  court ;  but  a  good  houfe  he  ought  to 
have,  and  the  country  deferves  it  Such  a  one,  iit  for 
him  to  be  decently  accommodated  in,  I  am  fure,  might 
be  built  for  5000I,  or  6000I;  and  it  Ihould  be  a  better 
houfe,  than  any  is  now  in  London,  If  you  pleafe,  I  will 
fend  you  over  fuch  a  model,  and  an  eftimate.  If  that 
were  once  done,  mwe  might  be  added  to  it  hereafter, 
whenever  the  king  pleafed ;  and  in  the  mean  time  there 
would  be  no  need :  but  in  good  earneft,  as  it  is  now,  I 
have  no  neceffary  convenient  room.  In  a  w<ad,  no  gen- 
tleman in  the  Pall-Mall  is  fo  ill  lodged  in  all  re^e<£ts.  I 
hope,  I  am  not  immodeft  in  what  I  propofe ;  efpecially 
confideiipg,  that  I  have  put  the  king  to  no  expenfe  fines 
my  being  here ;  which  every  body  cannot  fay.  I  m%ht 
add,  that  the  keeping  up,  that  is,  the  keeping  dry,  this 
pitiful  bit  of  a  caftle  cofls  an  incredible  deal ;  of  which 
you  Ihall  have  a  particular  account  laid  before  you.  God 
knows,  whether  I  am  defigned  to  be  long-hved  enough 
here  to  do  any  thing  of  this  work :  what  pleafeth  god, 
and  the  king.  I  will  think  no  more  of  it,  till  you  dire& 
me.    God  keep  you  and  all  yours.

IN  your  lordfliip's  of  the  1 3th  of  the  laft  month'  (and  T 
have  fince  had  none  from  you)  yon  were  pleaied  to 
tell  me,  that  I  fliould  fpeedily  have  direfliions  concerning 
the  roman  catholick  primate.  He  came  «o  me  the  fame 
day  I  received  that  letter  from  your  lordHiip,  and  told 
me,  he  had  an  account  from  England,  that  orders  were 
fent  me  for  his  fupply.  I  afllired  him,  I  had  none,  Snd 
ihewed  him  that  claufe  in  your  lordfliip's  letter ;  at  which 
he  feemed  much  tOr  wonder.  He  hath  been  with  me 
twice,  or  thrice  fince :  I  could  but  afiiire  him,  that  I  had 
received  no  orders  as  yet  concerning  him ;  and  that,  as 
ibon  as  I  had,  he  fliould  have  an  account  thereof.  Yes- 
terday he  was  vrith  me  again,  and  fliewed  me  a  letter 
from  his  correfpondent  at  London,  dated  the  3d  inftant ; 
wherein  he  writes  to  this  eSeSt — that  he  had' been  at  my 
lord  prefident's ;  that  Mr.  Bridgeman  told  him,  he  could 
not  then  Ipeak  with  my  lord,  he  being  very  private ;  but 
that  he  need  not  trouble  himfeif,  for  full  orders^  were  fent 
to  me  concerning  the  roman  catholick  primate.  When  he 
fliewed  me  this,  I  could  but  aflure  him,  that  1  knew  no^ 
thing  of  his  aflair ;  and  that  I  never  had' a  word  concern- 
ing him,  but  what  he  faw  from  your  lordfhip  in  your's  of 
the  13th  paft.  My  lord,  I  do  never  folicit  the  king  in^ 
difpofing  of  his  money;  but  when  any,  fuch  as  thefe  ro- 
man catholick  bifliops,  tell  me,  the  king  has  promifed. 
them  fupport,  and  beg  me  to  write  about  it,  which  L 
promife  them  to  do,  I  am  fure,  they  fliall  have  no  caufe 

to 
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to  think,  I  do  not  deal  candidly  and  fincerely  with  them. 
This  good  man  is  willing  to  believe  me ;  and  yet  he 
knows  not  well  how  to  look,  when  I  truly  deny  what  his 
agent  fo  pofiti?ely  writes  from  your  lordihip's  office.  I 
do  therefore  humbly  beg  your  lordfhip,  that  you  will  give 
diredions,  that  pecmle  may  not  be  told  I  have  orders  con- 
cerning them,  till  fuch  orders  are  really  fent  away. 

There  is  another  particular  1  am  to  acquaint  your  lord- 
ihip  with.  In  the  Im  of  new  officers  Turlc^h  Magwire  a 
made  cornet  in  captain  William  Hamilton's  troop  of  dra- 
goons: he  is  brother  to  the  roman  catholick  primate; 
who  tells  me,  he  is  not  fit  for  that  employment ;  which 
is  not  to  be  doubted,  if  what  I  hear  from  other  hands  be 
true.  But  he  tells  me,  he  has  another  brother,  whole 
name  is  Cornelius ;  upon  whom,  he  hopes,  the  king  will 
beftow  tliat  command.  If  his  majefty  fliall  fo  vouchfafe, 
I  may,  upon  his  pleafure  figniiied  by  your  lonilhip,  alter 
the  name  in  the  commiffion.  The  roman  cathcJick  pri- 
mate tells  me  further,  his  brother  CorneHus  is  young ;  he 
has  brought  him  to  town  from  fchool,  and  defii^,  he 
may  keep  him  fometime  at  Dublin  to  learn  him  to  ride ; 
all  which  I  thought  fit  to  impart  to  your  lordfliip,  and 
am  ready  to  follow  fuch  orders,  as  you  fhall  give  me 
therein.

I  HAVE  lately  received  from  your  lordlbip  his  majefty's 
reference  upon  the  petition  of  Mr.  Hill ;  who  is  ap- 
pointed b^  the  ftates  general  of  the  united  provinces  to  be 
conful,  and  to  refide  in  this  kingdom  for  the  afiairs  of  the; 
merchants,  who  trade  hither  from  thofe  parts.  I  thought 
fit  to  advife  thereupon  with  the  lords  of  his  majefty's  pri- 
vy council  here ;  who  were  unanimoufly  of  opinion,  that 
it  might  be  a  great  encouragement  to  the  trade  of  this, 
kingdom  to  have  fuch  a  conful  live  here.  I  have  likewife 
advifed  with  the  moft  confiderable  merchants  here  of  both 
nations,  I  mean  Englilh  and  Iri(h,  trading  into  thole  parts ; 
and  they  all  agree,  that  a  conful  from  the  ftates  general 
refiding  here,  as  is  propofcd,  may  be  of  good  advantage  to 
the  trade  of  this  kingdom,  and  confequently  to  the  king'* 
revenue,  both  which  have  need,  at  this  time,  of  all  pof- 
fible  fuppcfft. 

It  would  be  unneceflary  to  entertain  your  lordfhip  with 
any  thing  relating  to  the  affairs  of  this  place,  for  fear  of 
diverting  you  from  your  more  ^eighty  employments ;  and 
not  doubting,  but  your  lordftiip  knows  as  much  of  them„ 
as  you  have  a  mind  to,  from  what  I  write  to  my  lord  pre- 
fident.  I  am  very  glad  to  lay  hold  of  this,  and  of  all  op- 
portunities to  exprefs  my  refpeds  to  your  lordfliip,  and  to 
aftiire  you,  that  I  am  with  all  poffible  efteem>

MY  lord  prefident  will  give  your  majefty  an  account 
of  the  confultation  I  had  yefterday  with  my  lord 
chancellor,  my  lord  Tyrconnel,  and  others,  your  majef- 
ty's  officers  and  fervants  here :  I  humbly  befeech  your 
majefty  to  be  pleafed  to  call  for  it.  Though  I  am  told, 
fir,  by  fome,  that  I  ought  not  to  make  thofe  reprefenta- 
tions,  I  do,  to  your  majefty ;  yet,  till  I  am  forbid  by 
your  command,  I  Ihould  think  myfelf  inexcufable,  if  I 
did  not  lay  before  you  my  thoughts  of  thCprefent  condi- 
tion of  this  kingdom,  abftrafled  from  all  intereft  or  de- 
fignsj  but  your  fervice ;  and  I  flatter  myfelf,  your  ma- 
jefty thinks  me  uncapable  of  any  other.  I  am  ijnwillingi 
fir,  to  give  a  rafli  judgment  or  cenfure  upon  any  men  ; 
but  I  doubt,  there  are  fome,  who  have  no  mind  to  make 
much  hafte  to  fettle  this  poor  country;  or  rather,  who 
will  ravel  fo  far  into  the  prefent  fettlements,  under  which 
your  people  have  flourifhed  for  20  years  paft,  as  will  con- 
firm men  in  the  opinions  they  have  had,  ( though  with- 
out ground  hitherto)  that  they  fhould  lofe  the  eftates  they 
have  been  fo  long  poftefied  of:  all  which  apprehenfioqs 
were  eafily  to  be  pacified  by  telling  them,  diat  they  are 
fafe  in  their  pofleffions  by  laws,  which  cannot  be  altered 
but  by  their  own  confents ;  and  that  your  majefty  will 
not  fuffer  thofe  laws  to  be  infringed.  As  this  will  at  all 
times  fatisfy  reafonable  men,  fo  a  little  time  would  con- 
vince the  more  ordinary  (the  more  numerous)  fort ;  who 
are  not  of  a  capacity  to  examine  into  the  grounds  of  their 

fears. 
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fears,  which  are  raifed  by  the  difcourfes  and  threatenings 
of  wifcr,  and  in  appearance  better  men  than  therafelves. 
Not  to  trouble  your  majefty  with  longer  difcourfes  than 
are  neceflary,  I  will  only  give  you  fome  heads  of  the 
caufes,  upon  which  the  Englifti  ground  their  apprehen- 
fions.  In  the  firft  place  they  are  alarmed  at  the  great  al- 
terations made  in  the  army :  for,  though  it  be  pofitively 
averred  by  fome  of  the  great  officers,  that,  when  all  the 
changes  are  made,  there  will  not  be  above  a  7th  part  na- 
tives, it  is  notorioufly  known,  that  there  are  already  2000 
Irith,  (whiqh  is  a  4th  part)  beCdes  thofe  who  have  been 
received  fince  the  laft  June  mufter ;  which  in  all  probabi- 
lity will  make  above  that  number  more.  That  which" 
adds  to  their  fright  is  the  report,  which  comes  from  con- 
fiderable  officers,  that  there  will  be  another  purge  of  the 
army  after  michaelmas,  and  that  by  chriftmas  day  there 
fhali  not  be  an  Englilhman  left  in  it.  When  men  are 
reafoned  out  of  thefe  fancies,  which  it  is  not  hard  to 
do  by  telling  them,  that  by  the  times  mentioned  they 
will  find  the  falfhood  of  thofe  fuggeftions,  and  that  your 
majefty  will  be  ferved  equally  and  indifferently  by  all  your 
fubjedls ;  the  anfwer  is,  why  ftiould  we  not  believe  what 
the  officers  fay  themfelves  ?  efpecially,  when  we  fee  whole 
companies  difbanded  together,  and  the  men.plainly  told, 
if  they  would  keep  any  of  their  religion,  they  would  not 
difcharge  them.  When  we  fee,  fay  they,  all  our  coun- 
trymen difarmed,  and  that  the  arms  and  the  power  are  in 
the  hands  of  the  Iriih,  how  can  we  forget  the  barbarous 
murders  committed  on  us  ty  their  fathers?  and,  when 
we  are  told  plainly,  that  we  have  no  right  to  our  eftates, 
what  violence  may  we  not  expeft  from  thofe,  who  have 
F  f  f  now 
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now  power  to  take  what  they  think  their  own,  and  which 
they  have  been  fo  long  injurioufly  kept  out  of?  The  other 
caufes  given  for  their  fears  are  the  Irith  maintaining,  that 
there  was  no  rebelHon  in  1641 ;  which  may  occafion 
warm  debates :  that  all  grants  made  by  the  late  king, 
not  in  purfuance  of  the  afts  of  fettlement,  and  all  provi- 
fos  in  the  afls,  whereby  eftatcs  are  granted  to  any  per- 
fons,  not  direflly  according  to  the  king's  declaration, 
(which  was  the  ground  of  the  fetdement)  were  a  furpriie 
upon  his  majefty,  and  are  void ;  which  will  leave  all, 
who  have  purchafed  under  thofe  grants  or  provifos,  to  the 
wide  world.  The  old  proprietors  have  in  feveral  places 
•forbid  the  tenants  paying  their  rents  to  their  prefent  land- 
lords ;  which,  though  perhaps  the  landlord  ( when  he 
hears  it)  is  wifer  than  to  be  much  ftaftled  at  it,  yet  it 
makes  the  tenant  raife  what  rnoney  he  can ;  for,  when  he 
finds  his  landlord's  title  queftioned,  he  thinks,  the  beft 
thing  he  can  do  for  himfelf  is  to  fecure  his  own  flock, 
and  put  what  money  he  can  make  into  his  pocket :  and 
thus  many  of  that  fort  of  men  are  withdrawn,  who  were 
the  great  improvers  of  the  country. 

I^he  roman  catholick  clergy  in  feveral  places  have  for- 
bid the  people  paying  their  tithes  to  the  proteftant  minif- 
ters ;  of  which  I  have  had  feveral  complaints  upon  oath 
fent  to  me  out  of  the  countries ;  which  I  have  hitherto 
fupprefled,  and  only  acquainted  fome  of  the  roman  ca- 
tholick bifliops  therewith,  who  do  not  approve  of  any 
fuch  proceedings,  and  have  promifed  me  to  reprove  thofe 
priefts,  who  do  things  for  which  they  have  no  orders.  I 
do  not  tell  your  majefty  thefe  things,  as  fears  and  appre- 
henfions  of  my  own,  for  I. cannot  have  them.     And,  by 
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what  yoiir  majefty  has 'been  pleafed  to  write  to  me,  as 
well  as  by  what  you  faid  to  me  before  I  left  England,  I 
know,  there  is  not  the  lead  ground  for  any  of  thefe  ap- 
prehenfionj ;  and  I  know,  it  is  my  duty  to  decry  and  dif- 
credit  them  j  which,  I  am  fare,  I  do,  and  ever  will  do 
to  the  utmoft :  but  I  think  it  my  duty  likewife  to  ac- 
quaint your. majefty  with  them,  that  you  may  be  truly 
informed  of  the  ground  of  your  people's  fears  9  whereby 
you  will  beft  judge,  whether  they  are  worthy  your  taking 
notice  of,  and  what  remedies  to  direfi  to  be  applied.  It 
may  not  be  amifs  here  to  let  your  majefty  know,  that 
once  in  the  king  your  brother's  time,  upon  a  reprefenta- 
tion  made  to  him  from  hence,  that  people  were  afraid 
the  afls  of  fettlement  would  be  Ihaken,  becaufe  of  fome 
liberty  his  majefty  had  granted  to  roman  cathoHck  natives 
to  live  and  purchafe  in  corporation  towns,  which  was  faid 
to  be  an  infringement  of  thofe  a£ts,  his  majefty  was  plea- 
fed  by  his  letter  to  order  his  lieutenant  here  to  iffue  out  a 
proclamation  to  quiet  the  minds  of  his  fubje£ts  in  that 
particular ;  a  copy  whereof  I  have  fent  to  my  lord  prefi- 
dent,  and  am  humbly  of  opinion,  it  would  have  a  great 
effect  towards  compoiing  the  minds  of  men  at  this  time ; 
which  is  entirely  fubmitted  to  your  majefty's  judgment. 
I  can  with  afiurance  fay,  what  I  have  often  declared  of 
your  majefty's  gracious  refolutions  to  preferve  the  afts  of 
fettlement  did  iatisfy  all  people,  even  the  catholicks,  who 
had  a  mind  to  thrive,  and  to  have  their  country  fetded, 
as  well  as  the  others,  till  fome  men,  who  are  in  places  of 
truft,  by  their  aftions  and  words  were  thought  to  know 
more  of  your  majefty's  mind  than  I  do.  I  do  moft  hum- 
bly implore  your  majefty's  leave  to  beg  of  you,  that,  whilft 
F  f f  2  you 
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you  do  me  the  honour  to  repofe  any  trull  in  me,  you 
would  vouchfafe  to  let  me  know  your  pleafure.    Sir,  I 
can  fay,  I  never  heiitated  at  any  of  your  commands ;  and 
can  give  an  effeftual  account  of  all,  I  have  received  from 
you  fince  my  being  here.     I  have  never  offered  your  ma- 
jefty  my  thoughts  in  what  I  have  prefumed  in  my  letters 
to  fay  to  you,  but  it  has  been  with  perfefl  fubmiffion  to 
your  royal  judgment,   without  fo  much  as  mentioning 
them  to  any  one  elfe :  and  what  reprefentations  or  infor- 
mations I  have  laid  before  you  of  matters  of  fail  have 
been  with  the  exadefl  truth,  without  partiality,  or  upon 
hearfays.     If  your  majefty  ihall  pleafe  to  condefcend  to 
let  me  know,  what  you  would  have  done  in  any  thing ; 
what  proportion  of  natives  you  will  have  in  your  army 
here ;  if  all,  and  no  Englilh ;  when  I  know  your  plea- 
fure, fir,  tny  bufinefs  fliall  be  to  execute  your  commands  , 
to  the  fatisfadtion  of  your  people ;  which,  I  am  fure,  you 
will  be  better  pleafed  with,   than  that  they  Ihould  be 
frighted  with  the  apprehenfions  of  things,   which  your 
majefty  does  not  intend  to  have  done.    It  is  a  great  opi- 
nion, fir,  among  fome  men,  (who  may  be  better  inform- 
ed, if  they  pleafe)  and  they  take  the  Uberty  to  fay,  that 
your  majefty  believes  it,  that  the  grofi  of  the  Englilh  in 
this  kingdom  are  fanaticks,  of  Cromwell's  brood,  and  the 
offspring  of  thofe,   who  ferved  in  the  rebellion  againft 
your  &cred  father;  which,  I  will  prefume  to  &y,  is  a 
very  great  miftake.    As  little  as  I  may  be  thought  to  un- 
derftand  Ireland,    I  will  undertake  to  make  it  appear, 
whenever  your  majefty  fliall  command  me,  that  there  are 
very  few  of  the  original  foldiers  and  adventurers  now  left, 
or  of  their  defcendants :  of  the  latter  not  20  families,  and 
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no  great  number  of  the  former.  But  the  generality  of 
thofe  2  great  interefts  fold  their  lots ;  many  of  them  to- 
honeft  men,  who  upon  the  king's  reftoration  brought  with 
them  out  of  England  to  lay  out  here  that,  little,  which 
remained  of  their  fortunes,  after  their  families  were  ruin- 
ed for  their  loyalty ;  and  many  of  them  to  a  new  fort  of 
people,  who  are  always  to  be  found,  when  fortunes  are 
to  be  made,  and  who  never  had  any  thing  to  do  in  the 
rebellions.  Of  thefe  men,  and  of  thofe  called  the  49  in- 
tereft,  who  were  by  all  accounted  loyal,  and  of  old  Eng- 
lifh  planters  in  queen  Elizabeth's  time,  and  fince  before 
1640,  does  the  bulk  of  the  Engliih  intereft  and  inhabi- 
tants confift :  thefe  men  carry  on  fix  parts  of  feven  of  the 
trade  of  this  kingdom.  And  I  muft  be  very  injurious  to 
them,  and  pot  inform  your  majefty  truly  of  the  ftate  of 
things  here,  if  I  do  not  tell  you,  that  generally  fpeaking; 
they  are  of  the  church  of  England  by  conftant  praftice^ 
and  not  by  a  late  going  to  church  only :  and  Imuft  fur- 
ther fay,  that  iirmy  life  I  never  met  with  people  fuller  of 
duty  to  your  majefty,  nor  more  defirous  of  opportunities 
to  manifeft  their  loyalty.  I  have  faid  nothing  of  the 
Scotch,  becaufe  I  am  not  yet  fo  well  informed  of  them,, 
as  I  will  fpeedily  be.  I  moft  humbly  beg  your  majefty 's 
pardon  for  this  long  letter ;  which  is  only  for  your  infor- 
mation :  and  I  befeech  you  to  believe,  when  I  know  yoiu- 
pleafure,  your  commands  fliall  no  where  meet  with  a  more 
pundual  obfervance,  than  from.

My  Lord,  Chapel  Izod,  Aug.  14. 1686. 

YESTERDAY  we  had  our  confultation :  there  were 
prcfent  my  lord  chancellor,  my  lord  Tyrconnel,  ma- 
jor general  Macarty,  my  lord  chief  juftice  Keating,  Mr. 
baron  Rice,  Mr.  folicitor  general,  colonel  R.  Hamilton, 
and  Mr.  Nangle.  Though  we  were  three  hours  together, 
I  cannot  undertake  to  give  your  lordfliip  an  account  of 
the  refult;  for,  in  truth,  we  came  to  none.  .My  lord 
Tyrconnel  had  promifed  3  weeks  fince,  that  Mr.  Nangle 
Ihould  bring  his  notions  in  writing ;  which  I  fliould  have 
been  very  glad  of,  that  we  might  have  had  fome  particu- 
lars to  have  debated  upon;  but  none  appeared,  Mr.  Nan- 
gle faying,  he  had  drawn  up  nothing,  and  that  many 
things  were  to  be  confidered  of,  before  matters  pould  be 
put  into  writing :  but  he  and  Mr.  baron  Rice  were  both 
of  opinion,  that  a  commiffion  would  lib  nothing,  and 
bring  in  a  very  fmall  fum  of  money,  if  any ;  but  would 
confirm  thofe  eftates,  which  ought  not  to  be  confirmed. 
My  lord  Tyrconnel  and  the  major  general  clofed  with 
that  opinion  with  much  vehemence  ;  the  firft  wonder- 
ing, with  expreffions,  which  had  better  been  forborn, 
that  fuch  a  thing  fliouId  be  mentioned  to  the  king.  Some 
men  would  have  nothing  told,  but  by  themfelves :  where- 
as I  wifli,  the  king  knew  every  thing  that  is  true ;  and 
then,  I  am  fure,  he  knows  beft  what  to  dired,  which 
will  be  always  obeyed  by  me  ;  nor  (hall  I  be  one  jot 
concerned,  if  another  man's  opinion  or  information  be 
taken,  as  well  as  mine,  provided  it  be  examined,  which 
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is  truth,  or  who  is  in  the  right ;  for  all  men  may  miftake, 
and  I  am  fure,  we  ought  all  to  intend  the  fame  thing, 
the  ferving  the  king  and  fettling  this  poor  country.    My 
lord  chief  juftice  Keating  faid,  he  was  of  opinioa,  as  cir- 
cumftances  were,  when  he  gave  me  the  paper  which  i 
tranfmitted  to  the  king,  that  a  commiffion  would  raiie  a 
very  confiderable  fum  of  money ;  and,  if  that  paper  were 
confidered,  it  Would  appear,  he  likewife  propofed  a  par- 
liament to  coniirm  the  proceedings  of  that  commiflion, 
who  would  give  the  king  a  further  confiderable  fupply. 
I  need  mention  no  more  of  that  paper,  becaufe  your  lord- 
ihip  has  it  by  you :  but  my  lord  chief  juftice  faid,  though 
he  thought  he  had  made  it  clear  in  his  faid  paper,  that  it 
would  be  the  intereft  of  almoft  every  man  to  come  in, 
.  and  take  out  a  confirmation  under  the  commiflion,  which 
moft  of  the  roman  catholicks  had  as  much  need  of  at 
others ;  yet  he  was  now  againfl  a  commifiion,  becaufe 
he  faw,  thofe  honourable  perfons  prefent  would  ufe  their 
endeavours  to  difliiade  people  from. coming  in.     It  was 
then  moved  to  know,  what  confideration  mould  be  had 
of  thofe  perfons,  who  had  purchafed  any  of  thofe  eftates ; 
which,  Mr.  baron  Rice  faid,  ought  not  to  be  confirmed : 
it  was  anfwered, ,  the  particular  circumftances  of  fuch  ca- 
fes muft  be  confidered.    It  was  then  alked,  whether  it 
could  be  imagined,  that  a  commiffion  would  raife  near 
fuch  a  fum,  as  would  iatisfy  thofe,  for  whom  the  king 
was  bound  in  honour  and  confcience  to  provide  ?  The  an— 
fwer  was,  that  nobody  could  make  a  certain  computa- 
tion of  what  would  arife  from  a  commiffion,  if  it  mould 
be  thought  fit  to  proceed  that  way ;  nor  could  any  body 
guefs,  what  fum  would  fetisfy,  except  the. number  and 
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qualifications  of  the  perfons  were  known,  who  were  to  be 
provided  for.  My  lord  Tyrconnel  faid,  very  few  of  the  per- 
fons mentioned  in  the  afls  were  yet  taken  care  of:  my 
lord  chief  juftice  Keating  replied,  that  he  had  offered  him 
feveral  times  to  make  it  appear  to  him,  that  there  were 
very  few  of  thofc  perfons  unprovided  for.  In  a  word,  as 
I  told  your  lordfliip  at  the  firft,  we  came  to  no  refolu- 
tion  J  Mr.  baron  Rice,  and  Mr.  Nangle,  and  thofe  of  their 
opinions  declaring,  that  they  thought,  nothing  ought  to 
be  done,  but  by  parliament.  But  for  the  time  of  calling 
a  parUament  very  little  was  faid ;  and,  I  believe,  men  will 
be  very  much  divided  about  that :  and,  with  humble  fub- 
miflion,  that  matter  cannot  be  too  well  confidered,  be- 
fore it  be  refolved.  If  I  may  be  allowed  to  make  any 
judgment  upon  this  whole  confiiltation,  and  from  the  dif- 
courfes  I  have  had  at  other  times  with  fome  of  thefe  per- 
fons, I  muft  needs  fay,  that  I  do  not  think,  they  defign 
to  have  the  prefent  fettlements  confirmed,  but  on  the 
contrary  quite  Ihaken;  that  is,  that  all  provifos  in  the 
a<9:s  of  fettlement  and  explanation,  whereby  eftates  are 
fettled  upon  any  perfons  not  diredly  purfuant  to  the  king's 
■declaration,  (which  was  the  ground  of  thofe  afts)  {hall  be 
liable  to  a  new  inquifition :  that  all  lands  by  the  ads  <^ 
fettlement  were  vefted  in  the  late  king,  as  a  r<^al  truftee, 
and  that  therefore  all  fubfequent  grants  made  by  his  ma- 
jefty,  not  in  purfuance  of  the  a<a6,  muft  be  made  void ; 
though  there  are  good  opinions,  that  the  king  might 
make  thofe  grants  by  law,  and  that  men  have  purchafed, 
and  made  fettlements  under  them.  Your  lordlhip  will 
eafily  perceive  fi-om  hence,  how  loofe  fome  men  wouU 
have  things  here ;  which,  if  permitted,  muft  put  a  ftop 
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to  the  improvements  of  the  country,  and  confequently  to 
the  growing  trade  of  it.  What  defigns  fome  men  have  by 
ravelling  into  all  again  is  not  hard  to  divine :  for  my  part, 
I  can  have  no  end  nor  intereft,  (nor  am  like  ever  to  have 
any  in  this  country)  but  to  inform  his  majefty  of  the 
whole  truth,  as  far  as  I  know,  that  he  may  be  tie  better 
able  to  examine  into  all,  and  then  to  obey  what  com- 
mands he  fends  me ;  which  I  humbly  befeech  your  lord- 
fliip  to  lay  before  the  king,  and  to  believe,  that  I  am 
with  all  poflible  refpeft.

Chapel  Izod,  Aug.  14. 1686. 

YESTERDAY  we  had  our  great  confultation,  upon 
which  we  came  to  no  refolution.  It  would  be  te- 
dious to  go  about  to  tell  you  all  the  interlocutory  dif- 
courfes,  who  faid  this,  and  who  replied  fo ;  which  poffi- 
bly  I  might  miftake  in  writing  upon  my  memory ;  but  I 
have  given  an  account  of  the  fubftance  of  it  to  my  lord 
prefident,  to  which  I  refer  you.  And,  in  that,  I  am  fure, 
I  am  not  miftaken ;  nor  in  the  opinion  I  have  given  of 
what,  I  believe,  fome  men  intend ;  which  they  do  plain- 
ly own  in  their  difcourfcs,  as  if  they  were  fure  of  fettling 
every  thing,  as  they  have  a  mind  to :  and  for  ought  I 
know  they  may  prevail.  All  I  contend  for  (and  I  am  con- 
fident, it  is  honeft  fo  to  do)  is,  that  the  king  may  know 
the  truth  of  all  iides ;  and  then  his  pleafure  muft  deter- 
G  g  g  mine 
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niine  all  our  Ivorld.  As  it  is  not  likely,  that  any  jSiaii  can 
know  the  truth,  where  many  parties  are  concerned,  with- 
out hearing  them  all,  fo,  I  doubt  not,  but  his  majefty 
Tf/'Al  do  in  what  concerns  his  fubjefls  of  this  Country, 
where  there  are  fo  many  different  interefts  and  parties ; 
who  mufl  be  all  regarded  in  fome  mea&re  or  other,  if 
the  king  will  have  them  live,  and  be  ufeful  to  him  here. 
But  I  do  aflure  you,  truth,  even  in  bare  matter  of  fefl^ 
will  never  be  known  from  my  lord  Tyrconnel ;  Which, 
you  may  think,  I  fay  in  anger,  but  feriOufly  I  do  not.  It 
is  impoiCble  you  can  believe,  except  you  found  it,  as  ive 
do  here,  how  wonderfully  falfe  he  is  in  almoft  every  thing 
he  fays.  What  he  defu'es  to  be  done  one  day,  or  avers  he 
has  done,  he  will  as  pofitively  deny  another,  though  wit- 
nefles  can  prove  him  in  the  wrong ;  nay,  though  fome- 
times  his  own  hand  is  (hewed  againft  him :  really  his  paf- 
fion,  and  his  rage  {wt  know  not  for  what)  makes  him 
forget  what  he  fays  and  does ;  and,  when  he  is  convin- 
ced, that  he  is  in  the  wrong,  he  is  then  in  fuch  a  fury, 
.  that  the  like  is  not  ufual.  Yefterday,  at  the  confultation, 
he  wondered,  that  I  fliould  move  for  fuch  a  commiffion, 
and  that  my  lord  chancellor,  and  my  lord  chief  juftieg 
Keating  fliould  give  their  opinions  ill  it ;  and  this  in  a 
more  magifterial  way,  than  you  can  imagine.  He  was 
anfwered  without  paffion,  (befides  being  told  the  true 
hiflory  of  the .  matter )  that  certainly  a  lord  lieutenant 
might  propofe  what  he  thought  fit  to  the  king;  which 
his  majefty  might  quafli,  or  order  to  be  further  confider- 
td  of,  as  he  pleafed ;  but  furely  his  lieutenant  Was  not  to 
be  reproved  by  any,  but  the  king  himfelf,  or  by  his  com- 
mand: and  he  found,  his  temper  was  not  approved  of. 

This 
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This  morning  I  had  a  letter  from  my  lord  chief  juftice 
JC — ;  which  I  think  fo  material,  that  I  fend  you  a  copy 
of  it :  I  fliould  think,  you  may  do  well  to  produce  it. 
What  he  means  by  declaring  his  fenfe  againft  a  commif- 
iion  only  is,  that  he  would  have  a  parliament  follow  to 
confirm  their  proceedings.  Indeed  I  could  wilh,  his  pa- 
per were  read,  and  confidered ;  for  I  have  fome  reafon  to 
imagine,  that  it  may  not  have  been  read  to  the  king,  or 
even  by  my  loi4  prefident ;  which,  if  tru^  is  a  little 
Jiard.  A  great  friend  of  lord  Tyrconnel's  told  a  friend 
of  mine  the  other  day  over  a  bottle,  that  the  bufinefs 
which  angered  my  lord  Tyrconnel  fo  much  was,  that  he 
was  not  in  the  government ;  that  he  would  never  leave, 
till  he  ff>t  me  out,  not  doubting,  but  he  fliould  then  be 
the  man.  I  never  knew,  I  flood  fo  much  in  any  man's 
way,  before :  it  is  very  probable,  if  his  invention  is  be- 
lieved, (and  he  thinks,  he  ought  to  be  believed  in  all  he 
fays  without  enquiry.)  he  may  get  the  better  of  n\c.  I 
was  never  given  to  contention ;  but  I  know,  the  king  is 
juft,  and  I  will  ever  fubmit  with  cheerfiilnefs  to  what  he 
determines  concerning  me.  If  I  fliould  be  continued,  or, 
if  I  flioulfi  be  recalled,  and  this  great  lord  not  fucceed 
me,  he  will  be  mad. 

You  vvill  think  perhaps  by  the  enclofed  copy,  that  J 
;have  written  vfry . plainly  tp  the  -king:  in  good  earneftj 
think  it  high  time  to  do  fo ;  and  then  I  cannot  be  blamed 
hereafter  for  not  infcwming  truly,  when  moft  of  the  tra- 
ding men  are  gone.  I  confefe,  J  pufli  to  know,  what  his 
imajefty  would  l»ve  done ;  which,  I  fliould  be  very  glad, 
he  would  tpU  me ;  then  J  fliould  know  what  to  thmk  of: 
but  really  to  be  told,  that  my  lord  Tyrconnel  has  no  or-

ders  to  do  any  thing,  but  what  I  give  him,  (and  I  give  him 
all  I  am  direfted  to  give  him)  and  for  him  to  give  direc- 
tions, which  I  do  not  know  of,  as  if  he  had  fome  fecret 
inftruftions  from  the  king,  and  which  yet  he  will  not 
own,  makes  me  make  a  ftrange  figure :  and  perhaps  I 
fliall  be  the  worfe  thought  of  hereafter  for  bearing,  what 
I  fhould  not,  nor  would,  but  that  I  have  no  mind  to  do 
any  thing,  which  may  in  any  manner  difpleale  the  king. 
And  that  confideration  alone  has,  I  am  confident,  kept 
him  from  being  affronted ;  and  in  time  men  will  be  wea- 
ry of  being  abufed  by  him.    God  keep  you  and  all  yours. 

Auguft  the  1 6th. 
Finding  the  packet  not  yet  gone  off,  I  think  it  fit  to 
tell  you,  that  my  lord  Tyrconnel  has  ordered  a  veffel  to 
be  ready  for  him  at  an  hour's  warning ;  and  he  intends  to 
be  gone  this  week.  I  am  now  affured,  Mr.  Nangle  goes 
with  him ;  which  I  have  reafon  to  believe  from  what  I 
have  by  a  fure  hand,  that  it  is  to  make  projefls  for  bills ; 
and,  by  the  difcourfes  he  and  his  friends  make  here,  they 
are  fuch,  as  will  turn  this  kingdom  topfy-turvy.  I  hope, 
yon  will  take  care,  he  may  give  in  his  papers  in  writing ; 
and  that  they  may  be  fent  over  to  me :  an  anfwer,  or 
concurrence  fliall  be  quickly  returned.  But,  if  that  will 
not  do,  pray  let  Mr.  K —  have  them :  he  fliall  be  enabled 
to  anfwer  them.  I  hope  all  the  world  may  fee,  that  I 
have  no  defign,  but  to  have  the  country  fettled  for  the 
king's  fervice  and  honour :  whereas  thofe,  who  would 
have  alterations,  have  defigns  to  enrich  themfelves,  and 
their  friends,  as  I  fliall  quickly  make  appear  by  undenia- 
ble proof.    God  keep  you  and  all  yours.

TH  o  u  G  H  I  have  very  lately  given  your  majefty  the 
trouble  of  a  very  long  letter,  yet  I  cannot  let  Mr. 
Savage  return  into  England  without  prefenting  my  moft 
humble  duty  to  your  majefty  by  him.  He  has  fpent  fome 
months  here,  fir,  and  will  be  able  to  give  your  majefty 
fome  account  both  of  things  and  perfons  from  his  own 
obfervations :  he  has  no  intereft  here,  and  therefore  can- 
not be  fufpefled  of  partiality  to  the  country.  For  my- 
felf,  I  befeech  your  majefty  to  believe,  that  it  is  my 
whole  bufinefs  to  ferve  you  according  to  your  commands } 
which  will  always  appear  upon  the  ftriiieft  examination. 
As  I  have  been  fupported  many  years  by  your-majefty's 
countenance,  fo,  I  am  fii're,  I  can  never  be  happy  with- 
out it.  And  I  take  more  comfort  and  inward  joy  in 
pleafing  you,  than  if  you  gave  me  millions ;  and  I  de- 
fire  to  be.  proud  of  nothing  in  this  world,  but  of  being, 
what  I  ought  to  be.

Chapel  Izod,  Aug.  ig.  1686.  Thurfday. 

ON  tuefday  my  lady  Dorchefter,  and  her  company 
went  hence  in  the  yacht  for  Chefter ;  fo  that  you 
will  quickly  have  her  in  London.  On  the  fame  day  the 
major  general  came  to  me,  and  told  me,  my  lord  Tyr- 
connel  intended  to  hare  been  in  town  today,  but  had  for 
thefe  2  days  been  very  much  indifpoled ;  and  therefoie 
defired  me  to  excufe  him  till  thurfday,  when  he  defign- 
ed  to  be  in  town  with  his  family  in  order  to  his  journey 
for  England.  Yefterday  I  fent  a  gentleman  widi  a  com- 
pliment to  fee  my  lord  Tyrconnel :  he  brought  me  word, 
he  was  fonuthing  better,  and  hoped  to  be  in  town  with- 
in a  day  or  two.  I  carry  this  letter  with  me  to  Dublin, 
the  packet  being  to  go  off  with  the  £rft  tide :  if  his  lord- 
fliip  comes  thither  mis  morning,  or  any  thing  elfe  hap- 
pen, you  fliall  have  an  account  of  it.  The  judges  heii^ 
returned,  and  feveral  others  being  come  to  town,  who 
had  been  at  Do^ne-Patrick  when  tory  Hamilton  was 
killed,  I  have  had  fome  fiirther  account  of  that  matter; 
which  I  think  fit  to  give  you,  to  make  what  ufe  you 
think  fit  of.  The  firft  news  brought  into  court,  when  the 
judges  were  fitting,  (which  was  about  5  or  6  of  clock  at 
night)  was,  that  Hamilton  had  killed  Magennisj  upon 
which  judge  Nugent  clapped  his  hand,  and  faid,  by  the 
grace  of  god  we  will  try  him,  before  we  leave  the  town : 
but  quickly  after  the  truth  was  brought  in,  that  Magen- 
nis  had  kUled  Hamilton;  upon  which  the  whole  court 
was  emptied  in  a  minute,  and  only  the  judges  and  the 
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prifoners  left  in  it.  The  judges  adjourned  the  court  till 
the  morrow  morning ;  when  they  had  nothing  further  to 
do,  but  to  receive  the  prefentments  of  the  grand  jury, 
and  to  difmifs  the  country.  Of  the  diforder  that  was  like 
to  be  in  the  town,  and  how  all  was  pacified,  you  had  an 
account  in  the  letter,  which  the  judges  writ  to  me.  An 
exprefs  was  immediately  fent  upon  this  aff^  to  my  lord 
Tyrconnel ;  who  was  then  at  Lifcurne,  about  20  miles 
from  Downe.  The  next  day,  whilft  the  judges  were  yet 
in  Downe,  comes  a  letter  from  my  lord  Tyrconnel  to  the 
judges,  telling  them,  that  he  had  received  an  account  of 
the  kilKng  of  Hamilton ;  that  he  believed,  Magennis  had 
done  it  in  his  own  defence,  and  therefore  that  they  might 
bail  him ;  and  that  I'ery  good  bail  would  be  given  for  his 
appearance  the  next  affizes.  But  the  judges  thought  not 
fit  to  bail  him,  in  regard  the  coroner  had  not  men  fat 
upon  the  body ;  and  fo,  aftor  they  had  given  direftions 
for  a  fubftantial  and  indifferent  jury  to  be  returned,  they 
left  the  town,  and  went  to,  new  town,  fir  Robert  Colvill's 
houfe;  where  they  lay  that  night,  and  whither  the  co- 
roner's inqueft  was  fent  to  them ;  and  fi-om  whence  they 
writ  to  me.  The  next  day  the  judges  went  to  Carrick- 
fergus ;  where  they  received  another  letter  fi«m  my  lord 
Tyrconnel,  giving  many  precedents  of  people's  being  bail- 
ed for  murder  j  and  therefore  preffed  extremely,  that  Ma- 
gennis might  be  bailed,  fetting  forth  the  great  merits  of 
the  man.  The  judges  anfwered,  that  they  could  not  do 
it,"  but  by  Habeas  corpus ;  which  they  could  not  grant  at 
that  place,  not  having  the  feal  with  them.  I  fuppofe, 
now  the  judges  are  returned,  a  Habeas  corpus  will  be 
moved  for ;  which  muft  be  granted,  and  Magennis  will 

be 
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be  brought  to  Dublin:  and  then  we  fhall  fee,  what  the 
judges  will  do  upon  the  Iblicitation  of  a  great  man.  All 
that  I  can  fay  is,  that,  if  I  fhould  interpofe  in  a  thing  of 
this  nature  before  trial,  I  think,  I  fhould  Ihew  my  par- , 
tiality,  and  do  the  king  very  ill  fervice ;  and  I  am  fure, 
my  lord  Tyrconnel  ought  to  have  applied  to  me,  if  to  any 
in  the  cafe :  but  he  thinks  himfelf  beyond  controul,  and 
does  every  day  things,  which  I  am  very  often  fain  to  con- 
tradict ;  which,  I  am  fure,  is  not  the  way  to  ferVe  the 
Jcing.    He  is  of  a  very  unhappy  temper. 

Dublin  Caftle. 
Since  my  being  hire  I  am  told,  my  lord  Tyrconnel 
continues  indifpofed,  and  cannot  be  in  town  today.  Juft 
now  are  come  in  3  packets  from  England,  wherein  I  have 
your's  of  the  9th  inftant ;  which  requires  no  further  an- 
fwer  at  prefent,  than  acknowledgmg.  I  am  very  ^d, 
the  waters  agree  fo  well  with  you,  and  that  you 'are  fo 
near  finifliing  your  courfe.  God  keep  you,  and  my  fif- 
ter,  and  all^ours.

YOUR  officer  with  your  lordfliip's  letter  of  the  14th 
paft  arrived  here  on  the  5th  inftant.  He  has  deli- 
vered me  all  the  books  and  papers,  which  your  lordfliip 
mentions  in  your  letter ;  fome  of  which  I  have  already 
perufed :  but,  I  am  fure,  you  do  not  expedt,  that  I  fhould 
fo  foon  give  your  lordfliip  an  opinion  upon  any  of  the  par- 
ticulars. 
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ticulars.  I  do  perfeftly  agree  with  your  lordfliip,  that  it 
i>  moft  necellary,  almoft  every  one  of  the  ports,  and  other 
inland  places  for  magazines  mentioned  mould  be  better 
fortified;  it  being  a  fliame  indeed  to  fee,  in  what  mife- 
rable  condition  fbme  of  them  lie.  I  doubt,  the  reafon, 
there  was  no  more  care  taken  of  them  in  the  time  of  for- 
mer chief  govemours,  was  the  want  of  money ;  for  the 
charges  upon  the  revenue  did  always  come  fo  very  near 
the  income,  that  really  there  was  not  fuiScient  left  to 
make  any  the  moft  neceflary  repairs  upon  the  fortifica- 
tions. I  have  fbme  time  fince  reptefented  the  charge  up- 
on the  revenue  at  my  coming  hither;  which  is  fince 
much  increafed,  and  the  revenue  not  augmented.  I.  have 
again  reprefented  the  whole,  as  my  lord  treaftirer  can  in- 
(ona  you;  and,  if  his  majefty  does. not  take  it  into  his 
ferious  confidetation,  he  will  not  be  able  to  do  more, 
than  has  hitherto  been  done.  If  the  king  could  contrive 
jft  lb,  as  to  lay  up  30000I,  or  40000I.  per  annum  of  his 
revenue  here,  then  he  might  be  able  in  few  years  to  put 
all  the  fortifications  and  m^^azines  into  the  condition  they 
ought  to  be,  and  every  year  to  do  fbmething  confider- 
able ;  but  god  knows,  whether  you  or  I  ihall  live  to  fee 
that  time.  I  will  every  week  be  writing  Ibmething  to 
your  lonUhip,  that  fo  we  may  be  ready,  as  for  as  we  are 
able,  to  begin  fomething  in  the  fpring,  as  your  lordfijip 
wiflieth.  But  in  the  mean  time  there  are  fome  things  of 
immediate  neceflity  to  be  done  in  fome  places,  and  fome 
-things  defired  by  fome  of  the  govemours ; .  which  I  will 
give  yoor  lordmip  a  particular  account  of  in  my  next, 
Uiat  fo,  by  looking  upon  the  draughts  you  have  before 
you,  you  will  be  able  to  tell  me  your  thoughts  thereof. 
Hhh  And 
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And  now  to  entertain  you  no  longer  upon  this  fubjeA  at 
preient,  I  will  fay  a  Mw  words  to  your  lordfbip'a  upon 
what  moft  immediately  concerns  us ;  that  is,  the  preient 
arming  of  the  troops.  When  my  lord  Mountjoy  went 
hence,  I  gave  it  him  in  charge  to  reprefent  the  pitifiii 
condition  both  of  the  ftores,  and  of  the  arms  in  u& ; 
which  were  fo  very  bad,  and  all  the  &e  arms  of  fi>  maaf 
difierent  bores,  befidej  other  defeats,  that  it  was  necefla- 
zy  for  the  king's  fcrvice,  that  his  army  here  ihould  be  all 
new  armed;  and  I  defired  your  brother  to  reprefent  the 
feme  thing  lo  your  lordlhip.  A  computation  of  what 
arms  are  neceflary  for  the  compleating  all  the  forces  here 
your  lordfliip  will  find  enclofed,  and  thofe  which  are  new 
arms  are  marked  in  the  margin :  but  though  they  are 
new,  the  ofiiicen  do  not  like  them,  nor  any  of  thofe  which 
are  in  our  flores ;  which,  though  they  are  returned  fer- 
viceable  by  Mr.  Phelipps  and  Mr.  Povey,  yet  they  are  old 
arms,  and  many  of  them  not  good.  The  pikes,  though 
they  look  fair,  are  many  of  them  rotten,  and  break,  when 
they  come  to  be  ufed  at  exercife ;  as  the  flocks  of  the 
mufkets  do  likewife.  In  a  word,  the  king  will  not  be 
pleafed  to  fee  any  of  his  army  here,  when  he  fends  for 
them  over,  (as  he  has  fpoken  of)  with  the  beft  arms  I  can 
ftimifh  them  with.  I  do  intend  very  fpeedily  to  fend  an 
officer  of  die  army,  and  an  officer  of  the  ordnance  here 
to  Chefler,  to  choofe  out  a  quantity  of  the  beft  arms  there, 
and  to  bring  them  hither  for  prefent  fervice,  fbme  of  the 
horfe  having  really  no  arms ;  of  which  your  lordfhip  fhall 
have  an  account  from  me,  as  well  as  from  your  own  offi- 
cers. I  intend  likewife  to  fend  for  joo  barrels  of  powder 
from  Chefter  t  we  have  not  in  the  kingdom  above  Soo 

barrels. 
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barrels,  and  the  ezpenfe  is  about  300  barrels  a  year.  Me- 
thinks,  your  fiores  at  Chefter  and  Carlitle  (if  thofe  are 
there,  which  are  mentioned  in  the  third  column  to  be 
fent)  are  viery  fmall.  Your  lordfliip  will  find,  there  is  no 
great  difleience  between  the  account  Fhelipps  and  Pov^ 
took;  and  that  which  the  ftore-keepets  here  give  me, 
that  which  I  mentioned  in  my  letter  to  your  lordfliip, 
was  rather  to  the  king's  advantage :  but,  at  your  lord- 
fliip fays,  fomc  little  miihkes  will  happen  in  lb  great  a 
work,  though  every  body  did  thdr  duty;  but  they  will 
be  very  finall.  Though  I  cannot  lay,  we  have  any  place 
here  fit  for  a  royal  magazine,  yet  I  will  tell  your  Im-d- 
fiiip,  that  we  have  room  for  loooo  arms  in  the  caftle  of 
Dublin,  as  bad  a  place  as  it  is,  and  for  50000  at  the 
new  holpital ;  and  they  fliould  be  as  fafe  in  both  places, 
as  in  the  tower  of  London :  therefore,  I  befeech  you,  let 
not  the  want  of  a  place  keep  us  fi'om  having  arms  necet 
&17  for  the  army.  I  fhall  entertain  your  iordfhip  again 
very  fpcedily;  therefore  I  will  trouble  you  no  more  at 
prefent,  but  with  the  affiirance  of  my  being  with  all  pot 
fible  refpe&  and  eftcem.

WH  E  K  E  youi  lordfliip't  of  die  7th  inftant  had  lain, 
I  know  not,  but  it  came  not  to  me,  till  yefter- 
day,  when  we  had  letters  of  the  14th ;  and  the  letters  of 
the  7th  came  to  us  juft  a  week  before.    Your  lordlhip  is 
pkafcd  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  mine  of  the  i  itht 
20tfa,  and  ilid  paft :  I  hope,  mine  of  the  6th  of  the  kit 
month  was  come  likewife  fafe  to  you,  there  being  fome- 
^ling  of  bufinefi  in  it,    I  have  written  fo  fully  to  yoor 
lordibip  in  my  late  letten,  that  I  have  the  lefi  to  trouble 
you, -with  now.    All  things  are,  thanks  be  to  god,  very 
quiet  here ;  and  will  continue  £>,  if  all  in  employment 
do  their  duties..    That  which  is  moft  tronblelbme  is,  that 
the  new  men  arc  yet  fometimes  irregukr,  and  too  often 
commit  difordert ;  as  particularly,  2  days  fince  an  biih 
loldier  killed  an  Engliih  one :  the.firft  is.  in  prifoo  for  it, 
and  will  he  {n'ofecuted  according  to  law.    The  doing  jus- 
tice equally  and  flridly  will  in  a  little  time  btii^  thoB 
into  good  difeipline;  efpecially,  if  the  officers  do  thdr 
parts  in  difcountenancing  the  disorders,  which  fome  <£ 
the  new  ones  are  fometimes  a  Uttle  backward  in.    And, 
H  great  men  will  concern  themfelves  lets  in  interpofing 
with  the  minifters  of  juftice  to  take  bail  in  ca&  of^  mur- 
der, it  will  contribute  much  to  th^  quieting  of  things  : 
for  certainly,  if  a  man  have  the  misfortune  to  kill  an.- 
other,  he  may  be  contented  to  lie  in  prifon,  till,  he  is 
tried ;  and  the  king's  m^cy  may  be  extended  to  him  a^ 
tef  convidion,  according  to  the  merit  of  the  perfon,  or 

as 
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as  his  circumftances  {hall  prove  hard  and  compafllonate  : 
whereas  the  interpofition  of  great  men  make  ordinary 
matters  become  national  concerns ;  which,  I  am  fure,  is 
not  for  the  king's  fervice. 

My  lord  Gormanfton  was  lately  with  me  to  tell  me, 
that  his  comet  fir  Nich.  Atchinfon,  being  lately  married, 
^d  finding  it  inconvenient  to  be  fo  much  at  his  quarters 
as  her  ought  to  be  fipon  the  account  of  his  private  con- 
cerns, does  defire  the  king's  leave  to  quit  his  employ- 
ment ;  and  my  lord  makes  it  his  requeilt:,  that  he  may 
have  leave  to  quit  it  to  Mr.  Nich.  Bamewell;  nephew  to 
my  lord  Bamewell,  and  my  lord  GormanAon's  coufin 
german :  fir  Nich.  Atchinfon  has  likewile  been  with  me^ 
and  joins  in  the  £unetequeft.  lam,

We  have  fince  had  3  packets  from  England,  but  nothing 
from  his  lordfhipi  fb  that  perhaps  it  is  enough,  that  he

has  acknowledged  my  letters,  and  I  am  to  exped  no  fur- 
ther anfwers  to  them ;  which  I  am  ptetty  well  ufed  to. 
However,  I  will  continue  my  piaflice  of  reprefenting ; 
which  at  one  time  or  other  will  juftify  me.  I  wonder, 
there  is  not  a  committee  appointed  for  the  afSuis  of  Ire- 
land :  it  would  cafe  my  lord  prelident,  and  the  profitable 
part  would  Itill  continue  to  him.  I  care  not,  who  were 
of  it :  you  would  be  one,  and  every  thing  would  then  be 
read.  All  that  I  defire  in  the  world  is,  that  all  the  truth 
might  be  known ;  that,  when  things  happen,  which  are 
not  expeded,  (becaufe  the  king  believes,  that  thole  who 
inform  him  tell  him  the  whole  truth )  the  king  may  not 
'lay,  I  have  not  done  my  du^,  becaufe  I  did  not  acquaint 
him  with  thofe  things,  which  then  appear  manifeft :  and, 
when  the  king  has  heard  all,  he  wUl  then'  beft  know, 
what,  and  how  to  direS ;  and  god  wiU  govern  the  world 
as  he  pleafeth. 

My  lord  Tyrconnel  has  been  at  his  own  houle,  and  not 
in  town  fince  the  confultation,  which  was  friday  was 
fennight.  It  is  faid,  he  has  been  much  indifpoled ;  and 
I  know,  people  have  been  to  vifit  him,  but  refufed  to  lee 
him  with  this  excufe,  that  he  was  very  ill :  and  yet  he 
rides  abroad  every  day.  Some  fay,  he  had  lately  an  ex- 
prels  out  of  England,  which  has  milch  angered  him  by 
the  letters  he  brought.  I  am  told,  he  will  be  in  town 
tomorrow  in  expe^tion  of  the  return  of  the  yacht, 
( which  went  on  tuelHay  to  Chefter  with  my  lady  Dor- 
chefter)  and  that  he  will  immediately  imbaxk  for  Eng- 
.gland.  We  take  it  for  granted  here,  that  Mr.  BeUa&, 
nephew  and  heir  to  my  lord  Faulkenberg,  is  killed  be- 
fore Budaj  which  you  muft  needs  know  better  than  we. 

He 
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He  had  a  company  lately  given  him  in  the  regiment  of 
guards  here :  if  he  be  dead,  pray  do  me  the  favour  to  ufe, 
your  intereft  to  get  the  company  for  fir  Thomas  Fother- 
ly ;  who,  you  know,  came  over  with  me.  He  is  a  very 
honeft  man,  and  a  man  of  honour,  and  every  way  fit  for 
it.  I  muft  put  you  in  mind  of  fending  me  the  direSions, 
you  once  mentioned,  for  paying  the  arrear  due  to  the 
yacht.  I  offer  it  to  you,  whether  it  were  not  as  well  to 
be  paid  out  of  the, tobacco  money,  as  out  of  the  30000I,, 
which  goes  for  England :  but  which  you  pleafe,  fo  it  be 
done ;  for  in  good  earneft  the  poor  men  are  in  grievous 
want,  and  the  clamour  of  their  cieditots  grows  very  gteat. 
Among  other  recommendations  I  have  lately  fent  you,  I 
have  written  a  letter  to  you  by  my  lord  Ikerinej  who 
goes  over,  as  he  fays,  to  fee  what  he  can  get  .upon  his 
petition,  which  you  referred  to  me ; .  but  perhaps  he  has 
feme  other  defigns  in  his  head:  one  can  fcarce  believe 
any  thing  that  fort  of  people  fay.  He  is  wonderfully  prelP- 
ing,  as  all  his  countrymen  are,  and  think,  they  are  inju- 
red, if  they  have  not  all  they  defire.  I  have  by  this  poft 
writ  you  a  long  letter  to  the  treafiiry  of  the  ftate  of  the  re- 
venue :  I  perceive,  (even  by  my  lord  Tyrconnel)  there  is 
a  defign  of  laying  fome  more  men  afide,  and  giving  thenx 
penfions ;  which,  I  hope,  you  will  hinder,  when  you  fee 
how  the  revenue  is  charged.   God  almighty  keep  you  and 

yours.    I  fuppofe,  Mr.  K fliews  you  what  I  write  to 

him;  anil  therefore  I  need  not  repeat  any  thing  here.

IF  I N  D,  you  have  had  frane  trouble  from  the  two  cor'- 
porations  of  Abingdon  and  Reading  upon  my  ac- 
count :  but  you  promised  me  to  take  them  into  your  pnr- 
tcftion,  when  I  came  away ;  and  I  have  letter^  from  both 
of  them  acknowledging  the  great  Countenance  and  favours 
they  have  received  from  you,  which,  I  am  fure,  you  will 
not  repent ;  for,  though  there  are  too  many  iadious  peo- 
ple in  thofe  towns,  yet  the  magiftracy  are  very  heneft  and 
loyal,  and  you  may  govern  them  as  you  have  a  mind  to 
in  all  things  relating  to  the  king's  fervice.  I  do,  in  their 
names  and  my  own,  thank  you  for  your  kindnefs  to  them, 
and  particularly  for  getting  the  afUzes  to  be  kept  at  A- 
bingdon ;  which  town  ham  lately  made  an  application  to 
you  to  help  them  to  a  good  minifter.  I  doubt  not,  but 
you  will  procure  a  prudent,  as  well  as  good  man  to  be 
amongft  them ;  for  a  good  minifter,  and  one  who  will 
live  well  with  them,  will  contribute  more  towards  the 
making  fuch  a  town  what  it  ought  to  be,  than  any  one 
thing  elfe  can  do :  the  hving  is  in  the  king's  g^ft,  but  it 
is. a  very  fmall  one.  I  got  it  for  the  laft  man,  when  you 
were  a  conunillioner  in  eccleliafticks,  and  I  got  the  late 
man  at  the  recommendation  of  the  biihop  of  Oxford ; 
and  the  town  at  my  requeft  gave  him  20I,  or  30I.  a  year 
more  than  was  ufual :  and  I  doubt  not,  th^  will  conti- 
nue (upon  your  letter)  all  they  gave  the  laft  mtn ;  for  in 
truth  me  fiving  of  itifclf  is  lb  very  inconfiderable,  that 
without  ixae  encouragement  it  will  be  impoftlble  to  get 

atole- 
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a  tolerable  man  to  live  there.  It  were  to  be  wifhed,  that 
you  could  get  fomebody  thither,  who  has  a  line-cure,  or 
a  |irebend  fomewhere,  that  he  might  not  be  compelled 
to  humour  the  &£lions  for  liis  bread :  fuch  a'  corporation 
ought  to  be  provided  with  a  good  minifter. 

I  hare  lately  had  a  letter  from  the  town  of  Reading  to 
acquaint  .me  with  the  choice  of  a  new  recorder  thwe,  in 
the  place  of '  &  Tho.  Holt  deceafed.  The  perfon  whom 
tlwy  have  chofen,  Mr.  Jo.  Dalby,  is  a  very  honeft  and  in- 
genious young  man,  and  fit  for  the  place:  his  father  was 
of  eminent  loyalty,  and  as  wife  a  man,  as  I  have  known, 
of  his  rank,  I  beg  therefore,  you  will  obtain  his  ele^on 
to  be  approved  of  by  his  majefly ;  as  likewife,  that  the 
mayor  eled,  Mr.  Giles  Pocock,  may  be  approved  of  by 
Itis  majelW:  he  is  a  mavellous  honeft  and  dilcreet  man, 
and  ferved  mayor  once  befijre  in  my  time.  You  fee,  (for 
I  iend  you  their  letter)  they  defire  my  advice,  whom  to 
c:hoafe  for  their  parliament  man :  I  would  not  lofe  the  li- 
berty they  are  willing  to  give  me ;  and  Uerefore  I  wilh, 
you  would  recommend  Mr.  Geo.  Blagrave,  who  is  a  very 
honeft  man,  and  has  a  good  eftate  near  the  town,  to 
which  his  family  have  been  great  b^efaSors.  There 
may  be  feme  objedions  againft  hia  brother  John,  but 
there  can  be  none  againft  George ;  who  was  as  eminent  a 
tofy,  as  the  other  was  thought  to  be  a  whig:  William 
Aldworth  will  give  you  the  beft  informations  of  that 
place,  and  people.  By  bringing  in  G.  BI — you  will  be 
able  to  keep  out  both  ur  William  Rich,  and  hr  H.  Vaae ; 
neither  of  whom  are  good.  I  have  written  an  anfwer  to 
their  town  to  thank  them  for  their  civil  letter;  but  I  have 
lii  liud 
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did  nothing  of  a  parliament  man,  but  that  yon  would  ad- 
vife  them  whom  to  choofe. 

We  had  today  another  conference,  by  the  de&e  of  my 
lord  Tyrconnel,  who  was  with  me  yefterday  in  the  even- 
ing: but,  though  it  lafted  3  hours,  it  was  to  as  little 
purpofe,  as  any  of  the  former.  And,  when  you  diicourfe 
with  Mr.  Nangle  (who,  it  cannot  be  denied,  is  a  very 
able  man,  and  therefore  the  more  to. be  watched)  yow 
will  find,  they  intend  nothing  but  to  fet  this  kingdom 
loofe  again  :  they  will  pretend  to  confirm  the  iettlement,. 
but  with  {o  many  exceptions  and  alterations,  as  will  in 
truth  overthrow  it.  Wherefore  I  ftill  prels,  that  what- 
ever papers  he  gives  in  may  be  tranfmitted  to  me.  I  muft 
need  fay,  my  lord  chief  juftice  K — ,  and  Mr.  {bUcitor, 
and  my  lord  chancellor  carry  themfetves  with  fftat  cou- 
rage, and  Hke  honeft  men :  they  have  infinitely  the  bet- 
ter of  the  argument,  and  Mr.  Nangle  cannot  anfwer  them, 
nay,  yields  to  what  they  fay ;  and,  if  he  does  fo-,  I  need 
not  fey  any  thing  of  judge  Nugent,  or  baron  Rice ;  whoi 
god  knows,  are  weak  to  Baltazar. 

Mr.  Trumbull,  the  accomptant  general,  has  been  very 
in  of  a  fever  thefe  8  days  paft ;  and  I  fear,  he  will  not 
recover.  If  he  dies,  we  mail  lofe  a  moft  admirable  know- 
ing officer,  as  well  as  an  exa&  honeft  man.  Pray,  be  not 
engaged  for  a  fucceflbr,  till  you  hear  again  fi-om  me :  I 
have  nobody  yet  fixed  in  my  thoughts,  nor  have  any 
rfioughts,  but  what  fliall  be  beft  for  the  king's  fervice. '  I 
wiflied,  Trumbull  had  had  the  office  to  himfelf  for  his  en- 
couragement ;  for  the  benefit  he  bad  was  infinitely  too 
fmalt,  confidering  the  pains  he  took,  and  muft  take  to 
do-  his  duty ;  for  he-  was  a  true  drudge,  and  defcrved  a 

better 
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better  -eaijjoyinent.  His  coUe^ue,  Mr.  EbnneU,  who  is 
joined  in  the  patent  with  him,  is  an  honeft  man,  and,  I 
tear,  of  deferving  parents ;  but  in  good  eameft  he  is  no 
more  fit  for  that  place,  than  I  am ;  and,  if  it  fhould  reft 
lipon  him,  I  am  fure,  the  king  muft  fuffer,  for  it  is  an 
office  of  great  truft  and  importance :  I  (hall  (ay  no  more 
at  prefent.    God  keep  you,  and  my  (ifier,  and  all  yours.

I  do  alliire  your  majefly,  l  have  obey- 
ed every  one  of  the  commands  I  have  had  thehonoar  to 
receive  from  his  n^efty  fince  my  being  here  ;  of  which  I 
can  give  a  very  efiedual  account  upon  occafion.  I  am 
liire,  I  make  it  my  whole  bulinels  to  inform  the  king  of 
every  particular,  both  as  to  things  and  perlbns ;  and, 
when  his  majelty  knows  all,  (a»d  I  would  to  god,  he 
knew  all  that  I  my,  and  all'  that  is  laid  to  me)  his  orders 
and  commands  Ihall  pundually  be  obeyed  by  me:  but, 
madam,  though  all  uiis  be  true,  and,  I  am  confident, 
will  not  be  denied  by  any  ;  yet  there  are  people,  who  are 
not  &tisfied,  that  I  do  not  believe  they  know  the  king's 
mind,  when  they  will  not  Ihew  me  authority  for  it.  My 
lord  Tyrconnel  has  alarmed  fome  pec^lc  with  telling  them, 

how 
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how  he  will  reprefent  thetn  to  the  king.  Whether  they 
will  deferve  his  majefty's  difpleafure  will  be  found  upon 
examination  f  But  in  truth  by  his  own  dlfcourfe  one  would 
almoft  believe;  he  could  get  every  body,  whom  he  does 
hot  like,  turned  out  of  his  majefty's  fervice;  which,.  I 
confefs,,  I  could  not  but  fmile  at,  when  I  heard'  him.  I  - 
have-  had  the  luck  to  differ  with  him  in  Ibme  things ; 
which  has  difpleafed  him :  fo  poffilSy  I  may  be  in  the 
bundle  of  the  black  charaflers,  which  are  carried  over. 
But,  as  long  as  I  am  imder  your  majelfy's  protedion,  I 
am  lure,  whatever  any  one  QiaH  fay  to  my  prejudfce  will 
be  fully  examined,  before  it  makes  any  impreflion  in  you^ 
and  I  had  rather  be  dead,  than  to  loie  your  favour,  or 
commit  a  fault  towards  either  of  your  majefties ;  which  1 
will  never  be  found  ^ilty  of.  I  gave  my  lord' Tyrconnel 
the  orders  the  king  commanded  me  to  give  him,  and  I 
never  interpofcd  in  his  execution  of  them.  I  never  com- 
plaii^ed  of  any  thing,  till  I  had  fiift  obeyed  his  majelty's 
commands;  which  fhall  always  be  my  &K  bufinefi :  but 
then  I  hope,  you  majefty  will  give  me  leave  with  all  hu- 
milihr  to  make  my  moan  to  you,  that  the  king  would  not 
be  pleaied  to  let  me  do,  what  he  had  a  mind  to  have  d&ne 
in  his  army.  I  would  have  done  all  that  is  now  dbne,  by 
Ae  ailiftance  of  the  fame  perfons  who  have  done  ir;  and 
tarn  fure,  I  fliould  have  performed  it  mere  to  the  fatiA 
feai<Mi  of  his  fubjedls ;  which  will  always  be  for  his  ma- 
jefty's fervice.  There  is  nothing,  madam,  makes  any  thiiig 
difficult  in  the  king's  bufinefs,  but  the  not  knowing  per- 
fedly  his  majefty's  mind;  and  for  fome  to  pretend  to. 
know  it,  when  he  who  is  truffed  in  the  government  does 
not  know  itj  makes  things  more  unealy  than  they  woidd. 
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otherwife  be.  I  would  therefore  humbly  befeech  yout 
majefty  to  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  be  a  means,  that  I  may 
know  what  the  king  would  have  done ;  and,  if  it  be  not 
performed  as  he  direfls,  and  as  he  would  have  it,  then  let 
me  be  blamed.  I  do  not  love  to  complain  of  any  body ; 
but,  when  it  is  in  order  to  the  king's  fervice,  I  hope,  your 
majefty  will  forgive  me,  and  let  it  not  be  to  my  prejudice. 
If  your  majefty  coidd  imagine,  how  little,  and  how  fel- 
dom  I  hear  from  the  court,  I  am  fure,  you  would  pity 
me.  I  write  very  conftantly  to  my  lord  prefidejit,,  but  I 
have  had  but  3  letters  from  him  thefc  3  months ;  which 
if  your  majefty  faw,  you  would  not  wonder,  I  think  my- 
felf  in  the  dark.  But  I  moft  humbly  beg  your  majefty 'p 
pardon  for  faying  thus  much,  and  for  this  great  prefum- 
ption  in  tireing  your  majefty  with  fo^long  a  letter  in  mil- 
king my  moan  to  you :  but  the  lame  goodnefs,  which  en- 
courages me  to  do  it,  will,  I  doubt  not,  be  gracioufty 
pleafed  to  forgive  what  is  done  purely  with  an  intention 
to  make  me  the  more  able  to  ferve  the  king ;  which,  as 
it  ever  has  been,  fo  it  ever  fliall  be  the  bufinefsof  my  life. 
I  befeech  your  majefty  to  order  fome  of  my  friends  to  let 
me  know,  that  your  majefty  is  not  difpleafed  with  me : 
that  you  are  fo,  fome  would  have  me  believe.  I  do  not 
know,  that  I  have  done  any  thing  to  deferve  your  anger, 
and  I  am  fure,  I  never  will ;  nor  do  I  defire  any  greater 
comfort  in  this  world,  than  your  good  opinion ;  which  I 
will  by  all  means  poffible  ftudy  to  preferve,  as  becomes, 
Madam,

THIS  day  about  noon  my  lord  Tyrconnel  imbarked 
for  Chefter.  I  have  written  by  this  packet  at  large 
to  my  lord  prefident  upon  feveral  things ;  whereby  you 
will  fee  as  full  an  account,  as  I  can  give  you,  of  our  laft 
conference :  and  fo  there  is  an  end  of  that  matter,  till  we 
have  fome  new  notions  from  Mr.  Nangle ;  which,  I  afllire 
you,  are  but  notions ;  for  he  cannot  fupport  ( though  he 
is  an  able  man )  what  he  al^ts  againft  my  lord  chief  juf- 
tice  K — ,  and  Mr.  folicitor ;  nay,  he  yields  and  fubmits 
to  the  anfwers  they  and  my  lord  chancellor  make.  Well, 
I  cannot  yet  help  being  fanguine  in  the  affiiirs  of  this  king- 
dom ;  for,  if  the  king  will  but  hear  his  Engliffi  fubjefts, 
and  coirfider,  what  he  did  believS  when  I  left  England, 
that  the  conteft  here  is  not  about  religion,  but  between 
Englifli  and  Irilh,  which  is  the  truth,  all  will  do  well : 
if  not,  god's  will  be  done ;  I  fliall  have  the  comfort  of 
having  done  my  duty.  Perh^s  you  may  think,  I  have 
written  too  freely  and  plainly  of  my  lord  Tyrconnel ;  but 
really  it  is  time :  and  the  manner  of  bailing  Magennis 
makes  more  difcourfe,  and  breeds  more  ill  blood,  than 
you  can  imagine,  at  a  time  when  all  uniting  remedies 
ought  to  be  applied.  I  dare  fay,  fuch  a  thing  would  not 
have  been  endured  in  England  from  the  greateft  noble- 
man ;  and  I  think  it  very  neceffary,  the  king  IhouM  know 
of  fuch  irregularities,  as  are  committed  here.  He  will 
have  his  oar  in  every  boat :  he  has  fummoned  people  be- 
fore him  in  the  king's  name,  by  writing  under  his  hand 
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in  the  moft  ridiculous  manner  imaginable ;  whicli  I  could 
not  have  believed,  if  I  had  not  feen  the  papers  myfelf, 
and  taken  copies  of  them,  and  of  his  letters  to  corpora- 
tions, recommending  men  to  the  magiftracy,  which  I  will 
tian&iit  in  proper  place.  .  I  have  written  to  the  kuig  and 
queen,  which  I  fend  you  here  encloied :  if  you  do  not 
approve  them,  bum  them ;  if  you  do,  pray  leal  them, 
and  let  them  be  delivered.  If  you  have  no- mind  to  deli- 
ver them  yourfelf,  let  Mr.  Keightley  do  it,  as  if  they  were 
fcnt  to  him.  My  lord  Tyrconnel  was  &>  iogeauous  as  to 
tell  my  lord  chancellor,  that  they  had  writ  to  the  king, 
that  be  was  not  Co  well  ferved  by  him,  as  he  ezpe&ed. 
It  is  a  fine  pa&  we  are  come  to,  when  men  in  fuch  fta> 
tions  muft  be  reprefented  according  to  other  men's  fan- 
cies :  and>  I  doubt  not,  but  he  has  his  informations  Co 
give  of  me  too ;  but  my  hope  is,  we  are  not  to  be  tried 
and  condemned  by  fancy.  God  almighty  keep  you,  and 
my  filler,  and  all  ^ours.

My  Lord,  Chapel  Izod,  Aug.  26. 1686. 

IN  mine  of  the  14th  inftent  I  gave  your  lordlhip  an  ;ac- 
count  of  the  confultation  I  Lad  the  day  befrae  with 
my  lord  Tyrconnel,  &c.  together  with  my  opinion  there- 
upon ;  in  which,  I  doubt,  I  ihall  prove  to  be  in  the 
right.  On  monday  in  the  evening  my  lord  Tyrconnel  was 
with  me,  and  defired,  I  would  appoint  the  fame  compa- 
ny to  meet  again  the  next  day ;  uiat  he  thought,  fome- 
thing  might  be  offered,  which  would  give  iatisfaftioa, 
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purfuant  to  the  king's  commands  fignified  in  your  lord- 
fliip's  of  the  14th  of  June.  Accordingly  on  tueday  we 
met,  and  after  much  difcourfe,  as  ioofe,  and  as  far  from 
coming  to  a  conclusion,  as  at  our  former  conference,  it 
was  propofed,  that  an  sl&  of  parliament  fhould  pafi  to 
give  the  king  a  confiderable  fum  of  money ;  whereby  his 
majefty  might  relieve  thoie  perfons,  who  by  the  afls  of 
fetuement  and  explanation  were  intended  to  be  provided 
for;  and  that  the  money  ib  raifed  Ihould  be  given  to 
thofe,  who  ought  to  be  reprifed  with  other  lands  of  equal 
value,  worth  and  purchaie;  and  fo  the  old  proprietors 
Should  come  into  their  eftates  again,  as  by  the  a<^  was 
intended,  when  the  prefent  polTeflbrs  were  fo  repriced,  as 
afore&id :  but  neither  the  quantity  of  how  much  money 
would  be  neceffary,  nor  the  number  of  the  perfons,  which 
ought  to  be  relieved,  was  agreed  upon ;  oijy  it  was  men- 
tioned, that  in  laying  the  tax  there  might  be  diiFerent 
proportions ;  that  all,  who  claim  under  .the  afls,  fhould 
pay  after  one  rate ;  that  thofe,  who  have  grants  from  the 
late  king,  (whereby,  it  is  faid,  the  ftock  is  leflened) 
ihould  pay  more,  and  that  all,  even  the  old  innocent  pro- 
prietors, both  Englifli  and  Irifh,  (who  had  no  benefit  by 
the  afts)  ihould  pay  fomething. 

To  make  this  matter  a  little  plainer  to  your  lordlhip 
you  will  be  pleafed  to  obferve,  that  by  the  adts  feveral 
perfons  are  reftored  to  their  eftates,  after  thofe  in  poifef- 
fion  are  firft  reprifed  with  lands  of  equal  value,  worth 
and  purchafe ;  they  would  have  been  reprjfed,  if  the  ftock 
of  lands  had  not  failed  t  {b  that,  after  the  time  for  exe- 
cuting the  a£ts  by  commiiConers  was  ezpiredy  (and  none 
hut  thofe  commiuioners  could  grant  reprilals,  if  there  had 
Kkk  .    been 
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been  lands)  the  people  in  poflefllon  fell  Co  plants  ami  rtO' 
prove,  and  have  fettled  their  eftates.  Now,  whet^  thefe: 
perfons  thus  fettled,  and  who  by  the  law  were  tot  be  tt^ 
prifed  in  land  of  equal  value,  worth  and  purchafe,  Hiall 
be  now  compelled  (perhapt  the  childrea  and  widows  of 
many  of  them)  to  part  with  their  pofleffioas  for  a  fiim  oT 
money,  (though  to  the  value  of  the  laid)  or,  whether 
the  people,  who  ought  to  be  relieved,  and  who  have  beat 
without  land  thefe  30  years,  may  not  now  be  contented 
with  money  to  the  value  of  what  their  lands  are  wcvth,, 
will  be  the  queftion.  This  being  the  cafe,  I  &all  take 
the  liberty  to  offer  my  opinion  with  ali  poffiMe  fubmif- 
lion ;  wmch  is,  that,  if  his  majefty,  when  he  fliall  thiai: 
it  convenient  to  call  a  parliament,  (the  time  whereof  can- 
not be  too  well  confidered)  fliall  be  pleafed  to  refolve  »• 
confirm  all  po/leffions,  (which  are  fettled  by  the  a&s)  no- 
doubt  a  very  confiderable  fum  of  money  will  be  ^ven  t» 
the  king  to  obtain  a  lafting  fettlement,  if  polleilions  aip 
confirmed  in  the  fame  afl:,  which  gives  the  money ;  aod 
the  king  may  then  diftribute  the  money  to  fuch  per&n^ 
and  in  fuch  proportions,  as  he  ihall  think  fit :  but,  if  the 
intentions  be  to  alter  the  poffeflions,  and  to  gratify  the 
prefent  proprietors,  who  have  enjoyed  the  lands  fo  many 
yeais,  with  money,  I  am  humbly  of  opinion,  that  fach. 
an  aS  will  not  pais,  and  that  it  will  be  theu^t  an  invar 
fion  upon  the  fettlement ;  and  that,  when  it  is  broken  in 
one  particular,  it  may  be  in  another,  and  £>  to  the  end. 
I  befeech  your  lordfliip  to  take  notice,  that  this  whole 
matter  in  debate  arifeth  upon  a  letter  of  mine  to  the  king, 
dated  the  17th  of  april  laft;  wherein  my  prqiofal  was, 
that,  if  his  majefty  ihould  fhink  fit  to  ifliK  anotiier  cooi- 
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minion  of  grace  to  con&m  men  in  their  eftates,  I  was  of 
■opinion,  it  would  bring  in  a  vaft  fura  of  money ;  and, 
upon  his  rraje&y's  command  to  confido'  fiirther  of  the 
matter  with  my  lord  chancellor,  and  fuch  other  perfons 
as  I  thought  lit,  I  tranfmitted  their  opinions;  which  a- 
greed  with  mine  in  fubftance,  and  with  whom  I  had  not 
conferred,  till  I  had  the  king's  direAion  lb  to  do.  I  beg 
leave  to  lay,  that  I  was,  and  ftill  am  of  opinion,  that  a 
commiilion  to  confirm  poffeffions  with  good  inftruflions 
to  the  commifSoners,  in  fuch  manner,  and  with  fuch 
'qualifications  as  are  exprefied  in  the  papers  I  fent  over, 
would  raife  a  very  g'eat  fum  of  money,  if  it  were  decla- 
red in  the  commiffion,  that  the  proceedings  thereupon 
fliould  be  afterwards  ratified  by  ad  of  parliament :  and, 
■with  fubmifiion,  it  would  have  been  the  moft  equal  way  ; 
for,  when  all  men  had  been  upon  one  foot,  the  parlia- 
ment would  ftill  give  a  very  confiderable  fum  for  confir- 
mation ;  but  I  am  never  fond  of  my  own  propofal,  for 
that  reafon  only.  And  I  have  therefore  changed  my  opi- 
nion, and  am  now  againft  a  commiflion,  becaufe  my  lord 
Tyrconnel,  and  the  IriJh  catholicks  of  the  king's  council 
( though  many  of  the  natives  have  as  much  need  of  con- 
firmation as  others)  will  oppofe  and  obftru6t  it;  which 
will  render  a  comminion  ineffectual,  and  make  it  bring 
in  very  little ;  and  my  bufinefs  is  to  endeavour  all  that 
lies  in  me  the  fettlement  of  the  country,  and  to  get  the 
king  m<Hiey,  wherewith  to  gratify  thofe  who  deferve  hit 
favour;  which,  I  fear,  will  not  be  eafy  to  do,  if  poflef- 
fions  are  difturbed.  My  lord  Tyrconnel  imbarked  this  day 
for  Chefter :  Mr.  Nangle  the  counfellor  is  gone  over  with 
him.  The  t»wn  is  much  alarmed  at  his  going,  and  think 
K  k  k  2  from 
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from  the  difcourfes  fome  of  the  natives  give  out,  that  he 
is  gone  over  to  make  propo&ls  for  new  {ettlements,  and 
for  a.  parliament ;    but  I  do  not  mind  common  talks,, 
though  fometimes  they  prove  true.    Mr.  Nan^e  told  me, 
when  he  took  his  leave  c^  me,  which  was  yefterday,  and. 
when  he  firft  told  me  of  his  going  over,  tluit  he  went  up- 
on his  private  account  for  his  health,  and  not  at  all  upon- 
any  thing  relating  to  the  publick,  whatever  the  talk  o£ 
the  town  was :  if  it  prove  otberwife,  I  doubt  not,  but 
the  king  will  dlrefl,  whatever  propolals  or  papers  he  Ihall 
give  in  may  be  tranfmitted  over,  that  people  of  other  in- 
terefts  may  be  heard  to  them ;  which  is  the  beft  way  of 
coming  to  an  amicable  compofure.    There  is  one  thing 
more  I  think  fit  to  acquaint  your  lordlhip  with.    I  have 
in  my  former  letters  told  your  lordlhip  all  I  knew  of  the 
killing  captain  Hamilton :  judge  Nugent  has  jince  his 
coming  to  town,    upon  the  prefTmg  letters  of  my  lord 
Tyrconnel,  thought  fit  to  bail  Magennis ;   which  gives 
•  too  much  occafion  of  difcourfe:  the  judge  hinifelf  told 
me,  that  my  lord  Tyrconnel  had  writ  to  him,,  that  he 
had  examined  the  bufinefs,  and  found  it  fit  to  bail  him. 
I  confefs,  my  lord,  for  a  man  in  my  lord  Tyrconnd's 
fiation  to  meddle  ia  a  thing  of  this  nature,  wherein  he  is 
not  concerned,   and  to  talk  of  examining  a  matter  20 
miles  diftant  from  the  place  where  the  &6t  was  commit- 
ted, which  the  coroner's  inqueft  had  found  murder,  does 
give  too  much  countenance  to  thofe  who  have  a  mind  to 
fey,  there  is  too  much  interpofition  ufed  by  great  men  in 
the  courfe  of  juftice,  which  ought  to  be  uninterrupted. 
I  only  tell  you  this  particular,  that  the  king  may  know 
every  thing  which  happens  here;  which,  I  am  lure,  he 

does. 
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does  from  your  lordfliip.  I  long  for  anlwers  from  your 
}ordflup  to  ieveral  particulars  ia  my  former  letters.  I  am

My  Lord,  Chapel  Izod,  Aug.  28. 1686, 

IHA  VE  received  the  honour  of  your  grace's  letter  of 
the  3d  inflant ;  and  lately  your  other  of  the  i6th  was 
given  me  by  the  earl  of  Weft-Meath,  whom  I  fhall  be  ve- 
ry ready  to  ferve,  as  I  fhall  every  body,  who  is  related  to, 
or  hath  dependance  upon  your  grace,  to  the  utmoft  of 
my  power.  My  lord  Tyrconnel  went  for  England  on 
thurfday,  and  Mr.  Nangle  the  coimfellor  is  gone  with 
him ;  whom  your  grace  knows,  better  than  I,  to  be  a 
very  able  man  in  his  profeffion  1  but„  notwithftanding  all 
the  moderation  he  was  formerly  thought  mailer  of,  I  am 
deceived,  (and  I  fhall  be  glad  to  be  fb )  if  he  be  not  as 
earnefb  as  any  of  his  countrymen  for  breaking  the  a&»  of 
fettleraent;,  that  is,  for  putting  fiich  explanations  upon 
them  by  a  new  law,  as  wiU  c^uite  unfettle  the  kingdom. 
The  laft  propofition  my  lord  Tyrconnd  made,  and  it  was 
feconded  and  vehemently  enforced  by  Mr.  Nangle,  was, 
that  a  fum  of  money  fhould  be  given  to  the  king  by  par^ 
liament,  wherewith  thofe  Englifh  fhould  be  fatisfied,  who» 
ought  tq  leave  the  lands  they  are  now  poflef&d  of,  when

they  are  reprifed  with  other  lands  of  equal  viltie,  wMtk 
and  purchaie ;  that  is,  that  the  ancient  proprietort,  who 
by  the  adls  were  intended  to  be  reftored  to  their  eftatei 
after  the  prefent  poilellbrs  were  firft  reprifed,  ihould  now 
be  put  into  pofleflion  of.  their  old  efetes,  and  that  the 
prefent  pofleflbrs,  who  by  the  laws  exprefly  are  to  be  re- 
prifed with  lands  of  equal  value,  worth  and  purchafe, 
fhall  be  compelled  to  take  money  after  fo  many  years 
^uiet  enjoyment,  and  fuch  variety  of  fettlements,  deaths, 
marriages,  and  other  alienations  as  have  happened.  Your 
grace  knows,  the  reafon,  why  thofe  men  were  not  repri- 
fed, nor  the  others  reftored,  was,  becaufe  the  flock  of 
lands  failed:  certainly,  if  money  can  be  got  by  parlia- 
ment, as  I  believe  it  may,  to  purchafe  the  confirming  and 
quieting  pofleflions,  (which  vrill  be  the  only  motive  to 
induce  men  to  give  liberally)  the  beft  way  will  be  to  gra- 
tify thofe  men,  who  were  intended  to  be  reftored  after 
previous  repri&ls,  with  money,  in  fuch  proportion  as  the 
king  flmll  think  fit.  But,  with  fubmifiion,  the  time  of 
calling  a  parliament,  and  the  circumftances  of  the  king- 
dom ought  to  be  veiy  well  confidered.  My  lord  treafurer 
will  give  your  grace  an  account  of  all  the  conlijltatiou  I 
have  had  with  my  lord  Tyrconnel  and  others  about  at 
commiffion  of  grace ;  in  which  I  humbly  beg  you  will 
inform  yourfelf,  and  particularly  that  you  wiU  well  con- 
fider  my  lord  chief  juftice  Keating's  paper ;  which,  I 
doubt,  has  fcSrce  been  thought  of  in  England :  he  is  an 
able  man,  and  very  honeft,  and  fo  looked  upon  generally 
by  all  men.  I  hope,  your  grace  vrill  concern  yourfelf  in 
the  affeirs  of  this  country,  where  your  intereft  is  fo  great. 
I  perceive,  they  will  Ipeedily  come  upon  the  tapis  in  Eng- 
land; 
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knd;  and  I  have  reafon  to  believe,  that  Mr.  Nangle  is 
carried  over  in  order  thereunto,  though  be  afliired  me, 
he  went  only  upon  the  account  of  bis  health,  and  not  at 
all  uppn  any  thing  relating  to  thepubKek.  If  he  gjves  in 
any  papers  or  propofals  relating  to  the  fettlements,  which 
is  what  all  laen  look  aftvr,  I  hope,  they  will  be  (by  your 
grace's  interpt^ipn)  tianfmitted  hither,  where  other  per- 
sons concerned  may  be  beards  I  befeech  your  grace  ta

lified for  the  king's  iervice.  It  is  a  place  of  very  great 
truft,  though  he  does  not  touch  money ;  aod  therefore  it 
is  of  abiblute  necefllty,  he  ihould  be  very  honeft :  but 
bonefty  alone  is  not  fufficient,  without  it  be  accompanied^ 
with  ability ;  be  muft  be  a  perfed  accomptant.    Yefter- 

day- 
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day  the  commiflloners  of  the  revenue  brought  me  a  peti- 
tion from  Mr.  Bonnell  ( the  fiirviving  patentee)  to  them, 
together  with  a  reprefentation  thereupon  to  me,  which  I 
herewith  tranfmit  to  you.  I  can  fay  nothing  of  Mr.  Bon- 
nell's  father's  merit,  but  what  I  have  from  report,  nor  of 
the  truft  pretended  to  have  been  in  Dr.  Wood,  the  for- 
mer patentee.  This  gentleman  was  bred  by  fecretary  Jen- 
kins :  he  is  an  ingenious  man,  about  30  years  of  age, 
but  in  good  eameft  not  qualified  alone  for  fuch  an  em- 
ployment. And  I  muft  needs  fay,  if  another  good  man 
be  joined  equally  in  the  patent,  (as  able  a  man  as  Mri 
Trumbull  was)  the  falary  (which  is  but  4.00I.  per  annum 
for  themfelves  and  clerks )  is  much  too  fm Jl ;  for  they 
kept  five  clerks,  and  then  they  had  not  much  to  divide 
between  ttenfclres ;  which,  I  am  afraid,  made  Trum- 
bull drudge  too  much.  But  I  have  faid  enough  of  this 
matter;  which  though  it  be  a  treafuiy  affair,  I  thought 
it  more  proper  to  fpeak  of  it  in  a  private  letter.  The  ve- 
ry beginning  of  nejrt  week  I  go  to  Kilkenny ;  where  I  in- 
tend to  leave  my  -wife,  and  to  make  a  progrefs  for  10  or 
1 2  days  into  Munfler ;  which,  I  am  fure,  fhall  be  to  the 
king's  advantage :  and  it  will  put  a  little  life  into  poor 
people  in  thofe  parts ;  for  it  is  my  duty  to  afliire  all  the 
king's  fiibjedts,  that  they  are  all  equally  under  his  majcf- 
ty's  prote^on ;  and  that  he  will  be  ferved  equally  by  them- 
all,  till  the  king  himfelf  makes  the  diflindion,  and  gives 
me  rules  therein,  which  when  he  does,  (between  you  and 
me)  it  will  be  fit  for  me  to  think  a  little.  People  now 
begin  to  talk  what  Mr.  Nangle's  bufinefs  is  in  England : 
beudes  projefls  about  new  fettlements,  fome  fay,  it  is  to  be 
made  chief  juftice  of  the  king's  bench,  in  the  room  of  fir 

William 
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William  Davys,  who  is  now  in  England  for  his  health, 
and  is  an  honeft  difcreet  man,  and  was  hurried  into  Eng-^ 
land,  in  the  time  of  Oates's  plot,  for  his  duty  to  the  king, 
and  his  fteady  averting  the  duke  of  York's  intereft  :  o- 
thers  fay,  it  is  to  be  attorney  general;  if  fo,  it  will  be  a 
hard  matter  to  perfuade  men  the  Englifh  intereft  fliall  be 
preferred,  when  an  Irifli  roman  catholick  is  attorney  ge- 
neral. And  fome  fay,  he  is  gone  only  to  make  propofi- 
tions  in  order  to  a  new  fettlement ;  and  likewife  to  fix 
the  reverfing  the  outlawries,  which  is  a  great  point  in- 
deed. And  though  there  may  be  no  great  harm  in  grati- 
fying the  lords  Goimanfton  and  Ikerine,  as  I  have  heard 
Uiey  have  ordered  the  cafe ;  yet,  whatever  Mr.  Nangle 
may  fay,  to  do  it  generally  will  be  of  vaft  confequence ; 
and  the  influence  it  will  have  upon  the  fettlements  ought 
to  be  very  well  confidered,  and  other  men,  who  are  as 
converfant  in  the  afls  as  Mr.  Nangle,  fhould  at  leaft  be 
heard.  Methinks  the  cafe  of  this  kingdom  fhould  be  made 
an  affair  of  ftate,  and  thoroughly  debated  at  the  council 
board  in  England,  which  is  a  conftituent  part  of  the  go- 
vernment of  this  kingdom  ;  and,  though  poffibly  nothing 
that  can  be  done  or  faid  will  alter  the  meafures,  which 
ibme  feem  to  have  taken,  yet  I  am  ftill  for  every  man  in 
his  ftation  uiing  all  honeft  endeavours  to  have  the  truth 
known.  Reafon  will  have  its  weight,  and  England  will  at 
one  time  or  other  know  the  concern  and  intereft  it  has  in 
this  kingdom. 

On  laturday  my  lord  Burlington  and  Mr.  Boyle  arrived 

here :  tomorrow  they  imbark  for  England.     I  fend  you 

here  enclofed  the  copy  of  a  letter,  which  was  this  day 

found  at  Chrift  Church:  the  original  I  have.     I  will  not 

Lll  fay 
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fay  any  thing  of  the  letter,  as  to  the  truth  of  it,  feecaufe 
it  is  impoffible  to  guefs  at  the  author ;  but  it  is  moft  true, 
that  there  have  been  of  late  very  private  meetings  here, 
at  which  the  two  lords  mentioned  in  the  letter  to  be  gone 
for  England  were  prefent,  viz.  my  lord  Tyroonnel  and 
lord  Ikerine ;  and,  if  one  who  was  of  the  company  may 
be  believed,  the  methods  of  calling  a  parliament,  and 
chooling  the  members,  was  a  principal  head  of  their  de- 
bates :  and  at  one  of  thofe  confultations  it  was,  that  the 
refolution  was  taken  of  Mr.  Nangle's  going  for  En^and. 

I  have  this  day  received  yours  of  the  23d,  and  24th  in- 
ftant,  for  which  a  thoufand  thanks :  I  will  anfwer  every 
paragraph  of  it  in  my  next.  God  keep  you,  and  my  fil- 
ter, and  all  yours.

My  Lord,  Dublin  Caftle,  Aug.  31. 1686. 

SI  N  c  E  my  laft,  which  was  of  the  26th,  I  have  recei- 
ved your  lordfliip's  of  the  21ft  infiant;  and  by  the 
packet  yefterday  came  the  commifllon  for  Mr.  Matthew 
Ford,  and  fome  other  commiffions,  which  are  difpofed  of 
as  they  are  direi^ed.  I  have  given  my  lord  Kin&ie  leave 
to  go  into  England,  before  your  lordfhip's  letter  came ; 
and  he  went  with  my  lord  Tyrconnel,  upon  his  afliirii^ 
me  of  urgent  occafions,  which  required  his  gtsng  over. 

I  would  beg  to  know  the  king's  pkafure  concerning 
the  chaplains  of  his  army  here.  The  regiments  are  at 
prefent  all  fupplied  by  men  put  in  by  the  feveral  colonels, 
who  always  uk  to  put  in  their  chaplains :  the  day  before 

my 
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my  lord  Tyrconnel  went  hence,  he  fent  direflions  to  the 
commiflary  general  of  the  mufters  to  admit  three  roman 
catholick  priefts,  one  to  be  chaplain  to  the  regiment  of 
guards,  and  the  others  to  two  other  regiments.  I  would 
be  glad  to  know  the  king's  pleaiiire,  whether  thofe,  who 
are  already  in,  are  to  be  luperfeded. 

I  have  fome  leafon  to  believe,  that  it  is  defigned  to 
make  further  changes  amongft  the  officers  of  the  army 
here,  though  it  has  not  been  thought  fit  to  acquaint  me 
therewith ;  which  perhaps  is  a  new  praSice,  for  fome  of- 
ficers to  meet  and  agree  whom  they  will  endeavour  to 
have  removed,  and  the  general  of  the  army  no  way  con- 
fulted  with :  and  I  cannot  believe,  the  king  will  approve 
of  that  method  of  proceeding ;  which  muft  certainly  ren- 
der his  chief  governour  very  little  in  the  opinion  of  thole, 
who  are  to  obey  him.  I  ftill  beg  leave  to  fay,  that,  if 
the  king  pleafeth  to  hear  my  opinion  concerning  any  of 
his  officers,  it  fhall  be  given  him  with  great  faithfulnefs ; 
and  his  majefly  will  not  be  the  lefs  informed  thereby, 
and  will  ftill  command  what  he  thinks  fit  to  have  done. 

I  fhall  give  your  lordfhip  no  further  trouble  at  prefent, 
but  to  acquaint  you,  that  I  am  going  to  make  a  little 
progrefs  into  Munfter  for  1 2  or  1+  days ;  whereby  I  fhall 
be  able  to  give  a  better  account  of  thofe  parts,  when  I 
have  vifited  them  myfelf.  I  am  with  very  great  refpefl,

IN  my  laft,  marked  59,  I  acknowledged  the  receipt  of 
ycur's  of  the  23d  paft ;  which  I  am  now  to  anfweri 
and  find,  I  have  not  much  to  reply>  mod  of  it  being  up- 
on what  I  had  writ  to  you  upon  an  unplealant  fubjeS ; 
and  upon  which  I  have  no  mind  to  fay  any  mort,  nor,  if 
it  were  poffible,  to  think  any  more.  I  am  very  glad,  the 
king  was  fatisfied  with  what  I  writ  upon  the  midfummcr 
(jijarter's  revenue :  I  fliall  be  very  glad,  if  his  majefty  be 
not  difappointed  in  his  expeftation,  that  in  a  little  time 
men  will  come  into  their  wits  again,  and  trade  will  re- 
cover. I  am  fure,  nothing  fliall  be  wanting  on  my  part 
to  encourage  them ;  and  I  fancy,  this  little  ramble  I  am 
going  to  take  into  the  country  will  put  a  little  life  into 
them:  and  there  is  no  doubt,  all  the  jealoufies  would 
quickly  difperfe,  if  the  king  would  make  a  publick  de- 
claration of  what  he  would  have ;  that  is,  how  the  army 
is  to  be  modelled,  what  numbers  of  natives,  and  what  of 
Englilh  are  to  be  in  it ;  for  I  muft  Ml  fay,  people  have  a 
great  mind  to  be  quiet,  and  are  as  much  difpofed  to  duty 
and  obedience,  as  is  pofllble :  but,  if  the  whole  army 
are  to  be  Itifh,  which  the  new  officers  give  publickly  out, 
men's  minds  will  not  be  fo  foon  fettled,  as  they  would 
otherwife ;  and  they  will'  rather  withdraw,  than  be  in 
continual  apprehenfion  of  the  infolence  of  the  natives ; 
•and  nothing  but  time,  and  experience,  that  high  words 
and  threatenings  can  do  no  harm,  and  that  irregular  ac- 
tions ihall  be  punilhed,  can  allay  their  apprehenfions,  and 

compofe 
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compofe  their  minds.  And  this  is  the  reafon  fo  many  have 
put  off  their  manufaitures,  and  difcharged  their  fpinners 
and  carders,  who  are  now  begging,  that  they  may  look 
on,  and  fee,  how  the  world  goes.  And,  for  Irillimen 
coming  to  trade  here  in  the  room  of  the  Engliili,  I  would 
be  glad  to  fee  it.  I  have  been  told  about  four  months 
fince  by  a  confiderable  man,  that  there  were  fourfcore 
Irifli  merchants  beyond  fea,  who  would  come  all  over, 
and  bring  (one  with  another)  20000I.  a  piece  with  them, 
and  fettle  in  feveral  places  of  this  kingdom,  now  they 
may  have  liberty  like  other  men,  and  that  I  fliould  have 
a  lijft  of  them ;  but  I  could  never  fince  have  a  fight  of  the 
lift,  nor  is  one  of  the  men  yet  come  over :  for  liberty  and 
privileges  like  other  men,  the  government  was  always  fo 
ready  to  encourage  trade,  that  trading  men,  Irifli,  have 
always  enjoyed  the  fame  freedom  and  fecurity  with  the 
reft  of  his  majefty's  fubjefls,  except  the  holding  of  offices, 
which  they  were  not  capable  of  till  now ;  nor  are  they 
fuffered  to  have  thofe  advantages  in  other  foreign  coun- 
tries. But  alas  I  whoever  confiders  the  trade  of  this  king- 
dom will  tell  you,  that  5  parts  of  6  of  it  is  carried  on  by 
commiffion :  many  men  have  made  good  eftates  by  that 
way  of  deaUng ;  but  few  merchants,  who  trade  upon  their 
own  accounts,  think  it  worth  their  while  to  be  here. 
Who  does  not  know,  that  merchants  will  always  follow 
their  intereft  ?  And  they  will  not  leave  countries,  where 
they  are  fettled  in  their  trade  and  thrive  by  it,  nor  bring 
their  ftocks  into  a  country,  (though  their  own)  where 
they  have  no  reafon  to  think,  they  can  employ  them  to 
fo  much  advantage ;  except  the  men  have  a  mind  to  give 
o«er  trade,  and  lay  out  their  money  upon  land  in  their 

owa 
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own  country ;  which,  I  doubt,  they  will  not  be  forward 
to  do,  where  pofleflions  are  perpetually  under  queftion. 
But  befides,  it  is  known  by  their  correfpondents  here, 
that  feveral  of  the  Irifli  merchants  beyond  fea,  even  thofe 
who  are  efteemed  the  moft  confiderable,  will  not  come 
hither.  But  I  (hall  be  very  glad  to  be  deceived  herein, 
and  by  my  confent  any  man,  though  a  jew,  who  will 
bring  money  and  live  obediently  to  the  laws,  Ihall  be  wel- 
come, and  have  all  the  encouragement  and  protcdion  the 
government  can  give  him.  As  to  fir  William  Talbott's  af- 
fair, I  Ihall  fay  nothing  at  prefent ;  but  exped,  what 
your  next  letter  will  fay  further  to  me  upon  that  fubjed : 
you  will  by  the  next  receive  another  letter  to  you  at  die 
treafury,  with  my  thoughts  upon  the  management  of  that 
eftate  under  fir  William's  care.  I  am  as  happy  as  I  need 
to  be,  if  the  king  thinks,  I  do  my  duty  towards  the  al- 
laying of  jealoufies,  and  the  pacifying  men's  minds :  I  am 
fure,  I  will  continue  to  do  all  I  can  therein,  and  tD  make 
inen  fecure,  they  have  no  caufe  to  be  afi'aid.  Let  the 
fiiccefs  be  what  it  will,  I  will  do  my  duty :  pray  god, 
others  may  do  fo  too.  I  only  fay,  (which  muft  be  the 
burden  of  my  fong)  why  fhould  not  the  chief  govemour 
be  trufted  with  what  meafures  the  king  has  taken  ?  Cer- 
tainly the  concealing  them  from  him  is  a  new  way  of  do- 
ing bufinefs.  I  am  very  glad,  the  king  is  fatisfied,  that 
he  is  well  ferved  by  the  commiffioners:  really  they  do 
ferve  him  very  well ;  but,  I  know,  my  lord  Tyrconnel 
will  do  them  all  the  mifchief  he  can.  As  to  my  lord 
Longford's  particular  alFair  I  have  difcourfed  with  him, 
and  he  is  very  fenfible  of  Mr.  Halfall's  wanting  his  mo- 
ney ;  which  he  is  doing  all  he  can  to  fupply  him  with. 

He 
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He  told  me  a  long  ftory  of  matters  between  him  and  Mr. 
Dan.  Arthur,  of  whofe  dealings  he  very  much  complains ; 
but,  for  his  juftification,  and  that  it  might  appear,  he 
did  not  put  off  Mr.  Halfall  with  delays,  he  defired,  I 
would  difcourfe  with  fir  Jofuah  Allen ;  who  is  Mr.  Ar- 
thur's correfpondent  and  agent,  and  is  a  man  of  as  clear  a 
reputation  upon  all  accounts,  as  any  man  in  this  king- 
dom, and  is  as  wife  a  man,  as  you  fhall  meet  with  of  his 
profeffion^  whicK,  to  gratify  my  lord,  and  to  ferve  Mr. 
Halfall,  for  whom  I  have  and  ought  to  have  an  efteem, 
1  did.  Sir  Jof.  Allen  told  me,  my  lord  Longford  was  ve- 
ry much  involved  with  Mr.  Arthur ;  that  Mr.  Arthur  had 
a  tie  upon  the  whole  eftate,  and  that  my  lord  could  not 
raile  a  ihilling  without  Mr.  Arthur  joined  with  him ;  that 
Mr.  Arthur  had  defired  my  lord  L—  to  do  feveral  things, 
as  to  levy  fines,  6cc.  and  to  let  him  (fir  Jof.  Allen,  as 
truftee  for  Mr.  Arthur)- into  the  pofleffion  of  thd  build- 
ings here,  that  he  might  receive  the  profits  thereof,  where- 
by to  be  paid  his  intereft,  and  that  then  he,  Mr.  Arthur, 
would  pay  Mr.  Halfall  all  his  debt ;  that  about  2  years 
fince  lord  L —  did  all  that  Mr.  Ar —  defired,  but  that 
Mr.  Halfall  is  not  yet  paid  off,  though  it  were  upon  that 
condition.  Sir  Jof  Allen  further  told  me,  that  he  did,  at 
the  requeft  of  my  lord  L — ,  fome  months  fince  fend  to 
Mr.  Arthur,  that  there  was  a  confiderable  purchafer  (who 
was  in  truth  fir  Rob.  Colvill)  in  treaty  with  my  lord  L — 
to  buy  thofe  buildings  here,  which  would  yield  more  than 
would  fatisfy  Mr.  Arthur  and  Mr.  Halfall  too ;  that  he 
had  very  lately  received  Mr.  Arthur's  confent  to  join  in 
any  conveyance  to  a  purchafer,  as  Ihould  be  requifite.; 
and  that,  as  foon  as  the  buildings  were  Ibid,  Mr.  Halfall 

fliould 
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fhould  have  his  money :  but  he  faid,  ( for  he  would  al- 
ways deal  clearly )  that  he  feared,  purchafers  were  not  fo 
forward  now  to  lay  out  money,  as  they  were  fome  months 
fince ;  for  he  found,  thofe,  who  had  money,  would  not 
part  with  it,  though  upon  ancient  titles,  and  though  they 
loved  to  make  the  advantage  of  it.  To  conclude,  he  told 
me  in  thefe  words,  my  lord,  I  have  had  long  dealings 
with  Dan.  Arthur  for  fome  hundred  thoufands  of  pounds ; 
and  we  never  differed  in  accounts :  but  I  muft  fay,  he 
has  not  dealt  with  my  lord  L — ,  as  he  ought  to  have  done. 
Sir  Jof.  Allen  further  faid,  though  Mr.  Halfall  was  the 
beft  judge,  when  he  had  need  of  his  money,  yet  he  knew 
he  was  fafe,  and  did  receive  his  intereft,  and  therefore  it 
was  hoped,  he  might  be  prevailed  upon  to  have  a  little 
the  more  patience.  In  a  word,  fir  Jof.  Allen  promifed  to 
do  all  he  can  to  promote  the  fale  of  thefe  buildings,  and 
my  lord  L —  in  the  prefence  of  fir  Jof  Allen  has  vowed 
to  me,  that  he  will  be  content  to  lofe  loool.  in  the  pur- 
chafe  to  raife  the  money  for  Mr.  Halfall,  and  that  he  will 
do  any  thing  fliall  be  propofed  to  him ;  for  which  fir  Jof. 
Allen  likewife  undertakes:  for  my  part,  I  believe  Hun. 
Having  thus  told  you  the  truth  of  the  cafe,  you  fcno\y 
beft,  what  to  fay  to  Mr.  Halfall,  and  how  to  prevail 
with  him  not  to  incenfe  the  king  againft  this  poor  lord, 
who  intends  well,  and  for  whom  fir  Jof.  Allen  hopes  to 
find  one  or  more  purchafers  between  this  and  the  term ; 
and  the  forbearing  can  (as  he  faid)  do  Mr.  Halfall  no  pre- 
judice, as  matters  ftand.  I  muft  not  end  this  letter  with- 
out telling  you  one  particular :  I  was  told  yefterday  by  a 
friend  of  mine,  that  a  roman  catholick  ( a  great  intimate 
of  my  lord  Tyrconnel's)  told  him,  that  my  lord  Tyrcon- 
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nel's  igreat  bufinefs  now  was  to  pufli  to  have  me  recalled, 
and  to  be  made  lord  lieutenant  himfelf ;  and  that  nothing 
elfe  would  fatisfy  him,  and  fome  of  the  priefts.  This,  he 
Jkys,  my  lord  Tyrconnel  himfelf  owned  to  him ;  and  that 
my  lord  Tyrconnel  likewife  told  him,  the  king  would  have 
half  the  army  to  be  natives,  and  the  other  half  Englifli. 
If  that  be  the  matter,  good  god !  why  Ihould  not  the 
chief  governour  be  trufted  with  it  ?  and  why  Ihonld  it 
not  be  orderly  done  ?  which  would  make  it  well  digefl- 
ed,  and  not  fright  people  out  of  their  wits.  This  roman 
catholick  told  my  friend,  he  did  not  bid  him  tell  me  this, 
but  he  was  willing,  I  Ihould  know  what  was  working; 
and  to  my  own  knowledge  many  of  his  own  countrymen . 
would  be  troubled  to  fee  him  in  that  ftation :  but  that, 
as  the  king  pleafeth.  I  tell  you  this  ftory  only,  that  you 
may  know  it:  what  ufe  to  make  of  it,  you  beft  know- 
I  have  no  objeflion  to  the  king's  knowing  it.  If  it  be  re- 
folved  of,  I  do  not  think,  you  or  I  can  change  the  refo- 
lutibn ;  but,  if  it  were  yet  to  be  a  fecret,  it  may  not  be 
amifs,  the  king  fliould  fee  it  is  not  Co.  My  comfort  is,  I 
fliall  not  be  recalled  for  having  done  any  ill  thing ;  and 
I  will  always  ferve  the  king  as  well  as  I  can,  and  as  long' 
as  I  live.    God  keep  you,  and  my  lifter,  and  all  yours.

My  Lord,  Dublin  Caftle,  Sept.  4. 1686. 

MY  lord  Tyrconnel  went  for  En^bnd  on  the  26th 
of  the  laft  month :  he  refolved  to  ftay  a  day  or 
two  at  Chefter  to  view  the  flores  there,  which  are  der 
Mmm  figned 
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figned  for  this  kingdom,  fome  of  which  I  have  &ot  for ; 
the  lift  whereof  I  fend  your  lordftiip  here  enclofed,  and.  I 
have  fent  Mr.  Robinfon  to  Chefter  to  take  charge  of  thenr. 
I  have  lately  had  a  letter  from  the  earl  of  Clanricard, 
when  he  went  to  take  pofleffion  of  his  government  of 
Galway ;  in  which  he  tells  me,  the  mayor  and  corpora- 
tion of  that  town  had  petitioned  him  for  the  opening  % 
paflage  through  the  eaft  citadel  into  the  town ;  that  he 
had  referred  the  petition  to  fcveral  of  the  town,  and  ofEr- 
cers  of  the  army,  who  are  quartered  there,  and  who  have, 
reported  their  opinions  thereupon  to  his  lordlhip ;  copies 
of  all  which  I  here  fend  to  you,  My  lord  Clanricard  Wr 
geth  much  the  conveniency  of  opening,  this  gate,  and 
tells  me,  the  town  {hall  be  obliged  to  make  up  the  waU& 
about  the  citadel,  and  to  make  gates  and  repair  the  draw^ 
bridges,  without  any  expenfe  to  the  king ;  and  he  afliire^ 
me,  it  will  be  a  great  ftrengthening  to  the  place.  Though 
it  be  very  fit  to  hear  the  advice  of  a  governour  of  a  town, 
efpecially  of  fuch  an  one  as  my  lord  Claiuricard,  yet  I: 
think,  your  lordfliip  fliould  have  an  account  of  all  thefe 
matters  relating  to  the  fortifications ;  and  therefore  I  will 
tell  you  the  truth  of  the  matter  of  fad.  This  gate,  which, 
is  defired  to  be  opened,  was  the  ufual  way  from  the  coun- 
try into  the  citadel,  and  fo  into  the  town :  there  were 
then  no  fortifications.  When  the  Englilh  got  this  town 
from  the  Iriih  in  the  late  rebellion,,  the  ufurpers  walled 
up  this  gate,  and  made  another  by-paflage  out  of  the 
country  into  the  town  wjtliout  the  citadel :  fo  that  there 
is  now  no  way  into  the  citadel,  but  through  the,  town  j 
whereas  formerly  there  was  one  likewife  out  of  the  coun- 
try.   The  intention  of  Cromwell  was  to  make  the  place 

the 
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the  more  fafe  againft  the  natives,  and,  in  order  to  that, 
lie  caufed  fbme  little  works  to  be  made  about  the  citadel : 
now,  if  this  gate  be  opened,  the  pallage  mull  be  through 
the  horn-work.  Your  lordfliip  may  fee  all  this  very  plain- 
ly in  your  draught  of  Galway ;  and  I  obferve  in  that,  if 
the  king  goes  on  with  his  deiign  in  making  thole  fortifi- 
cations, which  are  there  marked,  it  is  not  intended  to 
have  any  way  into  the  citadel,  but  from  the  town,  and 
none  from  the  country.  I  beg  your  lordlhip  to  let  me 
have  your  opinion  in  this  particular,  I  am

ON  the  31ft  paft  I  received  your's  of  the  2ift.  I 
herewith  fend  you  the  copy  of  the  laft  mufter 
rolls ;  which  you  had  had  fooner,  but  that  we  have  had 
fo  much  to  do  for  all  clerks  (though  there  had  been  twice 
as  many,  as  there  are)  by  reafon  of  thofe  wonderful  alte- 
rations, which  have  been  made  in  our  army  here ;  and 
which,  I  muft  fay,  would  have  been  done  in  a  better  me- 
thod in  England,  than  has  been  obferved  with  us.  This 
army  is  now  above  half  natives  of  the  country ;  but,  if 
the  king  like  it  fo,  it  is  all  well.  I  have  fome  other  things 
for  you,  which  are  tranfcribing ;  and  you  will  now  ^)ee- 
dily  have  them.  You  will  oblige  me  in-fending  me  an  ac- 
count, how  the  army  in  England  is  quartered  this  win- 
M  m  m  2  ter, 
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ter,  and  what  rules  are  made  for  the  attendance  of  officos 
with  their  troops.  I  hear  from  William  Trumbull,  that 
he  has  his  letters  of  revocation ;  but  I  wonder  extremely, 
he  ihould  have  a  mind  to  go  into  Turkey,  and  cannot 
believe  yet,  he  will  go.  I  am  very  forry  for  the  death  of 
&  William  Stapleton :  he  was  one  of  the  bed  governqurs 
the  king  had  in  any  of  his  plantations ;  and  I  doubt,  his 
fucceffor  will  come  fhort  of  him.  I  am  Very  glad,  Mr. 
Stede  gives  fo  good  fatisfaftion :  I  hope,  nobody  is  ap- 
pointed to  fuperfede  him.  I  have  not  heard  any  thing,  ef 
late  of  the  duke  of  Albemarle's  fpeedy  voyage  into  the 
Weft-Indies ;  and  fo  long,  I  take  it  for  granted,  colonel

I  will  be  fure  to  obferre  the 
king's  commands  in  having  thefe  monies  paid  out  of  the 
revenues  of  the  vacant  bilhopricks,  in  the  manner  you  di- 
ie&.  Yefterday  came  in  3  packets  from  England ;  which 
brought  me  youis  of  the  26th,  and  31ft  paft.  As  to  what 
you  lay  of  that  matter,  which  gives  me  fa  much  trouble; 
(and  I  confefs,.  I,  cannot  bring  my  mind  to  fo  philofophi- 
cal  a  temper,  as  a  wife  man  Ihould  do )  I  will  only  give 
you  this  account  at  prefent,  that,  upon  what  this  unfor- 
tunate woman's  hulband  faid  to  her  before  he  went  away, 
and  what  he  has  fince  writ  to  her,  that  it  would  be  con- 
venient for  her  to  retire  upon  many  accounts,  and  that  its 
would  pleafe  him  better  than  any  thing  flie  could  do,  (he 
told  me  a  fortnight  fince,  that  flie  was  offered  a  retreat 
at  one  Mr.  Lefly's  houfe ;  which  I  agreed  to-.

All  the  profpeS  I  have  of  happi- 
nefs  is  fi-om  her  favour ;  and,  when  the  queen  knows  the 
truth,  (he  will  not  find,  I  have  given  this  lady  more 
countenance,  than  to  others  of  her  quality,  whom  I  do 
not  know :  and  I  did  not  believe,  her  majefly  would  have 
had  me  taken  fo  much  notice  of  her,  as  to  have  ufed  her 
worfe  than  other  people.  If  I  have  erred,  I  am  fure,  I 
did  it  ignorantly,  and  I  will  fubmit  to  any  penance  her 
majefty  Ihall  impofe ;  which,  without  the  other  mortifi- 
cations I  daily  have,  would  be  too  heavy  a  load.

ON  fimday  the  5th,  when  I  came  to  Dublin  in  the- 
morning,  I  was  told,  captain  Arthur,  was  gone  the : 
day  before  into  Connaught  to  raife  men  for  recruiting  the 
regiment  of  guards;  which  upon  enquiry!  found  to  be 
true.  It  would  at  another  time  have  been  thought  ftrange, . 
that  filch  a  thing  Ihould  have  been  attempted  and  done 
without  order  of  tht  chief  governour ;  and  I  am  fure,  I 
ought  not  to  fufler  it,  whilft  I  have  the  honour  to  hold- 
the  king's  fword.  The  Heutenant  colonel  told  me,  he  was  ■ 
gone  by  my  lordTyrconnel's  order.  I  aflced,  whether 
my  lord  Tyrconnel  had  ordered,  that  I  fliould  know  no- 
thing of  it  ?  to  which  he  knew  not  what  to  fay :  and  I  not 
being  fatisfied  with  the  Ueutenant  colonel's  anfwer,  who 
loves,  to  command,  and  not  to  obey,  I  fent  a  melTenger 
with  an  order  to  captain  Arthur  to  return,  who  overtook . 
him ;  and  he  came  back,  and  found  me  on  tuefday  mor- 
ning at  fir  Ar.  Jones's,  1 2  miles  from  Dublin  ;  where  I 
was  newly  arrivied,  having  that  morning  begun  my  pro- 
grefs. I  afked  him,  how  he  came  to  go  into  Connaught, 
or  anywhere  elfe  to  raife  men,  without  my  order  ?  He  told  ■ 
me,  he  was- commanded  by  his  lieutenant  colonel.  I  afk- 
ed him  for  his  order,'  which  he  produced ;  whereof  here 
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is  a  copy.  I  commanded  him  to  go  to  Dublin,  and  not 
to  ftir  from  his  company  till  my  return ;  and  I  have  fent 
aa  order  to  the  lieutenant  colonel  not  to  fend  any  of  the 
officers  into  the  coiintry  to  raife  men,  without  my  further 
orders.  I  find,  it  is  neceflaiy  to  give  you  or  fome  friend 
an  account  of  all  that  pafles ;  for,  I  underftand,  others 
make  what  reprefentations  they  plcafc ;  and,  if  they  were 
all  true,  I  did  not  care :  and  I  give  you  this  trouble,  that 
you  may  be  informed  in  this  particular,  when  you  find  it 
neceflary  to  take  notice  of  it.  My  lord  Tyrconnel  had 
orders  from  me  (by  the  king's  command)  to  put  out,  and 
put  in  what  men  he  thought  fit ;  which  was  never  done 
before,  nor,  I  believe,  would  have  been  done  to  any  one 
but  me :  but  the  king  commanded,  and  I  obeyed  immediate- 
ly, and  never  offered  to  interpofe  in  the  execution  of  thofe 
orders,  riotwithftanding  (as  I  may  fay)  the  extravagancies 
that  were  committed.  But,  even  by  thofe  orders,  I  am 
fure,  if  there  had  been  occafion  of  fending  into  the  coun- ' 
tries  to  raife  any  numbers  of  men,  he  ought  not  to  have  [ 
done  it,  without  my  orders ;  much  lefs  to  have  left  his 
orders  behind  him  for  the  doing  it;  for  the  order  men-' 
tioned  in  the  enclofed  to  be  given  by  my  lord  Tyrconnel' 
(which  has -not  been  yet  produced  to  me)  was  dated  the' 
26th  of  auguft,  which  was  the  ■day  he  left  Dublin.  And 
that  very  day  he  was  with  me,  and  faid  nothing  to  me  of 
it ;  fo  that  I  know  no  ufe  of  this  method  of  proceeding, 
but  on  purpofe  to  affront  me ;  which,  I  am  fure,  is  more 
a  contempt  upon  the  king's  authority,  than  a  prejudice 
to  me.  Though  I  will  never  do  any  thing  in  anger  or 
peevifhly,  yet  I  muft  not,  on  the  other  hand,  b«ir  all 
the  flights,  which  fome  people  have  a  mind  to  put  upon 
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me;  and  I  could  not  fliew  a  lefs  refentment  of  this  parti- . 
cular,  than  in  fending  for  captain  Arthur  back  again,  and 
doing  as  I  have  done :  and  yet  the  regiment  fhaJl  be  re- 
cruited, and  with  fuch  men  too,  as  were  defigned.

IL  o  V  E  to  give  you  as  frequent  an  account  of  myfelf 
and  as  often  as  I  can ;  and  therefore,  though  I  have 
no  publick  affairs  to  entertain  you  with,  I  write  this  to 
let  you  know,  that,  as  I  intended,  I  left  Kilkenny  on  fri- 
day,  and  came  that  afternoon  hither ;  where  I  was  receiv- 
ed with  as  much  demonftration  of  duty  and  loyalty  to  the 
king,  as  it  was  pofFible  for  men  to  make,  if  his  majefly 
himfelf  had  been  here.  Yefterday  I  went  down  the  river 
(a  very  noble  one,  not  inferiour  to  thf  Thames)  to  Dim- 
cannon  fort ;  and,  having  taken  a  view  of  it,  and  looked 
upon  the  block-houfe  at  paf&ge,  and  dined  with  fir  Jo. 
Ivory,  I  came  back  again  hither  by  water  in  the  even- 
ing. After  I  come  back  to  Dublin,  I  will  fend  you  the 
obfervations  I  fhall  make  upon  the  forts  here,  which  I 
fhall  fee.  My  lord  of  Tyrone  came  to  me  yefterday,  mor- 
ning, and  has  continued  with  me  all  the  tune  of  my  be- 
ing here ;  ( he  lives  about  8  miles  from  hence )  but  not 
one  other  of  the  roman  catholick  gentlemen  have  beea 
with  me :  and  in  this. city  not  one  of  the  roman  catho- 
lick inhabitants  (and  here  are  fome  pretty  confiderable 
merchants )  hath  taken  notice  of  me.  It  is  they  make 
the  diftindion,  and  not  I,  as  is  very  plain;  for,  I  am 
fure,  I  am  alike  civil  and  obliging  to  them  all,  without 
making  any  difference  between  men  of  different  religions.

THOUGH  your  lordihip  cannot  expeft,  I  fliould 
have  any  bufinefs  to  trouble  you  with  from  hence ; 
yet  I  think  it  fit  to  give  your  lordfliip  an  account,  that  I 
am  come  thus  far  on  my  progrefs.  I  went  yefterday  down 
the  river  to  Duncannon  fort,  and  took  a  view  of  the 
block-houfe  at  paflage ;  of  the  condition  of  which  places, 
and  of  the  reft  of  the  forts  which  I  ihall  fee,  I  will  give 
your  lordftiip  a  particular  account  at  my  return  to  Dub- 
lin.

MY  laft  to  you  was  on  this  day  fennight  from  Wa' 
terford :  the  next  morning  I  left  that  town,  and 
arrived  at  night  at  Lifmore ;  where  my  lord  Burlingtoa 
had  given  fuch  (xders,  that  we  were  as  well  entertained, 
(and  my  retinue  was  then  grown  pretty  large)  as  if  hit 
lordlhip  had  been  there  himfelf.  On  tuelday,  after  a  ve- 
ry good  breakfaft  and  deflroying  ibme  of  my  lord's  fal- 
mon,  I  left  Lifmore,  and  came  that  night  to  Youghalt 
loon  enough  to  fee  the  harbour,  and  to  make  fome  ob- 
fervations  upon  matters  there ;  which  I  (hall  give  account . 
of,  and  which  will  be  for  the  king's  fervice.  On  wednef- 
day morning,  after  I  had  viewed  five  companies  of  my 
lord  Mountjoy's  regiment  (which  are  there  quartered)  and 
fcen  them  exercife,  I  left  Youghall.  I  dined  at  Caftle- 
Martyr,  Mr.  H.  Boyle's ;  and  in  the  evening  I  got  to  this 
town,  where  I  lodged  that  night.  On  thurfiky  meaning 
I  went  to  Bandon,  where  I  dined :  it  is  a  very  pretty 

town. 
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town,  and  well  feated  upon  a  fine  river :  it  is  an  Eaglilh 
plantation,  made  and  fettled  by  the  old  earl  of  Cork. 
That  afternoon  I  went  to  Kinfale,  where  I  lodged.  Fri- 
day, after  I  had  vifited  both  the  forts,  and  taken  a  view 
of  the  harbour  (which  is  very  well  worth  the  feeing)  I 
left  Kinfale,  and  returned  hither  again  that  night.  Yef- 
terday  I  viewed  the  major  general's  regiment,  which  is. 
all  quartered  here :  I  law  them  exercife,  which  they  per- 
formed as  well,  as  is  poflible  for  fuch  new  men.  Juft 
before  1  left  Kin&le  I  received  3  packets  fi-om  England, 
with  your'*  of  the  7th  inftant,  and  feveral  fiom  the  trea- 
fury  chamber ;  to  which,  I  hope,  you  do  not  expe<2;  an- 
fwers  till  my  return.  I  am  fully  &tisfied,  that  you  do 
not  deliver  my  letter  to  the  queen :  pray  tell  me,  if  you 
would  have  me' write  another  to  her,  and  to  what  effefl. 
If  any  thing  were  to  be  wondered  at  which  fome  people 
do,  I  might  wonder  that  my  lord  Tyiconnel  fhould  fay,, 
that  he  thought  we  were  all  agreed  in  what  to  offer  to- 
the  king :  if  that  had  been  fo,  it  Ihould  have  been  tranf- 
mitted  to  his  majefty,  and  figned  by  every  one  of  us.  If 
I  law  thofe  minutes  you  mention,  which  were  figned  by 
feme  of  the  company,  and  if  I  were  at  Dublin  with  my 
papers,  I  could  write  more  fully :  but  this  I  will  lay  at 
the  prefent,  and  ( if  1  can  truft  ray  memory  at  this  dif- 
tance  from  my  papers)  you  will  find,  in  the  account  I 
gave  my  lord  prefident  of  that  laft  confultation,  that  I- 
fay,  it  was  believed  a  parliament  would  give  confider~ 
ably,  if  pollelllons  might  be  confirmed ;  but,  if  the  mo- 
ney to  be  railed  were  to  be  diftributed  to  latisly  fuch  as. 
ought  to  have  been  reprifed  with  lands  of  equal  value,, 
worth  and  purchafe,  that  it  was  believed,  money  would: 

not 
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not  be  given  for  that  end.    The  a&  fays,  that  fuch  per- 
fons  (therein  mentioned)  ihall  be  reftored  to  their  eftates, 
or  to  a  certain  proportion  of  them,   ( therein  exprefled ) 
when  the  perfons  then  in  pofleflion  (hall  be  firft  reprifed 
with  lands  of  equal  value,  worth  and  purchafe.    The  per- 
Ibns  then  in  poffeiTion  did  not  fettle  themfelves,  nor  be- 
gin to  plant,  till  the  time  allotted  to  the  commiffioners  of 
the  court  of  claims  was  expired ;    but,  had  there  been 
fuiBcient,  the  time  of  the  commiffion  being  expired,  no 
authority  but  thofe  commiffioners  (who  were  then  at  an 
end)  could  grant  reprifals ;  no  not  the  king  himfelf,  with- 
out a  new  afl:  of  parliament.    This  being  the  cafe,  and 
no  profpeft  of  another  parliament,  the  perlbns  then,  and 
now  in  poffeffion,  fell  to  planting  and  improving ;  which 
is  now  19  years  llnce.    And  now,  after 'fo  many  fettle- 
ments,  deaths,  and  alienations,  as  have  been,  to  alter  thefe 
proprieties  would  be  looked  upon  as  fo  great  a  breach  up- 
on the  afts,  as  would  fii^t  all  men  who  are  concerned 
in  the  fettlements,  as  well  as  thofe,  who  at  the  beginning 
ought  to  have  been  reprifed,  if  the  ftock  had  not  failed. 
The  Ihaking  of  poffeffions  and  titles,  founded  upon  afts 
of  parliament,  is  fo  nice,  that  men  concerned  fancy,  there 
will  be  no  end ;  and  they  think,  every  branch  may  be  as 
well  invaded,  as  the  poffeffions :  and  the  whole  drift  of 
the  a£ls  ( which  feem  now  to  be  queftioned )  was  to  pre- 
fer^'e  and  quiet  the  pofleflbrs.    And  an  aft  of  parliament 
( when  the  king  thinks  it  feafonable  to  call  a  parliament ) 
to  confirm  poifeffions  ( if  it  be  odious  to  mention  a  com- 
miffion )  would,  no  queftion,  procure  a  great  fum  of  mo- 
ney ;  out  of  which  thofe  might  be  gratified,  who  ought 
to  be  provided  for.    And  this  is  not  only  the  opinion  of 

myfelf. 
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myfelf,  and  the  others,  who  did  not  fign  the  minutes 
which  my  lord  Tyrconnel  {hews ;  but  it  is  the  opinion  of 
very  many  honeft  Iri(h  catholicks !  and  believe  me,  it 
will  appear,  (which  I  would  fay  to  the  king  himfelf,  if  I 
were  now  fpeaking  to  him)  that  the  defign  of  fome,  who 
brag  of  the  power  they  have,  ib  not  fo  much  to  find  a 
way  to  provide  for  thofe  who  want,  as  to  tmfettle  all ; 
whereby  they  hope  to  get  opportunities  of  making  their 
own  fortunes.  Whatever  my  lord  Tyrconnel  and  Mr. 
Nai^le  pjopofe,  it  is  ftill  but  the  opinion  of  3  men ;  or, 
at  moft,  what  is  aimed  at  by  one  fide  1  and  there  is  no 
doubt,  but  the  king  will,  early  or  late,  hear  and  examine 
the  concerns  of  the  other  interefts,  there  being  the  wel- 
fare of  a  whole  great  kingdom  at  ftake,  in  the  profperity 
of  which  the  king  himfelf  is  infinitely  concerned ;  and  he 
will  find,  that  fome  people  carry  on  other  interefts  more 
than  his.  In  mine  from  Waterford  I  told  you,  that  very 
few  of  the  roman  eathoJidks  had  then  appeared  among 
the  multitude  of  thofe  who  met  me  in  the  country :  I 
can  ftill  fay,  that  hitherto  ( though  I  have  been  met  with 
by  thoufands  fince  I  left  Kilkenny)  there  have  not  appear- 
ed 10  roman  catholicks,  and  fome  of  thofe  have  even 
owned  to  me,  that  they  are  out  of  countenance  to  fee 
their  countrymen  fo  backward ;  which  has  been  fo  much 
taken  notice  of  in  thij  town,  that  fome  have  fpoken  of  it 
to  the  major  general ;  who  feemed  uneafy  at  it,  and  there- 
upon afked  me,  if  I  would  give  the  roman  catholick  bif- 
hop  of  this  place  leave  to  come  to  me.  I  told  him,  that 
bifnop  ufed  to  vifit  me  at  Dublin  ;  that  he  knew,  he 
might  come  to  me  when  he  pleafcd ;  that  I  made  no  dif- 
tinftion  of  perfons,  or  nations ;  and,  if  any  one  thought 
Ooo  Idid, 
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I  did,  I  would  take  it  for  a  great  favour  to  be  told  fo : 
and  this  evening  that  bifliop  was  with  me.  The  major 
general  likewife  afked  me,  if  1  would  give  fome  roman 
catholick  merchants  leave  to  come  to  me.  I  made  him 
the  fame  anfwer,  as  to  the  other,  but  with  this  further, 
that  I  wondered,  thofe  gentlemen  did  not  appear  with 
the  reft  of  their  fociety,  efpecially  now  being  freemen  of 
the  city :  to  which  he  made  no  reply,  but  this  evening 
brought  4  merchants  to  me,  when  their  bifliop  came. 
The  beft  way  to  ferve  the  king  I  take  to  be  uniting  all 
people,  that  they  may  all  join  together  in  promoting  the 
trade,  and  other  publick  ai&irs  of  the  kingdom ;  and  I 
am  fure,  I  am  not  backward  in  my  endeavours  therein : 
but  I  muft  needs  fay,  by  what  I  have  hitherto  obferved 
I  find,  the  natives  will  fcarce  hold  any  communication 
with  the  Englilh,  and  will  hardly  treat  them  with  com- 
mon civility.  At  my  return,  when  I  have  finished  my 
progrefs,  you  (hall  know  what  other  obfervations  I  have 
made.  Tomorrow  I  leave  this  place :  you  fliall  hear  again 
from  me  from  Lymerick,  God  keep  you,  and  my  fifter, 
and  all  yours.
